Opening  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Henry  B.  Smith,  with  fifteen  seconds  silence 
for  deceased  veterans  preceding  the  prayer. 

Salute  to  the  flag  was  led  by  Selectman  James  D.  Wilson. 

Unanimous  consent  was  voted  to  admit  forty  non-voters  to  the  meeting. 

The  Moderator  announced  that  no  smoking  or  eating  would  be  allowed  in  the  Audito- 
rium. 

Voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  warrant  and  service  of  the  Constable. 

Voted  that  the  Moderator  refer  to  articles  by  number  and  subject  matter  without 
the  Moderator  reading  the  article  and  the  person  moving  an  article  refer  to  it  by 
number . 

ARTICLE  1.   To  elect  a  Moderator  for  one  year,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one 
member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years,  one  member  of  the  Andover  Housing 
Authority  for  five  years,  and  any  other  town  officers  required  by  law  to  be  elected 
by  ballot,  also  to  vote  on  the  following  questions:

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  pre- 
liminary plans  for  a  new  Public  Works  Building. 

Article  14  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  the  sum  of  $100,000  to  establish  a  stabilization  fund 
under  Section  5B  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Law. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  transfer  from  available  funds  the  sum 
of  $50,000  under  Article  15  to  establish  a  stabilization  fund  under  Section  5B  of 
Chapter  40  of  the  General  Law. 

ARTICLE  16.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $880,000  or  any  other  sum  to  con- 
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struct  a  sewage  pumping  station  off  Riverina  Road,  a  trunk  sewer  along  Haverhill 
Street,  from  Haverhill  Street  to  Balmoral  Street,  along  Balmoral,  York  and  Haverhill 
Streets,  an  intercepting  sewer  starting  from  Essex  Street  and  extending  in  a  souther- 
ly direction  along  the  east  bank  of  the  Shawsheen  River  to  Abbot  Street,  a  trunk 
sewer  extending  from  Andover  Street  to  Lowell  Street,  with  a  connecting  line  to  Res- 
ervation Road,  a  collecting  sewer  from  the  end  of  Kirkland  Drive  to  Shawsheen  Road, 
along  Shawsheen  Road  and  from  Shawsheen  Road  crossing  Lincoln  Street  to  Arthur  Road 
and  lateral  sewers  in  Abbot  Street,  Porter  Road,  Karlton  Circle,  Forbes  Lane,  Alden 
Road,  Andover  Street,  Dascomb  Road,  Lovejoy  Road,  Lowell  Street,  Argilla  Road,  Straw- 
berry Hill  Road,  Rennie  Drive,  Lincoln  Street,  Chandler  Circle,  Lowell  Street,  Shir- 
ley Road,  Virginia  Road,  High  Plain  Road  and  Beacon  Street;  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  acquire  thenecessary  land  and  easements  by  gift,  by  purchase  or  by  seizure  by 
right  of  eminent  domain;  to  authorize  the  acceptance  of  federal  aid  for  the  work; 
and  to  determine  how  the  appropriation  will  be  raised,  whether  by  taxation,  transfer 
or  borrowing  or  any  combination  of  the  foregoing. 

Article  16  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  17.  (A)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  determine  that  the  need  for  an  urban  re- 
newal program  exists  in  the  Town. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  use  the  secret  ballot  on  this  article. 
The  Vote  Yes  314 — No  393 — more  than  25%  of  the  voters  present . 

Article  17  (A)  was  defeated.   The  VOTE  Yes  254— No  903. 

ARTICLE  17.  (B)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  on  be- 
half of  the  Town  a  "Cooperation  Agreement"  between  the  Town  and  the  Andover  Housing 
Authority  providing  for  the  cooperation  required  by  the  United  States  with  respect  to 
the  Central  Andover  Urban  Renewal  Project  Mass.  R-22;  said  project  to  be  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  a  plan  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Land  Assembly  and  Redevel- 
opment Plan  for  the  project  area  dated  February,  1963  on  file  in  the  offices  of  the 
Selectmen,  Town  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Andover  Housing  Authority  to  be  adopted  by 
the  Authority  subsequent  to  action  of  the  Town  under  Article  17  (A) ;  and  said  cooper- 
ation agreement  containing  provisions  with  respect  to  the  making  of  the  local  grants 
in  aid  required  by  the  United  States  in  the  form  of  cash,  tax  credits,  site  improve- 
ments, conveyance  of  town  owned  land,  street  and  utility  work  and  other  forms  of 
cooperation;  copies  of  a  suggested  draft  of  which  agreement  dated  February  1963  are 
on  file  in  the  offices  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Manager,  the  Town  Clerk  and  the 
Andover  Housing  Authority. 

Article  17  (B)  was  unanimously  defeated. 

ARTICLE  18.   To  see  if  the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  26CC  of  the 
Housing  Authority  Law  contained  in  Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  as  most  recently 
amended,  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation  and/or  available  funds  and/ 
or  by  bond  issue  the  sum  of  $359,300  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  such  part  of  the 
development,  acquisition, and  operating  costs  of  the  Central  Andover  Urban  Renewal 
Project  Mass.  R-22  described  in  Article  17  (B)  as  will  not  be  met  by  contributions  or 
grants  from  the  Federal  Government  or  otherwise,  and  will  authorize  the  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  to  borrow  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  same. 

Article  18  was  unanimously  defeated. 

ARTICLE  19.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  by  resolution:  to  declare  that  there 
exists  in  the  town  a  need  for  low-rent  housing  at  rents  within  the  means  of  families 
of  low  income,  as  defined  in  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  which 
need  is  not  being  adequately  met  by  private  enterprise;  to  approve  an  application  of 
the  Andover  Housing  Authority  to  the  Public  Housing  Administration,  an  agency  author- 
ized by  the  said  Act  to  provide  financial  assistance  to  local  public  housing  agencies 
for  undertaking  and  carrying  out  preliminary  planning  of  low-rent  housing  projects, 
for  a  preliminary  loan  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,000  for  surveys  and  planning  in 
connection  with  low-rent  housing  projects  of  not  to  exceed  approximately  20  dwelling 
units,  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  town  a 
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'Cooperation  Agreement',  between  the  town  and  the  Andover  Housing  Authority,  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  of  a  proposed  agreement  of  which  copies  are  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Andover  Housing  Authority  and  the  Town  Clerk, 
providing  for  the  local  cooperation  as  may  be  required  by  the  Public  Housing  Admin- 
istration pursuant  to  the  said  Act. 

Article  19  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  20.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  from  Single  Residence  A  to 
Business ,  the  following  parcel  of  land  along  Bartlett  Street  and  Chestnut  Street: 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  center  lines  of  Bartlett  Street  and  Chestnut 
Street  and  running  westerly  along  the  center  line  of  Chestnut  Street  to  a  point  oppo- 
site the  westerly  boundary  of  Lot  #33  as  shown  on  Town  Assessors'  Map  #39,  1962  edi- 
tion; thence  turning  and  running  northerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  said  Lot 
#33  and  easterly  along  the  northerly  boundaries  of  Lots  #33,  #34,  and  #37  to  the  cen- 
ter line  of  Bartlett  Street;  thence  running  southerly  along  the  center  line  of  Bart- 
lett Street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Article  20  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  21.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  from  Business  to  Single  Resi- 
dence  A,  the  following  parcel  of  land  at  Florence  Street  and  Park  Street: 

Beginning  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Lot  #83  on  Town  Assessors'  Map  #39,  1962 
edition  and  running  easterly  along  the  northerly  boundary  of  said  Lot  #83  to  its  in- 
tersection with  Lot  #87;  thence  turning  and  running  northerly,  easterly  and  southerly 
along  the  boundaries  of  said  Lot  #87  to  Park  Street;  thence  crossing  Park  Street  and 
running  southerly,  westerly  and  northerly  along  the  boundaries  of  Lot  #98  to  the  cen- 
ter line  of  Park  Street;  thence  turning  and  running  westerly  along  the  center  line  of 
Park  Street  to  a  point  opposite  the  westerly  boundary  of  Lot  #10;  thence  turning  and 
running  northerly  along  said  westerly  boundary  of  Lot  #10  to  its  intersection  with 
the  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  #11;  thence  turning  and  running  westerly,  northerly 
and  easterly  along  the  boundaries  of  said  Lot  #11  to  the  westerly  side  of  Florence 
Street  and  continuing  in  a  straight  line  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Article  21  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  22.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  from  Business  to  Multiple  Resi- 
dence the  following  parcel  of  land  along  Park  Street: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  center  line  of  Park  Street  opposite  the  easterly  bound- 
ary of  Lot  #99  on  Town  Assessors'  Map  #39,  1962  edition  and  running  southerly  along 
the   easterly  boundaries  of  Lots  #99  and  #100;  thence  turning  and  running  westerly 
along  the  southerly  boundaries  of  Lots  #100  and  #101  and  #102  to  a  point  forty  feet 
(40')  west  of  the  southeasterly  corner  of  Lot  #102;  thence  turning  and  running  north- 
erly to  a  point  on  the  northerly  boundary  of  said  Lot  #102,  forty  feet  (40' )  west  of 
the  northeasterly  corner  of  said  lot;  thence  proceeding  on  the  same  northerly  course 
to  the  center  line  of  Park  Street;  thence  turning  and  running  easterly  along  the 
center  line  of  Park  Street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Article  22  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  23.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $1,500,000.00  or  any  other  sum, 
to  acquire  the  necessary  land  and  easements  and  to  construct,  originally  equip  and 
furnish  a  town  house,  police  station,  and  a  fire  station,  all  in  the  central  part  of 
the  town;  to  authorize  the  acceptance  of  federal  aid  for  the  project;  and  to  deter- 
mine how  the  appropriation  will  be  raised,  whether  by  taxation,  transfer  or  borrow- 
ing or  any  combination  of  the  foregoing. 

Article  23  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  24.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  a  By-Law  for  the  appointment 
of  an  Inspector  of  Gas  Piping  and  Gas  Appliances  in  buildings  and  whose  duty  shall 
be  the  enforcement  of  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  established 
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under  Section  12H  of  Chapter  25  of  the  General  Laws  and  as  provided  in  the  Acts  of 
1960,  Chapter  737,  Section  3-0. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  accept  Article  24  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  25.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  advisory  committee  on 
home  rule  to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator  for  the  purpose  of  examining  state-local 
relations  and  of  reporting  thereon  to  the  selectmen  from  time  to  time. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  accept  Article  25  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  26.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $150,000.00  or  any  other 
sum  for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing  Rogers  Brook  and  its  tributaries,  and  the 
sewers,  other  utilities,  and  surface  drainage  in  connection  therewith,  to  determine 
how  the  same  shall  be  raised,  whether  by  taxation,  transfer,  borrowing  or  otherwise 
and  to  provide  for  the  easements  therefor,  with  the  understanding  that  the  area 
involved  is  from  the  West  side  of  Main  Street  to  the  headwall  on  the  East  side  of 
Whittier  Street. 

Article  26  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  27.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation  $100,000  or  any 
other  sum  to  be  spent  by  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
by  purchase,  by  gift,  or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  land,  and  any  build- 
ings thereon,  for  such  school  sites  as  may  be  designated  by  the  School  Committee, 
for  such  areas  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Recreation  Committee,  for  sites  for  munic- 
ipal buildings  and  municipal  facilities,  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  options  or 
refusals  or  making  down  payments  or  part  payments  on  any  such  lands,  including  any 
buildings  thereon,  or  obtaining  easements;  said  Land  Acquisition  Committee  having 
the  right  to  advise  as  to  any  parcel  of  land  to  be  acquired,  but  its  advice  not  to 
be  controlling;  no  money  to  be  spent  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen; 
on  petition  of  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  unanimously  to  transfer  from  available 
funds  the  sum  of  $19,000  under  Article  27  to  be  spent  by  the  Land  Acquisition  Commit- 
tee for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  by  purchase,  by  gift,  or  by  seizure  by  right  of 
eminent  domain,  land,  and  any  buildings  thereon,  for  such  school  sites  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  School  Committee,  for  such  areas  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Recre- 
ation Committee,  for  sites  for  municipal  buildings  and  municipal  facilities,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  options  or  refusals  or  making  down  payments  or  part  payments 
on  any  such  lands,  including  any  buildings  thereon,  or  obtaining  easements;  said 
Land  Acquisition  Committee  having  the  right  to  advise  as  to  any  parcel  of  land  to  be 
acquired,  but  its  advice  not  to  be  controlling;  no  money  to  be  spent  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  28.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Zoning  By-law  by  adding  to  Section  XI,  the  following  subsection: 

6.   (a)   In  Single  Residence,  Multiple  Residence,  Apartment  District  and 
Educational  District,  the  parking  or  keeping  of  a  truck  or  com- 
mercial vehicle,  on  property  in  use  as  a  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  permitted  accessory  use,  provided: 

1.  The  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  does  not  exceed  three- 
quarter  (3/4)  ton  capacity,  manufacturer's  rating,  and 

2.  The  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  is  used  as  a  means  of 
transport  to  and  from  the  resident's  place  of  business,  and 

3.  The  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  is  parked  or  kept  in  a 
garage,  and 

4.  The  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  is  not  loaded  with  flam- 
mable, noxious  or  dangerous  materials. 
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(b)  In  all  other  districts,  the  parking  or  keeping  of  vehicles 
customarily  employed  in  connection  with  permitted  uses  shall 
be  deemed  accessory. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Appeals  may,  under  Section  XIII,  of  this  by-law, 
grant  a  special  permit  for  the  parking  or  keeping,  in  Single 
Residence,  Multiple  Residence,  Apartment  and  Educational  Dis- 
tricts, of  vehicles  or  equipment  other  than  those  allowed  in 
6  (a)  above,  provided  that  the  Board  finds  such  parking  will 
not,  under  the  circumstances,  be  detrimental  to  the  neighbor- 
hood.  The  Board  may  impose  such  conditions  as  it  deems  neces- 
sary to  safeguard  the  neighborhood,  including  limitations  of 
time,  number  of  vehicles,  weight  or  capacity  of  vehicles  or 
equipment.   Among  other  things,  the  Board  shall  consider  size, 
location  of  the  lot,  density  of  the  neighborhood,  vehicular 
access,  garaging  or  parking  facilities. 

(d)  A  temporary  permit,  not  exceeding  one  year,  may  be  granted  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Building  Inspector  for  the  parking  or 
keeping  of  equipment,  trucks  or  vehicles  on  construction  sites. 

By  inserting  the  words  "and  equipment"  after  the  word  "building"  in  Section  XI,  sub- 
section #5  so  that  the  amended  subsection  reads  as  follows : 

5.  In  farm  area,  buildings  and  equipment  incidental  to  a  farm 
requirement  shall  be  considered  an  accessory  use  and  on  lots 
of  five  acres  or  over,  the  keeping  of  riding  or  driving  horses, 
all  subject  to  the  Board  of  Health  regulations. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  unanimously  to  make  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  Zoning  By-law  by  adding  to  Section  XI,  the  following  subsection: 

6.  (a)   In  Single  Residence,  Multiple  Residence,  Apartment  District  and 

Educational  District,  the  parking  or  keeping  of  a  truck  or  com- 
mercial vehicle,  on  property  in  use  as  a  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  permitted  accessory  use,  provided: 

1.  The  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  does  not  exceed  three- 
quarter  (3/4)  ton  capacity,  manufacturer's  rating,  and 

2.  The  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  is  used  as  a  means  of 
transport  to  and  from  the  resident's  place  of  business,  and 

3.  The  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  is  parked  or  kept  in  a 
garage,  and 

4.  The  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  is  not  loaded  with  flam- 
mable, noxious  or  dangerous  materials. 

(b)  In  all  other  districts,  the  parking  or  keeping  of  vehicles 
customarily  employed  in  connection  with  permitted  uses  shall 
be  deemed  accessory . 

(c)  The  Board  of  Appeals  may,  under  Section  XIII,  of  this  by-law, 
grant  a  special  permit  for  the  parking  or  keeping,  in  Single 
Residence,  Multiple  Residence,  Apartment  and  Educational  Dis- 
tricts, of  vehicles  or  equipment  other  than  those  allowed  in 
6(a)  above,  provided  that  the  Board  finds  such  parking  will 
not  under  the  circumstances,  be  detrimental  to  the  neighbor- 
hood.  The  Board  may  impose  such  conditions  as  it  deems  neces- 
sary to  safeguard  the  neighborhood,  including  limitations  of 
time,  number  of  vehicles,  weight  or  capacity  of  vehicles  or 
equipment.   Among  other  things,  the  Board  shall  consider  size, 
location  of  the  lot,  density  of  the  neighborhood,  vehicular 
access,  garaging  or  parking  facilities. 
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(d)   A  temporary  permit,  not  exceeding  one  year,  may  be  granted  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Building  Inspector  for  the  parking  or 
keeping  of  equipment,  trucks  or  vehicles  on  construction  sites. 

By  inserting  the  words  "and  equipment"  after  the  word  "building"  in  Section  XI,  sub- 
section #5  so  that  the  amended  subsection  reads  as  follows: 

5.       In  farm  area,  buildings  and  equipment  incidental  to  a  farm 

requirement  shall  be  considered  an  accessory  use  and  on  lots 
of  five  acres  or  over,  the  keeping  of  riding  or  driving  horses, 
all  subject  to  the  Board  of  Health  regulations. 

A  quorum  was  present.   A  report  of  the  Andover  Planning  Board  was  read  by  Harold  T. 
King,  relative  to  Article  28. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  VIII,  Section  X,  Para- 
graph  2,  Subsection  1  of  the  Zoning  By-law,  as  amended  most  recently  in  1958  by  the 
insertion  of  the  following  words: 

"and  no  person  shall  remove, even  if  not  for  sale,  more  than  1000  cubic 
yards  of  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel" 

so  that  said  Section  X,  Paragraph  2,  Subsection  1  will  read  as  follows: 

"Anything  in  any  other  by-law  of  this  town  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, no  person  shall  remove  for  the  purpose  of  sale  any  soil, 
loam,  sand  or  gravel,  and  no  person  shall  remove,  even  if  not  for 
sale,  more  than  1000  cubic  yards  of  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from 
any  land  not  in  public  use  in  any  part  of  the  town  without  first 
obtaining  written  permit  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  after 
a  public  hearing  at  which  all  interested  persons  shall  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard.   At  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  such  hearing  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant 
for  a  permit,  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  Town." 

Article  29  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  30.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  for  the  further  period  of 
one  year  a  committee  of  three  (3)  to  study  and  revise  the  Town  By-Laws  and  Zoning 
By-Laws,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  that  purpose  under  Article  17  of  the  Town 
Warrant  passed  at  the  1957  Town  Meeting,  such  committee  to  report  at  the  next  annual 
town  meeting. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  accept  Article  30  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  31.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  report  entitled  "Town  of  Andover, 
Mass.,  Report  on  a  Master  Plan  for  Storm  Drainage,  February,  1962",  by  Camp,  Dresser, 
and  McKee,  Consulting  Engineers,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  adopt  said  report,  and  all  writ- 
ten material,  maps,  and  plans  included  therein  as  a  Master  Plan  for  Storm  Drainage 
for  the  Town . 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  accept  Article  31  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  32.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  the  sum  of  $16,000  for  constructing  1100  feet  more  or 
less  of  12"  water  main  in  Cross  Street  from  River  Road  as  required  by  the  master 
plan  for  water  distribution  in  Andover.   Said  main  to  be  installed  under  the  better- 
ment act,  on  petition  of  Martin  T.  Caughey,  Jr.  and  others. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  raise  by  taxation  the  sum  of  $16,000 
under  Article  32.   The  Vote  Yes  255-No  208,  passed  by  a  majority. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  sewer  main  on  Shipman  Road 
for  a  distance  of  800  feet,  more  or  less,  and  across  country  to  West  Wind  Road  for  a 
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distance  of  750  feet,  more  or  less,  and  raise  by  taxation  and  appropriate  or  trans- 
fer from  available  funds,  the  sum  of  $26,000.00;  and  authorize  the  Town  to  acquire 
the  necessary  easements  by  gift,  by  purchase,  or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  do- 
main, on  petition  of  John  A.  James  and  others. 

Article  33  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  34.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $1,000  toward  the  cost  of  Christ- 
mas  lights  (costing  approximately  $3,000),  the  balance  of  which  will  be  borne  by  the 
Andover  Board  of  Trade,  as  provided  in  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  Subsection  46  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  on  petition  of  Kenneth  P.  Thomp- 
son and  others. 

Article  34  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  35.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public  way  and  name 
Spring  Grove  Road  from  its  junction  with  Abbot  Street  a  distance  of  one  thousand 
(1000)  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  southward  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  use 
part  of  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  for  the  road;  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire 
the  necessary  land  and  easements  by  gift,  purchase,  seizure,  or  by  right  of  eminent 
domain;  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty  eight  thousand,  two  hundred

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intercepting  sewer  starting  from  Andover  Street  and  extending  in  a  southerly  direc- 
tion along  the  east  bank  of  the  Shawsheen  River  to  Abbot  Street,  a  trunk  sewer  ex- 
tending from  Andover  Street  to  Lowell  Street,  with  a  connecting  line  to  Reservation 
Road,  a  collecting  sewer  from  the  end  of  Kirkland  Drive  to  Shawsheen  Road,  along 
Shawsheen  Road  and  from  Shawsheen  Road  crossing  Lincoln  Street  to  Arthur  Road  and 
lateral  sewers  in  Abbot  Street,  Porter  Road,  Karlton  Circle,  Forbes  Lane,  Alden 
Road,  Andover  Street,  Dascomb  Road,  Love joy  Road,  Lowell  Street,  Argilla  Road, 
Strawberry  Hill  Road,  Rennie  Drive,  Lincoln  Street,  Chandler  Circle,  Lowell  Street, 
Shirley  Road,  Virginia  Road,  High  Plain  Road  and  Beacon  Street;  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  authorized  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  and  easements  by  gift,  pur- 
chase or  eminent  domain;  that  the  Town  Manager  is  authorized  to  accept,  contract  for, 
and  expend  federal  aid  for  the  foregoing  work  in  addition  to  the  amount  appropriated 
hereby;  and  that  to  meet  the  appropriation  made  by  this  vote  the  sum  of  $25,000 
shall  be  transferred  from  free  cash  and  the  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Sel- 
ectmen is  authorized  to  issue  $855,000  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town,  and  that  better- 
ments be  assessed.   The  VOTE  YES-697,  NO-142.   Voted  by  more  than  2/3  as  required. 
A  quorum  was  present  from  the  opening  of  the  meeting  through  the  passage  of  the 
voting  for  the  bonds.

Andover's  extensive  land  area  and  facilities,    coupled  with  a  valuable  location,   have  con- 
tinued to  create  growth  problems  in  land  development  that  have  required  extensive  study  and  plan- 
ning on  the  part  of  your  town  officials  during  the  past  year. 

Andover  is  fortunate  to  have  a  land  area  of  32  square  miles  serviced  with  1 65  miles  of  its 
own  road  system.     However,    during  the  past  five  years,   we  have  witnessed  the  construction  of 
Interstate  Route  93,   north  and  south,    Interstate  Route  495,    east  and  west,    while  already  harboring 
Routes  28,    114  and  133.     Situated  as  we  are  some  25  miles  from  Boston,    20  miles  from  the  coast- 
line,  and  75  miles  from  the  mountain  area,   we  will  continue  to  receive  the  impact  of  this  growth. 

In  1963,    we  witnessed  the  constant  push  for  land  development  in  our  community.     This  year, 
our  Planning  Board  reviewed  14  subdivision  plans  and  approved  8  subdivision  developments.     All  of 
our  Town  departments,   and  particularly  those  immediately  affected  by  land  development  -  namely, 
Water  and  Sewer,    Highway  (drainage),    Fire,    Police,   and  School  -,   have  worked  diligently  to  accom- 
modate and  serve  the  increased  requests  for  service  from  our  citizens.      Our  population  census 
figure  of  17,  134  hardly  begins  to  reflect  the  extended  area  which  must  be  constantly  served  by  town 
departments.     Following  are  but  a  few  of  the  progressive  steps  we  have  taken  to  better  meet  the 
needs  of  our  growing  community: 

In  1963,   we  broke  ground  for  the  reconstruction  of  Rogers  Brook,   a  problem  that  has  been 
plaguing  our  community  for  many  years.      With  50%  State  Matching  Funds,   we  were  able  to  complete 
the  first  stage  of  construction  from  the  Shawsheen  River  to  Main  Street,    thereby  harnessing  the 
water  in  a  72"  reenforced  concrete  pipe  with  a  direct  flow  to  the  river.     This  first  stage  of  construc- 
tion has  already  demonstrated  its  capacity  to  drain  water  rapidly  from  the  center  of  town  and  prevent 
immediate  flooding  in  the  Chestnut  St.  area  during  heavy  rains. 

Water  improvements  have  been  a  constant  part  of  our  Capital  Expenditure  Program  and  this 
year  it  was  possible  to  increase  our  water  supply  at  the  Bancroft  Reservoir  with  the  construction  of 
a  12"  main  to  the  Bancroft  site,    effecting  a  double  feed  system  to  this  supply.     A  10"  water  main  was 
extended  in  South  Main  Street  to  provide  improved  service  to  this  area. 

With  the  completion  of  a  Master  Drainage  Plan  which  provides  a  program  for  the  construction 
of  drainage  lines  throughout  the  town,    it  was  possible  this  year  to  construct  a  drainage  system  on 
Gleason  Street  and  River  Road  as  part  of  our  Capital  Improvement  Program. 

In  August  of  this  year,   we  were  able  to  qualify  for  a  program  of  accelerated  sewer  construc- 
tion at  a  cost  of  $1,  719,  000.   with  $839,  000.    of  this  amount  being  granted  by  the  Federal  Government. 
A  Special  Town  Meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  voting  on  this  project  gave  it  almost  unanimous  sup- 
port.    The  accelerated  sewer  construction  project  will  provide  for  approximately  13  miles  of  new 
sewer  mains  in  four  separate  areas  of  town  where  a  sanitary  system  is  vital  to  the  welfare  of  our 
community.     Under  this  program,   all  areas  receiving  benefit  from  the  sewer  construction  will  be 
charged  a  betterment  assessment. 

The  Town's  Recreation  facilities  were  improved  this  year  with  the  purchase  of  the  Camp 
Olympia  and  Manning  properties  adjacent  to  Pomps  Pond.      This  land  was  purchased  through  the  Land 
Acquisition  program.     A  section  of  the  Manning  land  has  already  been  used  to  extend  the  beach  faci- 
lities at  Pomps  and  the  Camp  Olympia  grounds  are  being  converted  to  play  areas  and  the  buildings 
renovatedfor  group  activities . 
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Perhaps  our  most  important  growth  area  will  be  noted  in  the  program  for  new  high  school 
facilities.      We  have  constantly  had  this  need  under  review  during  the  past  two  years  and,    in  1963, 
a  Building  Committee  was  appointed  to  study  the  requirements  of  our  school  program  as  projected 
by  the  School  Committee  and  to  begin  work  on  the  preliminary  planning  for  new  facilities.      The 
Warrant  for  our  1964  Town  Meeting  will  include  an  article  calling  for  the  appropriation  of  funds  to 
hire  an  architect  to  draft  plans  for  a  new  high  school  facility. 

1963  witnessed  the  first  step  in  programming  a  Stabilization  Fund  to  provide  for  future  capi- 
tal expenditures  for  schools.      This  fund  of  $50,000.    marks  a  "first"  in  Andover's  method  of  finan- 
cing. 

The  above  programs  represent  but  a  few  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  and,    as  our 
citizens  know,    these  improvements  were  made  without  levying  an  undue  burden  on  the  taxpayer. 

The  progress  we  have  made  during  the  year  is  the  direct  result  of  a  coordinated  effort  on 
the  part  of  all  of  our  town  boards  and  committees  who  have  given  of  their  time  to  contribute  a  ser- 
vice to  their  community.      This  citizen  participation,    joined  by  the  cooperation  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  our  town  government,    has  made  the  year  1963  a  most  successful  one  for  our  community.

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THE  MEMORIAL  HALL  LIBRARY  SETS  ITS  COURSE 


Last  year's  report  found  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  at  a  turning-point.     This  year,    because 
of  decisions  taken  in  1963,    its  future  course  seems  more  clearly  indicated. 

The  decision  of  the  Library  Board,    with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Mana- 
ger,   to  accept  a  regional  role  for  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  is  perhaps  the  most  important  of  all 
actions  taken  during  the  last  twelve  months.     This  means  that  Andover  will  be  one  of  five  geogra- 
phical sub-centers,    in  the  about-to-be  established  Eastern  Regional  Public  Library  System,     with 
proposed  headquarters  at  the  Boston  Public  Library.      We  deem  it  an  honor  that  Andover  should 
have  been  chosen  and  look  forward  with  anticipation  to  being  part  of  this  pioneer  undertaking, 
though  no  definite  date  can  be  given  at  this  time  for  the  start  of  the  the  new  service.     Probably  it 
will  not  be  before  next  spring  and  it  is  conceivable  that  even  then  only  the  first  phase  of  the  plan  will 
go  into  operation  with  other  parts  of  the  program  being  undertaken  as  rapidly  as  possible.     Andover, 
then,    will  receive  funds  from  the  regional  budget  for  its  wider  service. 

Another  step  taken  in  1963,    important  to  the  forward  progress  of  the  library,   was  the  deci- 
sion to  draw  up  new  plans  for  the  library  addition  scheduled  to  be  undertaken  in  1965. 

Since  the  1955  plans,   as  they  stand,    do  not  give  sufficient  space  for  future  growth  and  since 
there  was  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  outside  architectural  propriety,    it  seemed  wise  to 
make  a  fresh  approach  to  our  rather  difficult     architectural  problem. 

In  1955,    too,   we  rather  underestimated  population  growth.     Since  1955,    moreover,    student 
use  has  markedly  accelerated  and  may  well  double  in  the  1970's;  more  and  more  adults  seek  the 
library  in  order  to  keep  abreast  of  changing  and  proliferating  knowledge;  larger  book  collections 
are  even  now  of  first  necessity.     For  the  future  there  may  well  be  more  emphasis  on  the  newer 

media  -  tapes,    teaching  machines,    etc;     the 
regional  service  will  mean  an  expanded  role  for 
the  library;  future  town  growth  may  mean  that 
some  extension  services  to  other  parts  of  Ando- 
ver may  be  desired.     Short  of  an  economic  cata- 
clysm,   which  would  destroy  the  area's  economic 
viability,    we  see  ahead  a  long  period  of  conti- 
nuous library  growth. 

The  new  plans  for  the  building,    prepared 
by  our  architect  with  the  assistance  of  our  libra- 
ry consultant,    will  receive  our  serious  study. 
They  envision  an  L- shaped  addition  to  the  South 
and  West  which  would  seem  to  offer  good  interior 
functional  arrangements,    adequate  capacity  for 
books,    readers  and  services  and  flexibility  for 
alternative  use  of  space  at  some  later  time  and 
for  future  extension  if  ever  necessary. 

Two  pieces  of  legislation  in  1963,    one  at  the  state  level,    the  other  at  the  federal  level,   had 
interest  for  public  libraries. 

At  the  last  session  the  General  Court  passed  an  amendment  to  the  I960  State  Aid  to  Public 
Libraries  Act  which  restored  to  the  legislation  its  original  intent  to  provide  new  money  for  the  im- 
provement of  financial  support  of  public  libraries  in  Massachusetts.      Until  now  the  grants-in-aid 
have  been  financed  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  income  tax  money  which  would  have  come  to  the 
communities  anyway. 


A  typical  busy  afternoon 
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The  second  bill,    the   Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,    has  passed  the  Senate  by  a 
vote  of  eighty-nine  to  seven  and  will  come  before  the  House  for  action  early  in  January.     If  passed, 
it  has  considerable  implications  for  public  library  development  in  this  country.      There  is  even  the 
possibility,    if  Massachusetts  qualifies  and  the  community  approves,    that  funds  might  be  available 
to  help  offset  the  cost  of  our  own  library  addition. 

Progress,    too,    was  made  this  past  year  in  facing  up  to  the  problem  of  student  use  in  libra- 
ries and  the  adequacy  and  availability  of  books  and  other  materials   to  young  people  in  Andover's 
public  and  school  libraries. 

A  series  of  meetings  were  held  in  which  the  school  superintendent,    the  curriculum  coordi- 
nator,   school  administrators,    school  and  public  librarians  participated.      Their  discussions  were 
enriched  by  the  availability  of  excellent  background  material  on  the  subject,    which  had  been  pre- 
pared for  the  annual  American  Library  Association  Conference,    and  the  recently  published  Deiches 
report,    a  study  of  student  use  in  the  Baltimore  area,    as  the  local  group  explored  ways  of  coordina- 
ting Andover's  library  resources  and  services. 

Ultimately,    it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  a  joint  statement  setting  forth  common  goals,    de- 
lineating special  areas  of  responsibility  and  providing  the  machinery  for  continuing  study  and 
collaboration. 

This  exploration  comes  at  a  particularly  strategic  time  as  more  adequate  facilities  for  high 
school  and  public  libraries  are  being  studied. 

The  exploration  seems  very  relevant  to  us  as  we  see  our  building  bursting  at  the  seams, 
circulation  rising,  with  an  ever  growing  need  to  try  to  balance  off  the  legitimate  demands  of  the 
many  segments  of  our  public  of  which  students  are  an  immensely  important  part. 

Our  gain  of  almost  9,  000  was  mainly  in  the  issue  of  material  from  the  Adult  Department. 
Hitherto,    in  recent  years,    the  Children's  Department  has  frequently  had  the  larger  gain,    although 
if  it  did  not  in  1963,    it  still  had  the  highest  circulation  in  its  history. 

Few  will  argue,    we  believe,    but  that  such  sustained  growth  must  result  in  increased  book 
budgets.      Yet,    even  as  funds  become  larger,    demands  increase  almost  faster  so  that  like  Alice-in- 
Wonderland  we  find  ourselves  running  very  hard  just  to  stay  in  the  same  place.      The  greater  avail- 
ability of  quality  paper  backs  has  enabled  us  to  include  a  wider  variety  of  titles  than  might  have 
been  possible  otherwise  in  the  fields  of  science  and  mathematics  and,    more  particularly,    of  topical 
books,    important  currently,    but  more  quickly  expendable. 

Like  most  other  libraries,    the  steady  increase  in  informational  and  reference  use  has  been 
striking. 

For  this  reason,    we  have  sought  to  strengthen  our  reference  collection  markedly.      Thanks, 
in  part,    to  a  gift  from  the  Andover  Evening  Study  Program,    several  important  reference  works 
have  been  added  during  the  year.     Among  those  added  were  the  "Dictionary  of  National  Biography" 
and  the  "Cambridge  History  of  English  Literature.  " 

The  acquisition  of  federal  government  documents  was  put  on  a  more  systematic  basis  this 
past  year.  Although  the  distribution  of  state  documents  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  we  hope  to  be 
able  to  make  some  progress  in  this  area  another  year. 

We  believe  that  a  social  scientist  some  hundred  years  hence  would  have  valuable  material 
for  an  understanding  of  what  American  society  was  like  in  the   1960's,    could  he  have  access   to  the 
kinds  of  reference  questions  put  to  libraries  in  this  period.     As  we  examine  a  few  of  these  questions 
put  to  this  library  last  year,    we  note  once  again  their  wide  variety  and  how  they  relate  to  the  differ- 
ent roles  people  play  as  individuals,    members  of  a  family,    as  students  and  workers. 
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There  were  the  questions  which  were  easy  to  answer  and  those  which  taxed  imagination  and 
knowledge  of  sources.     Here  are  a  few:    an  inquirer  wanted  a  Russian  word  related  to  Christmas 
as  a  name  for  a  dog;  another  wished  to  know  the  effects  that  constant  moving  from  place  to  place 
might  have  on  children;  a  business  man  wanted  material  which  would  be  helpful  in  making  a  business 
change;  someone  else  needed  to  find  out  how  the  quarrels  of  parents  affect  adolescents;  a  club  mem- 
ber sought  suggestions  for  books  to  be  reviewed  on  a  club  program;  another  asked  for  the  address 
of  the  Eastman  Kodak  Company. 

Our  children's  program  followed  the  pattern  of  other  years  with  activities  which  included 
the  weekly  story  hour,    so  effective  in  challenging  children's  imagination;     the  popular  pre -school 
groups  where  three  and  four-year  olds  are  introduced  to  the  magic  of  books;  the  summer  reading 
program  which  provides  opportunity  for  leisurely  exploration  into  the  world  of  books  which  is  less 
possible  during  the  busy  school  year. 

An  increased  book  budget  for  elementary  school  libraries  this  past  year  was  a  constructive 
step  that  we  hope  will  be  repeated  until  we  reach  a  level  of  support  which  will  ensure  book  collec- 
tions large  and  varied  enough  to  meet  today's   school  library  demands.      Except  for  a  slight  increase 
in  hours  of  service  at  the  Sanborn  Elementary  School  Library,    there  has  been  no  change  in  school 
library  schedules. 

Two  developments  in  recent  years  have  given  us  concern:     one,    the  deterioration  in  library 
conduct,    particularly  on  the  part  of  some  junior  high  school  boys  and  girls;  the  other,    the  increase 
in  the  amount  of  mutiliation  and  theft,    especially  of  reference  material.      Part  of  the  cause  is  the 
increase  in  numbers  using  the  library,   and  in  some  measure,    perhaps,   accelerated  school  pres- 
sures.    In  each  instance  it  may  be  a  comparatively  small  number  who  are  the  offenders. 

Thanks  to  the  constructive  help  of  the  schools  and  the  police  department  and  to  our  own 
stricter  policy,    library  behavior  is  improving.      The  other  problem  of  book  theft  is  hard  to  get  at 
but  we  shall  do  our  best  to  solve  it. 

Since  most  of  our  special  activities  get  excellent  press  coverage,    for  which  we  annually 
bestow  an  accolade  upon  the  Andover  Townsman,    we  shall  mention  only  three:     an  art  exhibit, 
"  Andover  In  Pictures"  to  which  some  twenty  local  artists  contributed;  a  talk  on  how  a  painting  is 
created,    by  Justin  Curry,    a  young  Andover  artist,    both  part  of  our  1963  National  Library  Week 
celebration,   and  our  annual  Open  House  when  George  E.  Brown  of  the  Bradford  Junior  College  Fa- 
culty talked  about  reading  contemporary  poetry. 

There  were  the  usual  book  displays  and  other  exhibits  which  helped  to  celebrate  an  anniver- 
sary,   to  display  a  hobbyist's  enthusiam,    to  call  attention  to  important  happenings  in  the  world  of 
books  or  to  focus  attention  on  events  of  local,   national  and  world  significance  in  a  year  of  too  many 
crises . 

Two  book  lists  compiled  during  the  year  merit  special  attention:  the  popular  list  "Books 
for  Christmas  Giving"  and  the  "Basic  Home  Reference  Library"  comprising  a  selection  of  paper 
backs  costing  thirteen  dollars  for  which  requests  came  in  from  other  libraries. 

Although  staff  changes  have  been  so  numerous  as  to  be  almost  commonplace,    we  admit  to 
being  somewhat  shaken  when  our  Supervisor  of  Children's  Services,     Margaret  Lane,    the  chief 
architect  of  our  children's  program,    announced  that  she  was  leaving  us  to  serve    two  years  as 
librarian  in  a  girls'  school  in  Uskudar,    Turkey.      Although  we  admired  her  adventurous  spirit  in 
making  the  change,   her  going  seemed  to  open  up  a  void  hard  to  fill  for,    to  most  people,    she  was 
the  children's  service. 

Fortune  was  on  our  side,    however,   as  we  successfully  persuaded  Elizabeth  Russell  to  come 
to  us  from  the   Winchester  Public  Library  where  she  was  Children's  Librarian.     She  has  taken  over 
the  leadership  of  our  children's  department  with  a  minimum  loss  of  momentum  and  is  slowly  but 
surely  making  her  own  place  among  her  colleages,  with   the  children  and  in  the  community. 
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The  securing  of  another  assistant  for  the  school  and  children's  program  proved  unsuccess- 
ful though  we  hope  to  have  better  luck  in  1964. 

There  were  other  staff  changes  as  well:     Harriet  J.Gilcreast  joined  the  staff  on  a  part-time 
basis  assuming  some  of  the  duties  previously  performed  by  Gertrude  B.Hart  who  retired  at  the  end 
of  1962;  Mildred  M.  Krause,    formerly  of  the  Sheboygan,    Wisconsin  Public  Library,    took  over  most 
of  the  work  formerly  done  by  Shirley  L.  Ackerman  whose  death,    early  in  1963,    shocked  and  saddened 
us  all.     Martha  MacCausland  is  now  the  assistant  at  the  Ballard  Vale  Branch  Library. 

Two  other  friends  with  long  and  valued  library  association  died  in  1963:     Claude  M.Fuess, 
a  former  Library  Trustee,   who  served  more  than  twenty  years  in  that  capacity  and  Eleanore  G. 
Bliss,   a  member  of  the  staff  for  thirty  years  until  her  retirement  in  1959. 

Miss  Putnam  completed  her  term  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association, 
an  office  which  proved  more  rewarding  than  had  been  anticipated,   and  which  involved  her  in  several 
state  wide  activities  particularly  during  National  Library  Week. 

Professional  staff  members  participated  in  library  association  programs,    attended  state, 
regional,   and  national  meetings,    took  part  in  a  book  review  program  for  the  evaluation  of  science 
books  for  children,    gave  talks  to  professional  groups. 

Among  the  gifts  to  the  library  during  the  year  were  the  following,    including  the  Andover 
Evening  Study  Program  gift  already  mentioned:    money  from  the  Andover  Council  of  Churches  to 
purchase  religious  books,   plants  for  the  Children's  Room  from  the  Andover  Junior  Garden  Club, 
memorial  gifts  made  in  memory  of  friends  and  families,   four  copies  of  Rachel  Carson's  provocative 
"Silent  Spring"  from  the  Andover  Sportsmen's  Club,   another  grant  from  the  Futterman  fund  for  the 
purchase  of  recordings,    the  gay  marigolds  planted  at  the  base  of  the  flagpole  by  the  Sanborn  School 
girl  scouts. 

In  this  report,    too,    we  should  like  to  give  special  recognition  to  Robert  Rockwell  and  his 
associate,   Helen  Stearns,   for  their  able  leadership  of  our  Great  Books  Group  during  its  entire 
existence. 

Special  appreciation,   as  always,    goes  to  members  of  the  library  staff  for  work  well-done 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Library  Board  for  their  continued  guiding  wisdom. 

This  is  your  librarian's  twenty-fifth  annual  report.     Since  she  assumed  her  responsibility 
here,    she  has  seen  public  libraries  grow     in  strength  and  in  general  acceptance,  yet  she  is  very  sure 
that  their  greatest  growth  and  development  lie  just  ahead.

Public  Assistance  Department  statistics  reveal  the  following: 

Old  Age  Assistance  rolls  opened  the  year  with  81   cases  and  closed  with  65.      81  was  high  for 
the  year.     Total  expenditure  for  1963  was  $69,669.29  for  an  average  of  75  cases  at  $928.92  per 
case.      This  indicates  an  increase  of  $19.  50  per  case  average  over  1962.  * 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  opened  the  year  with  23  cases  and  closed  with  35.     High 
case  count  for  the  year  was   36.     Total  MAA  expenditure  was  $63,059.  50  for  an  average  of  35  cases 
at  $1801. 70  per  case.     This  is  an  average  case  decrease  of  $282 . 89  under  1962. * 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  opened  the  year  with  7  cases  of  21  persons.      The 
year  closed  with  12  cases  of  52  persons.      This  was  the  high  for  the  year.     Total  AFDC  expenditure 
was  $13,201.21,    for  an  average  of  10  cases  and  33  persons  of  $1320.  12.      This  is  a  decrease  on  the 
case  average  of  $282. 89  per  case  under  1962. * 

Disability  Assistance  opened  the  year  with  11  cases  and  closed  the  year  with  14  cases.    There 
was  a  high  case  count  of  15.     Total  DA  expenditure  was  $18,236.23,    for  an  average  case  count  of  13 
at  $1402.  79  per  case.     This  is  a  decrease  of  $330.  74  average  per  case  per  year.  * 

General  Relief  opened  the  year  with  1  case  and  closed  the  year  with  2  cases  and  2  persons. 
High  for  the  year  was  3  cases  with  16  persons.     Total  GR  expenditure  was  $1369.65  for  an  average 
of  2  cases  with  6  persons  of  $684.  83  per  case.     This  was  an  increase  of  $138.28  per  case  average 
over  1962. * 

Relief  to  Andover  settled  citizens  in  other  towns  and  cities  totalled  $2,  890.  69. 

Total  aid  given  for  1963  was  $168,426.57.     This,   plus  administrative  costs  of  $12,  000, 
provides  a  gross  expense  of  $180,426  for  the  year  1963. 

The  Federal  Government  reimbursed  the  Town  with  $95,916.      The  cost  to  the  Town,    there- 
fore,   was  $84,510.     The  1963  Town  appropriation  of  $72,291  was  exhausted.     The  differential  of 
$1,219  was  filled  through  two  requests  to  the  Finance  Committee  from  reserve  funds  totalling 
$9,625.34,   and  through  transfers  of  Federal  moneys  within  the  Department  Aid  accounts. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  expected  to  return  a  total  of  $50,677  to  the  Town, 
which  by  law  is  channeled  into  the  Free  Cash  account. 

Recoveries  and  refunds  of  aid  received  by  the  Town  for  1963  amounted  to  $3,  907.    which  was 
channeled  to  Free  Cash. 

The  net  cost  of  Public  Assistance  to  the  Town,    therefore,    was  $29,926. 

The  Board  of  Public  Assistance  welcomed  Mr.  George  Hill,  234  Andover  Street,  Ballardvale, 
to  the  Board  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Joseph  Serio.  Mr.  Hill  was  appointed  by  Town 
Manager  Thomas  E.  Duff  on  April  1,    1963. 

No  new  assistance  programs  were  initiated  during  the  year,    although  several  changes  in  the 
existing  programs  were  integrated  into  Department  activities.      The  State  Legislature  repealed  the 
Settlement  Law,    effective  December  31,    1963.      This  means   that  the  Town  will  be  responsible  for  all 
need  cases  within     its  jurisdiction  from  January  1,    1964,    regardless  of  length  of  residence.     (Like- 
wise,   the  Town  of  Andover  has  no  future  responsibility  for  former  residents  given  aid  and  relief  in 
other  towns  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth.  ) 
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Increased  expenses  were  primarily  due  to  an  increase  in  the  total  case  count  of 
the  more  expensive  types  of  service  offered. 

Medical  expenses  increased  drastically  during  the  year  with  the  concomitant 
increase  in  both  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  and  Disability  Assistance. 

The  general  decrease  in  the  average  cost  per  case  reflects  the  Federal  and  State 
Governments  change  of  emphasis  from  merely  handing  out  money  to  giving  services 
in  whatever  capacity  is  needed  and  useful  to  restoring  people  to  full  citizenship 
status.      This  means  more  personal  work  by  the  staff. 

Benefits  have  also  increased  inasmuch  as  a  travel  and  recreation  allowance  for 
Old  Age  Assistance  was  increased,   as  well  as  a  general  5%  across-the-board 
increase  due  to  a  cost  of  living  index  rise,    plus  an  increase  in  legally  liable 
relatives'  exemptions,    thus  decreasing  contributions. 

General  Relief  costs  increased  due  to  increased  medical  costs,    and  increased  needs 
during  the  year. 

All  moneys  expended  by  the  Department  are  under  the  audit  supervision  of  both  State 
and  Federal  Governments.

The  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-Three  was   the  thirteenth  year  of  occupancy  of  the 
Veterans'  Housing  Project  Andover  200-1  and  the  fourth  full  year  of  occupancy  of  the  Housing  for 
the  Elderly  Project  Andover  667-1. 

During  January  and  February  the  Authority  was  extremely  busy  completing  plans  for  presen- 
tation of  Urban  Renewal  Project  Mass.    R-22  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  town.     At  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,    held  on  March  9,    1963,    this  program  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  254  for  and  903 
against.     On  May  10,    1963  the  Urban  Renewal  Office,    located  at  66  Main  Street,    was  closed. 

One  new  member,    Winston  A.  Blake,    was  elected  by  the  townspeople  this  year  for  a  term  of 
five  years.     George  A.  Noury  left  the  Authority  after  serving  on  the  Board  for  ten  years. 

VETERANS  PROJECT 

This  project  had  a  number  of  maintenance  items  completed  on  contract,    such  as:     Painting 
of  exterior  trim,    $4,250;  Repairs  to  concrete  steps  and  one  new  sidewalk,    $715;  Hot  water  tank, 
installed,    $767;  Replacement  electric  ranges,    $416.94;  Replacement  lock  sets,    $275.      Other  main- 
tenance problems  were  repairs  to  the  heating  system,    repairs  and  replacement  of  storm  doors  and 
interior  painting. 

Anticipated  problems  for  the  coming  year  include  replacing  worn-out  linoleum  floor  cover- 
ings in  a  number  of  kitchens  and  bathrooms,    one  new  sidewalk,    and  continued  maintenance  of  steps, 
sidewalks  and  the  heating  system. 

Payment  to  the  Town  of  Andover  in  lieu  of  taxes,    for  the  year  1963,    was  $1,  876.  00. 

The  Commonwealth  Contribution  for  the  current  fiscal  year  was  $8,650.00. 

There  are  56  units  in  this  project,    presently  housing  243  persons--108  adults  and  135  child- 
ren.     The  average  monthly  rental  is  $53.08,    plus  an  average  monthly  utility  charge  of  $18.  68. 

The  established  annual  income  limit,    regulated  by  the  State  Housing  Board,    is:     for  families 
with  one  or  less  minor  dependent,    $4,  500;  two  minor  dependents,    $4,  700;  three  or  more  minor 
dependents ,    $4,900. 

Income  allowed  for  continued  occupancy:     for  families  with  one  or  less  minor  dependents, 
$5,000;  two  minor  dependents,    $5,200;  three  or  more  minor  dependents,    $5,400. 

Shelter  rent  is  based  on  total  family  income.     Families  with  one  child,    18%;  two  children  16%; 
three  children  14%;  for  each  dependent  child  in  excess  of  three,    $200  is  deducted  from  total  family 
income. 

Sixteen  new  families  have  moved  into  the  project  and  nine  families  have  moved  within  the 
project  during  the  year.     Since  the  project's  opening,    in  1950,    a  total  of  224  vacancies  have  been 
filled.     The  majority  of  families,    moving  from  the  project,    have  either  bought  houses  or  moved  out 
of  the  town. 
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HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

Maintenance  work  completed  under  contract,   for  this  project,    was  concrete  repairs,     $225 
and  a  prime  coat  of  paint  on  shingles,    $1,  000. 

Anticipated  maintenance  problems  for  the  coming  year  are  exterior  painting  and  continued 
maintenance  of  steps   and  platforms. 

The  Commonwealth  Contribution  for  the  year  1963  was  $12,625.00. 

This  project  is  comprised  of  40  dwelling  units,   a  recreation  hall  and  2  laundry  rooms,   and 
is  presently  housing  48  persons.     The  average  monthly  rental,    including  all  utilities,    is  $50. 

The  yearly  income  limits  for  admission  are:     for  one  person,    65  years  of  age  or  older, 
$2,  500;  two  persons,    65  years  of  age  or  older,    $3,  000. 

The  yearly  income  limits  for  continued  occupancy  are:     for  one  person,    $3,  125;  two  persons, 
$3,750. 

No  vacancies  have  occured  in  the  project  this  year.

An  X-ray  Mobile  Unit,    sponsored  by  Essex  County  TB  Association,    was  stationed  at  the 
Square  and  Compass  Club  and  free  chest  X-rays  were  available  to  the  public.     Approximately  1000 
individuals  were  x-rayed,    representing  an  average  of  131  x-rays  per  hour,    which  established  a  new 
record  in  community  programs. 

In  1963  there  were  5  patients  from  Andover  admitted  to  the  TB  Hospital.      This  represents 
the  highest  incidence  of  admissions  during  the  past  6  years. 

Over  4000  children  under  18  years  of  age  received  Type  I,  II,  and  III  Sabin  oral  polio  vaccine 
at  Public  Clinics  held  in  Central  School  Gym  in  January,  March  and  May.  The  local  Board  received 
the  vaccine  from  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  the  program  was  carried  out  with  the  assistance 

of  many  volunteers. 

Each  year,    a  greater  number  of  new 
homes  requiring  individual  sewage  facilities  are 
being  constructed.     All  these  systems  are  care- 
fully reviewed  and  inspected  by  a  representative 
of  the  Health  Department  before  a  permit  for  use 
is  issued.      With  the  adoption  of  the  State  Sanita- 
ry Code,    the  requirements  are  becoming  more 
uniform  for  both  individual  systems  and  subdi- 
vision acceptance. 


Organizing  for  the  Chest  X-Ray  Mobile  Unit 


New  laws  relative  to  Health  requirements 
under  the  Sanitary  Code  are  received  periodi- 
cally during  the  year. 
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Other  inspectional  programs  covering  food  establishments,    milk  plants,    dairy  barns,    milk 
trucks,    bathing  water,    Scout  Camps,    piggeries,    housing  for  transient  laborers,    nursing  homes, 
rest  homes,    and  Day  Nurseries,    have  continued  without  change.     All  complaints  were  investigated 
and  processed. 

Field  visits,    including  case  findings  were  made  on  all  patients  and  contacts  of  communicable 
diseases.      Premature   Babies  and  Crippled  Children  program  was  carried  on  as  usual. 

The  annual  rabies  clinic  was  held  on  two  successive  Saturdays  in  April  and  a  total  of  475 
dogs  were  inoculated.

The  Andover  Recreation  Department  submits  the  following  report  for  the  first  full  year  of 
operation  ending  December  31,    1963. 

GENERAL  AIM:     In  accordance  with  accepted  Recreation  practices,    the  primary  aim  of  the  Recrea- 
tion Department  is  "to  make  available,   areas  and  facilities  suitable  to  the  leisure  time  needs  of  the 
people  of  the  Community.     These  areas  and  facilities  to  be  developed  and  maintained  in  an  efficient 
and  economical  manner  in  order  that  local  groups  and  individuals  may  use  them  to  develop  their  own 
activities  through  guidance  by  the  Recreation  Department.  " 

ANDOVER  RECREATION  PARK: 
POMP'S  SWIMMING  AREA: 


DEVELOPMENT:     The    swimming  area  underwent  major  improvements.     The  beach  was  extended 

for  swimming  and  sun  bathing.     Supervision  of  the  sun- 
bathing and  non-swimmer  areas  were  made  considerably 
more  effective  because  of  this.     Expansion  was  made 
possible  through  purchase  of  the  adjoining  Manning  Pro- 
perty.    The  Bath  House  was  remodeled;  the  bath  house, 
guard  house  and  concession  stand  painted.     An  enlarged 
parking  area  made  it  possible  to  accommodate  parking 
at  all  times  with  the  exception  of  one  Sunday.      Lockers 
were  also  installed  for  the  convenience  of  bathers. 

TRAINING:     Mr.  Wilbur  Hixon  took  charge  of  the  swim- 
ming area  for  the  first  time  this  year.     Special  emphasis 
was  put  on  preventive  safety  because  of  the  imminent 
danger  of  retrieving  a  victim  from  the  water  which  is  not 
clear.     All  lifeguards  were  trained  in  water  safety  and 
swimming  and  diving,   by  our  staff  or  by  an  accredited 
aquatic  school.    This  year,    three  guards  were  sent  to  the 
-  Central  Playground  -  Red  Cross  Aquatic  School. 

A  Pie  Eating  Contest     Brings  Lots  of  Smiles 

PROGRAM:     A  well-rounded  program  of  swimming  and 

diving  instruction,   lifesaving,    general  swimming  and  special  events  helped  maintain  good  attendance 

during  the  Season. 


HIGHLIGHTS:    Andover  played  host  to  North  Andover  and  Methuen  this  year  for  the  "  Little  Three 
Swim  Meet".     Band  Concerts,    the  Playground  Swim  Meet  and  outings  stimulated  much  interest 
throughout  the  Summer. 

PICNIC  AREA: 

DEVELOPMENT:    Acquisition  of  Camp  Sargent  or  Camp  Olympia  made  it  possible  to  expand  our 
Recreation  Facilities.     In  late  April  two  high  school  boys  were  hired  to  start  cleaning  the  area. 
Two  small  buildings,    badly  in  need  of  repair,    were  removed  along  with  a  considerable  amount  of 
other  debris.     An  outing  area  was  then  developed  with  a  barbeque  pit  and  eight  Picnic  Tables.     Be- 
cause of  an  insufficient  maintenance  staff  and  a  busy  schedule,    there  was  no  further  development 
during  the  summer. 
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In  September  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  a  work  bee,    cleaning  the  dining  hall. 
Shortly  after  this,    a  part-time  maintenance  man  was  hired.      With  his  assistance,    several  additional 
work  bees  were  organized.      By  the  end  of  the  year,    an  equivalent  of  $2,  000  worth  of  labor  and  ma- 
terials had  been  donated  through  private  sources.      This  included  cleaning,    painting,    repairing  and 
rewiring  of  the  building.     It  also  included  partial  development  of  a  sliding  and  ice   skating  area. 

A  plan  for  development  of  the  entire  area  was  drawn  up  by  the  Director  of  Recreation  and  is 
on  file  in  his   office.      This  plan  is  projected  over  a  ten  to  fifteen  year  period.      Estimate  of  the  im- 
mediate needs  has  been  made  and  distributed  to  those  groups  and  individuals   showing  an  interest  in 
the  project. 

PROGRAM:     Although  no  formal  program  was  developed  for  the  area,    many  organizations  used  the 
facilities  for  meetings  and  outings.      These  included  Church  groups,    clubs  and  youth  groups.     High- 
lighting the   season  was  a  Boy  Scout  Camporee  in  which  all  Andover  and  North  Andover  units  partici- 
pated. 

PLAYGROUNDS: 

DEVELOPMENT:     A  concerted  effort  was  made  this  year  to  maintain  and  improve  all  playgrounds. 
The  part-time  maintenance  crew  did  much  to  achieve  this  end.     Most  of  the  maintenance  program 
consisted  of  repair  and  painting  of  existing  equipment  and  facilities.     In  addition,    Basketball  and 
Tennis  Courts  were  set  up  at  Central. 

TRAINING:     Supervisors  were  again  sent  to  a  state-wide  training  conference  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  in  Amherst.      This  and  additional  information  was   then  used  as  a  basis  for  a  week- 
long  training  program  for  the  entire  staff.      This  approach  showed  dividends  by  developing  partici- 
pant interest  earlier  in  the  season  and  maintaining  a  higher  interest  throughout  the  summer. 

PROGRAM:     A  balance  in  programming  was  achieved  by  planning  and  developing  activities  aimed  at 
varied  interests.      These  included  arts  and  crafts,    Special  Events  and  Tournaments,    Active  games 
and  Sports  and  Music. 

HIGHLIGHTS:     Interest  was  maintained  throughout  the  season  by  developing  special  events  related  to 
weekly  "Themes".     These  themes  included  hobbys,    sports,    dolls,    crafts,    parades  and  a  circus. 
There  were  also  weekly  tournaments,    a  playground  swim  meet,    field  day,    picnics  and  the  traditional 
outing  to  Canobie  Lake  Park. 

ICE  RINKS:     Because  of  the  development  of  a  maintenance  program,    it  was  possible  to  put  more  em- 
phasis on  maintaining  the  ice  rink  at  the  Central  Playstead  and  in  Ballardvale.      A  start  was  also 
made  toward  developing  additional  rinks  in  the  newly  acquired  park. 

COORDINATED  PROGRAM:     In  conjunction  with  the  Recreation  Program  a  Community  Council  for 
Recreation  was  established.     Headed  by  Mr.  Robert  Mclntyre,    Mrs.  Thomas   Dye,    Dr.  Douglas  Dunbar 
and  Mr.  Richard  Neal,    the  Council  worked  toward  coordinating  all  related  recreation  activities. 
During  November  they  released  a  Directory-Calendar  in  which  most  of  the  Town's   Clubs  and  Organi- 
zations were  listed.      This  booklet  was  distributed  through  the  Banks  and  the  Library.      Publishing  of 
the  book  was  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Andover  Board  of  Trade.      Based  upon  the  Directory,    the 
Recreation  Department  was  able  to  submit  a  weekly  calendar  to  the  newspaper.      It  also  served  as  a 
guide  to  help  eliminate  duplication  of  activities  for  any  organizations  wishing  to  avail  itself  of  the 
service. 

Many  organizations  requested  assistance  of  the  Recreation  Department.      Traditionally, 
equipment  has  been  loaned  to  them  in  consideration  that  they  are  supplying  supervision  that  would 
normally  be  charged  to  the  Town.      The  various   sports  leagues  and  youth  service  organizations  are 
therefore  to  be  commended  for  their  interest  and  assistance  to  the  Town.      It  would  be  impossible  to 
note  every  volunteer  and  organization  that  donated  supervision  for  the  tens  of  thousand  of  partici- 
pant hours  of  programs  enjoyed  bv  the  townspeople. 
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FUTURE  PLANS:     Toward  the  end  of  the  year,    plans  were  formulated  to  initiate  a  self-sustaining 
Adult  Education  program.      This  program  is  to  begin  toward  the  middle  of  January  1964. 

Many  people  are  becoming  increasingly  concerned  about  the  shortage  of  meeting  halls,    ball 
diamonds,    ice  skating  rinks,    off-street  sliding  areas  and  equipped  playgrounds.     In  view  of  this, 
work  has  been  started  to  develop  the  newly  acquired  Recreation  Park  into  a  "Family  Recreation 
Area".      Although  plans  have  been  drawn  up  and  some  work  done,    the  Recreation  Department  must 
solicit  private  groups  to  establish  basic  necessities  in  the  area.      This  includes  winterizing  the  ex- 
isting building  and  installing  sanitary  facilities.     It  also  means  developing  a  parking  lot  and  recrea- 
tion areas  that  can  be  used  for  the  entire  year.      Without  help  from  private  clubs,    groups  and  indivi- 
duals,   development  of  these  needs  must  be  postponed  until  sufficient  funds   can  be  made  available 
through  the  budget. 

With  the  increase  of  Recreation  areas,    Facilities  and  Equipment,    there  is  an  increased  need 
for  a  full-time  maintenance  program.      Much  must  be  done  to  improve  and  develop  all  areas.      Be- 
cause of  this,    plans  are  now  under  way  to  provide  the  necessary  equipment  and  manpower  for  the 
program.      This  will  assure  those  persons  who  help  in  the  development,    that  their  contributions  will 
be  preserved.     It  will  also  assure  the  public  of  facilities  which  they  can  use  with  pride.     Several 
groups  and  individuals  have  already  contributed  toward  the  development  of  the  Recreation  Park. 
They  include  the   Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,    Andover  Board  of  Trade,    Teen  Center  Boards, 
Groups  from  Phillips  and  Abbot  Academies,    the  Electric  and  Telephone  Companies,    C.  Lincoln  Giles, 
Charles  Hill  and  David  Coffman.      Town  Departments  have  also  helped  and  encouraged  the  develop- 
ment.

During  the  year  1963,    there  were  430  motor  vehicle  violations  reported  to  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles,    and  5,796  parking  violation  tags  were  issued. 

The  police  cards  travelled  217,489  miles  in  1963.

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The   1963  report  of  the  Fire  Department  is   submitted 
herewith. 

SERVICE:     1,868  calls  for  service  were  answered 
during  1963.      We  had  8  false  alarms  which  were 
sounded  due  to  honest  mistakes  and  a  few  caused  by- 
suspected  mischievousness  .     Mutual  aid  responses 
to  neighboring  communities  were  made  9  times. 

The  estimated  loss  from  fire  of  all  types 
amounted  to  approximately  $160,240,21,    represen- 
ting for  the  most  part  the  actual  loss  settlement  on 
property  involved  in  fires  which  were  reported  to  the 
Fire  Department.      The  assessed  valuation  of  proper- 
ties involved  was  approximately  $2,332,695.00. 

The  ambulance  answered  797  calls   for  service  Firemen  battle  Howard  Johnson's  fire  in  blizzard. 

of  which  81  were  for  non-resident  use.     73  non- 
residents were  billed  $10.00  each  for  this  service  and 

8  non-residents  were  billed  $25.00  for  trips  which  involved  transportation  to  Boston  hospitals, 
making  a  total  of  $930.  00  which  was  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

FIRE  PREVENTION:     Fuel  oil  installation  permits  and  inspections  of  installations  totaled  257.     Fees 
were  collected  for  159  permits  for  the  storage  of  oil  at  50£  each,    making  a  total  of  $79.  50  which  was 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer.      33  Liquified  Petroleum  Gas  Installations  were  inspected  and 
approved  according  to  State  Regulations.     44  Permits  for  the  use  of  dynamite  were  issued  in  accord- 
ance with  State  Statutes  and  Regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 

Approximately  4,  700  permits  were  issued  for  open  air  fires  when  weather  conditions  warran- 
ted.    Over  900  inspections  including  public  schools,    private  schools,    mercantile,    industrial  and 
multiple  dwelling  buildings  of  which  we  are  cognizant,    were  carried  out  to  the  extent  provided  by  law 
and  in  each  instance  a  report  was   sent  to  the  owners,    occupants  and  proper  authorities  concerning 
the  conditions  existing  at  the  time  of  inspection.     Recommendations  and  remedial  action  were  sugges- 
ted or  ordered  according  to  law  for  the  safety  of  the  public. 

56  Fire  Drills  required  by  State  regulations  were  carried  out  and  witnessed  in  public  and  pri- 
vate schools  during  1963. 

Nursing  homes,    rest  homes  and  hospitals  were  inspected  quarterly  as  required  by  State 
Statutes  and  results  sent  to  management  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.     Personal  notifi- 
cation by  in-service  companies  was  made  to  all  mercantile  establishments  concerning  the  use  of 
flammable  decorations  in  stores  and  places  of  assembly. 

Copies  of  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  were  sent  to  authorities  of  schools  throughout  town  explain- 
ing their  responsibilities  for  the  planning  and  operation  of  an  evacuation  system  for  use  during  fire 
drills  or  other  emergencies  requiring  the  evacuation  of  students  and  employees  of  a  school  building. 

Persons  in  charge,  or  owners,  of  gasoline  service  stations,  garages,  repair  shops  or  places 
where  gasoline  is  being  used  or  dispensed  for  sale  were  advised  regarding  the  requirements  of  State 
regulations  concerning  smoking  in  or  about  such  areas. 
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Again  this  year,    an  inspector  gave  a  class  on  Fire  Prevention  and  action  that  should  be  taken 
in  case  of  fire  to  the   Baby  Sitters'  Class  held  in  the   Junior  High  School. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Building,    Wiring,    Gas  and  Health  Inspectors  of  the  Town  adds  im- 
measurably to  the  success  of  the  Fire  Department's  fire  prevention  activities. 

PERSONNEL:     There  are  40  permanent  members  and  a  call  force  of  5  members  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment.     Permanent   members  work  48  hours  every  week  since  last  March  when  the  voters  favored  this 
work  week. 

APPARATUS:     The  Central  Fire  Station  garages  two  pumpers,   an  aerial  ladder,    forest  fire  truck, 
ambulance,    Chief's  car,    rescue  boat  and  trailer,    a  fire  alarm  maintenance  trailer  and  a  Jeep  utility 
pick-up  truck. 

The  Ballardvale  Station  garages  one  pumper,    a  rescue  boat  and  trailer,    and  a  1937  reserve 
pumper  used  for  fill-in  purposes  if  other  pumpers  are  out  of  service  for    any  reason. 

Our  aerial  ladder  truck  (1940)  will  be  25  years  old  next  year  and  by  rating  standards  will  be 
at  its  limit  for  receiving  credit.     Rating  Bureau  practices  usually  give  credit  for  an  aerial  up  to  25 
years  and  for  pumping  units  up  to  20  years   service.      We  have  a  1945  500-gallon  per  minute  pumping 
unit  in  Ballardvale  which  will  reach  the  20  year  point  by  next  year.     Both  units  have  been  included  in 
one  capital  expenditure  outlay  study  which  the  town  paid  for,    plus  the  replacement  of  the  Forest  Fire 
truck  which  was  scheduled  for  last  year.     This  year's  budget  as  presented  to  the  Town  Manager  will 
again  include  the  replacement  of  that  vehicle. 

FIRE  ALARM:    Replacement  of  out-dated  street  boxes  at  the  rate  of  6  per  year  is  still  in  progress  and 
the  time  is  approaching  when  all  street  boxes  belonging  to  the  Town  will  be  of  the  type  which  afford 
ground  return  signals  in  the  event  of  broken  circuits  due  to  storms  or  accidents.      The  out-date  (1887) 
main  fire  alarm  panel  and  other  Central  Station  equipment  (rewired  in  1924  for  alternating  current) 
is  definitely  in  need  of  replacement  and  an  item  in  the  1965  Fire  Department  budget  for  this  work  will 
appear  for  action.      The  work,    which  is  required  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  Route  495  and 
which  is  reimbursable,    is  awaiting  the  final  bridge  and  road  completion  before  we  can  replace  our 
system  in  this  section  of  town.     Public  schools  and  St.  Augustine 's  Parochial  School  are  connected  to 
our  system  by  automatic  detection  devices  withing  the  buildings  which,    when  properly  working  and 
maintained,    will  signal  a  condition  of  fire,    thereby  tripping  the  master  fire  alarm  box  on  the  buildings 
sending  us  an  automatic  alarm  of  fire  for  that  location.     It  is    hoped  that  the  new  Pike  School  will  com- 
plete their  installation  and  tie  in  with  our  system  in  the  same  manner. 

More  industrial  operations  are  protecting  their  property  by  supervising  sprinkler  systems  or 
detection  systems  in  the  same  manner. 

We  maintain  in  the  vicinity  of  50  miles  of  aerial  wiring  and  12  miles  of  underground  cable. 
A  section  of  underground  cable  between  Shawsheen  Village  and  the   Wood  Estate  on  North  Main  Street 
must  be  replaced  this  year  due  to  conditions  beyond  our  control  which  cause  a  continual  grounding  of 
that  circuit  and  the  resulting  possibility  of  faulty  operation  due  to  ground  water  throughout  this  area. 

BUILDINGS:     The  Central  Fire  Station  will  be  surveyed  professionally  for  suggestions  in  connection 
with  alleviating  a  floor  condition  which  increases  with  time.     A  cement  cover  which  was  poured  over 
an  old  wooden  floor  (horse-and-carriage  flooring)  is  continually  moving  due  to  the  weight  of  present 
day  vehicles.     This  cement  cover  is  full  of  open  cracks  and  is  breaking  up  in  sections.     The  conti- 
nuous washing  and  wetting  of  this  floor  and  the  resulting  seepage  certainly  must  be  taking  its  toll  in 
structural  efficiency.     It  is  hoped  that  some  answer  can  be  obtained  to  this  problem.     This  building 
will  receive  a  complete  painting  on  the  interior  by  on-duty  members  during  1964.      The  Ballardvale 
station  will  also  be  painted  by  on-duty  members  and  it  is  hoped  that  bids  can  be  obtained  during  the 
coming  year  for  the  repair  and  exterior  painting  of  this  building. 
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Should  the  relocation  of  the  Police  Department  become  a  reality,   it  is  hoped  that  a  separate 
inter-communication  system  or  private  line  telephone  can  be  installed  between  the  Fire  Department 
and  the  Police  Department  at  the  time  so  that  the  cooperative  operations  which  exist  now  during  am- 
bulance and  fire  emergencies  can  be  continued. 

CONCLUSION:     I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Manager  and  the  various  departments  of  the  town  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  year.     I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
their  cooperation  and  efficient  performance  of  their  duties.

The  following  items  have  been  or  are  being  completed: 

IN  COMMUNICATIONS  -  The  control  center  is  now  completed  in  the  Town  Hall  basement  and  has 
already  been  in  active  service.     Three  new  mobile  units  have  been  added  to  the  existing  net  of  radio 
facilities,    making  a  total  of  33  available  units  in  an  emergency.     A  new  G-50  Base  Transceiver  has 
been  installed  and  is  now  in  operation  at  the  Town  Hall.     In  addition,    the  Raytheon  Manufacturing 
Company  has  purchased  a  new  radio  for  tie-in  communications  with  the  RACES  group.     The  Red 
Cross  has  purchased  a  similar  unit  in  order  to  be  in  communication  with  the  Civil  Defense  authori- 
ties.    The  Communications  group,   under  the  direction  of  Mr.    Alex  Ritchie,    is  meeting,   as  in  the 
past,    on  a  weekly  basis.     This  unit  has  been  used  several  times  during  the  past  year  and  is  on  a 
Ready  Stand-By  basis.     The  Auxiliary  Police  Unit,   under  the  direction  of  Mr.    Winston  Briggs,    has, 
as  of  the  first  of  the  year,    donated  to  the  Town  of  Andover,    some  4150  man  hours.     This  unit  meets 
on  a  monthly  basis  and  is  on  a  Ready  Stand-By  Basis.     The  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  is  being  or- 
ganized by  the  previous  Civil  Defense  Director,    Lee  Noyes.     Chief  Hilton  has  offered  this  unit  a 
vehicle  for  training  purposes.     This  unit  will  be  in  operation  sometime  in  1964.     The  Hospital  Unit, 
now  in  storage,   has  been  checked  and  brought  up  to  date.     The  Rescue  Unit  vehicle  is  now  stored 
under  cover  on  the  Shaw  Estate  Property.     The  unit  now  numbers  17  and  is  on  a  regular  training 
schedule. 

The  Fail-Out  Shelter  program,    in  accordance  with  Phase  2,   has  been  completed.     This  gives 
the  town  24,  000  useable  spaces.     In  addition,    spaces  have  been  stocked  with  24,  000  units  of  supplies. 
One  unit  gives  one  person  14  days  of  water,    food,   medical  supplies  and  sanitation  supplies.     A  list 
of  the  buildings  and  their  stockings  will  be  made  available  sometime  during  the  month  of  February 
1964. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  above  groups  and  Col.  Joseph  Cove,    15  Rock  Ridge  Road,    Mrs.    Peter 
O'Connor,    51  Magnolia  Avenue,   and  Miss  Alice  Dunn,    teacher  at  West  School  for  making  this  past 
year  a  success  in  Civil  Defense.

The  subdivisions  under  the  Department  of  Public    Works  number  15  and  in  addition  numerous 
capital  expenditure  articles  are  voted  at  Town  Meeting  on  water,    sewer,    drainage  and  highways. 
These  are  planned  and  executed  either  under  contract  or  by  Town  forces. 

The  budget  expenses  of  the  above  subdivisions   totalled  $311,700  in  1963  of  which  Street 
Lighting,    Telephone,    Gas  &  Electricity,    Fair  Trade  Items,    Water  Meters,    Hydrants,    State  pur- 
chasing requirements  and  miscellaneous  items  accounted  for  $95,000.      Bids  were  received  and 
awarded  on  all  possible  purchases  in  the  amount  of  $172,000.     Small  equipment  purchases,    spe- 
cialized items  which  can  only  be  purchased  from  a  single  source,    repairs  and  emergency  purchases 
account  for  another  $  10,  000.

Sidewalks  were  constructed  of  type  D-13  and  type  I  Bituminous  material  on  the  following 
streets:     Woburn  Street  from  South  School  to  Charlotte  Drive;  Main  Street  from  Punchard  Avenue  to 
Morton  Street;  Chestnut  Street  from  Main  to  Central  Street;  both  sides  of  Chestnut  Street  from  Bart- 
let  Street  to  Whittier  Street;   Walnut  Ave.    from  High  Street  the  entire  length  of  hottop  sidewalk;   Love- 
joy  Road  from  Dascomb  Road,    a  distance  of  some  4000'.     Some  of  the  cement  slabs  in  Shawsheen 
Village  were  repaired 

Concrete  post  was  purchased  to  replace  many  broken  ones  on  Salem  Street,    Beacon  Street, 
Lowell  Street  and  River  Road. 

Walnut  Avenue,    Morton  Street,    Dale  Street,    Riverina  Road,    Sunset  Rock  Road  and  River  Road 
from  Route  93  to  the  North  School,    a  distance  of  900'  were  resurfaced  with  2  course  type  I  Bitumi- 
nous concrete.      All  catch  basins  and  grates  were  raised  to  the  proper  heights. 

This  project  ^as  done  by  the  Highway  Department. 

Six  catch  basins  were  constructed  on  River  Road  and  650'  of  24"  cement  pipe  laid.      One  catch 
basin  "/as  constructed  on  Lowell  Junction  Road.      One  catch  basin  was  constructed  on  Henderson 
Avenue  and  Strawberry  Hill  Road,    and  60'  of  12"  cement  pipe  laid,    one  catch  basin  and  90'  of  12" 
pipe  laid  on  Central  Street,    2  catch  basins  and  200'  of  12"  cement  pipe  laid  on  Summer  Street.

Bids  were  received  for  painting  Prospect  Hill  Reservoir  and  due  to  weather  conditions  and 
heavy  use  this  work  was  held  over  to  1964. 

Under  495  construction  temporary  lines  were  laid  on  Greenwood  Road  and  Beacon  Street 
crossings  and  South  Union  Street.     Permanent  installations  were  on  Chandler  Road  and  Beacon  Street. 

Hydrants  and  gate  boxes  were  adjusted  under  chapter  90  construction. 

10  main  taps  were  made  for  subdividers. 

SEWERAGE  SYSTEM 

Under  Sewer  the  main  development  was   the  start  of  the  Federal  Aid  project  in  December. 
Considerable  advance  work  was  done  by  the  Department. 

Route  495  construction  included  4537'  of  36"  prestressed  concrete  force  main  from  Andover 
to  Winthrop  Avenue.  A  new  sewer  was  laid  on  Topping  Road,  through  the  connector  road  to  Walker 
Avenue. 

In  subdivisions,    some  dry  sewer  was  laid  in  anticipation  of  the  new  construction.      Downing 
North  Acres  connected  to  the  existing  main  on  Summer  Street. 

For  Highway  resurfacing  programs,    manhole  covers  were  raised  on  Walnut  Avenue  and  Love- 
joy  Road.     Existing  house  lines  were  extended  on  Lovejoy  Road. 

One  chimney  manhole  was   rebuilt  on  the  outfall  sewer  in  South  Lawrence.      Three  broken 
mains  were  repaired. 

Over  110  sewer  blocks  were  cleared  this  year. 
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Tree,  Moth  And  Dutch  Elm  Depts.

During  1963  the  Tree  Department  planted  145  shade  and 
flowering  ornamental  trees  alond  Andover's  streets.     Due  to  sum- 
mer drought  conditions  these  newly  planted  trees  were  watered 
several  times  and  mulched. 

A  used  28  foot  aerial  ladder  was  purchased,    reconditioned 
by  department  men  and  mounted  on  the  newly  purchased  pickup 
truck.     This  piece  of  equipment  has  proven  satisfactory  since 
being  put  in  service. 

Dutch  Elm  disease  was  diagnosed  in  84  public  elms  during 
1963.  Seventy-two  of  these  have  been  cut  down  and  burned  at  the 
town  dump.  The  remaining  diseased  trees  will  be  removed  prior 
to  March  and  the  emergence  of  elm  bark  beetles  which  are  known 
carriers  of  Dutch  Elm  disease  from  diseased  to  healthy  trees. 

The  Department  of  Natural  Resources  assisted  in  Dutch 
Elm  scouting  and  removal  of  45  diseased  and  dead  elms.     Over  130 
elms  were  removed  this  year. 

A  telescopic  crane  and  skyworker  were  used  in  topping  15 
hazardous  trees  over  wires.     This  project  was  performed  by  co- 
-"-><=>.  rative  effort  of  the  New  England  Tel.    &  Tel.    Co.,    Massachusetts 
xectric  Co.   and  the  Andover  Tree  Department. 


A  shade  tree  spray  program  designed  to  protect  Andover's 
trees  from  destructive  insects  and  diseases  was  completed.     Ap- 
proved application  methods  and  insecticides  were  used.     Use  of  D.  D.  T.    in  spray  formulas  was 
discontinued.     Four  men  from  the  Tree  Department  have  attended  State  courses  designed  to  qualify 
them  as  licensed  spray  equipment  operators. 

Regular  Department  work  of  pruning,    cabling,   bark  tracing,   utility  wire  clearance  super- 
vision and  inspection  was  continued.     Roadside  mowing,   brush  cutting  and  chemical  brush  control 
was  done.     Poison  ivy  control  was  carried  out  along  roadsides,   at  playgrounds,    Pomps  Pond  bath- 
ing area  and  Camp  Olympia. 

Tree  Department  personnel  worked  during  all  snow  and  ice  storms,    salting,    sanding  and 
plowing  streets  and  sidewalks. 
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Planning  Board 


Although  the  proposed  Urban  Renewal  program  for  Andover  was  decisively  defeated  at 
Town  Meeting,    study  and  debate  and  decision  concerning  its  many  facets  and  implications  occupied 
much  of  the  Planning  Board's  time  prior  to  its  submission  to  the  voters.     The  Board  held  the    re- 
quired public  hearings  on  zoning  changes  connected  with  Urban  Renewal. 

Extensive  revision  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  subdivision  in  Andover,   begun  in 
1962,   was  finally  adopted  in  April  of  1963. 

To  the  Board's  extreme  regret,    Mr.  Jack  Schoop  left  Adams,    Howard  and  Greeley  to  become 
City  Planner  for  Anchorage,   Alaska.     His  last  service  to  the  Board  included  reports  on  Andover's 
so-called  "cluster"  zoning  and  an  evaluation  of  the  report  of  the  Moderator-appointed  committee's 
report,  "  Green  Areas  in  Andover,    Gain  or  Loss".     The  report  on  the  last-named  evaluation  inclu- 
ded an  analysis  of  the  Massachusetts  law  concerning  so-called  Official  Map,    recommended  in  the 
"Green  Areas"  report,   but  never  seriously  considered  for  Andover  because  of  the  expense  involved. 
Andover  is  indeed  fortunate  that  Adams,   Howard  and  Greeley  had  available  a  1963  graduate  of  M.I. 
T.  Planning  School,    Mr.  Gordon  Brigham,   who  has  rendered  outstanding  service  to  Andover  through- 
out the  year.     Under  a  new  arrangement,    with  funds  provided  with  Finance  Committee  approval,    Mr. 
Brigham  has  spent  one  day  a  week  in  Andover  and  has  regularly  attended  Planning  Board  meetings. 

In  order  to  augment  planning  funds,    the  Board  decided  to  apply  for  a  so-called  701  grant 
from  the  federal  government,    to  undertake  revision  and  refinement  of  the  now  partially  obsolete 
1957  Development  Plan  for  Andover.     Final  approval  of  this  program  has  not  yet  (as  of  January 
10th)  been  received  from  Washington  but  Mr.  Brigham,    with  the  supervision  and  assistance  of  Pro- 
fessor Frederick  Adams,    has  begun  this  important  work  and  will  continue  to  carry  it  forward  du- 
ring 1964.     Among  other  things,    Mr.  Brigham  will  analyze  population  trends,    circulation,    the  impact 
of  new  Route  495,    present  land  use,    developable  land,   land  acquisition,    current  zoning  for  commer- 
cial and  industrial  areas  and  will  recommend  the  needed  changes. 

During  1963,    the  Planning  Board  has  regularly  sent  a  member,   usually  Chairman  Harold  T. 
King,    to  all  Board  of  Appeals'  hearings.     Among  the  difficult  problems  before  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
which  also  directly  concerned  the  Planning  Board,    was  the  Collins  case  on  Florence  Street,   final 
disposition  of  which  has  not  been  decided  as  of  this  writing.     The  dispute  hinged  on  uncertainty  re- 
garding the  precise  boundary  between  Business  District  and  Single  Residence  District,   which  has 
led  the  Planning  Board  to  undertake  a  complete  description  of  all  such  business -residential  bounda- 
ries in  the  Town,    together  with  a  new  map  of  the  business  areas,   based  on  the  1957  Town  Assessors' 
Maps . 

Since  last  April,    the  Planning  Board  has  met  for  numerous  extra  sessions  with  the  By-Law 
Revision  Committee  to  complete  the  complex  task  of  revising  the  format  of  the  Zoning  By-Law. 
Much  of  Mr.  Brigham 's  time,    since  September,   has  been  spent  on  this  work.     Because  of  its  com- 
plexities and  extent,    the  Planning  Board  and  By-Law  Revision  Committee,    together  with  the  Select- 
men,  have  decided  to  present  this  format  revision,   plus  a  number  of  urgent  substantive  changes  for 
separate  consideration  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  scheduled  for  May,    1964.     Most  of  these  proposed 
changes  are  related  to  the  updating  of  the  Development  Plan. 

Throughout  1963,    the  Central  Merrimack  Valley  Regional  Planning  Commission  has  been 
very  active.     Among  the  items  on  its   1963  program,   a  comparative  analysis  of  zoning  and  subdivi- 
sion regulations  in  the  four  communities,    was  of  direct  concern  to  Andover.     During  Mrs.  Hammond's 
summer  absence,    Mr.  John  Cole,    2nd.   ably  served  as  alternate   delegate  to  the  Commission.     During 
the  fall  months,    several  of  the  members  of  the  Andover  Planning  Board  met  with  the  Commission, 
to  consider  the  Subdivision  and  Zoning  Report,    (of  value  in  providing  perspective  on  and  critical 
analysis  of  current  Andover  regulations). 
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The  Planning  Board  met  with  the  Recreation  Director  Bartow  to  plan  joint  policy  regarding 
future  playground  sites  in  new  subdivisions. 

Drainage  problems  of  mutual  concern  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Planning  Board  have 
led  to  joint  conferences  of  the  two  Boards  and  increasing  cooperation  between  them. 

Chairman  Harold  T.King  was  elected  a  Director  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Plan- 
ning Boards  in  1963. 

In  its  administration  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law,    during  1963,    the  Planning  Board  en- 
dorsed ninety-four  (94)  plans  containing  one  hundred  and  twenty  two  (122)  lots  under  Form  A  (plans 
not  requiring  subdivision  control  procedure).     Fourteen  (14)  subdivision  plans  with  a  total  of  three 
hundred  and  forty  four  (344)  lots  were  submitted  in  1963.      Of  these,    eight  (8)  were  approved,    with 
a  total  of  eighty  two  (82)  lots;   six  (6)  plans  with  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  ninety  two  (292)  are  still 
pending.

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I  School  Building  Committee 

The  School  Building  Committee  was  organized  in  the  late  fall  just  prior  to  meeting  with  the 
School  Committee  to  be  apprized  of,   and  discuss  school  construction  needs.     A  comprehensive 
study  had  been  made  of  the  problem  by  the  School  Committee  over  the  previous  year. 

The  most  pressing  need  is  at  the  secondary  level  where  both  High  and  Junior  High  facilities 
are  virtually  filled  to  or  over  capacity.      Thus,    action  is  necessary  in  the  immediate  future.     The 
Building  committee  has  been  considering  alternate  plans  for  eventual  construction  and,    since  early 
December,    has  been  interviewing  architects  interested  in  these  projects.     It  is  expected  that  an 
architect  will  be  engaged  in  early  February  and  a  final  decision,    on  which  construction  plan  to 
follow,    will  be  made  by  the  first  of  March. 

The  Building  Committee  will  request  an  appropriation  for  architect's  fees,    to  prepare  pre- 
liminary plans,   at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  call  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  late  Spring  or 
early  Fall,   at  which  time,   actual  funds  for  construction  of  the  new  secondary  facilities  will  be  re- 
quested.    A  target  date  of  September  1966  has  been  selected  for  the  proposed  opening  of  the  new 
construction  for  use  by  the  town.

Land  Acquisition  Committee

The  year  1963  brought  extensive  changes  in  the  composition  of  the  Development  and  Indus- 
trial Commission.      Early  in  the  year,    chairman  Wallace  M.    Haselton  found  it  necessary  to  termi- 
nate his  long  and  effective  association.     In  ensuing  months  the  resignations  of  members  Geoffrey 
Glendinning,    Robert  A.  Watters  and  George  B.  Westhaver  were  also  regretfully  accepted.      The 
Commission  is  indebted  to  all  these  former  members  for  their  willing  and  dedicated  efforts. 

In  order  to  make  most  effective  use  of  the  individual  capabilities  of  the  essentially    new  mem- 
bership,   the  Commission  was  reorganized  and  a  number  of  sub-committees  were  established.      Un- 
der a  public  relations  chairman,    the  Andover  industrial  brochure  was  updated,    a  program  of  sending 
personal  letters  to  selected  executives  was  instituted,    and  plans  are  being  formulated  to  obtain 
broader  exposure  of  Andover's  industrial  and  commercial  advantages.     A  chairman  responsible  for 
local  contact  work  has  begun  the  job  of  regularly  contacting  existing  enterprise  to  offer  the  Com- 
mission's services  wherever  needed.    Plans  are  also  being  formulated  to  contact  and  become  better 
acquainted  with  local  industrial  landowners. 

A  chairman  in  charge  of  land  utilization  studies  is  actively  reviewing  blocks  of  industrial 
land  to  determine  what  land  takings  or  facility  installations  the  Commission  should  recommend.     It 
is  felt  some  of  this  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  both  the  Town  and  the  various  pro- 
perty owners  involved.     Included  in  this  study  will  be  proposals  for  industrial  park  arrangements. 

Another  special  sub-committee  has  been  established  to  make  a  study  as  to  how  Andover  may 
reasonably  expect  to  benefit  from  further  industrial  development.     It  is  hoped  that  a  definitive  analy- 
sis will  both  resolve  some  of  the  conflicting  views  that  have  been  expressed  in  the  past  and  also  pro- 
vide the  Commission  with  information  regarding  the  most  suitable  types  of  industry  to  seek. 

While  the  Commission  is  as  yet  unable  to  report  that  its  activities  have  resulted  in  any  con- 
struction in  the  Andover  industrial  areas,    efforts  are  continuing  along  the  lines  outlined  above.     In 
addition,   all  prospects  that  come  to  the  Commission's  attention  are  being  evaluated  and  followed 
wherever  appropriate.

The  Trustees  of  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  submit  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  of  1963. 

During  the  year  the  Cemetery  sold  25  new  lots  and  had  83  interments.     There  were  4  less 
lots  sold  than  in  1962  and  4  less  interments.     From  the  perpetual  care  payments  on  the  lots  sold 
and  from  payments  made  by  4  lot  holders  placing  lots  previously  purchased  under  perpetual  care 
a  total  of  $4,091.  50  was  given  the  Town  Treasurer  to  be  added  to  our  Perpetual  Care  Funds. 
This  fund  now  totals  $146.  131.  and  income  amounting  to  $5,799.40  was  received  from  it  in  1963. 
This  income  is  available  for  the    reduction  in  the  operating  cost  of  the  Cemetery. 

A  total  of  $4,  568.99  was  received  from  the  sale  of  new  lots,    interments,    vault  sales, 
foundation  installations  and  for  the  care  of  lots  not  under  perpetual  care.     These  general  receipts 
and  the  income  from  the  Perpetual  Care  Fund  totalled  $10,  368.  39  which  was   turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer.     The  1963  Cemetery  appropriation  was  $31,773  but  only  $27,759.40  was  expen- 
ded.     Consequently  after  crediting  the  monies  given  back  to  the  Town  the  actual  cost  of  operating 
the  Cemetery  was  $17,391. 

A  total  of  640  feet  of  hot  top  road  was  added  during  the  year  making  6,  961  feet  of  perma- 
nently surfaced  road  in  the  Cemetery.  This  has  substantially  reduced  maintenance  costs  and  we 
plan  to  continue  this  improvement  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  William  D.  Mclntyre  during  the  year.     Mr.  Mclntyre  had 
been  a  Trustee  since  1952  and  was  of  great  help  to  the  Board  during  his  years  of  membership. 
Edward  P.Hall  has  been  appointed  as  a  Trustee  in  his  place.

Mr.    Richard  Alexander,    of  The  Planning  Services  Group  of  Cambridge,    began  his  work  as 
part-time  resident  planner  for  the  District  in  February.      Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Methuen 
Planning  Board,    Mr.  Alexander  used  its  office  in  the  Methuen  Municipal  Office  Building  on  Tues- 
days and  Thursdays.     The  telephone,    listed  under  Regional  Planning,    is  686-0361. 

Mr.    Alexander  has  divided  his  time  among  a  series  of  three  projects  in  the  federally- 
assisted  planning  program,    in  dealing  with  current  planning  problems  of  a  regional  nature,    and  in 
implementing  the  planning  program  as  mapped  out  in  1962. 

The  federally-assisted  ("701")  program  has   three  items:     a  comparative  study  of  zoning 
laws  and  subdivision  control  regulations  in  the  four  communities,    a  regional  bibliography  of  all 
planning  literature  and  reports  dealing  with  the  region  and  a  proposed  regional  fiscal  program  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  realistic  means  of  financing  previous  planning  recommendations  for  the 
region.      Of  these  three  items   the  zoning-subdivision  study  and  the  bibliography  have  been  completed 
and  are  available  for  use  to  all  interested  persons.     The  fiscal  program  is  still  pending. 

During  the  spring  and  summer,    when  the  Commission  reviewed  with  Mr.  Alexander  and  Mr. 
Justin  Gray  of  The  Planning  Services  Group  the  reports  concerning  zoning  and  subdivision  regula- 
tions,   and  the  memorandum  entitled  "Techniques  of  Guiding  Land  Development",    various  members 
of  the  four  local  planning  boards  and  boards  of  appeals  participated  in  the  often  lively  discussion. 
Several  members  of  the  Andover  Board  joined  in  reviewing  the  memorandum  "Andover  and  Region- 
al Planning  Recommendations". 

Staff  members  of  the  Boston  Regional  Planning  Project  (BRPP),   which  includes  represen- 
tatives of  the  (federal)  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,    the  (federal  )  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency, 
and  the  (Mass.  )  Dep't.    of  Public  Works,    the  (Mass.  )  Mass  Transportation  Commission  and  a  non- 
voting member  of  the  (Mass.  )  Division  of  Planning,   attended  a  number  of  Commission  meetings 
during  1963,    in  the  interest   of  assuring  liaison  and  cooperation  between  our  region  and  theirs.     The 
BRPP  region  includes  all  the  cities  and  towns  within  the  arc  of  Route  495,   plus  a  one-town  ring  out- 
side this  arc,   an  area  of  2200  square  miles.     Mr.  Julian  Steele  of  the  BRPP  requested  signature  by 
qualified  representatives  from  each  of  our  four  communities  of  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  re- 
garding federally-assisted  road  building  in  Massachusetts. 

In  April  the  Commission  voted  to  oppose  House  Bill  2180,   which  would  have  authorized  the 
Mass  Transportation  Commission  to  study  and  establish  regional  planning  districts  in  the  Common- 
wealth.    This  bill  was  in  direct  conflict  with  previous  legislation.     The  Commission  also  felt  that 
the  MTC  is  improperly  constituted  for  this  work,   having  no  local  representation.     The  bill  was 
defeated. 

In  the  fall,  the  Commission  concerned  itself  with  certain  proposed  changes  in  the  Regional 
Planning  Law,  Chapter  40B,  and  attended  several  meetings  with  representatives  in  the  State  Divi- 
sion of  Planning  and  other  regional  commissions,  to  iron  out  differences.  A  bill  has  been  filed  to 
amend  40B.     The  Commission  will  favor  parts  of  it  and  oppose  others. 

Study  of  the  floodplains  withing  our  region  by  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,    originally 
scheduled  for  1963,   was  postponed  for  lack  of  funds  and  will  not  be  undertaken  until  1965.     Follow- 
ing meetings  with  Commissioner  Graf  of  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Commission  and  with 
the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  in  Waltham,    some  interim  action  will  be  taken.     A  bill  filed  by  Sena- 
tor Wall  for  the  1964  legislative  session  provides  the  necessary  authorization  for  the  Water    Re- 
sources Commission  to  follow  up  the   Army  Corps  of  Engineers  study,   when  made.     Data  from 
previous  flood  work  done  by  the  Corps  in  our  region  has  been  forwarded  to  us,    to  serve  as  a  guide 
to  local  Planning  Boards,    Boards  of  Appeals  and  Building  Inspectors  when  reviewing  subdivisions 
and   other  development  withing  floodplains . 
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Mr.  Alexander  has  ably  represented  the  Commission  in  a  number  of  matters  of  regional 
import  during  1963,  including  the  proposal  to  build  a  marina  on  the  Merrimack  River,  pollution 
control  of  the  Merrimack,   and  the  proposed  access  road  from  Route  93  into  Lawrence. 

At  the  instigation  of  the  Commission  a  conference  with  Lawrence  officials,    including  Mayor 
Buckley  and  two  Aldermen,    City  Engineer  Nicolosi,    Redevelopment  Director  Sirois,    Louise  Four- 
nier,    and  a  press  representative  was  held  in  December  to  air  the  problems  implicit  in  Senator 
Wall's  legislative  bill  authorizing  state  funds  to  improve  Marston,    Garden  and  Prospect  Streets  in 
Lawrence  for  access  from  Route  495  into  the  city.     Our  Commission  strongly  urged  a  better  alter- 
native:    Marston,    Garden  and  Canal  Streets,    to  provide  ready  access  into  the  Central  Business 
District,    threatened  with  strangulation  by  present  and  proposed  traffic  patterns. 

Various  means  of  effectuation  of  the  multi-facted  regional  Development  Plan  deeply  concerned 
the  Commission  during  1963.     A  Community  Action  Committee  has  been  proposed;  the  Commission 
also  sought  means  to  appoint  an  alternate  member  from  each  community  to  attend  meetings  regularly. 
Presentation  of  the  proposed  regional  plan  to  be  made  in  the  spring  of  1964  will  probably  be  done 
through  the  newspapers.     After  publication  and  discussion  meetings,    the  plan  will  be  subject  to  modi- 
fications arising  from  local  criticism. 

Late  in  1963  discussion  began  concerning  the  future  work  program  and  staffing  arrangements 
for  the  District.     The  Commission  hopes  to  be  able  to  finance  a  full-time  Planning  Director  with  a 
staff  and  office  in  Lawrence.     All  members  agree  that  the  most  important  work  to  be  undertaken  in 
1964,    with  federal  assistance,   will  be  study  of  the  impact  of  about-to-be-completed  Route  495  on  the 
traffic  circulation  and  land  use  patterns  of  the  region  and  its  economic  development. 

Mr.  Donald  Dow  of  Methuen  was  replaced  on  the  Commission  by  Mr.  John  E.Leone  in  the 
spring  of  1963.     Mr.  Donald  MacNeil  of  Lawrence  resigned  during  the  summer  and  was  replaced  by 
Mr.  Jean  B.  Ippolito.     During  Mrs.    Hammond's  summer  absence  Mr.  John  N.  Cole  of  Andover  served 
as  alternate  delegate. 

In  May  officers  were  rotated  making  Mrs.    Hammond  Chairman  (replaced  by  Mr.  Bannan  tem- 
porarily during  the  summer  months),    Mr.  MacNeil  Vice-Chairman  (now  held  by  Mr .  Ippolito),    Mr. 
Bannan,    Treasurer,   and  Mr.  Leone,   Secretary. 

The  Commission  welcomed  the  presence  of  representatives  of  the  Andover  League  of  Women 
Voters  at  most  of  its  1963  meetings.

Following  is  my  report  as  the  representative  of  the  Town  on  the  Merrimack  River  Valley 
Pollution  Abatement  Commission.      The  Commission  was  formed  as  a  result  of  Chapter  85,    Resol- 
ves of  1962.     Included  are  one  Senator,    3  Representatives,    representatives  of  various  State  Boards, 
and  one  each  from  the  18  cities  and  towns  which  might  discharge  into  the  Merrimack  River.     I  was 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  on  August  7,    1962. 

The  Commission  was  directed  to  study  the  pollution  of  the  river  from  domestic  sewage  and 
industrial  wastes,    to  determine  the  sources  of  pollution,    to  present  plans  for  treatment,   and  to 
prepare  proper  legislation.     The  Commission  received  an  appropriation  of  $80,  000  for  engineering 
studies,    to  include  reference  to  the  Senate  Document  550  of  1946  on  the  river,    which  reported  on 
pollution  and  presented  plans  for  abatement.     These  were  rejected  by  referendum. 

Following  frequent  meetings  of  the  Commission  and  engineering  studies,    general  plans  were 
presented  in  September,    1963,    for  a  district  treatment  plant  for  Lawrence,    Andover,    Methuen  and 
North  Andover;  another  plant  for  Greater  Lowell;  a  plant  for  Haverhill  and  adjacent  towns;  and 
separate  plants  for  the  towns  and  cities  down  stream.     In  the  meanwhile,    Newburyport  has  begun  to 
build  a  separate  plant,   and  Amesbury  is  making  its  own  plans  for  treatment  outside  the  area  of  the 
Commission  plans. 

In  October,    1963,    the  engineers  presented  definite  cost  plans  to  the  Commission.     For  the 
Greater  Lawrence  district,    it  was  shown  that  joint  treatment  for  the  four  communities  would  be 
about  25%  cheaper  than  separate  action.     Following  a  progress  report,   a  joint  meeting  was  held  for 
the  four  communities,    attended  by  three  Selectmen  and  the  Manager,   and  at  this  definite  cost  figures 
and  plans  were  presented.     The  figures  included  an  estimated  contribution  of  $2.4  million  from 
Federal  sources,   which  has  been  set  up,    but  not  appropriated  to  date. 

On  the  basis  of  present  estimates,    the  cost  of  individual  plants  would  total  $40  million,   as 
against  $31.  2  million  for  a  joint  plant.     The  cost  of  a  separate  plant  for  Andover  would  be  $3,  120,  - 
000,   and  our  share  of  a  joint  plant  would  be  $2,430,  000.     Retirement  of  this  amount,    with  40  year 
bonds  and  an  estimated  3.  6%  interest,    would  be  $135,  000  annually.     Cost  of  operation  of  a  separate 
plant  would  be  $177,  000  per  year,   and  for  a  joint  plant,    $126,  000. 

The  total  cost  for  the  Town  would  be  $26l,  000  per  year,    or  about  $2.  65  per  thousand  on  our 
present  valuation,   and  about  $2.30  on  the  "real"  valuation.     The  Commission  has  recommended  that 
the  cost  of  construction  should  be  met  from  general  taxation,   and  the  cost  of  operation  should  be 
largely  met  by  a  sewage  tax,   based  on  water  consumption. 

The  Commission,   as  directed  by  the  Legislature,   has  prepared  enabling  legislation.     The 
act  proposed  calls  for  the  formation  of  a  Board,   with  two  representatives  from  Lawrence  and  one 
each  from  the  towns,   with  authority  to  build  a  treatment  plant,   located  under  present  thought  in 
North  Andover,   and  to  construct  the  necessary  lines  to  conduct  the  sewage  from  the  communities 
to  the  plant;  to  operate  the  plant;  to  employ  necessary  personnel;  and  to  assess  the  costs  on  the 
communities.     The  usual  powers  for  land  taking,    right-of-way,    etc.  ,   have  been  included. 

The  proposed  act  will  be  submitted  to  the  1964  Legislature  for  hearings,    amendments,   and 
final  passage.    If  passed,    the  act  calls  for  submission  to  the  voters  of  the  four  communities  at  the 
State  Election  in  November,    1964.     The  act  would  take  effect  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  town 
and  city  voters  in  total. 

Copies  of  the  proposed  act  and  cost  figures  have  been  presented  to  the  Town  authorities,   and 
a  final  report  of  the  engineers,    who  are  Camp,    Dresser  and  McKee,    of  Boston  will  be  available.

In  the  November  6,    1962  election,    the  City  of  Lawrence  voted  and  in  the  March  4,    1963  town  elec- 
tions,   the  three  towns  voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  330  of  the  Acts  of  I960  as  amended, 
for  the  establishment  of  a  regional  school  district  for  vocational  training  in  accordance  with  the 
Agreement  filed  with  the  City  Council  and  the  Selectmen  of  the  Towns.      A.s  provided  for  in  Chapter 
330,    the  District  was  duly  established  upon  the  acceptance  of  the  Agreement. 

The  Agreement  provides  for  an  Interim  Committee  of  seven  members  to  serve  until  the  next  elec- 
tions following  the  establishment  of  the  District.     In  accordance  with  the  Agreement,    three  of  the 
members  were  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Lawrence,    two  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Town 
of  Methuen,    and  one  each  by  the  Moderators  of  the  Towns  of  Andover  and  North  Andover.     The  three 
members  from  Lawrence  were  duly  elected  for  a  two-year  term  in  the  November  5,    1963  election 
to  serve  until  January  1,    1966.     The  towns  will  vote  on  candidates  for  District  Committee  in  the 
March,    1964  elections . 

The  District  Committee  had  a  preliminary  meeting  on  April  15,    1963  to  discuss  organization  and 
procedure  and  met  in  thirty-four  official  meetings  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.     In  addition, 
the  Committee  members  visited  other  vocational  schools,    and  had  conferences  with  the  School 
Building  Assistance  Commission,    the  Division  of  Vocational  Education  and  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board. 

The  Committee  kept  the  municipalities  advised  of  their  plans  and  progress  by  distributing  copies  of 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Lawrence,    to  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Towns,    the  Superintendents  of  Schools  and  other  interested  people. 

A  schedule  was  adopted   which  proposes  to  have  the  new  school  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  Fall  of 
1965.     In  accordance  with  this  schedule,   action  was  taken  on  the  following  items: 

1.  Election  of  Committee  Officers. 

2.  Adoption  of  budget  for  1963. 

3.  Selection  of  site  on  River  Road  in  West  Andover. 

4.  Selection  of  Educational  Consultant. 

5.  Adoption  of  Educational  Specifications. 

6.  Selection  of  an  architect. 

7.  Preparation  of  preliminary  plans  for  the  new  school. 

8.  Action  taken  to  incur  debt  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  plans  and 
acquiring  land  for  the  site  of  the  new  school. 

9.  Acceptance  of  design  for  official  seal  of  the  District. 

10.  Selection  of  a  Superintendent-Director. 

11.  Adoption  of  a  budget  for  1964. 

The  budget  for  1963  totaled  $8,  690  (eight  thousand,    six  hundred  and  ninety  dollars)  apportioned  to 
the  municipalities  in  accordance  with  the  Agreement.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Andover  for  the  fiscal  year  1962,  and  report  thereon 
as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  several  departments 
receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection, 
were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the  of- 
fices of  the  town  accountant  and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed.  The  recorded  re- 
ceipts and  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  depart- 
mental records,  while  the  appropriations,  transfers,  and  loan  authorizations, 
as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meeting  votes  and 
with  the  finance  committee's  records  of  transfers  authorized  from  the  reserve 
fund. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  December  31»  1962,  was 
prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  town  accountant's 
records,  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  in  which  money  was  collected 
for  the  town,  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury.  The  payments,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  town  accountant's  records. 

The  cash  balance  on  December  31»  1962  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  examination  of  the 
savings  bank  book,  the  certificates  of  deposit,  and  the  safekeeping  receipts  for 
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treasury  bills,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  verified  by  compar- 
ison with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities 
and  coupons  on  file.  The  amount  on  deposit  for  matured  coupons  was  reconciled 
with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  depository. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were  examined  and 
listed,  and  all  transactions  pertaining  thereto  were  verified,  including  a  com- 
parison with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities,  representing  the  investment  of  the  trust, 
investment,  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the 
treasurers  of  the  trustees  of  the  John  Cornell  Welfare  Fund,  the  Punchard  Free 
School  Fund  and  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  Fund,  were  examined  and  listed.  The 
income  was  proved,  and  the  disbursements  and  transfers  to  the  town  W9re  verified. 

The  deductions  from  employees'  salaries  for  Federal  and  State  taxes,  Blue  Cross 
and  Blue  Shield,  group  life  insurance,  purchase  of  savings  bonds,  and  for  the 
United  Fund  were  listed  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  receipts.  The  payments 
to  the  proper  agencies  and  the  refunds  to  individuals  were  verified,  while  the 
balances  in  the  general  treasury  on  December  31 »    1962  were  proved. 

The  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted  were  reconciled  with  the  collector's 
books  and  with  the  accountant's  ledger.  The  assessors'  warrants  for  the  commit- 
ment of  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  detail- 
ed lists.   The  records  of  assessments  apportioned  and  suspended  were  examined, 
while  the  apportioned  and  suspended  assessments  not  due  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and  checked.  The  taxes, 
excise,  special  assessments,  and  water  liens  outstanding  according  to  the  pre- 
vious examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and  check- 
ed with  the  assessors'  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  ass- 
essors' records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
respective  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  water  charges  were  examined  and  check- 
ed in  detail.  The  commitments  were  verified,  the  recorded  collections  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the 
departmental  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  were 
further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  large  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  in- 
dicating that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  dog,  sporting,  and  town  licenses  issued,  as  well  as  of  miscella- 
neous permits  and  fees  collected  by  the  town  clerk,  were  examined  and  checked, 
and  the  recorded  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  and  of  miscellaneous  receipts  of 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  inspectors  of  buildings,  wires  and 
plumbing,  as  well  as  of  the  police,  fire,  health,  public  works,  school,  library, 
and  cemetery  departments,  and  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked.   The  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved,  and  the  cash  balances  were  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand 
in  the  several  departments. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town  officials  for  the  faithful  per- 
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formance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  wheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  report  tables  show- 
ing reconciliations  of  the  treasurer's  and  town  clerk's  cash,  summaries  of  the 
tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the 
several  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  received  from  all  town  offi- 
cials, for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation.

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THE  CITY  MANAGER'S 

CODE    OF    ETHICS 

JLo  ACHIEVE  effective  and  democratic  local  government,  the  council-manager  flan  provides 
that  policies  shall  be  determined  by  the  governing  body  elected  by  the  people  and  that  the  administra- 
tion of  such  policies  shall  be  vested  in  the  city  manager  who  shall  be  appointed  by  and  responsible  to 
the  governing  body.  The  purpose  of  the  International  City  Managers'  Association,  the  professional 
organization  of  city  managers,  is  to  increase  the  proficiency  of  city  managers  and  to  aid  in  the 
improvement  of  municipal  government.  To  further  these  objectives,  the  Association  believes  that  certain 
ethical  principles  should  govern  the  conduct  of  every  professional  city  manager: 


INo  member  of  the  profession  accepts 
a  position  as  city  manager  unless  he 
is  fully  in  accord  with  the  principles  of 
council-manager  government  and  unless  he 
is  confident  that  he  is  qualified  to  serve  to 
the  advantage  of  the  community. 

2  The  city  manager  has  a  firm  belief  in 
the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  services 
rendered  by  government.  He  has  a  con- 
structive, creative,  and  practical  attitude 
toward  urban  problems  and  a  deep  sense 
of  his  own  social  responsibility  as  a 
trusted  public  servant. 

3  The  city  manager  is  governed  by  the 
highest  ideals  of  honor  and  integrity 
in  all  his  public  and  personal  relationships 
in  order  that  he  may  merit  the  respect  and 
confidence  of  the  governing  body,  of  other 
officials  and  employees,  and  of  the  public 
which  he  serves.  He  believes  that  personal 
aggrandizement  or  profit  secured  by  con- 
fidential information  or  by  misuse  of  pub- 
lic time  is  dishonest. 

4  The  city  manager  as  a  community 
leader  submits  policy  proposals  to  the 
council  and  provides  the  council  with  facts 
and  advice  on  matters  of  policy  to  give  the 
council  a  basis  for  making  decisions  on 
community  goals.  The  city  manager  de- 
fends municipal  policies  publicly  only  after 
consideration  and  adoption  of  such  poli- 
cies by  the  council. 

5   The  city  manager  realizes  that  the 
council,  the  elected  representatives  of 
the  people,  is  entitled  to  the  credit  for  the 


establishment  of  municipal  policies.  The 
city  manager  avoids  coming  in  public  con- 
flict with  the  council  on  controversial 
issues.  Credit  or  blame  for  policy  execution 
rests  with  the  city  manager. 

6  The  city  manager  considers  it  his  duty 
continually  to  improve  his  ability 
and  his  usefulness  and  to  develop  the  com- 
petence of  his  associates  in  the  use  of 
management  techniques. 

7  The  city  manager  keeps  the  commu- 
nity informed  on  municipal  affairs.  He 
emphasizes  friendly  and  courteous  service 
to  the  public.  He  recognizes  that  the  chief 
function  of  the  local  government  at  all 
times  is  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  all  the 
people  on  a  nonpartisan  basis. 

8  The  city  manager,  in  order  to  preserve 
his  integrity  as  a  professional  ad- 
ministrator, resists  any  encroachment  on 
his  responsibility  for  personnel,  believes 
he  should   be  free  to  carry  out  council 

{>olicies  without  interference,  and  deals 
rankly  with  the  council  as  a  unit  rather 
than  with  its  individual  members. 

9  The  city  manager  handles  all  matters 
of  personnel  on  the  basis  of  merit. 
Fairness  and  impartiality  govern  the  city 
manager  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  ap- 
pointments, pay  adjustments,  promotions, 
and  discipline  in  the  municipal  service. 

1  C\  The  city  manager  curries  no  favors. 
J-v/  He  handles  each  problem  without 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  principle 
and  justice.

In  convening  formally  at  twenty-five  regular  and 
five  special  meetings  as  well  as  having  approximately 
twenty-four  informal  sessions,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
completed  an  eventful  year.  In  addition  to  acting  as  the 
licensing  authority  for  the  Town  of  Andover  principally 
in  the  granting  of  alcoholic  beverage  licenses,  the  Board 
heard  fourteen  petitions  for  gravel  removal  permits  of 
which  twelve  were  renewals  with  two  representing  new 
requests.  As  a  consequence  of  the  growing  concern  over 
these  kinds  of  operations,  new  and  far  more  strict 
regulations  were  adopted  and  implemented  by  the 
Board.  To  date,  these  new  requirements  have  resulted 
in  some  rather  spectacular  improvements  in  most  pits. 
With  a  higher  and  more  realistic  schedule  of  fees  hav- 
ing been  put  into  effect,  a  more  frequent  and  thorough 
inspection  program  can  be  continued  by  the  Town 
Building  Inspector. 

The  Board  received  in  1964  the  reports  of  several 
committees,  most  notably  those  of  the  so-called  Automa- 
tion Committee  and  the  Capital  Expenditure  Commit- 
tee. The  former's  recommendations  are  being  carried 
forward  in  an  article  for  the  1965  Town  Meeting  War- 
rant for  funds  to  permit  the  acquisition  of  electronic 
data  processing  equipment  which  will  modernize  com- 
pletely the  financial  operations  of  the  Town.  The  Cap- 
ital Expenditure  Report  is  being  used  as  a  guide  in 
considering  future  capital  requirements. 

One  of  the  most  significant  occurences  in  1964 
which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  called  upon  to 
face  was  the  receipt  and  implementation  of  the  Fire 
Rating  Survey  conducted  upon  the  Board's  request  by 
the  New  England  Fire  Rating  Association.  This  report 
pointed  out  many  significant  fire  fighting  deficiencies 
which  could  ultimately  result  in  higher  fire  insurance 
rates  for  Town  property  owners.  However,  immediate 
steps  were  taken  by  the  Board  to  eliminate  deficiency 
points  which  would  involve  little  or  no  expense.  Coupled 
with  recommended  action  at  the  1965  Town  Meeting, 
it  appears  quite  likely  that  the  Town  will  be  able  to  im- 
prove its  fire  rating. 

Another  high  point  of  the  past  year,  was  the  visit 
of  some  150  "neighbors"  from  England.  Under  the 
sponsorship  of  Southern  Newspapers,  Limited  of  South- 
hampton, England,  this  touring  group  included  several 
residents  of  Andover,  England  who  brought  with  them 
the  best  wishes  and  greetings  of  the  Mayor  of  Andover. 
Aside  from  this  attachment,  Andover  had  been  selected 


as  one  of  the  major  points  of  interest  in  America  to 
represent  the  best  in  a  traditional,  fine  early  American 
but  nonetheless  modern  community.  The  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen entertained  these  distinguished  visitors  with  a 
square  dance  and  a  bagpipe  serenade. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  significant  actions  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  1965  was  the  appoinment  of 
Richard  J.  Bowen  as  Town  Manager.  Selected  from  a 
group  of  more  than  forty  applicants,  the  new  Town 
Manager  came  to  Andover  with  a  background  of  formal 
training  in  public  administration  and  some  ten  years 
of  practical  experience  in  municipal  administration  and 
related  fields,  including  approximately  seven  years  as  a 
municipal  administrator.  The  Board  looks  to  the  future 
with  great  confidence  that  the  administration  of  Town 
affairs  will  improve  and  that  the  benefits  of  such  opera- 
tions will  accrue  to  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Andover. 

Employee  service  awards  were  established  by  the 
Board  in  1964  and  upon  receipt  of  the  appropriate 
badges  will  be  given  to  the  large  number  of  Town  em- 
ployees who  have  served  the  Town  over  the  years.  This 
award  program  will  be  a  continuing  one  and  represents 
tangible  recognition  by  the  Town  of  the  dedication  and 
faithful  service  of  its  employees.  Steps  were  taken  also 
to  transfer  the  inspection  of  elevators  to  the  State  which 
should  prove  to  be  a  far  more  economical  and  satisfac- 
tory arrangement.  The  Board  also  approved  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  permanent  public  building  committee  as  a 
step  in  the  direction  of  providing  continuity  and  ex- 
pertise to  the  continuing  public  building  requirements 
of  the  Town. 

The  Board  adopted  a  resolution  favoring  meaning- 
ful home  rule  legislation  presently  before  the  General 
Court  and  has  inserted  an  appropriate  article  in  the 
1965  Warrant  to  permit  voters  of  the  Town  to  express 
their  opinions  on  this  critical  matter. 

Another  first  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  its 
participation  in  1964  with  the  Town  Manager  in  the 
formulation  of  the  1965  Town  Budget.  The  Board  also 
adopted  more  formal  rules  of  order  and  procedure  pri- 
marily in  the  order  of  business  at  its  formal  meetings. 
It  also  adopted  and  follows  a  policy  of  meeting  in- 
formally on  the  Thursday  preceeding  its  bi-weekly  reg- 
ular meeting.  This  is  a  public  meeting  and  has  served 
to  provide  the  opportunity  to  discuss  openly  and  in  de- 
tail  the  matters   which   will   be   considered   at  regular 


meetings.  This  arrangement  has  also  meant  a  closer 
working  relationship  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Town  Manager. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE     

Appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator,  the  seven- 
member  Finance  Committee  met  regularly  during  1964 
to  review  the  periodic  financial  reports  submitted  to  it 
by  the  Town  Accountant.  In  addition,  the  FinCom  met 
to  consider  requests  for  the  transfer  of  funds  from  the 
Reserve  Funds  as  established  by  Town  Meeting  to  cover 
expenses  not  otherwise  anticipated  in  the  1964  Annual 
Budget.  These  transfers  totaled  $32,501.78  from  a  re- 
serve of  $35,000.00  with  the  major  portion  of  this 
amount  required  to  meet  higher  public  welfare  expenses. 
A  detailed  accounting  of  the  Reserved  Fund  is  included 
among  the  financial  reports  prepared  by  the  Town  Ac- 
countant which  are  part  of  this  Town  Report. 

The  Finance  Committee  also  met  with  the  Town 
Manager  in  1964  to  begin  consideration  and  review  of 
the  1965  Annual  Budget. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  Andover  Finance 
Committee  was  awarded  in  1964  by  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Finance  Committees  highest  honors  for 
its  annual  report  and  recommendations  to  the  voters 
of  the  Town,  in  terms  of  the  manner  and  content  of 
presentation.

1965  represents  the  eighth  year  that  the  Assessors 
Office  has  functioned  under  the  present  valuation  sys- 
tem. This  system  has  proven  to  be  accurate  and  fair, 
but  with  each  passing  year  it  has  become  more  evident 
that  a  periodic  review  and  revaluation  is  an  absolute 
necessity  in  order  to  maintain  its  accuracy  and  fairness. 
Changing  values  of  land  and  buildings  are  occuring 
steadily,  and  although  the  Board  of  Assessors  continues 
to  make  adjustments  where  the  need  is  outstanding,  it 
is  a  physical  impossibility  for  the  Board  to  review  7200 
parcels.  It  is,  therefore,  the  Board  recommendation  that 
the  town  schedule  a  professional  revaluation  in  the  year 
1967  to  be  effective  in  the  tax  year  of  1968. 

The  lack  of  adequate  space  in  the  Assessors  Office 
has  restricted,  to  some  degree,  the  efficiency  of  the 
operation  of  this  department,  as  well  as  having  caused, 
on  several  occasions,  an  inconvenience  to  the  taxpayer 
and  others  doing  business  with  this  office.  The  counter 
space  and  waiting  area  is  insufficient,  as  is  the  general 
office  area.  Each  year  the  records  and  volumes  that  are 
required  by  law  to  be  retained  in  the  Assessors  Office 
increase,  so  that  at  the  present  time  vault  storage  space 
is  full  and  records  that  should  be  in  a  fireproof  vault 
are  being  maintained  in  metal  cabinets. 

There  is  a  definite  need  for  a  separate  office  for 
private  discussions  with  taxpayers  and  for  use  by  the 
full-time  assessor.

Many  hours  were  spent  by  the  Board  in  helping 
to  draft  and  review  the  new  zoning  by-law  which  re- 
placed the  twenty-eight  year  old  one.  Work  will  con- 
tinue along  the  same  lines  until  all  Town  By-laws  have 
been  recodified  and  placed  before  the  voters  of  the 
Town  for  acceptance. 

Updating  of  the  Comprehensive  Master  Plan,  un- 
der the  701  Program  (matching  Federal  and  State 
funds),  has  taken  much  of  the  Planning  Board's  time. 
This  important  task  has  required  special  meetings  with 
its  consultants  and  appropriate  State  officials. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  voters  adopted  the 
Planning  Board's  article,  which  described  all  the  busi- 
ness areas  in  the  Town  by  metes  and  bounds  as  well 
as  by  reference  to  the  Town  Assessor's  maps.  The  article 
also  included  the  adoption  of  a  large  map  outlining  the 
business  areas. 

By  an  overwhelming  majority,  the  voters  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  June,  adopted  a  new  Zoning 
By-law,  representing  a  major  recodification,  and  spon- 
sored by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  By-law  Commit- 
tee. The  Board  was  disappointed  by  the  defeat  of  a 
new  section  covering  parking  regulations,  which  is  felt 
to  be  a  necessary  first  step  to  a  much  needed  revision 
of  the  zoning  requirements  of  the  business  areas  of  the 
town.  The  Board  expects  to  work  with  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  projecting  a  parking  proposal  that  will 
be  acceptable  to  all  parties  concerned,  yet  stringent 
enough  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  town.  At  this  same 
Special  Town  Meeting,  delineation  of  all  boundaries  by 


reference  to  assessors'  maps  became  a  part  of  the  Zoning 
By-law  and  will  serve  to  eliminate  many  problems 
which  have  plagued  town  departments  over  a  period  of 
years. 

During  1964,  the  Board  reviewed  a  total  of  sixty- 
four  (64)  Form  A  plans  (plans  not  requiring  Planning 
Board  approval)  with  a  total  of  eighty-one  (81)  lots. 
Thirteen  (13)  subdivision  plans  were  presented  to  the 
Board  with  a  total  of  332  lots.  The  Board  approved  six 
(6)  plans  with  forty-one  (41)  lots  and  seven  (7)  plans 
with  a  total  of  291  lots  are  still  pending. 

Close  attention  has  been  given  to  the  preservation 
of  green  areas  and  the  protection  of  the  Fish  Brook 
water  shed  areas,  and,  under  the  Special  Development 
Bylaw,  provisions  for  keeping  some  of  these  critical 
areas  intact  have  been  made  through  close  cooperation 
between  the  Board  and  developers.

dustries,  the  community  relations  sub-committee  con- 
tacted local  concerns  during  the  year  to  offer  our  as- 
sistance in  any  situation  wherein  we  might  be  helpful. 

From  a  promotional  standpoint,  letters  were  di- 
rected to  key  executives  of  a  number  of  major  corpora- 
tions throughout  the  country  advising  of  the  advan- 
tages to  be  gained  through  locating  in  Andover.  While 
no  direct  results  were  achieved,  replies  received  were 
most  gratifying.  It  is  our  opinion  that  continuation  of 
this  program,  coupled  with  judicious  follow-up,  may 
eventually  be  productive. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  specific  leads  other 
than  Allied  Chemical  were  pressed  to  conclusion 
through  various  means,  including  promotional  letters 
and  associated  material,  telephone  calls  and  personal 
visitations.

During  1964,  the  Andover  Development  and  In- 
dustrial Commission  was  able  to  announce  the  first 
tangible  result  of  efforts  to  attract  new  industry.  In 
June,  it  was  made  known  that  the  Allied  Chemical 
Corporation  planned  to  construct  a  combination  ware- 
house and  office  building  in  West  Andover.  Construc- 
tion is  now  planned  to  start  in  the  spring  of  1965.

In  1964,  three  (3)  permanent  patrolmen  were 
added  to  the  police  force  making  a  total  of  twenty- 
eight  (28)  regular  officers.  There  are  also  four  (4)  re- 
serve officers,  two   (2)    civilian  employees,  eleven   (11) 


women  traffic  supervisors,  and  two   (2)   police  dogs. 

In  1964,  2,507  miscellaneous  complaints  were  in- 
vestigated by  the  police  department,  an  increase  of  599 
over  1963. 

During  the  year  1964  there  were  194  arrests  made, 
of  which  77  were  for  motor  vehicle  violations,  including 
parking  violations,  87  were  non-traffic  arrests,  and  22 
were  juvenile  arrests.  This  is  76  less  than  1963  when 
270  arrests  were  made  as  follows:  147  traffic  arrests, 
98  non-traffic  arrests,  and  25  juvenile  arrests.  However, 
of  the  147  traffic  arrests  in  1963,  70  were  for  parking 


violations,  whereas  only  29  were  for  parking  violations 
in  1964.  In  1962  there  were  221  arrests  made  of  which 
139  were  traffic  violations,  75  non-traffic,  and  7  juvenile. 
Of  the  139  traffic  arrests  in  1962,  55  were  parking  viola- 
tions. 

The  steady  decrease  in  parking  violations  reflects 
the  decrease  in  employment  at  the  Raytheon  Plant. 
Due  to  the  lay-offs  the  parking  areas  provided  by  the 
plant  are  sufficient  to  handle  the  cars,  although  a  few 
are  still  parked  on  the  streets.  In  1963  the  police  de- 
partment issued  5,796  parking  violation  tags,  while  in 
1964  there  were  1,926  tags  issued,  a  drop  of  over  65%. 

In  1964,  there  were  397  traffic  accidents  reported 
in  Andover.  These  accidents  included  4  fatalities,  192 
personal  injury  accidents,  and  201  property  damage 
accidents.  108  of  these  accidents  were  on  Rte.  28, 
or  slightly  over  27%. 

In  1963,  there  were  no  fatal  accidents,  162  per- 
sonal injury  accidents,  and  174  property  damage  acci- 
dents. 

In  1962  there  were  3  fatalities,  160  personal  injury 
accidents,  and  158  property  damage  accidents. 


During  the  year  1965  greater  emphasis  must  be 
placed  on  moving  violations.  With  almost  a  15/2%  in- 
crease in  accidents  for  the  year  1964  over  1963,  it  is 
evident  that  greater  supervision  of  moving  traffic  is 
necessary.  One  method  of  accomplishing  this  is  by  the 
use  of  radar.  The  purchase  of  such  a  machine  has  been 
requested  in  the  1965  budget. 

With  regard  to  the  108  accidents  on  Rte.  28,. 
twenty- three  (23)  took  place  in  the  area  of  Harding 
Street  and  Stevens  Street.  The  opening  of  an  eating 
establishment  in  the  immediate  vicinity  has  created 
quite  a  traffic  problem,  and  coupled  with  the  increasing 
use  of  Harding  Street  and  Stevens  Street,  this  problem 
could  increase  to  such  an  extent  that  some  considera- 
tion should  be  given  to  a  change  in  the  traffic  flow  by 
making  Harding  Street  a  one-way  street,  or  the  installa- 
tion of  traffic  lights  in  the  area. 

In  1964,  there  were  345  violation  notices  sent  to 
the  Registry,  as  against  430  in  1963.  This  is  a  drop  of 
slightly  over  19%. 

During  the  year  1964,  the  police  cars  travelled  a 
distance  of  228,011  miles,  as  against  217,489  in  1963.

Quarterly  inspections  required  by  statutes  for  nurs- 
ing and  rest  homes,  hospitals  and  inns  were  carried  out 
and  the  necessary  reports  made.  Public  and  private 
school  fire  drills  required  by  statutes  were  witnessed. 
Mercantile,  industrial,  church,  garage  and  filling  sta- 
tion buildings  were  inspected  for  hazards  and  reports 
made  to  owners  or  occupants.  Dwellings  of  three  or 
more  apartments  were  inspected  for  fire  prevention  and 
recommendations  and  suggestions  made  to  owners  or 
occupants.  Public  and  private  buildings  of  public  as- 
sembly or  hall  use  were  inspected  for  fire  safety. 

The  major  cause  of  building  fires  in  1964  continued 
to  be  carelessness.  Of  a  total  of  seventy,  thirty  were  at- 
tributable to  matches,  careless  smoking  or  misuse  of 
electricity.  Of  some  forty-eight  automobile  and  truck 
fires,  fifteen  were  caused  by  smoking. 

The  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Associa- 
tion report  of  Recommendations  for  Improvement  of

One  third  of  street  mileage  was  resurfaced  by  the 
highway  department  during  the  past  year.  This  was  in 
addition  to  regular  maintenance  such  as  patching  roads, 
cleaning  streets,  cleaning  catch  basins  and  drainage. 
Streets  that  were  resurfaced  with  2  course  type  I  Bi- 
tuminous concrete  are  Canterbury  Street,  Enmore 
Street,  Arundel  Street,  Pasho  Street,  Avon  Street, 
Stevens  Street,  one-half  of  Clark  Road,  and  Central 
Street  from  Main  Street  to  the  South  Church.  New 
construction  of  roads  is  carried  under  Chapter  90. 

Sidewalks  were  constructed  of  type  D-13  and  type 
I  Bituminous  material  on  the  following  streets:  Main 
Street  —  from  Dr.  Blake's  to  Chapel  Avenue,  from 
Morton  Street  to  Chapel  Avenue;  Summer  Street  — 
from  Elm  Street  to  Whittier  Street;  some  400  feet  on 
Clark  Road. 

Guard  rail  posts  for  town  highways  were  purchased 
to  replace  many  broken  ones.  Also  painted  these  posts 
Black  and  White. 

An  extensive  program  of  drainage  construction 
was  also  completed  with  sizes  from  12"  -  21".  1705 
linear  feet  of  pipe  was  laid  and  26  catch  basins  and  5 
manholes  constructed  or  repaired.  Some  of  the  major 
projects  were  located  as  follows:  1  —  Porter  Road,  2  — 
Osgood  Street,"  3  — Greenwood  Road.  These  programs 
in  the  past  have  been  handled  by  contractors. 

The  bridges  under  control  of  the  department  of 
public  works  are  inspected  many  times  during  the  year. 

The  town  disposal  area  is  also  looked  after  by  the 
highway  department.

A  diversified  shade  tree  planting  program  was  ac- 
complished during  1964  with  145  shade  and  ornamental 
flowering  trees  being  set  out.  Extreme  drought  condi- 
tions during  the  growing  season  necessitated  mulching 
and  watering  several  times.  Varieties  planted  include 
Sugar,  Norway  and  Crimson  King  Maples,  Little  Leaf 
Lindens,  Buisman  Elms,  Katsuras  and  Sargent  Flower- 
ing Cherry  trees. 

Dutch  Elm  disease  appeared  in  62  public  trees  this 
year.  Of  these,  52  have  been  cut  down  and  burned  and 
the  remainder  will  be  removed  by  March  at  which  time 
elm  bark  beetles  emerge  and  transfer  the  disease  from 
infected  to  healthy  elms.  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  personnel  and  equipment  assisted 
in  Dutch  Elm  scouting  and  removal  of  65  dead  and 
beetle  infested  trees. 

A  forest  improvement  plan  in  the  Haggetts  Pond 
watershed  area  was  programmed  and  work  started.  This 
project  consists  of  removal  of  blown-down  trees,  elimin- 
ation of  undesirable  growth  and  general  forest  improve- 
ment cutting.  Work  is  being  performed  in  conjunction 
with  the  Water  Bureau  Superintendent  and  the  Essex 
County  forester  and  will  continue  for  several  years. 

Roadside  mowing,  brush  cutting  and  chemical 
brush  controls  was  performed,  along  rural  roads,  at 
intersection  and  dangerous  curves.  Chemical  eradica- 
tion of  poison  ivy  was  continued  along  roadsides  and  at 
playgrounds  and  recreation  areas. 
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Approved  insecticides  and  application  methods 
were  used  to  effect  a  shade  tree  spray  program  designed 
to  protect  public  trees  from  destructive  insects  and 
diseases.  D.D.T.  is  no  longer  used  in  Andover  spray 
formulas.  Effective  in  1965,  supervisors  and  spray 
equipment  operators  who  apply  pesticides  must  qualify 
by  written  examination  for  licenses  issued  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Pesticide  Board. 

The  severe  drought  of  1964  affected  many  of  An- 
dover's  street  trees.  Many  trees,  particularly  maples  and 
oaks,  showed  top  die  back  and  in  a  large  number  of 
cases  entire  trees  succumbed.  Several  factors  adversely 
affecting  street  trees  include  lack  of  moisture,  excessive 
use  of  salt  on  roads  and  black  top  extending  up  to 
trunks.  It  is  expected  more  damage  will  appear  during 
1965. 

Routine  tree  work  of  low  branch  removal,  cabling, 
dead  and  dangerous  tree  removal,  bark  tracing  and 
pruning  was  continued.  Considerable  dead  wood  is  ap- 
pearing in  street  trees,  which  necessitates  climbing  and 
pruning  each  individual  tree.  This  work  is  time  consum- 
ing and  strenuous.  Therefore,  a  limited  number  of 
streets  can  be  pruned  each  year.  Those  pruned  in  1964 
include  Enmore  Street,  Argyle  Street,  Riverina  Road, 
Locke  Street  and  Wheeler  Street  plus  other  areas  where 
dead  wood  prevailed.  Serious  consideration  should  be 
given  in  the  near  future  to  purchase  of  a  skyworker 
which  would  enable  pruning  and  tree  removal  to  be 
accomplished  in  a  more  economical  and  safer  manner. 

Tree  personnel  worked  during  all  ice  and  snow 
storms  operating  truck  and  sidewalk  plows  also  salting 
and  sanding  streets  and  sidewalks.

The  Bureau  was  responsible  for  the  design  and 
field  layout  of  surface  water  drainage  projects  on  Porter 
Road,  Osgood  Street,  Clark  Road,  and  Greenwood 
Road;  regrading  of  Canterbury  Street  to  remove  a 
drainage  problem;  grades  for  the  straightening  of  a 
curve  on  Prospect  Road.  Plans  were  made  for  the  future 
sewer  connection  at  Camp  Olympia  and  grades  were 
provided  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  roadway  to  the  main 
building. 

Field  surveys  were  made  and  plans  drawn  for 
drainage  easements,  a  site  plan  for  the  proposed  new 
Police  Station,  proposed  street  lines  at  School  and 
Essex  Street,  a  sewer  betterment  plan  for  the  Lowell 
Street  extension  beyond  Lovejoy  Road,  a  plan  of  the 
lots  at  Park  Street  and  Florence  Street,  and  the  Town 
line  at  McKenney  Circle. 

Plans  for  13  new  subdivisions  of  land  with  a  total 
of  332  lots  were  reviewed  for  the  Planning  Board  for 
conformance  with  their  rules  and  regulations,  and  for 
the  adequacy  of  the  proposed  utilities.  Roadway  con- 
struction and  utilities  were  regularly  inspected  for  the 
Planning  Board  in  some  12  subdivisions. 

Coordination  continued  between  the  Town  govern- 
ment and  the  County  Engineers  on  the  layout  of  North 
Street,  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Works  regarding 
Chapter  90  construction  on  Lovejoy  Road  and  drainage 
easements  for  Route  495,  and  the  Division  of  Water- 
ways regarding  Rogers  Brook  construction. 

The  Bureau  assisted  many  individuals  and  groups 
seeking  information  as  to  sites,  existing  utilities,  street 
layouts,  etc.,  As  examples  there  were  the  Fire  Under- 
writers, the  Architects  and  Engineers  for  the  proposed 
new  High  School,  the  Development  and  Industrial 
Commission,  and  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee.

Field  visits,  including  case  findings  were  made  on 
all  patients  and  contacts  of  communicable  diseases. 
Premature  Babies  and  Crippled  Children  program  was 
carried  on  as  usual. 

The  largest  number  of  contagious  diseases  on  rec- 
ord was  reported  to  the  health  office  during  the  past 
year.  This  high  incidence  of  communicable  disease  was 
noted  throughout  the  state. 
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Due  to  the  increased  building  in  unsewered  areas 
in  the  past  few  years,  the  Board  of  Health  in  March 
adopted  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  suitability 
of  soil  for  individual  sewage  disposal  systems  in  sub- 
divisions. These  regulations  will  enable  the  developer 
to  have  knowledge  of  any  area  in  the  sub-division  that 
might  not  meet  the  requirements  for  building  homes. 
Andover  is  the  first  town  in  Massachusetts  to  enact 
such  regulations. 

All  day  care  centers  for  children  are  now  operating 
under  new  State  regulations.  Authority  to  license  these 
centers  has  been  delegated  to  the  Andover  Board  of 
Health. 

New  State  regulations  regarding  payment  for  hos- 
pitalization of  premature  babies  went  into  effect  this 
year.  Determination  of  settlements  has  been  eliminated 
and  assistance  is  available  to  all  eligible  residents.  Un- 
der the  new  changes  the  town  is  reimbursed  for  one- 
half  the  total  expenses  incurred. 

Article  VI  "Minimum  Standards  for  Swimming 
Pools"  has  been  added  to  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  All 
public  and  semi-public  pools  must  now  be  licensed  an- 
nually. 

The  following  clinics  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health  were  made  available  to  the  public:- 

Annual  rabies  clinic,  conducted  by  Dr.  Richard 
Lindsay  —  600  dogs  inocculated. 

Adult  polio  clinic,  conducted  by  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce  —  250  doses  of  polio  vaccine  distributed. 

Oral  cancer  clinic,  first  in  Andover,  conducted  by 
Dr.  Richard  Secord  —  50  individuals  screened 


Essex  Sanatorium  was  closed  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment in  July  but  a  clinic  for  follow-up  of  tubercular 
patients  has  been  established  in  Lawrence.  This  should 
prove  to  be  much  more  convenient  for  individuals  re- 
quiring chest  x-rays. 

New  State  isolation  and  quarantine  regulations  of 
diseases  declared  to  be  dangerous  to  the  public  health 
became  effective  in  August,  1964.  The  new  regulations 
are  less  rigid  on  some  diseases  and  more  stringent  on 
others.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  met  regularly  during 
the  year,  maintaining  a  full  knowledge  of  the  depart- 
ment's affairs  and  making  recommendations  to  the  Di- 
rector and  to  the  Town  Management  regarding  the 
internal  management  of  the  Department  of  Public  As- 
sistance. The  Board  also  became  involved  in  discussions 
about  particular  cases,  and  assisted  the  Department  of 
Public  Assistance  personnel  in  so  far  as  they  could  be 
in  the  handling  of  problem  cases  and  problem  expendi- 


tures. 

The  Department  of  Public  Assistance  opened  the 
year  1964  with  65  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  36  Medical 
Assistance  for  the  Aged  cases,  13  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  cases,  14  Disability  Assistance  cases,  2  General 
Relief  cases,  and  1  Cuban  Refugee  case.  This  accounted 
for  a  total  of  176  people  being  served  in  January  of 
1964. 

December,  1964  wound  up  the  year  with  64  Old 
Age  Assistance  cases,  45  Medical  Assistance  for  the 
Aged  cases,  14  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases,  17 
Disability  Assistance  cases,  7  General  Relief  cases,  and 
1  Cuban  Refugee  case.  This  caused  the  department  to 
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serve  a  total  of  204  persons. 

Of  the  total  of  $214,974  disbursed  by  the  depart- 
ment during  the  year,  33.2%  was  for  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance; 35.2%  for  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged;  8.9% 
for  Disability  Assistance;  12.1%  for  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children:  and  the  balance  of  10.6%  for  General  Relief 
and  Cuban  Refugee  care. 

It   can  be  noted   from   these  percentages  that  the 


two  major  medical  programs  of  Medical  Assistance  for 
the  Aged  and  Disability  Assistance  accounted  for  44.1% 
of  the  total  expenditure  for  the  year  1964,  and  68.4% 
of  the  total  disbursements  were  made  on  behalf  of  the 
aged. 

Other  pertinent  information  regarding  the  opera- 
tions of  the  department  and  its  growth  can  be  found  in 
the  comparative  statistics  for  the  years  1960  through 
1964  as  part  of  this  report.

Under  Chapter  115,  General  Laws  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  Veterans  Service  Department  provided  finan- 
cial assistance  to  veterans,  their  dependents  or  surviv- 
ors, because  of  old  age,  sickness  or  hospitalization.  No 
assistance  was  provided  to  any  recipient  during  1964  be- 
cause of  unemployment  alone,  due  to  the  cooperation  of 
local  employers  and  State  and  Federal  agencies  in  help- 
ing to  place  unemployed  applicants. 

The  work  load  of  this  office  increased  considerably 
in  1964  as  a  result  of  new  legislation  concerning  benefits 
to  eligible  veterans  and  their  families,  and  the  reopen- 
ing of  National  Life  Insurance  to  veterans  of  World 
War  II  and  the  Korean  Conflict.  Information  and  as- 
sistance were  given  to  more  than  1100  individuals  dur- 
ing the  year  relative  to  Veteran's  Administration  bene-

The  School  Department  takes  this  opportunity  to 
review  progress  and  needs  in  a  section  of  the  Town 
Report.  A  detailed  discussion  of  purely  educational 
topics  is  contained  in  t  he  separate  School  Department 
pamphlet  which  is  available  to  all  taxpayers. 

The  School  Committee  is  extremely  conscious  of 
its  responsibility  to  work  cooperatively  with  other  Town 
departments  in  the  interests  of  economy  in  government. 
At  the  same  time,  the  School  Committee  has  a  respon- 
sibility to  conduct  its  educational  program  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  that  delegate 
responsibility  for  the  operation  of  schools  to  School 
Committees  operating  as  an  arm  of  state  government. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  express  grave 
concern  over  the  lack  of  land  sites  for  future  elementary 
school  buildings. 

Elementary  school  population  in  Andover  has  in- 
creased from  2,023  students  in  1960  to  2,436  students 
in  1964.  The  total  capacity  for  the  present  Andover 
elementary  school  buildings  is  approximately  2,750  stu- 
dents. With  the  annual  increase  reaching  as  high  as  120 
elementary  students,  the  need  for  additional  elementary 
school  space  is  immediate  and  pressing,  and  one  addi- 
tional elementary  school  building  will  be  required  by 
1968  or  earlier. 

On  numerous  occasions,  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Manager  were  informed  about  the  urgent  need  for 
building  sites.  We  urge  that  sites  for  schools  be  acquired 
with  all  possible  dispatch.  The  School  Committee  will 


be  glad  to  assist  in  any  manner  to  achieve  this  goal. 

The  problem  of  providing  additional  secondary 
school  space  occupied  a  major  part  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee's attention  during  1964. 

In  February,  the  Committee  formally  transmitted 
the  Educational  Specifications  for  the  new  high  school 
to  the  Selectmen,  Town  Manager,  and  the  School  Build- 
ing Committee.  This  document,  prepared  by  the  School 
Department  Administrators,  and  approved  by  the 
School  Committee,  specified  in  detail  the  space  and  fa- 
cilities required  for  a  quality  high  school  curriculum. 

In  April,  the  Committee  provided  a  revised  esti- 
mate of  future  junior  high  school  and  high  school  en- 
rollments. The  figures  were  in  part  as  follows: 

Junior  High  School         High  School 
1968  1131  1070 

1970  1273  1117 

1972  1327  1232 

The  original  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
was  for  a  high  school  for  1500  students.  The  Building 
Committee  evaluated  the  overall  problem,  and  arrived 
at  the  decision  to  construct  a  high  school  for  1200  stu- 
dents, with  core  facilities  for  1800.  In  July,  the  School 
Committee  formally  voted  to  support  this  plan. 

Numerous  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  School 
Building  Committee,  and  agreement  has  been  reached 
on  all  essential  points.  In  addition,  the  Administrators 
spent  many  hours   with   the   Building  Committee  and 
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Architect  to  provide  advice  and  assistance. 

The  Committee  supported  and  assisted  the  Build- 
ing Committee  at  Public  Hearings  and  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting. 

Following  approval  of  the  plan,  less  auditorium, 
and  appropriation  of  $3,910,000  for  the  building,  the 
Committee  revised  its  Educational  Specifications.  Con- 
sistent with  the  vote  at  Town  Meeting,  the  Committee 
recommended  that  the  auditorium  be  deferred,  and 
that  certain  minor  changes  be  made  in  the  room  sizes 
and  arrangements  to  permit  certain  savings  to  the 
Town. 

The  School  Committee  and  Administrators  plan 
to  continue  close  cooperation  with  the  School  Building 
Committee  to  assure  that  the  final  high  school  building 
will  be  the  best  for  the  education  of  the  children  of 
Andover.  The  importance  of  using  all  dispatch  in  con- 
structing the  new  building  cannot  be  over-emphasized 
if  double  sessions  and  serious  decline  in  our  educational 
program  are  to  be  avoided. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  emphasize  to 
townspeople  the  importance  of  providing  adequate 
sidewalks  in  the  various  approach  areas  to  our  elemen- 
tary schools.  We  urge  the  Town  to  appropriate  sufficient 
funds  for  this  purpose  and  encourage  the  Town  Man- 
ager to  continue  his  policy  of  building  sidewalks  on 
dangerous  roads  near  schools. 

The  recently  constructed  Sanborn  School  is  an 
outstanding  educational  facility.  Full  utilization  of  this 
resource  by  the  residents  of  West  Andover  will  not  be 
possible,  however,  until  sufficient  funds  are  provided  to 
complete  the  play  area  in  the  rear  of  the  school.  The 
School  Committee  hopes  that  the  Town  will  use  its 
resources  to  complete  this  play  area  during  1965. 

The  School  Department  is  anxious  to  eliminate  the 
tremendous    amount    of    duplication   in    recordkeeping 


which  exists  in  various  departments  at  this  time.  We 
believe  that  the  purchase  of  semi-automatic  accounting 
equipment  will  serve  to  reduce  costs  for  the  Town  as 
a  whole  if  a  thorough  systems  analysis  is  made  of  the 
needs  of  the  various  departments.  We  believe  that  this 
analysis  will  require  considerable  time  and,  for  this 
reason,  have  decided  to  support  the  temporary  rental  of 
a  conventional  bookkeeping  machine  until  a  central- 
ized accounting  system  can  be  installed  and  made  op- 
erative. The  rental  of  this  equipment  will  not  only  per- 
mit timely  completion  of  school  reports  required  by  law, 
but  will  also  help  to  prevent  an  increase  in  our  clerical 
staff. 

The  School  Committee  for  the  past  eight  years  has 
worked  closely  with  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Manager 
in  the  interests  of  establishing  a  unified  personnel  policy 
for  non-educational  personnel  employed  by. the  School 
Department.  We  are  currently  participating  in  the  re- 
evaluation  of  such  positions  in  the  School  Department 
under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Manager.  This  is  an- 
other example  of  sensible  cooperation  between  the 
School  Department  and  other  departments  of  the  Town 
in  the  interests  of  harmonious  working  relationships 
with  Town  employees. 

The  School  Committee  recognizes  the  authority  of 
the  Town  Manager  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of 
non-educational  items  in  the  School  Department 
budget.  We  have  consistently  expressed  our  willingness 
to  respond  to  specific  direction  in  this  area.  On  some 
items,  such  as  the  purchase  of  fuel  oil,  satisfactory  ar- 
rangements have  been  working  for  some  time. 

Townspeople  are  conscious  of  the  wide  use  made 
of  school  buildings  and  grounds  for  non-educational 
purposes.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee  to 
continue  its  practice  of  encouraging  appropriate  use  of 
these  facilities  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  as  a  whole.

During  1964  in  consultation  with  the  architectural 
firm  of  Shepley,  Bulfinch,  Richardson  and  Abbott  and 
with  the  library's  building  consultant,  Joseph  E.

10,358  square  feet  of  new  and  altered  space.  With  this 
expansion,  the  total  library  facility  will  seat  150  people 
and  have  capacity  for  100,000  books. 

A  provisional  grant  of  $85,000  or  25%  of  the  total 
project  cost  of  $340,000  has  been  made  to  the  library 
under  the  federal  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act.  Voter  approval  will  be  sought  at  the  March  town 
meeting.  If  it  is  not  gained,  the  federal  grant  is  for- 
feited. 

The  Eastern  Regional  Public  Library  System  was 
expected  to  be  in  operation  by  the  end  of  1964.  The 
date  has  been  advanced  to  1965  for  organizational  rea- 
sons. The  Memorial  Hall  Library  will  serve  as  one  of 
the  geographical  sub-regional  centers  in  the  system. 

Library  circulation  was  up  13,860  over  1963  with 
most  of  the  gain  registered  in  the  number  of  books  cir- 
culated from  the  elementary  school  libraries. 

Since  circulation  is  only  one  measuring  rod  of  use, 
a  tally  of  informational  and  reference  questions  was 
kept  during  October  and  November.  These  averaged 
more  than  2,000  a  month  with  the  October  total  of 
2,762.  Spot  checks  will  be  made  seasonally  for  purposes 
of  comparisons. 

4,064  books  were  added,  575  more  than  in  1963. 
1,816  books  were  added  to  the  elementary  school  libra- 
ries. National  Defense  Education  Act  funds  of  $1043 
on  a  matching  basis  were  sought  and  secured  for  the 
purchase  of  science  books  for  these  libraries.  Continu- 
ously rising  prices  tend  to  offset  the  larger  book  bud- 
gets for  both  public  and  school  libraries. 


The  Library  bought  all  the  department  manuals 
published  by  the  International  City  Managers'  Associa- 
tion, a  significant  step  in  developing  a  municipal  gov- 
ernment collection. 

Some  Library  Facts:  113  groups  borrowed  103 
16mm  films  which  were  seen  by  29,703  people.  554  film 
strips  and  slides  were  also  borrowed.  460  framed  prints 
were  loaned  in  1964,  with  a  high  of  54  in  January  and 
a  low  of  16  in  August.  The  library  owns  a  total  of  82 
framed  prints. 

— ■  151  adult  and  children's  recordings  were  pur- 
chased during  the  year.  A  grant  of  $230  from  the  Fut- 
terman  Fund  was  used  to  strengthen  the  adult  record 
collection.  Total  recordings  number  1,233. 

—  2,134  new  borrowers  were  added  to  the  library's 
rolls,  1508  of  them  adult  and  young  adult;  626,  children. 

—  139  books  were  borrowed  for  library  users  from 
other  libraries  and  118  books  were  loaned  by  this  library 
to  other  libraries. 

—  20  school  classes,  ranging  from  pre-school 
through  ninth  grade,  visited  the  library  for  story  tell- 
ing, book  introduction,  instruction  in  library  use  and 
practice  in  locating  materials  for  school  assignments. 

— ■  25  story  hours  were  held  in  1964  and  36  meet- 
ings of  the  pre-school  groups  familiarly  known  as  the 
"Littlest  Listeners." 

—  20  different  outside  groups  used  the  library 
meeting  rooms  in  1964. 

—  More  than  2,000  books  were  withdrawn  from 
the  collection  because  they  were  worn  out,  no  longer 
of  interest,  or  because  information  was  obsolescent  or 
no  longer  accurate.  Those  of  continuing  value  were  re- 
placed by  new  editions  and  up-to-date  information. 

—  The  Public  Library  and  Public  School  Joint 
Committee  on  Libraries  made  real  progress  in  its  ex- 
ploration of  more  effective  ways  of  inter-library  co- 
operation. 

—  A  one  page  suestionnaire  on  library  use,  ad- 
ministered in  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  adult  and 
young  adult  department  by  members  of  the  Andover 
League  of  Women  Voters,  for  ten  days  during  April, 
revealed  interesting  patterns  of  use. 

—  1474  people  filled  out  the  questionnaire.  Of 
these  55%  were  students,  23%  housewives  and  5% 
teachers.  All  others  numbered  17%. 

— ■  There  was  an  average  of  1,300  users  weekly 
in  the  main  reading  room  for  adults  and  young  adults. 

—  478  came  for  a  "good  book."  487  came  for 
information  for  personal  and  business  use.  408  came 
for  material  for  a  course. 

—  61%  of  all  adult  and  young  adult  users  re- 
ported that  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  was  their  chief 
source  of  material  for  reading  and  study. 

—  67%  indicated  that  they  use  the  library  at  least 
once  or  twice  a  month,  with  38  indicating  once  a  week 
or  oftener  use. 

If  the  library  has  a  problem,  it  is  how  to  balance 
student  and  adult  use.  Present  physical  conditions  make 
it  impossible  to  do  more  than  try  to  ameliorate  the  sit- 
uation. In  the  adult  department  the  saturation  point 
of  use  has  almost  been  reached  except  for  morning  and 
early  afternoon  hours. 

Library  conduct  on  the  part  of  students  has,  on 
the  whole,  improved.  Stricter  policy  as  to  what  consti- 
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tutes  reasonable  behavior,  rearrangement  of  the  read- 
ing room,  the  scheduling  of  a  monitor  during  evening 
hours  have  contributed  to  this  improvement. 

Book  mutilation  and  book  theft  are  still  problems. 
However,  the  use  of  a  copying  machine  is  being  en- 
couraged to  cut  down  on  the  incidence  of  mutilation 
and  theft. 

Margaret  Manning,  Assistant  Librarian  and  a 
member  of  the  staff  for  many  years,  retired  at  the  end 
of  September.  During  her  association  with  the  library, 
she  built  much  of  herself  and  her  talents  into  the  li- 
brary fabric.  Mrs.  Jean  Vint,  a  graduate  of  the  Sim- 
mons College  Graduate  Library  School  and  an  experi- 
enced librarian,  succeeded  her. 

The  library  still  has  the  position  of  Assistant  in 
Children's  Work  to  fill.  A  part-time  assistant  was  hired 
lor  the  school  library  program. 

Professional  staff  members  attended  library  meet- 
ings and  participated  on  professional  book  reviewing 
committees  to  the  benefit  of  the  library's  program. 

Highlights  of  the  library  program  were  the  No- 
vember Open  House  which  brought  out  250  people  and 
the  400th  anniversary  of  Shakespeare's  birth  which  was 
observed  with  special  displays,  a  booklist  and  program. 
About  60  boys  and  girls  attended  a  dramatization  of 
scenes  from  Macbeth  put  on  by  South  Elementary 
School  students  in  the  library  hall. 

Among  gifts  from  organizations  and  individuals 
received  during  the  year  were  a  bequest  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  of  literary  value  from  the  estate  of  John 
C.  Moynihan,  a  long-time  appreciative  library  user; 
sixty  recordings  from  Columbia  Records;  the  Futterman 
Fund  gift  already  mentioned;  and  generous  gifts  of 
money  from  the  Andover  Evening  Study  Program  and 
the  Andover  Council  of  Churches.  The  Library  notes 
with  appreciation  the  many  gifts  of  books  by  individuals 
and  the  increasing  number  of  gifts  of  money  for  books 
in  memory  of  a  friend  or  relative. 

The  Girl  Scout  Troop  at  the  Sanborn  School  once 
again  planted  bright  yellow  marigolds  around  the  base 
of  the  library  flag  pole. 

Mention  should  be  made,  too,  of  the  generous 
press  coverage  of  library  services  and  events. 

A  significant  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
library  plant  was  accomplished  with  the  redecoration 
of  the  Memorial  Hall  which  has  long  been  a  horrendous 
exception  to  an  otherwise  well  maintained  library  build- 
ing. 

If  prophecy  is  permitted,  the  year  1965  could  be 
one  of  the  most  important  in  the  library's  long  history.

PLAYGROUNDS: 

The  Andover  Recreation  Park  was  used  for  the 
first  time  this  Year  as  a  playground.  It  was  the  only 
area  that  could  remain  in  operation  in  spite  of  rainy 
weather.  However,  the  program  was  limited  because  of 
construction  during  the  season.  It  was  also  impossible 
to  get  the  playground  equipment  until  late  in  the  Sum- 
mer because  of  a  hold-up  in  the  manufacturer's  pro- 
duction. 

Special  emphasis  was  placed  on  expanding  the 
programming  potential  of  the  smaller  playgrounds  by 
encouraging  leaders  to  use  neighboring  facilities.  This 
included  fishing  trips  to  neighboring  ponds  and  use  of 
nearbv  athletic  fields  for  sports. 

The  program  on  the  playgrounds  were  developed 
around  weekly  themes,  tournaments  and  special  events. 
This  included  a  variety  of  activities  such  as  Doll  and 
Stuffed  Animal  Shows,  Scavanger  Hunts,  Baking  Con- 
tests, Sport  Tournaments  and  a  Field  Day.  Highlight- 
ing the  Summer  was  the  traditional  trip  to  Canobie 
Lake  Park. 

The   Twilight   Baseball   League,   Summer    Basket- 
ball   League   and    the    Andover    Softball  League   were 
again  organized  for  Teens  and  Adult  Recreation. 
NOTE: 

Attendance   in   all   Summer   activity  was   low  this 
summer  because  of  adverse  weather  conditions.  30%  of 
the  scheduled  program  hours  included  cool  and  incle- 
ment weather  while  15%  of  the  time  it  rained. 
SPACE  REQUIREMENTS: 

Additional  demands  were  made  for  softball  dia- 
monds and  playgrounds  during  the  year.  Although  one 
additional  diamond  is  being  developed  at  the  Andover 
Recreation  Park,  more  areas  are  needed.  Installing 
lights  on  existing  ball  fields  will  help  solve  the  one 
need.  However,  the  mainteance  program  will  have  to  be 
further  increased  and  additional  land  acquired  or  de- 
veloped to  solve  the  playground  situation.  It  should  be 
noted  that  only  one  of  the  areas  controlled  by  the 
Recreation  Department  meets  the  1.75  acre  require- 
ment for  a  softball  diamond  or  the  4+  requirement  for 
adequate  playground  area. 
SUMMARY: 

Much  was  done  throughout  the  year  to  provide 
the  Town  with  facilities  that  can  be  used  on  a  year- 
round  basis.  Most  of  the  development  was  done  in  the 
Andover  Recreation  Park-Pomps  Area.  Much  has  to  be 
done  in  the  future  to  develop  the  maintenance  program 
for  the  upkeep  of  all  areas.

The  Trustees  of  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  submit 
their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  of  1964. 

During  the  year  the  Cemetery  sold  40  new  lots  and 
had  83  interments.  The  number  of  interments  was  the 
same  as  the  previous  year  but  there  was  an  increase  of 
15  lots  over  the  number  sold  last  year.  From  the  per- 
petual care  payments  on  these  sales  and  from  payments 
made  by  three  older  lot  owners  who  have  now  placed 
their  lots  under  the  perpetual  care  a  total  of  $5,814.00 
was  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  to  be  added  to 
our  Perpetual  Care  Fund.  This  fund  now  totals 
$151,945.00  and  income  amounting  to  $6,131.05  was 
received  from  it  in  1964.  This  income  can  be  used  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  operating  the  Cemetery  if  desired. 

A  total  of  $4,262.73  was  received  from  the  sale  of 
new  lots,  interments,  vault  sales,  foundation  charges,  and 
from  the  care  of  lots  not  under  perpetual  care.  This 
sum  and  the  income  from  the  Perpetual  Care  Fund 
$10,393.78.  This  income  was  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  by  so  doing  reduced  the  cost  to  the  Town 
of  operating  the  cemetery  by  that  amount.

HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

1964  was  the  fourteenth  full  year  of  occupancy  of 
the  Veterans'  Housing  Project  and  fifth  full  year  of 
occupancy  for  the  Elderly  Housing  Project. 

Thomas  R.  Wallace,  member  of  the  board  since 
1952,  was  re-elected  in  March  to  serve  a  five  year  term. 

Major  replacements  and  maintenance  this  year 
for  the  Veterans'  Project  were:  replacement  of  two 
refrigerators  $224.25  and  three  electric  ranges  $214.88; 
replacement  of  boiler  $4,600;  repairs  to  heating  system 

$1,077.31;  repairs  to  hot-water  system  $1,300.08.  For 
the  Elderly  Project:  Complete  exterior  painting  $1,660. 

Maintenance  problems  anticipated  for  the  coming 
year,  Veterans'  Project:  replacement  of  worn  counter 
tops,  kitchen  and  bathroom  linoleum  floors;  continued 
maintenance  of  the  heating  system;  interior  painting  of 
at  least  one  third  of  the  apartments. 
VETERANS'  PROJECT 

The  Commonwealth  Contribution  for  the  year  was 
$8,650. 

Payment  to  the  Town  of  Andover  in  lieu  of  taxes 
for  the  year  1964  was  $1,876. 

There  are  56  apartments  in  the  project.  The 
average  monthly  rental  is  $51.71,  plus  an  average 
monthly  utility  charge  of  $18.68. 

The  annual  income  limits  for  admittance  for  the 
coming  year  will  be:  for  families  with  one  or  less  minor 
dependent,  $4,800;  two  minor  dependents,  $5,000;  three 
or  more  minor  dependents,  $5,200. 


Income  allowed  for  continued  occupancy:  for  one 
or  less  minor  dependent,  $5,500;  two  minor  dependents, 
$5,700;  three  or  more  minor  dependents,  $5,900. 

Shelter  rent  is  based  on  total  family  income.  Fam- 
ilies with  one  child,  18%;  two  children,  16%;  three 
children,  14%;  for  each  dependent  child  in  excess  of 
three,  $200  is  deducted  from  total  family  income. 

Ten  new  families  have  moved  into  the  project  and 
five  families  have  moved  within  the  project  during  the 
year.

The  Commonwealth  Contribution  for  the  year 
1964  was  $12,625. 

There  are  40  dwelling  units,  a  recreation  hall  with 
lending  library,  and  2  laundry  rooms  in  this  project. 
The  average  monthly  rental  is  $36.64  plus  a  monthly 
utility  charge  of  $13.18. 

The  yearly  income  limits  for  admission  are:  for 
one  person,  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $2,500;  two  per- 
sons, 65  years  of  age  or  older,  $3,000. 

Four  new  tenants  have  moved  into  the  project  and 
one  tenant  moved  within  the  project  during  the  year. 

At   present    there   are   26  applications   for   elderly 
housing  on  file.

of  an  architect.  Some  27  firms  were  interviewed  over 
a  period  of  three  months,  with  Perry,  Shaw,  Hepburn, 
and  Dean  of  Boston  being  the  final  choice. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  was  asked 
for  and  voted  $12,000  to  defray  expenses  of  the  commit- 
tee and  to  pay  the  architects  for  development  of  pre- 
liminary plans. 

The  architects  were  asked  to  help  determine  the 
construction  program  which  would  be  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  town.  Our  final  decision  was  based  on  a 
thorough  study  of  many  reports,  surveys,  opinions,  and 
observations.  A  1200  pupil  new  high  school,  with  most 
core  facilities  for  1800,  to  be  built  on  the  present  site 
was  deemed  the  best  program  for  the  town.  It  must  be 
emphasized  that  this  decision  was  made  with  the  full 
realization  that  an  addition  must  be  scheduled  for  com- 
pletion by  1972. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  State 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission  and  progress 
is  steadily  being  made  for  approval  of  40%  financial 
aid  from  the  state. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  in  October  appropriated 
3,910,000  for  this  project  but,  also,  voted  to  defer  con- 
struction of  an  auditorium  until  the  addition  in  1972. 

Target  date  for  completion  of  construction  is 
September  1966  but,  at  this  writing,  various  delays  may 


be  forcing  a  later  date.  You  may  rest  assure  that  this 
committee  is,  and  will  continue,  doing  its  utmost  to 
ensure  a  project  worthy  of  the  town  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date. 

INDUSTRIAL  COMMISSION 

During  1964,  the  Andover  Development  and  In- 
dustrial Commission  was  able  to  announce  the  first 
tangible  result  of  efforts  to  attract  new  industry.  In 
June,  it  was  made  known  that  the  Allied  Chemical 
Corporation  planned  to  construct  a  combination  ware- 
house and  office  building  in  West  Andover.  Construc- 
tion is  now  planned  to  start  in  the  spring  of  1965. 

Recognizing  that  one  of  the  Commission's  prime 
concerns  must  be  the  welfare  of  Andover's  existing  in- 
dustries, the  community  relations  sub-committee  con- 
tacted local  concerns  during  the  year  to  offer  our  as- 
sistance in  any  situation  wherein  we  might  be  helpful. 

From  a  promotional  standpoint,  letters  were  di- 
rected to  key  executives  of  a  number  of  major  corpora- 
tions throughout  the  country  advising  of  the  advan- 
tages to  be  gained  through  locating  in  Andover.  While* 
no  direct  results  were  achieved,  replies  received  were 
most  gratifying.  It  is  our  opinion  that  continuation  of 
this  program,  coupled  with  judicious  follow-up,  may 
eventually  be  productive. 
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During  the  year  a  number  of  specific  leads  other 
than  Allied  Chemical  were  pressed  to  conclusion 
through  various  means,  including  promotional  letters 
and  associated  material,  telephone  calls  and  personal 
visitations.  The  Commission  will  continue  to  evaluate 
all  prospects  and  assiduously  follow  up  on  those  which 
appear  appropriate.

TOWLE  FUND 

The  Trustees  under  the  will  of  Margaret  G.  Towle, 
Robert  Henderson,  George  B.  James  and  Mary  L. 
Anderson,  met  for  the  first  time  September  21st,  and 
elected  Mr.  Henderson  as  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Ander- 
son as  Secretary.  Town  Counsel,  Mr.  O'Brien,  met  with 
them  outlining  the  legal  statutes  which  govern  the  in- 
vestment of  the  Trust  Fund.  Arrangements  were  made 
with  Miss  Greeley,  Town  Treasurer,  for  administration 
of  the  investment  policies  made  by  the  Trustees  and  for 
custodianship  of  the  cash,  certificates,  bonds,  and  bank 
books  owned  by  the  Trust. 

During  the  first  three  metings  of  the  Trustees  a 
general  investment  policy  was  agreed  upon  which  would 
have  the  objectives  of  ( 1 )  security  of  the  funds  in  the 
Trust  and  (20)  the  greatest  income  consistent  with  the 
safety  and  the  statuary  limitations.  It  was  noted  that 
legal  limit  of  disbursements  for  the  Trust  would  be  the 
interest  earned. 

The  sum  of  $250,000  was  received  by  the  Trust  at 
its  inception  with  the  exception  that  an  additional 
$100,000  would  be  forthcoming  from  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  when  a  tax  rebate  is  approved.  The 
funds  received  have  been  fully  invested. 

At  initial  meetings  of  the  committee,  policies  for 
disbursing  the  funds  were  determined  after  considering 
the  provisions  of  the  Will  of  Margaret  G.  Towle  and 
the  general  needs  of  Andover.  It  was  decided  that  the 
Trustees  would  discuss  the  nature  of  the  Trust  and  the 
ways  which  it  could  be  helpful  with  the  town  service 
agencies  and  the  town's  clergy  and  guidance  directors. 
This  program  was  started  immediately.  During  the 
period  the  Trustees  made  disbursements  of  $448.62.

HOW  ONE  BECOMES  A  VOTER. 


Who  can  vote? 

A  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
2 1  years  of  age  or  more  on  election  day, 
who  can  read  and  write  English, 

and  has  been  a  resident  of  Massachusetts  for  one 
year  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  the  election, 
and  a  resident  of  his  city  or  town  for  six  months  im- 
mediately before  the  date  of  election, 
and  is  a  registered  voter  in  his  city  or  town. 

New  Residents  Law  of  1962. 

A  citizen  who  fulfills  all  the  other  basic  voting  quali- 
fications listed  here  may  vote  by  special  ballot  for 
president  and  vice-president  only,  provided  he  has 
lived  in  Massachusetts  for  a  minimum  of  32  days 
before  the  election. 

Who  must  register? 

A  citizen  who  has  not  registered  before, 
or  has  moved  to  a  new  city  or  town, 
changed  his  name  through  court  action  or  marriage, 
or  whose  name  was  not  included  in  the  annual  listing 
of  residents  on  the  January  first  previous  to  the  elec- 
tion. 

Otherwise,  voters  need  register  only  once  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 


How  to  register. 

Appear  before  the  local  board  of  registrars  of  voters 
and  prove  under  oath  that  you  have  the  necessary 
qualifications  for  voting. 

Registration  by  mail 

is  not  provided  for  by  law  except  for  servicemen  and 
all  other  federal  employees,  or  spouse,  parent  or  child 
of  a  federal  employee  on  foreign  service  who  meet  the 
requirements  listed  on  page  five  for  absentee  voting. 
If  you  are  unable  to  appear  in  person  because  of  ill- 
ness you  may  apply  in  writing  to  your  local  registrar 
who  will  send  two  registration  officers  to  your  resi- 
dence.

of  Andover,  Inc.;  this  land  adjacent  to  the  DeVries  land  on  the  north,  the  Town  of 
Andover  school  site  on  the  east  and  the  D'Annolfo  land  on  the  south;  and  to  obtain 
by  purchase,  by  gift  or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain  this  said  land  and 
such  rights  of  way  from  proposed  Archer  Lane  and  Frederick  Street  and  Route  125  By- 
Pass  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  deem  to  be  necessary,  and  the  right  of  seizure 
by  eminent  domain  to  be  exercised  only  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  on  petition  of 
Andover  Taxpayers'  Association.

ARTICLE  23.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation  and  appropriate, 
or  transfer  from  available  funds  appropriated  under  Article  21  of  the  Annual  Town 
Warrant  of  March  10,  1962,  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  for 
sanitary  land  fill  operations  or  refuse  disposal,  land  adjacent  to  the  present  town 
dump  site,  consisting  of  50  acres  more  or  less  and  described  as  parcels  3,  4,  5,  6 
and  7  on  Assessors'  map  number  147,  or  any  portion  thereof  which  the  above  sum  will 
purchase,  with  the  exception  of  a  parcel  bounded  as  follows:   commencing  at  the 
point  where  the  westerly  boundary  of  parcel  number  5  intersects  Chandler  Road,  run-

3.  Land  off  Suncrest  Road  being  parcel  11  on  Assessors'  Map  62  supposed 
to  be  owned  by  Cottage  Farms,  Inc.  together  with  easements  over  land 
supposed  to  be  owned  by  Cottage  Farms,  Inc.,  by  Winchester  Development 
Corp.  and  by  D'Annolfo  Bros.,  Inc. 

5.  Land  shown  on  Assessors'  Map  147  as  lots  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7,  near 
Chandler  Road  supposed  to  be  owned  by  Park  and  by  Sherman  Walden  Shaw. 

6.  Land  at  the  corner  of  Greenwood  and  High  Plain  Roads  supposed  to  be 
owned  by  John  F.  and  Frederick  A.  Higgins . 

7.  Any  other  land. 

The  power  to  designate  which  land  will  be  acquired  to  lie  with  the  Board  of  Select- 
men after  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Health  and  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Planning  Board;  and  to  authorize  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee  to  negotiate  for 
the  gift  or  purchase  of  the  parcels  subject  to  approval  of  the  price  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen;  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  all  or  any  part  of  or  any 
of  the  so-called  Barnard, Cottage  Farms,  Forbes,  Park,  lots  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  on 
plan  147,  and  Higgins  parcels  and  the  easements  adjacent  to  Cottage  Farms  by  right 
of  eminent  domain  if,  in  the  opinion  of  such  Board,  such  seizure  is  advisable  or 
necessary.   The  VOTE  YES  398,  NO  41.   Voted  by  more  than  2/3  as  required.

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Article  27  was  not  moved. 

ARTICLE  28.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  Compensation  Grades  PF-2, 
PF-3  and  PF-4  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Annual  Salary  Schedule  by  twelve  and  one  half 
percent  (12^),  on  petition  of  Henry  L.  Hilton  and  others. 

Article  28  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  29.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  memorialize  the  Town  Manager  to  in- 
crease  the  annual  salary  schedule  by  (11%)  eleven  percent  for  all  town  employees 
with  the  exceptions  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and  School  Department,  on 
petition  of  the  Town  Employees1  Association. 

Article  29  was  defeated.   The  VOTE-YES  179,  NO  312. 

ARTICLE  30.   A  vote  to  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  revisions  of  General  Laws, 
Chapter  41,  Section  108F,  establishing  a  minimum  salary  of  $5,500.00  per  year  and  a 
maximum  salary  of  $6,300.00  per  year  for  each  firefighter  permanently  employed  in 
the  Fire  Department  in  the  Town  of  Andover,  on  petition  of  Town  Employees'  Associa- 
tion. 

Article  30  was  defeated.

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  from 
Overlay  Reserve  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

ARTICLE  34.   To  see  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  unexpended  appropriations 
and  free  cash  in  the  treasury.

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  that  the  sum  of  $3,910,000  be  appropriated 
for  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  a  new  high  school  and  that  to 
meet  this  appropriation,  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  author- 
ized to  issue  $3,910,000  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  for  not  more  than  twenty  years, 
under  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended.   The  VOTE  -YES-574,  NO-196 .   Voted 
by  more  than  2/3  as  required.   A  quorum  was  present. 

ARTICLE  9 .   To  see  if  the  Town  of  Andover  will  vote  to  appropriate  by  transfer 
from  available  funds  the  sum  of  three  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500.)

These  spaces  reserved 
for  your  plans  .  .  . 
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It  would  indeed  be  an  understatement  to  sug- 
gest that  the  year  was  a  busy  and  eventful  one  for 
the  Board.  Town  business  required  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  1965  meet  formally  at  24  regular 
and  3  special  sessions.  As  the  Town's  Licensing 
Authority,  the  Board  granted  the  usual  alcholic 
beverages  licenses  and  because  of  the  increase  in 
population  shown  in  the  1965  State  Census, 
granted  an  additional  license.  The  Board  also 
held  one  disciplinary  hearing  as  the  result  of  a 
complaint  by  the  State  Alcholic  Beverages  Con- 
trol Commission  of  the  sale  of  liquor  to  a  minor 
which  resulted  in  the  licensee  having  his  license 
suspended  for  three  davs. 

The  Board  also  held  16  hearings  in  connection 
with  requests  for  permits  to  remove  gravel  of 
which  14  were  granted  and  2  denied. 

In  some  respects,  these  constituted  the  rou- 
tine business  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Perhaps 
one  of  the  more  far  reaching  problems  faced  and 
solved  successfully  in  1965  was  that  relating  to 
the  Town's  Fire  Insurance  Rating.  In  September 
of  1964,  it  appeared  that  the  Town  was  faced  with 
a  prohibitively  expensive  program  of  fire  fighting 
defense  improvements  which,  if  left  undone, 
would  have  resulted  in  the  Town's  fire  insurance 
rating  being  dropped  from  B-5  to  C-5.  On  first 
glance,  it  seemed  that  the  expense  far  outweighed 
the  benefits  if  this  new  schedule  was  to  be  avoid- 
ed. The  Board  of  Selectmen,  however,  took  the 
position  that  its  first  responsibility  was  to  insure 
the  safety  of  the  Town,  its  residents  and  property 
and,  second,  to  be  concerned  about  a  perhaps 
somewhat  arbitrary  insurance  rating  which  would 
cause  a  slight  increase  in  home  fire  insurance 
costs. 

A  careful  review  and  analysis  of  the  rating 
survey  report  was  undertaken  and  a  program  de- 
veloped which  met  many  of  the  major  recommen- 
dations and  which  resulted  in  the  elimination  of 
a  sufficient  number  of  penalty  points  so  as  to  at 
least  retain  our  previous  rating.  Most  of  these 
items    were   taken   care   of   without   substantial 


dollar  outlays  or  simply  through  doing  things  in 
a  slightly  different  order  of  priority.  They  all, 
nevertheless,  required  the  positive  application  of 
the  Board,  Town  departments  and  the  Town 
Meeting  to  the  task  of  doing  what  needed  to  be 
done.  Homeowners  will  not  be  penalized  and  spe- 
cifically rated  properties  -  business  and  industry  - 
will  receive  reduced  rates.  Where  a  year  ago  the 
Town  was  faced  with  a  penalty  rating  because  of 
deficiencies  in  our  fire  fighting  defenses,  the 
Town  can  boast  today  of  a  timely  and  well- 
earned  improvement  from  B-5  to  B-4. 

Another  and  heartwarming  highlight  of 
1965  was  the  celebration  of  Founder's  Day  on  May 
6th.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  the  Andover 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  honored  141  town  employ- 
ees at  a  dinner  attended  by  more  than  300  people. 
Jeweled  pins  were  given  to  employees  who  had 
been  with  the  Twon  ten  or  more  years.  Total  ser- 
vice of  these  dedicated  public  servants  was  in 
excess  of  2,400  years.  The  "Employee  of  the 
Year,"  Walter  Baker,  was  especially  honored.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  gave  to  the  Town  a  plaque 
on  which  will  be  engraved  the  names  of  the  respec- 
tive "Employee  of  the  Year". 

In  view  of  the  untimely  passing  of  William 
W.  Rhoads  who  was  the  real  spark  plug  in  this 
first  annual  Founder's  Day,  the  Board  of  Select- 
men have  established  the  "William  W.  Rhoads 
Memorial  Award"  which  will  be  given  to  the 
"Town  Employee  of  the  Year"  annually.  It  is  a 
fitting  though  perhaps  very  humble  tribute  to  a 
very  energetic  and  service-conscious  man. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  was  called  upon 
by  the  State  Department  of  Health  to  involve  it- 
self in  discussions  with  the  City  of  Lawrence  and 
the  Towns  of  Methuen  and  North  Andover  on  the 
matter  of  the  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  Merri- 
mack River.  Each  of  these  municipalities,  along 
with  Andover,  uses  the  river  as  the  dumping 
ground  for  sewerage.  A  sub-committee  was  ap- 
pointed consisting  of  the  Town  Manager  and  Sel- 
ectman Robert  A.  Watters  to  meet  with  represen- 
tatives of  these  other  communities  to  consider  the 
possibility  of  a  regional  abatement  program.  In- 
itial estimates  indicate  that  the  total  cost  of  such 
a  project  would  exceed  Twenty  Million  Dollars 
($20,000,000.)  with  the  Town  of  Andover's  share 
of  capital  costs  approximately  Two  Million 
($2,000,000.)    The  Town's  annual  obligation  for 


operating  expenses  would  approximate  $80,000.00 
The  Board  recognizes  this  matter  of  pollution 
to  be  a  serious  one  and  one  which  demands  the  full 
force  of  energy  and  imagination  of  the  Town  in 
arriving  at  a  satisfactory  solution.  It  is  not  a  prob- 
lem, however,  which  can  be  solved  in  haste.  It  is 
expected  that  consultations  with  the  Town's 
neighbors  will  continue  for  some  months  and, 
upon  their  completion,  a  full  report  will  be  ren- 
dered to  the  Town  for  such  action  as  may  be  ap- 
propriate. 

Two  significant  projects  were  sponsored  by 
the  Board  in  order  to  alleviate  the  serious  water 
shortage  brought  to  a  peak  in  1965.  The  Board 
called  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  consider  and 
subsequently  approve  the  so-called  Fish  Brook 
project.  In  addition  and  in  consultation  with  the 
Finance  Committee,  funds  were  allocated  for 
geographical  surveys  in  the  hope  of  finding  addi- 
tional and  suitable  ground  water  supply.  Both  of 
these  projects  are  in  progress  and  should  be 
completed  by  Spring  of  1966.  With  any  mea- 
sure of  success,  they  promise  to  help  solve  our 
water  problems  both  immediately  and  in  the 
future. 

The  Board  also  in  1965  conducted  a  hearing 
under  the  so-called  Hatch  Act  on  the  application 
of  a  subdivider  to  fill  a  portion  of  the  Fish  Brook 
flood  plain  area.  In  the  knowledge  that  such  work 
could  affect  adversely  a  major  source  of  water 
for  the  Town,  the  Board  voted  to  disapprove  the 
application. 

In  an  effort  to  avoid  the  costly  problems 
from  utility  companies  opening  recently  improved 
town  streets,  the  Board  also  adopted  regulations 
which  would  prevent  street  openings  for  a  period 
of  two  years  after  the  improvement  of  a  given 
town  roadway. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  perplexing  problems 
faced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  past 
year  was  the  selection  of  a  site  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Town  Hall  approved  at  the  1965  an- 
nual Town  Meeting.  The  Board  is,  was  and  re- 
mains acutely  conscious  of  its  critical  responsi- 
bility in  deciding  on  the  location  of  this  impor- 
tant Town  facility.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  there  is 
no  one  site  in  the  Town  which  does  not  raise 
problems  of  one  sort  or  another  and  it  is  equally 
safe  to  conclude  that  all  points  of  view  will  not  be 
satisfied.  However,  with  the  selection  of  an  ar- 
chitect, it  appears  quite  likely  that  a  firm  deci- 
sion will  be  made  by  the  Selectmen  in  order  that 
work  may  go  forward  on  this  much  needed  im- 
provement during  1966. 

Other  significant  actions  of  the  Board  dur- 


ing the  past  year  included  the  perambulation  of 
the  bounds  of  the  Town  with  officials  from  Law- 
rence, Methuen,  North  Andover,  Tewksbury  and 
Wilmington;  the  establishment  of  a  Rationing 
Board  to  function  in  the  event  of  a  local  or  na- 
tional emergency;  the  supporting  of  the  applica- 
tion of  the  City  of  Haverhill  for  an  atomic  accel- 
erator facility  to  be  established  by  the  United 
States  Atomic  Energy  Commission;  approval  of 
the  creation  of  a  Community  Action  Council  in  or- 
der to  take  advantage  of  the  Federal  Anti-Poverty 
Program ;  and  a  continuous  effort  at  keeping  the 
Town's  State  Representatives  appraised  of  the 
need  by  Andover  and  other  Massachusetts  mun- 
icipalities for  property  tax  relief. 

Two  additional  significant  actions  were  taken 
by  the  Board  which  involved  the  meeting 
of  some  of  the  long  range  requirements  of  the 
Town.  The  Board  approved  the  filing  of  an  ap- 
plication with  the  United  States  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency  for  an  interest  free  loan 
of  $58,000.00  in  order  to  plan  the  construction  of 
a  24-classroom  elementary  school  in  South  An- 
dover. The  Board  also  accepted  a  Federal  loan  un- 
der the  same  program  of  $28,209.00  which  is 
being  used  for  the  preparation  of  engineering 
plans  to  construct  an  enclosed  reservoir  which 
would  replace  the  present  open  Bancroft  Reser- 
voir. 

The  Board  also  accepted  nine  town  streets 
which  were  previously  approved  by  the  annual 
Town  Meeting. 

Of  particular  significance  to  the  Town  was 
the  sponsoring  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of 
Annual  town  Meeting  warrant  articles  for  the 
Town  Hall,  Police  Station,  West  Andover  Fire 
Station,  Memorial  Hall  Library  Addition  and 
Town  Garage  construction  projects.  Their  status 
is  described  more  fully  in  the  Municipal  Buildings 
report  but  each  has  proceeded  in  an  orderly,  rea- 
soned manner  and  will  represent  upon  their  com- 
pletion, community  assets  in  which  all  Town 
citizens  will  be  able  to  take  considerable  pride. 

The  Board  also  received  bids  on  a  new 
three-year  garbage  collection  service.  It  was 
pleased  with  the  bid  which  was  received  despite 
the  price  going  up  from  $25,000  to  $30,000  per 
year.  In  view  of  the  general  increase  of  other 
services,  this  is  a  very  favorable  contract.  This 
service  is  administered  by  the  Town  Manager 
through  the  Board  of  Health,  to  which  any  in- 
quires or  complaints  should  be  made. 

Thus,  the  year  behind  gives  some  indication 
of  what  lies  ahead  .  .  .  another  very  busy  and 
productive  year.

In  many  respects,  the  reports  of  the  several 
operating  departments  of  the  Town  of  Andover 
represent  an  accounting  by  the  Town  Manager  of 
his  administration  of  Town  affairs.  Nevertheless, 
1965  witnessed  several  achievements  and  many 
changes  which  were  distinctly  the  responsibility 
of  the  Town's  chief  administrative  officer. 

Purchasing  procedures  during  the  past  year 
were  strengthened  primarily  through  the  prepara- 
tion and  distribution  to  Town  agencies  of  a  pur- 
chasing manual.  This  comprehensive  compilation 
is  designed  to  set  down  firmly  and  explicitly,  the 
manner  in  which  purchases  are  to  be  effected.  In 
addition,  formal  competitive  bidding  was  carried 
out  on  a  more  extensive  scale  than  ever  in  the  past. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  the  public  interest  has 
been  served  by  these  changes  including  substantial 
dollar  savings  to  the  Town's  taxpayers.  It  is  quite 
evident  that  the  expenditure  balances  remaining 
in  many  operating  accounts  at  the  end  of  1965  can 
be  attributed  to  the  purchasing  practices  which 
were  implemented. 

Personnel  practices  also  received  a  much- 
needed  boost  during  the  past  year.  A  compre- 
hensive and  detailed  set  of  personnel  rules  and 
regulations  were  put  into  effect  in  June.  These 
rules  establish  firmly  the  principle  of  merit  in  the 
selection,  promotion,  compensation  and  disciplin- 
ing of  Town  employees.  Little  is  left  to  chance  and 
every  one  knows  the  rules  of  the  game.  With 
funds  provided  by  the  1965  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing, a  new  and  considerably  more  flexible  pay  plan 
was  adopted  by  the  Town  Manager.  It,  too,  em- 
bodies the  merit  concept  and  guarantees  to  all 
Town  employees  pay  increases  within  the  limits 
of  Town  appropriations  only  upon  at  least  satis- 
factory work  performances.  The  new  plan  also 
corrected  many  inequities  in  pay  policies  which 
had  accumulated  over  the  past. 

In-service  training  of  Town  employees  was 
encouraged  in  1965.  Three  employees,  Town  Trea- 
surer, Planning  Aide  and  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Superintendent,  attended  classes  in  finance,  plan- 
ning and  public  works  administration  respectively 
at  Boston  College.  Tuition  was  paid  by  the  Town 
but  attendance  was  on  their  own  time  and  trans- 
portation at  their  own  expense.  Every  effort  will 
be  made  in  the  year  ahead  to  encourage  similar 
training  experiences  for  other  employees  or 
officials. 

Personnel  files  were  also  established  in  1965. 
For  the  first  time,  a  central  and  in  time,  compre- 
hensive record  of  the  backgrounds  and  perform- 
ances of  each  employee  will  be  put  together. 

Budgeting  improvements  also  occurred  in  the 
preparation  of  the   1965  Annual  Budget.   Aside 


from  a  change  in  its  format,  the  budget  was  a 
complete  document  showing  all  possible  expenses 
and  revenues.  As  little  as  possible  was  left  to 
imagination  or  guesswork  with  written  justifi- 
cation of  all  major  expenditure  programs  con- 
tained in  the  budget.  It  was  also  an  executive 
bulget  for  which  the  Town  Manager  was  respons- 
ible in  presenting  it  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Finance  Committee  and  ultimately,  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

Involvement  in  the  exciting  and  new  world 
of  data  processing  represented  one  of  the  very 
real  and  satisfying  experiences  of  the  year.  Ex- 
tensive research  and  competitive  bidding  resulted 
in  the  rental  of  an  NCR  500  computer  installation 
for  use  in  the  keeping  of  all  Town  financial  records 
and  transactions.  The  Town  Accountant  and  an- 
other well-qualified  member  of  the  Town  staff, 
Mrs.  Barbara  Botsch  were  trained  by  the  con- 
tractor in  the  operation  and  uses  of  the  equipment. 
It  was  operational  on  January  1,  1966  for  payroll 
purposes  but  will  ultimately  expand  to  all  appro- 
priation and  revenue  accounting,  water  billing, 
tax  billing  and  the  preparation  of  varied  up-to- 
date  financial  and  administrative  reports.  This 
installation  promises  to'  be  of  almost  priceless 
value  in  permitting  the  Town  administration  to 
respond  to  the  demands  being  made  upon  it  with- 
out correspondingly  disproportionate  increases 
in  expenses. 

In  addition  to  mechanical  improvements  as 
reflected  in  electronic  data  processing,  the  Town 
Manager  with  the  Town  Accountant  developed  a 
new,  more  flexible  and  more  meaningful  system 
of  appropriation  accounts. 

The  "ANDOVER  NEWS"  was  another  change 
in  1965.  This  publication  prepared  and  printed 
entirely  by  Town  personnel  was  issued  in  August 
to  keep  Town  citizens  informed  of  important 
issues  which  they  and  their  officials  and  employees 
are  facing.  The  first  issue  dealt  with  the  drought 
and  the  Fish  Brook  project  which  was  subsequent- 
ly approved  at  a  special  town  meeting.  It  is  in- 
tended that  other  issues  will  be  prepared  as  con- 
ditions and  issues  demand  its  publication  and 
distribution. 

"Clean-Up"  Week  was  also  a  first  last  year 
and  will  be  continued  in  future  years.  Christmas 
tree  pick-up  was  also  instituted.  These  programs 
of  service  were  designed  to  help  property  owners 
in  the  never-ending  job  of  maintaining  their  pro- 
perties. 

Yellow  (though  we  prefer  to  describe  it  as 
"gold")  became  a  more  prevelant  color  during  the 
year.  Both  to  identify  Town  equipment  clearly  and 
for  safety  purposes,  a  standard  color  for  Town 
public  works  equipment  was  adopted.  By  the  end 
of  1966,  this  important  job  will  be  completed. 
Town  police  cruisers  also  changed  their  appear- 
ances and  complimented  the  gold  with  a  metallic 
blue.  Punchard  School  Alumni,  especially,  have 
noted  the  method  in  these  changes. 


The  Town  Report  for  1964  was  selected  by 
the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Association  as  the 
First  Prize  report  in  Commonwealth  municipali- 
ties of  the  same  population  class.  The  report  be- 
came sufficiently  popular  during  the  year  that  the 
Town's  supply  was  exhausted. 

New  street  opening  regulations  were  adopted 
during  the  year.  They  are  intended  to  protect  the 
public  against  unsatisfactory  repair  of  street  ex- 
cavations by  private  contractors  in  terms  of  both 
safety  and  expense. 

A  central  service  operation  was  established 
during  the  year.  Certain  services  common  to  the 


several  departments  were  provided  in  a  central 
location.  These  included  photocopying,  duplicating 
and  postage.  It  is  expected  that  this  service  will 
be  expanded  to  include  a  central  storeroom  in 
which  the  more  common  office  supplies  will  be  kept 
and  made  available  upon  requisition  by  a  using 
department.  This  service  has  proven  its  value 
and  should  lead  to  continued  dollars  savings  to  the 
Town. 

These  represent  some  of  the  more  significant 
tasks  completed  in  1965  and  suggest  what  lies 
ahead  in  their  continued  application  as  well  as 
new  and  more  challenging  jobs.

The  year  1965  has  seen  the  advent  of  an 
electronic  data  processing  system  in  the  Account- 
ing Department.  This  installation  will  enable  the 
Town  to  do  electronically,  with  infinitely  greater 
speed  what  it  has  been  doing  mechanically  with 
increasing  difficulty  as  a  consequence  of  a  grow- 
ing work  load. 

The  system  involves  the  use  of  hard-copy 
records  by  means  of  a  combination  of  punched 
paper  tape  and  magnetic  ledger  cards.  Extremely 
versatile,  the  computer  can  be  adapted  to  many 
facets  of  keeping  and  analyzing  reocrds  in  addi- 
tion to  its  ability  to  furnish  reports  more  quickly 
than  has  been  possible  in  the  past. 

In  this  period  of  municipal  growth  and  ex- 
pansion, the  burden  of  maintaining  financial 
and  statistical  records  has  become  proportionately 
heavier.  The  computer  will  permit  the  Town  to 
keep  pace  with  this  work-load  and  to  take  a  signi- 
ficant step  forward  in  an  effort  to  maintain  a 
modern,  fast  and  accurate  system  of  accounts. 
The  equipment  will  permit  specifically  the  estab- 
lishment of   a   centralized   accounting  operation 


® 


for  all  Town  departments  including  School.  It 
is  not  anticipated  that  the  system  will  result  in  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  Town  employees.  It 
will  result,  however,  in  at  least  two  accomplish- 
ments. First,  it  will  avoid  the  necessity  of  adding 
employees  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  more  com- 
plicated and  of  necessity,  speedier  administra- 
tion; and  second,  it  will  permit  the  production 
of  current  administrative  reports  which  are  so 
vital  in  administering  the  financial  affairs  of 
the  Town  of  Andover. 

Accounting  improvements  were  also  effected 
during  the  year  including  the  encumbering  of 
appropriation  accounts.  The  Town  Accountant 
for  the  first  time  conducted  pre-audits  of  all  pur- 
chase-order expenditures.  His  certification  that 
they  conform  to  the  legal  requirements  of  the 
original  appropriation  and  that  there  are  funds 
available  to  pay  for  the  services  and/or  supplies 
being  ordered  is  required  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
the  order  by  the  Town  Manager. 

A  new  system  of  appropriation  and  revenue 
accounts  was  also  developed  and  ties  in  with  the 
electronic  data  processing  system.  This  improve- 
ment along  with  the  others  effected  in  1965 
promise  more  meaningful  financial  reporting, 
budget  execution  and  control  and  generally,  a 
mre  careful  accounting  of  tax  dollars.

Town  Treasurer 


Routine  work  of  the  Treasurer  involved  the 
preparation  of  an  affidavit  to  foreclose  39  tax 
titles  which  will  be  offered  for  sale  in  1966.  Tax 
anticipation  borrowing  totaled  $500,000.00  at  an 
interest  cost  of  $5,266.18.  In  the  light  of  a  total  ex- 
penditure commitment  in  excess  of  $5,000,000.00 
for  1965,  this  amount  is  especially  small.  It  was 
accomplished  through  almost  daily  consideration 
of  expenses  and  ready  cash  to  meet  them.  It  is 
also  an  indication  of  the  fiscal  soundness  of  the 
Town  of  Andover. 

The  Treasurer  invested  surplus  funds  during 
1965  in  United  States  Treasury  Bills,  Certificates 
of  Deposits,  and  Savings  Accounts,  earning  for 
the  Town's  taxpayers  interest  totaling  $20,234.08. 
Surplus  funds  from  the  Accelerated  Public  Works 
Program  were  also  invested  and  made  a  return 
to  the  Town.

The  Town  Treasurer's  office  sought  to  respond 
in  1965  to  changes  that  were  being  planned  during 
the  past  year  and  which  will  be  place  in  full  opera- 
tion in  1966.  The  preparation  of  payrolls  promises 
to  be  a  significantly  improved  operation  in  the 
coming  year  over  previous  years. 


As  Custodian  of  the  Margaret  Grindell 
Towle  Fund,  the  Town  Treasurer  received 
$98,313.59  which  represents  the  balance  due  on 
the  bequest.  This  made  for  a  total  of  monies  re- 
ceived in  final  settlement  of  the  estate  of 
$348,313.59.  Investment  of  this  fund  under  the 
direction  of  the  Fund  Trustees  earned  $10,908.61, 
with  disbursements  for  beneficiaries  totaling 
$6,037.27. 

Detailed  reports  of  the  various  funds  held  in 
the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  will  be  found  in  the 
financial  section  of  this  report.

The  comitment  on  Real  Estate  was 
$3,480,117.60  and  on  Personal  Property 
$169,041.20. 

Plans  were  made  during  1965  to  acquire  and 
install  a  Receipting  and  Validating  Machine.  This 
sorely-needed  piece  of  electrical  equipment  will 
increase  the  operating  efficiency  of  the  Collector's 
office  so  that  the  office  will,  in  fact,  function  as  a 
central  collection  agency.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
installation  of  this  equipment  will  take  place  in 
February  of  1966  and  be  fully  operational  for  the 
1966  tax  collection  period.  An  attachment  to  the 
Receipting  and  Validating  Machine  will  permit 
the  capturing  of  certain  basic  transmission  in- 
formation which  will  be  processed  by  the  elec- 
tronic data  installation  in  the  Town  Accountant's 
office. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Town  of  Andover 
will  see  in  1966  the  retirement  of  James  P. 
Christie,  Tax  Collector.  Jim  has  been  with  the 
Town  since  1938.  In  a  bit  of  nostalgia,  he  notes 
that  in  1938,  his  first  year  in  office,  the  total  taxes 
collected  were  $474,072.00.

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It  has  become  increasingly  apparent  to  the 
Board  of  Assessors  that,  with  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  Town,  there  are  many  problems  and  deficien- 
cies in  the  assessments  presently  being  established 
for  the  various  classes  of  property  throughout  the 
Town.  The  last  complete  revaluation  of  the  Town 
was  undertaken  in  1957.  Sound  assessment  prac- 
tice suggests  the  need  for  a  thorough  examination 
of  property  valuations  at  least  once  every  ten 
years.  With  this  in  mind,  the  Board  will  request 
that  the  Town  consider  a  property  Value  equaliza- 
tion program  to  be  completed  in  1966  for  applica- 
tion in  1967.  In  many  respects,  this  represents  a 
housekeeping  job  and  is  required  if  the  Town's 
financial  house  is  to  be  kept  in  order. 


The  matter  of  assessment  ratios  is  debated 
frequently.  The  position  of  the  Board  is  that  the 
ratio  of  assessment  is  not  nearly  as  important  as 
the  uniform  application  to  every  property  of  a 
ratio  whatever  it  may  be.  Most  municipal  finance 
authorities  agree  that  the  higher  the  ratio  of 
assessment  to  fair  market  value,  the  more  equit- 
able is  the  system,  as  well  as  being  more  stable 
and  less  subject  to  fluctuation.  Application  of  a 
uniform  ratio  also  tends  to  assure  compliance  with 
the  accepted  maxim  of  asking  each  taxpayer  to 
carry  no  more  or  no  less  than  his  fair  share  of 
the  tax  load. 

The  total  assessed  value  of  all  real  estate  in 
the  Town  of  Andover  in  1958  was  $75,864,910 
and  in  1965  was  $102,356-,400  showing  a  growth 
of  $26,491,490.  This  growth  is  remarkable  in  view 
of  the  loss  in  assessed  value  of  approximately  one 
and  one-half  million  dollars  of  property  taken  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  Inter- 
state Route  495,  and  the  fact  that  the  increase  is 
comprised  mostly  of  residential  values.

At  the  beginning  of  1965,  thirteen  cases  in- 
volving the  Town  were  pending  in  Court.  During 
1965,  fifteen  new  suits  were  started,  and  four 
claims  were  closed  without  payment,  one  claim 
with  payment,  four  suits  without  payment  one 
suit  with  payment,  and  one  suit  closed  resulting 
in  the  acquisition  of  money  by  the  Town. 

There  were  twenty-five  Court  appearances, 
and  several  appearances  before  administrative 
boards  of  the  State  Government.

Functioning  as  the  Town's  chief  election 
clerk  as  well  as  the  official  keeper  of  town  re- 
cords, the  Town  Clerk  has  registered  more  than 
10,050  voters  as  of  July  1,  1965.  By  precincts, 
they  are  as  follows :

Town  Clerk  also  recorded  302  births  (162 
male  and  137  female)  ;  179  deaths  (88  male  and 
81  female)  ;  and  178  marriages. 

In  discharging  his  duties,  the  Town  Clerk 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  $13,429.05  in 
fees  with  the  bulk  of  this  amount  coming  from 
alcoholic  beverage  licenses  ($8,780.00). 


He  also  supervised  the  taking  of  the  1965 
census  which  established  town  population  at 
20,551,  an  increase  of  approximately  20%  over  the 
1960  Federal  census  figure.  A  worthwhile  by- 
product of  Ihe  State  census  was  the  recoding  of 
the  information  obtained  in  the  census  on  punch 
cards.  It  will  now  be  possible  to  maintain  a  con- 
tinuing census  which  should  prove  invaluable  for 
planning  purposes  -  particularly  school.  In  the 
area  of  elections,  voter  registration  records  were 
also  transferred  onto  punch  cards.  One  of  the 
desirable  by-products  of  this  new  system  will  be 
a  readily  and  more  economically  prepared  voter 
registration  list.  It  should  also  be  of  assistance  in 
the  preparation  of  street  lists. 

It  became  quite  clear  during  the  year  that 
the  size  of  several  of  the  voting  precincts  was 
reaching  a  point  where  it  would  become  increas- 
ingly difficult  to  accommodate  the  numbers  of 
voters  and  to  tabulate  election  results  efficiently 
and  effectively.  Andover's  Town  Clerk  took  a 
keen  interest  in  this  problem,  especially  in  the 
light  of  legislation  which  was  introduced  in  the 
Great  and  General  Court  to  require  Massachusetts 
municipalities  to  install  voting  machines  to  re- 
place the  paper  ballot.  Taking  a  leading  part  in 
acknowledging  the  need  for  a  change,  he  appeared 
before  a  Legislative  Committee  and  argued  per- 
suasively in  favor  of  a  new  electronic  voting  sys- 
tem. Use  of  this  equipment  would  require  an  act 
of  the  legislature.  A  pilot  project  which  should 
indicate  the  feasibility  of  this  equipment  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Legislature  and  will  be  conducted 
in  Braintree.  The  most  significant  aspect  of  the 
proposed  system,  as  against  machine  voting,  is 
its  initial  cost.  It  is  estimated  that  the  Town  of 
Andover  would  save  $50,000.00  through  the  use 
of  this  system  and  be  spared  the  problem  of  stor- 
age which  results  from  the  larger  and  consider- 
ably more  expensive  voting  machine.  The  elec- 
tronic voting  system  also  retains  the  historic 
paper  ballot  but  with  a  modern  way  of  counting 
it.  The  Town  Clerk  stands  ready  to  demon- 
strate this  system  to  anybody  upon  request.

The  Comprehensive  Report,  started  in  1964, 
was  completed  under  the  "701"  Program.  Printed 
copies  were  made  available  to  interested  citizens 
at  the  end  of  Summer  in  1965.  This  report  rep- 
resented a  general  updating  of  Andover's  Master 
Plan,  completed  some  years  previously.  The  study 
and  its  findings  emphasize  Andover's  progressive 
viewpoint  and  its  desire  to  meet  the  challenge  of 
growth  and  change. 

In  its  advisory  capacity  to  the  Board  of  Sel- 
ectmen, the  Planning  Board  and  its  consultant 
reviewed  a  number  of  possible  sites  for  the  pro- 
posed Municipal  Office  Building.  The  Board  also 
re-studied  the  school-site  question  at  the  request 
of  the  School  Committee  and  discussed  the  matter 
with  them. 

Growing  pains  still  plague  the  downtown 
business  area,  where  parking  is  one  of  the  major 
problems.  The  Planning  Board  feels  that  parking 
regulations  are  needed  to  provide  for  orderly 
growth.  The  Board  has  prepared  an  article,  which 
it  expects  to  place  in  the  Annual  Town  Warrant, 
to  add  parking  regulations  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 
This  question  has  been  the  subject  of  considerable 
joint  discussion  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
whose  suggestions  have  resulted  in  changes  and 
improvements  in  the  draft  of  the  regulations.  An 
article  has  also  been  prepared  to  provide  for  the 
"rounding  out"  of  the  business  district,  placing 
boundaries  between  the  business  and  residential 
districts  in  the  middle  of  streets  wherever  feasi 
ble.  Professional  office  uses  in  existing  buildings 
in  Residential  A  Districts  immediately  adjacent 
to  commercial  zones  are  being  proposed  in  still 
another  article  under  preparation  for  the  war- 
rant. 

Several  years  ago  the  Town,  at  the  Board's 
urging,  recognized  the  restrictive  effects  of  con- 


ventional zoning  and  added  a  Special  Development 
provision  to  the  Bylaw.  This  allows  the  devel- 
opment of  subdivisions  which  preserve  the  natural 
features  of  the  area,  thus  avoiding  a  stereotyped 
format.  Seven  developers,  whose  plans  met  the 
requirements  governing  the  Special  Development 
arrangement,  chose  this  method  in  providing 
house  sites  where  the  beauty  of  wooded  sections 
was  preserved  and  natural  drainage  areas  were 
included  as  part  of  the  specified  green  areas. 

A  total  of  fourteen  subdivisions  were  sub- 
mitted in  1965.  These  contained  a  total  of  four 
hundred  nine  (409)  house  lots.  Already  ap- 
proved are  eleven  with  one  hundred  fifty  one 
(151)  house  lots.  The  remaining  three  plans, 
which  were  submitted  in  preliminary  form  late 
in  the  year,  are  still  pending.  These  involved  two 
hundred  fifty  eight  (258)  lots.  A  total  of 
sixty  nine  (69)  Form  A  plans  with  one  hundred 
twenty  eight  (128)  lots  were  also  submitted  and 
approved. 

In  a  meeting  with  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission of  the  Town  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
220  were  discussed.  This  new  state  legislation 
provides  means  for  control  of  water  courses  and 
flood  plains  through  hearings  on  a  local  level  at 
which  recommendations  can  be  developed  for 
transmission  to  the  State  Department  of  Natural 
Resources.  The  Planning  Board  plans  to  amend 
its  rules  and  regulations  to  provide  that  a  copy 
of  all  subdivision  plans  be  furnished  to  the  Con- 
servation Commission,  thus  keeping  them  abreast 
of  the  development  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  continued  to  take  active  part  in  the 
development  of  planning  throughout  the  Com- 
monwealth by  active  participation  in  the  meet- 
ings and  activities  of  the  Massachusetts  Federa- 
tion of  Planning  Boards. 

In  line  with  the  future  development  of  the 
Town,  the  Planning  Board  intends  to  continue 
its  study  of  means  to  encourage  healthy  and 
proper  development  of  the  Central  Business  Dis- 
trict. Also  under  scrutiny  will  be  the  question  of 
a  need  for  a  professional  and  office  building  zone 
category.  The  possibilities  and  problems  of  clus- 
ter-type apartment  districts  will  also  be  studied. 
A  review  of  the  Master  Plan  by  the  Board  will  be 
made  to  locate  any  "soft"  spots  which  may  tend 
to  reduce  the  effectiveness  of  the  overall  plan.

The  past  year  could  be  characterized  as  the 
year  of  improved  housekeeping.  With  funds  pro- 
vided by  the  Town  Meeting-,  a  major  program  of 
improvements  was  undertaken  at  the  Ballardvale 
Community  Center  in  particular.  A  new  roof  was 
installed ;  the  entire  building  was  painted ;  the 
heating  system  improved ;  combination  storm 
windows  installed ;  a  stainless-steel  kitchen  sink 
installed  ;  and  the  building  gounds  graded,  loamed 
and  seeded.  The  work  culminated  in  the  erection 
of  a  flag  pole  and  its  dedication  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  Memorial  Day.  The  building  is 
available  for  community  purposes. 

The  Richardson  School  was  also  demolished 
and  the  area  filled  in  and  graded.  It  is  always  sad 
to  mark  the  passing  of  a  building  which  has  served 
the  Town  as  well  as  this  schoolhouse.  However, 
the  plot  will  continue  to  be  used  by  children  as  a 
play  area  and  with  additional  loaming  and  seeding 
should  be  enjoyed  by  its  neighbors. 

In  view  of  new  State  Safety  Regulations  re- 
lating to  nursing  homes,  the  "Infirmary"  build- 
ing on  Carmel  Road  was  closed.  This  building 
was  rented  for  some  years  by  the  Town  for  pri- 
vate use  as  such  a  home.  It  was  determined,  how- 
ever, that  the  cost  of  making  the  building  con- 
form to  the  new  State  Regulations  would  have 
been  prohibitive.  Plans  presently  call  for  the  sub- 
mission of  a  Warrant  Article  in  1966  to  permit 
the  sale  of  the  building  and  the  grounds  on  which 
it  lies  for  public  auction.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
offered  the  Bradlee  School  for  sale  once  again 
during  1965.  No  bids  were  received.  The  building 
however,  has  been  boarded  up  and  has  remained 
free  from  vandalism  or  other  damage.  Mainten- 
ance of  the  present  Town  Hall  was  accelerated 
and  although  it  is  a  difficult  building  to  keep  in 
good  order  because  of  its  limited  size,  increased 
use,  and  age,  it  has  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Of  greatest  significance  during  1965  was  the 
work  accomplished  on  new  buildings.  Design  work 
was  completed  and  construction  started  on  the 
Memorial  Hall  Library  addition.  This  work  should 
be  completed  by  Fall  of  1966.  A  Federal  grant  of 
$85,000.00  was  received  to  assist  in  the  financing 
of  this  project.  The  Town  Garage  project  which 
involves  the  construction  of  a  pre-engineered 
steel  building  of  some  10,000  square  feet  was 
started  in  November  of  1965  and  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  the  early  summer  of  1966.  This 
modern  facility  will  permit  the  housing  of  all 
town  equipment  and  the  improvement  of  equip- 
ment maintenance  procedures.  The  West  An- 
dover  Fire  Station  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
and  with  the  selection  of  an  architect  in  the  Fall 
of  1965,  plans  were  being  prepared  at  the  close  of 
the  year.  Bids  will  be  taken  on  this  project  in 


February  of  1966  with  work  to  commence  as  soon 
as  weather  permits  and  to  be  completed  within 
approximately  six  months.  Construction  of  the 
Town  Hall  and  the  Police  Station  were  delayed 
in  1965  in  view  of  the  need  for  careful  selection 
of  appropriate  sites.  This  matter  should  be  re- 
solved early  in  1966  and  work  proceed  soon  there- 
after. 

The  report  of  the  secondary  School  Building 
Committee  will  be  found  in  another  section  of 
this  report  and  describes  the  progress  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Senior  High  School.  The  School 
Committee  requested  the  Town  Manager  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  preparation  of  plans  for  a  new  24- 
classroom  elementary  school  in  South  Andover. 
As  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  loan 
request  has  been  made  of  the  United  States  Hous- 
ing and  Home  Finance  Agency  to  permit  the  de- 
velopment of  detailed  plans  and  specifications 
for  this  building.  This  would  permit  the  submis- 
sion to  a  Town  Meeting  for  appropriate  action  of 
an  accurate  picture  of  the  physical  and  financial 
requirements  involved  in  such  a  building. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  authorized  by  a 
special  Town  Meeting  in  1965,  acquired  the  so- 
called  Shorten  property  on  Park  Street.  Demoli- 
tion of  the  building  on  the  land  will  proceed  in 
1966  if  funds  are  made  available  for  this  purpose. 
Initially,  the  site  will  be  used  for  off-street  park- 


ing.

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Conservation  Commission

The  Conservation  Commission  met  monthly 
throughout  the  year.  The  1-965  commission  was 
joined  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Hammond  who  serves  as 
a  committee  member  appointed  by  the  chairman 
and  Mrs.  James  Keck  as  the  League  of  Women's 
Voters  representative  to  the  Commission. 

In  1965,  the  Commission  organized  the  fol- 
lowing committees  among  its  members:  finance, 
education,  public  relations,  land  acquistion  and 
a  liaison  committee  keeping  in  contact  with  other 
Town  Boards. 

The  Commission  recommended  to  the  Town 
through  a  letter  to  the  Town  Manager  and  Board 
of  Selectmen  that  certain  tracts  of  land  be  pre- 
served in  their  natural  state.  These  included 
Carmel  Woods,  Pole  Hill,  the  Haggett's  Pond  wat- 
ershed. Some  of  this  land  is  already  in  Town  own- 
ership and  its  present  use  should  not  be  changed. 
Other  pieces  of  land  should  be  acquired  by  the 
Town  and  it  was  recommended  that  the  Town 
look  into  the  acquistion  of  the  now  unused  sand 
and  gravel  pit  adjacent  to  Pomp's  Pond. 

Commission  members  attended  an  early  sum- 
mer meeting  with  the  Town  manager,  Board  of 
Health  and  state  health  officials  concerning  the 
possible  pollution  of  Shawsheen  River.  The  mem- 
bers maintained  a  survey  of  the  river  through- 
out the  Summer  months  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Frank 
Serio  of  Ballardvale.  The  June  meeting  of  the 
Commission  was  held  at  the  Reichold  Chemical 
Plant.  With  a  plant  engineer  as  a  guide,  the 
members  took  a  tour  of  the  plant's  waste  disposal 
system.  Later  Mrs.  Kellogg  attended  a  meeting  in 
Bedford  with  other  Conservation  Commission 
members  from  towns  through  which  the  Shaw- 
sheen River  flows.  All  agreed  to  work  together  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  keep  the  Shawsheen 
River  clean.  The  Commission  recommends  strong- 
ly that  this  river  be  kept  clean  and  its  banks, 
flood  plain  and  adjoining  wetlands  be  preserved. 

In  November  the  Commission  met  and  then 
adjourned  to  the  Selectmen's  conference  room 
and  attended  the  hearing  of  the  Acreage  Develop- 
ment Corp.  of  Peabody  to  fill  certain  land  they 
own  along  the  Fish  Brook  Flood  Plain.  To  deter- 
mine if  the  filling  of  this  land  was  a  threat  to 
the  future  water  supply  of  the  Town  by  danger  of 
discoloring  or  polluting  the  Fish  Brook  Dam 
water  supply,  the  Selectmen,  Commission  mem- 
bers and  the  Town  water  engineer  surveyed  the 
property  on  a  Saturday  morning.  It  was  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  Selectmen  that  the  Acreage 
Development  Corp.  not  be  allowed  to  fill  this  land 
in  light  of  the  findings  made  on  the  inspection 
trip.  This  work  came  under  the  new  HATCH 
Act  (Chapter  220)  of  the  General  Laws)  re- 
quiring landowners  to  get  permission  before 
filling  any  wetland. 


In  December  the  Commission  met  with  the 
Planning  Board  in  an  attempt  to  gain  more  coop- 
eration in  the  following  areas :  wetland  and  flood 
plain  survey,  enlargement  of  Harold  Parker  For- 
est, Regional  Conservation  Commissions,  Hatch 
Act  interpretation,  and  the  requirements  of  de- 
velopers to  give  a  copy  of  sub-division  plans  for 
use  of  the  Commission. 

In  December,  the  Commission  met  with  the 
Planning  Board  and  other  interested  groups  to 
discuss  a  soil  survey  or  resoursse  inventory. 
The  Commission  has  voted  to  ask  for  additional 
funds  at  town  meeting  to  acquire  land,  mostly 
wetlands  and  flood  plain. 

Industrial  Development 
Commission

During  1965  construction  work  was  begun 
on  two  substantial  revenue-producing  facilities 
in  West  Andover's  industrially  zoned  property. 
Allied  Chemical's  regional  warehouse  and  office 
was  nearing  completion  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
Ground  work  was  also  well  along  at  the  Valle 
restaurant  site.  The  Industrial  Commission  feels 
that  these  facilities,  together  with  the  new  In- 
ternal Revenue  office,  will  provide  a  nucleus  which 
will  eventually  attract  other  desirable  commer- 
cial establishments  to  the  Route  93  area. 

Two  major  projects,  aimed  at  providing  com- 
plete and  accurate  information  to  prospective 
purchasers  of  industrial  property,  were  carried 
to  completion  during  1965.  The  existing  maps  of 
all  West  Andover  industrial  areas  were  updated 
and  the  associated  property  owners  lists  were  re- 
vised. In  addition,  questionnaires  were  sent  to 
all  owners  of  industrial  property  asking  for  such 
information  as  land  use,  available  utilities  and 
willingness  to  sell.  This  data  was  summarized  to 
provide  more  complete  knowledge  of  properties 
available. 

The  Commission  continued  in  1965  the  prac- 
tice of  sending  promotional  letters  to  key  execu- 
tives in  major  corporations  throughout  the  coun- 
try. It  is  felt  that,  with  the  advantages  Andover 
has  to  offer  as  a  prestige  location,  this  program 
may  eventually  be  productive. 

During  the  year,  all  appropriate  leads 
brought  to  the  Commission's  attention  were  fol- 
lowed to  a  conclusion  through  letters  and  asso- 
ciated promotional  material,  telephone  calls  and 
personal  visits.  The  Commission  will  continue  to 
follow  up  on  all  prospects  that  it  feels  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  Town  of  Andover.

During  the  year  1965  there  was  no  change 
in  police  personnel,  which  consists  of  a  chief,  5 
sergeants,  22  regular  patrolmen,  4  reserve  offic- 
ers, 10  women  traffic  supervisors,  and  2  dogs. 
The  police  clerk  retired,  and  at  the  present  time 
the  position  is  still  open.  One  more  civilian  is  em- 
ployed as  a  maintenance  man. 

In  1965,  3,143  miscellaneous  complaints  re- 
sulted in  police  action  being  taken.  This  is  an 
increase  of  636  over  1964,  and  1235  over  1963. 
During  the  year  there  were  274  arrests  made,  an 
increase  of  80  over  1964,  and  4  more  than  in 
1963.  The  1965  arrests  included  132  traffic  vio- 
lations and  11  juvenile  arrests.  Also  there  were 
67  arrests  for  drunkeness. 

In  1965  the  police  department  issued  2,208 
parking  tags,  an  increase  of  282  over  1964.  Also 
499  violation  notices  were  sent  to  the  Registry  of 


Motor  Vehicles,  an  increase  of  154  over  1964,  and 
69  over  1963. 

There  were  389  motor  vehicle  accidents  dur- 
ing the  year  which  is  4  less  than  1964,  but  53 
more  than  in  1963.  The  1965  accidents  include 
2  fatalities,  189  personal  injury  accidents,  and 
196  property  damage  accidents. 

In  1965  police  vehicles  travelled  284,666 
miles,  an  increase  of  56,655  miles  over  1964,  and 
67,177  miles  over  1963.  An  additional  unmarked 
police  cruiser  was  acquired  in  1965  as  provided 
by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  A  radar  unit  was 
also  purchased  and  put  to  good  advantage  for 
speed  control  during  the  year. 

An  especially  brutal  murder  of  one  of  An- 
dover's  citizens  and  businessmen  was  perpetra- 
ted and  solved  in  1965.  Through  assidous  and 
trained  police  work  by  the  Andover  Police  De- 
partment with  other  police  agencies  principally 
the  City  of  Lawrence  and  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police,  the  murderer  was  taken  into  custody 
and  convicted  of  the  crime. 

Training  continued  to  be  of  prime  import- 
ance during  1965.  Of  special  significance  was 
the  marksmanship  courses  conducted  by  the  Chief 
of  Police.  U.  S.  Military  Police  demonstrated  var- 
ious prisoner  control  techniques  to  the  officers  of 
the  Department. 
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Andover  was  honored  by  the  appointment 
of  its  Chief  by  the  Governor  to  a  State  Police 
Training  Commission  which  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  implementing  and  enforcing  the 
manadatory  police  training  law  which  goes  into 
effect  in  1966.  Massachusetts  is  one  of  four  states 


in  the  nation  which  requires  that  newly-appointed 
police  officers  must  complete  satisfactorily  an 
accredited  training  program  within  one  year  of 
appointment  as  a  police  officer.  Failure  to  meet 
this  requirement  makes  an  appointee  inelegible 
to  continue  as  a  law  enforcement  officer.

Quarterly  inspections  required  by  statutes  in 
nursing  homes,  rest  homes,  hospitals  and  inns 
were  conducted  and  the  necessary  reports  filed. 
Public  and  Private  school  fire  drills  and  inspect- 
ions required  by  law  were  conducted.  Mercantile, 
Industrial,  Church,  Garage  and  Service  Station 
buildings  were  inspected  for  hazards  and  reports 
filed.  Appropriate  recommendations  were  sent  to 
owners  and/or  occupants.  Dwellings  of  three  (3) 
or  more  apartments  were  inspected  for  fire  pre- 
vention and  recommendations  and  suggestions 
made  to  owners  and /or  occupants. 

The  1965  inspection  program  was,  in  fact, 
the  most  aggressive  conducted  by  the  Department 
in  its  history.  A  single  piece  of  radio-equipped 
apparatus  was  assigned  with  a  full  complement  of 
fire  fighters  to  undertake  "in  service"  inspections. 
In  the  event  of  a  fire  call,  the  men  and  equipment 


are  able  to  respond  immediately  and  without  de- 
lay. In  this  way  more  efficient  and  effective  use 
of  personnel  and  apparatus  is  achieved.  It  is  an- 
ticipated that  a  second  fire  truck  will  be  assigned 
in  1966  to  this  important  and  result-  producing 
task. 

Fire  prevention  continues  to  be  the  major 
goal  of  the  Department.  Of  73  building  fires  in 
1965,  43  or  more  than  half  of  the  total,  were 
caused  by  carelessness  -  children  playing  with 
matches,  grass  or  brush  burning  or  careless 
smoking.  Other  major  fire  incidents  involved 
motor  vehicles  (47)  ;  oil  burners  (9)  ;  and  brush 
and  grass  (142).  Of  this  latter  figure,  21  calls 
were  required  at  the  Town  Dump.  Fires  also 
claimed  two  (2)  lives  during  the  year. 

As  this  report  was  filed,  a  new  1,000  gallon 
per-minute  Class  "A"  pumper  was  delivered  to 
the  Department  as  provided  by  an  appropriation 
of  the  1965  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Diesel-power- 
ed and  fully-equipped,  this  unit  will  undergo  ex- 
tensive testing  before  being  placed  into  service. 
When  this  occurs,  one  of  the  other  modern  pieces 
of  fire  fighting  equipment  will  be  transferred  to 
the  Ballardvale  Fire  Station.  It  will  replace  a 
thirty-five  year  old  pumper.

As  in  the  past,  regular  groups  continued  their 
meetings  and  rills.  Volunteer  time  to  attend  these 
meetings  and  to  perform  Civil  Defense  duties, 
principally  police  traffic  work,  totaled  more  than 
3,500  man  hours.  Personnel  were  called  out  once 
during  the  year  to  search  for  a  lost  person.  Auxil- 
iary Police  and  Communications  people  were  out 
during  "Operation  Pumpkin"  and  assisted  the 
Town  Police  Department  in  controlling  the  over- 
abundance of  energy  of  the  Town's  younger  citi- 
zens. Fourteen  (14)  Civil  Defense  people  took  and 
passed  a  radiological  monitoring  course.  Five  (5) 
took  and  passed  the  advanced  course  in  monitor- 
ing. 

Andover  was  commended  by  the  Governor's 
office  for  its  shelter-marking  and  stocking  pro- 
gram which  has  been  completed.  The  Town  stands 
as  one  of  two  municipalities  in  the  Commonwealth 
to  have  accomplished  this  objective.  One  shelter 
was  added  to  the  Town's  system  making  a  total 
of  16. 

The  Federal  Government  has  resurveyed  the 
present  shelters  and  has  up-dated  them.  The  Town 
presently  has  a  capability  of  sheltering  approxi- 
mately 40,000  persons.  However,  by  the  end  of 


1965  approximately  22,000  spaces  were  stocked. 
Along  these  lines,  a  shelter  utilization  program 
for  every  resident  of  the  Town  will  be  completed 
by  December  1966.  This  plan  will  be  made  known 
to  the  public  as  soon  as  practical. 

THE  TOWN  CONTINUES  TO  NEED  MORE 
VOLUNTEERS  FOR  EVERY  PHASE  OF  CIVIL 
DEFENSE. 

Work  continues  on  a  program  to  have  at 
least  one  person  in  each  family  in  the  Town  com- 
plete the  medical  self-help  program.  This  has  been 
completed  by  the  Fire  Department  under  the  dir- 
ection of  Deputy  Chief  John  Cole.  2,000  medical 
self-help  kits  have  bben  delivered  to  the  School 
Department  for  use  by  them  under  the  supervision 
of  Athletic  Director  Donald  Dunn. 

During  the  month  of  November,  a  test  of 
Civil  Defense  units  was  conducted  during  the 
northeast  United  States  blackout.  Approximately 
30  Civil  Defense  people  reported  to  the  Town 
Hall  within  45  minutes  of  the  start  of  this  emer- 
gency. Several  additional  groups  called  and  of- 
fered assistance.  This  experience  indicates  the 
preparedness  of  the  Civil  Defnse  organization 
or  spoetend  successfully  to  any  emergency. 

In  the  next  year,  courses  will  be  made  avail- 
able to  Town  citizens.  If  any  group  wishes  to  have 
any  special  program  on  Civil  Defense,  please  con- 
tact the  Director. 

Finally,  program  papers  were  prepared  by 
the  Director  and  approved  by  the  Federal  overn- 
ment.  This  makes  the  Town  eligible  for  matching 
funds  under  Federal  Civil  Defense  programs.

For  many  years  the  administration  of 
weights  and  measures  has  maintained  a  static  or 
status  quo  position.  There  has  been  a  lack  of  im- 
petus of  sufficient  momentum  to  place  the  wheels 
of  progress  in  a  position  of  ascendancy.  Conse- 
quently, until  recent  years,  the  status  quo  position 
had  begun  to  deteriorate  to  a  stage  of  regression 
while  we  of  weights  and  maesures  deplored  the 
lack  of  proper  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  pub- 
lic and  were  really  disturbed  by  the  fact  that 
other  segments  of  government  advanced  and  con- 
tinuously offered  to  the  public  a  more  favorable 
image.  There  was  no  concerted  effort  to  improve 
our  public  relations  or  by  suggesting  needed  re- 
visions of  archaic  laws.  We  failed  to  recognize  the 
existing  inadequacies  which  were  contributing  to 
our  dilemma ;  rather  like  the  ostrich,  some  buried 
their  heads  dismissing  the  factual  from  their 
minds  hoping  that  in  so  doing  there  would  be 
some  stroke  of  magic  that  would  change  condi- 
tions. 

Unquestionably,  some  of  us  did  make  a  de- 
gree of  progress  within  the  confines  of  our  own 
municipalities.  A  better  understanding  of  the  ben- 
efits that  could  accrue  from  good  administrative 
proceedure  and  the  importance  of  maintaining 
an  active  weights  and  measures  department  was 
transmitted  to  the  public  in  a  limited  area,  usu- 
ally within  the  confines  of  the  particular  munici- 
pality. Thru  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Con- 
sumers' Council  and  the  state  Weights  and  Mea- 
sures Department,  effective  legislation  has  cor- 
rected inadequacies  and  evils  present  in  existing 
laws.  Enactment  of  Chapter  #243  provides  for 
a  minimum  penalty  of  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  for  a  first  offense  for  giving  or  attempt- 
ing to  give  insufficient  weight  or  measure.  For 
too  many  years,  people  convicted  of  giving  insuf- 
ficient weight  or  measure  received  a  token  fine 
of  fiye  dollars.  Chapter  #98  was  amended,  sub- 
stantially increasing  fees  for  sealing  certain 
weighing  and  measureing  devices.  Chapter  #94 
was  amended  thru  the  efforts  of  the  Consumers' 
Council  requiring  all  food  items  offered  for  sale 


in  package  form  to  be  plainly  and  conspicuously 
marked  in  terms  of;  weight,  measure,  numerical 
count.  All  meats,  poultry  and  edible  fish  in  pack- 
age form  must  carry  the  price  per  pound  of  con- 
tents and  total  sale  price.  Chapter  #94  has  ma- 
terially percentage  wise  reduced  shortweight  and 
overpricing  in  the  sale  of  prepackaged  meats, 
poultry  and  edible  fish.  Other  states  have  endeav- 
ored to  enact  similar  legislation  without  success. 

This  Departments  replacement  program,  pur- 
chasing new  State  Standard  avoirdupois  weights 
ranging  from  1/1 6th  oz.,  to  five  (5)  pounds  was 
completed  with  appropriation  of  necessary  funds 
at  the  1965  Town  Meeting.  These  weights  are 
non-magnetic,  non-corrosive  manufactured  of 
stainless  steel  and  calibrated  to  S-l  tolerances, 
(superior  to  weights  in  adjacent  localities). 

This  Department  was  one  of  the  first  in  the 
Commonwealth  to  obtain  the  use  of  the  new  revo- 
lutionary Massachusetts  heavy-capacity  scale  test- 
ing unit  during  1965,  enabling  this  Department 
to  test  the  communities  industrial  vehicle  scales 
to  capacity.  Accuracy  certification  is  of  utmost 
importance  for  industry.  Adequate  and  proper 
testing  proceedures  allow  equity  to  prevail. 

A  total  of  6,418  prepackaged  items  were  in- 
spected for  package  content  and  marking.  4,101 
municipal  purchases  "(school  food,  drink-fuel 
oils,  gasoline-general  commodities)  were  inspected 
and  tested  for  proper  content. 

A  total  of  173  weighing  and  measuring  de- 
vices were  tested  for  compliance  and  accuracy. 
Sealing  fees  amounted  to  $269.80.  Receipts  a- 
mounting  to  $246.30  were  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer.

During  the  year,  50  miles  of  street  were 
treated  with  MC-3  asphalt  and  sand  as  well  as 
being  honed.  Sections  of  Lowell  and  Andover 
Streets  were  treated  with  RC-5  asphalt  and  pea 
stone.  A  total  of  109,000  gallons  of  asphalt  was 
used  in  these  programs. 

River  Road  from  the  City  of  Lawrence  line 
to  the  Old  North  School,  Andover  Street  from  Hall 
Avenue  to  the  railroad  tracks  and  the  intersection 
of  Andover  Street  and  Dascomb  Road  were 
paved  with  two  courses  of  Type  I  bituminous  con- 
crete. This  latter  intersection  was  also  completely 
redesigned  and  reconstructed  and  included  the 
widening  of  Andover  Street,  reduction  of  a  curve 
and  the  rerouting  of  traffic  entering  the  inter- 


section from  Dascomb  Road.  Coupled  with  the 
installation  of  mercury-vapor  street  lights,  what 
was  once  a  particularly  unsafe  intersection  has 
become  considerably  safer.  The  Department  also 
reconstructed  and  supervised  the  paving  of  more 
than  one-half  mile  of  Spring  Grove  Cemetery 
roadways. 

Lovejoy  Road  reconstruction  under  Chapter 
•90  was  finally  completed.  This  included  the  in- 
stallation of  a  paved  sidewalk  from  Lowell  Street 
to  the  Sanborn  School.  Cement  sidewalk  slabs  in 
Shawsheen  Village  and  along  Main  Street  were 
repaired.  Bituminous  sidewalks  were  constructed 
in  several  areas  including  Haverhill  Street. 

Old  stone  culverts  on  Salem  Street  were  re- 
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placed  with  80  feet  of  48  inch  concrete  pipe.  A 
similar  culvert  was  replaced  on  Highland  Road 
with  120  feet  of  48  inch  concrete  pipe.  A  stone 
culvert  on  Beacon  Street  was  also  replaced. 
Drainage  improvements  on  Rattlesnake  Ridge 
Road  were  also  completed  in  the  Fall. 

All  bridges  under  the  supervision  of  the  De- 
partment were  inspected  periodically.  No  repairs 
were  required.  Street  sweepings  and  other  suit- 
able fill  material  were  hauled  to  the  Chandler 
Road  landfill  area. 

Total  snowfall  for  the  year  was  33  inches 
with  18  inches  falling  in  January  alone.

The  Park  Department  maintains  two  regular 
sized  baseball  diamonds  at  the  Central  Playstead 
as  well  as  two  Little  League  fields ;  one  regular 
sized  diamond  at  the  Woburn  Strret  Playstead  and 
three  little  league  fields ;  and  also  Little  League 
fields  to  the  rear  of  the  West  Center  School.

The  regular  yearly  tree  planting  program 
was  somewhat  curtailed  in  1-965  due  to  severe 
drought  conditions.  A  total  of  115  shade  and  or- 
namental trees  were  planted  and  maintained.  Var- 
ieties set  out  this  year  included  Sugar  and  Nor- 
way Maples,  Katsuras,  Little  Leaf  Lindens,  Wil- 
lows and  Kwanzan  Flowering  Cherries.  Many 
houng  street  trees  planted  during  the  past  few 
years  showed  definite  signs  of  water  deficiency 
during  the  growing  season.  These  trees  were  fer- 
tilized and  watered  several  times. 

Dutch  Elm  disease  appeared  in  76  public 
trees  this  year.  These  elms  were  cut  down  and 
burned.  An  additional  45  dead  and  beetle  infested 
elms  were  removed  with  the  assistance  of  person- 
nel and  equipment  from  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Natural  Resources.  This  State  Agency 
also  assisted  in  Dutch  Elm  scouting  work.  A 
number   of   dead    and    hazardous   trees   growing 


through  utility  wires  were  removed  by  joint  ef- 
fort of  the  New  England  Telephone  Company,  the 
Massachusetts  Electric  Company  and  the  Andover 
Tree  Bureau. 

The  forest  improvement  plan  at  Haggett's 
Pond  watershed  area  was  continued.  Several 
acres  were  cleared  of  dead  and  fallen  trees  and 
undesirable  growth.  Work  will  continue  on  this 
project. 

Andover's  shade  tree  spray  program,  designed 
to  protect  trees  from  disease  and  destructive  in- 
sects, was  performed  using  approved  insecticides 
and  application  methods.  Three  Tree  Bureau 
members  hold  licenses  enabling  them  to  apply 
presticides  in  Massachusetts.  State  law  requires 
that  persons  applying  pesticides  to  land  of  an- 
other be  qualifies  and  licensed  by  written  exam- 
ination. 

The  continuing  drought  adversely  affected 
many  older  street  trees.  Over  40  maples  died  and 
were  removed.  Many  others  indicated  lack  of  wat- 
er. Dead  tops  and  branches,  wilting,  and  prema- 
ture leaf  dropping  were  observed  during  the 
growing  season.  This  damage  will  persist  as  long 
as  drought  conditions  prevail.  From  safety  and 
esthetic  standpoints,  dead  wood  must  be  removed. 
Therefore,  pruning  and  dead  wood  removal  will 
be  a  continuing  problem. 

Routine  tree  work  of  low  branch  removal, 
cabling,  bark  tracing  and  street  light  clearing 
was  carried  on.  Brush  cutting,  chemical  brush 
control  and  roadside  mowing  was  continued  along 
roads  and  at  recreation  and  playground  areas. 
Tree  removal  hearings  were  held,  supervision  and 
inspection  of  utility  wire  clearing  crews  per- 
formed and  new  wire  and  pole  construction  gone 
over  in  detail  with  utility  company  arborists  and 
engineers.  Wire  clearance  is  becoming  an  increas- 
ingly important  task  due  to  increased  demands 
for  telephone  and  electric  service  and  the  neces-

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sary  maintenance  and  preservation  of  public 
shade  trees. 

The  newly  purchased  sprayer  and  brush 
chipper  were  used  extensively  and  have  proven 
adequate  to  perform  required  duties.  Chips  pro- 
duced by  the  brush  chipping  unit  have  been  used 
to  cover  the  sliding  slope  at  Camp  Olympia  and 
also  to  stablize  slopes  along  roads  in  several  sec- 
tions of  Andover. 

Tree  Bureau  personnel  worked  during  all 
ice  and  snow  storms  operating  truck  and  side- 
walk plows,  also  salting  and  sanding  streets  and 
sidewalks.

As  part  of  the  Town's  continuing  program 
to  improve  street  lighting  throughout  the  Town, 
65  street  lights  were  added  to  the  Town's  system 
during  1965.  This  makes  a  total  of  1,244  street 
lights  rented  by  the  Town  from  the  Mass.  Electric 
Company.  The  improvements  resulted  in  an  addi- 
tion of  681,500  lumens.  Over  and  above  the  in- 
stallation of  new  lights  in  residential  areas,  three 
major  lighting  projects  were  completed  during 
the  year  which  have  added  principally  to  the  pro- 
motion of  traffic  safety.  These  areas  are  the  in- 
tersection of  Dascomb  Road  and  Andover  Street; 
the  Abbot  Bridge  at  Central  and  Andover  Streets ; 
and  Lowell  Street  from  U.S.  Route  93  to  Lovejoy 
Road.  Each  of  these  locales  represented  highly 
dangerous  situations  where  street  lighting  could 
promote  traffic  safety.

During  1965  the  Engineering  Bureau  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  design  and  field  layout  of  sur- 
face water  drainage  projects  on  Salem  Street, 
Beacon  Street,  and  Highland  Road;  lines  and 
grades  for  the  widening  of  Andover  Street  at 
Dascomb  Road;  grades  for  the  new  roadway  to 
the  swimming  area  at  the  Recreation  Park;  and 
roadway  improvements  at  the  Prospect  Hill  Res- 
ervoir. The  Town  Engineer  also  acted  as  clerk  of 
works  on  the  site  work  for  the  senior  high  school 
for  several  weeks  at  the  start  of  the  project. 

Site  plans  were  prepared  for  the  architects 
for  the  proposed  Town  Garage  on  Lewis  Street 
and  the  proposed  West  Andover  Fire  Station.  The 
construction  plans  and  specifications  were  drawn 
for  the  4600  lineal  feet  of  12  inch  water  mains 
installed  in  Dascomb  Road  and  Cross  Street. 
Betterment  plans  were  drawn  and  filed  for  the 
sewer  extension  on  Lowell  Street  and  for  the 
water  main   extensions   on   Dascomb   Road   and 


Cross  Street,  Bellevue  Road,  Haggett's  Pond 
Road  and  County  Road. 

Preliminary  plans  for  three  (3)  new  sub- 
divisions and  definitive  plans  for  nine  (9)  more 
new  subdivisions  of  land  with  a  total  of  409  lots 
were  reviewed  for  the  Planning  Board  for  con- 
formance with  their  rules  and  regulations  and 
for  the  adequacy  of  the  proposed  utilities.  Road- 
way and  utilities  construction  were  regularly 
inspected  for  the  Planning  Board  in  some  10 
subdivisions. 

Coordination  was  supplied  between  the  Town 
government  and  various  consultants,  utility  com- 
panies and  other  governmental  agencies  on  en- 
gineering matters;  for  example,  the  County  En- 
gineers on  highway  land  taking,  the  Mass. 
Dept.  of  Public  Works  on  Chapter  90  constuction 
and  Rogers  Brook,  Mass  Electric  Co.  and  Law- 
rence Gas  Co.  on  Town  construction  projects. 

The  Engineering  Bureau  was  able  to  assist 
many  individuals,  groups  and  Town  departments 
seeking  information  as  to  sites,  existing  utilities, 
and  streets  layouts.

Highlight  of  the  year  was  the  completion 
and  placement  into  full  operation  of  the  acceler- 
ated sewer  program  financed  in  part  by  a  direct 
grant  from  the  Federal  Government  as  part  of 
the  so-called  Federal  Accelerated  Public  Works 
Program.  This  three-year  project  included  the  in- 
stallation of  approximately  thirteen  (13)  miles 
of  sewer  mains  and  auxiliary  facilities  such  as 
pumps.  The  Federal  grant  totaled  $790,160.94  of 
the  total  project  budget  of  $1,548,608.94.  The 
Town's  share  of  the  project  cost  is  being  financed 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  $855,000.00  in 
bonds  and  an  initial  cash  appropriation  of 
$25,000.00.  A  balance  of  $77,060.22  remains  in 
the  account,  part  of  which  will  be  held  in  reserve 
to  meet  any  possible  damage  costs  resulting 
from  five  (5)  suits  presently  filed  against  the 
Town. 
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The  Town's  sanitary  sewer  system  now  con- 
sists of  approximately  seventy-five  (75)  miles 
of  mains  which  serve  an  estimated  35%  of  the 
Town's  area  and  a  population  in  excess  of  8,500 
people. 

In  addition  to  the  major  construction  ac- 
complishment of  1965,  110  service  connections 
were  made  for  new  system  users  making  a  total 
of  2,344  connections.  The  Bureau  also  answered 
calls  for  assistance  in  relieving  235  sewer  blocks.

Satisfactory  and  perhaps  more  properly,  san- 
itary operation  of  the  Town's  disposal  area  at 
Ledge  and  Chandler  Roads  continued  to  plague 
the  Town  during  1965.  Despite  a  well-publicized 
prohibition  on  burning,  fires  represented  one  of 
the  most  serious  and  disturbing  problems  in  seek- 
ing to  operate  and  to  maintain  a  satisfactory 
facility.  Blowing  paper  was  also  a  problem  but 
of  lesser  importance  than  indiscriminate  burning. 


Equipment  was  hired  during  the  year  in  order  to 
salvage  cover  material  available  on  the  Town- 
owned  land.  Unfortunately,  the  combination  of 
the  elements,  heavy  use  of  the  clump  by  Town 
citizens,  carelessness  by  users  and  inadequate 
personnel  and  equipment  resulted  in  an  unsatis- 
factory year  of  operations. 

An  additional  effort  to  provide  more  effec- 
tive control  over  use  of  the  dump  was  undertaken 
in  1965  through  the  issuance  of  new  and  more 
permanent  Andover  Facilities  stickers.  A  nominal 
charge  of  25c  per  sticker  was  made  in  order  to 
cover  their  cost.  This  technique  did  result  in  some 
improvements  particularly  in  discouraging  non- 
residents from  using  a  service  paid  for  by  Andov- 
er taxpayers. 

There  appears  to  be  no  sensible  reason  why 
the  landfill  cannot  be  operated  in  an  acceptable 
manner.  Funds  will  be  requested  in  1966  to  ac- 
complish this  objective.  The  Town's  present  fa- 
cility is  neither  quaint  nor  clean.  The  Town's 
concern  quite  properly  is  over  the  latter  but  the 
fact  that  most  Town  residents  treat  it  as  some 
thing  unique  at  least  and  at  most  an  occasional 
discomfort,  has  made  it  impossible  for  adequate 
steps  to  be  taken  in  order  to  make  it  a  community 
asset  rather  than  a  neighborhood  liability.

The  Board  of  Health  issued  990  permits  and 
licenses  during  the  past  year.  Of  this  number,  310 
were  for  plumbing,  249  for  gas,  112  for  septic 
tanks,  110  for  sale  of  milk  and  oleomargarine,  57 
for  food  service  establishments,  and  34  for  swim- 
ming pools.  Some  423  inspections  and  tests  were 
conducted  by  the  Board  including  154  food  hand- 
ling  establishments.    Ninety  miscellaneous   com- 


plaints were  investigated.  The  Board  approved 
127  sewage  disposal  system  installations  and  re- 
jected 15.  Nine  nursing  homes  were  inspected  on 
three  different  occasions. 

Three  tuberculosis  patients  were  admitted 
and  discharged  from  hospitals  with  the  town  pay- 
ing $-925.64  for  their  care.  This  is  the  lowest 
amount  spent  for  this  service  for  some  years.  In 
addition,  some  22  premature  infant  babies  were 
recorded  with  4  of  these  requiring  financial  assist- 
ance from  the  town,  costing  $1,260.00  This  cost 
is  shared  with  the  State. 

According  to  the  communicable  disease  re- 
cords, the  incidence  of  chicken  pox  this  year  is 
the  highest  since  1962  and  for  measles,  the  highest 
since  1961.  Dog  bites  have  decreased  from  an  all- 
time  high  of  122  last  year  to  94  this  past  year. 
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Follow-up  work  on  tubercular  patients,  con- 
tacts of  communicable  diseases,  premature  babies, 
and  crippled  children  was  carried  out  as  usual. 

Article  X,  "Minimum  Sanitation  Standards 
for  Food  Service  Establishments'  has  been  added 
to  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  As  of  January  1,  1966 
no  person  will  be  permitted  to  operate  a  food  ser- 
vice establishment  unless  he  is  the  holder  of  a 
valid  permit  granted  to  him  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  Also  included  under  Article  X  are  Vend- 
ing Machines,  Mobile  Food  Servers,  Catering 
Establishments,  plus  the  approval  of  plans  for 
new  and  proposed  alterations  of  all  food  service 
establishments. 

A  Mobile  X-ray  unit  was  stationed  at  the 
Methuen  Board  of  Health  office  and  free  chest 
X-rays  were  available  to  residents  of  nearby 
towns.  Approximately  200  people  from  Andover 
were  X-rayed  there. 

At  the  annual  rabies  clinic,  conducted  by  Dr. 


Lindsay,  approximately  600  dogs  were  inoculated. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Andover  School 
Department  and  St.  Augustine's  School,  a  survey 
was  made  of  1st,  6th,  and  11th  grade  pupils  in 
order  to  obtain  information  on  the  immunization 
levels  of  pre-school  and  school  age  children  in  re- 
gard to  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  polio, 
and  measles,  The  results  of  this  program  showed 
that  40%  of  school  children  have  not  received  any 
booster  shots  for  the  above  diseases.  Any  one  - 
child  or  adult  -  who  needs  either  basic  or  booster 
immunization  should  see  his  family  doctor  now 
and  bring  his  immunization  up  to  date. 

Due  to  the  severe  drought  and  unusually 
warm  summer,  the  algae  growth  in  Pomps  Pond 
was  so  excessive  that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
retain  the  services  of  a  commercial  firm  to  treat 
the  water  with  an  algaecide.  This  is  the  first  time 
such  action  was  necessary  since  Pomps  Pond  has 
been  used  as  a  recreation  area.

Public  assistance  payments  in  1965  reached 
a  record  high  of  $223,958.90.  The  average  monthly 
case  load  during  the  past  12  months  was  154  with 
226  persons  being  given  some  form  of  assist- 
ance. The  highest  number  of  cases,  170,  occurred 
in  October ;  the  lowest  case  load,  146,  occurred  in 
May. 

Of  the  total  amount  spent,  54.4%  or  $121,728 
was  paid  for  medical  aid,  with  85.6%  of  this 
amount  being  paid  for  the  care  of  persons  over 
65  years  of  age. 

Food,  shelter,  and  clothing  aid  totalled 
$102,231.  or  45.6%  of  the  total.  51%  of  this 
amount  was  paid  for  persons  over  the  age  of  65. 

Allocations  for  aid  in  1965  were  as  follows: 
Old  Age  Assistance  28.3%;  Medical  Aid  to  the 
Aged  42.3%  ;  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children  16.2%;  Disability  Assistance  10.1% 
General  Relie  2.9%;  and  Cuban  Relief  .2%. 
There  were  109  applications  received  and  pro- 
cessed for  these  allocations. 

Recoveries  registered  $7,460.10.  Reimburse- 
ments from  the  Federal  and  State  governments 
totalling  $182,326.70  reduced  the  cost  of  public

assistance  to  the  Town  to  $41,632.20  or  18.6%. 
of  the  total.  Total  administrative  expenses  were 
$25,189.  with  the  Town's  share  of  this  amount 
$7,118.  The  balance  in  administrative  expen- 
ses was  met  by  reimbursements  from  the  State 
and  Federal  governments. 

Mrs.  Sara  Bolton  submitted  her  resignation 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  on 
February  1,  1965,  at  which  time  Mrs.  Milton  J. 
Meyers  was  appointed.  In  January  and  in  March, 
a  Social  Case  Worker  and  a  replacement  Clerk- 
Typist  respectively  were  added  to  the  staff.  Emer- 
gency appointments  of  a  Clerk-Typist  for  a  limit- 
ed period  of  time  occurred  four  times  during  the 
year  in  order  to  catch  up  on  accumulated  clerical 
work. 

Welfare  expenses  promise  to  continue  to  in- 
crease sharply  in  the  year  ahead.  It  is  important 
for  the  taxpayers  of  Andover  to  realize  that,  ex- 
cept for  the  General  Relief  category,  the  stand- 
ards of  eligibility  and  the  amount  of  payments 
to  recipients  of  public  assistance  are  established 
by  State  and  Federal  authorities.  Even  the  sal- 
aries of  departmental  personnel  are  extablished 
by  the  State  with  the  Town  having  absolutely  no 
voice  in  their  determination. 

Legislation  was  introduced  in  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Court  for  the  assumption  by 
the  State  of  the  full  cost  of  Welfare  services.  It 
appears  that  the  same  proposal  will  be  made  in 
1966  and  perhaps  will  suffer  a  kinder  fate  than 
the  1965  proposal. 
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The  Veterans'  Service  Department  is  opera- 
ted under  Chapter  115.,  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  providing  financial  assistance,  when 
needed,  to  war-time  veterans,  their  families,  de- 
pendents or  survivors  because  of  sickness,  old 
age,  hospitalization  or  unemployment,  and  after 
a  full  investigation  has  been  made  in  each  indivi- 
dual case. 

During  1965,  assistance  was  provided  to 
thirty  cases  on  a  permanent  status  and  to  eighty 
one  cases  on  a  temporary  basis.  Again,  in  1965, 
no  assistance  was  allowed  to  any  applkant  whose 
need  was  occasioned  by  unemployment.  All  such 
applicants  were  placed  in  jobs  or  were  denied  aid 
because  of  their  unwillingness  to  work. 

Many  new  developments  in  public  assistance, 
as  a  result  of  the  liberalization  of  benefits  to  low 
income  groups  on  the  State  and  Federal  levels, 
have  had  and  will  continue  to  have  a  profound 
effect  on  the  expenditures  of  this  department.  An 
amendment  in  the  Settlement  Laws,  on  the  state 
level,  will  entitle  an  applicant  to  assistance  from 
the  first  day  of  settlement  in  Andover,  where  pre- 
viously assistance  could  be  granted  only  after 
five  years  of  continuous  residence.  The  Legisla- 
ture will  soon  grant  veteran  status  to  men  who 
have  served  in  Viet  Nam  and  other  combat  areas, 
and  will  open  our  roles  to  an  ever-increasing  num- 
ber of  qualified  applicants. 

The  added  expense,  as  a  result  of  the  above 
changes  in  our  laws,  will  be  eased  somewhat,  if 
the  plans  to  reimburse  100%  of  all  monies  spent 


by  the  Veterans'  Departments,  now  under  con- 
sideration by  the  Legislature,  are  passed. 

Despite  the  rising  costs  of  hospitalization 
and  medication  expenditures  in  this  category 
were  less  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  The 
implementation  of  Medicare  in  July  of  1966 
should  absorb,  on  the  Federal  level,  a  good  por- 
tion of  future  hospital  expense. 

During  the  year  1965,  thirty  six  Andover 
veterans  died.  These  deaths  were  recorded  as 
follows  :-

More  than  1700  individuals  were  interviewed 

in  1965,  and  information  and  assistance  given  to 

them  relative  to  Veterans  Administration  benefits, 

such    as    hospitalization,    home    loans,    pensions, 

compensation,    death    benefits,    grave    markers, 

flags,  and  many  other  matters  too  numerous  to 

enumerate. 

Pensions  and  compensation  applications,  pro- 
cessed by  this  office  through  the  Veterans  Admin- 
istration resulted  in  awards  in  excess  of  $5000.00 
monthly  to  residents  of  Andover. 

Sincere  thanks  are  given  to  the  Andover 
Chapter  American  Red  Cross,  the  Salvation  Army, 
all  local  church  groups,  veterans  organizations, 
the  Trustees  of  the  Towle  Fund,  South  Lawrence 
Associates  and  all  other  charitable  organizations 
who  have  given  their  wholehearted  support  to 
this  department  during  the  past  year.

The  School  Department  is  happy  to  present 
this  report  of  progress  during  1965  as  a  part  of 
the  annual  Town  Report.  A  more  detailed  report  is 
contained  in  a  separate  School  Department  bro- 
chure avaiable  to  taxpayers. 

The  School  Department  is  continuing  to  work 
together  with  the  Town  to  solve  mutual  problems. 
A  temporary  bookkeeping  machine  was  rented  by 
the  Town  for  school  use  during  1965.  This  will  be 
discontinued  during  the  coming  year,  and  the 
school  system  will  share  in  the  use  of  the  data 
processing  equipment  recently  installed  in  the 
Town  Hall.  This  will  be  highly  beneficial  for  ac- 
counting work  in  the  School  Department  and  may 
be  used  to  provide  other  computing  services. 

During  the  year,  consideration  was  given  to 
the  School  Department's  needs  for  administrative 
offices.  A  set  of  specifications,  outlining  such  needs, 
was  transmitted  to  the  Town  Manager.  With  this 
information,  it  will  be  possible  to  determine  the 
advantages  in  locating  the  school  offices  in  the 
proposed  new  Town  Hall,  in  a  remodeled  Jackson 
School,  or  in  other  facilities.  It  is  our  intention  to 
work  closely  with  the  Town  to  arrive  at  the  most 
economical  and  most  feasible  plan  for  centralized 
School  Department  offices. 

The  School  Committee  also  studied  a  new 
classification  and  salary  policy  for  non-instruc- 
tional school  personnel.  Continuing  in  the  phil- 
osophy to  cooperate  fully  with  the  Town  to  attain 
equitable  treatment  of  employees,  the  plan  is  re- 
ceiving additional  study  by  the  administrators  and 
the  School  Committee. 

Some  areas  of  serious  overcrowding  are  oc- 
curring. In  the  South  School,  temporary  relief  has 
been  provided  by  transferring  two  sixth  grade 
classes  to  the  Stowe  School.  During  the  year,  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  prepared  a  set  of  edu- 
cational specifications  for  a  new  elementary  school 
in  the  southern  part  of  Andover.  After  approval 
by  the  School  Committee,  these  plans  were  for- 


warded to  the  Town  Manager  on  September  30.  It 
is  the  judgement  of  the  Committee  that  this  school 
must  be  available  no  later  than  September  1968  in 
order  to  prevent  excessive  overcrowding  and  thus 
cause  an  intolerable  effect  on  our  educational  pro- 
gram. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  stress  the 
urgent  need  for  acquiring  additional  sites  of  land. 
These  should  be  made  available  and  specifically 
designated  for  the  location  of  future  elementary 
schools.  We  understand  that  one  site  in  the 
southern  part  of  Andover  is  presently  being  ac- 
quired for  the  next  elementary  school.  Additional 
sites  are  required  in  other  sections  such  as  -  Cross 
Street,  Osgood  Street,  Bailey  Road  and  east  of 
Route  125  Bypass. 

A  serious  overcrowding  is  occurring  in  the 
Junior  High  School.  The  new  high  school,  pre- 
sently under  construction,  will  provide  relief  since 
the  present  Andover  High  School  is  to  be  con- 
verted to  a  second  Junior  High  School.  Our  ad- 
ministrators have  been  working  long  and  hard 
with  the  architect,  with  the  objective  of  opening 
this  new  high  school  for  use  in  September  1967. 
Meeting  this  date  is  absolutely  essential  if  present 
high  standards  in  our  educational  program  are  to 
be  maintained. 

The  School  Committee  and  administrators 
have  continued  to  evaluate  and  improve  our  edu- 
cational program.  Among  the  accomplishments 
reached  during  the  past  year  were : 

(a)  Introduction  of  Spanish  as  a  second 
modern  foreign  language  in  our  high  school 
program. 

(b)  Beginning  of  an  enrichment  program  for 
the  academically  talented  students  in  the  fifth 
and  sixth  grades.  It  is  expected  that  this  will 
be  expanded  to  other  grade  levels. 

(c)  An  Educational  Conference,  arranged  by 
a  group  of  Andover  citizens,  was  held  in 
November  to  inform  the  community  of  var- 
ious approaches  in  education. 

(d)  Review  by  School  administrators  and 
the  School  Committee  was  continued  in  such 
policy  areas  as  special  education,  guidance, 
and  organizational  structure. 

During  the  year,  our  Curriculum  Coordinator 
and  Director  of  Instruction  resigned  his  position. 
In  lieu  of  continuing  this  position,  the  Committee 
has  created  a  new  administrative  position — As- 
sistant Superintendent  in  charge  of  Elementary 
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Education.  A  job  description  has  been  prepared, 
qualifications  have  been  established,  and  recruit- 
ing for  this  position  has  been  started.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  his  position  will  be  filled  during  1966. 
The  School  Committee  adopted,  as  part  of  its 
Rules  and  Regulations,  an  article  for  "Recogni- 
tion and  Professional  Procedures"  with  the  An- 


dover  Teachers'  Association.  This  article  formal- 
izes previously  used  means  for  communication  be- 
tween the  Andover  Teachers'  Association  and  the 
School  Committee.  A  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  is 
displayed  by  the  Teachers'  Association  and  they 
are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts  to  increase 
the  professional  stature  of  teachers  in  Andover. 


The  school  population  in  Andover  continued  to  increase  at  about  the  same  rate  for  1965.  Past 
figures  and  projections  are  given  below :

Crowded  but  .  .  . 

The  passage  of  the  library  building  article 
at  the  March  Town  Meeting  was  the  single  most 
exciting  and  important  event  in  the  1965  library 
year. 

Immediately  thereafter,  working  drawings 
and  bid  specifications  were  prepared  as  quickly 
as  possible  so  that  the  library  could  qualify  for  an 
$85,000  federal  grant.  Construction  of  the  addi- 
tion was  begun  in  early  September  and  will,  if 
all  goes  well,  be  completed  by  Summer  or  early 
Fall. 

It  became  apparent  that,  because  of  con- 
struction, the  adult  library  operation  must  be 
moved  to  the  top  floor.  This  involved  many  hours 
of  planning  book  and  furniture  lay-out,  and  the 
moving  and  building  of  shelving  for  some  10,000 
books. 

Space,  also,  had  to  be  found  for  several 
thousand  periodicals  and  lesser  used  reference 
books  when,  in  the  interest  of  economy,  the  con- 
tractor took  over  the  basement  storeroom  as  an 
office.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Brooks 
School  and  Phillips  Academy  libraries,  space  has 
been  found  for  this  material  for  the  duration.  It 
is  available  to  library  users  on  request. 

Except  for  a  week  in  October  when  the 
library  was  closed  to  facilitate  the  move  to  the 
top  floor,  adult  service  has  been  carried  on  with- 
out interruption. 

For  the  convenience  of  readers,  a  browsing 
collection  of  2000,  with  books  drawn  from  all  sub- 
ject areas,  has  been  introduced.  Many  readers  are 
now  discovering  books  which  otherwise  they 
might  not  have  come  upon. 

With  the  library  operations  preempting  all 
available  top  floor  space,  community  groups,  or- 
dinarily meeting  at  the  Memorial  Hall  Library, 
have  temporarily  had  to  look  elsewhere.  The 
children's  film  program  was  moved  to  the  Ballard 
Vale  Branch  Library.  Otherwise,  library  activi- 
ties have  gone  on  much  as  usual  with  the  Child- 
ren's Room  offering  hospitality  to  Story  Hours, 
Great  Books  and  Trustees'  Meetings.  Only  the 
annual  open  house  had  to  be  given  up. 

Adult  circulation  at  the  main  library  which 
showed  a  steady  gain  through  September,  not  sur- 
prisingly plummeted  in  October,  November  and 
December  so  that  the  earlier  gains  were  prac- 
tically wiped  out.  A  few  users  have  found  the  long 
climb  to  the  top  floor  impossible:  others,  a  de- 
terrent to  frequent  use. 

Circulation  as  a  whole,  however,  showed  a 
gain.  Children's  Room  use  continues  to  increase 
with  part  of  the  1965  gain  due  to  longer  hours 


of  opening,  since,  for  the  first  time  it  has  been 
possible  to  open  the  room  all  day  on  Saturdays 
and  during  school  vacations. 

The  use  of  the  elementary  school  libraries 
is  also  on  the  rise  reflecting  increased  school  en- 
rollments and  stronger  school  library  collections, 
but  not  increased  hours  of  service  due  to  the  li- 
brary's continuing  inability  to  recruit  a  trained 
full-time  school  librarian.  The  library  has  al- 
ready began  recruiting  for  the  next  school  year 
and  hopefully  will  be  successful. 

4260  books  were  added  to  the  library  collec- 
tion in  1965,  22  less  than  in  1964,  a  reflection  of 
higher  book  costs. 

The  elementary  school  library  collections 
were  increased  by  the  addition  of  1972  books. 

4124  books,  about  6%  of  the  library's  total 
holdings  were  withdrawn  because  of  obsolescence 
or  physical  condition  in  a  concerted  effort  to  im- 
prove book  collections  as  much  as  possible  prior 
to  moving  into  the  new  stack  area. 

2105  new  borrowers  were  added  to  the  li- 
brary's ranks ;  1470  of  them  adults,  635  children. 

Although  there  had  to  be  some  improvisation, 
9th  grade  classes  profited  by  their  visits  to  gain 
practice  in  locating  materials  for  school  assign- 
ments. 23  school  classes  in  all  visited  the  library, 
ranging  from  pre-school  through  ninth  grade.  27 
story  hours  were  held  in  1965  and  28  meetings 
of  the  popular  pre-school  groups.  Since  October, 
story  hours  have  been  held  on  Saturday  mornings 
in  the  Children's  Room,  not  a  good  time  as  the 
marked  drop  in  attendance  indicates.  However, 
when  the  library  resumes  normal  operation,  story 
hours  will  undoubtedly  return  to  their  usual 
popularity. 

140  adult  and  children's  records  were  pur- 
chased or  added  by  gift.  The  Futterman  Fund 
made  a  small  grant  of  $90  to  the  library  for  re- 
cords in  1965.  Total  recordings  adult  and  child- 
ren's number  1330. 


"A  Woman's  Work  .  .  ."  Town  Manager  Richard  J.  Bowen,  Architect 
James  Clapp,  Contractor  Donald  Manzelli,  Arthur  Reynolds  Chairman, 
Library  Trustees  and  Miriam  Putnam,  Librarian. 
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448  framed  prints  were  loaned  for  home 
use,  a  slight  decrease  from  1964.  Usually  each 
year  a  half  dozen  new  prints  are  added  but  be- 
cause of  space  limitations,  none  were  purchased 
in  1965. 

93  16mm  sound  films  were  available  for  com- 
munity use  during  the  year.  333  film  showings 
had  a  total  audience  of  20,154  viewers.  Fewer  film 
strips  and  slides  were  borrowed  than  in  1964. 


A  specific  sum  of  money  was  set  aside  for 
the  first  time  to  buy  adult  books  for  the  young 
adult  collection. 

Between  $500  and  $600  was  spent  for  the 
purchase  of  double  starred  titles  on  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  Book 
List  for  Young  Adults  in  an  effort  to  improve 
the  library's  science  holdings.  Since  science  books 
have  a  high  obsolescence,  this  must  be  a  con- 
tinuous process.

The  Business  Index  was  added  this  past  year 
which  does  for  business  magazines  what  the 
Reader's  Guide  does  for  general  periodicals.  A 
book  list  of  reent  acquisitions  for  business  men 
was  distributed  by  the  Junior  and  Senior  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  to  their  members. 

The  Library  now  subscribes  to  the  New  York 
Times  Index  and,  hopefully,  before  too  long,  will 
be  able  to  subscribe  to  The  New  York  Times  Mi- 
crofilm edition. 

The  book  budget  fell  far  short  of  providing 
enough  funds  for  all  the  books  in  all  the  fields 
which  the  library  can  profitably  use  to  meet  read- 
ers needs.  Because  of  the  construction  project  and 
the  limited  adult  operating  space,  the  1966  book 
budget  was  increased  only  nominally  in  order  to 
meet  price  increases.  In  1967  it  must  be  sub- 
stantially raised. 

Funds  from  the  John  C.  Moynihan  bequest 
and  a  gift  from  the  Andover  Council  of  Churches, 
noted  in  last  year's  report,  enabled  the  library  to 
enrich  its  literature,  philosophy  and  religious 
collections  in  a  way  its  own  book  funds  would  not 
have  premitted. 


Special  areas  which  will  receive  emphasis  in 
1966  purchase  are:  reference,  child  care,  arts  and 
crafts  and  science. 

Book  lists  since  September  have  been  pro- 
duced on  the  town  multilith.  We  appreciate  the 
cooperation. 

The  long  overdue  redecorating  of  the  Ballard 
Vale  Branch  Library  interior,  using  lively  colors 
to  demarcate  library  functions,  was  completed 
this  fall.  The  library  room  should  attract  new 
users  who  will  find  there  a  continually  improving 
book  collection. 

There  have  been  a  few  staff  changes.  Mrs. 
Isabel  Eldridge  joined  the  staff  in  September  as 
Library  Assistant.  Everett  Ward,  Custodian  for 
more  than  ten  years,  retired  to  accept  another 
position.  William  E.  Arnold  succeeded  him  as 
Custodian. 

The  professional  staff  has  participated  ac- 
tively in  library  affairs,  attending  the  National 
Conference,  state  and  local  meetings  and  work- 
shops, taking  part  in  cooperative  book  reviewing, 
serving  on  community  committees. 
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The  library  is  grateful  to  members  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  who  transported 
books,  moved  and  constructed  book  shelves;  to 
the  volunteers  of  all  ages  who  provided  the  hu- 
man chain  which  got  the  books  to  their  new 
location ;  to  the  Brooks  School  and  Phillips  Acad- 
emy libraries  for  their  generous  offer  of  space 
in  time  of  need. 


It  appreciates,  too,  the  splendid  way  in  which 
library  users  and  staff  alike  took  inconveniences, 
dust  and  noise,  part  of  the  price  of  the  library 
building,  in  stride. 


The  Library  thanks  its  many  friends  who 
gave  time,  money  and  books.  Special  thanks  go 
to  the  Andover  Evening  Study  Program  for  its 
gift  of  $300  whic  hwill  be  used  to  buy  something 
special  for  the  new  addition. 

The  Library,  as  in  other  years,  gratefully 
acknowledges  the  excellent  press  coverage  given 
its  services  and  activities. 

Andoverians  watch  the  progress  of  the  li- 
brary addition  with  delight  and  expectation.  By 
this  time  next  year,  these  expectations  should  be 
a  reality. 


RECREATION 


The  aim  of  the  Recreation  Department  is 
"to  make  available  areas  and  facilities  suitable 
to  the  leisure  time  needs  of  the  people  of  the  com- 
munity." Because  of  the  rapid  growth  of  Andover, 
the  "Challenge  of  Change"  has  been  particularly 
applicable  to  the  oeration  of  the  Department 
during  1965.  Some  of  the  changes  have  been 
dramatic  and  some  functional.  All  areas  have 
been  changed  to  meet  the  increasing  need. 

Andover  Recreation  Park  is  a  35-acre  tract 
located  near  the  geographical  center  of  town  with 
its  entrance  at  175  Abbot  Street.  The  Andover 
Recreation  Park  Lodge  received  a  new  heating 
system  a  few  short  days  before  the  start  of  the 
New  Year.  Between  this,  the  location,  and  the 
grounds,  it  was  possible  to  accommodate  over  50 
groups  arid  several  thousand  individuals  through 
all  seasons. 

The  Community  Improvement  Committee  of 
the  Shawsheen  Village  Women's  Club  did  much 
to  provide  changes  in  the  Lodge.  Under  the  lead- 
ership of  Mrs.  Richard  E.  Hutchinson,  the  Com- 
mittee  accomplished   the   sewing   of  drapes   for

the  main  hall  windows ;  financing  the  installation 
of  a  light  for  outdoor  steps ;  purchasing  a  folding 
ping  pong  table;  purchasing  some  unique  games 
for  use  in  the  program ;  and  compiling  material 
for  a  revised  Guide  to  Organizations  and  Activ- 
ities. These  were  all  done  through  money  raised 
from  an  auction  held  in  the  Area.  Other  changes 
in  the  building  included  the  purchase  of  chairs 
by  the  Welcome  Wagon  Newcomers'  Club;  pur- 
chase of  bridge  chairs  and  tables  by  the  Dupli- 
cate Bridge  Club ;  completion  of  the  paneling  and 
staining  of  walls  in  the  main  hall;  completion  of 
the  installation  of  combination  storm  windows 
in  the  main  hall;  repair  of  the  chimney;  repair 
and  reconditioning  of  the  main  fireplace;  and 
sealing  the  floor  of  the  main  hall. 

The  Pomps  Pond  Swimming  Area  at  An- 
dover Recreation  Park  also  underwent  dramatic 
changes  which  included  the  completion  of  a  new 
entrance  road;  installation  of  new  swimming 
piers;  reconditioning  of  the  guard  house;  recon- 
ditioning of  the  first  aid  room ;  installation  of  an 
outdoor  emergency  telephone;  and  algae  control 
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treatment  of  the  water. 

The  main  entrance  to  Andover  Recreation 
Park  took  on  a  new  look  with  the  installation  of 
guard  posts  with  reflectorized  tape  for  evening 
use;  mulching  of  banks  with  wood  chips;  planting 
of  blueberry  bushes  by  Scouts  on  the  bankings; 
start  of  grading  for  a  field  next  to  Abbot  Street. 

General  park  development  included  the  clear- 
ing of  brush  and  dead  trees  from  wooded  areas; 
clearing  of  fire  lanes  through  the  wooded  areas; 
construction  of  a  field  hockey  field  for  use  by  the 
High  School  during  its  construction  period;  mul- 
ching of  the  sliding  area  to  make  a  smoother 
slope;  development  of  a  half  court  for  basket- 
ball; installation  of  a  player  bench  and  small 
grandstand  on  the  softball  field. 

Central  Playground  improvements  included 
installation  of  non-wrap  hangers  for  the  swings 
and  development  of  a  tetherball  court. 

The  Ballardvale  Playground  is  located  on 
Andover  Street  across  from  the  Fire  Station  in 
Ballardvale  center.  The  ground  is  a  little  over  one 
acre  in  size.  Besides  the  supervised  playground 
program  and  free  play,  there  is  a  court  which 
is  used  for  ice  skating,  conditions  permitting. 
Changes  on  the  Ballardvale  Playground  included 
grading  and  seeding  parts  of  the  ground  to  ex- 
pand the  play  area;  resurfacing  the  court;  and 
painting  the  building.  Basketball  backstops  have 
been  purchased  and  plans  have  been  made  to 
prepare  a  full  basketball  court  plus  other  courts  in 
the  Spring. 

Changes  on  the  Shawsheen  Playground  in- 
cluded cleaning  and  grading  the  ground;  install- 
ation of  a  water  bubbler  and  faucet;  starting  of 
top  dressing  in  preparation  for  seeding;  and  in- 
stallation of  a  new  slide. 

General  changes  that  apply  throughout  the 


Town  included  the  purchase  of  a  small  cycle  bar 
mower  that  was  used  extensively  in  all  areas 
where  there  was  long  grass  or  difficult  mowing; 
installation  of  the  microwave  boxes  that  were 
donated  by  Western  Electric  in  1964  and  used  on 
all  playgrounds  and  by  ball  leagues  at  High 
School,  Phillips  Academy  and  the  Central  Play- 
stead;  and  extended  bus  service  during  the  sum- 
mer allowed  not  only  additional  swimming  par- 
ticipation but  also  increased  playground  parti- 
cipation. This  service  made  it  possible  to  con- 
duct many  more  inter-playground  activities  than 
in  the  past. 

Program  changes  were  dramatic  this  year 
because  of  developments  at  Andover  Recreation 
Park  and  the  extended  bus  service.  Relocation  of 
the  Easter  Candy  Hunt  to  Andover  Recreation 
Park  from  the  Park  on  Chestnut  Street  resulted 
in  almost  a  tripling  of  participation  at  the  new 
location  over  that  at  the  Park.  A  summer  pilot 
program  of  dramatics  proved  successful.  Children 
from  most  sections  of  Town  were  able  to  attend 
because  of  the  bus  service.  Go-Cart  enthusiasts 
experimented  in  using  the  sewer  easement  through 
Andover  Recreation  Park  as  a  safe  area  away 
from  traffic  and  dangers  of  hitting  neighbor- 
hood children.  Soccer  enjoyed  increased  popular- 
ity on  most  of  the  playgrounds.  Inter-playground 
competition  did  much  to  help  stimulate  this. 

Adult  Education  courses  were  held  for  the 
first  time  at  Andover  Recreation  Park.  These 
courses  were  sponsored  in  the  evening  by  the 
Recreation  Department  and  co-sponsored  during 
the  day  with  the  Y.W.C.A.  Courses  included 
bridge,  sculpturing  and  rug  braiding.  Several 
dances  were  also  held  in  the  Lodge.  The  most  suc- 
cessful was  a  College  Student  Homecoming  Dance 
during  the  Christmas  vacation.

Drought  conditions  continued  to  plague  the 
Town  of  Andover  during  1965  with  the  problem 
reaching  sufficiently  serious  proportions  such  as 
to  require  the  imposition  of  water  use  restrictions 
in  the  month  of  July.  These  restrictions  or  what 
more  properly  may  be  described  as  conservation 
measures  continue  in  effect  at  the  writing  of  this 
report  and  will  probably  remain  in  force  well  into 
1966. 

Total  rainfall  deficiency  since  1-963  exceeds 
forty  (40)  inches  with  1965  accounting  for  nearly 
fifteen  (15)  inches  of  this  figure.  Rainfall  records 
indicate  the  past  year  to  have  been  the  lowest  since 
1749.  Haggett's  Pond,  the  Town's  major  source  of 
supply  and  storage  area  was  76.5  inches  below 
full  as  of  December  31,  1965.  The  Pond,  in  fact, 
has  not  been  at  capacity  since  May  of  1964.  The 
average  daily  consumption  of  2.36  million  gallons 
of  water  was  met  in  a  large  part  by  the  Abbot 
and  Ballardvale  Wells,  principally  the  latter. 

Examination  of  the  accompanying  table  of 
"watery"  facts  reveals  quite  clearly  that  despite 
the  drought  and  the  attendant  shortage  of  water, 
consumer  demand  continued  at  a  high  rate, 
although  lower  than  that  of  1964.  As  a  conse- 
quence of  this  demand  which  must  be  met,  con- 
struction of  an  additional  source  of  supply  was 
begun  in  November  as  authorized  by  the  August 
Special  Town  Meeting.  The  Fish  Brook  project  is 
proceeding  satisfactorily  and  should  be  completed 
in  time  for  the  1966  Spring  run-off.  The  estimated 
safe  daily  yield  of  one  million  gallons  of  water 
should  go  far  to  restoring  Haggett's  Pond  to  full 
capacity  within  the  ensuing  year.  Sight  must  not 
be  lost  of  the  fact  that  the  Pond  will  require  in 
excess  of  500  million  gallons  of  water  in  order 
to  reach  this  level. 

As  if  to  compound  the  Town's  water  difficul- 
ties in  1965,  one  of  the  wells  failed  for  five (5) 
days  during  the  peak  of  the  dry  period.  Emergency 


and  ultimately  permanent  repairs  restored  the 
well  to  full  operation  before  the  problem  reached 
serious  proportions. 

The  new  chlorination  control  at  the  Prospect 
Hill  Reservoir  required  by  the  State  Department 
•  of  Health  and  postponed  for  several  years  was 
installed  during  the  year.  Installation  of  water 
mains  on  Dascomb  Road  and  Cross  Street  as  au- 
thorized by  the  1965  Annual  Town  Meeting  was 
effected  with  only  surface  restoration  and  repair 
to  be  completed  in  1966.  These  projects  involved 
some  4,661  feet  of  12  inch  mains  with  six (6) 
hydrants  and  nine (9)  gates.  Various  subdivisions 
added  13,960  feet  of  pipe,  thirty-six  (36)  hydrants 
and  sixty-four  (64)  gates  to  the  Town's  water  sys- 
tem. 

Exploration  for  additional  ground  water  also 
started  in  1965  and  will  be  completed  by  Spring 
of  1-966.  The  preparation  of  detailed  plans  for  the 
construction  of  an  enclosed  distribution  reservoir 
to  replace  the  Bancroft  Reservoir  will  be  com- 
pleted with  the  use  of  a  Federal  interest-free  loan 
during  the  next  year.  This  project  is  of  high 
priority  and  is  part  of  the  Town's  long-range 
water  resource  development  program. 

Maintenance  of  the  water  system  required 
205  new  service  connections,  the  installation,  re- 
pair or  removal  of  97  hydrants,  88  taps  in  sub- 
divisions, addition  of  12  gates,  and  the  removal 
of  12  services.  More  than  1,500  calls  were  required 
in  1965  for  special  meter  readings,  leaks  and 
breaks,  the  installation  of  meters  and  for  other 
similar  requests  or  requirements. 

A  study  of  the  Town's  water  rate  schedule 
was  undertaken  during  the  year  and  submitted 
for  review  and  appropriate  action  by  the  Town 
Manager.

SPRING 


The  Town's  parking  meter  system  consists  of 
some  200  on-and  off-street  meters.  However,  it  is 
only  fair  to  report  that  the  devices  as  well  as  the 
economics  of  the  system  leave  much  to  be  desired. 
Parking  meter  revenue  has  dropped  sharply  from 
a  high  of  $8,380.51  in  1963  to  a  low  of  $6,357.77 
in  1965.  This  occured  despite  marked  increase  in 
the  use  of  metered  areas  by  the  ever-increasing 
numbers  of  downtown  shoppers. 

In  response  to  this  situation,  enforcement 
practices  have  been  sharpened.  The  Town  parking 
lot  was  marked  off  and  has  increased  its  capacity. 
A  new  motor  scooter  was  acquired  to  permit  the 
enforcement  officer  to  check  on  meters  more  often. 
Maintenance  of  meters  has  been  somewhat  im- 
proved although  the  age  and  general  condition  of 
many  meters  precludes  their  being  placed  in  com- 
pletely workable  order.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
directed  that  the  Town  Manager  confer  with 
several  parking  meter  manufacturers  to  enlist 
their  assistance  and  technical  guidance  in  plac- 
ing the  Town's  meter  operations  on  both  physic- 
ally and  fiscally  sound  bases.  It  is  anticipated  that 
several  surveys  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  will  be 
completed  early  in  1966. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  one  answer  to  the  Town's 
parking  problem  can  be  found  in  improving  the 
condition  of  existing  parking  through  enforce- 
ment and  maintenance.  This  can  be  accomplished 
without  placing  a  burden  upon  the  Town's  tax- 
payers, inconveniencing  users  or  penalizing  busi- 
ness establishment.  The  Andover  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  indicated  its  support  to  put  the 
system  on  a  paying  basis  through  the  above  as 
well  as  an  increase  in  meter  fees.  The  objective 
of  the  Town  administration  will  be  to  earmark  all 
receipts  for  operation  of  the  system  and  the  ac- 
quisition of  additional  off-street  parking  spaces. 
This  is  a  major  goal  for  the  Town  and  its  flourish- 
ing economy.

Parking  Meter  Enforcement  Improves. 


During  the  year,  45  new  lots  were  sold  at 
Spring  Grove  Cemetery.  There  were  also  75  in- 
terments which  is  8  less  than  in  1964.  A  total  of 
$6,405.00  was  received  from  the  sale  of  new  lots, 
interments,  vault  sales,  foundation  installations, 
and  from  the  care  of  lots  not  under  prepetual 
care. 

From  the  perpetual  care  payments  and  irom 
payments  made  on  three  old  lots  not  previously 
under  perpetual  care,  a  total  of  $6,508.00  was 
turned  over  to  the  Town  for  addition  to  the  Per- 
petual Care  Fund.  This  fund  now  totals  $164,300. 

Interest  income  from  the  Perpetual  Care 
Fund  of  $6,367.42  added  to  the  income  from  sales 
reduced  the  actual  cost  of  cemetery  operations  to 
the  Town  by  a  total  of  $12,772.42. 

Several  noteworthy  occurrences  marked  the 
year  1965  as  a  significant  one.  Due  to  rising  ex- 
penses and  as  a  partial  step  in  making  the  ceme- 
tery somewhat  more  self-sufficient,  the  Cemetery 
Trustees  revised  upwardly  the  service  charges 
and  sale  prices  of  lots  effective  June  1st.  This  has 
meant  an  increase  in  the  amount  being  turned 
over  to  the  Town  as  well  as  strengthening  the 
Perpetual  Care  Fund.  A  major  project  of  the 
year  was  the  installation  of  3,853  ft.  of  bitumin- 
ous concrete  on  roadways  in  the  cemetery.  This 
is  part  of  a  two-year  rehabilitation  program 
which  should  be  completed  in  1966.  A  new  front- 
end  loader  with  a  backhoe  attachment  was  also 
acquired.  This  unit  has  aided  materially  in  devel- 
oping a  more  aggressive  cemetery  maintenance 
program.  A  restroom  facility  was  added  to  the 
cemetery  garage  and  both  the  interior  and  ex- 
terior of  the  building  were  painted. 

Plans  are  presently  being  made  for  continua- 
tion of  the  maintenance  program  and  will  include 
the  clearing  of  ground  in  newer  areas  of  the  ceme- 
tery property,  replacement  of  damaged  curbing, 
and  the  enrichment  of  soil  in  the  older  portions 
of  the  cemeterv.

North  Andover  and  Andover  approach  to 
reduction  of  pollution  in  the  Merrimack 
River.  Mr.  Richard  Young,  Executive 
Director,  of  the  Commission  attends  and 
participates  in  meetings  of  pollution 
abatement  representatives  of  the  four 
communities. 


During  calendar  year  1-965,  the  Building 
Committee  held  37  meetings  in  continuing  its 
drive  to  provide  new  secondary  school  facilities 
for  the  school  year  beginning  September  1967. 

No  meetings  were  held  during  most  of  Jan- 
uary/February while  the  architects  and  school 
department  personnel  developed  plans  for  the 
new  high  school,  The  original  set  of  plans  were 
not  accepted  by  the  State  Building  Assistance 
Commission  and  had  to  be  re-drawn.  In  March 
the  State  approved  preliminary  drawings  with 
final  approval  made  in  early  May. 

Site  development  was  of  prime  importance 
and  bids  were  received  and  awarded  to  Brox 
Brothers.  Work  was  completed  in  early  December, 
Mo-Del  Company  has  been  awarded  the  loaming 
and  seeding  contract.  The  site  work  has  been  in- 
spected and  approved  by  this  committee  and  final 
costs  show  a  savings  of  some  $60,000.00  from 
the  estimated  costs. 

Working  drawings  for  the  building  will  be 
put  out  for  bid  in  January  and  construction  of  the 
building  should  begin  in  March. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  single  decision 
involved  the  installation  of  electric  heating  rather 
than  oil,  to  be  accomplished  at  considerable  sav- 
ings and  convenience  to  the  Town  and  school  per- 
sonnel. We  believe  this  is  a  sound  decision  which 
will  be  borne  out  in  the  future. 

At  this  writing,  all  phases  of  the  project  are 
moving  along  smoothly  and  our  target  date  of 
September  1967  should  be  met.

The  present  Andover  member  of  the  CMVHPDC 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Commission  at- 
tended his  first  meeting  after  appointment  on 
September  23,  1965. 

The  major  efforts  of  the  Commission  for  the  final 
four  months  of  1965  were  devoted  to  the  follow- 
ing: 

A.  Further  implementation  of  the  Commis- 
sion's action  voted  in  April,  1964  to  pro- 
mote   a    combined    Lawrence,    Methuen, 


B.  Expansion  of  the  Commission  members' 
participation  in  regional  affairs  by  a  re- 
solution to  include  the  participation,  as 
well  as  that  of  Mr.  Young,  in  member 
town  and  city  meetings  involving  re- 
gional affairs. 

C.  Major  relignment  of  the  Commission's 
modus  operandi  in  the  direction  of  ex- 
pansion of  the  Commission  staff  to  include 
a  senior  planner  and  utilization  of  the 
Commission  staff  in  place  of  hired  plan- 
ning groups  as  much  as  possible. 

D.  A  change  of  emphasis  from  long  time 
studies  which  have  become  dated  before 
utilization  to  shorter  term  surveys  on : 

1.  Refuse  Study  -  includes  a  survey  on  how 
the  four  communities  dispose  of  refuse 
now,  costs  involved,  future  possible  sites 
and  possibilities  for  an  inter-community 
program. 

2.  Water  Supply  Study  -  provides  for  the 
use  of  an  outside  consultant  to  provide 
Commission  with  a  report  containing 
alternative  estimates  of  construction 
and  operating  costs  of  regional  and  local 
solutions  to  the  water  supply  problem. 

E.  Inclusion  of  other  pertinent  regional  study 
and  survey  subjects  such  as: 

Wet  Lands  and  Flood  Plains  Study  Indus- 
trial Development  Study  Parking  Studies. 

F.  Utilization  of  the  Commission  staff  to  pro- 
vide materials  for  educational  purposes 
and  to  provide  personnel  at  meetings  and 
conferences  at  which  the  prepared  ma- 
terials will  be  discussed. 

The  Commission  is  ready  to  extend  its  expanded 
capability  to  additional  four-member  community 
problems  as  they  may  arise  and  as  the  member 
communities  may,  individually  or  collectively,  re- 
quest the  Commission's  cooperation.

The  Andover  Veterans  Housing  Project  has 
been  occupied  since  October  1950;  the  Elderly 
Housing  Project  since  September  1959. 

Of  the  1,187  elderly  persons  living  in  the 
Town  of  Andover,  10%  are  in  need  of  housing 
aid.  Realizing  that  additional  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  is  needed,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Development, 
Division  of  Housing,  have  examined  two  sites, 
one  of  which  has  been  tentatively  approved  by 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Development, 
Division  of  Housing. 

One  new  member,  John  B.  White,  Jr.,  was 
elected  by  the  Townspeople  this  year  for  a  term 
of  five  years.  David  MacDonald,  Jr.  left  the  Au- 
thority after  serving  on  the  Board  for  five  years. 

Major   repairs   this   year,   at   the   Veterans 
Project,  included :  renewing  part  of  underground 
steam  return  pipe  $2,070.00;  other  heating  sys- 
tem repairs  $1,135.00. 
VETERANS  PROJECT 

Seven  new  tenants  moved  into  the  project 
and  one  tenant  moved  within  the  project  during 
the  year. 

Payment  to  the  Town  of  Andover  in  lieu  of 
taxes,  for  the  year  1965,  was  $1,876.00. 

The  Commonwealth  Contribution  for  the  fis- 
cal year  was  $8,650.00.  The  project  showed  a 
surplus,  for  the  fiscal  year,  of  $9,631.64. 

The  annual  income  limits  for  admittance  to 
the  project  are:  for  families  with  one  or  less 
minor  dependent,  $4,800;  two  minor  dependents, 


$5,000;  three  or  more  minor  dependents,  $5,200. 

Income  allowed  for  continued  occupancy :  for 
one  or  less  minor  dependent,  $5,500;  two  minor 
dependents,  $5,700 ;  three  or  more  minor  depend- 
ents, $5,900. 

Minimum  shelter  rent  for  two  and  three 
bedroom  apartments  is  $40.00  per  month;  $45.00 
per  month  for  four-bedroom  apartments. 

The  average  monthly  shelter  rent  is  $52.32. 
The  average  monthly  utility  cost  is  $18.68. 
ELDERLY  HOUSING  PROJECT 

Three  new  tenants  have  moved  into  the  pro- 
ject and  two  tenants  moved  within  the  project 
during  the  year. 

The  yearly  income  limits  for  admission  are: 
for  one  person,  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $2,500; 
two  persons,  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $3,000. 

It  cost  $34,266.05  to  operate  the  Elderly 
Housing  Project  for  the  year  1965.  Of  this 
amount,  $18,000.00  went  to  pay  the  Debt  Service, 
$7,422.38  for  utilities,  $3,123.00  was  accrued  for 
Reserves,  $727.99  for  Insurance  and  Pension 
Fund,  $4,992.68  for  wages,  supplies,  contractual 
services,  etc. 

The  average  monthly  shelter  rent  was  $37.20 
and  $13.18  was  charged  for  utilities. 

With  $11,125.00  State  Aid,  the  Project  show- 
ed a  surplus  of  $3,079.03. 

Balance  sheets,  reporting  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  Projects  200-1  (Veterans)  and  667-1 
(Elderly),  for  the  period  ending  December  31, 
1965,  are  attached.

aid  for  the  project;  and  that  the  Town  Manager  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  project.

VOTED  that  the  sum  of  $150,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  construction,  originally 
equipping  and  furnishing  of  a  police  station;  that  to  meet  this  appropriation,  the 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  issue 
$150,000.00  in  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  under  GL  c  44  as  amended;  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  or  other  appropriate  Town  officials  be  authorized  to  accept  and  con- 
tract for  Federal  aid  for  the  project;  and  that  the  Town  Manager  shall  have  all 
powers  necessary  to  carry  out  the  project.

Selectmen  to  acquire  all  necessary  land  and  easements  thereto  by  gift,  by  purchase 
or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain;  and  to  determine  whether  the  same  shall  be 
raised  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing  or  by  any  combination  of  the 
foregoing;  and  to  authorize  the  acceptance  of  Federal  or  State  aid  for  the  above ; or 
take  any  other  action.

with  plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office;  that  to  meet  this 
appropriation,  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  issue  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  in  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town 
under  GL  c44  as  amended;  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  other  appropriate  Town  offi- 
cials be  authorized  to  contract  for  and  accept  Federal  or  State  aid  for  the  project; 
that  the  Town  Manager  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  to  carry  out  the  project;  that 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  acquire  all  necessary  land 
and  easements  thereto  by  gift,  by  purchase  or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain.

To  the  Citizens  of  Andover: 

Deeds,  thoughts,  feelings  -  the  true  measures  of  a  Town's 
life,  no  less  than  that  of  a  man.   The  extent  to  which  they 
have  meaning  and  significance  in  the  life  of  the  Town  of 
Andover  is  a  personal  judgment.   It  is  a  judgment  of  all  of 
the  aspects  of  a  community's  life  -  social,  economic, 
cultural,  religious  and  political. 

In  dealing  with  a  segment  of  the  political  life  of  our  Town, 
the  1966  Annual  Town  Report  offers  to  each  citizen  the  tangi- 
ble means  by  which  criticisms  can  be  made  of  the  manner  in 
which  this  part  of  the  life  of  Andover  has  been  conducted. 
It  takes  on  added  significance  over  reports  of  previous  years 
for  several  reasons. 

It  is  being  made  available  directly  by  mail  to  the  taxpaying 
families  of  the  Town  of  Andover. 

It  is  considerably  shorter  in  terms  of  pages.   The  detailed 
minutes  of  the  several  Town  Meetings  are  not  included  in  the 
report.   A  synopsis  of  the  significant  actions  taken  at  the 
meetings  of  1966,  however,  is  included. 

It  is  a  pictorial  report  with  emphasis  placed  on  recording 
the  events  of  the  past  with  pictures  and  not  just  words. 

Despite  these  significant  differences,  there  is  no  way  that 
can  be  devised  to  make  you  read,  no  less  examine,  this  re- 
port.  It  is  a  legal  duty  of  your  town  officials  to  present 
it  to  you.   Implicit  in  this  requirement  is  the  responsibili- 
ty of  each  and  every  citizen  to  use  it  as  a  basis  for  judging 
the  effectiveness  of  town  government  in  the  past  year. 

Your  careful  consideration  of  this  report  is  invited  as  are 
your  comments  and  suggestions.   Without  your  participation 
in  the  conduct  of  the  governmental  affairs  of  the  Town  of 
Andover,  we  are,  in  fact,  compelled  to  measure  time  in  terms 
of  years,  of  breaths  and  of  figures  on  a  dial.

Town  Meeting 

The  Town  Meeting  is  the  legislative  and,  therefore,  the 
policy-making  body  for  the  Town  of  Andover.  Its  mem- 
bers consist  of  all  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Town.  It 
convenes  at  least  annually  in  March  to  elect  the  Town's 
municipal  officers  —  Moderator,  Selectmen,  School  Com- 
mittee members,  Greater  Lawrence  Regional  Vocational 
Technical  High  School  Committee  member,  elected  Trus- 
tees of  the  Puncliard  Free  School,  Andover  Housing  Au- 
thority, and  Trustees  of  the  Cornell  Fund,  as  their  terms 
expire.  An  extension  of  the  regular  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing or  an  "adjourned"  meeting  occurring  within  one  week 
of  election  adopts  the  annual  Midget,  makes  all  other  ap- 
propriations ond  enacts  by-laws.  It  convenes  in  special 
sessions  upon  call  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  consider 
and  to  act  upon  matters  which  require  immediate  atten- 
tion and  presumably  could  not  be  postponed  until  the 
regular  Town  Meeting. 

Andover's  legislative  body  convened  no  less 
than  four  times  during  1966 — one  regular  Town 
Meeting  in  March  and  three  special  Town  Meet- 
ings in  March,  October,  and  November.  A  grand 
total  of  approximately  9,000  voters  participated  in 
these  meeings  including  the  municipal  election 
in  March  at  which  some  5,742  votes  were  cast. 
The  annual  business  session  and  the  three  special 
meetings  attracted  some  2,600  voters,  or  an  aver- 
age of  approximately  650  per  meeting.  There  were 
in  1966  10,580  registered  voters  and,  therefore, 
Regular  Town  Meeting  members. 

The  March  meeting  approved  total  expendi- 
tures for  all  purposes  and  from  all  sources  taxa- 
tion, use  of  Reserve  Funds  and  borrowing — in 
the  amount  of  $6,631,519.88.  Of  this  amount 
$5,379,093.00  was  to  be  raised  by  taxation, 
$960,000.00  by  bonding,  and  the  balance  from 
available  funds.  In  considering  and  acting  upon 
the  65  articles  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  War- 
rant, some  significant  actions  were  taken  upon 
approval  of  the  current  year's  fiscal  program. 

In  order  to  continue  the  maintenance  of  a 
sound  tax  base  and  to  insure  that  each  property 
would  continue  to  carry  its  fair  share  of  the  tax 
burden,  Town  Meeting  approved  the  sum  of 
$40,000.00  for  a  property  value  equalization  pro- 
gram by  an  outside  consultant.  This  program  will 
be  completed  for  use  for  tax  purposes  in  1967. 

Approval  was  also  given  to  construction  of  a 
$500,000.00  fire  station  to  be  located  on  Stevens 
Street.  This  action  was  subsequently  rescind- 
ed at  the  October  Special  Town  Meeting  and  the 
location  changed  to  the  Tyer  Rubber  property  on 


[\ 


North  Main  Street.  This  latter  action,  which 
also  would  call  for  bonding,  was  ruled  to  be  de- 
fective by  bond  counsel.  Thus,  despite  two  appro- 
vals in  1966  for  the  construction  of  a  fire  station 
to  replace  the  present  antiquated  facility,  no  pro- 
gress can  be  reported  as  having  been  made.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  pre- 
sent this  matter  once  again  to  the  Town  Meeting 
in  1967. 

Favorable  action  was  also  taken  on  additional 
steps  to  provide  a  long-range  solution  to  the 
Town's  water  supply  problems.  The  sum  of 
$225,000.00  was  voted  for  the  development  of 
wells  if  subsurface  water  could  be  found  in  suf- 
ficient quantity  to  justify  the  program.  Despite 
extensive  surveys  to  locate  ground  water,  the 
well  authorization  was  not,  nor  will  it  be  used. 
The  well  tests  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  sum  of  $250,000.00  was  appropriated  for 
the  construction  of  a  water  loop  in  the  West  An- 
dover area.  The  primary  purpose  of  this  project 
would  be  to  provide  more  adequate  water  flow  to 
meet  fire  insurance  requirements,  primarily  for 
the  industrially  zoned  area  in  West  Andover.  This 
project  will  be  completed  in  1967  with  contracts 
to  be  awarded  in  February. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen two  significant  conservation  measures 
were  approved  by  the  voters.  The  sum  of  $15,000 
was  allocated  for  survey  work  to  determine  what 
could  be  done  to  improve  the  Pomps  Pong  swim- 
ming area  at  the  Andover  Recreation  Park.  A  con- 
servation fund  was  also  created  with  the  appro- 
priating of  $10,000.00  for  use  by  the  Conser- 
vation Commission  in  the  acquisition  of  land  for 
open  space  purposes. 

The  Town  Meeting  also  gave  approval  for 
amendments  to  the  Town  Building  Code  particu- 
larly as  they  related  to  fire  safety;  amended  the 
Zoning  Bylaw  to  strengthen  the  off-street  parking 
requirements  for  development  in  the  central  busi- 
ness district;  approved  higher  building  permit 
fees  so  as  to  permit  the  Building  Department  to 
function  on  a  self-sustaining  basis ;  registered  its 
approval  of  a  forty-unit  addition  to  the  Housing 
for  the  Elderly  Project. 

One  of  the  more  significant  matters  brought 
before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  the  revision 
of  the  Town  Bylaws.  This  represented  the  first 
comprehensive  revision  of  the  Town's  legal  rules 
and  regulations.  A  one-member  committee  in  the 
form  of  Robert  S.  Zollner,  Esq.,  functioned  over 


a  period  of  some  five  years  in  bringing  this  signi- 
ficant project  to  fruition.  The  Bylaw  revision  was 
approved  unanimously  by  the  Town  Meeting. 

Some  ten  days  after  the  regular  Town  Meet- 
ing a  special  session  convened  on  call  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  consider  the  appropriating  of  ad- 
ditional funds  for  the  construction  of  the  Senior 
High  School  project  approved  in  1964.  The 
$700,000.00  which  was  approved  resulted  in  a 
$4,610,000.00  project.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men was  also  authorized  to  acquire  land  in 
Southeast  Andover  and  in  West  Andover  presum- 
ably for  school  sites.  These  were  the  Taft  and 
Glowacki  properties  at  Gray  and  Tucker  Roads 
and  the  Stevens  and  Demers  properties  at  High 
Plain  Road  and  Cross  Street.  Approval  was  also 
given  for  the  filing  of  an  application  for  a  public 
works  planning  advance  with  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  the 
anticipated  addition  to  the  new  Senior  High 
School,  including  an  auditorium. 

The  October  3rd  Special  Meeting  considered 
and  rejected  the  acquisition  of  the  so-called  Lally 
property  in  Elm  Square  for  use  as  a  Town  Hall 
building  site.  A  similar  action  was  taken  on  th  e 
acquisition  of  a  school  site  for  Southeast  Andover 
.in  the  vicinity  of  the  Bancroft  Reservoir.  This 
latter  action  was  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
voters,  but  the  law  requires  a  two-thirds  majority. 
Some  fifteen  votes  were  lacking  to  meet  this  re- 
quirement. As  indicated  previously,  the  Town 
Meeting  did  approve  the  acquisiton  of  the  so-call- 
ed Tyer  Rubber  property  as  a  building  site  and 
presumably  as  a  fire  station  site.  The  Town  Meet- 
ing also  gave  approval  to  the  acquisition  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  of  the  Davideit  proper- 
ty off  High  Plain  Road  in  the  vicinity  of  Fish 
Brook.  This  action  is  of  particular  significance 
since  it  represents  the  first  acquisition  by  the 
Town  of  Andover  of  land  for  conservation  pur- 
poses. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  Finance  Committee  $6,500.00  was  voted 
for  engineering  work  and  property  appraisals  in 
order  to  prepare  plans  for   raising   the  level  of 

Haggetts  Pond. 

In  November  Town  Meeting  was  asked  once 
again  t©  approve  the  purchase  of  a  school  site  for 
Southeast  Andover  in  the  vicinity  of  Bancroft 
Reservoir.  This  time  it  was  approved. 

To  suggest  even  remotely  that  the  Town 
Meeting  had  a  busy  year  in  1966  would  win  an 
award  for  being  the  understatement  of  the  year.

Appointed  by  the  Moderator  for  three-year 
staggered  terms,  the  seven-member  FINCOM 
functions  as  the  "watch-dog"  agency  over  Toivn 
finances.  It  receives  and  makes  recommendations 
on  the  Annual  Budget  as  submitted  by  the  Town 
Manager.  It  also  considers  and  comments  on  all 
other  financial  matters  or  articles  which  comes 
before  the  Toivn  Meeting.  No  request  for  the 
appropriation  of  funds  may  be  considered  by  a 
special  Toivn  Meeting  without  first  having  been 
approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  The  FIN- 
COM also  controls  the  Reserve  Fund  established 
by  a  Town  Meeting  and  from  which  transfers 
may  be  made  to  meet  situations  unforeseen  at  the 
time  of  preparation  and  adoption  of  the  Annual 
Budget. 


The  Finance  Committee  met  periodically 
during  the  year  to  review  progress  of  the  Town 
administration  in  finance.  It  approved  the  trans- 
fer of  $24,780.46  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  var- 
ious Town  departments  to  meet  necessary  but  un- 
foreseen expenses.  These  emergency  situations  in- 
cluded salaries  for  retirement  administration  in- 
advertently omitted  from  the  1966  budget; 
$5,000.00  for  test  well  drilling  in  determining  the 
availability  of  ground  water ;  a  replacement  heat- 
ing system  for  the  Ballardvale  Community  Center 
costing  $2,500.00 ;  $2,000.00  for  snow  removal ;  and 
eleven  other  expense  requirements  as  detailed  in 
the  financial  section  of  this  Town  Report. 

The  Finance  Committee  Chairman  maintain- 
ed periodic  contact  with  and  was  consulted  by  the 
Town  Manager  on  financial  matters.  He  partici- 
pated in  the  favorable  sale  of  $5.5M  in  bonds 
in  March. 


Board  of  Selectmen 


Although  the  Finance  Committee's  batting  av- 
erage in  1966  was  slightly  lower  than  its  custom- 
ary 1,000,  townspeople  continued  to  show  their 
confidence  in  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
Committee  at  the  several  town  meetings  during 
the  year.  All  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Fin- 
Com  on  financial  matters  were  approved  by  the 
voters  at  the  regular  Town  Meeting  and  the  Spec- 
ial Meetings  of  March  22  and  November  21.  Only 
the  Committee's  favorable  recommendation  on  the 
use  of  the  Lally  property  as  a  Town  Hall  site  at 
the  October  3  Special  Town  Meeting  was  rejected. 

The  Committee's  authority  to  approve  money 
articles  at  special  town  meetings  in  accordance 
with  a  Town  By-Law  of  some  years'  standing  was 
challenged  in  a  court  action  brought  by  several 
taxpayers  in  November,  1966.  The  by-law  as  pre- 
viously approved  by  the  voters  provides  that  any 
article  calling  for  the  appropriation  of  funds  at  a 
special  town  meeting  may  be  considered  by  the 
meeting  only  if  it  receives  a  favorable  recommen- 
dation from  the  Finance  Committee.  It  was  enact- 
ed as  a  safeguard  against  the  "packing"  of  spe- 
cial meetings  in  favor  of  money  matters  for  the 
bene'fit  of  usually  small  but  organized  special  in- 
terest groups.  At  the  writing  of  this  report  no'  de- 
cision has  been  made  on  the  merits  of  the  case  by 
the  courts.  A  court  did,  however,  refuse  to  issue 
an  injunction  which  would  have  created  serious 
problems  at  the  November  21  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing.

The  five-member  Board  of  Selectmen  is  the 
Toivn' s  licensing  authority  and  a  supervising 
agency  in  terms  of  overseeing  the  implementa- 
tion of  policies  adopted  by  the  Toivn  Meeting.  It 
appoints  the  Town  Accountant,  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals,  Planning  Board  of-  Appeals,  officers  and 
registrars  of  voters  and  the  Town  Manager.  The 
Board  is  responsible  for  supervising  the  Town 
Manager  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties 
and  responsibilities.  All  appointments  by  the  Town 
Manager  are  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board. 
Its  most  significant  role  is  that  of  recommending 
policy  to  the  Town  Meeting,  especially  on  matters 
relating  to  community  development.  Selectmen,  are- 
elected  to  three-year  terms  of  office. 


A  detailed  accounting  of  the  activities  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  1966  would  reak  like  a 
diary  of  the  governmental  activity  of  all  of  the 
departments  of  the  Town  and  the  many  other  in- 
fluences on  the  Andover  community.  In  perhaps  no 
other  office  of  the  Town  of  Andover  is  as  much 
considered  and  acted  upon,  although  frequently 
critixisms  of  the  Board  are  too  often  made  in 
terms  of  the  few  things  not  done  rather  than  the 
more  numerous  accomplishments. 


Town  Hall 

One  of  the  more  perplexing  problems  faced 
by  the  Selectmen  in  the  past  year  was  that  relat- 
ing to  the  housing  of  the  Town  Offices,  Police  De- 
partment, and  Central  Fire  Station.  It  was  con- 
sidered frequently  in  the  twenty-five  (25)  regular 
and  nine  (9)  special  meetings  of  the  Board  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  Use  of  the  so-called  Lally  pro- 
perty in  Elm  Square  as  a  site  for  the  Town  Hall 
was  supported  by  the  Board  and  presented  to  the 
October  3  Special  Town  Meeting.  Townspeople 
disagreed  with  the  Board's  position  and  despite 
support  from  the  Planning  Board  and  Finance 
Committee  disapproved  the  appropriating  of 
funds  to  undertake  the  project.  In  spite  of  efforts 
by  the  Board  and  an  approval  by  the  same  meet- 
ing, the  Central  Fire  Station  is  delayed  until  an- 
other vote  and  approval  by  a  Town  Meeting  is  ob- 
tained because  of  imperfections  in  the  Town 
Meeting's  original  vote.  The  Police  Station  hinges 
on  the  decisions  made  on  locatiing  the  Town  Hall 
and  Fire  Station. 

The  most  unfortunate  fault  of  the  Board,  if 
indeed  it  can  be  so  described,  has  been  its  honest 
and  conscientious  desire  to  reflect  in  its  consider- 
ations not  only  the  most  economical  choice  of 
sites  but  a  location  acceptable  to  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  Townspeople.  The  Board  recognizes  that  it 
has  established  criteria  which  are  virtually  im- 
possible to  meet.  It  is  anticipated,  therefore,  that 
prior  to  the  1967  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Board 
will  have  made,  or  recommended,  the  decisions 
necessary  to  permit  these  inportant  projects  to  go 
forward  without  further  delays. 

In  terms  of  routine  business  the  Board  con- 
ducted ten  hearings  prior  to  the  granting  of 
gravel  permits  and  three  hearing  under  the  terms 
of  the  so-called  "Hatch  Act."  This  particular  act 
is  of  great  significance  to  Andover  since  for  the 
first  time  the  Town  has  been  granted  some  con- 
trol over  the  manner  in  which  the  wet  lands  in  the 
Town  may  be  used.  Subject  to  approval  by  the 
State  Department  of  Natural  Resources  the  Se- 
lectmen can  regulate  to  the  point  of  prohibiting 
the  disturbing  of  any  wet  land  particularly  as  it 
might  affect  the  Town's  water  supply.  The  Board 
did,  in  fact,  deny  two  petitions,  both  of  which 
would  have  had  a  detrimental  effect  on  Fish 
Brook. 
Support  Given 

Support  was  given  by  the  Board  to  several 
bills  being  considered  by  the  General  Court.  Re- 
cognizing the  need  for  increased  State  financial 
assistance  and  some  relief  to  the  overburdened 


property  taxpayer,  the  Board  unanimously  sup- 
ported the  enactment  of  the  Governor's  limited 
sales  tax.  Experience  in  1966  proved  beyond  ques- 
tion that  wothout  such  assistance  the  Town 
would  have  been  faced  with  a  higher  property 
tax.  The  Board  also  registered  its  favorable  sup- 
port of  legislation  which  would  have  permitted 
the  use  of  electronic  voting  machines  in  Town 
elections.  Unfortunately,  the  bill  died  in  the 
Senate.  It  is  to  be  presented  once  again  in  1967 
and  will  be  supported  as  strongly  as  possible  by 
the  Selectmen. 

The  Board  also  appeared  on  behalf  of  a  bill 
which  ultimately  passed  the  House  but  died  in  the 
Senate  which  would  have  extended  Route  125  in  a 
northerly  direction  to  intersect  with  Lowell 
Junction  Road.  This  significant  project  would 
have  opened  up  more  than  five  hundred  acres  of 
prime  industrial  land  in  the  Town  of  Andover  as 
well  as  a  similar  amount  in  Wilmington.  This  bill 
will  also  be  presented  once  again  in  1967. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  negotiating 
the  purchase  of  the  so  called  Tyer  Rubber  pro- 
perty, and  despite  an  agreed-upon  price,  the  Board 
could  not  consummate  the  sale  because  of  legal 
problems  surrounding  the  vote  of  the  Town  which 
authorized  the  purchase  as  well  as  some  matters 
relating  to  the  title  of  the  property. 

Several  meetings  were  held  during  the  course 
of  the  year  with  officials  of  the  City  of  Lawrence 
and  the  Towns  of  Methuen  and  North  Andover  on 
formation  of  a  regional  water  pollution  abatement 
district.  In  addition,  one  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Robert  A.  Watters,  along  with  the 
Town  Manager  represented  the  Town  as  members 
of  a  subcommittee  which  sought  an  answer  to  this 
critical  problem.  Despite  a  great  deal  of  time,  ef- 
fort, and  energy,  the  Regional  Pollution  Abate- 
ment District  has  been  placed  in  a  state  of  limbo. 
The  problem  remains  with  us,  and  the  Board 
will  be  required  to  devote  a  great  deal  more  time 
in  arriving  at  a  solution  which  will  be  recommend- 
ed to  the  Town. 

Of  perhaps  even  more  critical  importance 
during  the  past  year  was  the  continued  water 
shortage.  The  Board  recommended  and  the  Fin- 
ance Committee  made  a  transfer  of  $5,000.00  in 
order  to  undertake  an  extensive  test  well  drilling 
survey  to  determine  the  availability  of  suitable 
quantities  and  qualities  of  ground  water  to  sup- 
plement the  Town's  water  supply  system.  Con- 
sideration was  also  given  to  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  for  a  replacement  reservoir  for 
the  existing  Bancroft  Reservoir.  It  is  expected 


that  the  1967  Annual  Town  Meeting  will  be  re- 
quested to  consider  and  to  approve  this  project. 

Included  among  the  other  many  activities  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  past  year  was 
the  very  pleasant  opportunity  to  concur  with  the 
Memorial  Hall  Library  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Town  Manager  in  the  naming  of  the  reading  room 
of  the  library  addition  in  honor  of  Miss  Miriam 
Putnam.  The  Board  found  additional  pleasure  in 
creating  an  Employee's  Award  in  memory  of  Bill 
Rhoads,  the  spark  plug  of  the  1965  Founder's  Day. 
The  first  award  was  made  to  the  late  Jim  Chris- 
tie, Andover's  long-time  Tax  Collector.  Certifi- 
cates of  Service  were  also  given  for  the  first  time 
to  citizens  of  the  Town  who  had  completed  their 
service  as  members  of  the  several  Town  boards, 
committees,  or  commissions.  This  practice  will  be 
continued  and  represents  a  small  measure  of  the 
gratitude  of  the  Selectmen  on  behalf  of  the  Town 
for  the  dedicated  service  of  these  many  volunteers. 

The  Board  also  in  1966  approved  the  creation 
of  a  local  Community  Action  Council  as  well  as 
the  Town's  participation  as  members  of  the  Grea- 
ter Lawrence  Community  Action  Council.  Al- 
though the  Town  of  Andover  will  be  eligible  for 
only  modest  participation  in  the  federal  Poverty 
Program,  involvement  in  the  Greater  Lawrence 
program  assures  continuation  of  benefits  to  re- 
sidents of  the  Greater  Lawrence  area. 

Periodic  contacts  were  made  by  the  Board 
with  the  Town's  State  Representatives  and  par- 
ticularly with  Congressman  F.  Bradford  Morse. 
As  the  problems  of  the  Town  of  Andover  incra 


in  scope  and  complexity,  the  maintenance  of  close 
and  favorable  working  relationships  with  these 
Representatives  takes  on  ever-increasing  import- 
ance. This  is  particularly  true  of  relations  with 
the  Town's  Congressional  Representative. 

The  Selectmen  recognized  the  importance  of 
preserving  the  historical  character  of  the  Town 
in  the  appointing  of  the  Historic  District  Study 
Committee.  It  is  expected  that  this  committee  will 
submit  a  report  to  the  Selectmen  outlining  the 
need  for  and  steps  to  be  followed  in  development 
of  a  program  for  preserving  historic  buildings 
and  sites  in  the  Town. 

Along  with  all  of  the  above  and  many  other 
activities  of  the  Board,  the  Selectmen  continued 
to  function  as  a  licensing  board  in  supervising 
the  issuance  of  alcoholic  beverage  licenses. 

One  of  the  more  noteworthy  and  beneficial 
decisions  of  the  Board  was  that  of  authorizing  the 
removal  of  on-street  parking  meters  on  Main  St. 
This  was  conceived  as  an  experiment  to  determine 
the  extent  to  which  townspeople  could  discipline 
themselves  in  parking  their  vehicles  while  con- 
ducting their  business  in  downtown  Andover.  To 
date  this  experiment  has  been  a  great  success.  It

would  appear  that  action   will   be  taken  by  the 
Board  to  remove  all  on-street  parking  meters. 

As  authorized  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the  in- 
firmary property  on  Carmel  Road  was  sold  to  Ed- 
win F.  Bell  of  Methuen.  The  Board  also  appoint- 
ed Donald  Bassett  to  serve  as  Andover's  repre- 
sentative on  the  advisory  board  of  the  Ipswich 
River  Watershed  District. 

Of  all  the  duties  during  the  past  year,  none 
was  more  significant  than  that  of  the  calling  of 
three  Special  Town  Meetings  in  addition  to  the 
Annual  Meeting.  With  the  exception  of  the  Lally 
property  article  the  Board's  recommendations  as 
presented  to  the  Town  Meetings  were  adopted. 
In  recognition  of  the  ever-changing  character 
and  makeup  of  the  Town,  the  Board  supported  the 
creation  of  the  Local  Council  on  Aging.  Its  ap- 
pointment by  the  Town  Manager  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  represented  a  positive  step 
towards  the  development  of  plans  and  programs 
for  one  of  the  most  valuable  assets  of  the  Town 
of  Andover  -  its  older  citizens.  Several  significant 
planning  matters  also  required  the  Board's  time. 
Referred  to  the  Planning  Board  were  proposals 
to  develop  a  long  range  sanitary  sewer  improve- 
ment program   and   a   "capped"   sewer   require- 
ment in  the  Town's  subdivision  regulations.  The 
Selectmen  also  participated  in  the  development  of 
a  long  range  ten-point  program  for  the  continued 
development  and  improvement  of  the  downtown 
business  area.  This  will  serve  as  a  guide  to  the  pre- 
paration and  implementation  of  physical  plans  for 
this  vital  area  of  the  Andover  Community. 
Pollution  Legislation 

The  Board  registered  its  strong  support  and 
approval  of  State  legislation  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court  which  provides  for  substantial  State 
assistance  in  anti- (water)   pollution  projects. 

Land  acquisition  consumed  a  great  deal  of 
time  and  effort  of  the  Board  in  1966.  Approxi- 
mately eighty-two  (82)  acres  was  acquired  by 
eminent  domain  in  West  Andover  for  use  as  a 
school  site.  A  seven-acre  parcel  was  acquired  on 
Shawsheen  Road  adjoining  the  Senior  High 
School  site.  The  Board  also  acquired  the  so-called 
Shorten  property  on  Park  Street  which  gives  to 
the  Town  ownership  and  control  of  the  full  block 
between  Main  and  Bartlet  Streets. 

Although  requiring  two  attempts,  the  Board 
received  authorization  to  acquire  approximately 
twenty-five  (25)  acres  of  land  in  Southeast  An- 
dover for  an  elementary  school  site.  Work 
continues  in  seeking  negotiated  purchases  of  the 
parcels  of  land  involved.

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The  Toivn  Manager  is  the  chief  adminis- 
trative officer  of  the  Town  of  Andover.  His  pow- 
ers and  duties  are  spelled  out  in  detail  in  the 
Town  Charter  adopted  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  \ 
of  Andover  in  1957.  He  appoints  and  supervises 
all  town  employees,  boards  and  committees,  ex- 
cept those  officials  who  are  elected  or  appointed 
by  the  Finance  Committee,  Moderator,  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  School  Committee.  These  appoint- 
ments are  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  He  is  the  Purchasing  Agent  for  the 
Town.  He  is  also  the  Town's  chief  fiscal  officer 
which  position  includes  responsibilities  for  the 
preparation  of  the  Town's  Annual  Budget.  The 
Town  Manager  is  also  responsible  for  the  main- 
tenance and  repair  of  all  Town  property  except 
schools.  He  is  also  responsible  for  the  preparation 
of  plans  and  the  supervision  of  all  construction, 
reconstruction,  alterations  and  improvements  of 
all  public   buildings,  including  schools. 


Sewers,  Schools  and  Water  -  These  words 
more  than  any  others  would  describe  the  Town 
Manager's  major  areas  of  activity  during  the  past 
twelve  (12)  months.  As  a  representative  with  Se- 
lectman Watters  to  the  Greater  Lawrence  Water 
Pollution  Abatement  Committee,  a  great  deal  of 
time,  effort,  energy  and  some  imagination  were 
expended  in  order  to  devise  both  political  en- 
gineering plans  for  the  discontinuation  of  the 
dumping  of  sewage  into  the  Merrimack  River.  It 
appeared  at  one  time  during  the  year  that  accept- 
able plans  were  about  to  be  adopted  by  the  City 
of  Lawrence  and  the  Towns  of  Andover,  North 
Andover  and  Methuen  which  would  have  permit- 
ted the  development  of  a  specific  time  table  for  the 
undertaking  and  completing  of  regional  sewerage 
treatment  facilities.  Unfortunately,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  satisfy  the  City  of  Lawrence  and 
further  planning  was  discontinued  until  the  City 
could  make  up  its  mind.  There  appears  to  be  little 
question  that  a  regional  facility  is  feasible  both 
from  technical  and  financial  points  of  view.  Poli- 
tical questions  remain  to  be  solved  and  will  hinder 
further  planning  until  resolved  OR  the  several 
municipalities  are  ordered  by  the  State  and  Fed- 
eral governments  to  discontinue  the  time-honored 
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practice  of  polluting  the  Merrimack. 

The  Town  Manager  made  every  effort  to  keep 
himself  and  the  Town  informed  of  State  and 
Federal  legislation  relating  to  pollution  and  con- 
ferred frequently  with  the  office  of  Congressman 
Morse.  In  addition,  it  was  possible  for  the  Manager 
to  attend  Vice-President  Hubert  H.  Humphrey's 
conference  with  City  and  Town  Managers  on  July 
28  and  29  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  two-day 
meeting  afforded  municipal  administrators 
throughout  the  country  direct  contact  with 
high-ranking  Federal  officials  including  cab- 
inet officers  who  are  involved  in  programs 
sponsored  by  the  Federal  government  for  local 
government.  These  include  the  Poverty  Program 
(OEO  Director  Shriver),  Economic  Development 
(Commerce  Secreatary  Connor),  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (Secretary  Weaver)  as  well 
as  Vice-President  Humphrey  himself  who  has 
been  designated  by  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson 
to  work  closely  with  local  officials  in  solving  the 
many  and  complex  problems  of  urban  America. 
The  conference  was  found  to  be  most  worthwhile 
especially  in  terms  of  having  been  able  to  establish 
contacts. 

Although  the  drought  continued  into  1966, 
substantial  relief  was  found  with  the  completion 
of  the  Fish  Brook  project  during  the  Spring.  De- 
spite pressure,  water  use  restrictions  were  con- 
tinued in  force  by  the  Town  Manager  until  there 
were  reasonable  and  safe  assurances  that  the 
Town's  water  supply  had  been  replenished  suf- 
ficiently to  permit  their  modification.  This  was 
done  in  the  late  Spring  by  allowing  ulimited  use 
of  water  on  alternate  days  of  the  week  in  alter- 
nate areas  of  the  Town.  This  practice  proved  to 
be  successful  although  at  times  it  appeared  that 
more  stringent  restrictions  would  have  to  imposed 
as  a  consequence  of  problems  with  several  of  the 
Town's  wells.  It  appears  quite  likely  that  restric- 
tions will  not  be  required  in  1967  since  Fish  Brook 
promises  more  than  enough  water  to  fill  Haggett's 
Pond  to  overflowing.  Few  major  projects  have 
brought  more  satisfaction  to  the  Town  Manager 
and  Water  Superintendent  especially  since  its  un- 
dertaking had  been  recommended  many,  many 
years  before  the  drought. 

School  construction,  planning  and  site  acqui- 
sition required  much  of  the  Town  Manager  in 
1966.  After  acquiring  $700,000.00  in  additional 
funds,  contracts  were  let  and  construction  started 
on  the  new  Senior  High  School.  It  is  anticipated 
that  it  will  be  completed  on  schedule  and  in  time 
for  use  in  September  1967.  The  project  has  not

been  without  its  difficulties  and  but  for  the  de- 
dicated work  of  the  Building  Committee,  the 
Townspeople  and  the  Almighty  the  project  would 
not  be  at  its  present  point  of  construction.  De- 
velopment of  school  site  selection  criteria  was  a 
significant  project  completed  by  the  Manager  in 
1966.  It  was  found  that  the  Town  did  not  have 
nor  had  it  ever  used  any  objective  and  selective 
approach  in  the  acquisition  of  land  for  school  pur- 
poses other  than  the  site  being  located  in  the 
general  area  required  by  the  School  Committee. 
The  new  criteria  include  site  characteristics  (i.e. 
-  soil  quality,  load  bearing  capacity,  drainage), 
acquisition  versus  development  costs  and  location 
in  terms  of  proximity  and  convenience  of  the 
school  population  to  be  served.  Having  been  est- 
ablished in  choosing  the  Southeast  Andover  Ele- 
mentary School  site  they  will  be  used  in  evaluat- 
ing future  additional  sites. 

Appropriation  accounting  and  payroll  conver- 
sions were  accomplished  without  major  difficul- 
ties. Preparation  of  year-end  W2  forms  will  be 
possible.  Water  billing  and  accounting  represented 
problems  which  will  be  solved  in  1967.  Revenue 
accounting  will  also  be  effected  in  the  year  ahead. 
Tax  billing  and  accounting  will  be  delayed  until 
1968. 

Office  space  limitations  continued  to  be  dif- 
ficult during  the  year  and  of  necessity  had  an  ef- 
fect on  departmental  operations.

The  Town  Accountant  is  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  He  is  a  fulltime  Town  em- 
ployee and  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of 
all  accounting  records  related  to  receiving  and 
disbursing  of  Town  funds.  He  conducts  pre  and 
post-audits  of  all  Town  expenditures.  His  cert- 
ification as  to  the  availability  of  funds  is  required 
on  all  contracts  including  purchase  orders  made 
by  the  Town.  His  accounts  are  audited  annually 
by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  State  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation. 


To  suggest  that  the  Town  Accountant  had  a 
busy  and  eventful  year  would  be  the  flimsiest  of 
understatements.  With  the  installation  of  a 
NCR  Series  500  computer  in  November  of  1965, 
the  Town  Accountant  began  the  1966  year  with 
one  of  the  most  modern  accounting  installations 
available.  It  was  with  great  expectations  that 
work  began  in  the  past  year  in  making  the  neces- 
sary changes  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  equip- 
ment. Despite  extensive  preparations  prior  to  the 
arrival  of  the  computer  and  almost  unconscious- 
able  amounts  of  time  spent  by  the  Town  Ac- 
countant and  his  assistant  Mrs.  Barbara  Botsch 
during  the  course  of  the  year  to  maximize  its  use, 
the  end  of  the  year  came  without  previously  est- 
ablished goals  having  been  met.  The  Department 
would  be  less  than  candid  were  it  not  to  make 
this  admission.  It  does  not  represent  a  failure  but 
merely  a  delay.  The  contempleted  system  is  what 
the  Town  needs,  and,  subject  solely  to  the  limita- 
tions of  staff,  will  meet  the  Town's  ever-increas- 
ing financial  accounting  requirements.

In  actuality,  the.  so-called.  "Tax"  Collector  is 
the  Town  Collector  and  has  the  legal  authority  to 
receive  all  town  monies  including  taxes,  depart- 
mental service  charges,  water  bills,  and  other 
similar  town  receipts.  He  is  appointed  by  the 
Town  Manager  for  an  indefinite  term  of  office. 
The  Collector  prepares  certificates  of  municipal 
liens  and  betterment  discharges. 

The  late  James  P.  Christie,  Tax  Collector  of 
some  twenty-eight  years'  standing,  retired  on 
November  1,  1966.  During  his  last  month  of  ser- 
vice the  present  Tax  Collector  understudied  him. 
In  many  respects  the  collector's  office  func- 
tioned little  differently  in  1966  over  previous 
years.  It  appears  that  many  taxpayers  labor  under 
a  misconception  as  to  the  use  which  Motor  Vehicle 
Excise  Tax  monies  are  put.  Although  the  rate  is 
established  by  the  State,  the  funds  are  collected 
and  retained  by  the  Town  for  use  in  the  support 
of  Town  services.

The  Toit'ti  Treasurer  is  the  custodian  of  all 
Town  funds.  The  position  is  charged  with  receiv- 
ing for  custodial  purposes  all  of  the  monies  due,  the 
Town  and  disburses  them  in  accordance  with 
warrants  signed  by  the  Town  Accountant  and 
Town  Manager.  Bid  deposits  and  Performance 
Bonds  on  Town  contracts  are  held  by  the  Trea- 
surer. The  Treasurer  is  also  required,  to  execute 
notes  and  bonds  for  borrowed  money  and  to  re- 
ceive and  disburse  trust  funds  in  accordance  with 
poivers  granted  to  said  Treasurer.  The  office  is 
also  responsible  for  the  disbursement  of  Retire- 
ment funds,  the  maintenance  of  Tax  Title  Ac- 
counts and  the  processing  of  their  redemption  or 
their  foreclosure.  Tax  Title  sales  also  fall  within 
the  purview  of  the  Treasurer.  The,  investment  of 
all  revenue  and  non-revenue,  surplus  or  idle. 
funds,  is  one  of  the  more  important  and  lesser 
known  duties  of  the  Treasurer. 


Computer,  Tax  Title  Programs  Initiated 

Beginning  in  January,  payroll  and  salary 
warrants  were  processed  on  the  computer.  Later, 
accounts  payable  warrants  were  added.  The 
change  in  programming  was  accomplished 
through  the  joint  efforts  of  the  Treasurer's  office 
and  that  of  the  Town  Accountant.

A  program  of  professional  title  examinations 
was  started  in  1966,  which  will  be  continued  in 
1967,  to  establish  the  validity  of  the  tax  titles, 
thus  avoiding  unnecessary  delays  in  foreclosure 
proceedings  due  to  invalid  takings.  A  similar  pro- 
cedure is  being  followed  in  the  office  of  the 
Tax  Collector  in  order  that  by  1968  all  tax 
takings  submitted  to  the  Treasurer  for  collection 
should  not  require  extensive  title  examinations. 
This  procedure  is  of  value  not  only  to  the  office 
of  the  Treasurer  but  to  the  offices  of  the  Tax  Col- 
lector and  Assessor  as  well.

As  required  by  law,  the  Town's  assessment 
program  for  property  tax  purposes  is  adminis- 
tered by  a  three-man  Board  of  Assessors  appoint- 
ed by  the  Toivn  Manager.  One  of  the  Assessors 
works  on  a  full-time  basis  and  is  a  trained  pro- 
fessional. The  other  members  of  the  Board  are 
consulted  in  the  establishment  of  all  values  but 
more  particularly  on  specialized  problems.  Per- 
haps the  most  important  function  of  the  Board 
is  to  hear  appeals  to  property  assessments.  Only 
the  Board  of  Assessors  may  grant  abatements  for 
any  and  all  taxes  or  betterment  assessments  in- 
cluding property,  real  and  personal,  motor  ve- 
hicle excise,  and  water  and  server  betterments. 


The  Town's  assessed  valuation  increased  in 
1966  by  $6,878,300.00,  the  largest  dollar  increase 
in  the  history  of  the  Town.  In  terms  of  tax  dollars 
based  upon  the  tax  rate  in  1966,  this  meant  addi-

tional  tax  revenue  of  approximately  $200,000.00. 
The  increase  is  attributable  primarily  to  the  ad- 
dition of  the  Allied  Chemical  property,  Washing- 
ton Park  Apartments,  and  Valle's  Steak  House  to 
the  tax  rolls. 

As  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Article  9  of  the 
1966  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a  town-wide  equaliz- 
ation program  was  undertaken  and  will  be  comp- 
leted in  time  for  using  new  values  for  estimating 
the  1967  tax  rate.  The  firm  of  Whipple-Magane- 
Darcy  Inc.,  of  Andover,  is  conducting  the  pro- 
gram. Regardless  of  the  ratio  of  assessment  to 
fair  market  value,  the  program  will  equalize  val- 
ues in  order  that  the  tax  burden  will  be  shared 
equitably.  It  might  be  said  that  it  matters  little 
what  the  assessment  ratio  is  so  long  as  all  pro- 
perties are  assessed  at  the  same  ratio.  It  is  rec- 
ognized, however,  by  most  authorities  in  the  field 
of  municipal  finance  that  the  higher  the  ratio  is 
to  fair  market  value,  the  less  susceptible  is  the 
assessment  program  to  fluctuations  or  manipula- 
tion. 

It  is  quite  evident  on  the  strength  of  recent 
Town  projects  as  well  as  analyses  of  prior  sales 
that  many  segments  of  the  Town's  property  tax 
base  are  undervalued  and  susceptible  to  extensive 
adjustment.

Town  Counsel  is  appointed  annually  by  the 
Town  Manager  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Town  Counsel  must  ad- 
vise every  Board  in  Town  and  every  official  of 
the  Town.  In  the  course  of  the  past  year,  every 
Town  Board  has  called  upon  Town  Counsel  for 
advice.  The  most  frequent  requests  come  from  the 
School  Department,  the  Building  Inspector,  the 
Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and 
the  Toivn  Manager.  In  some  of  the  cases,  the  re- 
quests for  advice  can  be  answered  orally.  In  most 
cases,  the  answer  must  be  in  written  form. 

The  opinions  cover  all  aspects  of  municipal 
law,  and  range  in  complexity  from  opinions  re- 
quiring a  few  minutes  of  study,  to  opinions  re- 
quiring several  days  of  study. 

Town  Counsel  is  involved  in  litigation  on 
behalf  of  the  Town.  The  types  of  litigation  are 
land  damage,  zoning  violations,  zoning  appeals, 
and  occasionally,  but  rarely,  probate  matters. 
The  litigation  is  occasioned  by  activities  of  the 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of 
Appeals,  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire  De- 
partment, the  Building  Inspector,  the  Selectmen, 
and  the  Town  Meetings. 

As  part  of  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  em- 
inent domain,  titles  must  be  searched.  Title  search- 
es are  sometimes  involved  in  betterment  assess- 
ments and  tax  foreclosures. 

Opinions  are  required  on  contracts  for  all 
construction,  and  are  frequently  required  on 
School  Department  contracts. 

Opinions  and  advice  are  requested  with  in- 
creasing frequency  on  matters  relating  to  col- 
lective bargaining,  and  the  contracts  resulting 
from  that  activity. 

Town  Counsel  is  paid  an  annual  salary.  In 
addition,  he  is  paid  for  special  services,  partic- 
ularly court  appearances  on  behalf  of  the  Town.

The  Town  Clerk  is  the  custodian  of  all  of- 
ficial Town  records.  He  keeps  the  minutes  of  the 
several  Town  Meetings.  He  maintains  all  vital 
statistics  records.  He  functions  as  clerk  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  especially  in  its  role  as  the 
Town  Licensing  Authority.  He  is  also  the  super- 
visor of  all  elections.  He  registers  voters  and 
maintains  the  voting  lists.  He  issues  marrigage, 
hunting  and  fishing,  and  dog  licenses. 


Elections  and  Registrations 

Thirty  (30)  additional  voters  were  added  to 
the  rolls  in  1966  over  1965  as  of  October  of  the 
pespective  years.  The  total  number  of  registered 
voters  as  of  October  1966  was  10,580  as  compared 
with  10,050  in  1965.

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Elections  and  Registration 


The  Town  Clerk  continued  to  support  the  re- 
quired State  legislation  to  allow  the  use  of  voting 
machines,  particularly  electronic  devices,  in  elec- 
tions. Unless  machines  are  used  and  preferably 
the  less  expensive  electronic  machines,  the  voting- 
process  will  require  additional  expense  with  more 
and  higher  paid  election  workers.  It  will  continue 
to  be  cumbersome,  tedious,  time-consuming  and 
subject  to  challenges.  A  demonstration  of  such 
equipment  was  authorized  by  the  General  Court 
in  the  November  election  in  the  Town  of  Brain- 
tree.  Although  reactions  have  been  mixed  as  to  the 
success  of  this  limited  experiment,  it  is  the  con- 
sidered and  careful  judgment  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Manager  that  An- 
dover  should  press  for  their  use.  Current  estimates 
indicate  that  legislation  either  permitting  or  re- 
quiring the  use  of  voting  machines  will  be  enacted 
in  the  foreseeable  future  and  probably  in  1967. 
The  typical  or  standard  mechanical  voting  ma- 
chine would  cost  the  Town  approximately  $2,000.- 
00  plus  annual  storage  and  hauling  fees.  Thirty- 
five  machines  would  be  required.  The  electronic 
system  would  cost  $185.00  for  each  of  sixty  (60) 
units,  with  storage  or  transportation  presenting 
no  serious  problem  or  additional  expense.  They 
would  mean  a  saving  of  approximately  $58,000 
in  initial  purchase  costs. 
Vital  Statistics 

Twenty-seven  (27)  more  births,  were  record- 
ed in  1966  over  1965,  seventeen  (17)  fewer 
deaths  and  the  same  number  of  marriages.  The 
increase  in  births  is  a  positive  indication  of  in- 
ternal Town  growth  and  provides  strong  evidence 
of  a  continuing  school  problem.

The  Clerk's  office  was  able  to  continue  main- 
tenance of  voter  registration  and  vital  statistic  in- 
formation on  punched  cards.  Aside  from  some 
savings  which  are  being  realized,  this  technique 
permitted  the  preparation  of  planning  data  for 
the  Town  Manager's  office  as  well'  as  the  Local 
Council  on  Aging. 

Fees  totaling  $14,098.55  were  collected  by 
the  Town  Clerk  and  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  $7,498.50  in  hunting  and  fishing 
and  dog  licenses  was  collected  and  transmitted  to 
the  State  and  County.

The  Planning  Board,  consisting  of  five  un- 
paid members,  appointed  for  five-year  terms, 
was  established  under  the  General  Laws,  Chapter 
4-1,  Section  81 A  to  81J,  which  outlines  its  auth- 
ority and  duties,  by  requiring  that  the  Board  (1) 
make  studies  and  plans  and  submit  them  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  (2)  make  an  annual  report, 
(3)  make  a  master  plan  and,  (U)  pass  on  sub- 
division plans. 

The  preparation  of  a  master  plan  or  study 
plan  is  a  primary  function  which  includes  studies 
of  population,  circulation,  land  use,  community 
facilities,  open  space,  recreational,  highways  and 
streets,  school  land,  residential,  commercial  and 
industrial  development  and  inventory  of  existing 
municipal  facilities.  Using  the  Master  Plan  as 
a  guide,  subsequent  actions  of  the  Board  in  re- 
lation to  subdivision,  street  layout,  or  any  other 
type  development  are  judged  and  compared  ac- 
cording  to  its  recommendations. 

The  Board  is  required  to  consider  and  advise 
on  municipal  improvements,  and  report  two  weeks 
prior  to  Selectmen's  action  on  plans  for  laying 
out,  extending,  discontinuing  or  changing  the 
limits  of  any  way,  street,  public  park  or  square, 
any  purchase  of  land  for  the  site  of  public  build- 
ing, plans  for  the  location,  erection  or  alteration 
of  public  buildings.  The  Board  projects  land  use 
changes,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  U0A, 
Section  6.  It  shall  report  fully  to  the  annual  town 
meeting,  giving  information  regarding  the  con- 
dition of  the  town  and  any  plans  or  proposals  for 
its  development  and  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof, 
and  shall  at  the  same  time  furnish  a  copy  of  its 
report  to  the  division  of  planning  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.  The  Board  shall  elect  annually 
a  chairman  and  clerk  from  among  its  own  number, 
and  may  employ  experts  and  clerical  and  other 
assistants. 
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It  is  probable  that  nowhere  is  the  problem  of 
meeting  the  challenge  of  change  more  evident  or 
more  pressing  than  in  the  area  of  planning.  With 
the  growth  of  the  Town  the  problems  faced  by 
the  planner  increase  not  only  in  their  numbers 
but  in  magnitude,  and  they  increase  at  an  acceler- 
ating rate. 

The  planner  must  try  to  project  for  the  or- 
derly development  of  the  Town.  His  activities 
touch  on  every  individual  and  group  in  the  Town : 
the  householder,  the  businessman,  the  developer, 
the  conservationist,  the  professional  man,  the 
School  Board  member,  the  Town  administration. 
Ten  Subdivisions  OK'd 

The  Planning  Board  in  1966  in  its  more 
routine  activities  held  hearings  on  thirteen  sub- 
division plans  involving  a  total  of  314  house  lots. 
Ten  plans,  covering  191  of  these  lots  were  even- 
tually approved,  and  three  plans  with  a  total  of 
123  lots  were  still  under  discussion  at  year-end. 
In  addition,  sixty-two  plans,  not  involving  sub- 
division control,  were  considered.  These  plans  in- 
volved 117  lots.  Of  the  thirteen  subdivision  plans 
submitted,  it  should  be  noted  that  ten  of  them 
were  presented  under  the  Special  Development 
Bylaw  which,  by  the  density  zoning  principle,  al- 
lows the  setting  aside  of  green  areas.  These  green 
areas  may  be  reserved  in  different  ways,  but  in 
all  cases  they  mean  the  preservation  for  the  Town 
of  segments  of  Nature's  "air  conditioning."  An- 
dover  has  pioneered  in  this  special  development 
"cluster"  zoning,  and  the  Town's  bylaw  has  served 
as  a  model  for  other  communities  seeking  to  ob- 
tain the  benefits  of  cluster  development. 

In  1966  the  Planning  Board  went  before  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  with  a  number  of  correc- 
tive amendments  to  the  Town  Zoning  Bylaws 
which  had  been  extensively  reworded  and  revised 
the  previous  year.  Also  proposed  was  the  addition 
of  several  areas  to  the  Central  Business  District, 
of  which  some  were  accepted  by  the  Town  Meet- 
ing and  others  were  rejected. 

In  the  course  of  consideration  of  new  develop- 
ments, the  Planning  Board  has  been  watchful  for 
possible  violations  of  the  Wetlands  (Hatch)  Act 
and  has  played  its  role  in  helping  to  prevent  en- 
croachments upon  the  Fish  Brook  flood  plain. 

The  Planning  Board  continued  to  use  the  ser- 
vices of  Adams,  Howard,  and  Oppermann,  of 
Cambridge,  as  its  planning  consultants.  In  addi- 
tion, use  was  made  of  the  landscape  architectural 
firm  of  Olmsted  Associates,  of  Brookline.  The  ma- 
jor project  undertaken  by  the  Board  with  these 
consultants  was  the  Town  Hall  site  study.  The  re- 
sult of  this  study  was  the  recommendation  and 
the  preparation  of  site  utilization  sketches  for  the 
Lally  property  in  Elm  Square  as  the  preferred 
Town  Hall  site.  As  indicated  in  previous  reports, 


the  Town  Meeting  rejected  this  proposal. 

The  Board  also  received  referrals  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  certain  capital  projects, 
including  the  Southeast  Andover  Elementary 
School  site.  The  Board  concurred  in  the  Select- 
men's selection  of  the  so-called  Bancroft  Road 
site.  Work  is  continuing  on  a  capped  sewer  pro- 
posal and  a  sanitary  sewer  improvement  pro- 
gram sent  to  the  Board  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Reports  will  be  made  on  these  matters 
sometime  in  1967. 

Attention  was  also  given  by  the  Panning 
Board  to  revisions  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  particu- 
larly with  regard  to  clarifying  certain  portions 
and  the  imposition  of  penalties  for  bylaw  viola- 
tions. These  recommendations  will  be  presented 
to  the  1967  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

In  looking  to  the  future,  the  Planning  Board 
feels  that  1967  should  see  a  reconsideration  and 
reworking  of  the  Town's  Capital  Improvement 
Program.  In  order  to  advise  the  newly  organized 
SPACE  Committee  on  an  orderly  program  for 
school  construction,  the  Board  must  review  the 
Town's  needs  and  formulate  its  answer  from  con- 
sideration of  the  whole  picture. 
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The  Central  Merrimack  Valley  Regional 
Planning  District  is  a  voluntary  association  of 
cities  and  towns  formed  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  UOB  of  the  General  Statutes.  The  Dis- 
trict is  directed  by  the  law  to  make  careful  stu- 
dies of  the  resources,  possibilities  and  needs  of  the

area,  and  based  on  these  studies,  to  prepare  a 
comprehensive  plan  of  the  District  and  make 
recommendations  for  the  physical,  social  and  eco- 
nomic improvement  of  the  District.  Included  with- 
in the  scope  of  these  plans  and  recommendations 
should  be  such  things  as  highivays,  bridges,  parks, 
recreation  areas,  public  places,  sites  or  public 
buildings,  land  use  areas,  zoning  districts,  water- 
tvays,  rail  and  bus  routes,  water  and  sewer  facili- 
ties and  other  public  utilities. 

The  District  is  also  directed  to  assist  the 
local  planning  boards  in  the  application  of  Dis- 
trict plans  and,  recommendations  to  their  com- 
munities. 

In  furthering  these  purposes,  the  District 
maintains  an  office  and  staff  at  4-77  Essex  Street, 
Laiurence,  Massachusetts  (telephone:  686-0361). 

Comprehensive  studies  have  been  made  of  the 
Lawrence  sub-region  and  a  comprehensive  plan 
and  program  recommended  for  that  area.  The 
District  is  currently  embarked  on  studies  of  the 
Haverhill  sub-region  for  the  purpose  of  preparing 
a  comprehensive  plan  for  that  area.  When  com- 
pleted, the  Haverhill  sub-region  proposals  will  be 
combined  with  a  revision  of  the  Lawrence  sub- 
region  proposals  so  as  to  provide  a  unified  com- 
prehensive plan  for  the  District. 

Andover  is  represented  on  the  District  Com- 
mission by  a  member  of  the  Town  Planning 
Board. 


Commission   Membership   Expanded 

The  highlight  of  1966  was  the  welcoming  of 
the  City  of  Haverhill  and  the  Town  of  Merrimac 
into  membership  on  the  Central  Merrimack  Valley 
Regional  Palnning  District  Commission  in  the 
fall.  At  the  same  time  the  area  of  jurisdiction  of 
the  District  was  expanded  to  include  the  Towns 
of  Boxford,  Georgetown,  Groveland  and  West 
Newbury  as  well  as  the  new  member  communi- 
ties. The  District  is  now  responsible  for  an  area 
covering  196.66  square  miles  and  including 
196,060  people,  of  which  69  per  cent  of  the  area 
and  93  per  cent  of  the  population  are  represented 
on  the  Commission. 

The  major  staff  activity  of  the  District  dur- 
ing the  year  was  directed  toward  assisting  the 
City  of  Lawrence  and  the  Towns  of  Andover, 
Methuen  and  North  Andover  in  an  attempt  to 
move  ahead  the  creation  of  a  Greater  Lawrence 
Sanitary  District.  The  staff  worked  closely  with 
the  Merrimack  River  Pollution  Abatement  Study 
Committee  in  the  preparation  of  suggested  legis- 
lation to  authorize  such  a  District.  By  year's  end, 
tentative    agreement    between    the    communities 


had  been  reached  on  all  matters  except  represen- 
tation on  the  governing  board.  Efforts  to  resolve 
this  stumbling  block  were  suspended  until  clari- 
fication of  the  Massachusetts  Clean  Waters  Act 
of  1966  could  be  obtained. 

District  Office  Moved 

In  organizational  matters,  the  District  Office 
was  moved  to  Room  415  of  the  Blakeley  Building, 
477  Essex  Street,  Lawrence,  Mass.  although  the 
telephone  number  remains  686-0361.  The  appoint- 
ment of  alternate  members  by  the  Cities  of  Law- 
rence and  Haverhill  and  the  Towns  of  Andover 
and  Merrimac  provided  the  personnel  to  establish 
a  sub-committee  structure  within  the  Commis- 
sion. 

The  officers  of  the  District  elected  in  April 
were:  Chairman,  Arthur  Neumark,  Andover; 
Vice-Chairman,  John  R.  Leone,  Methuen;  Trea- 
surer, Jean  B.  Ippolito,  Lawrence;  Secretary, 
James  M.  Bannan,  North  Andover. 

In  technical  matters,  the  District  assisted  in 
the  negotiations  which  led  to  the  preparation  of 
a  Preliminary  Overall  Economic  Development 
Program  for  the  Lawrence-Haverhill  Labor  Area 
by  the  Lowell  Technological  Institute  Research 
Foundation.  This  report  was  needed  to  make  the 
Cities  of  Lawrence  and  Haverhill  and  the  Towns 
of  Andover,  Georgetown,  Groveland,  Merrimac, 
Methuen,  North  Andover,  West  Newbury,  Newton, 
N.H.,  Plaistow,  N.H.  and  Salem,  N.H.  eligible  to 
receive  federal  aid  under  the  Public  Works  and 
Economic  Development  Act  of  1965. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  District  complet- 
ed its  activities  under  the  federally  aided  Urban 
Planning  Assistance  Program  P-43  with  the  sub- 
mission of  documents  summarizing  activities  and 
studies  concerning  Land  Use,  Administrative  Or- 
ganization and  Assistance  to  Local  Groups. 
Route  495  and  28  Report  Prepared 

A  special  report  on  potential  development 
problems  near  the  intersection  of  Routes  495  and 
28  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Andover 
and  Lawrence  Planning  Boards  for  their  consid- 
eration. An  effort  to  bring  interested  groups  in 
Lawrence  and  Andover  together  to  discuss  a  much 
needed  access  road  from  Route  93  to  the  center  of 
Lawrence  proved  only  partially  successful. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  District  review- 
ed and  commented  on  the  application  of  the  Town 
of  North  Andover  for  a  federal  water  facility 
grant,  finding  it  in  conformance  with  the  Re- 
gional Plan.  Additional  activities  were  underway 
at  years  end  to  improve  the  status  of  all  the  com- 
munities in  the  District  with  respect  to  their  el- 
igibility to  receive  water  and  sewer  grants  un- 
der the  federal  programs  by  bringing  up-to-date 
the  Region's  comprehensive  plan. 

The  year  also  saw  the  first  State  Audit  of 
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the  Commission  in  its  six  years  of  existence.  All 
funds  were  properly  accounted  for  and  recom- 
mendations were  received  to  improve  the  District's 
records  and  budgetary  practices.  Of  major  inter- 
est was  the  identification  of  an  accumulation  of 
$4,077  in  overpayments  made  by  the  members  in 
prior  years  which  the  Commission  voted  to  refund 
as  a  credit  on  1967  assessments. 

The  District  opened  the  year  with  a  surplus 
of  $12,344.19  and  received  $11,505.45  during  the 
year.  Expenditures  for  the  year  are  estimated  at 
$17,953.29  leaving  an  estimated  surplus  of 
$5,896.35  of  which  $4,077  represents  the  refund 
for  overpayment  in  prior  years.

Maintenance  of  the  Town  Hall  continued  in 
1966  to  present  problems.  The  limitations  of  space 
for  general  Town  governmental  operations  in  ad- 
dition to  the  intensive  use  by  the  general  public 
made  even  routine  maintenance  difficult.  Plans 
were  developed  by  the  Town  Manager  for  the  re- 
arranging of  Town  offices  to  permit  more  effi- 
cient use  of  existing  space  as  well  as  to  make  cer- 


tain offices,  particularly  the  Town  Collector  and 
Assessor,  more  accessible  and  convenient  to  the 
public.  These  moves  are  conditioned  on  the  avail- 
ability of  funds.  Investigation  was  made  of  the 
feasibility  and  economics  of  moving  the  Welfare 
Department  out  of  the  Town  Hall  to  rented  space 
in  the  downtown  business  area.  This  would  mean 
more  and  more  comfortable  facilities  adequate  for 
this  seriously  cramped  operation.  The  present  of- 
fices would  become  avialable  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. These  plans  are  also  contingent  upon  the 
allocation  of  funds  in  1967. 

Emergency  replacement  of  the  heating  sys- 
tem in  the  Ballardvale  Community  Center  requir- 
ed a  transfer  of  $2,500.00  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee from  the  Reserve  Fund.  Steps  were  taken 
to  relieve  a  chronic  stoppage  in  the  building's 
sink  drains.  Further  repairs  to  the  building  will 
be  required  including  replacement  of  a  fire  escape 
door  on  the  second  floor,  repairs  to  the  fire  escape, 
rennovation  of  kitchen  facilities  and  replacement 
of  inadequate  wiring  and  electrical  services.  The 
building  was  used  extensively  during  the  year  by 
community  organizations.  The  Ballardvale  Com- 
munity Association  undertook  extensive  main- 
tenance of  the  meeting  hall.  The  facilities  of  the 
building  represent  a  most  suitable  and  usable 
Town  assset.  The  Ballardvale  Branch  of  the  Me- 
morial Hall  Library  continued  to  function  in  the 
building  during  the  year. 

Excellant  maintenance  of  the  building's 
grounds  was  done  by  the  Park  crew  of  the  High- 
way Department.  With  the  moving  of  the 
Veteran's  Memorial  tablet  to  the  landscaped 
grounds,  memorial  services  were  conducted  on 
Veteran's  and  Memorial  Days.

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Building  Commission 


Although  the  Town  Manager,  under  the 
terms  of  the  Town  Charter,  is  responsible  for 
supervising  the  construction  of  all  public  build- 
ings, it  has  been  customary  for  the  Manager  to 
appoint  a  Building  Committee  to  assist  him  in 
the  discharge  of  this  important  duty.  In  effect, 
a  Building  Committee  ivorks  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  Manager  with  its  decisions  being  either 
recommendations  or  merely  subject  to  confirm- 
ation by  the  Town  Manager.  In  addition  to  the 
new  Andover  High  School  Building  Committee, 
there  is  in  existance  the  Southeast  Andover  Elem- 
entary School  Building  Committee  which  will 
function  actively  in  1967.  Its  role  in  1966  was 
limited  to  providing  assistance  to  the  Town  Man- 
ager in  the  selection  of  a  building  architect. 


CONSTRUCTION  UNDERWAY 

This  is  the  most  important  topic  of  this  re- 
port. 

After  many  frustrations  and  delay,  const- 
ruction of  the  new  high  school  began  in  April  on 
the  largest  project  ever  undertaken  by  the  Town 
of  Andover.  Final  approval  of  plans  and  construc- 
tion allowances  was  obtained  in  February,  and

bids  were  put  out  to  all  interested  contractors. 

Bids  were  opened  in  late  February  and  dis- 
covered to  be  above  the  previously  voted  funds  and 
estimates.  Several  meetings  were  held  in  an  ef- 
fort to  reduce  the  costs  below  budget  figures,  but 
these  were  not  successful.  As  a  result,  it  was  ne- 
cessary to  ask  a  Special  Town  Meeting  for  an  ad- 
ditional $700,000  in  order  to  cover  the  bids. 

Reasons  for  the  needed  funds  were:  higher 
construction  costs  during  the  period  of  delay;  ad- 
ditional costs  made  necessary  by  considerable 
changes  resulting  from  the  elimination  of  the 
auditorium  in  the  original  plans ;  and  an  over- 
sight by  this  Committee  as  to  the  cost  of  furnish- 
ings and  interior  equipment  for  the  building.  The 
Special  Town  Meeting  approved  the  extra  funds ; 
bids  were  accepted ;  contracts  signed ;  and,  finally 
construction  got  underway. 

Cornerstone  laying  ceremonies  were  held  on 
April  30,  1966,  One  of  the  unique  features  of  this 
event  was  the  preparation  of  a  "time  capsule"  to 
be  sealed  in  the  new  structure.  It  will  contain  var- 
ious items  which  will  reflect  something  of  pre- 
sent-day Andover  to  our  future  generations. 
TARGET  DATE  9-1-67 

Progress  appears  to  be  granting  us  our  ori- 
ginal date  of  occupancy,  September  1,  1967.  The 
need  is  great,  and  it  is  our  sincere  hope  that  no 
unexpected  delays  will  strike  us  to  prevent  the 
planned  entrance  into  this  building.  This  prospect 
makes  the  forty-three  meetings  held  during  the 
year  well  worth  the  time  and  effort  spent.

Organized  under  the  statutes  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  this  seven  member  un- 
paid Commission  is  appointed  by  the  Town  Man- 
ager. Its  primary  function  is  to  encourage  appro- 
priate conservation  measures  throughout  the 
Town  and  subject  to  the  limitation  of  funds  pro- 
vided by  the  Town  Meeting  to  acquire  land  for 
conservation  purposes.  Funds  appropriated  fov 
land  acquisitions  may  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose.  Conservation  land  also  may  not  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose. 


Fund,  Established 

The  voters  at  the  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting- 
established  a  Conservation  Fund.  By  this  action, 
the  townspeople  have  shown  their  concern  for  the 
preservation  of  selected  open  areas  in  Andover,  a 
concern  reflecting  the  growing  international 
awareness  of  the  problems  inherent  in  an  expand- 
ing human  population  with  relation  to  its  natural 
environment.  Retention  of  the  open  semi-rural 
character  of  the  Town  has  always  been  a  major 
objective  of  planning  Andover's  growth.  Zoning 
requirements  alone  are  not  enough  to  guarantee 
this,  and  the  1965  Comprehensive  Plan  recom- 
mends "direct  action  by  the  Town  to  keep  develop- 
ment away  from  locations  containing  natural  re- 
sources which  should  be  preserved,  and  from  loca- 
tions which  act  as  gateways  to  the  Town." 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  will  propose,  and  if  the  Town 
sees  fit,  undertake  a  large-scale  program  of  re- 
creational and  open  space  land  acquisition,  with 
the  aid  of  whatever  technical  and  financial  assist- 
ance is  available  from  State  and  Federal  sources. 
First  Land  Acquired 

This  year  is  a  milestone  in  the  history  of  con- 
servation in  Andover.  The  purchase  of  the  18- 
acre  Davideit  property  in  the  floodplain  of  Fish 
Brook,  specifically  authorized  by  vote  of  the 
October  1966  Special  Town  Meeting,  is  the  first 
acquisition  of  land  by  the  Town  of  Andover  purely 
for  conservation  purposes. 

In  many  other  respects,  1966  has  been  a  year 
of  increasing  activity  by  your  Conservation  Com- 
mission. The  Commission  has  contracted  with  the 


Federal  government  for  a  soil  survey  for  the 
less-developed  half  of  the  Town,  to  be  completed 
in  1967.  It  has  requested  a  Resource  Inventory, 
also  to  be  done  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
of  the  entire  town,  with  particular  emphasis  on 
recreational,  open  space,  and  fish  and  wildlife 
needs.  Completion  of  such  a  survey  would  amount 
to  a  detailing  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  in  these 
respects,  and  would  provide  specific  recommenda- 
tions for  recreational  projects  such  as  swimming 
areas,  parks,  playgrounds,  and  the  like. 

At  the  same  time  as  the  Commission  concerns 
itself  with  comprehensive  long  range  community- 
wide  planning,  it  is  moving  ahead  with  all  possi- 
ble speed  to  realize  some  of  the  open  space  objec- 
tives already  adopted  to  the  Town.  It  is  working 
to  acquire  for  the  Town  all  of  the  land  bordering 
Pomps  Pond  and  all  of  the  undeveloped  portion  of 
the  floodplain  of  the  Shawsheen  River  between 
Ballardvale  and  Central  Street  not  already  owned 
by  A.V.I. S.  It  has  also  undertaken  to  coordinate 
efforts  to  improve  Pomps  as  a  community  swim- 
ming area,  and  has  been  a  party  to  numerous  con- 
ferences with  the  Recreation  Director,  the  Water 
Superintendent,  the  Town  Manager,  the  Town 
Engineer,  and  others  in  attempts  to  solve  the  pro- 
blems of  Pomps. 
Hatch  Act  Supported 

The  Commission  has  appeared  during  1966 
at  several  hearings  held  by  the  Selectmen  under 
the  so-called  Hatch  Act,  which  extended  state  con- 
trol, with  local  advice,  over  the  filling  and  dredg- 
ing of  swamps  and  inland  waterways,  rendering 
its  opinion  as  to  the  conservation  interests  of  the 
Town.  It  has  conferred  with  the  Planning  Board 
regarding  disposition  of  "green  areas"  in  subdi- 
visions, and  other  matters  of  mutual  nterest. 

On  the  State  level,  the  Conversation  Com- 
mission has  been  active  in  supporting  legislative 
measures  furthering  the  cause  of  conservation  and 
in  opposing  those  it  felt  were  contrary  to  the  pub- 
lic interest  in  conservation  matters.  It  was  pre- 
presented  by  Mrs.  Kellogg  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions  in  October,  at  which  both  can- 
didates for  Governor  were  speakers,  and  at  which 
Governor  Volpe  made  "Self-help"  fund  awards  to 
several  communities. 

The  Commission  accepted  with  great  regret 
and  deep  appreciation  of  his  devoted  service,  the 
resignation  of  Heinrich  Rohrbach  as  Chairman. 
In  November,  Mr.  Joseph  Monan  was  elected  to 
succeed  him. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  continued  its 
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active  support  and  interest,   with  observers  in 
regular  attendance  at  Conservation  Commission 
Meetings. 
Avis  Active 

In  connection  with  conservation  activities  in 
the  Town,  attention  should  be  called  to  the  work 
of  Andover  Village  Improvement  Society.  AVIS 
owns  six  major  reservation  -  Bakers  Meadow, 
Deer  Jump,  High  Plain,  Indian  Ridge,  Shawsheen 
River  and  Vale  -  all  open  to  the  public.  To  make 
these  reservations  more  accessible  signs  have  now 
been  placed  at  the  entrances,  trails  have  been  cut 
in  some,  and,  at  Deer  Jump,  parking  facilities 
have  been  improved.  Citizens  in  increasing  num- 
bers have  enjoyed  walking  in  these  reservations, 
and  Boy  Scout  Troops  have  used  them  for  camp- 
ing and  have  assisted  in  trail  maintenance  and  in 
cleaning  up  debris.  St.  Augustine's  Boy  Scout 
Troop  75  has  been  particularly  helpful  in  this 
connection. 

At  the  request  of  participating  organizations 
AVIS  Board  member  Charles  W.  Smith  acted  as 
general  chairman  of  the  Town's  May  "Paint-Up, 
Clean-Up,  Fix-up"  drive.  In  November,  AVIS  pre- 
sented a  program  on  the  Merrimack  River  and  its 
pollution  at  a  public  meeting.  Myron  Knudson,  of 
the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Administra- 
tion, presented  a  series  of  color  slides  illustrating 
the  many  factors  contributing  to  the  present 
severe  pollution  of  the  river,  and  Charles  Parthum 
of  the  engineering  firm  of  Camp,  Dresser  and  Mc- 
Kee,  discussed  solutions  and  their  cost.  The  ex- 
pert knowledge  of  these  two  men  and  their  fac- 
tual presentations  provided  an  excellent  source 
of  information  to  the  citizen-taxpayer  concerned 
about  this  major  problem.

The  Development  and  Industrial  Commission 
is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  encouraging 
suitable  industry  to  locate  in  the  Town  of  And- 
over. Its  eight  members  serve  without  compen- 
sation for  four-year  terms. 


During  1966,  the  Development  and  Industrial 
Commission  continued  its  program  of  sending 
promotional  material  to  key  executives  in  major 
corporations  throughout  the  country.  This  was 
supplemented  by  letters  and  brochures  mailed  to 
a  selected  list  of  industrial  and  realty  companies 
along  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 
Industrial  Landoivners  Confer 

Exploratory  meetings  and  discussions  were 
held  during  the  year  with  the  principal  industrial 
landowners  in  the  West  Andover  area.  Among  the 
items  covered  were  the  Town's  plans  for  improv- 
ing services  in  these  areas,  proposals  for  locations 
of  access  roads,  and  establishment  of  rapport 
among  the  property  owners  conducive  to  coopera- 
tion in  the  sale  of  multi-owner  parcels  of  land. 
It  was  the  consensus  of  those  involved  that  these 
discussions  served  a  most  useful  purpose. 
Allied  Chemical  Opens 

With  the  completion  of  the  Allied-Chemical 
plant,  Valle's  restaurant  and  the  imminent  occu- 
pancy of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  building, 
the  West  Andover  industrial  area  is  apparently  at- 
tracting the  attention  of  other  commercial  and 
industrial  organizations.  During  the  latter  half 
of  1966,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
requests  for  information  and  assistance  on  the 
part  of  industrial  realtors  and  representatives  of 
individual  companies.  The  Commission  currently 
is  engaged  in  following  up  on  several  of  these 
prospects.  As  in  the  past,  these  and  all  other  ap- 
propriate leads  brought  to  the ,  Commission's  at- 
tention will  be  followed  to  conclusion  through 
letters,  promotional  material,  telephone  calls  and 
personal  visits.

The  Board  of  Appeals  is  a  three-member 
unpaid  quasi- judicial  body  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  three-year  terms.  It  acts 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  UOA  and  the 
Town's  Zoning  By-Law.  The  Zoning  Enabling 
Act  establishes  and  sets  forth  the  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals.  The  Board  may  grant  an  ex- 
ception or  special  permit  as  authorized  under 
Section  U  of  Chapter  UOA  of  the  General  Laws. 
An  exception  or  special  permit  is  for  a  use  per- 
mitted by  the  Zoning  By-Law  but  which  also  re- 
quires approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Section  15  of  the  General  Laws  authorizes 
upon  appeal,  or  upon  petition,  the  granting  of 
a  variance  from  the  terms  of  the  applicable  zoning 
ordinance  or  by-law  where:  1)  owing  to  conditions 
especially  affecting  a  parcel  or  building  but  not 
affecting  generally  the  zoning  district  in  which 
it  is  located,  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinance  or  by-law  would  involve  sub- 
stantial hardship,  financial  or  otherwise,  to  the 
appellant;  and  2)  where  desirable  relief  may  be 
granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  pub- 
lic good  and  without  nullifying  or  substantially 
derogating  from  the  intent  or  purpose  of  such 
ordinance  or  by-law,  but  not  otherwise. 

In  exercising  the  powers  as  described  above, 
the  Board  may  impose  limitations  both  of  time 
and  use,  and  a  continuation  of  the  use  permitted 
may  be  conditioned  upon  compliance  with  reg- 
ulations to  be  made  and  amended  from  time  to 
time  thereafter. 

Its  decisions  must  be  unanimous. 


Local  Councils  on  Aging  are  provided  for 
under  General  Latvs  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  whereby  a  city  or  totvn  is  per- 
mitted to  establish  such  councils  for  the  purpose 
of  coordinating  and/or  conducting  programs 
dealing  with  the  circumstances  of  the  aging.  By 
aging,  it  is  meant  those  citizens  who  are  60  years 
of  age  or  older.  The  A?idover  Council  on  Aging 
was  organized  this  year  a?id  consists  of  seven 
members.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  the  Chairman  and  three  members 
xvere  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  with  the 
remaining  members  being  designated  by  the 
Chairman.  The  Council  is  responsible  to  the 
Toivn  Manager  and  serves  without  compensation. 


As  provided  by  Section  14,  Chapter  40A  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Appeals  during 
the  year  heard  52  cases  which  were  disposed  of 
as  follows : 

36  petitions  granted 

12  petitions  denied 
1  petition  withdrawn 
3  pending. 

A  total  of  $720.00  for  advertising  fees  was 
collected  and  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 


The  first  organizational  meeting  of  the 
Andover  Council  on  Aging  was  held  in  Septem- 
ber. During  the  balance  of  the  year,  three  addi- 
tional meetings  were  held  -  in  October,  Novem- 
ber and  December  respectively. 
Oldest  Citizen  10k 

One  of  the  Council's  first  considerations  was 
to  determine  the  number  of  citizens  who  were 
sixty  years  of  age  or  older.  The  results  of  the 
survey  indicated  that  there  were  1957  citizens  65 
years  of  age  or  older  and  863  citizens  in  the  age 
group  of  60-64  inclusive.  There  was  one  citizen 
99  years  of  age.  The  oldest  citizen  was  104  years. 
The  citizens  60  years  or  older  comprise  about  10 
percent.  The  survey  was  tabulated  ona  precinct 
basis  which  indicated  the  greatest  concentration 
near  the  center  of  town. 
1967  Plans 

The  work  of  the  Council  to  date  and  the  plans 
for  the  coming  year  include  the  following: 

1.  Continuing  the  survey  of  the  number,  in- 
terests, desires,  and  needs  of  the  aging  in 
Andover. 

2.  Preparing  and  distributing  an  informa- 
tion folder  on  the  services  and  opportuni- 
ties available  to  the  aging. 

3.  Organizing  regular  social  functions  begin- 
ning early  this  coming  year. 

4.  Investigating  further  the  possible  facili- 
ties for  a  "Drop  In"  Center.

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Police  Department

Police  services  are  provided  by  a  twenty- 
eight-member  uniformed  police  force  including 
the  Chief.  Two  civilians  perform  maintenance 
and  clerical  tasks  and  ten  school  crossing  guards 
protect  school  children  at  various  crossings  within 
the  town.  The  department  operates  four  patrol 
cars,  three  of  which  are  equipped  for  use  as  am- 
bulances, carrying  stretchers,  first  aid  equip- 
ment, and  respirators.  An  unmarked  sedan  and 
a  compact  vehicle  used  by  the  Sergeant  Inspector 
make  up  the  balance  of  the  department's  vehicles. 
Police  headquarters  are  located  in  the  rear  of 
the  Town  Hall  with  the  entrance  located  on  Bar- 
nard Street. 

During  the  year  1966  there  was  one  change 
with  regard  to  the  personnel  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. One  officer  resigned  to  take  other  employ- 
ment, and  one  of  the  reserves  was  appointed  in 
his  place.  The  department  now  consists  of  a  Chief, 
five  (5)  sergeants,  twenty- two  (22)  regular  pa- 
trolmen, three  (3)  reserve  officers,  one  (1)  clerk, 
one  (1)  maintenance  man,  ten  (10)  women  traffic 
supervisors,  and  one  (1)  dog. 
Motor  Vehicle   Violations  Increase 

During  1966  there  were  3,273  miscellaneous 
complaints  received.  This  is  an  increase  of  130 
over  1965.  During  the  year  550  persons  were 
taken  to  court,  an  increase  of  276  over  1965.  Of 
the  550  persons  who  were  taken  into  court,  425 
were  taken  in  for  motor  vehicle  violations.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  293  over  last  year.  In 
1966  there  were  61  arrests  for  drunkenness. 
There  were  also  21  juveniles  brought  into  court, 
10  of  whom  were  taken  in  for  motor  vehicle 
violations.  The  Police  Department  issued  3,678 
parking  tags  in  1966,  an  increase  of  470  over

1965.  Also  407  motor  vehicles  violation  notices 
were  sent  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  a 
decrease  of  92  over  1965. 

During  the  year  1966  there  were  441  motor 
vehicle  accidents,  which  represents  an  increase 
of  52  over  1965.  The  1966  accidents  included  3 
fatal  accidents  (4  persons  killed),  200  personal 
injury  accidents,  and  238  property  damage  acci- 
dents. 

During  1966    the    police    vehicles    traveled 
288,082  miles,   an   increase   of   3,416  miles   over 
1965. 
Breaking  and  Enterings  Up 

The  year  1966  was  the  worst  year  as  far  ss 
the  crimes  of  breaking  and  entering  and  larceny 
were  concerned.  There  were  104  cases  of  breaking 
and  entering  as  compared  to  79  in  the  previous 
year.  As  far  as  the  crime  of  larceny  is  concerned, 
there  were  74  cases  of  larceny  over  $50.00  report- 
ed, an  increase  of  2  over  1965.  However,  in  the 
case  of  larceny  under  $50.00,  there  were  190  cases 
reported  as  against  84  for  1965,  an  increase  of 
106.  There  were  also  21  cars  stolen  as  against  19 
in  1965.  Because  of  the  increase  in  these  types  of 
crimes  a  request  for  additional  men  and  an  addi- 
tional cruiser  is  being  made  for  the  year  1967. 
With  the  rapic  growth  of  dwelling  houses  in  the 
outlying  sections  of  the  Town,  protection  would 
be  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  police  car  man- 
ned by  two  men  which  could  be  used  for  patrol 
purposes  during  the  early  evening  and  early 
morning  shifts. 

A  concentrated  effort  was  made  by  the  Po- 
lice Department  in  regard  to  motor  vehicle  viola- 
tions. This  resulted  in  293  more  persons  being 
brought  in  for  motor  vehicle  offenses  over  the 
year  1965.  Even  though  such  an  increase  was  re- 
corded, the  number  of  accidents  increased  by  52. 
However,  many  of  our  accidents  occur  on  Routes 
93  and  495  -which  are  not  patrolled  by  the  local 
Police  Department.

The  Fire  Department  is  maintained  to  pro- 
tect the  citizen  against  the  loss  of  life  and  prop- 
erty by  fire.  Objectives  of  fire  protection  are  to 
prevent  fire  from  starting;  to  prevent  loss  of 
life  and  property  in  case  fire  does  start;  to  con- 
fine fire  to  the  place  of  origin;  and  to  extinguish 
fire. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  the  Town  Gov- 
ernment, this  involves  the  services  of  fire  pre- 
vention and  fire  fighting.  Fire  fighting,  because 
it  requires  positive  and  dramatic  action,  has  a 
far  greater  appeal  for  people  than  do  fire  pre- 
vention measures  which  involve  restrictions,  pro- 
hibitions and  administrative  interference  with 
what  are  termed  "individual  rights." 

The  Fire  Department  installs,  repairs  and 
maintains  a  coded  fire  alarm  system  comprising 
some  three  million  feet  (3,000,000)  of  wiring, 
both  aerial  and  underground,  and  associated  street 
boxes  and  station  equipment  for  controlling  this 
system. 

Ambulance  service  is  also  provided  by  the 
department  for  both  emergency  and  medical  sit- 
uations requiring  the  need  of  this  service. 

The  Department  operates  from  three  sta- 
tion localities  -  Andover  Center,  Ballardvale,  West 
Andover.  Its  fifty  (50)  men  use  (6)  pieces  of 
firefighting  equipment,  including  a  recently  ac- 
quired 1,000  gallon-per-minute  diesel  powered 
pumper. 

Andover's  fire  insurance  rating  is  B-4. 


The  highpoint  of  1966  was  the  opening  and 
manning  of  the  new  fire  station  at  the  corner  of 
Greenwood  and  Chandler  Roads  (West  Station) 
on  December  1,  1966,  with  Engine  #1  assigned 
to  these  quarters.  Dedication  ceremonies  were 
conducted  on  December  4,  1966.  An  engine  com- 
pany comprising  a  Lieutenant  and  two  Firefight- 
ers is  assigned  to  duty.  This  on-duty  manpower 
covers  any  given  time  of  the  day  or  night. 

Quarterly  inspections  of  nursing  homes  hos- 
pitals and  inns,  as  required  by  State  statutes, 
were  conducted  and  the  necessary  reports  filed 
with  the  proper  authorities.  Public  and  private 
school  fire  drills  and  inspections  required  by 
State  statutes  were  conducted.  Mercantile,  indus- 
trial, church,  garage  and  service  station  buildings 
were  inspected  and  reports  filed.  Appropriate  re- 
commendations were  sent  to  owners  and /or  occu- 
pants. Dwelling  houses  of  three  or  more  apart- 
ments were  inspected  for  fire  prevention  and  re- 
commendations and  suggestions  made  to  owners 
and/or  occupants  where  it  was  deemed  advisable. 

In-service  inspections  were  conducted  from 
both  the  Central  and  Ballardvale  stations.  Using 
a  radio-controlled  fire  truck  and  full  complement 
of  firefighter,  not  only  was  fire  prevention  fur- 
thered but  firefighters  were  able  to  become  fami- 
liar with  existing  conditions  and  building  layouts. 
In  the  event  of  a  fire  call,  men  and  equipment  are 
able  to  report  immediately.  Next  year,  the  West 
Station  will  also  participate  in  the  program  in 
that  area. 

Again,  this  year,  the  major  cause  of  fires  was 
carelessness,  the  use  of  smoking  materials, 
children  with  matches,  and  defective  electrical 
equipment. 

Personnel  as  of  this  date,  numbers  fifty  (50), 
including  the  Chief  of  the  Department.  A  full 
complement  stands  at  fifty-one  (51),  but  until 
an  eligible  list  from  Civil  Service  is  received,  no 
appointment  will  be  made  to  fill  the  remaining 
vacancy.

Organized  for  the  purpose  of  developing 
plans,  programs  and  facilities  for  meeting  nat- 
ural or  military  disasters,  the  Andover  Civil 
Defense  organization  is  composed  almost  entirely 
of  volunteers.  The  Director  appointed  by  the  Town 
Manager  is  paid  a  token  sum  in  recognition  of 
the  requirements  of  his  office  and  does  not  reflect 
the  time  devoted  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
and  responsibilities.  The  Town  has  established  and 
maintains  a  shelter  program  which  is  fully  stock- 
ed and  equipped.  The  most  active  elements  of 
the  Civil  Defense  organization  arc  Auxiliary 
Police  and  Communications. 


Civil-Defense  on  the  Federal  and  Town  levels 
as  in  the  past  years,  concentrated  on  the  Shelter 
Program. 
40.000  Spaces 

In  the  Town,  the  Federal  Government  has 
re-evaluated  shelter  spaces.  This  is  turn  has  in- 
creased the  capacity  of  the  present  shelters  from 
29,000  to  approximately  40,000  spaces.  The  big 
problem,  however,  as  in  the  past,  has  been  storage 
space  for  supplies.  All  shelters  are  in  privately- 
owned  buildings.  However,  in  the  past  vear  stock- 


ed spaces  increased  by  about  3,350,  making  a  total 
of  approximately  23,350.  This  stocking  also  in- 
volves the  problem  of  shelter  use.  The  plan  for 
this  is  in  the  process  of  development. 

Along  with  the  Shelter  Program,  the  Town 
has  bought  twelve  generator  sets,  twelve  anten- 
nas and  all  the  wire  and  fittings  needed  to  guar- 
antee power  for  the  communication  units  as- 
signed to  the  shelters.  These  units  will  be  install- 
ed in  the  next  few  months. 

The  Auxiliary  Police,  as  in  the  past,  met 
monthly. 

The  Communications  Group  still  meets  week- 
ly, as  Channel  2  viewers  may  have  noticed. 
J, .W0  Hours 

The  above  two  groups  have  in  the  past  year 
put  in  approximately  3,300  hours  in  training  and 
use. 

The  Sector  communications  unit  is  now  un- 
der the  supervision  of  one  of  our  townspeople, 
Father  Robert  Gardiner. 

Several  meetings  were  attended  by  the  Di- 
rector on  Sector  and  Area  levels.  There  is  an  ever 
increasing  number  of  programs  available  to  the 
townspeople.  One  of  these  is  the  Medical  Self- 
Help  Program.  The  state  is  striving  to  have  one 
in  every  four  people  take  this  course.  Plans  for 
1967  will  emphasize  this  worthwhile  program.

There  is  no  report  of  the  Dog  Officer  for 
1966.  The  Town  found  it  increasingly  difficult 
to  retain  the  services  of  a  qualified  Dog  Officer 
for  any  extent  of  time.  In  fact,  no  less  than  three 
men  were  hired  and  served  for  varying  lengths 
of  time  during  the  past  year.  Suffice  to  say,  the 
control  of  animals,  particularly  dogs,  continued  to 
present  problems  during  the  past  year.

When  you  make  a  purchase  at  the  food  store, 
fill  your  tank  with  gasoline  at  the  service 
station,  have  a  prescription  filled  at  the  local 
pharmacy,  read  a  clinical  thermometer  at  time  of 
illness,  purchase  clothing  material  at  fabric 
shops,  pay  a  taxi-meter  charge,  purchase  fuel  oil 
for  home  heating,  or  buy  any  other  merchandise 
by  weight  or  by  measurement,  you  think  the 
transaction  is  only  between  you  and  the  vendor. 
It  may  be  a  surprise  to  know  that  every  such 
transaction  is  participated  in  by  a  third  man 
even  though  he  is  not  present  in  person. 

The  "third  man"  is  the  Weights  and  Mea- 
sures Official  who  checks  all  weighing  and  vo- 
lume measuring  devices  used  in  sales  made  to  the 
public.  This  "third  man"  is  always  present  in 
spirit  protecting  both  buyer  and  seller.  He  is  a  de- 
dicated man  working  quietly  and  tirelessly  to  save 
customers'  money  .  .  .  and  to  safeguard  vendor's 
businesses.  Errors  in  either  direction,  over  or  un- 
der, will  cause  someone  to  suffer.  This  "third 
man"  is  constantly  policing  sales  and  business 
transactions  to  be  certain  that  equity  prevails.  A 
total  of  11,599  packages  of  prepacked  food  items 
were  checked  for  proper  weight  content  and  pack- 
age pricing  in  an  effort  to  safeguard  both  the 
consumer  and  the  businessman  at  the  market- 
place. 

Every  scale  in  commercial  use  is  a  money 
machine,  and  if  inaccurate,  is  either  taking  mo- 
ney away  from  the  customer  or  giving  away  pro- 
fits of  the  businessman.  The  cost  of  a  weighing 
error  in  a  packing  plant  or  store  is  multiplied  by 
the  number  of  times  the  scale  is  used. 
1/3  Ounce  -  $1,250 

A  one-third  ounce  error  (2%  of  a  pound) 
on  a  scale  making  200  weighings  a  day,  300 
days  in  a  year,  @  $1.00  per  pound,  multiplies  out 
to  an  error  of  $1,250.00  in  a  year.  Scales  in  local 
modern  supermarkets  will  perform  thousands  of 
weighings  weekly. 

Analysis  of  local  figures  indicates  that  ap- 
proximately $366.00  per  person  is  the  annual  food 
bill  in  Andover,  or  a  total  of  $7,320,000.00.  A  2% 
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error  on  such  amount  would  involve  a  loss  of 
$146,000.00. 

Although  the  "third  man"  works  alone  and 
unaided  in  the  local  Weights  and  Measures  De- 
partment, the  function  of  Weights  and  Measures 
officialdom  is  properly  ranked  among  the  most 
important  in  government.  Local,  State,  and  Fe- 
deral Weights  and  Measures  personnel  are  the 
watchdogs  who  guard  the  pocketbooks  of  the  pub- 
lic and,  to  a  considerable  extent,  the  economy  of 
the  nation.  In  such  work  the  understanding  and 
cooperation  of  both  vendors  and  vendees  are  es- 
sential for  the  best  results. 

A  total  of  413  weighing  and  measuring  de- 
vices were  tested  for  compliance  and  accuracy. 
Sealing  fees  amounted  to  $355.60.  Receipts 
amounting  to  $383.60  were  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 


Favorable  Town  Meeting  action  on  the  Build- 
ing Code  amendments,  which  increased  building 
permits  fees  brought  the  Department  closer  to  its 
goal  to  be  self-sustaining.  The  same  Town  Meet- 
ing also  voted  to  approve  other  Building  Code 
changes,  which  spelled  out  material  requirements 
more  clearly. 

Thirteen  (13)  gravel  pits  were  carefully 
supervised  and  detailed  reports  provided  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  The  office  continued  to  check 
and  process  all  Board  of  Appeals'  applications 
prior  to  advertising  and  public  hearings.  Electric- 
al permits  were  issued  by  the  Building  Depart- 
ment office  upon  approval  of  the  Electrical  In- 
spector. Related  records,  fees,  and  reports  are  also 
maintained  by  the  Building  Department.  Zoning 
and  building  violations  were  investigated  and 
corrected  without  indident.

Enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Town 
Building  and  Fire  Prevention  codes  or  by-laws  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Town  Building  Inspector. 
He  is  also  the  enforcement  officer  for  the  Town 
Zoning  By-Law  with  his  rulings  on  the  by-laws 
subject  to  appeal  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 
Building  permits  are  required  for  virtually  all 
new  /construction  as  well  as  for  most  additions  or 
alterations  to  existing  structures.  New  buildings 
also  require  occupancy  permits  which  are  evidence 
that  a  building  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
several  Town  by-laws  and  is  suitable  for  human 
occupancy  and  use.  The  Schedule  of  fees  for  build- 
ing permits  has  been  established  so  as  to  make 
the  Department  self-supporting.  The  Bulding  In- 
spector is  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  for 
an  indefinite  term  of  office.

The  year  began  with  a  snow  accumulation 
in  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March 
of  approximately  forty-three  inches  with  some 
34.76  inches  falling  in  the  month  of  January.  One 
particular  storm  in  January  posed  real  problems 
because  of  its  intensity  and  the  weight  of  the 
snow.  Clearing  of  sidewalks  was  extremely  diffi- 
cult. The  Town  snow  loader  broke  down  and  was 
found  to  be  impossible  to  repair.  Funds  were 
requested  at  the  1-966  Town  Meeting  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  snow  blower  attachment  for  a  Town- 
owned  front-end  loader.  It  was  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $6,500.00  and  though  put 
to  limited  use  in  1966  has  proven  itself  to.be  a 
worthwhile  addition  to  the  Town's  snow  fighting 
forces. 


The  Highway  Department  is  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  approximately  160  miles  of 
Town  roadways,  all  public  drains,  bridges  and 
sidewalks.  A  crew  is  also  assigned  at  the  appro- 
priate season  to  the  maintenance  of  certain  Town 
park  areas.  A  vehicle  maintenance  facility  is 
maintained  at  the  Town  Yard  located  on  Lewis 
Street.

43  Miles  Treated 

Approximately  100,000  gallons  of  asphalt 
were  applied  to  some  forty-three  miles  of  Town 
roadways.  This  is  considered  a  part  of  routine 
maintenance  with  approximately  one-quarter  to 
one-third  of  the  Town's  one  hundred  sixty  miles 
of  roadway  treated  each  year.  In  addition,  the 
following  streets  were  resurfaced  with  two  layers 
of  bituminous  concrete : 

Beacon  Street  from  Lowell  Street  to  Chand- 
ler Road 

Central  Street  from  Cental  Lane  to  Phillips 
Street 

Carisbrooke  Street  -  entire  length 

Argyle  Street  -  entire  lenght 

Haverhill  Street  from  High  Street  to  North 
Andover  line 

State  funds  were  used  for  this  work.  The  ap- 
plication of  bituminous  concrete  reduces  main- 
tenance work  to  a  minimum  and  over  a  long  run 
on  more  heavily  travelled  highways  saves  money 
for  the  Town. 

On  Chandler  Road  a  narrow  section  of  the 
roadway  was  widened  beginning  at  the  Eastwood 
home  and  extending  in  a  westerly  direction  some 
four  hundred  feet.  This  corrective  repair  was  un- 
dertaken to  eliminate  a  particularly  bad  curve. 
The  intersection  of  Dascomb  Road  and  Andover 
Street  was  also  improved  through  elimination  of 
some  trees,  widening,  and  the  installation  fo  traf- 
fic islands.  Coupled  with  the  installation  of  more 
adequate  and  modern  street  lighting,  this  inter- 
section no  longer  possesses  the  serious  problems 
that  it  has  in  the  past. 
Drainage  Installed 

Several  more  culverts  and  drains  were  con- 
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structed  during-  the  year.  A  new  24-inch  diame- 
ter reinforced  concrete  pipe  (R.C.P.)  culvert 
was  installed  on  Haggetts  Pond  Road  for  a  dis- 
tance of  some  ninety-six  feet.  This  was  to  replace 
an  old  stone  culvert  and  to  improve  the  water 
flow  into  Haggetts  Pond.  A  new  12-inch  R.C.P. 
culvert  some  one  hundred  feet  in  length  was  in- 
stalled on  the  lower  length  of  Rattlesnake  Kill 
Road  in  addition  to  two  six-foot  deep  catch  ba- 
sins. Approximately  sixty  feet  of  12-inch  R.C.P. 
and  one  hundred  ninety-two  feet  of  18-inch  R.C.P. 
were  installed  on  Cross  Street  in  addition  to  three 
new  catch  basins  in  order  to  relieve  an  especially 
poor  drainage  condition. 

Six  new  catch  basins  and  three  hundred 
eighty-five  feet  of  12-inch  R.C.P.  and  two  hundred 
fifty-six  feet  of  18-inch  R.C.P.  were  installed 
near  the  Lowell  Street  end  of  Argilla  Road.  At 
the  Town  Yard  two  hundred  seventy  feet  of  12- 
inch  R.C.P.  were  installed  as  drainage  for  the  new 
Town  Garage. 
Bridges  Inspected 

All  the  bridges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Highway  Department  were  inspected  at  least 
twice  during  the  past  year  and  found  to  be  safe 
for  the  posted  load  limits.  The  open  deck  bridges 
on  Stevens  Street  and  Central  Street  were  flushed 
down  at  the  end  of  sanding  season  to  remove  sand 
and  salt  from  horizontal  surfaces.  Stevens  Street 
and   Central   Street  bridges  should  be  listed  for 


paint  jobs  next  year. 

In  addition,  the  Department  continued  its 
street  sweeping  program  which  was  augmented 
by  the  acquisition  of  a  second  mechanized  street 
sweeper.  As  part  of  special  projects  during  the 
year  Town  forces  were  used  during  the  annual, 
spring  cleanup  and  Christmas  tree  pickup.  The 
Department  also  provides  men  and  equipment  for 
the  cemetery,  library,  and  Tree  Department  for 
special  projects.  This  was  especially  evident  in 
the  moving  of  library  books  and  other  material 
during  the  renovation  of  the  Memorial  Hall  Li- 
brary. 

Under  the  sidewalk  construction  program 
lines,  grades,  and  labor  were  furnished  for  a 
cement  walk  in  front  of  the  new  office  building 
on  Elm  Street  as  well  as  on  the  High  Street  side. 
A  similar  walk  was  put  in  on  Elm  Street  in  front 
of  the  Doherty  Insurance  Offices.  Both  of  these 
projects  were  undertaken  on  condition  that  the 
abutting  property  owners  pay  for  the  materials 
used  in  return  for  Town  labor  being  furnished. 
An  old  section  of  sidewalk  was  also  replaced  on 
Kenilworth  Street. 

The  Highway  Department  was  requested  to 
inspect  the  conditions  of  streets  prior  to  their  ac- 
ceptance as  public  ways  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men.

The  backstops  at  all  baseball  diamonds,  both 
regular  and  Little  League  fields,  were  repaired. 
During  the  season  seven  Little  League  and  two 
regular  fields  were  rolled,  raked,  and  marked  for 
each  game  for  the  school  and  Little  League 
teams.  The  Park  Department  hopes  to  lay  out  one 
more  Little  League  and  a  baseball  diamond  at  the 
Sanborn  School  in  1967. 

Fertilizer  was  applied  in  the  spring  on  both 
the  Park  and  Playstead  areas.  The  portable  bleach- 
ers were  loaned  to  North  Andover  for  the  Thanks- 
giving Day  game  with  Andover  High.

The  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  Andover's  public  shade  trees  is 
that  of  the  Tree  Department.  Pruning,  cabling, 
planting,  spraying  and  removal  of  trees  are  some 
of  the  duties  involved  in  discharging  this  respons- 
ibility. Tree  trimming  for  electrical  and  telephone 
wires  and  the  laying  out  of  utility  pole  and  under- 
ground services  are  supervised  and  inspected  by 
the  Department.  The  major  task  of  the  department 
is  the  control  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  In  addition 
the  Department  is  responsible  for  an  annual 
spraying  program  for  the  suppression  of  certain 
insect  pests.  This  program  does  not  include  mos- 
quito spraying.  This  is  a  private  responsibility . 


A  diversified  shade  tree  planting  program 
was  continued  in  1966  with  200  ornamental 
shade  trees  being  set  out  and  cared  for.  Varieties 
used  include  Red,  Norway,  Sugar  and  Crimson 
King  Maples,  Little  Leaf  Lindens,  Katsuras,  Flo- 
wering Crabapples,  and  Mountain  Ash  trees. 
Several  Yews  and  flowering  shrubs  were  replaced 
in  park  areas  where  they  had  been  broken  or 
damaged.  All  newly  planted  trees  were  fertilized, 
mulched,  and  watered  during  the  excessivly  dry 
growing  season.  A  continuing  tree  replacement 
program  should  be  followed  so  that  no  denuded 
areas  will  appear  as  a  result  of  public  tree  loss. 


However,  consideration  must  be  given  to  existing 
conditions  which  preclude  planting,  such  as  over- 
head wires  and  obstructions,  underground  pipes, 
wires,  and  valves,  and  traffic  vision  problems  at 
driveways,  intersections  and  crosswalks. 

Many  street  trees  were  adversely  affected  by 
the  continuing  drought.  Fewer  and  smaller  leaves 
and  less  growth  resulted  and  trees  became  more 
susceptible  to  disease  and  insect  infestation.  Much 
dead  wood  became  evident,  particularly  top 
growth  in  maples  and  over  40  of  these  desirable 
trees  died  and  were  removed  during  the  year. 
Elm  Disease  Continues 

Dutch  Elm  disease  was  diagnosed  in  90  pub- 
lic elms.  These  were  cut  down  and  disposed  of  at 
Andover's  landfill  site.  An  additional  60  dead  and 
beetle-infested  elms  were  removed  with  the  as- 
sistance of  men  and  equipment  from  the  Mass. 
Department  of  Natural  Resources,  which  Agency 
also  worked  on  locating  and  sampling  suspected 
diseased  elms. 

Routine  work  consisted  of  low  limb  removal, 
pruning,  cabling,  dead  and  dangerous  tree  remov- 
al, bark  tracing,  fertilizing  and  supervision  and 
inspection  of  utility  wire  clearance.  Poison  ivy 
and  brush  control  by  chemical  spray  was  con- 
tinued along  roadsides,  at  playgrounds  and  re- 
creation areas.  The  newly  purchased  tractor  and 
mower  was  used  extensively  for  roadside  grass 
and  brush  cutting.  This  tractor  was  used  to  pull 
Andover's  stump  chipper  to  job  sites  where  63 
stumps  were  chipped  out. 

An  annual  spray  program  designed  to  pro- 
tect trees  from  destructive  insects  and  diseases 
was  carried  out.  State  and  Federal  approved  ap- 
plication methods  and  pesticides  were  used. 

The  Tree  Bureau  worked  in  cooperation  with 
other  Town  departments  in  pruning  and  removal 
of  trees,  brush  chipping,  poison  ivy  and  brush 
control  and  insect  spraying.  Several  acres  of  land 
were  cleared  of  trees  at  the  disposal  site  to  allow 
for  expansion  of  the  landfill  operation. 
New  Quarters 

In  September  of  1966  the  Tree  Bureau  moved 
its  trucks  and  equipment  into  new  quarters  which 
had  formerly  housed  the  garage  and  repair  opera- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  After 
an  extensive  cleaning,  painting  and  renovating 
period,  there  emerged  a  clean,  organized  facility 
from  which  men  and  equipment  can  operate  ef- 
ficiently. 

Personnel  worked  during  all  ice  and  snow 
storms,  operating  trucks  and  sidewalk  plows,  also 
salting  and  sanding  streets  and  sidewalks.

Street  lights  in  the  Town  of  Andover  are 
provided  under  contract  with  the  Massachusetts 
Electric  Company.  Thirty-two  (32)  additional 
lights  were  added  to  the  Town  system  in  1966.  In 
addition,  thirteen  (13)  existing  lights  were 
changed  with  more  modern  lighting  fixtures  be- 
ing installed  in  their  stead.  The  Town's  street 
lighting  system  contains  1,276  lights. 

The  procedure  for  obtaining  a  street  light  is 
a  relatively  simple  although  a  prolonged  one.  Re- 
quests must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Town  Man- 
ager. He,  in  turn,  requests  a  survey  of  the  request 
and  a  recommendation  by  the  Mass.  Electric 
Company.  On  the  basis  of  this  recommendation 
and  subject  to  the  limitations  of  funds,  street 
lights  are  installed.  Lights  may  be  installed  only 
on  accepted  Town  streets. 


Engineering 


The  Town  Engineer  provides  the  plans,  sur- 
veys, and  field  layout  for  many  of  the  Toivn's 
projects,  particularly  in  the  public  xoorks  field. 
He  tuorks  with  the  Planning  Board  in  the  review 
of  proposed  subdivision  plans  and  inspects  the 
subdivision  roadway  and  utility  construction.  He 
also  assists  all  other  Toivn  departments  in  engine- 
ering matters  and  maintains  the  engineering 
records  of  the  Town. 


Planning  and  construction  of  public  works 
projects  this  past  year  centered  mainly  on  sewers 
and  drainage.  The  necessary  designs,  specifica- 
tions, and  field  engineering  were  provided  for 
2860  lineal  feet  of  sewer  mains  on  Shipman  Road, 
Wild  Rose  Drive,  Holly  Terrace,  and  Mo- 
raine Street  installed  under  contract.  The  Town's 
public  works  crew  installed  600  lineal  feet  of  sew- 
er in  the  Town  Yard  as  well  as  1350  lineal  feet  of 
drainage  principally  on  Argilla  Road,  Cross 
Street,  Haggetts  Pond  Road  and  in  the  Town 
Yard  with  the  aid  of  the  Engineering  Bureau. 
Included  in  engineering  for  these  projects  were 
the  necessary  easement  and  betterment  plans. 

Plans  for  13  new  subdivisions  of  land  with  a 
total  of  314  lots  were  reviewed  for  the  Planning 
Board  for  conformance  with  its  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  for  the  adequacy  of  the  proposed  utili- 
ties. During  the  year  roadways  and  utilities  un- 
der construction  in  some  11  subdivisions  were 
regularly  inspected  for  the  Planning  Board. 

This  office  represented  the  Town  in 
engineering  matters  in  conferences  with  other 
governmental  agencies,  private  corporations,  pub- 
lic groups  and  many  individual  citizens.  It  main- 
tained the  engineering  records  of  the  Town  and 
was  an  aid  to  Town  boards  and  other  municipal 
departments  requiring  engineering  services.

The  Town  of  Andover  maintains  a  sanitary 
sewer  system  ivith  approximately  2,400  connec- 
tions to  residences  and  other  uses.  The  system 
consists  of  approximately  78  miles  of  sewer 
mains.  Approximately  30%  of  the  Town's  area 
is  covered  by  the  system  and  approximately  50% 
of  the  population  of  the  Town  is  served.  With 
the  exception  of  a  small  treatment  facility  in 
Ballardvale,  all  sewage  is  dumped  untreated  into 
the  Merrimack  River. 


Sewer  operations  during  1966  were  essen- 
tially routine  in  character.  The  South  Lawrence 
forced  main  had  to  be  repaired  at  two  manholes ; 
approximately  50  sewerage  blocks  were  cleared  ; 
and  64  new  services  were  connected. 

New  mains  were  installed  under  supervision 
by  private  contract  on  Shipman  Road,  Moraine 
Street,  and  a  portion  of  Wild  Rose  Drive.  Plans, 
specifications  and  supervision  as  well  as  the  pre- 
paration of  betterment  charges  were  handled  by 
the  engineer.  Approximately  11,900  feet  in  sewer 
mains  were  added  to  the  Town's  system  as  the 
result  of  land  subdivisions. 

New  State  regulations  were  put  into  effect 
during  1966  relating  to  the  installation  of  sewers 
particularly  connections  from  the  street  mains  to 
a  building.  Generally,  the  new  regulations  require 
that  this  work  be  undertaken  by  a  licensed  plum- 
ber. Except  that  the  Town  supervises  the  work, 
the  individual"  property  owner  must  contract  with 
a  private  plumber  or  contractor  and  not  with  the 
Town.

One  of  the  more  noteworthy  and,  certainly, 
most  satisfying  accomplishments  in  1966  was  the 
transformation  of  the  town  dump  into  a  landfill 
operation.  With  the  arrival  in  July  of  a  Cater- 
pillar D7E  bulldozer,  the  noxious,  unsightly  and 
unsanitary  burning  at  the  disposal  area  was  eli- 
minated. For  all  intents  and  purposes,  there  has 
not  been  any  uncontrolled  and  indiscriminate 
burning  since  July.  The  use  of  the  new  24-ton  jug- 
gernaut has  permitted  not  only  the  elimination 
of  most  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  the 
landfill  but  has  prolonged  the  life  of  the  area 
through  the  salvaging  of  previously  used  ground 
as  well  as  the  salvaging  of  cover  material  on  the 
site. 

The  bulldozer  unit  was  purchased  on  a 
"guaranteed  bid"  basis.  That  is  to  say,  the  bidder 
guaranteed  and  secured  his  guarantee  by  a  per- 
formance bond  that  the  cost  of  operating  the  unit 
would  not  exceed  a  stipulated  amount  over  a  three 
year  period.  Should  repairs  exceed  the  stipulated 
amount,  the  bidder  is  required  to  make  up  the  dif- 
ference. In  addition,  the  bidder  guarantees  the 
delivery  of  repair  parts  within  five  days  of  an 
order  and,  should  delivery  not  be  made  within 
that  period,  is  required  to  provide  the  Town  with 
a  substitute  tractor  unit  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 
This  represents  the  first  occasion  on  which  the 
Town  has  entered  into  such  an  agreement.  There 
is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Town  will  be- 
nefit from  it. 
Incinerator  Unneccessary 

There  had  been  some  misgivings  expressed 


in  some  quarters  of  the  Town  that  the  tractor, 
unit  which  was  contemplated  would  not  be 
satisfactory.  Quite  the  opposite  has  been  the  ex- 
perience of  the  Town.  Success  in  1966  in  establish- 
ing a  landfill  operation  should  make  unnecessary 
any  prolonged  discussions  over  the  erection  and 
operation  of  an  extremely  expensive  incinerator 
for  rubbish  disposal  purposes.  The  sanitary  land- 
fill technique  is  proving  in  Andover  to  be  pos- 
sible. Its  continuation  and  continuous  improve- 
ment promise  the  most  economical  method  of 
waste  disposal. 
Improvements  Required 

The  landfill  area  will  require  some  expansion 
preferably  in  1967,  with  the  acquisition  of  a  2- 
acre  parcel  immediately  south  of  the  present 
site  on  Greenwood  Road.  In  addition,  a  larger  and 
more  secure  garage  will  be  required  for  the  hous- 
ing of  the  bulldozer.  At  the  same  time,  efforts 
will  be  made  to  find  more  suitable  housing  and 
sanitary  facilities  for  the  caretaker  than  are  pre- 
sently possible  with  the  use  of  a  surplus  trailer. 
Vandalism  in  1966,  both  to  the  trailer  and  garage 
presented  somewhat  serious  problems.  Future 
plans,  particularly  in  the  repair  of  the  site  fence 
and  its  extension  and  more  adequate  lighting  o* 
the  site  and  buildings,  should  reduce  this  problem 
to  negligible  proportions.  It  Is  expected  also  that 
a  start  will  be  made  in  improving  the  upper 
area  of  the  landfill  in  the  direction  of  a  recrea- 
tion area,  especially  ball  fields.  This  can  and 
should  be  a  program  development  which  should 
begin  now  in  order  that  it  be  orderly  and  as  eco- 
nomical as  possible. 

The  scattering  of  paper  as  a  result  of  high 
winds  continued  in  the  past  year  to  present  a 
problem.  Snow  fence  was  acquired  during  the 
year  which  will  be  erected  in  strategic  locations 
so  as  to  catch  this  paper  and  prevent  its  scatter- 
ing along  the  roadsides  and  into  the  wooded  areas 
across  from  the  landfill.  The  Boy  Scouts  from 
St.  Augustine's  Parish  as  well  as  other  interested 
young'  people  undertook  during  the  past  year  to 
pick  up  a  good  deal  of  this  paper,  but  unless  a 
permanent  solution  is  found,  particularly  in 
terms  of  erecting  fencing,  litter  from  the  dump 
will  continue  to  make  the  general  area  needlessly 
unsightly. 

It  would  appear  on  the  strength  of  the  ex- 
perience of  1966  that  the  Town  rubbish  disposal 
area  has  ceased  to  be  a  neighborhood  nuisance 
and  instead  is  well  on  its  way  to  becoming  a  com- 
munity asset. 
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The  Board  of  Health  is  comprised  of  three 
members  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  for 
three  year  terms.  The  Health  Department  pro- 
vides environmental  health  programs,  nuisance 
control,  food  and  milk  sanitation,  disposal  of 
garbage,  enforcement  of  Health  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, sanitary  codes,  plumbing  and  gas  codes, 
air  pollution  control,  dispensing  of  biological  sup- 
plies and  testing  materials,  referral  services  for 
crippled  children  and  others  afflicted  with  chron- 
ic diseases.  Com.municable  disease  control,  chest 
X-ray  clinics,  and  health  education  are  among 
other  functions  of  the  Department.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASED  DOWN 

The  incidence  of  communicable  disease  this 
year  has  been  lower  than  it  was  during-  the  pre- 
vious two  years.  Chicken  pox  and  animal  bites 
have  remained  at  the  same  level  but  there  was  a 
slight  increase  in  mumps  and  a  marked  decrease 
in  measles. 

The  Board  of  Health  issued  920  permits  and 
licenses  during  the  past  year.  The  largest  num- 
ber of  these  consisted  of  92  septic  tank  permits, 
82  milk  licenses,  35  oleo  licenses,  44  swimming 
pool  permits,  65  food  service  establishment  per- 
mits, 40  burial  permits,  211  gas  permits  and  288 
plumbing  permits.  Eighty-two  complaints  were 
investigated  and  processed. 

The  45.6  health  inspections  and  tests  made 
during  the  past  year  include  the  following :  Food 
Service  Establishments  148,  Sewage  Disposal 
Systems  132,  Farm  Labor  Camps  13,  Piggeries  11, 
Semi-public  Swimming  Pools  13,  Milk  Samples 
65.  Water  Samples  45,  Swab  Tests  28. 
TUBERCULOSIS  DOWN 

Only  one  tubercular  patient  was  admitted 
and  discharged  from  the  hospital  this  year  at  a 
cost  of  $668  to  the  Town,  the  lowest  amount  spent 
for  tuberculosis  since  1960.  Although  16  prema- 
ture babies  were  born  in  1966,  only  2  required 
financial  assistance.  The  total  cost  was  $24.00, 
the  lowest  on  record.  Effective  January  1,  1967, 
the  per  diem  charge  for  premature  babies  will  be 
approximately  30%  higher  than  the  previous 
rate. 


SANITARY  CODE  AMENDED 

Article  XI  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  entitl- 
ed "Minimum  Requirements  for  the  Disposal  of 
Sanitary  Sewage  in  Unsewered  Areas"  was 
amended  as  of  August  15,  1966.  One  significant 
addition  under  the  new  regulations  states  that  all 
Disposal  Works  Installers  must  obtain  a  permit 
from  the  Board  of  Health  before  engaging  in  the 
construction  or  alteration  of  any  individual  sew- 
age disposal  system.  These  permits  are  filled  with 
the  State  Department,  thus  enabling  the  local 
Board  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  qualified  in- 
stallers. 
CLINICS  SPONSORED 

The  following  clinics  were  sponsored  by  the 
Board  of  Health  in  1966 : 

Animal    Rabies,    where    approximately 

600  dogs  were  inoculated,  conducted  by  Dr. 

Lindsay ; 

Glaucoma,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Lions  Club,  revealed  that  there  were  5  suspected 
cases  of  glaucoma  out  of  the  142  individuals  test- 
ed; 

Vision  screening,  successfully  carried 
out  on  108  pre-kindergarten  pupils,  by  the  Ando- 
na  Society; 

Measles  vaccine,  held  for  100  under-pri- 
vileged children,  at  a  local  hospital. 

A  member  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  conducted  a  Dental  Survey  for  the 
first  time  at  St.  Augustine's  School. 

Follow-up  work  on  tubercular  patients,  con- 
tacts of  communicable  diseases,  premature  babies, 
and  crippled  children  was  carried  out  as  usual. 

The  long  awaited  "Uniform  State  Plumbing 
Code  for  Mass."  became  effective  on  August  15, 
1966.  These  State  regulations  supercede  the  local 
laws  that  have  been  in  effect  since  1952  and  will 
eliminate  many  problems  for  both  the  builder  and 
the  plumber.

TTie  administration  of  the  Public  Assistance 
program  in  the  Town  of  Andover  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Welfare  Department.  It  is  assisted 
in  the  discharge  of  its  duties  and  responsibilities 
by  a  three-member  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
whose  members  are  appointed  by  the  Town  Man- 
ager for  three-year  terms  and  serve  without  com- 
pensation. All  employees  of  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment are  Civil  Service  appointees.  The  programs 
offered  by  the  department  are  those  required  by 
the  State  and  fall  under  two  general  headings  — 
General  Relief,  or  what  has  been  referred  to  in 
the  past  as  "charities"  and  made  available  on  a 
temporary  basis  to  the  Town's  less  fortunate  cit- 
izens ivho  are  unable  to  provide  the  necessities 
of  life,  and  Categorical  Relief  which  includes  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children,  Medical  Aid  to  the  Aged, 
Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  the  Permanent  Total- 
ly Disabled.  All  programs  are  regulated  closely 
by  the  State  Department  of  Welfare  both  in 
terms  of  scope  and  eligibility.  The  Town  receives 
reimbursements  to  the  extent  of  approximately 
75%  of  funds  expended,  for  the  several  welfare 
programs. 


Public  assistance  expenses  in  1966  increased 
over  1965  to  the  limit  of  the  appropriation  made 
for  the  past  year.  This  is  to  be  expected  in  view 
of  the  ever-increasing-  number  of  programs  and 
the  easing  of  program  requirements  for  such 
help.  The  average  monthly  case  load  approximat- 
ed one  hundred  fifty  (150)  clients. 

The  exact  effect  of  the  Federal  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  programs  has  yet  to  be  determined.  It 
would  appear  that  it  will  tend  to  increase  Wel- 
fare expenses  primarily  because  of  the  broader 
coverages  involved  in  terms  of  care  and  benefits 
as  well  as  the  relaxing  of  eligibility  requirements. 

The  most  perplexing  problem  faced  in  the 
Welfare  Department  in  1966  was  not  that  of  as- 
sistance but  rather  administration.  The  Welfare 
Director  resigned  his  position  on  March  31  to  ac- 
cept a  similar  position  in  Chelmsford.  In  the  ab- 


sence of  a  Civil  service  eligibility  list  the  Town 
Manager  made  a  provisional  appointment  of  a 
Town  resident  who  appeared  to  be  highly  quali- 
fied for  the  position.  The  appointee  was  a  retired 
Air  Force  Lieutenant  Colonel  with  some  twenty 
years  of  administrative  experience.  He  possessed 
a  Master's  Degree  in  Education  and  was  a  certi- 
ficated guidance  counselor  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.  He  possessed  the  personal  attri- 
butes which  this  sensitive  position  required.  The 
State  Civil  Service  Department,  however,  ruled 
that  in  view  of  his  not  having  had  a  minimum  of 
one  year's  "social  work"  experience,  he  was  not 
eligible  for  appointment.  In  spit  of  strong  at- 
tempts to  change  the  position  of  the  State,  the 
provisionally  appointed  Director's  services  were 
terminated  abruptly  by  order  of  the  State.  Des- 
pite efforts  to  fill  the  position  or  to  provide  equi- 
valent professional  assistance  on  a  temporary  ba- 
sis, the  position  of  Director  remains  vacant.  The 
Department  continues  to  be  staffed  by  a  social 
worker  and  two  clerks.  It  appears  likely  that  in 
view  of  the  circumstances  involved  in  making 
an  appointment  the  position  will  continue  to  re- 
main vacant  until  the  requirements  of  the  Civil 
Service  Department  can  be  met. 

An  interesting  sidelight  to  this  particular 
problem  is  the  Civil  Service  Department's  having 
conducted  a  so-called  "grandfather"  examination 
to  permit  employees  of  local  Welfare  Depart- 
ments to  take  promotional  examinations  for  the 
several  positions  covered  by  Civil  Service  even 
though  the  Federal  and  State  requirements  on 
qualifications  are  not  met.  However,  as  of  July  1, 
1967,  new  regulations  become  mandatory.  Recent- 
ly implemented  Federal  requirements  as  well  as 
those  adopted  by  Massachusetts  require  a  Bache- 
lor's Degree  in  Sociology  or  its  equivalent  and  a 
minimum  of  two  years'  experience  or  a  Master's 
Degree  and  one  year's  experience. 

It  seems  undortunante  that  it  was  not  pos- 
sible to  retain  the  services  of  the  man  who  had 
been  appointed  and  who  during  his  brief  tenure 
discharged  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  this 
office  successfully.  Every  effort  will  be  made  in 
1967  to  fill  the  position  with  a  trained  profes- 
sional social  worker.  The  Town  of  Andover  de- 
serves and  can  afford  nothing  less.

The  Veterans'  Services  Department  is  opera- 
ted under  CJiapter  115,  General  Laivs  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, for  the  purpose  of  providing  financial 
assistance,  ivhen  needed,  and  after  full  investiga- 
tion, to  war-time,  and  under  legislation  passed  in 
1966',  to  some  peace-time  veterans,  their  families, 
dependents  or  survivors  because  of  sickness,  hos- 
pitalization, unemployment  or  old  age. 


Assistance  was  provided  to  thirty  one  (31) 
persons  on  a  permanent  basis  and  to  ninety  eight 
(98)  individuals  on  a  temporary  basis  in  1966. 
Expenditures  for  hospitalization  for  elderly  reci- 
pients, in  the  current  year,  were  negligible  due 
to  the  implementation  of  the  Medicare  Program. 
However,  expenses  for  those  not  eligible  for  Me- 
dicare (temporary  recipients)  increased  expenses 
over  those  of  the  previous  year.  Nursing  home 
expenses  show  a  substantial  increase  as  three  (3) 
of  the  Town's  elderly  are  now  permanent  nursing 
home  patients.  This  not  unexpected  considering 
the  fact  that  permanent  recipients  average  more 
than  seventy  three  years  of  age. 
Assistance  $  Up 

Due  to  the  liberalization  of  public  assistance 
programs,  both  on  a  State  and  Federal  level,  and 
the  rising  costs  of  hospitalization,  medication  and 
all  other  related  services,  it  appears  that  the  ex- 
penses of  public  assistance  will  constantly  in- 
crease, despite  efforts  to  alleviate  this  condition 
by  vigorous  pursuit  of  benefits   from   all   other 


sources.  It  is  important  to  realize  that  50%  of  the 
Town's  expenditures  for  assistance  will  be  reim- 
bursed by  the  State  Government.  In  1966,  reim- 
bursements from  the  Commonwealth  to  the  Town 
of  Andover  were  in  the  amount  of  $27,682.53,  and 
covered  the  period  July  1964  through  May  1966. 
The  sum  of  $4-90.50  was  returned  to  the  Town  on 
assignment  recoveries.

The  most  demanding  function  of  this  Depart- 
ment is  to  process  claims  with  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration for  any  benefit,  monetary  or  other- 
wise, that  may  be  available  to  a  veteran,  his 
family  or  survivors.  More  than  three  hundred 
forms  (300)  were  submitted  to  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration during  the  year  for  hospitalization, 
home  loans,  pensions  and  compensations,  grave 
markers,  education  etcetera  As  a  result  of  this 
department's  efforts  pensions  and  compensations 
awards  obtained  for  Andover  residents  monthly 
cash  payments,  for  the  Federal  Government,  to- 
taling $42,000.00  yearly. 

Interviews  of  some  twenty  one  hundred  and 
eighty  six  (2186)  persons  were  conducted  in  this 
office  during  the  year.  This  represents  an  in- 
crease of  more  than  four  hundred  (400)  over  the 
previous  year.  Twenty  one  (21)  Andover  veterans 
were  admitted  to  the  Veterans  Administration 
Hospitals  during  1966  with  the  assistance  of  this 
Department.  At  present  there  are  fourteen  (14) 
veterans  hospitalized  at  these  facilities,  several 
of  these  patients  are  on  a  permanent  basis.

Elected  for  three  year  terms  of  office,  the 
five-member  School  Committee  is  responsible  for 
administering  the  educational  system  of  the  Town 
of  Andover.  It  appoints  a  Superintendent  and 
such  other  Assistants  as  may  be  required  from 
time  to  time.  At  the  present  time,  there  is  an 
Assistant  Superintendent  for  elementary  educa- 
tion and  a  Supervisor  of  General  Services  and 
Business  Manager  for  the  school  system  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Superintendent.  There  are  six  elemen- 
tary, one  junior  high  and  one  senior  high  school 
in  Andover.  A  new  Senior  High  School  is  under 
construction  with  the  present  Senior  High  School 
to  be  converted  to  a  Junior  High  School  upon 
completion  of  the  facility.  The  School  Department 
is  autonomous  as  far  as  financial  matters  are  con- 
cerned and  as  they  relate  to  operation  of  the  school 
system.  The  Toivn  Meeting,  though  asked  to  ap- 
prove the  annual  school  budget,  has  the  legal 
authority  to  approve  or  reject  new  buildings  and 
the  funds  necessary  for  their  construction  only. 
The  School  Committee  members  serve  without 
compensation. 


Andover    School    Department    activities    of 
1966  can  be  categorized  into  three  areas: 

1.  Providing  a  comprehensive  program  de- 
signed to  best  satisfy  the  educational  needs 
of  the  4850  children  in  the  system  through 
maximum  utilization  of  a  highly  qualified 
staff  and  proper  educational  program. 

2.  Critically  evaluating  the  program  at  all 
levels  in  terms  of  the  philosophy  and 
goals  set  by  the  School  Committee.  Special 
concentrated  appraisal  was  made  of  cer- 
tain phases  of  the  program  in  light  of  the 
latest  educational  research  and  advanced 
instructional  techniques.

3.  Initiation  of  action  and  planning  to  en- 
sure that  the  system  will  continue  to  meet 
the  future  needs  of  the  town. 

In  addition  to  the  four  curricula  (academic, 
general,  vocational  and  commercial)  offered  at 
the  Andover  High  School,  an  opportunity  has  been 
provided  by  the  town  whereby  students  can  take 
specialized  vocational  training  at  the  Greater 
Lawrence  Regional  Vocational  High  School.  The 
foreign  language  program  was  augmented  by  en- 
couraging selected  qualified  students  to  take 
Chinese  I  and  II  under  the, Asian  Studies  program 
at  Phillips  Academy. 

The  enrichment  program  and  the  Junior 
Great  Books  program  were  enlarged  through  an 
organized  plan  of  utilizing  both  teachers  and  se- 
lected parents. 

The  in-service  training  for  teachers  has  been 
strengthened  by  utilizing  an  afternoon  each 
month  on  a  system-wide  basis  whereby  all  teach- 
ers are  free  at  the  same  time  for  coordinated  ac- 
tivities. In  addition,  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  a  special  program  in  economics  for 
teachers  in  Andover  after  the  school  day  during 
the  second  semester  of  the  current  year. 

These  courses  will  be  introduced  in  collabor- 
ation with  the  Boston  University  Center  for  Eco- 
nomic Education  and  the  New  England  Econo- 
mic Council. 

The  summer  school  was  enlarged,  especially 
at  the  elementary  level.  The  academic  program 
of  grades  five  and  six  in  mathematics  and  lan- 
guage arts  was  departmentalized  and  classes  were 
instituted  in  Art  and  Conversation  and  Nature 
Study  with  worthwhile  results. 

The  intramural  athletic  program  was 
strengthened  and  ice  hockey  was  added  at  the  se- 
condary level.  State  championships  were  won  in 
track  and  girls'  gymnastics ;  conference  champion- 
ships were  won  in  football  and  track  by  the  An- 
dover High  School  Teams. 

A  number  of  special  studies  was  conducted 
by  members  of  the  teaching  staff  assisted  by  ci- 
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tizens  in  the  community.  Acknowledgement  is 
given  to  the  Andover  Education  Association  and 
to  the  League  of  Women  Voters  who  contributed 
many  of  the  members  of  the  committees  formed 
to  carry  on  the  work. 
The  principal  areas  of  investigation  were : 

a.  team  teaching  and  ungraded  rooms 

b.  adequacy  of  the  Andover  High  School  driver 
education  program 

c.  evaluation  of  school  libraries  relative  to 
American  Library  Association  Standards 

d.  place  of  economic  studies  in  the  curriculum 

e.  evaluation  of  the  Andover  School  System  on 
the  bassis  of  the  Willis  Commission  recom- 
mendations 

f.  updating  of  the  Crimp  report  on  projected 
student  enrollment  and  classroom  space 
needs  in  terms  of  new  Andover  class  size  ob- 
jectives 

g.  study  of  the  organizational  structure  of  the 
Andover  System  for  future  growth  patterns 
The  evaluation    of   the   Andover   System   in 

terms  of  the  Willis-Harrington  Commission  re- 
commendations on  education  indicated  that  the 
school  system  met  or  exceeded  many  of  the  mini- 
mum recommendations,  the  most  notable  excep- 
tion was  class  size  and  teacher-pupil  ratios.  The 
School  Committee  adopted  the  recommendations 
of  the  Willis  Commission  as  objectives  for  the 
Andover  School  System  with  a  target  date  for 
implementation  of  most  of  these  by  1970  with  an 
earlier  completion  date  when  possible.  It  also  es- 
tablished the  following:  pupil-teacher  ratios 
elementary  -  forty  teachers  and  ten  classroom 
non-professionals  per  1000  pupils,  junior  and  se- 
nior high  -  sixty  teachers  and  fifteen  classroom 
non-professionals  per  1000  pupils;  twenty-three 
pupils  class  size  at  elementary  level  and  sixteen 
pupil  class  size  at  the  junior  and  senior  high 
school. 

Another  noteworthy  development  was  the 
adoption  by  the  Committee  of  the  requirement 
that  teachers  entering  the  schools  shall  hold  a 
master's  degree  or  shall  acquire  said  degree  with- 
in five  years  of  the  date  of  employment.  Begin- 
ning with  the  1972-3  school  year,  all  candidates 
to  be  hired  shall  possess  a  master's  degree. 

The  School  Committee  updated  the  "Crimp" 
report  on  classroom  space  needs  for  the  1966- 
1971  period  in  terms  of  the  latest  October,  1966, 
data  and  the  new  class  size  requirements.  This 
report  supplies  a  detailed  buildingprogram.based 
on  the  completion  of  the  new  High  School  in  Sep- 
tember 1967,  which  will  provide  adequate  phy- 


sical facilities  for  all  students  by  1970.  The  edu- 
cational specifications  are  completed  for  the 
twenty-four  room  elementary  school  to  be  ready 
in  September,  1968,  and  for  the  twenty-four  room 
elementary  school  in  the  western  part  of  Town  to 
be  ready  in  September  1969.  In  addition,  educa- 
tion specifications  were  approved  for  the  renova- 
tion of  the  current  Junior  High  School  building. 

Enrollment  in  our  schools  continue  to  in- 
crease in  excess  of  two  hundred  pupils  annually. 
It  is  interesting  to  note,  that  in  recent  years,  the 
percentage  of  school  age  children  attending  pub- 
lic rather  than  private  schools  is  increasing. 

The  School  Committee  completed  the  basic 
organization  of  a  Space  Planning  Advisory  Com- 
mittee for  Education  to  furnish  recommendations 
advice,  guidance  and  support  relative  to  obtaining 
the  necessary  class  room  space  at  the  required 
time.  This  committee,  headed  by  Dr.  Milton 
Greenberg  and  Dr.  James  Conroy,  will  concen- 
trate on  establishing  an  orderly,  realistic  class 
room  space  program  up  to  the  1980's  which  is 
in  agreement  with  the  projected  growth  of  the 
town. 

In  line  with  the  growth  of  the  system,  the 
position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  in  charge 
of  Elementary  Education  was  created  and  Mr. 
Vaughn  Clapp  hired  in  August. 

A  most  important  project  undertaken  this 
year  was  a  study  of  the  administrative  organiza- 
tion of  the  public  school  system.  A  team  of  con- 
sultants from  the  Northeastern  University  Gra- 
duate School  of  Education  were  charged  with  this 
responsibility.  The  report  will  be  of  great  value 
in  the  determination  of  our  administrative  stuc- 
ture  now  and  as  we  continue  to  expand. 

The  Andover  Education  Association  was  re- 
cognized as  the  bargaining  agent  for  two  groups 
of  professional  employees  in  the  school  system 
under  Public  Law  763,  Acts  of  1965.  The  first 
group  "A"  consists  of  teachers  and  the  second 
group  "B"  consists  of  administrators.  The  An- 
dover School  Committee  was  host  at  a  tutorial 
session  on  professional  negotiations  for  teacher 
association  representatives  and  school  committees 
of  Andover  and  adjacent  towns.  Professional  ne- 
gotiations were  carried  out  by  a  sub-committee 
headed  by  School  Committeeman  Fred  Fitzge- 
rald. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  much  activity  and 
fine  achievement.  We  look  forward  to  1967  for 
even  greater  accomplishments  as  we  face  the  chal- 
lenges ahead.

Organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
tvealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Greater  Lawrence 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is 
governed  by  a  seven-member  Board  of  Directors 
elected  from  the  City  of  Lawrence  and  the  Towns 
of  Methuen,  North  Andover,  and  Andover.  An- 
dover  has  one  representative  on  the  committee 
who  serves  a  three  year  term  of  office  without 
compensation.  The  Totvn  of  Andover  contributes 
to  the  support  of  the  Vocational  School  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  students  attending  from 
Andover. 


Interest  in  the  day  school  and  evening  school 
offerings  has  been  most  gratifying.  The  school 
shall  reach  its  saturation  point  in  October  of 
1967,  based  on  present  enrollment  statistics.  Al- 
though it  shall  be  over-enrolled  in  October  of 
1967,  the  school  and  its  administration  are  aware 
that  this  will  occur  one  year  in  advance  of  the  an- 
ticipated date  of  October  1,  1968. 

The  school  has  been  approved  to  enter  into 
agreements  with  industry  for  cooperative  employ- 
ment for  seniors  in  good  standing.  One  program 
has  started  in  this  regard  and  will  serve  as  a  pilot 
program  for  further  agreements  for  each  of  ele- 
ven departments.  Placements  of  evening  school 
preparatory  students  are  notable  as  are  the  elec- 
tricians in  our  code  classes,  several  of  whom  have 
successfully  passed  the  licensing  board  examina- 
tions. 
Added  Facilities  Planned 

Due  to  evident  need  in  the  region  for  trained 
personnel  in  the  medical  arts  and  allied  fields 
coupled  with  daily  pressures  for  the  inauguration 
of  girls'  programs,  the  committee  has  authorized 
the  superintendent-director  to  draw  up  education 
specifications  for  additional  school  facilities.  The 
emphasis  will  be  placed  on  laboratory  technicians, 
x-ray  technicians,  medical,  dental  and  surgical 
assistants,  licensed  practical  nursing,  pre-nurs- 
ing,  home  care  and  those  areas  serving  the  im- 
plementation of  Medicare. 

"Apprentice"  and  'Trade  Extension"  pro- 
grams conducted  by  the  Lawrence  Vocational 
School  have  been  taken  over  by  our  regional 
school  in  keeping  with  the  law  as  well  as  the  in- 


tended economy  acquired  through  the  non-dupli- 
cation of  effort  and  facilities.

progress  of  these  students. 

4.  Educational  Counseling 

Called  in  for  consultation  all  9th,  10th  and 
11th  grade  students  who  have  failed  two  or 
more  subjects,  and  all  12th  grade  students 
who  have  failed  any  subject  for  the  first 
term. 

5.  Other  Guidance  Services 

a.  Conducted  initial  interview  with  all  9th 
and  10th  grade  students  (approximately 
360)  for  purpose  of  general  counseling  and 
securing  information  for  cumulative  fold- 
er.

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The  above  figures  represent  totals  of  77,400  day 
school  student  hous  and  97,650  everting  school 
student  hours.  The  total  school  usage  in  student 
hous  results  in  percentages  of  88.75  and  11.25  for 
day  school  and  evening  school  respectively. 

The  net  total  budget  of  $909,633.00  is  recon- 
ciled in  two  sub-totals,  $807,300.00  for  day  school 
and  $102,333.00  for  evening  school. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  include 
the  costs  of  debt  retirement  and  service  for  con- 
struction and  equipment  as  well  as  the  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  school. 


Three  Manpower  Training  Programs  have 
been  in  operation.  Two  of  these  were  in  Clerk- 
General  Office  and  have  been  completed.  The 
third,  Clerk-Stenographer  is  presently  operating 
and  will  be  completed  March  31,  1967. 

A  late  afternoon  course  in  drafting  is  being 
conducted  two  days  each  week  for  Raytheon  em- 
ployees. Expenses  for  this  are  defeayed  by  the 
company. 

Plans  are  being  directed  toward  late  after- 
noon classes  for  high  school  students  for  the  pur- 
pose of  developing  single  or  limited  skills  for  in- 
dustrial entry.

The  Memorial  Hall  Library  tvas  built  in  1872 
and  added  to  in  1926,  1960  and  1966.  Its  seven- 
member  Board  of  Trustees  is  appointed  by  the 
Town  Manager,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men, for  staggered  terms  of  seven  years.  The 
Library  supplies  reading  for  information  and  rec- 
reation for  all  ages.  It  answers  questions.  It 
owns  72,100  books,  U,725  pamphlets,  260  mag- 
azines and  newspapers,  82  framed  prints,  1365 
recordings,  206  slides  and  film  strips.  Through 
a  film  cooperative,  it  loans  16  mm  sound  films  to 
community  groups.  Materials  borrowed  in  1966 
totalled  220, 0M. 


Addition  Completed 

With  the  dedication  of  the  new  adult  wing 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  November  20,  the  Memorial 
Hall  Library's  building  expansion  begun  in  1959 
came  to  a  successful  conclusion.  The  Reading 
Room  has  been  named  in  honor  of  Miss  Miriam 
Putnam,  Librarian. 

No  longer  hidden  behind  hedge  and  iron 
fence,  the  enlarged  building,  with  its  new  plaza 
and  landscaping,  opens  out  invitingly  to  the  com- 
munity and  at  night  lights  up  Elm  Square  attrac- 
tively. 

The  library  building  provides  space  for 
95,000  books,  seats  for  150  people  and  a  variety 
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of  services  for  adults,  young  adults,  and  children 
in  its  several  reading  rooms,  reference  center, 
periodical  alcove,  microfilm  center  and  stack 
space. 

The  opening  of  the  new  wing  has  brought  in- 
creased use.  December  figures  are  quite  striking 
showing  a  gain  in  adult  circulation  of  34%  over 
December  1965  and  of  21%  over  December  1964, 
a  normal  year. 

Library  users  who  stoically  suffered  the  in- 
conveniences of  construction  have  flocked  to  the 
lovely  new  reading  areas.  Particularly  popular  is 
the  periodical  alcove  with  its  gaily  upholstered 
armchairs  and  its  easy  access  to  current  magazines 
and  newspapers.  The  individual  study  tables  and 
the  lounge  units  in  the  main  reading  room  are 
much  in  demand.  An  attractive  small  reading 
room  with  comfortable  chairs  is  beginning  to  lure 
the  adult  readers  for  whom  it  was  designed. 

Former  library  borrowers  who  temporarily 
deserted  the  library  because  of  the  building 
changes  are  happily  returning  to  use  the  new 
facilities. 

The  adult  library  manages  to  be  gay  as  well 
as  functional  and  with  its  fine  book  collections 
will  gain  many  new  users  in  1967. 

The  thought  and  effort  of  many  people  went 
into  the  planning,  financing  and  execution  of  the 
completed  building  and  in  the  relocation  of  books 
and  services. 
46,00  Books  Moved 

The  library  staff  and  high  school  assistants 
gave  yoeman  service,  and  used  imagination  and 
abilty  without  stint  in  the  moving  of  46,000  adult 
books.  The  achievement  of  an  almost  consecutive 
book  arrangement  helps  readers  find  materials 
more  quickly  and  easily. 

The  restoration  of  normal  services  could  not 
have  been  completed  without  the  invaluable  help 
from  members  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

$'s  Received 

A  grant  of  $12,500  from  federal  funds,  made 
available  through  the  Bureau  of  Library  Exten- 
sion, was  of  tremendous  assistance  in  upgrading 
and  strengthening  book  collections  in  prepara- 
tion for  expanded  service.  This  grant  was  made 
to  the  library  in  anticipation  of  its  role  as  a  sub- 
regional  center  in  the  new  Eastern  Regional  Pub- 
lic Library  System. 

Since  May  1,  inter-library  loan  and  reference 
service  have  been  given  on  a  demonstration  basis 
to  the  area.  With  the  implementation  of  regional 
service,  July  1,  1967,  members  of  this  community 
will  have  access   to   an   ever-improving   stock  of 


books  and  to  enlarged  inter-library  and  in-depth 
reference  service. 

About  one-half  of  the  grant  was  spent  on  the 
reference  collection.  With  a  new  reference  center 
to  house  it,  the  collection  is  first  rate  for  its  size 
with  strength  not  only  in  the  humanities  but  also 
in  science  and  technology.  Specialized  subject  in- 
dexes and  the  New  York  Times  on  microfilm,  since 
1962,  extend  the  library's  reference  usefulness. 
The  remainder  of  the  money  was  spent  on  circul- 
ating books  in  science,  arts  and  crafts,  non-west- 
ern culture  and  American  history.  In  all,  1,428 
books  were  bought  with  these  funds. 

In  addition,  WHALER  OUT  OF  NEW  BED- 
FORD, THE  LIVELY  ART  OF  PICTURE 
BOOKS  and  AND  SOMETHING  MORE,  a  film 
about  school  libraries,  became  the  library's  first 
purchased  16  mm  sound  films. 

The  process  of  strengthening  the  library's 
collections  must  continue.  In  1967  the  library 
plans  to  enrich  further  the  science  and  technolo- 
gy collection,  improve  its  holdings  in  the  field  of 
modern  European  history,  develop  a  section  of 
contemporary  books  in  foreign  languages,  and 
further  expand  its  reference  collection. 

During  the  past  year,  a  small  well-selected 
collection  of  adult  books  for  teen  age  readers  was 
developed.  It  will  be  the  policy  to  add  to  this  col- 
lection each  year. 

For  a  little  more  than  a  year  adult  services 
were  carried  on  at  the  top  of  the  building,  twenty- 
six  long  stairs  away  from  the  entrance  and  with 
interminable  climbing  up  and  down  steps  neces- 
sary to  secure  desired  books  and  other  materials. 
It  is  extraordinary  that  adult  circulation  fell  as 
little  as  it  did  -  a  telling  tribute  to  Andoverians' 
devotion  to  their  library. 

On  November  7,  the  expanded  library  was 
open  for  use.  The  upstairs  rooms  are  now  restored 
to  their  meeting  room  purpose.  Interior  decora- 
tion has  hidden  the  scars  of  unfamiliar  use. 
Library  activities  can  once  more  be  scheduled  in 
the  up-stairs  meeting  rooms.  Little  by  little  things 
are  returning  to  normal. 

New  members  are  welcome  at  any  time  to  the 
library  Great  Books  Group.  It  is  now  embarked  on 
the  fourth  year  set  of  readings  and  meets  every 
other  Tuesday. 

All  9th  grade  English  classes  visited  the 
library  to  gain  skill  in  locating  materials  for 
school  assignments.  From  now  on,  the  young  peo- 
ple will  have  an  even  richer  experience  and  great- 
er scope  for  gaining  this  essential  skill. 

The   Children's  Room  escaped  much  of  the 
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travail  of  the  adult  building  project.  However,  the 
closing  down  of  the  room  in  the  evening  to  adults 
and  the  closing  of  the  adult  department  during 
one  week  in  November  for  moving,  undoubtedly 
had  its  effect  on  use.  Despite  this,  however,  room 
circulation  continues  to  climb.  The  Children's 
Room  is  now  available  to  library  users  through- 
out the  year  from  10  to  6  daily. 

Well-produced  book  lists  can  make  the 
library's  collections  more  inviting,  better  known 
and  more  readily  accessible.  The  gay,  spiral  bound 
lists  of  new  reference  books  and  of  the  library's 
periodical  holding  have  found  a  ready  audience. 
A  young -adult  list  WHAT'S  NEW  PUSSYCAT? 
has  proved  to  be  equally  popular  with  adults.  The 
use  of  the  town  multilith  and  Mrs.  Grant's  time 
has  been  appreciated. 

Last  year,  Leo  F.  Daley,  able  Treasurer  of  the 
Memorial  Hall  Library  Board  of  Trustees  for 
twenty  years,  resigned  to  accept  another  com- 
munity assignment.  Warren  Lewis  was  appointed 
to  the  Board  in  his  place. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  new  library 
wing,  Clarence  Johnson  was  appointed  head 
custodian. 

Members  of  the  professional  staff  have  con- 
tinued to  participate  in  professional  affairs.  This 
has  involved  attendance  at  library  meetings  and 
membership  on  committees  concerned  with  book 
reviewing  and  magazine  evaluation  for  young 
people. 


Gifts  Received 

Many  gifts  have  come  to  the  library  this 
past  year,  some  of  which  have  been  used  to  equip 
the  new  wing ;  others  to  purchase  books  in  special 
fields.  These  have  already  been  acknowledged  in 
the  press  so  that  they  will  not  be  enumerated 
here. 

A  further  grant  of  $90  to  purchase  musical  re- 
cordings was  received  from  the  Futterman  Trust. 
Foreign  language  periodicals  and  magazines  of 
appeal  to  mature  young  people  have  been  pur- 
chased with  a  gift  from  a  national  foundation. 
More  books  were  bought  on  the  Moynihan  be- 
quest. 

Once  again  the  library  acknowledges  the 
generosity  of  the  local  press  in  its  coverage  of 
library  events  and  services.  No  Andover  family 
should  be  unaware  of  the  library  and  what  it  has 
to  offer. 

The  library  with  its  building  needs  taken 
care  of  for  some  years  to  come,  can  now  turn  its 
full  attention  to  the  important  task  of  serving 
people.  It  can  begin  to  evaluate  present  service 
and  to  take  a  good  look  at  unfilled  and  future 
needs.

plish  gains  but  not  money  alone.  A  tightening  of 
operation,  good  planning,  and  wise  judgment  to 
select  what  is  essential  from  what  is  momentarily 
stylish  will  prevent  overextension. 

The  library  must  always  be  in  a  position  to 
recruit  able,  well-trained  staff  members  and  to 
retain,  through  adequate  financial  incentives  and 
a  stimulating  program,  the  able  staff  that  it  al- 
ready has. 

In  1967  a  book  budget  of  $40,000  is  neces- 
sary if  the  library  is  to  acquire  the  wide  range  of 
reading  materials  for  all  ages,  reading  interests 
and  needs. 

In  the  service  area,  more  individual  assist- 
ance to  adult  readers  should  be  available,  more 
subject  and  individual  reading  lists  compiled.  The 
library  should  have  a  full-time  young  adult  libra- 
rian. Additional  staff  for  reference  and  reader 
services  will  become  necessary  with  library 
growth. 

There  are  still  largely  underserved  sections

of  the  community:  the  functionally  illiterate  and 
the  aged.  Can  the  library  serve  them  better?  How? 

There  may  be  need  for  more  library-sponsor- 
ed book  and  idea  centered  discussion  groups.  An 
augmented  professional  staff  could  work  profit- 
ably more  in  and  with  the  community. 

The  audio-visual  program  has  arrived  at  a 
plateau  with  little  change  over  the  last  few  years. 
What  should  be  the  place  of  films,  recordings, 
prints,  television,  slides,  tapes  in  the  library  of 
today  and  tomorrow?  Are  these  needs  being  met 
by  other  agencies?  Clubs,  churches,  schools?  TV 
at  home? 

Naturally  not  all  these  projects  or  ideas  will 
come  to  fruition  today,  perhaps  not  even  tomor- 
row. However,  they  are  all  worth  consideration 
though  the  future  has  its  own  way  of  changing 
priorities  and  directions. 

It  is  certain  that  with  the  new  adult  addition 
now  a  wonderful  reality,  1967  can  be  an  extraor- 
dinary LIBRARY  YEAR!

The  Recreation  Department  was  established 
in  1962  by  employing  the  first  full  time  Director. 
Previously  recreation  programming  had  been  a 
part-time  and  seasonable  activity  administered  by 
a  Recreation  Board.  The  Director  is  responsible 
to  the  Manager.  He  is  responsible  for  a  year- 
round  program  of  activities,  maintenance  and  de- 
velopment tvith  emphasis  on  playgrounds  and  a 
swimming  program  in  the  Summer  and  ice  rink 
maintenance  in  the  Winter.  In  addition  to  five 
playgrounds  and  the  swimming  area,  the  Town 
acquired  a  US  acre  tract  of  land  adjacent  to 
Pomps  Pond  in  1.963  for  park  development.  In 
September  of  1963  a  second  full-time  employee 
was  hired  to  maintain  buildings,  grounds  and 
equipment  used  by  the  Department.  The  Director 
and  Maintenance  Man  depend  on  assistance  from 
over  50  part-time  and  seasonal  employees,  con- 
tractors, employees  of  other  municipal  depart- 
ments and  volunteers. 


The  basic  aims  of  the  Andover  Recreation  Dep- 
artment are: 

I.  To  make  available  areas  ,and  facilities 
suitable  to  the  leisure-time  needs  of  all  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Andover. 

II.  To  assist  the  people  of  the  Andover  com- 
munity in  taking  full  advantage  of  the/areas  and 
facilities  provided  by  the  Town. 
Departmental  activities  were  organized  and  car- 
ried out  within  the  contexts  of  a  Six-Point  Pro- 
gram - 1)  Research  and  Planning;  2)  Physical  De- 
velopment and  Maintenance;  3)  Activity  Opera- 
tion; 4)  Public  Relations;  5)  Coordination;  and 
6)  Evaluation.  Of  these  points,  physical  develop-

ment  and  maintenance  an,  activity  operation  have 
the  highest  "visibility  of  consequence"  and  are, 
therefore,  most  frequently  used  as  the  bases  for 
making  judgements  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Recreation  Department.  Sight  must 
not  be  lost  of  the  place  of  the  other  important 
factors  which  will  play  an  increasing  roll  of  im- 
portance in  the  advancement  of  recreation  in 
Andover  as  time  goes  on. 

Landscaping  of  the  Recreation  Park  Lodge 
and  a  new  bulletin  board  erected  at  the  Park's  en- 
trance were  contributed  by  the  Andover  Garden 
Club  and  the  Welcome  Wagon  Newcomer's  Club 
respectively.  Street'  lights  were  also  installed 
along  the  Park  roadway  and  have  contributed 
materially  to  reducing  Park  vandalism  in  the 
nighttime.  It  has  also  made  the  Park  Lodge  more 
usable  after  dark.  Lights  were  also  installed  at 
the  front  of  the  Lodge. 
600  REGISTERED,  200  PASSED 

Swimming  lessons  in  1966  for  the  third  sea- 
son were  organized  using  the  so-called  "Station 
Method"  of  instruction.  This  allows  each  instruc- 
tor to  give  more  independent  attention  to  parti- 
cipants. Over  600  youngsters  were  registered  for 
lessons  with  more  than  200  passing  the  courses. 
In  addition,  a  pilot  program  was  initiated  utiliz- 
ing the  pool  of  the  Holiday  Inn  in  South  Lawrence 
at  no  charge  to  the  town.  The  season  at  Pomps 
Pond  was  highlighted  by  two  swimming  meets 
and  two  band  concerts,  the  latter  also  at  no 
charge  to  the  town.  It  is  estimated  that  there  were 
34,000  visitations  at  Pomps  during  the  season. 
This  included  free  swimming  periods  in  the  after- 
noons and  on  weekends. 

In  the  playground  program,  stress  this  past 
year  was  on  inter-playground  competition,  spe- 
cial activities  and  displays.  This  augmented  a 
balanced  program  of  games,  sports,  crafts,  art, 
field  trips,  social  activities  and  free  play.  High- 
lighting the  program    was    the    annual    trip    to 
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Canobie  Lake  Park,  a  field  day,  playground  carni- 
val and  4-H  Horse  Show.  It  is  estimated  that  there 
were  20,000  visitations  by  participants  on  the  six 
playgrounds  during  the  season. 

A  badminton  league  was  initiated  during  the 
year  using  school  facilities.  This  is  the  first  time 
that  this  has  been  possible  and  was  undertaken 
with  the  expressed  approval  of  the  Andover 
School  Committee. 

During  1966,  the  average  number  of  uses  of 
the  Recreation  Park  Lodge  increased  from  4  to  8 
times  a  week.  Regular  users  included  the  Orbits 
Round  Dancers,  Welcome  Wagon  Newcomers  Club 
Classes,  4-H  Horse  Club,  TOPS  Club,  Y.W.C.A. 
Extension  Course  and  Teen  Dance  program.  There 
were  also  special  outings  by  Scouts,  Campfire 
Girls,  Schools,  Churches,  and  private  groups.  To- 
tal visitations  for  the  year  are  estimated  at  40,000. 
Service  charges  are  made  for  use  of  the  Recrea- 
tion Park  Lodge  where  such  use  requires  addi- 
tional expense  by  the  town.  The  charges  cover 
out-of-pocket  expenses  by  the  town. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Boy  and  Girl 
Scouts,  the  annual  Easter  Candy  Hunt  was  held 
at  the  Recreation  Park  for  the  second  consecutive 
year.  There  were  nearly  1,000  youngsters  in  at- 
tendance in  1966.

POMP'S   DREDGING,    1966 
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"Water  supply"  were  the  passwords  for  1966. 
The  so-called  Fish  Brook  project  consisting  of  a 
diversion  dam,  impounding-  reservoir,  pumping 
station,  and  a  24-inch  transmission  main  from  the 
pumping  station  to  Haggets  Pond  was  completed 
and  put  into  operation.  Despite  its  completion  to- 
ward the  end  of  the  spring  runoff  season,  it  was 
able  to  return  to  Haggetts  Pond  some  120,000,000 
gallons  of  water.  As  a  consequence,  water  use  re- 
strictions were  modified  and  made  more  liberal 
than  in  1965.  Without  Fish  Brook  in  1966  the 
Town  of  Andover  would  have  been  faced  with  a 
drought  condition  approaching  proportions  of  a 
small  disaster.  Impounding  the  runoff  from  the 
Fish  Brook  watershed  and  pumping  it  to  Hag- 
getts Pond  for  storage  will  add  the  equivalent  of 
1,000,000  gallons  per  day  to  the  Town's  water  sup- 
ply during  drought  conditions,  or  some 
360,000,000  gallons  of  water  annually.  The  final 
cost  of  the  project  will  approximate  $750,000.00 

The  brook  itself  runs  a  distance  of  approxi- 
mately five  miles  and  originates  in  the  vicinity  of 
Lowell  Street  and  Greenwood  Road. 

Andover's  principal  source  of  water  supply 
and  storage  is  Haggetts  Pond  and  its  watershed 
area  of  2.14  square  miles.  Supplementing  Hag- 
getts Pond  are  three  wells  -  the  Abbott  Well  locat- 
ed off  Andover  Street,  and  the  two  Ballardvale 
Wells  located  off  Porter  Road.  Hagetts  Pond,  sup- 
plemented by  the  Fish  Brook  Diversion  and  the 
three  wells,  are  capable  of  producing  over  3,500, 
000  gallons  per  day  during  drought  conditions. 

The  purpose  of  the  Fish  Brook  project  is  to 
increase  the  watershed  area  of  Haggetts  Pond  and 
to  more  fully  utilize  the  storage  capacity  of  the 
pond,  and,  as  a  result,  to  have  Haggetts  Pond  full 
every  year  prior  to  the  warm  weather  months. 

This  project  is  the  first  step  of  a  long  range 
plan  for  meeting  the  water  supply  requirements 
of  the  Town  which  ultimately  will  result  in  aug- 
menting Haggetts  Pond  by  diversions  from  the 
Merrimack  River,  and  the  complete  treatment  of 
the  combined  waters  to  assure  an  adequate  quan- 
tity of  high  quality  water  to  meet  the  Town's 
needs. 


Pumping  Station 


Basic  design  and  engineering  data  on  Fish 
Brook  is  as  follows : 

Dam  &  Spillway  An  earth  diversion  dam 

and  concrete  spillway, 
the  spillway  being  75 
feet  long  and  the  bot- 
tom of  the  dam  26  feet 
below  the  crest  of  the 
spillway.  The  spillway 
is  designed  to  pass  flood 
flows  of  1,250,000  gal- 
lons per  minute  when 
the  depth  over  the  spill- 
way is  4  feet  above  the 
crest. 

Four    vertical    turbine 
pumps  have  been  pro- 
vided. Two  of  the  pum- 
ps have  a  design  cap- 
acity  of   3,300    gallons 
per  minute   at  a  total 
head  of  100  feet.   The 
other    two    pumps    are 
designed  for  1,350  gal- 
lons  per   minute   at   a 
total   head    of  84   feet. 
With  four  pumps  oper- 
ating,  over    10   million 
gallons  per  day  can  be 
pumped     to     Haggetts 
Pond. 

15,860  feet   of   24-inch 
diameter    ductile    iron

An  extensive    well    exploration   survey   was 
completed  during  1966  by  the  consulting  firm  of 
Geraghty  and  Miller  of  Port  Washington,  New 
York,  recognized  ground  water  geologists.  In  order 
to  assess  the  potential  for  ground  water  develop- 
ment the  program  of  test  drilling  was  undertaken 
between  January  ND  July  of  1966.  To  keep  costs 
at  a  minimum  the  testing  was  done  by  means  of 
21/2 "  diameter  wells  and  borings.  The  geological 
samples  obtained  from  the  drilling  were  studied 


Transmission  Main 
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to  determine  the  textures  and  water-bearing- 
characteristics  of  the  subsurface  materials.  The 
wells  were  pumped  at  various  depth  intervals  in 
order  to  obtain  a  preliminary  idea  of  the  ground 
water  potential  at  each  site.  Water  samples  were 
collected  from  promising  wells  to  provide  data 
on  the  chemical  quality  of  the  ground  water.  In  a 
few  wells  screens  were  installed  and  more  exten- 
sive pumping  tests  were  carried  out. 

Altogether  fifty-two  test  wells  and  borings 
were  drilled  at  twenty-one  different  sites.  When 
added  to  the  twenty-one  wells  drilled  in  1957,  the 
Town  has  been  covered  rather  extensively  in  the 
search  for  suitable  ground  water  supply.  At  best 
a  few  of  the  locations  could  be  tested  more  exten- 
sively with  borings  of  larger  diameter  in  order  to 
determine  the  exact  extent  of  the  ground  water 
supply  in  sustaining  high  capacity  production 
wells.  It  is  the  considered  judgment  of  the  Depart- 
ment that  further  tests  are  not  justified  at  this 
time. 

At  the  year's  end,  the  so-called  West  Andover 
Water  Loop  Project  as  authorized  by  the  1966 
Annual  Town  Meeting  was  advertised.  The  con- 
tract will  be  awarded  and  work  will  begin  as  soon 
as  weather  conditions  permit  with  the  project  to 
be  completed  by  Summer  of  1967.  This  project 
which  involves  the  replacement  of  inadequately 
sized  mains  and  the  addition  of  additional  lines 
of  North  Street,  River  Road,  Cross  Street  and 
Plain  Road  will  provide  a  greatly  increased  water 
flow  for  this  section  of  the  Town.  This  is  especial- 
ly critical  in  terms  of  providing  service  for  the 
West  Andover  Industrial  Areas. 

An  algae  problem  occurred  in  Haggetts  Pond 
late  in  the  year  causing  considerable  inconveni- 
ence to  water  users.  Household  filters  and  strain- 
ers were  clogged.  This  was  a  problem  over  which 
the  Town  had  little,  if  any,  control.  Attempts 
were  made  to  treat  the  condition  with  copper  sul- 
phate. With  the  anticipated  filling  of  Haggetts 
Pond  and  hopefully  to  the  point  of  overflowing, 
this  particular  condition  should  be  eliminated. 

As  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting 
appropriating  $6,500,  land  surveyors  were  engag- 
ed to  obtain  topographical  information  to  deter- 
mine the  land  limits  for  increased  water  storage 
around  Haggetts  Pond.  It  is  expected  that  this 
work  will  be  completed  in  1967  and  recommenda- 
tions made  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  possi- 
bly-to  a  Town  Meeting.  Increasing  the  height  of 
Haggetts  Pond  would  permit  the  storage  in  excess 
of  One  Hundred  Million  additional  gallons  of 
water. 


The  recent  drought  emphasized  rather  dra- 
matically a  serious  deficiency  which  exists  in  the 
Town's  water  system.  The  Bancroft  Reservoir 
which  was  determined  to  be  underrated  by  Two 
Million  Gallons  in  1945  now  suffers  from  a  Four 
Million  Gallon  deficiency  to  meet  the  demands 
being  made  on  this  portion  of  the  Town's  distri- 
bution system.  There  were  times  during  1965  and 
1966  when  the  reservoir  was  drawn  down  to  the 
point  where,  should  a  major  fire  have  occurred, 
the  Fire  Department  would  have  been  hampered 
seriously  in  combating  the  fire  successfully.  Con- 
tinuation of  this  problem  may  make  it  impossible 
to  remove  water  use  restrictions  in  the  low  service 
area  of  the  Town  which  includes  Ballardvale, 
downtown    Andover    and    Shawsheen. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  this  project 
were  completed  in  1966  with  the  use  of  an  interest 
free  Public  Works  Planning  Advance  from  the 
United  States  Government  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  total  cost  of  the  project  will  approxi- 
mate $750,000 

In  addition  to  the  storage  deficiencies  of  the 
reservoir,  the  facility  is  in  a  very  deteriorated 
physical  condition.  Upon  its  being  cleaned  in 
November  1966,  the  concrete  floor  was  found  to 
be  badly  eroded  with  the  block  walls  having  un- 
satisfactory material  between  the  stones.  In  addi- 
tion, since  it  is  an  open  reservoir,  it  is  subject  to 
contamination  by  birds,  animals  and  beer  drink- 
ers. 

Pomps  Pond  Dredged 

In  order  to  make  the  swimming  areas  at 
Pomps  Pond  usable  during  the  past  summer,  a 
limited  amount  of  dredging  with  the  used  of  hired 
equipment  was  undertaken.  The  ravages  of  time 
coupled  with  the  effects  of  the  recent  drought  re- 
duced Pomps  to  a  point  where  its  use  was  im- 
paired. The  dredging  carried  the  area  through  the 
summer  months  although  attendance  was  off  con- 
siderably. This  work  also  served  the  useful  pur- 
pose of  providing  additional  engineering  data  on 
the  condition  of  the  pond  bottom.  A  final  deci- 
sion as  to  the  appropariate  course  of  action  for 
improving  Pomps  remains  to  be  made.  It  appears 
that  the  problem  is  two-fold  -  quantity  and 
quality  of  water  available  to  the  Pond  and  its 
water  depth  especially  in  terms  of  the  level  of  mud 
on  the  bottom.  The  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service 
provided  technical  assistance  during  the  year  in 
suggesting  possible  solutions  to  the  depth  pro- 
blem. In  addition,  contacts  were  made  with  dredg-

ing  experts  on  the  technical  and  cost  factors  in 
removing  quantities  of  spoil  from  the  Pond.  It  is 
anticipated  that  specific  plans  and  proposals  will 
be  made  on  this  vital  matter  in  1967.  The  Recrea- 
tion Director  worked  closely  with  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  in  the  planning  phases  of  this 
work. 

Although  routine  maintenance  of  grounds  and 
equipment  consume  most  of  the  time  and  effort 
of  the  Department,  several  noteworthy  improve- 
ments did  take  place  during  1966.  The  Ballard- 
vale  paved  play  area  was  sealed  with  a  green  co- 
lored asphaltic  material.  It  therefore  became  one 
of  the  more  usable  play  areas  for  basketball  in 
the  warmer  months  and  for  skating  during  the 
Winter.  Mulching  the  sliding  area  of  the  Recrea- 
tion Park  as  well  as  the  slopes  of  the  Park  roadway 
were  completed  with  the  help  of  Public  Works  De- 
partment personel  and  equipment.  A  major  wash- 
out on  the  roadway  required  extensive  repairs 
and  stablization.  A  cave-in  at  Ballardvale  requir- 
ed extensive  work. 

Littering  and  vandalism  were  the  most  com- 
mon maintenance  problems  during  the  year.  An 
average  of  one  day  out  every  work  week  had  to  be 
decoted  to  cleanup  and  repair  work  resulting  from 
someone  else's  carelessness  or  thoughlessness.  The 
Department  did  acquire  some  additional  equip- 
ment during  the  year  which  proved  to  be  of  some 
importance  in  meeting  the  demands  made  of  the 
Department.  These  included  power  carpentry 
tools,  a  paint  sprayer,  a  grounds  care  power  unit 
and  a  secondhand  stake  body  picup  truck.  This 
latter  piece  of  equipment  made  it  possible  to  per- 
form many  tasks  which  would  otherwise  have 
been  delayed  or  not  undertaken. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Town's  wells 
have   been   pumped   continuously  throughout  the 


Andover's  principal  source  of  water  supply 
and  storage  is  Haggett's  Pond  and  its  watershed 
area.  In  addition,  the  Town  draws  upon  three 
ground  wells  -  the  Abbot  Well  located  on  Andover 
Street  and  the  tivo  Ballardvale  Wells  located  off 
Proctor  Road. 

Supplementing  Haggett's  Pond  storage  are 
the  Wood  Hill  Tank  with  a  capacity  of  one  mil- 
lion gallons  and  the  Bancroft  and  Prospect  Hill 
Reservoirs  holding  1.5  and  .8  milion  gallons  res- 
pectively. 

Haggett's  Pond  and  the  three  ivells  are  cap- 
able of  producting  a  safe  daily  supply  of  approx- 
imately 2.5  to  3  million  gallons.  Water  usage 
ranges  from  2  to  more  than  U  million  gallons  per 
day. 


three  to  five  year  drought,  they  are  in  need  now 
of  considerable  maintenance.  Larger  pumps  are 
needed  at  the  Bancroft  Station.  With  the  exten- 
sive building  occuring  in  the  eastern  section  of 
the  Town,  it  would  be  poor  practice  to  try  to  meet 
the  demand  under  heavy  use  with  the  present 
equipment.  Existing  equipment  size  was  deter- 
minded  some  15  years  ago. 

Water  rates  were  increased  in  1966  by  ap- 
proximately 30%  in  order  to  put  the  water  sys- 
tem on  a  self-sustaining  basis.  Despite  conten- 
tions to  the  contrary,  the  Andover  water  system 
has  been  bosing  money  over  theyears.  The  new 
water  rates  provice  for  a  new  minimum  charge 
of  $7.00  as  against  $6.00  and  corresponding  in- 
creases  based    upon    greater   water   usage. 

Routine  requirements  in  operating  the 
Town's  water  system  required  some  1500 
special  calls,  two  major  breaks  in  the  system  oc- 
curred on  Dascomb  Road  and  Pilgrim  Drive  and 
were  repaired  satisfactorily.  There  were  252  new 
servies  tapped  and  200  new  meters  installed.  Sub- 
divisions added  20,115  feet  of  mains,  62  gates  and 
27  hydrants.  10  tapped  sleeves  and  gates  were  in- 
stalled.

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During  the  year  1966  twenty-three  (23)  new 
lots  were  sold  at  Spring  Grove  Cemetery.  There 
were  eighty-five  (85)  interments,  an  increase  of 
ten  (10)  over  the  figures  for  1965.  A  total  of 
$8,234  was  received  from  the  sale  of  new  lots,  in- 
terments, vault  sales,  foundation  installations, 
and  from  the  care  of  lots  not  under  perpetual 
care. 

From  perpetual  care  payments  and  from 
payments  made  on  one  old  lot  not  previously  un- 
der perpetual  care  a  total  of  $3,182  was  received. 
This  was  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for 
addition  to  the  Perpetual  Care  Funds,  bringing 
them  to  a  total  of  $167,482.00 

Interest  income  totaling  $4,304  was  received 
from  the  Perpetual  Care  Funds  during  1966.  Add- 
ed to  the  other  receipts  of  the  cemetery,  a  total 
of  $12,538  was  returned  to  the  Town. 

As  programmed,  3,068  feet  of  roads  were 
surfaced  with  bituminous  concrete.  Only  a  small 
amount  remains  to  complete  this  program.  It  is 
expected  this  will  be  done  during  1967.  In  addi- 
tion to  improvement  in  appearance  and  conveni- 
ence, there  is  a  substantial  saving  yearly  in  main- 
tenance. 

The  demand  for  lots  is  growing  along  with 
the  growth  of  the  Town.  It  has  been  found  neces- 
sary, therefore,  to  develop  additional  areas  for 
future  needs.  Work  toward  this  started  this  year. 

The  stone  wall  along  Abbot  Street  was  re- 
pointed  and  an  underground  water  supply  obtain- 
ed for  our  garage  building.  A  new  heating  sys- 
tem was  installed  in  the  maintenance  building. 
Exterior  trim  as  well  as  building  interiors  was 
painted. 


Spring  Grove  Cemetery  ivas  established  by  a 
vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1871.  It 
contains  approximately  fifty-seven  acres  of  land 
of  which  some  ten  acres  remain  undeveloped.  The 
cemetery  has  been  planned  and  developed  to  re- 
tain its  great  natural  beauty.  There  are  1,773 
lots  in  the  cemetery.  There  are  an  average  of 
eighty  interments  per  year. 

Care  and  custody  of  cemetery  funds  ear- 
marked for  perpetual  care  of  grave  sites  is  the 
responsibility  of  a  five-member  Board  of  Trus- 
tees appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  for  three- 
year  terms  of  office.    The  Trustees  are  unpaid. 
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Parking  Meters

The  Town  maintains  a  parking  meter  fund 
into  which  all  receipts  both  from  on  and  off-street 
meters  are  deposited.  These  funds  may  be  used 
only  for  maintenance  of  the  existing  system  and 
additions  to  it.  In  1966,  on-street  parking  meters 
on  Main  Street  between  Punchard  Ave.  and  Elm 
Street  were  removed  on  a  trial  basis  to  determine 
the  extent  to  which  parkers  could  discipline  them- 
selves in  not  exceeding  the  posted  parking  time 
limits.  This  far,  the  experiment  has  proved  to  be 
most  successful  and  may  well  be  extended  and 
be  permanent. 

Plans  were  developed  in  1966  to  improve  and 
to  meter  completely  the  Municipal  Parking  Lot. 
It  is  expected  that  the  meter  revenue  from  this 
area  alone  will  approximate  the  previous  annual 
collections  of  the  entire  parking  meter  system. 
The  only  funds  expended  in  1966  on  parking  me- 
ters were  necessary  for  routine  maintenance  of 
the  meters  and  the  salary  of  a  single  police  officer 
assigned  to  parking  enforcement. 

Andover   Housing   Authority 

One  new  member,  Theodore  E.  Meinelt,  Jr., 
was  appointed  to  the  Housing  Authority  in  1966, 
and  Thomas  P.  Eldred  was  re-elected  by  the 
townspeople  —  both  for  five  year  terms.  Harold 
E.  Coleman  left  the  Board  after  serving  seven 
years. 

At  the  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting  it  was 
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The  Andover  Housing  Authority  is  an  inde- 
pendent agency  of  the  Town  having  five  mem- 
bers with  one  member  appointed  by  the  State  and 
the  other  four  elected  by  the  voters  for  three- 
year  terms.  The  Authority  is  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  a  low  rent  Housing  Develop- 
ment and  one  facility  for  the  elderly. 


voted  that  the  Andover  Housing  Authority  con- 
struct 40  additional  dwelling  units  for  elderly  per- 
sons. 

On  April  6th  the  Authority  entered  into  a 
Contract  for  Financial  Assistance  with  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  for  construction  of 
an  Elderly  Housing  Project  containing  40  dwelling 
units,  to  be  known  as  Project  Andover  667-2.  On 
May  12th  Notes  of  the  Authority,  guaranteed  by 
the  Commonealth  in  the  amount  of  $520,000.00 
@  3.09%  interest,  were  signed.  On  June  9th  the 
$520,000.00  was  delivered  to  the  Authority.  On 
December  7th  the  Notes  were  renewed  @  40  %  in- 
terest. 

On  June  23  a  Contract  for  Architectural  Ser- 
vices between  the  Authority  and  Clinton  Foster 
Goodwin,  Registered  Architect,  in  the  amount  of 
$450.00  per  dwelling  unit,  was  approved  by  De- 
puty Commissioner  Julius  J.  Sofinowski,  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  Division  of  Housing.  Mr. 
Goodwin  has  drawn  plans  for  two  buildings  con- 
taining the  40  apartments.  Each  apartment  will 
have  a  total  area  of  450  sq.  ft. 

Veterans  Project 

1966  was  the  16th  full  year  of  occupancy  for 
this  project.  Seven  new  families  moved  into  the 
Project  this  year  and  three  tenant  families  moved 
to  larger  apartments  in  the  project. 

Payment  to  the  Town  of  Andover  in  lieu  of 
taxes  was  $1,876.00. 

The  Commonwealth  Contribution  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  March  31,  1967  will  be  $11,650.00. 
The  Project  showed  a  surplus  of  $11,454.00  for 
the  first  6  months  of  the  fiscal  year.  This  project 
was  financed  with  Housing  Authority  Bonds 
@  2-1/8%  interest  and  will  become  Town  property 
when  paid  for. 

The  average  monthly  shelter  rent  is  $53.00. 
The  average  monthly  utility  charge  is  $18.68. 

The  minimum  monthly  shelter  rent  for  two 
and  three  bedroom  apartments  is  $40.00;  $45.00 
for  four  bedroom  apartments. 

The  yearly  income  limits  for  admittance  to 
the  Project,  based  on  the  number  of  minor  de- 
pendents, are :  one  minor  dependent,  $4,800 ;  two 
minor  dependents,  $5,000;  three  minor  depen- 
dependents,  $5,200. 


The  Town  Manager  contracted  for  the  ser- 
vice of  William  Warner,  Architect,  of  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  for  his  services  in  the  preparation 
of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  new  elementary 
school.  He  comes  to  this  job  with  an  excellent 
background  of  creative  experience.  Additional 
architectural  services  will  also  be  contracted  for 
by  the  Town  Manager  in  the  planning  of  Junior 
High  School  renovations,  another  elementary 
school  in  West  Andover,  the  additions  to  the  West 
School  and  the  new  Senior  High  School.  Educa- 
tional specifications  have  already  been  submitted 
to  the  Town  Manager  by  the  Andover  School. 
Committee  Applications  as  recommended  by  the 
Manager  and  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting  will 
be  submitted  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  for  interest-free  planning 
advances  for  all  of  these  projects.  Such  funds 
are  presently  being  utilized  in  planning  the 
Southeast  Elementary  School. 

Appearances  were  made  by  the  Town 
Manager  during  the  year  before  several  State 
legislative  committees  including  the  so-called 
"Blue  Ribbon"  Committee  on  State  Civil  Service, 
House  Committee  on  Highways  and  the  Special 
Committee  on  Water  Pollution.  The  matters  con- 
sidered by  these  committees  were  of  importance 
to  the  welfare  and  better  interests  of  the  Town 
of  Andover.  The  Civil  Service  Committee  will  be 
submitting  its  report  and  recommendations  on 
revisions  in  the  Civil  Service  system  in  1967. 
Governor  John  Volpe  has  placed  great  and  en- 
couraging emphasis  on  this  vital  matter.  The 
House  Committee  on  Highways  rendered  a  favor- 
able report  on  a  bill  calling  for  the  extension  of 
Route  125  which  would  have  been  of  material 
benefit  to  the  Town.  Unfortunately,  the  measure 
died  in  the  Senate.  It  will  be  reintroduced  in  1967. 
The  Pollution  measures  were  enacted  into  law. 

The  Town  Manager  supervised  and  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  completion  of  the  new  Town 
Garage  and  the  West  Andover  Fire  Station.  Close 
and  frequent  contact  was  maintained  with  the 
Memorial  Hall  Library  staff  and  architects  on  the 
addition  to  the  Library  which  was  completed  also 
in  1966. 

Appointment  of  Myron  Muise  as  Town  Col- 
lector to  replace  the  retiring  Jim  Christie  was 
made  by  the  Town  Manager  and  confirmed  un- 
animously by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  was 
a  "merit"  appointment  made  on  the  strength  of 
a  competitive  examination  and  the  personal  fit- 
ness of  the  applicants. 

Elderly  Housing  Project; 

Three  new  tenants  have  moved  into  the  pro- 
ject and  one  tenant  moved  within  the  project  dur- 
ing the  year. 
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The  yearly  income  limits  for  admission  are: 
for  one  person  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $2,500; 
two  persons  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $3,000. 

The  average  monthly  rent,  including  utilities 
is  $50.00.  Minimum  monthly  rent  is  $4-9.50. 

It  cost  $33,225.75  to  operate  Elderly  Housing 
Project  667-1  for  the  year  1966.  Of  this  amount 
Administration  Expenses  were  $2,510.24;  Utili- 


ties $7,016.82  ;  Repairs,  Maintenance  and  Replace- 
ments $3,047.70;  Insurance,  Pension  Fund,  and 
Retirement  of  Notes  and  Interest  $18,967.99 ; 
Debt  Service  Reserves  Annual  Accrual  $1,683.00. 
Total  income  for  1966  was  $24,873.35.  With 
the  Commonwealth  Contribution  of  $11,125.00 
and  $1,500.00  from  last  year's  Surplus,  the  Project 
showed  a  Surplus  of  $4,273.00  for  the  year.

The  Andover-  Retirement  System  is  organ- 
ized in  accordance  with  State  Statutes  and  Reg- 
ulations. It  is  administered  by  a  three-member 
Board  with  the  Town  Accountant  serving  as  an 
ex-officio  member.

HOW  ONE  BECOMES  A  VOTER. 


Who  can  vote? 

A  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
21  years  of  age  or  more  on  election  day, 
who  can  read  and  write  Einglish, 
and   has  been  a  resident   of   Massachusetts  for  one 
year  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  the  election, 
and  a  resident  of  his  city  or  town  for  six  months  im- 
mediately before  the  date  of  election, 
and  is  a  registered  voter  in  his  city  or  town. 

New  Residents  Law  of  1962. 

A  citizen  who  fulfills  all  the  other  basic  voting  quali- 
fications listed  here  may  vote  by  special  ballot  for 
president  and  vice-president  only,  provided  he  has 
lived  in  Massachusetts  for  a  minimum  of  32  days 
before  the  election. 

Who  must  register? 

A  citizen  who  has  not  registered  before, 
or  has  moved  to  a  new  city  or  town, 
changed  his  name  through  court  action  or  marriage, 
or  whose  name  was  not  included  in  the  annual  listing 
of  residents  on  the  January  first  previous  to  the  elec- 
tion. 

Otherwise,  voters  need  register  only  once  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 


How  to  register. 

Appear  before  the  local  board  of  registrars  of  voters 
and  prove  under  oath  that  you  have  the  necessary 
qualifications  for  voting. 

Registration  by  mail 

is  not  provided  for  by  law  except  for  servicemen  and 
all  other  federal  employees,  or  spouse,  parent  or  child 
of  a  federal  employee  on  foreign  service  who  meet  the 
requirements  for  absentee  voting.  If  you  are  unable 
to  appear  in  person  because  of  illness  you  may  ap- 
ply in  writing  to  your  local  registrar  who  will  send 
two   registration    officers   to    your    residence. 

Where  to  register. 

At  the  city  or  town  hall  or  a  designated  place  in  a 
city  ward. 

In  factories,  mills,  hospitals  or  rest  homes  upon  peti- 
tion by  ten  voters.  City  or  town  clerks  or  local  boards 
of  registrars  will  supply  more  information. 

When  to  register. 

On  any  business  day  of  the  year  except  on  the  20 

days  before  city,  town  or  special  state  primaries  oi 

elections, 

and   on   the   32   days   before   presidential   primaries, 

biennial  state  primaries  and  elections. 


HOW   ONE  BECOMES   A  JUROR 

1.  Selectmen  submit  names  of  prospective  jurors. 

2.  These  names  are  checked  against  the  current  jury  list  and 
if  there  are  no  duplications,  questionnaires  are  sent  to  all 
names  submitted. 

3.  When  all  questionnaires  are  returned,  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  prepares  a  new  list. 

4.  Jurors  are  kept  on  the  list  for  three  years  unless  called 
for  jury  duty.  When  a  name  has  been  selected,  it  auto- 
matically is  removed  from  the  list.  At  the  end  of  three 
years,  new  questionnaires  are  sent  to  these  people.  In 
other  words,  no  one  is  entered  on  the  jury  list  without 
first  answering'  a  questionnaire. 

5.  Copies  of  jury  list  are  sent  to  Superior  Court  in  Boston, 
Lawrence  and  the  local  Chief  of  Police. 

6.  One  list  is  used  to  cut  up  for  the  jury  box.  From  this 
box,  the  Selectmen  draw  names  of  jurors  after  Constable 
brings  in  the  request.

Town  to  acquire  easements  by  release,  by  purchase,  or  by  right  of  eminent  domain, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

ARTICLE  30.   To  see  what  amount  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit  the  Assessors  to  use 
in  free  cash  to  reduce  the  1966  tax  rate  and  to  offset  appropriations  voted  at  the 
1966  Town  Meeting. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  that  the  Assessors  be  permitted  to  use 
$465,000  in  Free  Cash  to  reduce  the  1966  Tax  Rate  and  to  offset  appropriations 
voted  at  this  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  31.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  that  part  of  old  High  Plain 
Road  west  of  Route  495  for  a  distance  of  approximately  885  feet  westerly  from  Route 
49  5,  and  to  accept  as  a  public  highway  and  name  High  Plain  Road  the  two  sections  as 
laid  out  in  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Andover  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public

in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  for  Essex  County,  Northern  District,  at  Lawrence,  copies 
of  which  plans  are  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  accept  Article  31  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  32.   To  see  whether  the  Town  will  approve  the  construction  of  a  new  hous- 
ing project  by  the  Andover  Housing  Authority,  namely,  a  housing  project  for  elderly 
persons  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  667  of  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1954, 
and  Acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  to  be  known  as  State-Aided 
Housing  Project  667-2,  on  petition  of  Robert  B.  Townsend,  Sr .  and  others. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  that  the  Town  approve  construction  of  a 
new  housing  project,  namely,  a  project  for  the  housing  of  elderly  persons,  consist- 
ing of  not  more  than  40  dwelling  units  pursuant  to  Chapter  667  of  Massachusetts  Acts 
of  1954,  and  Acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  to  be  known  as 
State-Aided  Housing  Project  667-2. 

ARTICLE  33.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  40,  Section  42A 
through  42F  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.   (An  act  per- 
taining to  the  collection  of  water  rates  and  service  charges  making  such  charges  an 
automatic  lien  on  property  following  a  due  date) . 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  accept  Chapter  40,  Section  42A  through 
42F  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  (An  act  pertaining  to 
the  collection  of  water  rates  and  service  charges  making  such  charges  an  automatic 
lien  on  property  following  a  due  date) . 

ARTICLE  34.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
sell  the  building  at  88  Carmel  Road,  sometimes  referred  to  as  "The  Infirmary",  and 
the  land  on  which  it  lies,  as  shown  on  a  plan  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  for  such 
sum  as  it  deems  best  for  the  Town  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sign, 
seal  with  the  Town  seal  and  execute  a  deed  or  deeds  of  the  said  property. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  sell  the  "Infirmary"  at  public  auction  for  a  sum  not  less  than  $5,000;  and  fur- 
ther, that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  demolish  the  building  should,  in  their 
opinion,  no  satisfactory  offer  of  purchase  of  the  property  be  received,  as  shown  on 
a  plan  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  which  plan  may  subsequently  require  change 
under  the  provisions  of  Subdivision  Control.   The  VOTE — YES-282,  NO-2 — voted  by 
more  than  2/3  as  required. 
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ARTICLE  35.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Manager  to  estab- 
lish  a  local  Council  on  Aging  in  accordance  with  Chapter  495  of  the  Acts  of  1956, 
Chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1959,  and  Chapter  66  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  said  Council  to 
carry  out  programs  designed  to  meet  problems  of  the  aging  in  coordination  with  pro- 
grams of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Aging  established  under  Chapter  6,  Section 
73,  Mass.  General  Laws. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  accept  Article  35  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  36.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  by  gift  the  following  ease- 
ments : 

1.  Sewer  and  drainage  easement,  Preben  Eggers  to  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Andover ,  Mass.   James  Bougioukas,  Surveyor,  June  6,  1965,  filed  in  the 
North  Essex  Registry  of  Deeds,  plan  #5297. 

2.  Sewer  and  drainage  easement,  William  R.  Hill  to  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Andover,  Mass.  John  Avery,  Jr.,  Surveyor,  January,  1966,  a  copy  of 
the  plans  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  accept  Article  36  as  printed. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
sell, for  a  sum  not  less  than  $1,200.00,  property  on  Lupine  Road  known  as  Lot  #157, 
Map  #55  in  the  Assessors'  records  as  recorded  in  Book  932,  Page  444  in  Essex  North 
Registry  of  Deeds  and  bounded  and  described  as  follows:

At  12:55,  the  regular  meeting  was  adjourned  and  the  special  town  meeting  was  called 
to  order .

The  Betterment  Act  will  apply  on  Cross  Street  and  High  Plain  Road. 

Upon  motion  duly  se<r>  nded,  this  amendment  was  voted  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  39.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By-Laws  by  substituting 
therefor ,  (except  as  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws,  the  Fire  Prevention  Code,  the  Building 
Code  By-Law,  and  the  Plumbing  By-Law)  the  following  by-laws  for  the  Town  of  Andover: 

Due  to  the  length  of  Article  39  and  the  vote  taken  thereon,  the  By-Laws  referred 
to  in  said  Article  have  not  been  included  in  this  annual  report.   Copies  are  avail- 
able in  the  Town  Clerk's  office  at  the  nominal  fee  of  fifty  cents.

"The  Inspector  may  require  the  Survey  Record  Form,  available  at  the  Building 
Inspector's  office,  to  be  completed  as  required  and  filed  with  the  application 
for  the  proposed  building." 

The  Moderator  declared  Article  42  voted  in  the  affirmative.   A  quorum  was  present. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  delete  from  the  Andover  Building  Code 
the  present  definition  of  "garage",  outlined  in  Section  19  and  substitute  a  new 
definition  as  outlined  in  the  Fire  Prevention  Rules,  Form  FPR-4,  worded  as  follows: 

GARAGE   "any  building  wherein  is  kept  or  stored  one  or  more  motor  vehicles; 
including  among  others  a  public  or  private  garage,  carport,  motor 
vehicle  repair  shop  or  paint  shop,  service  station,  lubritorium, 
or  any  building  used  for  similar  purposes." 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  delete  from  the  Andover  Building  Code 
the  present  definition  of  "garage",  outlined  in  Section  19  and  substitute  a  new 
definition  as  outlined  in  the  Fire  Prevention  Rules,  Form  FPR-4,  worded   as  follows: 

GARAGE   "any  building  wherein  is  kept  or  stored  one  or  more  motor  vehicles; 
including  among  others  a  public  or  private  garage,  carport,  motor 
vehicle  repair  shop  or  paint  shop,  service  station,  lubritorium, 
or  any  building  used  for  similar  purposes." 

The  Moderator  declared  Article  43  voted  in  the  affirmative.   A  quorum  was  present. 
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ARTICLE  44.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  a  new  paragraph  "c"  to  Section  37 
of  the  Andover  Building  Code,  as  outlined  in  the  Fire  Prevention  Rating  Rules,  Form 
FPR-4  and  worded  as  follows: 

SECTION  37. 

c.   When  a  portion  of  a  building  or  other  structure  is  to  be  used  as  a 
garage,  the  portion  so  used  shall  be  separated  from  the  rest  of 
the  building  by  a  fire  wall,  fireproof  floor,  fireproof  ceiling 
and  metal-covered  door  with  suitable  threshold  in  a  manner  neces- 
sary in  a  given  case,  provided  that  if  the  garage  has  a  net  floor 
area  of  not  more  than  two  thousand  (2000)  square  feet  such  sepa- 
ration may  be  made  with  a  fire  partition  and  fire  protected  ceil- 
ing, and  the  garage  shall  otherwise  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  these  rules  and  regulations  as  they  would  apply  to  an  independ- 
ent building  at  the  same  location. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  add  a  new  paragraph  "c"  to  Section  37 
of  the  Andover  Building  Code,  as  outlined  in  the  Fire  Prevention  Rating  Rules,  Form 
FPR-4  and  worded  as  follows: 

SECTION  37. 

c.   When  a  portion  of  a  building  or  other  structure  is  to  be  used  as  a 
garage,  the  portion  so  used  shall  be  separated  from  the  rest  of 
the  building  by  a  fire  wall,  fireproof  floor,  fireproof  ceiling 
and  metal -covered  door  with  suitable  threshold  in  a  manner  neces- 
sary in  a  given  case,  provided  that  if  the  garage  has  a  net  floor 
area  of  not  more  than  two  thousand  (2000)  square  feet  such  separa- 
tion may  be  made  with  a  fire  partition  and  fire  protected  ceiling, 
and  the  garage  shall  otherwise  conform  to  the  requirements  of  these 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  would  apply  to  an  independent  build- 
ing at  the  same  location. 

The  Moderator  declared  Article  44  voted  in  the  affirmative.   A  quorum  was  present. 

ARTICLE  45.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  as  a  new  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Andover  the  following:   Owners  of  dogs  must  keep  their  animals  under  control,  by 
leash  or  by  other  means,  at  all  times  when  their  dogs  go  on  public  ways,  public 
lands,  or  private  property  of  others,  on  petition  of  Walter  E.  Winn,  Jr.  and  others. 

Article  45  was  defeated.

Add  also,  same  section,  the  following  sentence:   "Small  individual 
signs  not  exceeding  two  square  feet  in  area,  on  windows  and  iden- 
tifying the  occupants  therein,  shall  be  excluded  from  the  above 
limitations ." 
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15.  Amend  Section  II  by  adding  the  following  two  new  definitions: 

Nonconforming  building,  structure  or  lot:   A  building,  structure  or 
lot  that  does  not  conform  to  a  dimensional  regulation  prescribed  in 
this  Bylaw  for  the  district  in  which  it  is  located  or  to  other  regu- 
lations of  this  Bylaw  excepting  use  regulations,  but  which  building, 
structure  or  lot  was  in  existence  at  the  time  the  regulation  became 
effective  and  was  lawful  at  the  time  it  was  established. 

Nonconforming  use :   A  use  of  a  building  or  lot,  which  use  does  not

1.  A  nonconforming  use  may  be  extended,  or  a  structure  housing 
such  a  use  may  undergo  alteration  involving  reconstruction, 
extension  or  structural  change;  provided  that  in  no  case  may 
the  use  or  structure  or  part  of  the  structure  housing  the 
nonconforming  use  be  enlarged  or  extended  more  than  a  sum 
total  of  10  percent  in  volume  or  floor  area  during  the  life 
of  the  nonconformity;  and  provided  further  that  such  change 
shall  be  permitted  only  upon  the  lot  on  which  the  nonconform- 
ing use  is  located. 

2.  A  nonconforming  building  or  structure  may  be  altered,  enlarged 
or  extended  provided  that  the  nonconformity  is  not  thereby  in- 
creased in  extent  or  amount  beyond  its  status  on  the  date  that 
it  became  nonconforming;  except  that  for  setback  and  yard  re- 
quirements the  regulations  in  effect  at  the  time  of  issuance 
of  a  building  permit  shall  be  controlling. 

B.  Replacement  after  Catastrophe 

If  a  building  or  structure  housing  a  nonconforming  use  shall  have 
been  damaged  by  fire,  explosion  or  other  catastrophe  to  the  ex- 
tent of  80%  of  its  assessed  value,  such  building  or  structure 
shall  not  be  restored  unless  the  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under 
Section  VIII. B. 2,  finds  that  such  action  is  required  to  prevent 
unnecessary  hardship  or  gross  economic  loss  to  the  owner,  and 
is  not  injurious  to  the  district  in  which  it  exists.   If  damaged 
to  a  lesser  degree,  the  building  may  be  rebuilt  and  the  noncon- 
forming use  restored,  provided  that  in  either  of  the  above  in- 
stances the  extent  of  the  non-conformance  shall  be  in  no  way  in- 
creased and  that  the  same  use,  or  a  use  less  nonconforming,  shall 
be  restored.   An  opinion  from  the  Town  Assessor  shall  be  requested 
in  determining  the  extent  of  damage.

"A  garage  or  other  accessory  building  attached  directly  to  the 
principal  building,  or  connected  by  any  enclosed  or  roofed  struc- 
ture, shall  be  considered  to  be  a  part  of  the  principal  building." 

8.  Amend  Section  V.B.2.a.  by  deleting  the  present  section  and  replac- 
ing it  with  the  following: 

The  minimum  yard  depth  requirements  shall  not  apply  in  any 
district  to  uncovered  stairs,  small  bays  or  eaves,  provided 
the  same  to  not  extend  more  than  five  feet  into  a  front  or 
side  yard,  or  ten  feet  into  a  rear  yard." 

9.  Amend  Section  V.B.2.d.  by  deleting  the  following  phrase: 
"...except  as  provided  for  accessory  buildings  in  paragraph  3 
below." 

10.  Amend  Section  V.B.3.  by  deleting  phrase  "e" . 

11.  Amend  Section  VI. B. 2  by  adding  a  new  subsection  as  follows:   "VI.B.2.f, 
No  temporary  signs  related  to  the  election  of  candidates  for  public 
office  shall  be  permitted  in  any  district." 

12.  Amend  Section  VLB.  2  by  adding  a  new  Subsection  as  follows:  "VI.B.2.g., 
All  signs  permitted  under  the  provisions  of  Section  V.B.  shall  be 
properly  maintained  at  all  times." 

13.  Amend  Section  VI.B.l.  by  adding  the  following  sentence  to  paragraph  2: 
"For  a  sign  painted  on  or  applied  to  a  building,  the  area  shall  be 
considered  to  include  all  lettering,  wording  and  accompanying  designs 
or  symbols,  together  with  any  backing  different  in  color  or  material 
from  the  finish  material  of  the  building  face."

B. 2,  finds  that  such  action  is  re- 
quired to  prevent  unnecessary  hardship  or  gross  economic  loss 
to  the  owner,  and  is  not  injurious  to  the  district  in  which 
it  exists.   If  damaged  to  a  lesser  degree,  the  building  may 
be  rebuilt  and  the  nonconforming  use  restored,  provided  that 
in  either  of  the  above  instances  the  extent  of  the  non-con- 
formance shall  be  in  no  way  increased  and  that  the  same  use, 
or  a  use  less  nonconforming,  shall  be  restored.   An  opinion 
from  the  Town  Assessor  shall  be  requested  in  determining  the 
extent  of  the  damage .

ARTICLE  4.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  by 
purchase,  by  gift  or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  the  fee  in  a  piece  of 
land  comprising  23.5  acres,  more  or  less,  shown  as  lot  number  11  on  page  62  of  the 
Assessors'  maps,  said  land  supposed  to  be  owned  by  Cottage  Farm  Incorporated,  said 
land  also  to  be  combined  with  adjacent  land  already  owned  by  the  Town  and  the  total 
combination  to  be  used  as  a  school  site  for  the  construction  of  a  public  school; 
and  the  sum  of  $25,000  be  transferred  from  presently  available,  previously  appropri- 
ated, land  acquisition  funds,  or  other  available  funds.   On  petition  of  R.  Wayne 
Long  and  others. 

Article  4  was  not  acted  upon  on  advice  of  Town  Counsel  Fredric  S.  O'Brien.   Sec- 
tion 7  of  Article  II  of  the  Town  By-Laws  prohibits  consideration  in  any  special  town 
meeting  of  the  appropriation  of  funds  if  not  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  This 
article  was  disapproved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE  5.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meet- 
ing. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  adjourn  at  10:15  P.  M.

This  augurs  well  for  Andover  whose  historic  past  is  really  a  pro- 
logue for  its  future.

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Meeting 

Andover's  Town  Meeting  convened  three  times 
during  1967,  the  first  time  for  its  regular  session 
in  March  and  again  in  August  and  November  to 
consider  special  items.  Combined  spending  of 
some  $11,300,866.  was  authorized  by  the  voters 
of  the  Town  with  some  $6,888,166.  to  be  raised  by 
taxation,  the  balance  to  come  from  the  sale  of 
bonds  or  from  available  funds.  The  following  ap- 
proved projects  were  of  special  significance  at  the 
regular  March  Meeting : 

1.  Construction  of  a  Six  Million  Gallon  Dis- 
tribution Reservoir  off  Bancroft  Road.  This  pro- 
ject is  part  of  the  Town's  overall  or  Master  Water 
Plan  and  on  completion  will  serve  to  increase 
markedly  fire  flow  for  the  business  areas  of  the 
Town  as  well  as  the  residential  sections  bordering 
them. 

2.  Acting  upon  the  favorable  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Conservation  Commission,  Finance 
Committee  and  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  sum  of 
$250,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  acquisition 
of  land  for  conservation  purposes.  Included  among 
these  acquisitions  was  land  around  Pomps  Pond, 
Fish  Brook  and  Hussey's  Pond.  This  action  re- 
presented the  first  time  in  the  Town's  321-year 


history  that  a  concerted  effort  was  being  made 
to  preserve  the  essentially  rural  character  of  the 
Town. 

3.  Construction  of  a  combined  central  Police 
and  Fire  Station  was  also  authorized  instead  of 
two  separate  buildings  as  had  been  voted  pre- 
viously. Acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
approval  was  given  to  acquire  the  so-called  Tyer 
Rubber  property  as  the  site  for  this  facility. 
Realization  of  this  project  will  represent  the  big- 
gest single  step  made  by  the  Town  of  Andover  in 
its  modern  history  to  provide  adequate  public 
safety  facilities. 

4.  Approval  was  also  given  to  the  spending 
of  $1,000.  for  the  planting  of  trees  along  Main 
Street  in  downtown  Andover  on  the  condition 
that  matching  funds  would  be  raised  by  private 
subscription. 

5.  "Teeth"  were  put  into  the  Town  Zoning 
By-Law  in  terms  of  providing  penalties  for  viola- 
tion of  the  By-Law.  Previously,  violations  could 
be  handled  only  through  civil  action  which  was  a 
laborious  and  often  ineffective  method  of  en- 
forcement. 

6.  By  a  secret  ballot  of  528  to  119,  the  voters 
of  the  Town  approved  the  admitting  of  ten  boys 
from  other  communities  in  the  United  States  into 
the  Andover  Public  School  System.  Known  as  the 
A.B.C.  (A  Better  Chance  Program)  and  support- 
ed by  private  funds,  it  offers  to  selected  under- 
privileged boys  the  opportunity  to  obtain  a 
better  education  than  would  otherwise  be  possible 
in  their  home  communities.  The  boys    live   in   a 


dormitory  home  under  the  supervision  of  a  family 
and  are,  in  every  way,  part  of  the  community. 

At  the  special  meeting  of  August  21st,  the 
Town  voted  the  sum  of  $1,000,000.  for  roadway, 
water  and  sewer  improvements  to  the  Lowell 
Junction  Industrial  Areas.  This  sum  was  approved 
with  the  understanding  that  the  Gillette  Safety 
Razor  Company  would  construct  a  $5  Million 
manufacturing  facility.  It  can  be  said  with  justi- 
fication that  this  represents  an  investment  in  the 
future  of  economical  development  of  the  Town  of 
Andover.  It  is  expected  that  Gillette  will  provide 
approximately  $125,000.  a  year  in  taxes  to  the 
Town  with  the  Town's  investment  to  cost  ap- 
proximately $75,000.  a  year  or  a  net  annual  re- 
turn to  the  Town  of  some  $50,000.  It  is  also  safe 
to  assume  that,  with  the  improvements  under- 
taken for  Gillette,  the  remaining  five  to  six 
hundred  acres  of  land  in  this  industrial  area  will 
develop  also  and,  presumably,  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town.  Construction  of  the  Bancroft  Elementary 
School  at  a  cost  of  $1.8  Million  Dollars  was 
also  voted.  An  additional  $200,000.00  was  provided 
for  the  completion  of  the  Andover  Senior  High 
School  and  some  $80,000.00  appropriated  to  ob- 
tain the  services  of  an  architect  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  plans  and  specifications  for  an  addition 
to  the  West  Elementary  School. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  a  quorum 
(350  or  more  voters)  failed  at  the  November  13th 
Special  Town  Meeting.  Because  of  this,  the  meet- 
ing was  adjourned  to  one  week  later,  when  a 
quorum  was  present.  Significant  decisions  made 
at  this  meeting  included  the  rejection  of  an  ex- 
tensive remodelling  of  the  Andover  Junior  High 
School  estimated  to  cost  some  $2  Million.  Instead, 
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the  Town  Meeting  voted  to  have  a  study  com- 
mittee look  into  the  matter  of  the  condition  of  the 
Junior  High  School  and  to  report  its  findings  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  Janury  of  1968. 
Funds  were  also  voted  to  undertake  the  second 
stage  of  Rogers  Brook.  The  Town  Meeting  also 
gave  its  stamp  of  approval  to  the  submission  of 
an  application  to  the  United  States  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  a  loan  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  a  water 
filtration  plant  to  be  constructed  at  Haggetts 
Pond.  The  acquisition  of  some  17  acres  of  land 
adjacent  to  the  West  Elementary  School  was  also 
authorized. 

The  most  interesting  and  provocative  thing 
approved  by  any  of  the  three  meetings  was  that 
which  instructed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  look 
into  the  matter  of  having  two  Town  Meetings 
annually  —  the  regular  meeting  in  March  and  a 
regular  special  meeting  in  the  early  Fall.  The 
reason  behind  this  action  was  to  minimize  the 
need  for  the  calling  of  special  meetings  which 
have  occurred  with  increasing  frequency  over  the 
last  several  years,  it  also  tends  to  recognize  that 
the  business  of  the  Town  has  become  complex  and 
varied  and,  therefore,  requiring  more  frequent 
Town  Meeting  approval. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Town  Meeting  is 
the  Town's  legislative  body  and  is  equivalent  in 
every  way  excepting  size  to  a  city  council,  state 
legislature  or  the  United  States  Congress.  It  has 
become  difficult,  if  at  all  possible,  to  anticipate 
all  matters  for  a  single  regular  Town  Meeting. 
The  Selectmen  will  report  to  the  1968  annual 
Town  Meeting  on  their  findings  and  recommen- 
dations. 
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The  financial  "watchdog"  of  the  Town  of 
Andover  continued  in  1967  to  subject  Town 
spending  to  careful  and  close  scrutiny.  Its  recom- 
mendations on  the  1967  Budget  were  followed  by 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  with  only  one  excep- 
tion. This  was  the  addition  of  five (5)  patrolmen 
to  the  Police  Department  as  sought  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  Town  Manager  rather  than 
three  (3)  as  recommended  by  the  FinCom. 

Its  batting  average  was  equally  as  good  at 
the  two  (2)  special  meetings  with  the  Town  re- 
jecting only  a  single  one  of  its  recommendations — 
the  $2  Million  remodeling  of  the  Junior  High 
School.  Even  this  was  not  a  loss  since  the  Com- 
mittee has  agreed  to  permit  the  article  to  come 
before  the  Town  Meeting  upon  request  of  the 
Andover  School  Committee. 

Since  a  Town  by-law  prohibits  consideration 
of  a  "money"  article  at  a  special  town  meeting 
unless  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
efforts  of  the  Selectmen  to  obtain  two  (2)  school 
sites  were  thwarted.  Acquisition  of  the  Andover 
Playhouse  property  also  suffered  the  same  fate. 

The  Finance  Committee's  counsel  was 
sought  by  the  Town  Manager  on  the  Bancroft 
Elementary  School  as  well  as  the  Junior  High 
proposal.  The  Selectmen  also  conferred  with  the 
Committee  on  no  less  than  two (2)  occasions  on 
industrial  development  matters  including  the 
Gillette  Safety  Razor  Company. 

Approval  was  given  by  the  Fin/Com  to  Re- 
serve Fund  transfers  totaling  $25,000.00  to  meet 
unanticipated  town  expenses  during  the  year. 
These  included  snow  removal  ($2,800.00),  elec- 
tions ($900),  Sewer  Department  emergency  re- 
pairs ($3,480),  library  loan  ($4,000)  legal 
expenses  ($1,000.00),  land  damage  settlements 
($1,833.00)   and  for  other  items  which  were  not 
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foreseen  at  the  time  of  budget  preparation  in 
March.  Some  $8,750.00  was  returned  to  the  Town 
treasury  since  it  was  not  actually  used  by  the 
several  Town  departments. 

Finance  Committee  members  were  appointed 
for  the  first  time  in  1967  to  staggered  three-year 
terms  of  office  to  conform  to  a  new  Town  by-law 
which  became  effective  in  1967.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  during  1967 
some  thirty-six  (36)  times  averaging  some  three 
meetings  a  month  at  which  business  was  trans- 
acted. In  addition,  the  Board  met  on  innumerable 
occasions  in  informal  session  to  discuss  pressing 
town  problems  including  the  1967  budget  and  the 
Articles  presented  at  the  three  Town  Meetings. 

The  most  demanding  and  perplexing  problem 
considered  by  the  Board  in  1967  was  that  of 
developing  a  pollution  abatement  program  for  the 
Town  of  Andover  as  directed  by  the  Com- 
monwealth's Department  of  Natural  Resources. 
In  accordance  with  "clean  waters"  legislation 
enacted  by  both  the  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ments, the  Town  is  required  to  stop  the  dumping 
of  sewerage  into  the  Merrimack  River.  The  Board 
supported  consistently  and  vigorously  the  form- 
ation of  a  regional  district  to  include  Andover,

North  Andover,  Methuen  and  the  City  of  Law- 
rence. More  than  $1  Million  in  capital  costs  stand 
to  be  saved  by  Andover  alone  by  attacking  this 
problem  on  a  regional  basis.  Although  1967  did 
not  see  a  resolving  of  a  problem  which  has  been 
under  consideration  since  1965,  it  appeared  that 
the  communities  were  close  to  agreement  at  the 
end  of  1967.  In  the  meantime,  the  Board  gave 
assurances  to  the  State  that  a  positive  program 
to  treat  Town  sewerage  would  begin  in  1968 
even  to  the  point,  if  necessary,  of  "going 
it  alone." 

Another  significant  action  of  the  Board  in 
1967  was  its  decision  to  remove  all  on-street 
parking  meters.  It  began  as  an  experiment  in  1966 
to  determine  its  effect  on  the  downtown  business 
area.  In  the  knowledge,  based  upon  this  experi- 
ence, that  parking  did,  in  fact,  improve  to  the 
benefit  of  shoppers  and  shopkeepers  alike,  all 
meters  were  removed  in  the  Spring  of  1967. 

Considerable  time  was  given  by  the  Board  to 
the  matter  of  combining  the  Police  and  Fire  Sta- 
tions into  a  single  Public  Safety  Center.  After 
extensive  negotiations,  the  Board  voted  to  acquire 
the  Tyer  Rubber  Property  on  North  Main  Street 
from  C.  Lincoln  Giles  at  a  cost  of  $177,000.00 
Demolition  of  the  building  on  the  site  was  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  $16,400.00  As  this  project  pro- 
gressed, it  became  increasingly  apparent  that,  in 
view  of  the  site  and  the  space  requirements  of  the 
Police,  Fire  and  Civil  Defense  Departments  and 
the  quality  of  construction  desired,  the 
$500,000.00  available  for  the  construction  of  the 
building  would  not  be  sufficient  to  promise 
delivery  of  an  appropriate  building  includ- 
ing furnishings  and  equipment.  The  Board  au- 
thorized work  to  proceed  on  the  preparation  of 
plans  and  specifications  in  order  that  bids  could 
be  taken  on  the  project  prior  to  the  1968  Town 
Meeting.  Should  these  bids  show  the  need  for 
additional  funds,  the  request  will  be  made  in 
March  of  1968. 


Recreation,  particularly  in  terms  of  a 
recreation  center,  was  also  a  significant  concern 
of  the  Board  during  the  past  year.  After  receipt 
of  a  study  report  by  a  citizens'  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Town  Manager  to  determine  the 
extent  of  need  for  a  Recreation  Center  and  whe- 
ther it  should  be  public  or  privately  operated  and 
funded,  the  Board  voted  unanimously  to  request 
the  Greater  Lawrence  Y.M.C.A.  to  study  the  feas- 
ibility of  establishing  a  family  "Y"  in  Andover. 
The  Board  is  much  concerned  over  the  problems 
created  by  the  absence  of  such  a  facility.  It  is 
expected  that  the  Y.M.C.A.  will  complete  its  study 
within  a  year  or  so  in  order  that  some  facility  may 
be  made  available  within  two  or  three  years. 

With  the  droughts  of  1964,  1965  and  1966 
fresh  in  mind,  the  Board  supported  the  filing  of 
an  application  with  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  a 
planning  loan  to  design  a  water  filtration  plant. 
This  is  a  project  which  is  included  in  the  Town's 
Master  Water  Plan.  It  had  been  thought  that  such 
a  plant  was  some  time  off.  However,  with  the  loss 
of  two  of  the  Baliardvale  wells,  the  continued 
sediment  and  discoloration  in  the  Town's  water 
system,  and  probable  increases  in  water  demand 
a  filtration  plant  may  be  needed  within  the  next 
five  years.  The  cost  of  this  facility  which  is  to  be 
constructed  at  Haggetts  Pond  would  exceed  $2 
Million. 
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One  hearing  was  conducted  by  the  Board 
during  1967  under  the  so-called  "Hatch  Act."  The 
Board  recommended  approval  of  the  granting  of 
a  permit  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
to  the  J.  C.  Ryan  Construction  Company  for  a 
subdivision  planned  between  Greenwood  Road  and 
Lowell  Street.  The  Board's  approval  was  con- 
ditioned upon  the  applicant  not  disturbing  any 
of  the  ground  along  Fish  Brook.  The  developer 
agreed,  as  did  the  State. 

The  several  members  of  the  Board  took  an 
active  interest  in  the  Merrimack  Valley  Select- 
men's Association.  This  organization  was  found- 
ed during  the  past  year  in  order  to  provide 
Selectmen  in  the  several  towns  in  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Region  the  opportunity  to  sit  down  and 
discuss  common  problems. 

Active  support  was  given  by  the  Board 
to  the  adoption  of  so-called  "electronic"  voting 
which  was  ultimately  approved  by  the  State 
Legislature.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  voting  de- 
vices will  be  used  in  Andover  in  1968.  Support 
was  also  given  to  legislation  before  the  General 
Court  to  return  the  control  of  billboards  to  the 
local  level  rather  than  keeping  it  in  the  hands  of 
the  State  where  considerably  more  pressure  may 
be  exerted  on  behalf  of  the  billboard  industry. 
Unfortunately,  the  legislation  was  lost,  although 
it  appears  quite  likely  that  1968  will  see  it  being 
reintroduced. 

A  bond  sale  was  approved  by  the  Board  in 
1967  in  the  amount  of  $4,130,000.00.  at  an  interest 
rate  of  4.1%.  Although  this  interest  rate  is  the 
highest  the  Town  of  Andover  has  been  compelled 
to  pay  for  many  years,  it  is  a  reflection  more  of 
the  general  money    market   conditions   than   the 


financial  condition  of  the  Town.  No  less  than  ten 
bids  were  received  involving  almost  100  banking 
and  investment  companies  throughout  the  entire 
United  States.  The  difference  between  the  suc- 
cessful bidder  and  the  next  bidder  amounted  to 
twelve  10/1000th's  of  one  percent. 

Strong  and  successful  support  was  given  by 
the  Board  to  Main  Street  beautification,  the 
acquisition  of  conservation  and  recreation  land 
and  property.  The  Board  conducted  one  hearing 
during  1967  on  the  application  of  a  cablevision 
television  company.  The  Board  also  met  on 
several  occasions  with  the  Finance  and  School 
Committees  to  discuss  school  construction  and. 
school  site  acquisition  matters. 

Certainly  one  of  the  most  impressive  accom- 
plishments of  the  Board  in  1967  was  its  involve- 
ment in  the  attracting  of  the  Gillette  Safety 
Razor  Company  to  Andover.  The  Board  looks 
upon  this  facility  and  the  improvements  to  be 
undertaken  in  the  Lowell  Junction  Industrial  Area 
as  sound  investments  in  the  future  economic  well 
being  of  the  community. 

As  part  of  the  Third  Annual  Founder's  Day 
program  held  on  May  6,  the  Board  honored  Ruth 
T.  Hitchins  as  Town  Employee-of-the-Year  and 
recipient  of  the  William  H.  Rhoads  Memorial 
Award.  Mrs.  Hitchings  has  been  the  Town 
Manager's  secretary  since  1959.  Prior  to  this,  she 
was  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board 
of  Appeals  and  Veteran's  Service  Officer. 

35  other  Town  employees  received  service 
awards  while  11  citizens  of  Andover  were  recog- 
nized for  their  service  to  the  Town  as  former 
members  of  the  several  Town  boards,  committees 
and  commissions. 


He    Who   Plants   A    Tree   Does   So   For 
Another  Generation  -  Main  Street. 


The  Town  Manager's  report  for  1967  will  be 
brief  since  in  effect  the  reports  of  the  several 
Town  departments  and  agencies  reflect  the 
Manager's  areas  of  concern  and  activity.  The 
past  year  continued  to  demand  great  and  almost 
disproportionate  amounts  of  the  Manager's  time, 
efforts  and  energies  in  school  building  construc- 
tion. Office  routine  particularly  in  the  areas  of 
budgeting  and  purchasing  were  equally  as  de- 
manding. Collective  bargaining  began  in  earnest 
in  1967  with  a  time  spent  in  negotiating  with 
unions  representing  public  works  and  fire 
employee  groups.  A  first  and  equitable  contract 
was  signed  with  the  public  works  union. 

Pollution  or  rather  its  elimination  or  control 
was  a  major  concern  in  1967  with  the  Town 
Manager  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men representing  the  Town's  interests  in  nego- 
tiations with  its  neighboring  municipalities 
towards  the  establishment  of  a  regional  pollution 
abatement  district.  Industrial  development  activi- 
ties were  a  particularly  rewarding  experience  in 
1967  and  promise  even  more  in  1968. 

Both  because  of  the  Fish  Brook  project  and 
a  generous  rainfall  throughout  the  past  year,  the 
Town  Manager  removed  water  restrictions  in  ef- 
fect since  1965. 

The  Town  Annual  Report  for  1966  was  made 
available  to  all  taxpayers  or  registered  voters  by 
mail  representing  a  change  from  past  years  when 
a  report  was  either  obtained  at  Town  meeting  or 
upon  request  and  unlimited  quantity. 


The  Town  Manager  was  privileged  in  the 
Spring  to  participate  in  a  three-day  colloquium  on 
the  problems  of  urban  America  and  computer 
technology  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Fels  Institute  of  Local  and  State  Government.  It 
was  also  a  pleasant  task  to  represent  the  Town 
of  Andover's  position  on  a  clean-water  classifica- 
tion for  the  Shawsheen  and  Merrimack  Rivers. 
Andover  was  the  only  municipality  along  the 
banks  of  the  Merrimack  to  advocate  a  "B"  classi- 
fication rather  the  lower  'C"  advocated  by  other 
communities  and  industries.  Certainly  because  of 
its  leading  role  in  this  area,  the  Town  through 
the  Town  Manager  played  a  small  part  in 
a  documentary  film  on  water  pollution  presented 
by  one  of  the  major  Boston  television  stations. 

Extensive  work  was  performed  in  the  plan- 
ning of  the  Andover  Public  Safety  Center  along 
with  the  Police  and  Fire  Chiefs  and  Civil  Defense 
Director.  This  project  promises  modern  and 
adequate  space  and  facilities  for  these  vital  town 
services  for  the  first  time  in  the  modern  history 
of  the  Town  of  Andover. 

It  was  with  very  mixed  emotion  that  the  Town 
Manager  accepted  the  resignation  of  Miriam 
Putnam  as  Town  Librarian,  a  position  that  she 
occupied  with  distinction  for  more  than  twenty- 
five  (25)  years.  Miriam  left  Andover  to  "climb 
another  mountain"  as  Assistant  Librarian  at 
Talladega  College,  Alabama.  As  a  token  of  the 
esteem  in  which  she  is  held,  the  reading  room  of 
the  Memorial  Hall  Library  addition  has  been 
named  in  her  honor. 
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As  a  result  of  the  town-wide  equalization 
program,  completed  and  placed  into  effect  during 
1967,  all  properties  are  assessed  on  the  basis  of 
current  market  value.  The  ratio  of  assessed  value 
to  selling  price  has  varied  considerably  in  the 
past  with  regard  to  particular  type  dwellings  and 
in  a  few  cases,  even  certain  neighborhoods.  Now 
there  is  equality  of  assessments  pertaining  to 
neighborhoods  as  well  as  the  various  classes  and 
types  of  properties. 

The  Assessing  Department  has  utilized  a  data 
processing  system  in  which  all  pertinent  assess- 
ment information  is  carried  on  punch  cards. 
This  system  allows  for  the  speedy  preparation  of 
commitments  and  bills  for  real  estate  taxes.  The 
potential  use  of  the  now  established  data  process- 
ing system  has  unlimited  possibilities  which  can 
be  of  considerable  benefit  to  the  Assessing  De- 
partment as  well  as  to  the  townspeople  in 
general.  One  of  the  many  side-benefits  from  the 
program  is  the  ability  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


to  determine  the  total  valuation  of  real  property 
according  to  its  use.  It  is  anticipated  that  during 
the  ensuing  year  all  personal  property  will  be 
processed  in  the  same  manner  that  real  estate 
valuations  are  being  processed.  This  should  result 
in  further  accuracy  and  efficiency. 

The  1967  real  estate  tax  of  $3,956,455.00 
committed  to  the  Tax  Collector  in  August  was 
based  on  a  total  assessed  value  of  $158,258,200.00 
This  value  represents  an  increase  in  total  assessed 
value  of  all  real  estate  of  $49,374,600.00  over  the 
1966  value,  and  reflects  the  results  of  the  equali- 
zation program  as  well  as  alterations  and  new 
construction  conducted  during  the  year. 

Tax  exemptions  granted  to  "Certain  Elderly 
Persons"  (over  70  years)  in  the  amount  of 
$50,936.33  total  three  times  the  amount  granted 
in  the  previous  year.  Recent  legislative  changes 
in  this  exemption,  which  raised  the  maximum 
assessed  value  to  $20,000  and  established  an 
exemption  of  $350.00  in  tax  dollars  rather  than 
exempting  $4,000  in  assessed  value  are  responsi- 
ble for  the  increased  cost  to  the  town. 

The  reduction  in  the  total  exemptions  given 
to  disabled  veterans  in  1967  is  due  to  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  tax  rate.  Legislative  amendments  are 
expected  this  year,  however,  which  will  allow  for 
a  flat-sum  exemption  rather  than  on  a  valuation 
basis,  in  order  to  place  the  veterans'  exemption 
on  the  same  par  with  the  "elderly"  exemption. 
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During  the  course  of  the  year,  twenty-two 
new  cases  arose  as  follows:

During  the  year,  twenty-seven  cases  and 
claims  against  the  Town  were  terminated.  During 
the  course  of  the  year,  there  were  thirty-three 
appearances  before  courts,  in  addition  to  appear- 
ances before  administrative  boards. 

Written  opinions  were  rendered  to  almost 
every  department  of  the  Town  government.  Oral 
legal  discussions  and  conferences  were  frequent.

This  makes  an  increase  of  fourteen  new  voters 
since  October,  1966. 

A  Special  Primary  and  Election  were  held  to 
elect  a  Representative  to  the  General  Court  to 
fill  a  vacancy.  This  required  additional  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Registrars.  In  all,  the  Board  held 
nineteen  (19)  meetings  during  the  year  for  the 
purpose  of  registering  new  voters,  certifying 
signatures  on  nomination  papers  and  initiative 
petitions,  and  checking  the  voting  list  in  order  to 
bring  it  up-to-date  prior  to  the  annual  printing 
in  July.  As  Clerk  for  this  Board,  the  Town  Clerk 
is  responsible  for  setting  up  the  election  schedule 
for  the  year. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  appointed  four  (4) 
additional  assistant  registrars,  bringing  the  total 
up  to  ten,  (10)  in  order  to  speed  up  the  compila- 
tion of  the  annual  street  listing. 

The  I.B.M.  card  system,  which  was  started 
in  1965,  is  now  functioning  well  and  serves  to 
facilitate  the  preparation  of  both  the  street  and 
voting  lists.  These  cards  are  kept  up-to-date  and 
are  used  for  many  other  purposes. 

While  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  allow 
the  Town  to  use  electronic  voting  in  its  elections, 
the  use  of  these  machines  will  be  delayed  until 
certain  restrictions  by  the  State  have  been 
eliminated.

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At  the  outset  of  1967,  two  prime  tasks  facing 
the  department  were  1)  eliminating  the  back- 
log on  water  billing  and  2)  generally  streamlining 
and  smoothing  out  the  various  procedures  on  the 
machine. 

Beginning  the  first  of  April,  the  water  billing 
timetable  was  accelerated  to  the  extent  that  a 
section  of  billing  was  completed  every  two  weeks 
instead  of  every  month.  As  of  December  31st, 
the  billing  program  was  current. 

In  April,  a  space  problem  that  was  all  but 
intolerable  was  corrected  when  the  Selectmen 
closed  the  conference  room  to  the  public.  All 
accounting  personnel  and  computer  equipment 
were  moved  from  the  first  floor  and  installed  in 
that  room.  This  gave  the  space  needed,  and 
then  the  department  began  to  function  with  a 
more  than  reasonable  degree  of  efficiency. 

With  the  water  billing  up  to  date  and  the 
resulting  release  of  machine  time,  attention  is 
being  given  to  other  phases  on  the  machine.  First 
priority  is  revenue  accounting.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
program  will  be  developed  that  will  permit  the 
posting  of  receipts  weekly  on  magnetic  ledger 
cards  and  in  turn  produce  a  monthly  revenue 
statement. 

Payroll  processing  is  running  quite  smoothly 
and  efficiently,  although  some  revisions  are  plan- 
ned in  the  program  in  order  that  it  can  be  even 
more  effective. 

The  problems  that  have  been  solved  and  the 
handicaps  that  have  been  overcome  have  been 
accomplished  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  the  work 
load.  For  example,  in  December  of  1966  1,700 
checks  were  written  in  the  payment  of  bills.  In 
December  of  1967  it  took  2,000  checks  to  do  the 
same  job.  In  1966  fewer  than  1,000  W2  forms 
were  printed  for  employees.  In  1967,  there  were 
exactly  1,200.  These  increases  tend  only  to  empha- 
size the  value  of  the  computer.  It  would  be  im- 
possible to  process  the  Town's  present  volume  of 
work  with  the  equipment  and  personnel  available 
prior  to  the  installation  of  the  computer.

As  a  comparison  to  ten  years  ago,  there  were 
4,422  pieces  of  taxable  property  in  1957.

It  is  foreseeable  that  the  total  collections  in 
1968  will  reach  the  five  million  dollar  mark  for 
the  first  time  in  Town  history. 
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BORROWING 

The  impact  of  capital  expenditure  projects 
is  reflected  in  increased  borrowings  in  1967  in 
anticipation  of  bond  issues  for  financing  them. 
Loans  totalling  $1,500,000  were  negotiated.  One 
sale  of  bonds,  dated  December  1,  1967,  in  the 
sum  of  $4,130,000  was  held  in  November  cover- 
ing the  following :

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As  the  Planning  Board  has  often  stated  at. 
Town  Meeting  and  on  other  occasions,  the  Zoning 
By-laws  of  the  Town  exist,  under  the  limitations' 
set  forth  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  benefit 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town.  They  are  pro- 
jected to  permit  growth  but  to  control  the  use  of 
the  land  so  that  the  Town  may  grow  and  yet  pre- 
serve its  desirable  characteristics  insofar  as  pos- 
sible. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  a  Town  Meet- 
ing in  1660,  three  hundred  and  eight  (308)  years 
ago,  the  inhabitants  took 

"into  consideration  the  great  damage  that 
mey  come  to  the  Towne  by  persons  living 
remote  from  the  Towne  upon  such  lands  as 
were  given  them  for  ploughing  or  plant- 
ing and  soe,  by  their  hoggs  and  cattle  de- 
stroy the  meadows  adjoyning  thereunto." 

They  accordingly  ordered 

"that  whosoever,  inhabitant  or  other  shall 
build  any  dwelling  house  in  any  part  of 
the  Towne  but  upon  such  house  lott  or  oth- 
er place  granted  for  that  end  without  ex- 
press leave  from  the  Towne  shall  forfeit 
twenty  shillings  a  month  for  the  time  he 
shall  soe  live  in  any  such  p'hibited  place." 

The  Towne  added  that  it  did  not  intend 

"to  restrain  any  P'son  from  building  any 
shede  for  himself  or  cattle  that  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  ploughing  of  his  ground 
or  hoeing  of  his  corne,  but  to  restrain  only 


from  their  constant  abode  there,  the  Towne 

having  given  house  lotts  to  build  on  to  all 

such  as  they  regard  as  inhibitants  of  the 

Towne." 

In    other    words,    three    centuries    ago,  the 

citizens  of  Andover  saw  fit  to  limit  the  use  of  land 

within  the  Town  in  a  manner  at  least  as  severe 

as  any  limitations  we  feel  are  necessary  today. 

Our  Cluster  Zoning  provisions,  today,  set  aside 

land    which    is    not    to    be    built    upon.    In    the 

language  of  old  Andover,  we  feel  that  "great 

damage  may  come  to  the  Town"  if  we  do  not 

set  aside  some  land  to  be  conserved. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Planning  Board  that 
Andover,  today,  is  just  beginning  to  feel  the  im- 
pact of  the  highway  development  around  Boston, 
with  the  accompanying  spread  of  industrial  and 
residential  activity.  As  a  result,  the  attention  of 
the  Planning  Board  was  focused  during  1967  on 
the  Industrial  Zones  of  the  town,  and  the  Board 
sees  this  attention  as  a  continuing  need. 

Other  matters  also  drew  close  observation 
from  the  Board,  including  further  study  of  the 
Central  Business  District,  with  amendments  be- 
ing passed  setting  up  controls  over  combined 
business  and  residential  use  within  the  Cen- 
tal Business  District.  Other  amendments,  recom- 
mended to  and  approved  at  Town  Meeting,  in- 
cluded permission  to  use  industrial  land  abutting 
railroad  property  without  conforming  to  "yard" 
requirements  if  a  railroad  siding  is  constructed 
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and  the  setting-up  of  penalties  for  the  violating 
of  zoning  laws. 

Submitted  for  consideration  during  the 
year,  were  fourteen  (14)  residential  development 
plans  involving  a  total  of  three  hundred  and 
sixty-one  (361)  house  lots.  Of  these  nine  (9) 
plans  with  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  (192) 
lots  were  given  final  approval,  the  remaining 
five  (5)  plans  with  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
(169)  lots  are  still  pending  in  the  preliminary 
approval  stage.  The  Board  also  signed  49  Form  A 
plans  (plans  that  do  not  require  Planning  Board 
approval)  with  a  total  of  68  lots.  In  the  course  of 
approval  of  these  plans,  some  thirty-three  (33) 
acres  were  turned  over  to  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission as  reserved  land,  resulting  from  the 
Cluster  Zoning  provisions  of  our  By-law.  This  is 
one  of  the  weapons  the  Planning  Board  has  been 
using  to  preserve  wetlands,  to  create  buffer  zones 
along  water  courses  and  to  secure  belts  of 
greenery  for  the  Town  wherever  possible. 
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The  Central  Merrimack  Valley  Regional 
Planning  District  is  a  voluntary  organization  of 
cities  and  towns  created  under  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth.  In  1967,  the  196  square  mile 
of  area  of  jurisdiction  of  the  District  included  the 
cities  of  Lawrence  and  Haverhill  and  the  towns  of 
Andover,  Boxford,  Georgetown,  Groveland,  Mer- 
rimac,  Methuen,  North  Andover  and  West  New- 
bury. With  the  acceptance  of  West  Newbury  as  a 
member  during  the  year,  only  Boxford,  George- 
town and  Groveland  remain  as  non-participating 
members  of  the  District.  The  1965  population  of 
the  District  was  196,000  persons. 

The  District  Commission,  consisting  of  one 
member  and  one  alternate  from  each  member 
community,  maintains  an  office  and  staff  locat- 
ed at  477  Essex  Street,  Lawrence,  Massachusetts. 
Regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  District  Office 
on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  and  are 
open  to  the  public.  The  officers  of  the  District 
elected  in  April  were:  Chairman,  James  M.  Ban- 
nan,  No.  Andover;  Vice-Chairman,  John  R. 
Leone,  Methuen;  Treasurer,  Jean  B.  Ippolito, 
Lawrence;  Assistant  Treasurer,  Peter  F.  Miles 
Merrimac;  Secretary,  Warren  C.  Frye,  Haverhill. 


The  District  is  charged  by  law  to  create  and 
maintain  a  comprehensive  regional  plan  for  its 
area  of  jurisdiction.  During  the  year,  the  status 
of  the  regional  plan  for  the  Lawrence  Sub-Region 
composed  of  Andover,  Lawrence,  Methuen  and 
North  Andover  was  clarified  by  an  action  to 
ratify  previous  adoption  of  the  plan  as  it  had  been 
published  between  1962  and  1964.  Work  has 
begun  to  expand  the  regional  plan  to  include  the 
Haverhill  Sub-Region.  Approval  of  the  Commis- 
sion's request  to  expend  $47,405  in  Federal  grant 
funds     for     this     purpose    was     obtained. 

In  June,  a  major  change  in  the  open  space 
and  recreation  element  of  the  regional  plan  was 
made.  As  a  result  of  this  action,  the  regional  plan 
no  longer  advocates  meeting  future  regional  re- 
creational needs  by  locating  regionally  controlled 
parks  in  Andover,  Methuen  and  North  Andover. 
Areas  previously  proposed  for  regional  mainte- 
nance and  availability  are  now  proposed  for  local 
conservation  jurisdiction.  However,  the  District 
continues  to  propose  meeting  the  regional  recrea- 
tional needs  by  the  creation  of  a  Regional  Con- 
servation and  Recreation  Commission  to  own  and 
manage  facilities  which  would  be  available  to  all 
residents  of  the  region. 

The  District  continued  its  interest  in  the 
abatement  of  pollution  in  the  Merrimack  River, 
in  the  Spring,  the  District  prepared  a  report  and 
recommendation  concerning  the  classification  of 
the  river.  This  report  was  filed  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Natural  Resources  and  the  resulting 
river  classifications  were  in  substantial  agree- 
ment with  the  recommendations. 

In  the  Fall,  the  Commission  initiated  the 
renewal  of  negotiations  between  the  Lawrence 
Sub-Region  communities  concerning  the  creation 
of  the  Greater  Lawrence  Sanitary  District.  As  a 
result  of  these  meetings,  the  Commission  drafted 
a  proposed  bill  to  authorize  the  establishment  of 
a  District  to  build  and  operate  a  regional  sewage 
treatment  facility.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  nego- 
tiations on  this  matter  were  continuing. 

Changes  in  Federal  legislation  made  in  1966 
created  additional  work  for  the  District  as 
well  as  additional  opportunities  for  service  to  its 
member  communities.  The  Federal  Demonstra- 
tion Cities  and  Metropolitan  Development  Act  of 
1966  requires  that  applications  made  by  localities 
for  financial  assistance  under  most  Federal  com- 
munity development  programs  must  be  reviewed 
by  the  regional  planning  agency  for  consistency 
with  the  regional  plan.  The  processing  of  these

applications  means  additional  work  for  the  Dis- 
trict, but  it  also  offers  a  specific  service  that  the 
District  can  offer  its  members.  As  many  com- 
munities are  discovering,  lack  of  a  regional  plan- 
ning agency  with  a  regional  plan  makes     them 


ineligible  to  participate  in  many  Federal  aid  pro- 
grans. 

In  the  past  year,  the  District  has  processed

Maintenance  of  the  Town  Hall  continued  to 
be  a  problem  in  1967.  Despite  some  painting  and 
valiant  maintenance  efforts  by  the  building  cus- 
todian, the  Town's  municipal  offices  leave  a  great 
deal  to  be  desired  not    only  in    terms  of   limited 
space  but  of  difficulty  in  maintenance  because  of 
their  limited  size,    intensive    use    and    age.    The 
Board  of  Selectmen  continued  its  efforts  in  seek- 
ing to  agree  on  a  suitable  location  for  the  new 
Town  Hall  and,  in  fact,,  settled  upon  use  of  the 
present  site  after  the  new  public  safety  center  is 
constructed  and  the  central  fire  station  demolish- 
ed.   It   has   become   increasingly  apparent,   how- 
ever,   that    the    funds    $550,000.00    which    were 
provided  for  a  new  building  in  1965  will  not  be 
adequate  to  construct  quarters  which  will  meet 
the  space  requirements  of  the  several  municipal 
offices.   Public  building  construction    costs    con- 
tinue to  climb  sharply  with  no  apparent  hope  that 
they  will  level  off,  no  less  decline.  With  a  new 
facilitv  at  least  two  and  as  long  as  three  years 


away,  some  efforts  were  made  during  the  year 
to  plan  more  effective  and  efficient  use  of  Town 
Hall  space  as  well  as  necessary  repairs.  The 
moving  of  the  Welfare  Department  offices  to 
rented  space  had  the  dual  effect  of  providing  this 
vital  and  sensitive  department  more  and  more 
suitable  space.  It  also  meant  that  the  Police 
Department  could  have  sorely  needed  offices  al- 
though they  still  fall  far  short  of  the  depart- 
ment's needs.  It  appears  likely  that  more  moves 
and  extensive  repairs  will  be  required  in  1968. 

Repairs  to  the  electrical  system  at  the  Bal- 
lardvale  Community  Center  were  undertaken 
during  the  year.  As  a  landlord,  the  Town  was 
compelled  at  least  to  maintain  its  property  in  a 
safe  condition.  Additional  work  remains  to  be 
done  at  the  Center  particularly  the  replacement  of 
exterior  doors  and  repairs  to  the  fire  escape  and 
kitchen. 

Window  planters  were  constructed  and  in- 
stalled on  the  Town  Hall  by  students  from  the 
Regional  Vocational  School. 

The  West  Andover  Community  Association 
Building  (the  old  "North"  School)  was  painted 
at  no  cost  to  the  Town  by  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Chapter,  Painters  and  Decorating  Contractors  of 
America.  This  was  the  first  of  several  promo- 
tional efforts  by  the  organization  and  certainly 
made  a  difference  to  what  was  fast  becoming  an 
eye-sore.

"Voke"  School  Erecting  Town  Hall  Planters 
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BANCROFT  SCHOOL 

This  Committee  believes  that  its  job  is,  first, 
to  see  that  the  Bancroft  School  is  built  well  and, 
secondly,  to  see  that  it  is  finished  as  promptly  as 
possible.  Construction  began  in  September,  1967, 
and  the  Committee  is  pleased  with  the  quality  of 
work  to  date.  The  target  date  for  completion  re- 
mains September,  1968. 

The  Bancroft  School  has  now  been  in  the 
works  for  over  two  and  one-half  years,  since  ap- 
proval by  the  School  Committee  of  the  Educa- 
tional Specifications  in  September,  1965.  Mr. 
William  Warner  was  chosen  to  be  the  architect  in 
July,  1966,  and  a  site  was  approved  by  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  that  Fall.  Since  that  time,  plans 
have  been  drawn  and  approved  and  the  final 
specifications  put  out  to  competitive  bid.  To  the 
dismay  of  all,  only  one  bid  was  received  -  and 
that  considerably  higher  than  anticipated.  After 
lengthy  consideration,  the  Committee  recom- 
mended that  this  bid  be  accepted.  The  Committee 
was  convinced  that  calling  for  bids  again  would 
not  result  in  either  more  bidders  or  a  lower  cost. 
Town  Meeting  in  August,  1967,  was  asked  to 
appropriate  $1,800,000.,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
build,  but  not  equip,  the  Bancroft  School.  The 
Article  was  approved. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  appropriation  for 
building  this  elementary  school  is  based  on  a  con- 
tract bid  price.  The  process  differs  from  any 
other  followed  in  the  construction  of  a  school  in 
Andover.  While  the  Building  Committee  will,  at 
the  Town  Meeting  this  Spring,  request  funds  to 
equip  the  school,  it  appears  unlikely  that  the 
Town  will  be  asked  for  further  construction 
funds. 


SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

OCCUPANCY  —  is  the  most  important  topic  of 

this  report. 

Last  year,  our  report  was  headed  "Construction 

Underway"  after  many  delays.  Now,  at  last,  the 

"End"  is  in  sight  and  occupancy  is  imminent  at 

the  date  of  this  report. 

After  construction  began  in  April  1966,  our 
budget  was  carefully  examined  and,  despite  tight 
accounting  and  planning,  funds  once  again  prov- 
ed insufficient.  Our  request  was  delayed  as  long 
as  possible  so  as  to  cover  every  conceivable  cir- 
cumstance which  might  arise  and,  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  August  1967,  we  submitted  a 
request  for  an  additional  $300,000.  After  a 
thorough  examination  by  the  Finance  Committee 
and  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  amounts  of  $52,000 
for  field  repairs;  $35,700  for  fencing;  and 
$12,300  for  contingencies  were  removed  and 
$200,000  was  appropriated  for  equipment;  field 
house;  gym  partitions;  and  curbing.  A  stipula- 
tion was  made,  and  understood  by  the  Selectmen 
and  Finance  Committee,  that  articles  for  fencing 
and  field  repair  might  be  submitted  to  the  an- 
nual Town  Meeting  of  March  1968  in  aggregate 
amounts  not  to  exceed  the  $100,000  removed  from 
our  original  request. 

Construction  progress  was  questioned  on  14 
March  1967  during  a  meeting  of  all  concerned  at 
the  Rolling  Green  Motel.  The  General  Contractor, 
and  Architects  assured  those  present  that  the  1 
August  1967  date  for  completion  would  definitely 
be  met.  Members  of  the  Committee  were 
skeptical  and,  unfortunately,  this  skepticism  was 
correct  for  1  August  was  not  met.  A  new  date  was 
established  at  15  November  by  the  General  Con- 
tractor, although  faced  with  a  $100  per  day 
liquidated  damages  assessment  from  1  August  on 
but  the  Building  Committee  decided  that  15 
December  was  a  more  sensible  date  and  so  voted 
it. 

The  fields,  although  not  finished  to  the  de- 
sired degree,  were  accepted  subject  to  the  Con- 
tractor (MoDel)  reversing  the  mesh  on  the 
baseball  backstops.  He  has  now  been  notified, 
with  the  required  five  day  notice,  that  he  is  to 
complete  the  job  or  we  shall  hire  someone  to  ac- 
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complish  the  work  and  backcharge  the  costs  to 
him. 

Similarly,  the  General  Contractor,  E.  H. 
Porter  Company,  has  been  placed  on  notice  that 
we  expect  to  do  items  which  are  unnecessarily 
delayed,  or  not  done  at  all,  and  all  costs  will  be 
backcharged  against  him. 

The  interior  of  the  classroom  building  was 
accepted  as  substantially  complete  on  28  Decem- 
ber with  the  exception  of  all  windows,  inside  and 


out.  We  are  currently  engaged  in  having  these 
windows  cleaned  and  costs  will  be  backcharged  to 
Porter  Company. 

The  School  Department  is  now  preparing  the 
building  for  actual  occupancy  by  students  on  5 
February  1968.  We  sincerely  hope  that  this  is  one 
date  which  will  be  definitely  met. 

There  is  still  much  finish  work  to  be  done 
but  now  — 

"THE  END  IS  IN  SIGHT".

Andover  intends  to  keep  some  of  its  open 
space  and  is  willing  to  pay  for  it.  The  startling 
proposition  to  bond  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars 
for  conservation  land  acquisition,  fully  aired  be- 
fore Town  Meeting  by  a  sympathic  press, 
passed  by  a  unanimous  vote.  Thus  armed  with  a 
sizable  fund  and  a  vote  of  support,  your  Conserv- 
ation Commission  has  embarked  on  an  acquisition 
program  with  zeal  and  enthusiasm. 


Six  parcels  of  land  to  be  acquired  were 
enumerated  in  the  vote  establishing  the  bond  is- 
sue. Of  these,  the  Conservation  Commission  had 
reached  agreement  to  purchase  four,  all  in  the 
vicinity  of  Pomps  Pond,  by  year's  end :  two  par- 
cels owned  by  Essex  Sand  and  Gravel  Co.,  includ- 
ing the  approaches  to  their  gravel  pit,  and  the 
half  of  the  pit  not  already  owned  by  the  Town, 
and  the  two  parcels  owned  by  the  Foster  brothers 
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between  Pomps  Pond  and  the  Shawsheen  River. 
Total  acreage  is  approximately  seventy-five.  Ap- 
plications to  the  state  for  Self-Help  funds  have 
already  been  made,  although  reinbursement  will 
probably  not  be  a  full  50%  of  purchase  price  in 
these  cases  because  the  state  can  only  award  50% 
of  the  highest  appraisal. 

Negotiations  are  continuing  for  the  other 
two  parcels  and  agreement  to  purchase  should  be 
reached  in  1968.  The  Conservation  Commission 
does  have  the  statutory  authority,  by  2/3  vote  of 
Town  Meeting,  to  acquire  a  particular  parcel  of 
land  by  eminent  domain,  a  power  it  will  reluct- 
antly seek  to  exercise  if  necessary  to  acquire  key 
areas. 

The  vote  to  appropriate  $250,000  to  acquire 
open  space  land  allowed  inclusion  at  a  later  date 
by  further  Town  Meeting  action  of  other  parcels 
of  land.  The  Conservation  Commission  has  been 
investigating  many  other  sites  for  possible  acqui- 
sition for  open  space,  for  Andover  is  large  in 
area  and  still  blessed  with  much  unspoilt  and 
undeveloped  acreage.  Land  values  are  steadily  ris- 
ing, and  increasing  tax  pressure  on  the  one  hand 
and  development  pressure  on  the  other  are  forc- 
ing many  land-owners  to  sell.  In  this  situation, 
the  Conservation  Commission  must  be  opportun- 
ists on  behalf  of  the  Town  to  acquire  as  many 
acres  of  significant  open  space  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. 

Purchase  is  not  the  only  means  of  acquisi- 
tion. "Cluster"  subdivision  of  new  residential 
areas  sometimes  leaves  significant  open  space 
which  the  developer  may  be  willing  to  donate  to 
the  case  with  25  acres  of  beautiful  meadow 
and  marsh  bordering  the  right  bank  of  the  Shaw- 
sheen River,  donated  by  Frank  Catalano  to  the 
Town  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Conservation 
Commission  when  he  purchased  and  subdivided 
land  formerly  owned  by  the  Foster  Brothers  off 
Central  Street. 

Andover  received  its  first  Self-Help  reim- 
bursement check  from  the  Commonwealth,  in  the 
amount  of  $3500,  or  half  the  purchase  price  for 
the  Davideit  land  on  Fish  Brook.  Mr.  Rohrbach 
was  awarded  the  check  by  Arthur  Brownell, 
Director  of  Conservation  Services  of  the  DNR,  at 
the  October  meeting  of  the  Mass.  Assoc,  of  Con- 
servation Commissions. 

The  Federal  Soil  Conservation  Service  com- 
pleted the  field  work  for  the  limited  Soil  Survey 
for  Andover  in  1967,  and  supplied  some  prelim- 
inary information  requested    by   the   Town.    Re- 


ports evaluating  the  survey  results  and  the  new 
soil  map  are  expected  shortly. 

The  Commission  requested  a  Resource  In- 
ventory from  the  Essex  Conservation  District  in 
1966.  Federal  and  state  technicians  collaborate 
in  this  free  service  to  communities,  evaluating 
the  town's  natural  assets  and  recommending 
possibilities  for  preservation  and/or  develop- 
ment. The  Resource  Inventory  is  expected  to  be 
completed  during  1968. 

Various  town  officials  have  long  been  con- 
cerned with  improvement  and  future  use  of 
Pomps  Pond  and  environs.  At  the  request  of  the 
Town  Manager  the  Conservation  Commission 
gathered  together  available  data  and  numerous 
ideas  for  improvements  and  reported  to  the 
Selectmen  its  recommendations  for  Pomps  and 
the  surrounding  area,  some  of  which  it  is  busy 
acquiring,  and  all  of  which  constitutes  one  of  the 
prime  recreational  and  open  space  assets  of  the 
Town. 

Mr.  Rohrbach  donated  both  trees  and  labor 
to  plant  his  own  strain  of  pink  locusts  on  the 
property  known  as  Rogers  Dell  at  the  corner  of 
Lupine  Road  and  School  Street,  which  a  vote  of 
Town  Meeting  transferred  to  the  control  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  in  March. 

Mrs.  Kellogg  has  been  appointed  to  serve  as 
Andover's  representative  on  the  Conservation 
Council  for  U.S.  Interstate  Route  495. 

The  Commission  regretfully  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Winthrop  Newcomb,  who  is 
moving  away  from  Andover.  Mr.  Robert  Hender- 
son of  the  Andover  Savings  Bank  was  appointed 
to  succeed  him  in  October. 

Land  conservation  is  a  long-range  idea  that 
requires  constant  attention  and  continuing  ex- 
penditure of  money.  When  land  is  plentiful,  it 
benefits  everyone.  Until  recent  years,  Andover's 
open  land  was  plentiful  and  its  abundance  was  a 
key  factor  in  making  the  town  such  an  attractive 
residential  community. 

No  longer  is  Andover  land  plentiful.  No 
longer  is  it  inexpensive.  But  land  is  still  the 
dominant  factor  which  shapes  the  character  of 
the  town.  Conservation  seeks  to  maintain  and 
enhance  that  character  by  acquiring  land  —  for 
all  the  people  of  the  town,  today  and  twenty-five 
years  from  today. 


AVIS  ACTIVITIES 
The  Town's  conservation  activities  have  been 
augmented  during  1967  by  the  work  of  the  An- 
dover  Village  Improvement  Society.  With  the 
volunteer  help  of  many  members,  a  group  of 
Phillips  Academy  students,  and  such  regular  users 
of  AVIS  reservations  as  Boy  and  Girl  Scout 
troops,  new  or  improved  trails  have  been  estab- 
lished at  Deer  Jump,  Indian  Ridge,  and  Baker's 
Meadow  reservation.  The  new  trail  at  Deer  Jump 
provides  a  round  trip  of  somewhat  less  than  a 
mile,  starting  from  the  parking  area  off  River 
Road  at  the  western  end,  for  convenient  viewing 
of  a  magnificent  grove  of  mountain  laurel  during 
the  June  blooming  period.  In  addition,  extensive 
clearing  and  removal  of  litter  was  accomplished 
with  the  aid  of  these  groups. 

The  Society  made  some  important  conser- 
vation acquisitions  in  1967.  First,  a  license  was 
obtained  from  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  for 
public  use  of  a  piece  of  their  property  on  the 
Shawsheen  River.  This  area  is  on  the  west  bank  of 
the  river  about  a  half  mile  above  the  Ballardvale 
Dam  and  consists  of  4  acres  of  splendid  woods. 
It  is  a  delightful  place  to  stop  for  lunch  while 
canoeing  on  the  river.  It  is  accessible  only  from 
the  river,  and  there  are  two  good  landing  places 
on  which  have  been  placed  identifying  signs.  The 
Society's  Shawsheen  River  holdings  have  been 
further  enlarged  by  a  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
William  G.  Hatch  of  a  piece  of  land  containing 
about  a  quarter  of  an  acre  on  Lupine  Road,  ex- 
tending rather  steeply  down  to  the  river.  It  ad- 
joins another  piece  along  Lupine  Road  which 
was  given  to  AVIS  in  1961  by  Mr.  Harry  Sellars. 
It  thus  enlarges  the  area  available  to  the  public  for 
access  to  the  river  and  is  suitable  for  small  boat 
launching. 

In  December,  AVIS  purchased  12  acres  of 
woodland  lying  between  Rocky  Hill  Road  and 
Route  125  and  adjoining  an  8-acre  parcel  pre- 
viously given  to  the  Society  by  Phillips  Academy. 
The  combined  areas  will  be  called  the  "Rocky 
Hill  Reservation."  Like  all  AVIS  holdings,  it  is 
open  to  the  public  and  should  provide  scenic  and 
pleasant  hiking.  This  purchase  was  made  possi- 
ble through  gifts  of  the  Nathaniel  and  Elizabeth 
P.  Stevens  Foundation  and  the  Andover  Garden 
Club.  Finally,  Mr.  Sidney  P.  White  gave  to  the 
Society  about  350  square  feet  of  land  at  the  south 
side  of  Baker's  Meadow,  making  it  possible  to 
establish  a  trail  on  dry  land  around  the  pond  for 
public   use  without   trespassing  on  his   property. 


The  trail   has  already  been  relocated  so  that  it 
now  lies  entirely  on  AVIS  land. 

As  a  public  service,  AVIS  initiated  a  film 
series  during  1967  to  bring  to  Andover  outstand- 
ing conservation  and  wildlife  movies.  Two  pro- 
grams of  Audubon  Society  films  were  presented 
in  the  Spring.  A  third  program  was  offered  at 
the  Society's  annual  meeting  in  November  when 
two  movies,  each  having  wonderful  sequences  on 
native  wildlife,  were  shown  and  narrated  by  the 
photographers,  Carl  Scott  and  Jack  Swedburg  of 
Millbury,  Mass.  All  three  programs  were  free  and 
open  to  all.  A  film  series  is  planned  again  for 
1968. 
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Industrial  developers  who  are  searching  for 
sites  in  the  Boston  Region  are  now  concentrating 
their  interest  on  land  adjacent  to  the  arterial 
roads  beyond  Route  128.  U.S.  Route  495  has  speed- 
ed up  transportation  within  the  Merrimack  Val- 
ley, and  has  made  this  area  more  accessible  to 
the  entire  Northeast.  These  factors  greatly  favor 
industrial  development  in  Andover. 

West  Andover  Industrial  Zone. 

Union  Paste  Co.  has  acquired  forty  (40) 
acres  east  of  U.S.  Route  93,  plant  construction  to 
begin  in  1968.  This  development  has  become  pos- 
sible through  the  completion,  in  1967,  of  the  West 
Andover  water  loop  which  now  provides  water 
flow  for  fire  fighting  purposes. 

Lilly  Construction  Co.,  with  R.  M.  Bradley 
&  Co.,  acting  as  agents,  plans  to  develop  the  in- 
dustrial area  northwest  of  the  River  Road/Route 
93  interchange,  to  be  known  as  "River  Road 
Park."  Large-scale  development  in  this  area  re- 
quires the  installation  of  town  sewers.  An  engi- 
neering study  has  been  completed ;  the  Commis- 
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sion  recommends  going  ahead  when  expenditures 
are  economically  justified. 
Lowell  Junction  Industrial  Zone 

At  the  point  where  Andover,  Tewksbury  and 
Wilmington  meet,  Warehouse  Service  Co.  is  erec- 
ting a  100,000  so.  ft.  warehouse,  half  of  which 
is  located  in  Andover.  The  Commission  aided  in 
the  obtaining  of  a  variance  for  this  firm,  and 
then  a  permanent  zoning  amendment,  to  facilitate 
installation  of  railroad  siding. 

Gillette  Safety  Razor  Co.  has  acquired  150 
acres  for  a  manufacturing  facility.  The  firm  took 
this  important  step  after  Town  Meeting  approved 
a  bond  issue  of  .$1  million  for  improvement  of 
roads,  sewers  and  water  lines.  A  building  permit 
for  a  $3.9  million  plant  has  been  granted;  both 
the  Company  and  the  Town  are  proceeding  with 
engineering  and  construction. 
Miscellaneous  Dcr<  lopmcnts 

The  firm  of  Adams,  Howard  and  Oppermann 


which  has  gained  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
Town  from  years  of  work  for  the  Planning  Board, 
has  been  retained  to  furnish  professional  con- 
sultation and  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  report 
on  questions  of  industrial  development.  Close  con- 
tact is  also  being  maintained  with  the  Planning 
Board. 

Raytheon  Co.  is  re-evaluating  its  Andover  op- 
eration to  decide  whether  to  renovate,  add  to  the 
present  plant  or  build  a  new  one.  The  Commission 
has  been  assisting  Raytheon  and  the  Town  ad- 
ministration in  an  attempt  to  keep  the  largest 
taxpayer  in  town. 

The  Commission  has  furnished  information 
and  aid  to  many  prospects  who  are  showing  gen- 
uine interest  in  Andover.  All  such  contacts  are 
being  carefully  followed  and  extended.  The  Ando- 
ver fact  Sheet  has  been  updated  as  of  January  1, 
1968. 
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West  Andover  Industrial  Area 

As  provided  by  Section  14,  Chapter  40A  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Appeals  during  the 
year  1967  heard  37  cases  which  were  disposed  of 
as  follows : 

28  petitions  granted 
4  petitions  denied 

2  petitions  withdrawn 

3  petitions  pending 

A  total  of  $574.50  for  advertising  fees  was 
collected  and  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 
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The  Council  continued  its  survey  which  be- 
gan last  year.  Approximately  2,700  questionnaires 
were  mailed  out  to  citizens  sixty  (60)  years  of  age 
or  older.  The  questionnaire  included  questions  re- 
garding interests,  desires  and  needs  of  the  aging 
in  Andover.  The  results  of  the  survey  indicated  a 
desire  for  a  drop-in  center,  social  get-togethers  in- 
cluding trips,  transportation,  and  that  local  indus- 
try should  be  urged  to  hire  older  people.  The 
Council  also  surveyed  the  present  activity  in  An- 
dover for  the  aging,  the  results  of  which  indicated 
that  there  was  no  activity  except  that  which  was 
provided  by  several  of  the  churches. 

During  the  year  the  Council  in  its  search 
for  a  drop-in  and  referral  center  secured  an  option 
to  lease  premises  on  Main  Street.  However,  the 
Council's  request  for  funds  for  rent,  which  would 
have  been  reimbursed  in  part  by  the  State  under 
Title  III,  was  disapproved  by  the  Town  Finance 
Committee.  The  Council  has  continued  its  efforts 
to  obtain  a  drop-in  center  since  the  senior  citizens 
have  expressed  an  active  interest  and  desire  for 
such   a  center,  and,  additionally,  have  indicated 


that  they  will  help  staff  such  a  facility. 

The  Council  sponsored  a  number  of  trips  and 
social  functions,  all  of  which  were  well  attended. 

The  first  open  meeting  was  held  at  Central 
School.  The  meeting  included  a  community  sing 
led  by  Mr.  J.  Everett  Collins,  with  Mrs.  Jessie 
Higgins  at  the  piano.  Also  an  historical  sketch 
and  slide  presentation  of  Andover  was  given  by 
Mr.  George  Walsh,  principal  of  Stowe  School,  and 
Mr.  Leslie  Bartow,  Recreation  Director  for  An- 
dover. During  refreshments  there  was  a  display 
of  hand  work  including  rugs  and  paintings  cre- 
ated by  some  of  those  attending  the  meeting. 

Later  in  the  year  an  open  meeting  luncheon 
was  held  at  the  Greater  Lawrence  Regional  Vo- 
ca  tional  Technical  High  School  in  West  Andover. 
The  menu  was  prepared  and  served  by  the  stu- 
dents of  the  Culinary  Arts  Department  under  the 
supervision  of  Chefs  Edward  Coakley,  and  Mrs. 
Dorothy  E.  Emerson,  and  Baker  Rosmick 
Ajemian.  Mrs.  Florence  McGrath  of  the  Central 
School  was  of  great  assistance  in  working  out 
the  arrangements  for  the  luncheon. 
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Several  trips  were  sponsored  by  the  Council 
and  included  a  trip  and  luncheon  to  Strawberry 
Banke,  New  Hampshire;  and  a  trip  to  view  the 
Welsh  and  Scots  Guard  at  the  Boston  Garden.  A 
fall  foilage  trip  to  New  Hampshire  was  cancelled 
at  the  last  moment  because  of  bad  weather. 

The  Council  was  ably  assisted  in  receiving 
reservations  for  the  trips  by  Mrs.  Nicoll  of  the 
Veterans  Service  Affairs  Department. 


It  should  be  noted  that  the  Council  was  great- 
ly saddened  by  the  passing  of  one  of  its  members, 
Fay  Elliot,  whose  ideas,  enthusiasm,  and  sense 
of  purpose  were  of  significant  help  to  the  Council. 

The  Council  also  initiated  preparation  of  an 
information  folder  on  the  services  and  opportuni- 
ties available  to  the  aging.  Completion  and  dis- 
tribution is  expected  to  take  place  early  next  year. 


Andover  Public  Safety  Center 
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In  1967  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the 
crime  of  breaking  and  entering,  ninety-four  (94) 
as  aginst  104  in  1966.  There  were  288  larcenies 
reported  to  the  police  in  1967,  an  increase  of  14 
over  1966.  There  were  113  larcenies  over  $50.00 
in  value.  Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  fifty-six 
(56)  automobiles  were  stolen  which  is  almost 
triple  the  total  of  twenty-one  (21)  stolen  in  1966. 
However,  twenty  (20)  of  the  cars  were  taken  in 
a  two  month  period  by  two  (2)  fourteen  year  old 
boys.  With  the  apprehension  of  the  boys,  the  rate 
of  car  theft  dropped  considerably.  Of  the  fifty-six 
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(56)  cars  that  were  stolen  forty-eight  (48)  of 
them  were  recovered. 

In  1967  the  police  department  issued  3,496 
parking  tickets  and  486  violation  notices  were 
sent  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  During 
the  year  the  police  vehicles  traveled  283,771  miles. 

During  the  year  there  were  562  reportable 
accidents  in  Andover.  This  is  an  increase  of  121 
over  1966.  There  were  four  (4)  fatal  accidents, 
252  personal  injury  accidents  and  310  property 
damage  accidents.  Twenty  per  cent  of  the  total 
accidents  (121)  occurred  on  Routes  93  and  495, 
as  did  all  the  fatal  accidents,  three  on  Route  93 
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and  one  on  Route  495.  With  regard  to  the 
operators  of  vehicles  involved  in  the  accidents, 
359  were  Andover  residents  and  605  were  from 
out  of  town.  The  worst  days  for  accidents  in 
Andover  are  Friday  (119)  and  Saturday  (104), 
and  the  worst  hours  are  between  3:00  P.M.  and 
6:00  P.M.  (162).  As  to  type  of  accidents,  there 
were  147  rear  end  collisions,  224  angle  collisions, 
44  head  on  collisions,  103  vehicles  hit  fixed  objects 
twenty-six  (26)  vehicles  drove  off  the  roadway, 
eleven  (11)  pedestrians  were  injured  by  motor 
vehicles  and  there  were  five  (5)  miscellaneous 
accidents.

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Fire 
Department 

The  Fire  Department  is  established  and 
maintained  by  the  municipality  to  provide  pro- 
tection to  the  public  against  injury,  loss  of  life  or 
property  by  fire,  explosion  or  other  causes.  Be- 
cause of  the  importance  and  the  hazardous  nature 
of  this  work,  the  firefighter  engaged  in  it  must 
possess  stamina  and  courage  of  the  highest  order. 
In  addition,  however,  he  must  possess  certain  spe- 
cific knowledge  concerning  his  work  if  he  is  to 
perform  his  duties  efficiently  and  with  minimum 
of  risk  to  himself  and  to  his  fellow  firefighters. 
He  should  have  detailed  knowledge  of  the  dan- 
gers arising  from  heat,  smoke,  explosions,  etc., 
caused  by  fire;  of  the  hazards  presented  by  new 
industries,  processes  and  materials  developed  by 
science;  of  the  construction  of  buildings  and  the 
hazards  involved  in  the  materials  used  or  stored 
in  them;  and  of  the  dangers  inherent  in  the  use 
of  water  at  high  pressures. 


Objectives  of  fire  protection  are  to  prevent 
fire  from  starting  to  prevent  loss  of  life  and  prop- 
erty in  case  fire  starts ;  to  confine  fire  to  the  place 
of  origin  and  to  extinguish  it. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  Town  Government, 
this  involves  the  services  of  fire  preventions  and 
fire  fighting.  Fire  fighting  because  it  requires  pos- 
itive and  dramatic  action  has  a  far  greater  appeal 
for  people  than  have  fire  prevention  measures 
which  involve  restrictions,  prohibitions  and  ad- 
ministrative "interference"  with  what  are  termed 
"individual  rights". 

Ambulance  service  is  also  provided  by  the 
department  for  both  emergency  and  medical  sit- 
uations. With  the  ever-increasing  medical  use  of 
the  ambulance  and  its  inherent  abuses,  a  review 
of  the  service  on  an  emergency  basis  only  should 
be  held  with  a  study  to  decide  whether  or  not 
charges  for  this  type  service  should  be  instituted 
which,  in  most  cases,  may  be  covered  under  exist- 
ing medical  and  health  insurances  and  aid. 

The  Fire  Department  installs,  repairs  and 
maintains  a  coded  fire  alarm  system  comprising 
some  three  million  feet  of  wiring,  both  aerial  and 
underground,  and  associated  street  boxes  and  sta- 
tion equipment  for  controlling  the  system. 

The  Department  operates  from  three  stations 
-    Central,    Ballardvale   and   West   Andover.   Its 
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fifty-one  men  use  six  pieces  of  firefighting  equip- 
ment. 

Quarterly  inspections  of  nursing  homes,  hos- 
pitals and  inns,  as  required  by  State  statutes,  were 
conducted  and  the  necessary  reports  filed  with 
the  proper  authorities.  Public  and  private  school 
fire  drills  and  inspections  required  by  the  law 
were  conducted.  Mercantile,  industrial,  church, 
garage  and  service  stations  were  inspected  and 
reports    filed.    Findings    and    recommendations 


were  sent  to  owners  and/or  occupants  of  dwelling 
houses  of  three  or  more  apartments. 

In-service  inspections  were  conducted  from 
all  stations  using  a  radio-controlled  fire  truck  and 
full  complement  of  firefighters. 

As  in  past  years,  the  major  cause  of  fires  was 
carelessness,  the  use  of  smoking  materials,  chil- 
dren and  matches,  and  faulty  electrical  appliances 
and  wiring.

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The  usual  monthly  State  meetings  were  held 
at  the  Lawrence  Court  House  and  Area  One  head- 
quarters in  Tewksbury. 

The  R.A.C.E.S.  (Communications  Group) 
met,  as  in  the  past,  on  Monday  night  at  eight 
o'clock,  much  to  the  displeasure  of  some  channel 
two  viewers.  Apologies  are  in  order  for  this  prob- 
lem. However,  until  channel  2  puts  out  more  pow- 
er or  CD.  assigned  a  different  frequency,  this  will 
continue  to  be  a  problem. 

The  Axuiliary  Police,  as  in  the  past,  had  their 
monthly  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the 
month.  Also,  this  year  it  was  possible  to  replace 
foul  weather  gear  which  is  over  ten  years  old. 

The  above  groups,  as  in  the  past,  were  avail- 
able for  different  details  such  as  halloween, 
churches,  etc. 

The  whole  volunteer  group  put  in  some  3000 
hours  in  training  and  use  in  the  past  year.  Cer- 
tainly, Civil  Defense  volunteers  deserve  a  "Well 
Done"  and  a  vote  of  thanks  from  all  of  us. 

The  emphasis  on  the  state  and  federal  level 
is  still  on  shelter.  The  town  is  well  stocked  as  far 
as  the  present  population.  However,  a  plan  for  the 
use  of  the  available  shelters  is  not  complete.  A 
group  from  the  state  has  been  assigned  to  help 
each  community  form  a  plan  sometime  in  the 
future. 

Each  year  it  is  necessary  to  make  out  a  pro- 
gram paper  which  in  turn  has  to  be  accepted  by 
the  state  and  federal  government.  Once  this  is 
done,  the  town  becomes  eligible  for  surplus  prop- 
erty and  some  types  of  matching  funds.  The  paper 
was  sent  in  July  and  was  accepted  shortly  there- 
after. Andover  has  had  ten  (10)  surplus  dates  at 
Taunton  this  year.  The  pickings  were  rather  thin. 

Volunteers  are  still  needed  in  the  following 
areas:  Medical  Self-help,  Radiological  Monitor- 
ing, Shelter  Management  and  Rescue.  If  any  one 
is  interested,  please  contact  the  CD.  Director. 

Incidentally,  the  Director  was  able  to  spend 
forty-eight  hours  in  a  simulated  shelter  condition. 
It  was  quite  an  experience.  There  were  four  peo- 
ple from  Andover  along  with  him  in  this  exercise.

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During  1967  your  Sealer  was  asked  many 
appropriate  questions  dealing  with  consumer 
Weights  and  Measures  problems.  The  questions 
presented  were  very  timely  and  unquestionably 
the  result  of  publication  of  news  and  facts  con- 
cerning the  enactment  of  a  "Truth  in  Packaging" 
bill.  Little  has  been  changed  since  the  packaging 
bill  was  approved  almost  unanimously  by  Con- 
gress. The  bill,  as  passed,  was  meant  to  encourage 
self -regulation  by  the  packaging  industry. 

A  common  complaint  deals  with  the  admis- 
sion by  the  consumer  of  being  unable  to  make  in- 
telligent price  comparisons  without  a  computer. 
The  complaint  is  well  founded.  A  recent  local 
Super  Market  survey  disclosed  that  laundry  de- 
tergent is  being  offered  in  twenty  different  quan- 
tities. In  reviewing  a  similar  survey  made  in  1965, 
figures  reveal  that  the  number  of  laundry  deter- 
gent packages  being  offered  today  has  declined 
from  a  total  number  of  twenty-nine  of  three  years 
ago.  Progress  is  evident,  but  it  can  honestly  be 


said  that  undue  "proliferation"  still  exists  in 
laundry  detergent  and  many  other  packaged  con- 
sumer items. 

Disappearance  of  the  glass  milk  bottle  and 
appearance  of  the  fibre  milk  carton  is  responsible 
for  a  new  consumer  concern.  Since  fibre  milk 
cartons  are  never  filled  to  the  top,  or  so-called 
"slack-filled",  how  can  the  consumer  be  assured 
of  receiving  full  measure?  All  milk  cartons  are 
filled  at  the  various  dairies  in  terms  of  gross 
weight,  with  various  carton  weights  determined 
from  the  basis  of  one  gallon  of  fluid  milk  weigh- 
ing an  exact  eight  and  six-tenths  (8.6)  pounds. 
A  one  quart  carton  properly  filled  weighs  two 
pounds  and  three  ounces.  A  one-half  gallon  carton 
weighs  four  pounds  and  seven  ounces,  while  a  gal- 
lon carton  must  weight  a  minimum  of  eight 
pounds  and  fourteen  ounces.  Scales  are  accessible 
in  most  Andover  markets  permitting  the  consum- 
er to  checks  the  carton  weight  for  compliance.  A 
one-half  pint  carton  of  cream  (light  or  heavy) 
must  weigh  nine  (9)  ounces. 

Much  confusion  has  been  expressed  in  regard 
to  the  form  of  weight  declaration  placed  upon 
packages  of  prepacked  meats,  poultry  and  fish. 
The  new  hundredth  system  has  replaced  the  orig- 
nal  ounce  and  fractions  of  an  ounce  system  for 
increased  accurcy  and  elimination  of  both  "over 
and  undercharging".  While  the  hundredth  system 
initially  appears  to  be  confusing  to  the  ounce  ori- 
entated mind,  once  explained,  all  fears,  confusion 
and  misunderstanding  disappear.  Use  of  the 
ounce  system  permits  the  pound  to  be  divided 
into  a  maximum  of  sixty-four  parts  by  dividing 
each  ounce  into  quarters.  Conversely,  the  re- 
placement system  divides  the  pound  into  one 
hundred  parts.  The  new  system  should  be  com- 
pared with  our  coinage  currency  system  for  im- 
mediate comprehension.  Fifty  cents  (50$)  equals 
one-half  dollar,  while  .50  pound  equals  one-half 
pound.  Seventy-five  cents  (75$)  equals  three- 
quarters  (3/4)  of  a  dollar  while  .75  pound  equals 
three-quarters  of  a  pound.  A  weight  marking  of 
1.33  pounds  is  the  equivalent  of  one  and  one-third 
pounds.  The  most  valuable  "plus"  factor  of  the 
hundredth  system  is  immediately  realized  by  the 
consumer  when  an  attempt  is  made  to  check  the 
accuracy  of  the  printed  package  price.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  obtain  the  cost  per  ounce  of  product 
as  is  necessary  in  the  ounce  system,  if  the  total 
price  quotation  is  to  be  verified.  All  packages  of 
meats,  poultry  and  fish  are  required  to  display 
clearly:  weight  quantity,  price  per  pound,  total 
price  of  package. 


A  package  weighing  1.33  pounds,  priced  at 
$1.00  per  pound,  has  a  sales  price  of  marking  of 
$1.33.  Price  may  be  readily  checked  by  multiply- 
ing weight  amount  figure  of  1.33  by  the  price  per 
pound  figure  of  $1.00.  1.33  x  $1.00  equals  $1.33. 
The  same  package  with  a  price  per  pound  of  fifty 
cents  (50$)  would  be  priced  properly  in  accord- 
ance with  result  obtained  by  multiplying  1.33  x 
(50$)  for  a  figure  of  66y2  cents.  A  20.91  pound 
turkey  priced  at  (47$)  per  pound  should  carry 
a  sales  price  of  20.91  multiplied  by  $.47  for  a  total 
price  of  $9.83.  In  the  interest  of  rapid  and  ap- 
proximate calculation,  a  consumer  should  "round- 
off" the  20.91  pound  turkey  weight  to  an  even  21 
pounds  and  replace  the  47$  per  pound  price 
with  a  50$  figure  enabling  the  shopper  to 
mentally  multiply  21  x  50.  The  "rough"  estimate 
of  $10.50  quickly  proves  that  the  $9.83  sales  price 
is  not  an  inflated  figure.  A  rapid  calculation 
should  be  made  of  each  purchase.  Tourists  can  be 
easily  victimized  by  seasonally  operated  markets 
throughout  the  country.  It  is  also  possible  for  the 
electronic  computer  to  malfunction  in  either  di- 
rection. 

Progressive  legislation  was  enacted  in  Mas- 
sachusetts during  1967  further  regulating  the  is- 
suance of  certificates  in  connection  with  the  de- 
livery of  fuel  oil.  Such  certificate  shall  include  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  seller  and  of  the  pur- 
chaser, which  shall  be  recorded  on  the  certificate 
prior  to  delivery  of  the  fuel  oil,  and  a  statement 
of  the  quantity  of  oil  delivered  in  terms  of  gallons 
and  fractions,  if  any,  and  the  price  per  gallon. 
Such  certificate  shall  be  serially  numbered  for  the 
purpose  of  identification.  The  certificate  must  be 
issued  and  delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  his  agent 
at  the  time  of  delivery  of  such  oil.  Any  Andover 
resident  failing  to  receive  a  delivery  slip  per 
above  regulation  at  the  time  of  delivery  should 
contact  this  Department. 

The  seemingly  unimportant  subject  covering 
the  personal  clinical  thermometer  must  be  ex- 
plained and  discussed  in  this  report.  All  Andover 
pharmacies  were  inspected  for  compliance  prior 
to  the  flu  epidemic  of  the  first  of  this  year.  Mass- 
achusetts laws  require  that  all  clinical  thermome- 
ters sold  or  offered  for  sale  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Director  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  tests 
unless  they  have  been  sealed  by  the  manufacturer 
under  authority  of  Massachusetts  Weights  and 
Measures  Director.  Co-operation  between  phar- 
macies and  your  Sealer  is  necessary  for  the  en- 
forcement of  this  requirement  and  the  resultant 


protection  against  erroneous  diagnoses  of  disease 
through  the  use  of  inaccurate  instruments  for  de- 
termining temperature.  While  many  approved 
type  clinical  thermometers  are  offered  for  sale  at 
sharply  reduced  and  inexpensive  prices,  numerous 
"bootleg"  thermometers  find  their  way  into  the 
nation's  marketplace  each  year  at  all  price  levels. 
Cost  is  no  assurance  of  quality  or  accuracy.  Your 
local  Sealer  maintains  a  continuing  inspection  of 
all  clinical  thermometers  offered  for  sale  in 
Andover. 

Many  questions  were  received  regarding  vari- 
ous phases  of  motor  fuel  purchases  made  through- 
out the  country.  When  purchasing  gasoline,  al- 
ways observe  gallon  and  price  computer  indica- 
tors. All  numbers  should  be  returned  to  zero  prior 
to  delivery  of  product  to  vehicle.  If  either  quantity 
or  price  numerals  fail  to  return  to  a  clear  and 
definite  zero,  make  the  fact  known  immediately 
to  the  attendant  or  station  manager.  Malfunction 
of  a  meter  computer  is  extremely  possible,  while 
failure  of  indicators  to  return  to  a  true  zero  can 
also  be  attributed  to  deliberate  tampering  of 
meter  for  fradulent  purposes.  Motor  fuel  should 
never  be  purchased  from  a  dispenser  if  it  is  ob- 
served that  the  hose  nozzle  is  lying  beside  the 
pump  on  the  ground  or  draped  over  the  top  of 
the  pump.  Nozzle  must  be  removed  from  the  side 
of  the  pump  from  designed  storage  space,  im- 
mediately prior  to  purchase. 

Close  observance  to  details  discussed  in  this 
report  will  assure  the  consumer  of  fair  value  re- 
ceived for  every  dollar  spent. 

Your  Sealer  assures  the  residents  that 
"equity  will  continue  to  prevail". 

A  total  of  13,487  packages  of  prepacked  food 
items  were  checked  for  proper  weight  content  and 
package  pricing  in  an  effort  to  safeguard  both 
the  consumer  and  the  businessman  at  the  market 
place. 

A  total  of  188  weighing  and  measuring  de- 
vices were  tested  for  compliance  and  accuracy. 
Sealing  fees  amounted  to  $312.90  Receipts  a- 
mounting  to  $318.90  were  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer.

The  purpose  and  scope  of  the  Andover  Build- 
ing Code  is  to  provide  for  safety,  health  and  pub- 
lic welfare  through  structural  strength  and  sta- 
bility, adequate  egress,  proper  light  and  ventil- 
ation, and  protection  of  life  and  property  from 
fire  hazards  incident  to  design. 

Enforcement  of  the  Town  Building  Code  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Building  Inspector.  He  is 
also  the  enforcing  officer  for  the  Town  zoning  by- 
laws, with  his  rulings  subjecHo  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals. 


Increased  building  permit  fees  effective  for 
the  full  year  of  1967  have  enabled  this  department 
to  show  a  substantial  profit. 

All  Board  of  Appeals  applications  are  re- 
viewed and  processed  through  this  office,  and  in 
addition  copies  of  its  definitive  action  on  all  pe- 
titions are  kept  for  the  convenience  of  the  general 
public. 

Electrical  permits  are  also  issued  by  this  de- 
partment with  approval  of  the  Electrical  Inspec- 
tor. Related  records,  fees  and  reports  are  also 
maintained   by  the   Building  Department. 

Thirteen  (13)  gravel  pits  were  carefully 
supervised  and  detailed  reports  provided  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Numerous  building  and  zoning  violations 
were  investigated  and  corrected  without  incident. 

A  total  of  512  building  permits  were  issued 
during  the  year  1967.

During  the  year  forty-seven  (47)  miles  of 
roads  were  treated  with  MC-3  asphalt  and  sand 
as  well  as  being  honed.  Some  107,000  gallons  of 
asphalt  were  used.  All  the  bridges  under  depart- 
mental supervision  were  inspected  periodically 
and  repaired.  For  drainage  this  year  the  D.  P.  W. 
installed  1,680  lineal  feet  of  pipe  on  the  following 
streets :

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  with  a

Where  drainage  pipe  was  installed  new  catch 
basins  were  built  as  follows:  Greenwood  Road,  7 
new  basins;  Bancroft  Road,  4  new  basins;  and 
Sherry  Drive,  4  new  basins.  In  addition  general 
repairs  were  made  on  basins  around  Town. 

New  sidewalks  were  installed  in  the  following 
places :

During  the  year  the  D.P.W.  conducted  two 
clean  up  periods  in  addition  to  its  other  work. 
Within  a  twenty  year  span,  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment has  doubled  its  roadway  maintenance;  in 
1940,  services  were  provided  for  approximately 
107  miles  of  roadway,  in  1967,  the  total  mileage 
runs  approximately  205  miles. 

Sweepings  from  the  street  are  taken  to  the 
dump  for  the  land  fill  program.  This  has  been 
very  helpful  by  making  it  possible  to  do  away 
with  all  the  fires  at  the  dump. 

This   past  year  snow  accumulation  was  as 
follows :

Total  snow  fall  for  the  year  was  64.5  inches. 

Concrete  posts  were  bought  to  replace  many 
broken  ones  on  the  following  streets :  Vine  Street, 
River  Road,  Lowell  Street,  Salem  Street,  Dascomb 
Road. 
All  steel  guard  rails  were  painted. 

The  Highway  Department  reconstructed  and 
supervised  the  paving  of  more  than  a  mile  of 
Spring  Grove  Cemetery  roadway.  The  parking 
area  at  the  West  School  was  also  built. 

The  Highway  Department  works  with  the 
Engineering  Department  on  the  inspection  of  the 
condition  of  streets  before  they  are  accepted  as 
public  ways  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
Highway  Department  also  provides  men  and  e- 
quipment  for  all  other  Departments  when  in  need. 

The  Highway  Department  filled  in  and  re- 
surfaced the  area  where  the  Shaw  Building  once 
stood  and  also  made  a  new  exit  going  out  of  the 
Town  Municipal  Parking  Area. 
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Park 


The  Park  Department  during  the  early 
Spring  made  repairs  on  all  the  backstops  on  all 
the  baseball  diamonds,  both  on  regular  and  Little 
League  fields.  During  the  season  the  Park  De- 
partment maintained  seven  Little  League  and  re- 
gular fields  which  are  rolled,  raked  and  marked 
for  each  game. 

In  addition,  the  Department  prepares  the 
track  for  all  meets.  Repairs  were  made  on  foot- 
ball stands  with  a  paint  job  to  go  with  it.  The 
grassed  areas  in  the  Park  and  Playstead  had  seed 
and  fertilizer  applied  in  the  Spring.  Portable 
bleachers  were  put  up  for  the  football  season  in- 
cluding some  borrowed  from  North  Andover  for 
the  Thanksgiving  Day  game.  The  Department 
added  duties  involve  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
some  fifteen  grass  plot  areas  within  the  Town. 
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Responsibility  for  planting,  maintaining, 
preserving  and  removing  public  shade  trees  which 
lend  character  and  beauty  to  the  town  rests  with 
the  Tree  Bureau.  Other  assigned  duties  include 
roadside  brush  and  grass  cutting,  poison  ivy  con- 
trol and  insect  pest  suppression,  Dutch  Elm 
disease  work  and  supervision  of  utility  wire 
clearance  through  trees.  Routine  duties  include 
budget  preparation,  work  scheduling  and  super- 
vision, supply  and  equipment  purchasing  and 
maintaining  and  submitting  accurate  records  and 
reports. 

Dutch  Elm  disease  appeared  in  114  public 
trees  this  year.  These  infected  trees  have  been  cut 
down  and  disposed  of  at  the  Andover  landfill 
site.  An  additional  fifty  (50)  dead  and  beetle  in- 
fested trees  were  removed  with  the  assistance  of 
men  and  equipment  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Natural  Resources.  A  number  of 
dead  and  hazardous  trees  over  utility  wires  were 
removed  by  joint  effort  of  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company,  the  Massachusetts  Electric 
Company  and  the  Andover  Tree  Bureau.  A  total 
of  sixty  (60)  tree  stumps  were  chipped  out  with 
Andover's  chipping  equipment.  Routine  tree  work 
of  low  limb  removal,  cabling,  pruning,  bark 
tracing  and  street  light  clearing  was  carried  on. 
Brush  cutting,  chemical  brush  control  and  road- 
side mowing  was  continued  along  streets  and  at 
playground  and  recreation  areas. 

Tree  removal  hearings  were  held,  supervision 
and  inspection  of  wire  clearing  crews  preformed 
and  new  wire  and  pole  construction  work  gone 
over  in  detail  with  utility  company  engineers  and 
arborists.  Wire  clearance  is  becoming  increasing- 
ly important  due  to  heavier  demands  for  tele- 
phone and  electric  service  and  the  necessary 
maintenance  and  preservation  of  shade  trees. 

A  diversified  shade  tree  planting  program 
was  continued  in  1967  with  170  shade  and  orna- 
mental trees  being  set  out  and  cared  for.  Varie- 
ties used  include  Maples,  Lindens,  Sycamores,  Mt. 
Ashes,  Flowering  Cherries,  Flowering  Crab- 
apples  and  Dogwoods.  A  Downtown  Beautifica- 
tion  Plan  of  tree  planting  was  inaugurated  this 
year  whereby  32  trees  were  planted  in  sidewalk 
areas  throughout  the  business  district.  Greenspire 
Lindens,  Kwanzan  Cherries  and  Columnar  Nor- 
way Maples  were  used  since  they  are  considered 
hardy  and  resisant  enough  to  withstand  adverse 
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growing  conditions  imposed  by  roadside  planting 
in  commercial  areas.  Town  funds  were  matched 
by  money  subscribed  by  local  business  men  and 
merchants  to  enable  this  project  to  materialize. 
These  young  trees  were  sprayed,  watered  and 
fertilized  several  times  during  the  growing  season. 

The  newly  purchased  aerial  lift  was  used  ex- 
tensively in  topping  and  pruning  public  trees. 
All  men  in  the  Tree  Bureau  now  hold  State 
licenses  to  operate  this  piece  of  equipment. 

The  annual  spray  program  to  protect 
Andover's  trees  from  destructive  insects  and 
diseases  was  continued.  State  and  Federal  ap- 
proved application  methods  and  pesticides  were 
used. 

The  Tree  Bureau  worked  in  cooperation  with 
other  Town  departments  in  pruning  and  removal 
of  trees,  brush  chipping,  poison  ivy  control,  land 
clearing  and  selective  forest  cutting.  Tree  Bureau 
men  worked  during  all  snow  storms  operating 
trucks  and  sidewalk  plows,  also  salting  and  sand- 
ing   streets    and    sidewalks. 
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Street  lights  in  the  Town  of  Andover  are 
provided  under  contract  with  the  Massachusetts 
Electric  Company.  Forty-seven  (47)  new  lights 
were  added  to  the  Town's  lighting  system  during 
the  past  year.  In  addition,  ten  (10)  existing 
lights  were  changed  to  larger  and  improved  fix- 
tures. Some  1,323  lights  make  up  the  system. 

The  procedure  for  obtaining  a  street  light  is 
a  relatively  simple  one  although  of  necessity  be- 
cause of  the  limitations  of  funds,  a  pro- 
longed one.  Requests  must  be  made  IN  WRITING 
to  the  Town  Manager.  He,  in  turn,  requests  a 
survey  of  the  request  and  recommendation  by  the 
electric  company.  After  receipt  and  review  of  this 
report,  appropriate  action  is  taken.  Lights  may 
be  installed  only  on  ACCEPTED  Town  streets. 
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In  an  effort  to  make  the  process  of  develop- 
ing the  Town's  street  lighting  system  a  far  more 
orderly  and  objective  one,  the  Town  Manger  in- 
tends to  appoint  a  permanent  street  lighting 
committee  in  1968.  The  task  of  this  committee 
will  be  to  develop  a  long  range  lighting  program 
for  the  entire  Town.  Presumably,  it  would  extend 
over  a  five  to  ten  year  period  in  order  that  at 
some  point  in  time,  the  Town  would  be  fully 
lighted.  New  or  improved  lights  would  be  install- 
ed only  as  they  would  conform  to  this  overall 
program  and  in  accordance  with  such  appropria- 
tions as  might  be  made  by  the  Town  Meeting. 
It  is  conceivable  that  upwards  of  $150,000.00  per 
year  will  be  required  to  meet  acceptable  street 
lighting  stafldj^^. 
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Preliminary  engineering  studies  and  site 
plans  were  prepared  for  use  by  the  architects  in 
the  design  of  the  Bancroft  Elementary  School, 
Town  Hall,  Public  Safety  Building  and  the  West 
Elementary  School  Addition. 

The  necessary  designs  and  field  engineering 
were  provided  for  the  installation,  by  the  Town's 
public  works  crew,  of  1680  feet  of  surface  water 
drainage  lines  of  varying  pipe  sizes  principally 
on  Greenwood  Road,  Lowell  Street,  Bancroft 
Road,  Vine  Street  and  Sherry  Drive.  Many  other 
drainage  problems  were  investigated  and  pos- 
sible solutions  recommended. 

Plans  for  eleven  (11)  new  subdivisions  of 
land  with  a  total  of  298  lots  were  reviewed  for 
the  Planning  Board  for  conformance  with  its 
rules  and  regulations  and  for  the  adequacy  of  the 
proposed  utilities.  During  the  year  the  roadways 
and  utilities  under  construction  in  some  16  sub- 
divisions were  regularly  inspected  for  the  Plan- 
ning Board. 

The  Engineering  Bureau  represented  the 
Town  in  engineering  matters  in  talks  with  other 
governmental  agencies,  utility  companies,  private 
corporations  and  many  individual  citizens.  It 
maintained  the  engineering  records  of  the  Town 
and  worked  in  cooperation  with  Town  boards  and 
other  municipal  departments  requiring  engineer- 
ing services. 


Sewer  operations  in  1967  were  entirely 
maintenance.  The  Town  had  no  extensions.  All 
new  lines  were  in  subdivisions  and,  therefore, 
were  done  privately.  The  new  "Clean  Waters"  Act 
will  have  a  tremendous  effect  on  sewer  extensions. 
None  can  be  made  without  permission  from  the 
State  Department  of  Natural  Resources.  The  basic 
requirement  concerns  a  treatment  plant  either  in 
use  or  actually  contemplated.  Of  great  interest  to 
the  Sewer  Department  is  the.  final  solution  to  the 
regional  treatment  facilities.  The  future  of  the 
system  and  all  future  developments  within  the 
possible  sewered  areas  is  dependent  on  some  con- 
clusive action  being  taken. 

A  major  extension  was  voted  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  from  Pomps  Pond  to  the  Lowell 
Junction  Industrial  Area.  Engineering  is  under- 
way and  construction  will  start  early  in  1968. 

A  study  of  sewer  needs  in  the  West  Andover 
Industrial  Area  voted  in  the  March  Town  Meet- 
ing was  submitted,  and  an  article  is  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  start  construction  pending  industrial 
development. 

One  major  break  occurred  on  Haverhill 
Street.  An  outside  contractor  was  employed  for 
this  work  while  the  department  carried  on  the 
necessary  pumping  and  maintenance. 

5,200  feet  in  sewer  line  were  added  to  the 
Town's  system  by  subdividers.

A  sanitary  land  fill  or  "towne  dumpe"  is 
maintained  and  operated  by  the  Town  of 
Andover.  It  is  located  in  West  Andover  at  the 
intersection  of  Chandler  and  Ledge  Roads.  A  per- 
mit is  required  in  order  to  gain  admission  to  the 
facility  and  may  be  obtained  at  the  Andover 
Police  Station.  The  depositing  of  organic 
material  including  household  garbage  is  pro- 
hibited. 

A  new  caretaker's  office  and  garage  was 
completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.  The  of- 
fice includes  toilet  facilities  which  were  not 
available  in  the  past.  A  secure  garage  for  the 
landfill  bulldozer  is  also  part  of  the  building.  This 
area  makes  it  possible  for  the  caretaker  to  main- 
tain this  valuable  piece  of  equipment  properly. 

The  wisdom  of  acquiring  the  Caterpillar 
D-7E  bulldozer  in  1966  was  fully  borne  out 
during  the  year.  Fires  were  rare  occurrences.  In 


addition,  it  was  possible  to  salvage  large  amounts 
of  cover  material  from  various  sections  of  the  site 
including  previously  filled  areas. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  acquired  the  so- 
called  "Shaw"  property  adjacent  to  the  landfill 
at  the  intersection  of  Greenwood  and  Ledge 
Roads.  It  contains  approximately  two  acres  of  dry 
land. 

It  is  anticipated  that  a  task  force  will  be 
organized  by  the  Town  Manager  in  1968  to 
examine  the  long  range  plans  for  the  landfill 
areas  as  well  as  the  ramifications  of  Town  rub- 
bish collection.  There  are  increasingly  frequent 
demands  made  for  this  service.  It  would  be  well 
to  examine  the  matter  in  order  that  the  Town 
understand  and  appreciate  what  is  involved  in 
such  an  ambitious  venture.  It  is  also  reasonable  to 
assume  that  the  present  landfill  may  not  be  used 
indefinitely.  Where  do  we  go  next?  What  about 
incineration?  The  task  force  will  report  its  find- 
ings, conclusions  and  recommendations  to  the 
Town  Manager  and  in  turn  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  within  the  next  vear. 
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Garbage 
C  o  I  lecbion 

The  Town  of  Andover  contracts  with  a  pri- 
vate collector  for  the  collection  of  household  gar- 
bage. The  contract  calls  for  weekly  collection  dur- 
ing all  but  the  Summer  months  when  the  collector 
will  collect  twice  each  week  if  necessary.  Super- 
vision of  the  contractor  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Board  of  Health.  All  complaints  on  service  should 
be  directed  to  this  agency  or  to  the  collector  him- 
self. His  phone  number  will  be  found  among  the 
numbers  of  the  telephone  directory  listed  on  the 
inside  of  the  back  cover  of  this  report. 

It  is  required  that  householders  maintain  the 
garbage  receptacle  in  a  location  which  is  immed- 
iately accessible  to  the  collector  at  all  times.  This 
includes  the  Winter  months  when  it  may  be  nec- 
essary that  a  pathway  be  cleared  to  the  location. 
The  container  must  be  free  of  ice.  If  these  require- 
ments are  not  followed,  the  contractor  is  under  no 
obligation  to  collect  the  garbage. 

The  Winter  season  frequently  poses  trouble- 
some problems  for  the  collector.  Should  snow  or 
ice  conditions  cause  delays  in  collection  or  dis- 
ruption in  his  normal  schedule,  homeowners  should 
bear  with  the  inconvenience  and  give  him  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  make  up  lost  time. 

New  homeowners  should  call  the  Board  of 
Health  to  arrange  for  collection.  Garbage  is 
meant  to  include  food  principally  and  not  rubbish 
—  bottles,  cans  or  paper. 


'Thar  She  Blows" 
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During  the  year  1967  the  Health  Department 
added  a  part-time  Public  Health  nurse  to  the 
staff.  With  the  population  growth  of  the  town,  it 
was  not  possible  to  offer  all  nursing  services  that 
were  planned  for  the  program  because  of  insuf- 
ficient personnel. 
HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  STATISTICS 

The  incidence  of  communicable  disease  re- 
mained low  this  past  year  although  there  was  a 
marked  increase  in  mumps  and  a  slight  decrease 
in  chickenpox. 

The  Board  of  Health  issued  1011  permits 
and  licenses  during  the  year.  Among  the  largest 
number  were  152  septic  tank  permits,  80  milk 
licenses,  30  oleo  licenses,  38  swimming  pool  per- 
mits, 84  food  service  establishment  permits,  45 
burial  permits,  179  gas  permits,  221  plumbing 
permits,  113  disposal  works  installation  and  re- 
pair permits.  A  total  of  70  miscellaneous  com- 
plaints was  processed  and  investigated. 

The  248  health  inspections  and  tests  made 
during  the  past  year  include  the  following:  Food 
Service  Establishments  146,  Sewage  Disposal  In- 
stallations 96,  Farm  Labor  Camps  15,  Piggeries 
38,  Semi-public  Swimming  Pools  10,  Milk  Samples 
52,  Water  Samples  59,  Swab  Tests  15.  Nursing 
calls  and  field  visits  272. 
TUBERCULOSIS  AND  PREMATURE 
BABIES  PROGRAM 

There  were  no  tubercular  patients  admitted 
to  the  hospital  during  1967  and  this  marks  only 
the  2nd  year  on  record  that  it  was  not  necessary 
for  the  Town  to  expend  money  for  Tuberculosis. 
Because  of  new  drugs  and  diligent  follow-up  on 
tubercular  patients,  the  occurrence  of  tuber- 
culosis has  been  greatly  diminished.  Twelve  pre- 
mature babies  were  born  during  the  year.  None 
of  these  required    financial    assistance,    making 
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this  the  1st  year  there  was  no  cost  for  premature 
baby  hospitalization. 
CLINICS   SPONSORED 

The  following  clinics  were  sponsored  by  the 
Board  of  Health  in  1967: 

Animal  Rabies,  where  over  600    dogs    were 
inoculated  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Lindsay. 


Vision  Screening  program,  open  to  all  child- 
ren under  5  years  of  age  and  conducted  by  45 
volunteers  from  the  Andona  Society.  Total  num- 
ber of  children  screened  was  194. 

Dental  Survey  Clinic,  performed  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  at 
St.  Augustine's  School.

"You  Must  Be  Kidding,  Ma'm" -  1967  Vision  Clinic 
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The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  met  regularly 
during  the  year,  maintaining  a  full  knowledge  of 
the  department's  affairs.  The  major  problem  was 
obtaining  an  adequate  staff  in  accordance  with 
the  State  standards.  In  March,  we  obtained  the 
services  of  an  additional  full  time  clerk  and 
typist,  and  as  of  July  the  services  of  a  Director 
and  another  full  time  social  worker. 

Following  a  vote  of  the  Special  Town  meet- 
ing, the  office  was  moved  out  of  the  Town  Hall  to 
93  Main  Street.  This  was  to  give  the  necessary 
privacy  to  the  clients  and  the  workers. 

Also  it  was  voted  for  the  State  to  take  over 
Administration  of  Public  Assistance  with  an  ef- 
fective date  of  July  1,  1968.  This  in  effect, 
abolished  the  local  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 
Local  employees  will  become  State  employees.  It 
appears  as  though  until  such  time  as  the  State  is 
able  to  establish  the  Central  offices,  there  will  be 
no  change  made  in  the  location  of  the  local  of- 
fice. The  primary  concern  of  the  State  is  the 
orderly  transition  from  local  to  State  adminis- 
tration, so  that  none  of  the  recipients  of  Public 
Assistance  will  be  faced  with  a  delay  of  their 
July  1st  check.  It  was  apparent  that  with  the  new 
broad  concept  of  Public  Assistance  that  came  into 
being  with  the  advent  of  the  Medicaid  program, 
many  of  the  cities  and  towns  could  not  af- 
ford this.  Andover  was  fortunate  in  that  it  had 
a  sizeable  balance  on  hand  in  the  Federal  ac- 
counts which  enabled  us  to  finish  the  year  with- 
out an  additional  appropriation.  With  this  pro- 


gram not  only  did  the  caseload  increase  but  also 
did  the  costs  of  the  Medical  services.  Our  Medical 
payroll  has  more  than  doubled  since  the  first  of 
the  year  as  has  our  caseload. 

The  caseload  as  of  January  1st,  1967  was: 
OAA,  62—  AFDC,  16—  DA,  16—  Cuban  Relief 
0,  GR,  1 —  and  Medicaid  107.  AS  of  December 
1st,  1967,  it  was  OAA,  63—  AFDC,  23—  DA,  23— 
Cuban  Relief,  1,  and  Medicaid,  288. 

The  Medical  payroll  has  gone  from 
$11,000.00  per  month,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  over  $22,000.00  per  month,  for  December, 
1967. 
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The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  has 
completed  one  of  the  busiest  years  in  its  history, 
due  mainly  to  the  increased  services  provided  to 
the  elderly  and  disabled  under  an  expanded  as- 
sistance program  and  the  influx  of  men  who  have 
completed  their  military  obligation  in  the 
Vietnam  conflict. 

More  than  2,200  individuals  were  interview- 
ed during  the  year  and  various  services  were  pro- 
vided to  them.  In  addition  to  the  usual  applica- 
tions to  the  Veterans  Administration  for  such 
things  as  pensions,  compensations,  home  loans, 
hospitalization  and  outpatient  treatment  seventy 
(70)  applications  for  educational  benefits  were 
processed  for  Vietnam  veterans.  These  men  will 
continue  their  education  which  was  interrupted 
by  their  service  in  the  Armed  Forces.  Over  500 
applications  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration for  various  and  sundry  benefits  dur- 
ing the  year.  As  a  result,  hospitalization  in  Vet- 
erans Administration  facilities  was  obtained  for 
twenty-one  (21)  veterans,  and  initial  monthly 
cash  awards  were  made  to  veterans  and /or  their 
survivors    or    dependents    totaling    more    than 


$40,000.00  over  a  twelve  month  period.  These 
benefits,  obtained  from  the  Federal  Government, 
have  had  a  substantial  effect  in  keeping  the  costs 
of  our  assistance  program  at  a  comparatively  low 
level. 

The  deaths  of  two  Andover  men  in  Vietnam, 
during  1967,  brings  the  total  casualties  in  that 
conflict  to  four  since  June  of  1966.  Many  other 
Andover  men  returning  home,  after  their  tours 
of  duty  with  the  Armed  Forces,  have  been 
wounded  and  suffer  from  serious  disabilities. 

Thirty-seven  (37)  Andover  veterans  of  pre- 
vious wars  died  during  the  year,  and  thirteen 
(13)  veterans  from  other  communities  were 
buried  here.  Up  to  the  present  time,  more  than 
850  veterans  have  been  interred  in  local  ceme- 
teries. 

In  1967,  this  Department  provided  assist- 
ance to  thirty -one  (31)  permanent  and  ninety- 
nine  (99)  temporary  recipients  for  medical, 
dental,  hospital  and  nursing  home  care,  in  addi- 
tion to  providing  cash  subsistence  payments, 
when  necessary.  Although  the  case  load  shows  a 
decrease  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year, 
expenses  were  approximately  17%  higher  be- 
cause of  increased  costs  of  all  phases  of  medical 
care  and  substantially  higher  family  budgets,  as 
promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans' 
Services.  The  policy  of  both  State  and  Federal 
authorities  seems  to  be  one  of  expansion  of  all 
programs,  and  it  appears  there  will  be  no  leveling 
off  of  the  expenses  of  this  Department  in  the 
near  future. 


Lest   We  Forget,  Memorial  Day,   1967 
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The  year  1967  has  been  the  year  of  the 
greatest  changes  in  the  history  of  the  public 
school  system.  Perhaps  the  biggest  change  is  that 
of  living  with  and  trying  to  work  out  the  many 
problems  in  collective  bargaining  which  began 
the  previous  year.  As  this  report  is  being  written, 
the  matter  of  negotiations  with  the  teachers  is  at 
a  standstill,  and  the  Andover  Education  Associa- 
tion which  is  representing  the  teachers  has  filed 
for  fact  finding.  Coming  to  terms  on  salary  mat- 
ters does  not  seem  to  be  the  main  problem.  It  is 
more  a  matter  of  working  conditions.  Whatever 
the  results  may  be,  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Town  must  realize  that  things  will  never  be  the 
same  again.  No  longer  will  Finance  Committees 
and  representatives  of  the  Taxpayers  Association 
pressure  the  School  Committee  to  hold  the   line 


and  keep  the  salary  scale  down,  and  such  action 
as  took  place  in  the  depression  years  of  the  early 
30's  when  the  School  Committee  voted  (unwil- 
lingly as  it  was)  to  cut  the  teachers'  salaries  is 
now  but  a  matter  for  historic  story  telling. 

While  completing  one  year  and  in  preparing 
a  budget  for  the  next,  the  School  Committee 
looks  back  on  the  past  year  as  one  of  the  greatest 
in  development  and  expansion  with  eighty  new 
teachers  added  to  the  system  of  which  fifty  were 
to  serve  in  the  expansion  of  the  system  and  the 
remaining  thirty  to  replace  those  who  retired 
from  the  system  during  the  year  for  various  rea- 
sons. 

The  year  has  seen  the  new  High  School 
building  nearly  completed  with  hopes  of  moving 
in  after  the  midyear  examinations.  The  old  High 
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School  built  in  the  late  50's  now  becomes  a  second 
Junior  High  School,  thus  relieving  the  terribly 
crowded  conditions  in  the  older  Junior  High 
School.  The  latter  will  be  known  in  the  future  as 
the  East  Junior  High  and  the  new  one  as  the  West 
Junior  High.  The  School  Committee  has  already 
voted  to  proceed  with  preliminary  plans  for  an- 
other (a  third)  Junior  High  building.  At  this 
writing  the  Committee  is  awaiting  the  report  of 
a  special  committee  appointed  to  look  into  the 
advisability  of  remodeling  or  abandoning  the  old 
Junior  High  buildings  for  Junior  High  School 
purposes.  A  special  Town  Meeting  in  the  Fall  de- 
clined to  appropriate  a  large  sum  for  extensive 
remodeling. 

At  the  Elementary  level,  the  new  Bancroft 
School  is  under  construction  and  hopefully  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  Fall.  A  committee 
has  started  to  work  on  a  large  addition  to  the 
West  Elementary  School.  Another  new  Elemen- 
tary School  for  West  Andover  has  also  been  re- 
quested by  the  School  Committee. 

During  the  year  the  School  Committee  in- 
vited William  Black  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  Building  Assistance  Division  to  spend 
a  day  in  Andover  and  visit  the  various  schools 
with  an  eye  to  recommendations  for  the  future. 
It  was  his  suggestion  at  the  time  that  since  it 
seems  inevitable  that  the  Town  will  double  in  size 
and  the  school  enrollment  would  thus  reach  a 
minimum  of  12,000  and  perhaps  15,000  pupils, 
the  School  Committee  should  project  itself  into 
the  future  and  consider  the  needs  for  the  years 
ahead  and  then  work  toward  that  need. 

The  School  budget  for  the  year  1967  was 
just  over  $3,000,000.  It  appears  that  the  1968 
budget  will  exceed  the  $4,000,000  figure  perhaps 
by  a  substantial  sum,  depending  on  the  outcome 
of  salary  negotiations  both  with  teachers  and 
building  custodians.  Many  do  not  realize  the 
rapid  growth  in  the  school  system.  The  enroll- 
ment on  January  3,  1958  was  2947  and 
on  January  2,  1968,  5286.  This  is  an  increase  of 
2339  or  an  average  of  234  pupils  per  year,  almost 
enough  to  require  a  new  building.  The  Shawsheen 
School,  for  example,  would  house  340  in  line  with 
the  Willis-Harrington  report  recommendations. 
The  number  of  additional  students  per  year  de- 
pends largely  upon  the  building  development  of 
the  Town.  In  1931  the  increase  was  140  and  in 
1947,  350.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  school 
year,  September  1966  to  September  1967,  showed 
an  increase  of  372.  A  growth  of  372  in  one  year, 
if  they  were  all  elementary  children   and  if  the 


figure  of  23  pupils  to  a  room  were  carried  out, 
would  require  an  entirely  new  building  compar- 
able in  size  to  the  Central,  South  or  Sanborn 
Schools. 

School  teachers,  custodians  and  buildings  are 
not  enough  to  make  up  a  school  system.  Your 
schools  operate  a  fleet  of  buses  and  five  private 
cars  and  a  chain  of  cafeterias.  There  are  eighteen 
buses  and  five  cars.  There  will  be  more  in  1968. 
There  were  seven  cafeterias  in  1967.  There 
will  be  eight  with  the  opening  of  the  new  High 
School.  Approximately  4000  meals  are  served 
each  day  at  noon  and  with  pizza  on  the  menu 
every  other  week  the  figure  is  much  higher.  The 
Thanksgiving  dinner  served  during  Thanksgiving 
week  hit  a  peak  figure  of  4428.  The  cafeterias  are 
self-supporting.

The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  the  ninety- 
two  (92)  additional  people  to  be  added  to  the 
school   system:   seventeen    (17)    high  school 


teachers,  fifteen  (15)  junior  high  teachers,  one 
(1)  elementary  p  r  i  nc  i  p  a  1  and  eleven  (11) 
teachers,  one  (1)  physical  education,  two  art  and 
two  music  teachers  and  three  elementary  libra- 
rians; a  social  worker;  a  psychiatrist  and  a  psy- 
chologist, both  part  time;  seven  (7)  secretaries, 
ten  (10)  custodians,  one  (1)  dental  hygienist 
and  one  (1)  nurse,  fourteen  (14)  additional 
women  in  the  cafeteria  and  four  (4)  noon  hour 
supervisors.  Much  of  the  increase  is  due  to  the 
opening  of  the  new  High  School  and  setting  up  a 
second  Junior  High  School  and  also  the  complete 
staffing  of  the  new  Bancroft  School. 

With  our  membership  in  N.E.E.D.S.,  (New 
England  Educational  Data  Systems)  it  will  be 
possible  to  get  all  of  the  names  of  school  children 
by  streets  listed  on  a  master  sheet.  This  will  make 
it  possible  to  issue  bus  passes  (secondary  grades 
only)  and  maintain  control  of  who  ride  on  the 
buses.  Many  who  live  within  the  transportation 
limits  have  been  walking  back  to  the  last  bus  stop 
and  obtaining  a  ride.  Bus  drivers  can't  always  be 
sure  who  is  "stealing"  a  ride  under  the  rules,  but 
it  is  estimated  that  the  equivalent  of  a  whole  bus 
load   (60  students)   is  riding  illegally. 

As  the  system  expands,  the  school  committee 
is  trying  to  keep  up  with  the  modern  trends  in 
education  and  increase  the  advantages  to  the  stu- 
dents. This  will  be  emphasized  in  the  curriculum 
of  the  Bancroft  School  which  will  be  set  up  to  em- 
phasize the  ungraded  classroom.  The  curriculum 
day  which  is  held  each  month  has  proven  useful 
for  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  opinions  and  much 
is  being  done  here  to  keep  in  contact  with  educa- 
tional developments.  Much  has  been  done  to  stren- 
gthen various  functions  in  the  department  such 
as  additional  guidance  counselors,  a  reading  sup- 
ervisor, a  course  for  teachers  in  developing  skills 


in  working  with  perceptually  handicapped  child- 
ren with  two  part-time  tutors  and  a  part-time  su- 
pervisor in  the  begining  of  developing  a  program. 
There  has  been  some  expansion  to  meet  the  needs 
in  special  education,  and  staff  members  have  been 
added  to  help  in  working  with  these  problems,  a 
part-time  psychologist,  part-time  psychiatrist  and 
a  full  time  social  worker.  Helping  teachers  have 
been  added  to  relieve  the  load  and  provide  more 
individual  attention. 

The  School  Committee  has  agreed  to  assume 
the  function  of  the  elementary  school  libraries. 
These  librarians  have  been  provided  by  the 
Memorial  Hall  Library  for  many  years  but  will 
be  paid  out  of  the  School  budget  starting  July  1, 
1968.  Members  of  the  department  are  studying  a 
speech  or  self-expression  program.  Other  studies 
are  underway  in  the  overall  health  program. 
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Tobacco,  alcohol  and  drugs  as  well  as  sex 
education  are  of  great  concern  to  the  School 
Committee  and  the  administration.  A  study  also 
is  under  way  in  regard  to  early  childhood  educa- 
tion. Plans  are  progressing  to  open  certain  school 
facilities  nights  and  week  ends  for  recreational 
purposes.  At  the  secondary  level,  there  will  be  a 
general  cutting  in  class  sizes  as  the  system  opens 
a  new  High  School  and  a  second  Junior  High 
School.  The  attempt  is  being  made  to  follow  the 
Willis-Harrington  Report. 

The  Committee  during  the  past  year 
inaugurated  a  swimming  program  and  also  voted 
to    work    toward    a    program    of    prohibiting 
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standees  in  school  buses.  Other  attempts  to  make 
improvements  with  regard  to  the  physical  safety 
of  the  students  are  being  made. 

Recruiting  teachers  is  one  of  the  major  pro- 
blems in  the  system.  An  average  of  five  (5)  can- 
didates are  interviewed  for  each  position.  With 
eighty  (80)  teachers  hired  during  the  year  it  can 
be  appreciated  that  principals  and  department 
heads  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  interviewing 
prospects  and  visiting  them  in  their  classrooms 
before  making  recommendations  to  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  School  Committee. 

The  school  system  has  been  operating  in  a 
manner  that,  as  one  administrator  decribes  it  — 
"We  are  inefficient,  and  no  business  corporation 
would  continue  on  this  basis.  The  results  will  be 
realized  in  the  product  which  means  that  some- 
where along  the  line,  some  children  are  likely  to 
be  short  changed  in  their  educational  years.  It  is 
similar  to  the  family  which  cuts  down  the  por- 
tions because  it  cannot  afford  a  full  meal.  Or, 
the  man  who  has  a  $40,000  home  because  he 
needs  six  bedrooms  so  he  carries  $20,000  of  fire 
insurance,  enough  to  pay  off  the  mortgage,  and 
when  the  house  burns  he  has  nothing." 

The  Committee  has  been  considering,  in  line 
with  recommendations  in  the  "Dethy  Report," 
the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent 
in  charge  of  the  secondary  schools  and  the  chang- 
ing of  the  Supervisor  of  General  Services  to  the 
title  of  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Consideration  has  been  given  also  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Personnel  Director  and  the  creation  of 
another  position  to  provide  a  man  to  work  on  the 
obtaining  of  Federal  and  State  funds.  The  fright- 
ening rapidity  of  growth  in  the  budget  has 
slowed  down  action  in  these  directions.  Three  (3) 
schools  at  secondary  level  now  require  someone 


to  head  up  that  area.  With  529  people  on  the  pay- 
roll, the  need  for  a  Personnel  Director  is  immi- 
nent. The  Supervisor  of  General  Services,  who 
has  complete  charge  of  all  administrative  func- 
tions as  well  as  all  buildings  and  grounds,  needs 
the  rank  of  Assistant  Superintendent.  The  Com- 
mittee foresees  that  the  Personnel  Director  and 
the  other  person  to  seek  Government  funds  would 
more  than  save  their  own  salaries. 

GLRVTHS 


In  a  period  of  feverish  technical  and  scienti- 
fic break-through  in  the  medical  arts  and  scienti- 
fic development,  vocational-technical  education  is 
called  upon  to  prepare  the  minds  and  hands  of 
talented  youth  in  the  science  and  mechanics 
necessary  for  the  continued  progress  of  an  in- 
dustrial economy  and  the  healthy  pursuit  of  the 
good  life. 

This  report  shows  fiscal  matters  pertaining 
to  the  district  as  well  as  elements  of  satisfaction 
justifying  the  fiscal  expenditures  for  the  youth 
of  our  region.  No  other  way  can  we  provide  com- 
prehensive education  in  our  day  than  regionally, 
in  an  economic  and  efficient  sense. 

This  report  shows  fiscal  matters  pertaining 
to  the  district  as  well  as  elements  of  satisfaction 
justifying  the  fiscal  expenditures  for  the  youth 
of  our  region.  No  other  way  can  we  provide  com- 
prehensive education  in  our  day  than  regionally, 
in  an  economic  and  efficient  sense. 

We  are  aware  that  all  the  youth  in  this  dis- 
trict are  not  presently  served,  especially  girls 
and  many  youth  who  are  not  particularly  inter- 


ested  in  long  term  formal,  or  laboratory  and  shop 
instruction.  It  is  our  hope  to  enlist  the  aid  of  our 
four  communities  in  providing  this  service  in  the 
near  future. 

The  facilities  are  presently  fully  occupied 
with  a  waiting  list  approximating  300  students. 
This  compounded  with  anticipated  applications 
by  400  boys  for  September  1968  admission  poses 
a  growing  problem  of  serving  all  eligible  youth 
(boys  and  girls)  in  areas  where  they  might  best 
advance  their  talents. 

Efforts  to  expand  were  delayed  due  to  lack 
of  communication  with  the  communities  involved 
coupled  with  a  waiting  period  involving  the 
restoration  of  the  50%  reimbursement  of  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  vocational  educa- 
tion throughout  the  Commonwealth,  as  well  as 
the  15%  additional  State  aid  to  the  member  com- 
munities in  the  region.  Both  of  these  bills  have 
been  enacted  and  the  district  committee  is  ready- 
ing plans  to  inform  the  public  of  the  needs, 
benefits  and  costs  involved.

Judging  by  the  favorable  comments  from  the 
townsfolk  and  by  the  quantitative  results,  it 
would  seem  that  Memorial  Hall  Library  is  accom- 
plishing its  objectives  as  a  public  library.  A 
glance  at  the  year  past  would  reveal  that  the 
great  tradition  of  attempting  to  give 
"Andoverians"  the  type  of  library  service  they 
have  grown  to  expect  and  want  has  been  carried 
on.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  library  have  so 
many  library  materials  circulated  and  never  have 
so  many  individuals  and  groups  made  such  heavy 
use  of  the  library's  facilities.  To  linger  for  a 
moment  on  the  tangible  results  as  reflected  in  the 
statistics  being  maintained  by  the  library  and  to 
pinpoint  some  of  the  gains  over  1966,  the  great- 
est improvement  is  noticed  in  the  circulation  of 
materials.  In  1966,  the  loans  made  totaled 
220,043;  in  1967,  they  totaled  240,835.  In  1966, 
there  were  10,785  registered  borrowers;  in  1967, 
there  were  12,525.  Well  over  half  of  the  people  in

Andover  are  registered  borrowers,  ranging  in 
age  from  tots  who  can  just  write  their  names  to 
nonagenarians.  In  1966,  there  were  320  showings 
of  films  to  55  groups  with  a  viewing  audience  of 
20,870;  in  1967,  there  were  448  showings  to  79 
groups  with  an  audience  of  22,116. 

While  a  large  issue  of  books  is  unquestion- 
ably desirable,  it  cannot  be  a  library's  sole  cri- 
terion of  success.  It  would  be  a  simple  task  to 
stock  the  library  with  books  that  would  circulate 
well,  yet  which  contain  little  intrinsic  value;  but 
the  library  has  an  obligation  to  select  worthwhile 
material  and  to  set  itself  up  as  a  reference  and 
resource  center  for  the  community — for  how  else 
could  it  lay  claim  to  being  an  educational  institu- 
tion? Memorial  Hall  Library  makes  every  effort 
to  balance  its  collection  of  casual  or  entertaining, 
even  escape,  literature  with  more  solid  stuff.  No 
attempt  is  made  to  denigrate  the  individual  tastes 
of  a  diversified  public. 

No  formal  count  is  made  of  the  number  of  ques- 
tions that  patrons  pose  the  reference  librarians 
during  the  course  of  a  day,  but  scarcely  five 
minutes  go  by  without  some  person  needing  help 
with  a  question.  So  sophisticated  and  frequent 
are  these  questions  at  times,  that  two  and  even 
three  librarians  are  needed  to  handle  them.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  questions  asked  can  be  answered 
with  the  tools  available  at  Memorial  Hall 
Library. 

Few  libraries  in  New  England  offer  the 
services  that  can  be  found  at  Memorial  Hall 
Library.  The  stock-in-trade  is  not  only  books,  but 
records,  films,  prints,  filmstrips,  microfilm, 
magazines,  newspapers,  pamphlets,  story  hours, 
booklists,  displays,  library  sponsored  meetings, 
and  equipment — tape-recorders,  slide  viewers, 
projectors,  and  microfilm  readers. 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  YEAR 

To  review  some  of  the  more  significant 
events  of  the  year,  we  would  have  to  start  with 
the  most  significant  of  them  all — the  retirement 
of  Miss  Miriam  Putnam  as  Director.  For  almost 
three  decades  Miss  Putnam  gave  unstintingly  of 
herself  in  her  desire  to  make  Memorial  Hall 
Library  a  focal  point  for  educational  and  cultural 
activities  in  the  community.  When  segments  of 
the  community  did  not  come  to  the  library,  she 
attempted  to  take  the  library  to  them.  She  was 
instrumental  in  setting  up  libraries  in  the 
elementary  schools,  an  effort  to  reach  more  boys 
and  girls  directly.  To  show  how  the  library  grew 
during  the  time  Miss  Putnam  was  here,  it  might 
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not  be  amiss  to  make  a  comparison  of  a  few 
figures.  In  1939,  there  were  35,106  books  in  the 
library;  in  1967,  there  were  77,231.  In  1939,  there 
were  109,946  books  issued  for  home  use;  in  1967, 
as  stated,  there  were  240,835.  Of  course  these  re- 
sults do  not  tell  the  whole  story  by  any  means ; 
but  when  people  come  from  other  communities 
miles  away,  with  libraries  of  their  own,  because 
they  know  that  Memorial  Hall  Library  will  have 
the  books  and  materials  they  require,  we  are 
speaking  of  having  a  quality  collection  as  well. 

A  few  other  highlights  of  the  year  can  be  sum- 
marized as  follows : 

— Eighth  grade  students  were  permitted  to  apply 
for  cards  entitling  them  to  use  the  adult  collection 
and  facilities. 

— Memorial  Hall  Library  was  awarded  $20,000 
by  the  federal  government  for  purchase  of  addi- 
tional materials  to  further  strengthen  its  hold- 
ings.

— Arthur  Reynolds  resigned  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  after  16  years  and  was  re- 
placed by  Dr.  Daniel  Frishman.  Frederick  Allis, 
Jr.,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by 
Mr.  Reynold's  departure. 

— Memorial  Hall  Library  signed  the  official  con- 
tract making  it  one  of  seven  sub-regional  centers 
for  interlibrary  loan  in  Eastern  Massachusetts. 
As  a  sub-regional  center  Andover  serves  25  com- 
munities in  Northern  Essex  County  as  a  back-up 
library  and  reference  bureau.  For  performing 
this  service  Andover  is  granted  $25,000  a  year 
from  the  Commonwealth. 

— A  few  re-arrangements  in  the  layout  of  the 
main  floor  were  made  with  a  view  to  helping  the 
library's  users. 

— A.  J.  Anderson  was  appointed  Director,  re- 
placing Miss  Putnam. 

— Many  well-tried  and  good  books,  drab  in  ap- 
pearance from  overuse,  were  replaced  with  new 
and  attractive  editions. 


— The  library  was  represented  at  the  American 
Library  Association's  annual  convention  in  San 
Francisco,  the  New  England  Library  Associa- 
tion's convention  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  the  Massachusetts  Library  Associa- 
tion's conference  in  Chicopee,  Massachusetts. 
— A  complete  inventory  of  adult  books  was  un- 
dertaken. 


A   Study  In   Concentration 

SOME  PERTINENT  ISSUES 

Considering  the  far-flung  nature  of  the 
Town,  one  consideration  is  that  of  giving  to  the 
outlying  communities  a  grade  of  service  compar- 
able to  that  which  is  given  to  people  within  easy 
access  of  the  main  building.  Additional  branches 
or  bookmobiles  might  be  two  ways  of  deal- 
ing with  this  problem.  It  is  acknowledged  that 
parking  is  a  problem  around  Memorial  Hall 
Library  and  it  is  painful  to  hear  that  some  people 
are  not  coming  to  the  library  because  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  find  a  place  to  park.  Trudging  a  great 
distance  with  an  armful  of  books  can  be  onerous. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  acquisition  of  the  theater 
behind  the  library  on  Essex  Street  and  the  sub- 
sequent conversion  of  the  space  into  a  parking  lot 
will  solve  this  problem. 

Many  people  expressed  unhappiness  when  the 
library  permitted  the  local  chapter  of  the  End- 
the- War-in  Vietnam  Group  to  meet  in  its  rooms. 
The  Public  Library  must  maintain  a  non-parti- 
san position.  It  cannot  set  itself  up  as  a  censor. 
It  must  serve  as  the  embodiment  of  the  principle

of  democracy — a  clearing  house  of  diametrically 
opposed  points  of  view,  a  storehouse  of  the  great 
ideas  of  the  past,  and  a  marketplace  for  contem- 
porary ideas  not  yet  perfectly  formulated.  Side 
by  side  on  the  shelves  stand  the  antipodes  of 
ideas.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  Free  access  to  ideas 
and  the  full  freedom  of  expression  are  the  tradi- 
tion and  heritage  of  Americans.  Librarians  must 
trust  in  the  public's  ability  to  accept  the  good  and 
reject  the  bad.  The  library's  meeting  places  must 
be  and  shall  be  available  to  all  on  equal  terms. 

Attracting  qualified  personnel  remains  one 
of  the  bugbears  facing  the  profession.  A  recent 
study  conducted  by  a  past  president  of  the 
American  Library  Association  sets  the  national 
shortage  of  professionally  trained  librarians  at 
100,000.  If  we  at  Memorial  Hall  Library  are  to 
continue  to  attract  librarians  of  high  calibre,  we 
must  continue  our  policy  of  just  and  equitable 
salaries.  The  dearth  of  trained  people  becomes 
even  more  frightening  when  we  reflect  upon  the 
tremendous     growth     of    every    type  of  library 
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across  the  country  and  the  new  quantitative 
standards  as  promulgated  by  the  various  library 
associations. 

The  remaining  sour  note  concerns  maintain- 
ing a  proper  balance  between  adult  and  student 
use.  The  rights  of  the  serious  user  must  be  pro- 
tected. While  we  regret  as  much  as  any  the  lack 
of  recreational  facilities  in  the  Town  for  the 
young,  we  must  not  permit  the  public  library  to 
be  converted  into  a  recreational  center.  We  would 
rejoice  if  our  few  very  simple  rules  could  be  ob- 
served by  some  of  our  unruly  patrons,  for  we 
would  not  willingly  turn  any  one  away  from  our 
doors,  but  we  must  safeguard  the  library  as  a 
place  for  leisurely  browsing,  quiet  reading  and 
thoughtful  study.  Any  disciplinary  action  is 
taken  with  a  view  to  maintaining  this  atmos- 
phere. 

As  always  thanks  must  be  extended  to  a  dili- 
gent and  devoted  staff  and  to  the  local  press  for 
their  excellent  coverage  of  our  activities. 
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The  two  basic  aims  of  the  Recreation  De- 
partment are  to  make  available  suitable  areas  and 
facilities  for  the  leisure  time  needs  of  the  people 
of  Andover  and  to  encourage  and  assist  the 
people  in  taking  full  advantage  of  the  areas  and 
facilities  provided. 

In  order  to  achieve  the  stated  aims,  the  De- 
partment follows  six  objectives.  These  objectives 
provide  the  latitude  necessary  to  compensate  for 
the  small  size  of  the  Department  and  the  lack 
of  equipment  and  facilities. 

Our  first  objective  is  to  evaluate  existing 
conditions  and  situations.  Progress  cannot  be 
made  if  personnel  must  be  constantly  occupied 
with  routine.  As  a  consequence,  much  of  the  eva- 
luation this  year  was  directed  toward  develop- 
ment of  a  more  efficient  operation.  Design  of 
equipment  and  facilities,  landscaping  techniques, 
method  of  storage,  inventory  control,  material 
handling,  supervision  methods  and  records  were 
all  evaluated. 

The  second  objective  is  to  plan  each  phase  of 
the  program.  Planning  is  more  time  consuming 
than  actual  operation  of  activities  or  develop- 
ment of  facilities.  It  is  a  necessary  part  of  the 
program  that  is  more  obviously  omitted  than  in- 
cluded. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission many  sites  for  future  recreational  areas 
were  located  and  evaluated  for  appropriateness 
this  year.  Immediate  needs  of  Shawsheen  Village 
were  of  first  consideration  because  this  densely 
populated  section  of  Town  is  served  by  a  play- 
ground smaller  than  one  acre.  Locations  on  either 
side  of  Main  Street  were  walked  and  carefully 
studied  for  proximity  to  population  and  program 
potential.  Other  considerations  included  the  land 
adjacent  to  Andover  Recreation  Park  and  loca- 
tions within  projected  population  concentra- 
tions. It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that 
the  Recreation  Department  must  be  equipped  to 
offer  additional  facilities  and  service  because  of 
the  rapidly  increasing  population. 

Studies  of  increased  use  of  existing  facilities 
were  conducted  during  the  year.  Dredging 
Pomps  Pond  and  use  of  the  resulting  land  fill  was 
one  of  the  first  considerations.  Extended  use  of 
Hussey's  Pond  and  the  adjoining  Town  Land,  the 
parking  situation  and  use  of  the  building  on  Ice- 
land Road  were  also  studied. 

Other  areas  considered  were  several  of  the 
school  sites  for  play  areas,  ice  skating  rinks,  out- 
door lighting  of  ball  fields  at  the  Central  Play- 
stead    and    Andover    Recreation    Park,    improve- 


ment of  existing  recreation  buildings  and  con- 
struction of  additional  buildings.  Most  of  this 
planning  is  reflected  in  the  Operating  Budget  and 
Capital  Improvement  Program  as  presented  by 
the  Recreation  Director. 

Problems  concerning  care  of  equipment 
made  it  necessary  to  conduct  research  in  this 
area.  Design,  storage  and  durability  were  all  con- 
sidered. Ease  of  handling  was  also  of  concern  for 
future  purchasing. 

Requests  for  additional  activities  led  to  a 
study  of  paid  leadership  as  opposed  to  volunteer 
leadership.  In  surveying  many  of  the  communities 
in  the  area,  it  was  disclosed  that  paying  leaders 
provides  continuity  and  qualifications  necessary 
to  perpetuate  worthwhile  activities.  The  pay  scale 
was  between  $2.00  and  $7.50  an  hour.  This  scale 
is  based  on  a  competitive  employment  market  for 
those  having  an  acquired  skill,  who  work  with 
the  public  and  who  have  responsibility  for  in- 
structing and  maintaining  discipline. 

The  third  objective  is  to  operate  a  program 
of  physical  property  acquisition,  development  and 
maintenance. 

The  main  acquisition  during  the  year  was  a 
small  building  on  Iceland  Road  in  Shawsheen.  A 
relatively  few  changes  and  additions  w>ere  neces- 
sary to  make  it  ready  for  use.  This  included  re- 
moval of  trash,  installation  of  outdoor  lighting 
and  sanitary  facilities. 

Buildings  and  grounds  must  be  functional 
and  safe  in  order  that  a  variety  of  activities  may 
be  carried  on  for  varying  age  and  inter- 
est groups.  Dressing  and  grading  playgrounds 
was  continued  this  year  in  an  attempt  to  improve 
the  playing  surfaces.  Special  attention  was  given 
to  the  Shawsheen  Playground  and  a  fence  install- 
ed for  additional  safety  of  young  ball  players. 
Additional  lawn  care  equipment  made  it  possible 
to  control  field  grass  hummocks  through  early 
and  consistant  cutting.  Also,  an  experiment  in 
the  use  of  wood  chips  was  started  at  Andover  Re- 
creation Park  and  the  Central  Playground. 

A  major  supervision  problem  was  solved  this 
year  through  extensive  hedge  trimming  on  the 
Ballardvale  Playground.  The  same  problem  was 
alleviated  through  brush  clearance  and  forestry 
at  Andover  Recreation  Park  and  the  Shawsheen 
Playground.  This  same  program  was  pursued  in 
improving  two  of  the  ball  fields. 

In  a  continuing  battle  against  soil  erosion, 
part  of  the  Pomps  Pond  parking  lot  was  regraded 
using  silt  from  the  bottom  of  the  Pond.  Addi- 
tional leaves  and  chips  were  added  to  the  bank- 
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mgs  at  Andover  Recreation  Park.  Shrubs,  trees 
and  blueberry  bushes  were  also  added  to 
the  bankings.  Street  sweepings  and  other  fill  was 
deposited  along  the  brook  crossing  Abbot  Street 
awaiting  grading  at  some  future  date  when 
equipment  is  available. 

Design  and  manufacture  of  badminton 
stands,  storage  boxes  and  several  maintenance 
tools  facilitated  handling  and  storage  of  equip- 
ment. The  purchase  of  a  tilt  bed  utility  trailer 
toward  the  end  of  the  year  made  it  possible  for 
the  maintenance  man  to  transport  snow  removal 
equipment  by  himself.  The  trailer  will  also  make 
it  possible  for  him  to  transport  lawn  care 
equipment  during  the  growing  season. 

Improvements  to  the  Ballardvale  Com- 
munity Center  this  year  included  installing  coat 
racks,  making  arrangements  for  having  waste 
drains  fixed,  and  storm  windows  replaced 
after  a  wind  storm.  Follow  up  and  inspection  of 
the  new  boiler  installation  took  considerable  at- 
tention early  in  the  year. 

There  were  several  maintenance  problems 
that  continued  throughout  the  year.  Vandalism, 
littering  and  pilferage  continued  to  cost  the  tax 
payer  over  $1,000  of  the  Recreation  budget.  The 
surface  and  grade  of  the  Central  playground  still 
lends  itself  to  insufficient  watering  of  existing 
trees,  erosion  and  the  resulting  deposit  of  stone 
dust  on  the  adjoining  court.  A  contracted  obliga- 
tion of  surfacing  the  Ballardvale  Court  was  not 


completed  until  Fall  thus  detaining  court  lining. 
Weather  conditions,  lack  of  personnel  and  equip- 
ment made  it  impossible  to  prepare  ice  rinks  for 
use  without  a  refrigeration  unit.  Lack  of 
finances  postponed  needed  improvements  to  the 
electrical  and  heating  systems  in  the  Ballardvale 
Community  Center.  Insufficient  work  and  stor- 
age area  made  it  impossible  to  keep  abreast  of 
necessary  preventative  maintenance.  The  1953 
truck  used  by  the  Department  was  in  constant 
need  of  repair. 

The  fourth  objective  is  to  develop  and  main- 
tain desirable  public  relations.  Budgetary  limita- 
tions makes  it  necessary  for  the  Department  to 
depend  heavily  on  the  good  will  of  individuals,  or- 
ganizations, and  other  Departments  for  assis 
tance. 

Nearly  three  quarters  of  all  activities  spon- 
sored or  supported  by  the  Recreation  Depart- 
ment during  1967  were  conducted  through  volun- 
teer leadership.  The  Welcome  Wagon  Newcomer's 
Club  organized  Art  classes,  Dancing  classes,  Yoga 
classes  and  Bridge  classes.  Private  individuals 
organized  and  ran  the  Andover  Softball  League, 
Badminton  Leage,  4-H  Horse  Club,    Townsman 
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Barbershoppers,  Round  Dance  class,  Summer 
Basketball  League,  Teen  Dances  and  a  Chess  Club. 
Additional  volunteers  worked  toward  programs 
planned  for  1968.  These  included  an  adult  Bas- 
ketball League  and  Volleyball  League,  Teen 
activities  and  a  Cooking  School. 

Volunteers  helped  with  maintenance  and 
development.  Several  garden  clubs  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Andover  Garden  Club  continued 
in  beautification  of  the  Andover  Recreation 
Park.  This  project  involved  boy  and  girl  scouts 
as  well  as  private  individuals.  The  Greater  Law- 
rence Regional  Vocational  Technical  High 
School  provided  assistance  in  native  lumber.  The 
Youth  Corps  provided  much  needed  assistance 
during  the  summer  in  general  maintenance  and 
assistance  with  activities.  Groups  using  Park 
facilities  have  provided  help  cleaning  the  build- 
ings and  grounds. 

The  Department  extended  its  services  to 
other  municipal  departments  and  state  agencies 
on  many  occasions.  The  North  Reading  Rehabili- 
tation Center  used  Andover  Recreation  Park  as 
a  program  area  for  mentally  retarded  children. 
Transportation  was  provided  to  a  program  for 
retarded  children  offered  at  the  Burke  Memoial 
Hospital  in  Lawrence.  Equipment  was  loaned  to 
the  Fire  and  School  Department  to  assist  with 
specific  projects.  Emergency  measures  were 
taken  to  assist  in  maintaining  the  fields  at  the 
new  High  School,  in  snow  removal  and  in  pro- 
viding an  additional  athletic  field  for  the  High

School  varsity  program. 

In  co-operation  with  many  organizations 
and  individuals,  the  Department  offered  facilities, 
and  program  suggestions.  This  included  work 
with  many  youth  groups,  a  dramatic  club,  Dis- 
abled Veterans,  and  various  schools,  church  and 
private  groups  received  help  in  organizing  outings. 

The  fifth  objective  is  to  operate  an  Activity 
Program.  This  included  activities  for  all  age 
groups  during  all  seasons.  There  are  Four  general 
areas  of  activity  that  are  developed  by  the  De- 
partment. 

Activities  organized  by  the  Recreation  De- 
partment and  supervised  by  volunteer  workers 
have  already  been  discussed. 

Unorganized  activities  are  encouraged 
through  preparation  of  specific  areas.  Ice  rinks 
in  Ballardvale,  and  on  the  Central  courts  are 
sprayed  and  maintained,  weather  permitting.  An 
experiment  in  cleaning  natural  ice  at  the  South 
School  proved  successful  when  the  field  flooded 
Because  there  is  no  ready  water  supply  in  this 
area  it  is  used  only  when  flooding  occurs.  A  slid- 
ing area  prepared  at  Andover  Recreation  Park 
provides  toboganning,  sliding  and  skiing.  Pre- 
paration of  picnic  areas,  ball  fields,  playground 
areas  and  basketball  courts  encourage  unsuper- 
vised use. 

Organized  activities  are  held  mainly  in  the 
summer.  Six  playgrounds  were  operated  with 
sports,  games,  inter-playground  competitions, 
arts  and  crafts  and  special  events.  Pomps  Pond 
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swimming  area  offered  lessons  in  swimming,  Red 
Cross  water  safety  and  boating  as  well  as  general 
swimming.  Busses  serviced  those  wishing  to  take 
advantage  of  playgrounds  and  the  swimming 
area.  Special  activities  during  the  year  rounded 
out  the  activity  program.  During  the  public 
school  winter  vacation  there  was  a  carnival  in- 
cluding outdoor  sports,  a  "coffee  house"  and 
dance.  The  traditional  Easter  candy  hunt  was  re- 
placed this  year  by  a  visit  from  the  Easter  Bunny 
because  of  weather  conditions.  Band  concerts  in 
the  park  and  at  Pomps  Pond  drew  good  crowds. 
A  show  on  how  to  start  skiing  correctly  was 
presented  during  the  fall. 

Many  problems  still  exist  in  the  operation 
of  the  activity  program.  Insufficient  funds  for 
paying  playground  and  waterfront  personnel 
makes  it  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  and 
keep  qualified  workers.  Sports  officials  are  also 
reluctant  to  provide  their  services  for  the  various 
leagues.  Lack  of  funds  for  supervision  on  the  ice 
rinks  and  sliding  area  give  rise  to  many  com- 
plaints. Many  citizens  also  feel  that  additional 
Band  concerts  would  be  most  desirable.  A  limited 
number  of  concerts  are  financed  through  funds 
available  to  the  musicians  union.  It  is  estimated 
that  a  full  concert  series  would  add  nearly  $1,500 
to  the  budget. 

The  sixth  objective  is  to  coordinate  all 
phases  of  the  program.  This  includes  cleaning  and 
preparation  of  ten  buildings,  one  16  acre  pond, 
over  50  acres  of  land,  and  two  court  areas  for 
continuing  use  throughout  the  year.  Scheduling 
the  purchase  of  equipment  and  materials,  hiring 
seasonal  personnel,  finding  volunteer  workers, 
making  arrangements  for  additional  facilities, 
all  must  be  done  so  as  to  channel  efforts  into 
smoothly  operating  activities.  Over  500  schedul- 
ings  must  be  processed  throughout  the  year  in 
order  to  avoid  conflict  in  the  use  of  buildings, 
sports  areas,  and  equipment  by  activity  partici- 
pants. 

Planning  and  orientation  meetings  were 
scheduled  in  preparation  for  each  new  season  and 
for  new  volunteer  workers.  These  meetings  were 
held  in  order  to  outline  methods  of  operation  and 
pinpoint  responsibilities.  Individual  contacts  had 
to  be  made  concerning  specific  requests  for  ser- 
vices and  facilities. 

Coordination  of  the  program  is  a  process 
that  continues  in  spite  of  hour  or  the  day.  Activi- 
ties are  scheduled  from  early  in  the  morning 
through  the  evening  hours  and  occasionally  all 
night.  This  includes  weekends  and  holidays. 


The  rapid  population  growth  of  the  Town 
has  many  implications  for  the  Recreation  Depart 
ment.  People  from  other  areas  bring  with  them 
questions  based  on  past  experience.  They  are  con- 
cerned by  the  lack  of  tennis  courts,  swimming 
pools,  ice  skating  rinks,  ball  fields,  lighted  sports 
areas,  an  adequate  community  Recreation  build- 
ing and  sufficient  staff  and  equipment  to  operate 
a  full  program.  This  includes  the  new  companies 
such  as  Dasa,  Northeast  Airlines,  and  the  Inter- 
nal Revenue  Service  as  well  as  Raytheon  who 
turn  to  the  Recreation  Department  for  help  with 
employee  relation  programs. 

Now  that  the  Town  has  made  a  real  start  on 
industrial  development,  expansion  of  the  Recrea- 
tion Program  must  be  the  next  serious  consider- 
ation. Employee  relations  and  contentment  in 
their  recreational  pursuits  are  of  growing  concern 
to  industrial  management.  Employees  and  their 
families  must  be  satisfied  with  facilities  and  pro- 
gram if  new  industry  is  to  be  located  in  Town 
and  support  the  tax  rate. 

Much  "catching  up"  was  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  year  as  well  as  development  and  expan- 
sion of  the  Activity  program.  Much  more  is  plan- 
ned for  the  future  that  can  only  be  done  through 
the  will  of  the  People  of  Andover. 


Two  significant  occurrences  took  place  in  the 
water  system  during  1967.  As  a  result  of  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Fish  Brook  Project,  Haggetts  Pond 
was  full  by  April  8.  All  thoughts  of  restrictions 
were  foregone.  On  August  9  Ballardvale  Wells 
number  1  and  2  were  permanently  shut  down  due 
to  excess  iron  and  manganese.  This  will  necessi- 
tate using  Merrimack  River  water  earlier  than 
originally  anticipated.  The  safe  yield  loss  is  one 
million  gallons  per  day  or  the  safe  yield  equiva- 
lent of  Fish  Brook. 

The  department  has  been  plagued  with  rusty 
water  problems  which  were  augmented  by  high 
color  and  flow  conditions.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
after  the  ice  formed,  algae  once  again  created  a 
bad  taste  for  a  short  period  of  time. 

In  1968,  the  swamp  areas  around  Haggett's 
Pond  will  be  purchased  and  a  clearing  program 
instituted  that  will  gradually  reduce  the  dissolved

The  existing  open  reservoir  will  be  aban- 
doned and  become  part  of  the  Bancroft  School 
yard  when  properly  prepared. 

The  next  need  in  this  area  is  the  completion 
of  the  twelve-inch  loop  to  properly  service  the 
east  high  service  system. 

Late  in  1967,  the  Town  voted  to  complete  the 
Lowell  Junction  loop  with  a  twelve  inch  cement 
lined  cast  iron  main.  Engineering  contracts  were 
signed  and  construction  will  start  early  in  1968. 

Water  billing  is  nearly  back  to  normal.  Users

organic  material  quantity  and  improve  water 
quality.  A  request  for  planning  funds  is  being  sub- 
mitted to  the  Federal  Government  for  designs 
and  specifications  for  a  water  treatment  plant  at 
the  Pond  that  will  treat  all  surface  water  used. 
A  pipe  lining  project  in  some  areas  of  the  Town 
is  recommended.  All  these  projects  done  in  a 
systematic  manner  will  aid  considerably  in  im- 
proving the  quality  of  the  water. 

Two  major  improvements  were  started  in 
1967,  and  will  be  finished  early  in  1968.  Four 
miles  of  twelve  inch  cement  lined  cast  iron  pipe 
were  installed  in  West  Andover  to  provide  proper 
flows  in  the  residential  and  industrial  areas. 

A  six  million  gallon  reservoir,  that  has  been 
greatly  needed  for  some  years,  is  being  construct- 
ed.

The  addition  of  this  amount  of  pipe  into  in- 
dustrial and  residential  areas  will  create  an  in- 
crease in  consumption.  This  annual  increase  in 
developments  is  a  forewarning  of  the  increased 
needs  of  supply.  As  a  result  of  many  professional 
studies,  it  is  now  known  that  the  only  source  of 
the  amount  of  water  needed  by  the  Town  is  the 
Merrimack  River.  No  money  was  appropriated  by 


lot 


the  Federal  Government  to  augment  the  depleting 
funds  for  planning  projects.  If  no  money  is  avail- 
able within  the  year,  the  Town  must  appropriate 
its  own  engineering  funds  in  1969,  or  restrictions 
may  once  again  be  in  the  offing.  Plans  and  speci- 
fications will  take  months  and  construction,  two 
years.  The  average  daily  consumption  has  reached 
2.5  million. 

The  safe  yield  is  now  2.8  million  with  the 
exception  of  restricted  and  wet  years.  The  in- 
crease per  day  is  between  80,  to  100,000  gallons 
This  gives  the  Town  three  years  to  meet  a  serious 
problem.

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During  the  year  of  1967,  twenty  six  (26) 
new  lots  were  sold  at  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  for 
$2176.00.  There  were  ninety  three  (93)  intern- 
ments made  for  $3560.00,  an  increase  of  8  over 
the  previous  year.  There  were  forty  seven  (47) 
vaults  for  casket  containers  sold  amounting  to 
$1420.00  and  twenty  seven  (27)  headstone  found- 
ations put  in  for  a  total  of  $764.00  The  total  re- 
ceived from  the  sale  of  new  lots,  internments, 
vault  sales,  foundations  and  the  care  of  lots  under 
perpetual  care  amounted  to  $8257.00. 

The  sum  of  $3721.00  was  received  for  per- 
petual care  payments  and  this  was  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Treasurer  for  addition  to  the  existing 
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Perpetual  Care  Funds.  These  now  total  $171,203. 
Interest  from  the  Perpetual  Care  Funds  in 
the  amount  of  $8299.68  was  received  during  the 
year  and  this  added  to  the  $8,257.00  general  in- 
come made  a  total  of  $16,556.00  the  Cemetery  re- 
turned to  the  Town. 

The  bituminous  concrete  road  surfacing  pro- 
pram  has  been  completed  by  the  surfacing  of  an 
additional  500  feet  of  our  roads  and  the  garage 
yard  area.  All  roads  in  the  Cemetery  now  have  a 
permanent  surface  and  substantial  savings  in 
maintenance  has  already  resulted  from  this  im- 
provement.

The  Authority  regrets  the  delay  in  the  con- 
struction of  Andover's  second  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  Project  (Andover  667-2)  which  was  held 
up  for  many  months  during  the  planning  stage 
due  to  a  lack  of  agreement  between  the  Authority 
and  the  Division  of  Housing  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Development  on  the  method  of 
heating  to  be  used  in  this  project. 

After  many  meetings  with  representatives 
of  the  utility  companies  and  with  officials  of  the 
State  Division  of  Housing,  on  May  26,  1967  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  Division  of  Housing 
advised  the  Authority  to  revise  Project  667-2  plans 
to  include  electric  heat  as  an  alternate  bid  to  the 
gas  fired,  hot  water  system  in  order  to  obtain 
comparative  bids  on  the  construction  costs  of  each 
system.  Although  twelve  General  Contractors  took 
out  plans  and  specifications,  only  three  General 
Bids  were  received  and  taken  under  advisement. 
After  meeting  with  the  State  Division  of  Housing, 
the  Authority  voted  to  reject  all  bids  as  not  being 
in  the  public  interest  and  to  seek  new  bids.  Bid- 
ding will  be  completed  on  January  25,  1968  and 
construction  wil  be  started  no  later  than  April  1, 
1968. 

As  several  parking  spaces  in  the  Veterans 
Project  will  be  eliminated  by  the  construction  of 
the  access  road  to  the  new  Elderly  Housing  Pro- 
ject, the  Authority  acquired  a  parcel  of  land  ad- 
jacent to  the  Veterans  Project  to  provide  additi- 
onal tenant  parking. 

VETERANS  PROJECT :  1967  was  the  17th 
full  year  of  occupancy  for  this  project.  Five  new 
families  moved  into  the  project  this  year  and  three 
tenant  families  moved  within  the  project. 

Payment  to  the  Town  of  Andover  in  lieu  of 
taxes  was  $1,876.00.  The  Commonwealth  Contri- 
bution for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1968 
will  be  $8,650.00.  The  Project  showed  a  surplus 
of  $5,665.30  for  the  first  6  months  of  the  fiscal 


year.  This  project  was  financed  with  Housing 
Authority  Bonds  at  2  y8%  interest  and  will  be- 
come Town  property  when  paid  for. 

Yearly  income  limits  for  admittance  to  the 
project,  based  on  the  number  of  minor  dependents, 
are :  one  minor  dependent,  $4,800 ;  two  minor  de- 
pendents, $5,000 ;  three  minor  dependents,  $5,200. 

The  average  rent,  including  utilities,  is  $72.26 
per  month. 

ELDERLY  HOUSING  PROJECT:  Two  new 
tenants  have  moved  into  the  project  during  the 
year. 

The  yearly  income  limits  for  admission  are: 
one  person  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $2,500;  two 
persons  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $3,000.  The  aver- 
age monthly  rent,  including  utilities,  is  $50.50. 
Minimum  monthly  rent  is  $49.50. 

It  cost  $43,033.66  to  operate  Elderly  Housing 
Project  Andover  667-1  for  the  year  1967.  Of  this 
amount  Administration  Expenses  were  $2,780.70 ; 
Utiliites  $7,479.30 ;  Repairs,  Maintenance  and  Re- 
placements $2,131.92;  Insurance,  Pension  Fund, 
and  Retirement  of  Notes  and  Interest  $28,958.74 ; 
Debt  Service  Annual  Accrual  $1,683.00. 

Total  income  for  1967  was  $25,318.02.  With 
the  Commonwealth  Contribution  of  $16,625  and 
$4,000  from  last  year's  Surplus,  this  project 
showed  a  sulplus  of  $2,909.36.

The  check  lists  were  used  at  entrance  and  showed  356  voters  admitted  to  the  meet- 
ing at  the  start.   The  total  admitted  during  the  day  was  732. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Arthur  Williams,  Moderator,  at  10:07  A.  M. 

The  opening  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Paul  T.  Keyes,  Curate,  St.  Robert 
Bellarmine  Church,  followed  by  a  silent  tribute  to  the  memory  of  members  of  the 
Armed  Forces  from  Andover  killed  during  the  past  year,  and  to  Fay  Elliott,  former 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  James  P.  Christie,  former  Tax  Collector. 

Salute  to  the  flag  was  led  by  Selectman  William  Stewart. 

Unanimous  consent  was  voted  to  admit  twenty-one  students  from  the  Junior  High 
School  and  eleven  other  non-voters. 

Upon  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  moved  that  the  reading  of  the  Warrant 
and  the  return  of  service  of  the  Constable  be  dispensed  with.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  by  transfer  from  available 
funds  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  Personal  Services  and  $15,000.00  for  Other  Expenses 
to  defray  the  additional  costs  of  snow  removal  and  ice  control  for  the  balance  of 
the  1967  fiscal  year. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  under  Article  1  that  the  sum  of  $5,000.00 
for  Personal  Services  and  $15,000.00  for  Other  Expenses  to  defray  the  additional 
costs  of  Snow  Removal  be  appropriated  by  transfer  from  Available  Funds.   This  ar- 
ticle was  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.

and  to  show  in  the  Table  "SP"  (special  permit)  under  "GB" 
(general  business)  and  "N"  (No)  under  all  other  categories. 

4.  To  amend  Section  V  B,  paragraph  7  by  adding  a  third  subparagraph 
c,    as  follows: 

7c.   For  construction  applying  under  Section  IV  B  paragraph  5 
above,  the  following  requirements  shall  apply: 

(1)  2000  square  feet  of  lot  area  per  dwelling  unit. 

(2)  The  structure,  if  new,  shall  not  occupy  more  than 
2/3 's  the  lot  area  (including  land  in  contiguous 
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ownership)  within  the  business  district. 

(3)   The  structure,  if  existing,  and  occupying  more  than 
2/3' s  the  lot  area,  shall  not  be  expanded  to  occupy 
more  than  it  does  at  the  date  of  this  amendment  to 
the  bylaw. 

5.  To  amend  Section  VI  A  5a,  subparagraph  (2)  to  read: 

(2)   The  required  number  of  off-street  spaces  shall  be  pro- 
vided on  the  same  lot  as  the  use  or  uses  in  question, 
or,  except  as  provided  elsewhere  in  this  by-law,  on  a 
lot  within  400'  of  the  property  on  which  the  use  or  uses 
are  located. 

6.  To  amend  Section  VI  A  5b,  subparagraph  (10)  to  read: 

(10)   For  each  dwelling  unit,  one  space,  on  the  lot,  exclusive 
of  other  use  requirements. 

A  quorum  was  present.   A  report  of  the  Andover  Planning  Board  was  read  by  James  T. 
Trenholm,  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  9.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire 
for  the  Town  for  Access  to  a  municipal  building  or  buildings  by  purchase,  by  gift 
or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain  a  fee  in  lots  numbered  69  and  72  as  shown 
on  Assessors'  Map  No.  55  and  supposed  to  be  owned  by  Samuel  Resnik  and  to  appro- 
priate by  transfer  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing  or  by  any  combination  of  the 
foregoing  the  sum  of  $85,000.00  for  land  acquisition  and  preliminary  site  develop- 
ment or  take  any  other  action. 

This  article  was  not  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  therefore  could  not 
be  acted  upon. 

ARTICLE  10.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire 
for  the  Town  for  school  purposes  by  purchase,  by  gift  or  by  seizure  by  right  of 
eminent  domain  a  fee  in  lot  No.  1  shown  on  Assessors'  Map  187  containing  58.54 
acres  more  or  less  and  supposed  to  belong  to  the  Estate  of  Jacob  Shlekis,  or  to 
Edna  K.  Shlakis  and  Patricia  Shlakis  and  Daniel  Shlakis,  and  to  rescind  its  prior 
authorization  to  purchase  said  land  for  conservation  purposes  and  to  appropriate 
by  transfer  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing  or  by  any  combination  of  the  fore- 
going, the  sum  of  $70,000.00  for  such  land  acquisition  or  take  any  other  action. 

This  article  was  not  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  therefore  could  not 
be  acted  upon. 

ARTICLE  11.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Manager  to  file,  in  behalf  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town,  an  application  in  form 
and  manner  required  by  the  United  States  Government,  and  in  conformity  with  P.  L. 
560,  83rd  Congress  as  amended  by  P.  L.  345,  84th  Congress,  and  do  whatever  else 
may  be  required  to  obtain  an  advance  to  be  made  by  the  United  States  to  the  Town  of 
Andover  to  aid  in  defraying  the  cost  of  final  plans  and  specifications  for  the  con- 
struction of  water  treatment  facilities  at  Haggetts  Pond  with  the  necessary  appur- 
tenances. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  unanimously  to  accept  Article  11  as 
printed. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  by  transfer  from  avail- 
able funds  $50,000.00  plus  any  sums  remaining  unexpended  in  the  appropriation  voted 
under  Article  23  of  the  Warrant  of  the  Town  Meeting  held  March  1964  and  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  use  said  funds  to  acquire  for  school  purposes  by  purchase,  by 
gift  or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain  and  for  preliminary  site  development 
land  on  High  Plain  Road  shown  as  Lot  No.  6  on  Assessors'  Map  No.  107  and  containing 
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17  acres  more  or  less  and  supposed  to  be  owned  by  Phoebe  B.  Carter,  Bessie  C.Haartz, 
and  Richard  P.  Carter;  and  land  on  Beacon  Street  shown  as  Lot  No.  57A  on  Assessors' 
Map  88  containing  38,300  square  feet  more  or  less  and  supposed  to  be  owned  by 
Albert  J.  DeLuca  (T.T.),  or  take  any  other  action. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  that  the  Town  appropriate  by  transfer 
from  available  funds  $10,000.00  plus  any  sums  remaining  unexpended  in  the  appropria- 
tion voted  under  Article  23  of  the  Warrant  of  the  Town  Meeting  held  March  1964  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  use  said  funds  to  acquire  for  school  purposes  by  pur- 
chase, by  gift  or  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain  and  for  preliminary  site 
development  land  on  High  Plain  Road  shown  as  Lot  No.  6  on  Assessors'  Map  No.  107 
and  containing  17  acres  more  or  less  and  supposed  to  be  owned  by  Phoebe  B.  Carter, 
Bessie  C.  Haartz,  and  Richard  P.  Carter;  and  land  on  Beacon  Street  shown  as  Lot  No. 
57A  on  Assessors'  Map  88  containing  38,300  square  feet  more  or  less  and  supposed  tc 
be  owned  by  Albert  J.  DeLuca. 

The  Vote  YES  428,  NO  6 — voted  by  more  than  2/3  as  required.   A  quorum  was  present. 
This  article  was  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  in  the  amount  of  $10,000.   A 
report  of  the  Andover  Planning  Board  was  read  by  James  T.  Trenholm,  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  13.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  vote  taken  under  Article 
10  of  the  adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  Saturday,  March  11,  1967,  by  adding 
to  the  parcels  of  land  authorized  for  acquisition  for  Conservation  purposes  under 
G.L.  c.40,  s.8C  the  following  land: 

7.   Lot  #9  of  Assessors'  Map  172,  supposed  to  be  owned  by  L.  John 

Davidson,  located  on  the  southerly  side  of  Route  495,  containing 
approximately  26  acres; 

and  by  authorizing  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  the  fee  in  said  parcel  by  purchase  or 
by  right  of  eminent  domain. 

Article  13  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  14.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meet- 
ing. 

Upon  motion  made  by  Mrs.  John  Forbes  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  that  the  Town 
instruct  the  Selectmen  to  study  the  advisability  of  having  semi-annual  Town  Meetings 
in  the  Town  of  Andover,  and  to  make  a  report  of  their  findings  and  take  any  neces- 
sary steps  to  revise  or  amend  the  by-laws,  if  they  feel  any  revision  is  necessary, 
to  be  presented  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  a  vote. 

Upon  motion  made  by  Arthur  Neumark  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  moved  that  the  Town 
Meeting  vote  to  have  the  Moderator  appoint  a  seven  member  committee  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  the  adoption  of  a  Representative  Town  Meeting  form  of  government  for 
the  Town  of  Andover  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

This  motion  was  defeated. 

Upon  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  adjourn  at  10:55  P.M.

Who  can  vote? 

A  citizen  of  the  United  States,  21 
years  of  age  or  more  on  election  day, 
who  can  read  and  write  English  and  has 
been  a  resident  of  Massachusetts  for 
one  year  immediately  preceding  the  date 
of  the  lection  and   a  resident  of  his 
city  or  town  for  six  months  immediately 
before  the  date  of  election  and  is  a 
registered  voter  in  his  city  or  town. 

New  Resident  Law  of  1962.. 

A  citizen  who  fulfills  all  the  other 
basic  voting  qualifications  listed 
here  may  vote  by  special  ballot  for 
president  and  vice-president  only  pro- 
vided he  has  lived  in  Massachusetts 
for  a  minimum  of  32  days  before  the 
election . 

Who  must  register? 

A  citizen  who  has  not  registered  be- 
fore, or  has  moved  to  a  new  city  or 
town,  changed  his  name  through  court 
action  or  marriage,  or  whose  name  was 
not  included  in  the  annual  listing  of 
residents  on  the  January  1st  previous 
to  the  election. 

Otherwise,  voters  need  register  only 
once  in  Massachusetts 


How  to  register.. 

Appear  before  the  local  board  of  regis- 
trars of  voters  and  prove  under  oath 
that  the  applicant  have  the  necessary 
qualifications  for  voting. 

Registration  by  mail.. 

It  is  not  provided  for  by  law  except 
for  servicemen  and  all  other  federal 
employees  or  spouse,  parent  or  child 
of  a  federal  employee  on  foreign  ser- 
vice who  meet  the  requirements  for 
absentee  voting.  If  a  person  is  unable 
to  appear  because  of  illness,  appli- 
cation may  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
local  registrar  who  will  send  two  re- 
gistration officers  to  the  applicant's 
place  of  residence.

ANIMAL  INSPECTOR 


APPEALS,  BOARD  OF 


The  Town  Accountant  is  appointed  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  He  is  a  full-time  Town  employee 
and  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  all 
accounting  records  related  to  the  receiving  and 
disbursing  of  Town  funds.  He  conducts  pre-  and  post 
audits  of  all  Town  expenditures.  His  certification 
as  to  the  availability  of  funds  is  required  on  all 
contracts  including  purchase  orders.  His  accounts 
are  audited  annually  by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts, 
State  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation.  He 
is  an  ex-oficio  member  of  the  Municipal  Contrib- 
utory Retirement  System  Board. 

Local  Councils  on  Aging  are  provided  for  under  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  whereby  a  city  or 
town  is  permitted  to  establish  such  councils  for  the 
purposes  of  coordinating  and  conducting  programs 
dealing  with  the  circumstances  of  the  aging.  By 
aging  it  is  meant  those  citizens  who  are  sixty(60) 
years  of  age  or  older.  The  Andover  Council  on  Aging 
was  organized  in  1966  and  consists  of  seven(7)  un- 
paid members.  The  Chairman  and  three (3)  members  of 
the  Council  are  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  with 
the  remaining  members  being  designated  by  the 
Chairman. 

Animal  control  services  are  provided  through  a  dog 
officer  who  is  appointed  annually  by  the  Town 
Manager.  He  is  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as  they  relate 
principally  to  the  licensing  of  dogs.  He  is  paid  a 
fixed  annual  salary  and  also  receives  certain  fees 
from  the  County  for  the  work  that  he  performs . 
He  is  a  part-time  Town  employee. 

Appointed  for  an  indefinite  term  of  office  by  the 
Town  Manager,  the  Animal  Inspector  is  a  Doctor  of 
Veterinary  Medicine.  He  is  paid  a  fixed  annual 
salary  for  his  part-time  services.  He  is  responsible 
for  the  inspection  of  all  sheep,  horses,  goats, 
swine  and  dairy  cattle  to  insure  compliance  with 
appropriate  State  Health  Regulations.  He  is  also  re- 
sponsible for  the  quarantining  of  dogs  suspected  of 
being  infected  with  rabies. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  is  a  three-member  unpaid  quasi- 
judicial  body  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  three-year  staggered  terms.  It  acts  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  Town's  Zoning  By-Law.  The  State 
Zoning  Enabling  Act  establishes  and  sets  forth  the 
powers  of  the  Board  of  Appeals .  The  Board  may  grant 
an  exception  or  special  permit  as  authorized  under 
Section  4  of  Chapter  40A.  An  exception  or  special 
permit  is  for  a  use  permitted  by  the  Zoning  By-Law 
but  which  requires  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals . 

Section  15  of  Chapter  40A  authorizes  upon  appeal  or 
petition,  the  granting  of  a  variance  from  the  terms 
of  the  applicable  Zoning  By-Law  where:  1)  owing  to

conditions  especially  affecting  a  parcel  or  building 
but  not  affecting  generally  the  zoning  district  in 
which  they  are  located,  literal  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  or  by-1  w  would  involve 
substantial  hardship,  financial  or  otherwise,  to  the 
appellant;  and  20  where  desirable  relief  may  be 
granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  public 
good  and  without  nullifying  or  substantially  dero- 
gating from  the  intent  or  purpose  of  such  ordinance 
or  by-law,  but  not  otherwise. 

In  exercising  its  powers,  the  Board  may  impose  limi- 
tations both  of  time  and  use,  and  a  continuation  of 
the  use  permitted  may  be  conditioned  upon  compliance 
with  regulations  to  be  made  and  amended  from  time  to 
time  thereafter. 

Its  decisions  must  be  unanimous. 


ASSESSORS,  BOARD  OF 


BUILDING  COMMITTEES 


BUILDING  INSPECTION 


As  required  by  law,  the  Town's  assessment  program  for 
property  tax  purposes  is  administered  by  a  three-man 
Board  of  Assessors  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager. 
One  of  the  Assessors  works  on  a  full-time  basis  and 
is  a  trained  professional.   The  other  members  of  the 
Board  are  consulted  in  the  establishment  of  all 
values  but  more  particularly  on  specialized  problems. 
Perhaps  the  most  important  function  of  the  Board  is 
to  hear  appeals  to  property  assessments .   Only  the 
Board  of  Assessors  may  grant  abatements  for  any  and 
all  taxes  or  betterment  assessments  including  proper- 
ty, real  and  personal,  motor  vehicle  excise,  and 
water  and  sewer  betterments.   The  two  part-time 
assessors  are  paid  a  nominal  annual  salary. 

Although  the  Town  Manager,  under  the  terms  of  the 
Town  Charter,  is  responsible  for  supervising  the  con- 
struction of  all  public  buildings,  it  has  been  custo- 
mary for  the  Manager  to  appoint  a  Building  Committee 
to  assist  him  in  the  discharge  of  this  important  duty. 
In  effect,  a  Building  Committee  works  on  behalf  of 
the  Town  Manager  with  its  decisions  being  either 
recommendations  or  merely  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  Town  Manager.   In  addition  to  the  new  Andover 
High  School  Building  Committee,  there  are  in  exist- 
ence the  Southeast  Andover  Elementary  School  Building 
Committee  and  the  West  Elementary  School  Addition 
Building  Committee. 

Enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Town  Building 
and  Fire  Prevention  codes  or  by-laws  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Town  Building  Inspector.   He  is  also 
the  enforcement  officer  for  the  Town  Zoning  By-Law 
with  his  rulings  on  the  by-laws  subject  to  appeal  to 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.   Building  permits  are 
required  for  virtually  all  new  construction  as  well 
as  for  most  additions  or  alterations  to  existing 
structures.   New  buildings  also  require  occupancy 
permits  which  are  evidence  that  a  building  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  several  Town  by-laws  and  is  suit- 
able for  human  occupancy  and  use .   The  schedule  of 
fees  for  building  permits  has  been  established  so  as 
to  make  the  Department  self-supporting.   The  Building 
Inspector  is  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  for  an 
indefinite  term  of  office. 
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CENTRAL  MERRIMACK  VALLEY 

REGIONAL  PLANNING  DISTRICT...  The  Central  Merrimack  Valley  Regional  Planning  Dis- 
trict is  a  voluntary  association  of  cities  and  towns 
formed  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40B  of  the 
General  Statutes.   The  District  is  directed  by  the 
law  to  make  careful  studies  of  the  resouces ,  possi- 
bilities and  needs  of  the  area,  and  based  on  these 
studies,  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  plan  of  the  Dis- 
trict and  make  recommendations  for  the  physical, 
social  and  economic  improvement  of  the  District .   In- 
cluded within  the  scope  of  these  plans  and  recommen- 
dations should  be  such  things  as  highways,  bridges, 
parks,  recreation  areas,  public  places,  sites  or 
public  buildings,  land  use  areas,  zoning  districts, 
waterways,  rail  and  bus  routes,  water  and  sewer 
facilities  and  other  public  utilities. 

The  District  is  also  directed  to  assist  the  local 
planning  boards  in  the  application  of  District  plans 
and  recommendations  to  their  communities. 

In  furthering  these  purposes,  the  District  maintains 
an  office  and  staff  at  477  Essex  Street,  Lawrence, 

Mass . 

Comprehensive  studies  have  been  made  of  the  Lawrence 
sub-region  and  a  comprehensive  plan  and  program 
recommended  for  that  area.   The  District  is  currently 
embarked  on  studies  of  the  Haverhill  sub-region  for 
the  purpose  of  preparing  a  comprehensive  plan  for 
that  area.   When  completed,  the  Haverhill  sub-region 
proposals  will  be  combined  with  a  revision  of  the 
Lawrence  sub-region  proposals  so  as  to  provide  a  uni- 
fied comprehensive  plan  for  the  District. 

Andover  is  represented  on  the  District  Commission  by 
a  member  of  the  Town  Planning  Board . 

CIVIL  DEFENSE  Organized  for  the  purpose  of  developing  plans,  pro- 
grams and  facilities  for  meeting  natural  or  military 
disasters,  the  Andover  Civil  Defense  organization  is 
composed  almost  entirely  of  volunteers.   The  Director 
appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  is  paid  a  token  sum  in 
recognition  of  the  requirements  of  his  office  and 
does  not  reflect  the  time  devoted  to  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  and  responsibilities.   The  Town  has  estab- 
lished and  maintains  a  shelter  program  which  is  fully 
stocked  and  equipped.   The  most  active  elements  of 
the  Civil  Defense  organization  are  Auxiliary  Police 
and  Communications. 

CORNELL  FUND,  TRUSTEES  OF  . . .  These  Trustees  are  chosen  at  a  meeting  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  Town  of  Andover  according  to  the  accept- 
ance by  the  Town  of  a  legacy  of  John  Cornell  which 
read  as  follows:   "To  the  inhabitants  of  Andover, 
aforesaid,  five  thousand  dollars,  in  trust,  the  in- 
come therefrom  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  wood  and 
coal  for  the  worthy  poor  of  said  Andover,  and  said 
fund  to  be  held  by  a  board  of  trustees  chosen  at  a 
meeting  of  said  inhabitants,  and  said  trustees  to 
apportion  said  wood  and  coal."   This  was  accepted  at 
an  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  6,  1893. 
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COUNSEL.  TO'VS"  . 


Town  Counsel  is  appointed  annually  by  the  Town 
Manager  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of 

Selectmen.   Tie  To~  Counsel  must  advise  every  Board 
in  Town  and  every  official  of  the  Town.   In  the  course 
of  the  pasr  year,  every  Town  Board  has  called  upon 
Town  Counsel  for  advice.   The  most  frequent  requests 
cone  from  the  School  Department .  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor, the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
and  the  Town  Manager .   In  some  of  the  cases,  the  re- 
quests for  advice  can  be  answered  orally.   In  most 
cases,  the  answer  must  be  in  written  form. 


The  opinions  cover  all  aspects  of  municipal  law.  and 
range  in  complexity  from  opinions  requiring  a  few 
Minutes  of  study,  to  opinions  requiring  several  days 
of  study. 

Town  Counsel  is  involved  in  litigation  on  behalf  of 
The  Town.   The  types  of  litigation  are  land  damage, 
zoning  violations,  zoning  appeals,  and,  occasionally, 
but  rarely,  probate  matters.   The  litigation  is  occa- 
sioned by  activities  of  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of 
Assessors,  Board  of  Appeals,  the  Police  Department, 
the  Fire  Department,  the  Building  Inspector,  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Town  Meetings . 

As  part  of  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  do- 
main, titles  must  be  searched.   Title  searches  are 
sometimes  involved  in  betterment  assessments  and  tax 
foreclosures . 

Opinions  are  required  on  contracts  for  all  construc- 
tion, and  are  frequently  required  on  School  Department 
contracts . 

Opinions  and  advice  are  requested  with  increasing 
frequency  on  matters  relating  to  collective  bargaining 
and  the  contracts  resulting  from  that  activity. 

Town  Counsel  is  paid  an  annual  salary.   In  addition, 
he  is  paid  for  special  services,  particularly  court 
appearances  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

DEVELOPMENT  &  INDUSTRIAL 

COMMISSION  The  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  is  charged 

with  the  responsibility  of  encouraging  suitable  in- 
dustry to  locate  in  the  Town  of  Andover.   Its  eight 
members  serve  without  compensation  for  four-year 
terms . 


ELECTRICAL  INSPECTION 


engineering 


The  inspection  of  all  electrical  installations  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Electrical  Inspector .   Appointed 
by  the  Town  Manager,  he  issues  permits  for  electrical 
work  and  conducts  inspections  as  required. 

The  Town  Engineer  provides  the  plans,  surveys,  and 
field  layout  for  many  of  the  Town's  projects,  parti- 
cularly in  the  public  works  field.   He  works  with  the 
Planning  Board  in  the  review  of  proposed  subdivision 
plans  and  inspects  the  subdivision  roadway  and  utility 
construction.   He  also  assists  all  other  Town  depart- 
ments in  engineering  matters  and  maintains  the  engi- 
neering matters  and  maintains  the  engineering  records 
of  the  Town. 
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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  Appointed  by  the  Moderator  for  three-year  staggered 

terms,  the  seven-member  FINCOM  functions  as  the 
"watch-dog"  agency  over  Town  finances.   It  receives 
and  makes  recommendations  on  the  Annual  Budget  as 
submitted  by  the  Town  Manager.   It  also  considers 
and  comments  on  all  other  financial  matters  or 
articles  which  comes  before  the  Town  Meeting.   No 
request  for  the  appropriation  of  funds  may  be  con- 
sidered by  a  special  Town  Meeting  without  first  hav- 
ing been  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.   The 
FINCOM  also  controls  the  Reserve  Fund  established  by 
a  Town  Meeting  and  from  which  transfers  may  be  made 
to  meet  situations  unforeseen  at  the  time  of  prepar- 
ation and  adoption  of  the  Annual  Budget. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  The  Fire  Department  is  maintained  to  protect  the 

citizen  against  the  loss  of  life  and  property  by 
fire.   Objectives  of  fire  protection  are  to  prevent 
fire  from  starting;  to  prevent  loss  of  life  and 
property  in  case  fire  does  start;  to  confine  fire  to 
the  place  of  origin;  and  to  extinguish  fire. 

The  Fire  Department  installs,  repairs  and  maintains 
a  coded  fire  alarm  system  comprising  some  three 
million  feet  (3,000,000)  of  wiring,  both  aerial  and 
underground,  and  associated  street  boxes  and  station 
equipment  for  controlling  this  system. 

Ambulance  service  is  also  provided  by  the  department 
for  both  emergency  and  medical  situations  requiring 
the  need  of  this  service . 

The  Department  operates  from  three  station  locali- 
ties -  Andover  Center,  Ballardvale,  West  Andover . 
Its  fifty  (50)  men  use  (6)  six  pieces  of  firefight- 
ing  equipment,  including  a  recently  acquired  1,000 
gallon-per-minute  diesel  powered  pumper. 

Andover 's  fire  insurance  rating  is  B-4. 

GREATER  LAWRENCE  REGIONAL 

VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH 

SCHOOL  Organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 

Massachusetts,  the  Greater  Lawrence  Regional  Voca- 
tional Technical  High  School  is  governed  by  a  seven- 
member  Board  of  Directors  elected  from  the  City  of 
Lawrence  and  the  Towns  of  Methuen,  North  Andover  and 
Andover.   Andover  has  one  representative  on  the 
committee  who  serves  a  three-year  term  of  office 
without  compensation.   The  Town  of  Andover  contri- 
butes to  the  support  of  the  Vocational  School  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  students  attending  from 
Andover . 


HEALTH,  PUBLIC 


The  Board  of  Health  is  comprised  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  for  three-year  terms . 
The  Health  Department  staff  -  full  and  part  time  - 
provides  enrironmental  health  programs,  nuisance 
control,  food  and  milk  sanitation,  disposal  of  gar- 
bage, enforcement  of  Health  rules  and  regulations, 
sanitary  codes,  plumbing  and  gas  codes,  air  pollu- 
tion control,  dispensing  of  biological  supplies  and 
testing  materials,  referral  services  for  crippled 
children  and  others  afflicted  with  chronic  diseases, 
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HIGHWAYS 


Communicable  disease  control,  chest  X-ray  clinics, 
and  health  education  are  among  other  functions  of 
the  Department . 

The  Highway  Department  is  responsible  for  the  main- 
tenance of  approximately  160  miles  of  Town  roadways, 
all  public  drains,  bridges  and  sidewalks.  A  crew  is 
also  assigned  at  the  appropriate  season  to  the  main- 
tenance of  certain  Town  park  areas .  A  vehicle  main- 
tenance facility  is  maintained  at  the  Town  Yard  lo- 
cated on  Lewis  Street .

MANAGER,  TOWN 


The  Andover  Housing  Authority  is  an  independent 
agency  of  the  Town  having  five  members  with  one  mem- 
ber appointed  by  the  State  and  the  other  four 
elected  by  the  voters  for  three-year  terms.   The 
Authority  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  a 
low  rent  Housing  Development  and  one  facility  for 
the  elderly. 

The  Town's  insurance  program  is  administered  by  the 
Town  Manager.   He  is  advised  by  an  Insurance 
Committee  composed  of  resident  insurance  agents  or 
agencies.   Insurance  is  placed  on  the  basis  of  low 
bid  for  the  coverages  required  by  the  Town.   At  the 
present  time,  the  Town's  insurance  program  is  under- 
written by  a  single  agency  in  the  form  of  several 
master  policies.   Commissions  are  paid  directly  to 
the  one  agency  and  are  shared  in  accordance  with  a 
formula  established  by  the  committee. 

The  Town  of  Andover  operates  a  landfill  fifteen 
acres  in  size.   Town  residents  and  businesses  have 
access  to  the  site  at  no  charge  but  are  required  to 
obtain  a  facility  sticker  from  the  Andover  Police 
Department .   The  dumping  of  garbage  or  other  organic 
waste  is  not  permitted. 

The  Memorial  Hall  Library  was  built  in  1872  and 
added  to  in  1926,  1960  and  1966.   Its  seven-member 
Board  of  Trustees  is  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  for  staggered 
terms  of  seven  years .   The  Library  supplies  reading 
for  information  and  recreation  for  all  ages.   It 
answers  questions.   It  owns  77,231  books,  300  maga- 
zines and  newspapers,  82  framed  prints,  1,365  re- 
cordings, 206  slides  and  film  strips.   Through  a 
film  cooperative,  it  loans  16  mm  sound  films  to 
community  groups .   Materials  borrowed  in  1967 
totalled  12,525. 

The  Town  Manager  is  the  chief  administrative  officer 
of  the  Town  of  Andover.   His  powers  and  duties  are 
spelled  out  in  detail  in  the  Town  Charter  adopted 
by  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Andover  in  1957.   He 
appoints  and  supervises  all  town  employees,  boards 
and  committees,  except  those  officials  who  are 
elected  or  appointed  by  the  Finance  Committee,  Mod- 
erator, Board  of  Selectmen  and  School  Committee. 
These  appointments  are  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.   He  is  the  Purchasing  Agent 
for  the  Town.   He  is  also  the  Town's  chief  fiscal 
officer  which  position  includes  responsibilities 
for  the  preparation  of  the  Town's  Annual  Budget .The 
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Town  Manager  is  also  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
and  repair  of  all  Town  property  except  schools.   He 
is  also  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
the  supervision  of  all  construction,  reconstruction, 
alterations  and  improvements  of  all  public  buildings, 
including  schools. 


PARKS 


PLANNING  BOARD 


A  division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  main- 
tains several  play  areas  in  the  Town  of  Andover. 
These  include  the  playstead  and  the  several  Little 
League  fields  throughout  the  Town  including  South 
School  and  Sanborn  School.   The  division  also  main- 
tains the  Park  which  is  located  in  front  of  the  East 
Junior  High  School.   During  the  winter  months,  the 
personnel  of  the  division  is  transferred  to  Highways 
and  performs  normal  maintenance  duties  including 
snow  removal  and  ice  control.   Park  personnel  do  not 
maintain  recreation  areas  which  are  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Recreation  Department. 

ThePlanning  Board,  consisting  of  five  unpaid  members, 
appointed  for  five=year  terms,  was  established  under 
the  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  81 A  to  81 J, 
which  outlines  its  authority  and  duties,  by  requiring 
that  the  Board  (1)  make  studies  and  plans  and  submit 
them  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  (2)  make  an  annual 
report,  (3)  make  a  master  plan  and,  (4)  pass  on  sub- 
division plans. 

The  preparation  of  a  master  plan  or  study  plan  is  a 
primary  function  which  includes  studies  of  popula- 
tion, circulation,  land  use,  community  facilities, 
open  space,  recreational,  highways  and  streets, 
school  land,  residential,  commercial  and  industrial 
development  and  inventory  of  existing  municipal 
facilities.   Using  the  Master  Plan  as  a  guide,  sub- 
sequent actions  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  subdivi- 
sion, street  layout,  or  any  other  type  development 
are  judged  and  compared  according  to  its  recommenda- 
tions . 

The  Board  is  required  to  consider  and  advise  on 
municipal  improvements,  and  report  two  weeks  prior 
to  Selectmen's  action  on  plans  for  laying  out,  ex- 
tending, discontinuing  or  changing  the  limits  of  any 
way,  street,  public  park  or  square,  any  purchase  of 
land  for  the  site  of  public  building,  plans  for  the 
location,  erection  or  alteration  of  public  buildings. 
TheBoard  projects  land  use  changes,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  40A,  Section  6.   It  shall  report 
fully  to  the  annual  town  meeting,  giving  information 
regarding  the  condition  of  the  town  and  any  plans  or 
proposals  for  its  development  and  estimates  of  the 
cost  thereof,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  furnish  a 
copy  of  its  report  to  the  division  of  planning  of 
the  Department  of  Commerce.   The  Board  shall  elect 
annually  a  chairman  and  clerk  from  among  its  own 
number,  and  may  employ  experts  and  clerical  and  other 
assistants . 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Police  services  are  provided  by  a  twenty-eight  member 
uniformed  police  force  including  the  Chief.   Two 
civilians  perform  maintenance  and  clerical  tasks  and 
ten  school  crossing  guards  protect  school  children 
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at  various  crossings  within  the  town.   The  depart- 
ment operates  four  patrol  cars,  three  of  which  are 
equipped  for  use  as  ambulances,  carrying  stretch- 
ers, first  aid  equipment,  and  respirators.   An  un- 
marked sedan  and  a  compact  vehicle  used  by  the 
Sergeant  Inspector  make  up  the  balance  of  the  de- 
partment's vehicles.  Police  headquarters  are  lo- 
cated in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  with  the  en- 
trance located  on  Barnard  Street. 


PUNCHARD  FREE  SCHOOL,  TRUSTEES . .According  to  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Benjamin 

Punchard,  chief  benefactor,  the  Punchard  Free 
School  was  to  be  under  the  direction  of  eight 
Trustees,  the  rector  of  Christ  Church  to  be  one, 
the  ministers  of  the  South  Parish  and  West  Parish 
Churches  and  the  remaining  five  to  be  chosen  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Andover,  two  of  whom 
were  to  be  from  Christ  Church  Parish,  two  from  the 
South  Parish  Society  and  one  from  the  West  Parish 
Society . 


RECREATION 


The  Recreation  Department  was  established  in  1962 
by  employing  the  first  full  time  Director.   Pre- 
viously recreation  programming  had  been  a  part- 
time  and  seasonable  activity  administered  by  a 
Recreation  Board.   The  Director  is  responsible  to 
the  Manager.   He  is  responsible  for  a  year-round 
program  of  activities,  maintenance  and  development 
with  emphasis  on  playgrounds  and  a  swimming  program 
in  the  Summer  and  ice  rink  maintenance  in  the 
Winter.   In  addition  to  five  playgrounds  and  the 
swimming  area,  the  Town  acquired  a  43  acre  tract  of 
land  adjacent  to  Pomps  Pond  in  1963  for  park  devel- 
opment.  In  September  of  1963  a  second  full-time 
employee  was  hired  to  maintain  buildings,  grounds 
and  equipment  used  by  the  Department.   TheDirector 
and  Maintenance  Man  depend  on  assistance  from  over 
50  part-time  and  seasonal  employees,  contractors, 
employees  of  other  municipal  departments  and  vol- 
unteers . 


RETIREMENT 


SCHOOLS 


The  Andover  Retirement  System  is  organized  in 
accordance  with  State  Statutes  and  Regulations.  It 
is  administered  by  a  three-member  Board  with  the 
Town  Accountant  serving  as  an  ex-officio  member. 
Andover  member  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  with 
the  third  member  elected  by  the  employees  covered 
under  the  Retirement  System.   The  benefits  paid  to 
retired  employees  are  established  by  State  regula- 
tion.  The  Town's  annual  contribution  to  the  sys- 
tem is  mandated  also  by  the  State. 

Elected  for  three  year  terms  of  office,  the  five- 
member  School  Committee  is  responsible  for  admin- 
istering the  educational  system  of  the  Town  of 
Andover.   It  appoints  a  Superintendent  and  such 
other  Assistants  as  may  be  required  from  time  to 
time.   At  the  present  time,  there  is  an  Assistant 
Superintendent  for  elementary  education  and  a 
Supervisor  of  General  Services  and  Business  Mana- 
ger for  the  school  system  in  addition  to  the 
Superintendent.   There  are  six  elementary,  one 
junior  high  and  one  senior  high  school  in  Andover. 
The  School  Department  is  autonomous  as  far  as 
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SELECTMEN,  BOARD  OF 


financial  matters  are  concerned  and  as  they  relate  to 
operation  of  the  school  system.   The  Town  Meeting, 
though  asked  to  approve  the  annual  school  budget,  has 
the  legal  authority  to  approve  or  reject  new  build- 
ings and  the  funds  necessary  for  their  construction 
only.   The  School  Committee  members  serve  without 
compensation.   A  new  elementary  school  is  under  con- 
struction and  another  in  the  design  stage. 

The  five-member  Board  of  Selectmen  is  the  Town's 
licensing  authority  and  a  supervising  agency  in  terms 
of  overseeing  the  implementation  of  policies  adopted 
by  the  Town  Meeting.   It  appoints  the  Town  Accountant, 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  Planning  Board  of  Appeals, 
officers  and  registrars  of  voters  and  the  Town  Manager. 
The  Board  is  responsible  for  supervising  the  Town 
Manager  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  and 
responsibilities.   All  appointments  by  the  Town  Mana- 
ger are  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board.   Its  most 
significant  role  is  that  of  recommending  policy  to 
the  Town  Meeting,  especially  on  matters  relating  to 
community  development.   Selectmen  are  elected  to 
three-year  terms  of  office. 


SEWERS 


.The  Town  of  Andover  maintains  a  sanitary  sewer  system 
with  approximately  2,400  connections  to  residences  and 
other  uses.   The  system  consists  of  approximately  78 
miles  of  sewer  mains.   Approximately  30%  of  the  Town's 
area  is  covered  by  the  system  and  approximately  50% 
of  the  population  of  the  Town  is  served.   With  the  ex- 
ception of  a  small  treatment  facility  in  Ballardvale, 
all  sewage  is  dumped  untreated  into  the  Merrimack 
River  .

TAX  COLLECTOR 


TAXES  -  STATE  AND  COUNTY 


.Spring  Grove  Cemetery  was  established  by  a  vote  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1871.   It  contains  approximate- 
ly fifty-seven  acres  of  land  of  which  some  ten  acres 
remain  undeveloped.   The  cemetery  has  been  planned  and 
developed  to  retain  its  great  natural  beauty.   There 
are  1,773  lots  in  the  cemetery.   There  are  an  average 
of  eighty  interments  per  year. 

Care  and  custody  of  cemetery  funds  earmarked  for  per- 
petual care  of  grave  sites  is  the  responsibility  of  a 
five-member  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Town 
Manager  for  three-year  terms  of  office.   The  Trustees 
are  unpaid. 

In  actuality,  the  so-called  "Tax"  Collector  is  the 
Town  Collector  and  has  the  legal  authority  to  receive 
all  town  monies  including  taxes,  departmental  service 
charges,  water  bills,  and  other  similar  town  receipts. 
He  is  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  for  an  indefinite 
term  of  office.   The  Collector  prepares  certificates 
of  municipal  liens  and  betterment  discharges. 

The  Town  of  Andover ' s  taxpayers  are  required  by  law 
to  meet  tax  assessments  levied  by  the  County  of  Essex 
and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.   County  ser- 
vices are  principally  the  maintenance  of  a  court 
system  and  Registry  of  Deeds.   The  annual  County  Bud- 
get is  enacted  by  the  General  Court  of  the  Common- 
wealth.  In  effect,  the  taxpayers  of  Essex  County  have 
no  direct  choice  in  the  preparation,  adoption  or  exe- 
cution of  the  budget.   The  Commonwealth  levies  a  tax 
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TAXES  -  STATE  AND  COUNTY  -  Cont.   against  property  owners  principally  for  the  sup- 
port of  State  recreation  areas.   This  also  is  a  tax 
levied  without  direct  control  by  the  State's  tax- 
payers . 

TOWLE  FUND  Margaret  Grindell  Towle ,  a  resident  of  Andover  for 

many  years,  bequeathed  to  the  Town  the  rest  and  resi- 
due of  her  estate  to  be  held  as  a  permanent  trust 
fund,  the  income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  the  assist- 
ance or  procurement  of  assistance  for  worthy  persons 
residing  within  the  Town  who  "may  be  in  need  of  aid, 
comfort  or  support  on  account  of  old  age,  disability 
or  unemployment.   No  person  receiving  such  aid  shall 
be  subject  to  any  obligation  to  reimburse  said  Town 
for  any  moneys  or  benefits  received."   This  generous 
gift  was  formally  accepted  by  the  Town  at  an  Ad- 
journed Town  Meeting  held  March  13,  1961. 

The  fund  is  administered  by  a  board  of  three  trustees 
appointed  by  the  Town  Manager.   The  Town  Treasurer  is 
the  custodian  of  the  fund.   As  of  December  31,  1967, 
the  principal  of  the  fund  amounted  to  $343,843.99 
and  the  available  income  $22,953.88. 

TOWN  CLERK  The  Town  Clerk  is  the  custodian  of  all  official  Town 

records.   He  keeps  the  minutes  of  the  several  Town 
Meetings.   He  maintains  all  vital  statistics  records. 
He  functions  as  clerk  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
especially  in  its  role  as  the  Town  Licensing  Authori- 
ty.  He  is  also  the  supervisor  of  all  elections.   He 
registers  voters  and  maintains  the  voting  lists.   He 
issues  marriage,  hunting  and  fishing,  and  dog  licen- 
ses . 

TOWN  MEETING  The  Town  Meeting  is  the  legislative  and,  therefore, 

the  policy-making  body  for  the  Town  of  Andover.   Its 
members  consist  of  all  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
Town.   It  convenes  at  least  annually  in  March  to 
elect  the  Town's  municipal  officers  -  Moderator, 
Selectmen,  School  Committee  members,  Greater  Lawrence 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  Committee 
member,  elected  Trustees  of  the  Punchard  Free  School, 
Andover  Housing  Authority,  and  Trustees  of  the  Cornell 
Fund,  as  their  terms  expire.   An  extension  of  the 
regular  Annual  Town  Meeting  or  an  "adjourned"  meeting 
occurring  within  one  week  of  election  adopts  the 
annual  budget,  makes  all  other  appropriations  and 
enacts  by-laws.   It  convenes  in  special  sessions  upon 
call  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  consider  and  to  act 
upon  matters  which  require  immediate  attention  and 
presumably  could  not  be  postponed  until  the  regular 
Town  Meeting. 

TOWN  TREASURER  The  Town  Treasurer  is  the  custodian  of  all  Town  funds. 

The  position  is  charged  with  receiving  for  custodial 
purposes  all  of  the  monies  due  the  Town  and  disburses 
them  in  accordance  with  warrants  signed  by  the  Town 
Accountant  and  Town  Manager.   Bid  deposits  and  Per- 
formance Bonds  on  Town  contracts  are  held  by  the 
Treasurer.   The  Treasurer  is  also  required  to  execute 
notes  and  bonds  for  borrowed  money  and  to  receive  and 
disburse  trust  funds  in  accordance  with  powers 
granted  to  said  Treasurer.   The  office  is  also  re- 
sponsible for  the  disbursement  of  Retirement  funds, 
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TOWN  TREASURER  -  Cont the  maintenance  of  Tax  Title  Accounts  and  the  processing 

of  their  redemption  or  their  foreclosure.   Tax  Title 
sales  also  fall  within  the  purview  of  the  Treasurer. 
The  investment  of  all  revenue  and  non-revenue,  surplus 
or  idle  funds,  is  one  of  the  more  important  and  lesser 
known  duties  of  the  Treasurer. 


TREES 


VETERANS'  SERVICES 


WATER , 


The  responsibility  of  the  maintenance  and  preservation 
of  Andover's  public  shade  trees  is  that  of  the  Tree 
Department.   Pruning,  cabling,  planting, spraying  and 
removal  of  trees  are  some  of  the  duties  involved  in 
discharging  this  responsibility.   Tree  trimming  for 
electrical  and  telephone  wires  and  the  laying  out  of 
utility  pole  and  underground  services  are  supervised 
and  inspected  by  the  Department.   The  major  task  of  the 
Department  is  the  control  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease.   In 
addition  the  Department  is  responsible  for  an  annual 
spraying  program  for  the  suppression  of  certain  insect 
pests.   This  program  does  not  include  mosquito  spraying. 
This  is  a  private  responsibility. 

The  Veterans'  Services  Department  is  operated  under 
Chapter  115,  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  financial  assistance,  when  needed, 
and  after  full  investigation,  to  war-time,  and  under 
legislation  passed  in  1966,  to  some  peace-time  veterans, 
their  families,  dependents  or  survivors  because  of 
sickness,  hospitalization,  unemployment  or  old  age. 

Andover's  principal  source  of  water  supply  and  storage 
is  Haggetts  Pond  and  its  watershed  area.   In  addition, 
the  Town  draws  upon  one  ground  well,  the  Abbot  Well 
located  on  Andover  Street. 


WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 


Supplementing  Haggetts  Pond  storage  are  the  Wood  Hill 
Tank  with  a  capacity  of  one  million  gallons  and  the 
Bancroft  and  Prospect  Hill  Reservoirs  holding  6  and  .8 
million  gallons  respectively. 

Haggetts  Pond  and  the  three  wells  are  capable  of  pro- 
ducing a  safe  daily  supply  of  approximately  2.5  to  3 
million  gallons.   Water  usage  ranges  from  2  to  more  than 
4  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  Town  of  Andover  employes  the  services  of  a  part- 
time  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.   He  is  responsible 
for  the  checking  of  all  weighing  and  measuring  devices 
in  the  Town  of  Andover.   These  include  scales  and  gaso- 
line pumps.   He  is  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  and 
serves  an  indefinite  term  of  office. 


WELFARE 


The  administration  of  the  Public  Assistance  program  in 
the  Town  of  Andover  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Welfare 
Department.   It  is  assisted  in  the  discharge  of  its 
duties  and  responsibilities  by  a  three-member  Board  of 
PublicWelf are  whose  members  are  appointed  by  the  Town 
Manager  for  three-year  terms  and  serve  without  compen- 
sation.  All  employees  of  the  Welfare  Department  are 
Civil  Service  appointees.   The  programs  offered  by  the 
department  are  those  required  by  the  State  and  fall 
under  two  general  headings  -  General  Relief,  or  what  has 
been  referred  to  in  the  past  as  "charities"  and  made 
available  on  a  temporary  basis  to  the  Town's  less  for- 
tunate citizens  who  are  unable  to  provide  the  necessi- 
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WELFARE  -  Cont. 


ties  of  life,  and  Categorical  Relief  which  includes 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Medical  Aid  to  the  Aged,, 
Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  the  Permanent  Totally 
Disabled.   All  programs  are  regulated  closely  by  the 
State  Department  of  Welfare  both  in  terms  of  scope 
and  eligibility.   The  Town  received  reimbursements 
to  the  extent  of  approximately  50%  of  funds  expended 
for  the  several  welfare  programs. 

The  State  will  take  over  the  administration  of 
welfare  on  July  1,  1968.

An  Act  establishing  a  selectmen-town  manager  plan 
for  the  town  of  andover. 


Section  6.  Appointment  of  Town  Manager.  —  The  select- 
men shall  appoint,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  first  town 
election  following  acceptance  of  this  act  or  after  the  occur- 
rence of  any  vacancy,  for  a  term  of  five  years,  a  town  man- 
ager who  shall  be  a  person  especially  fitted  by  education, 
training  and  previous  full-time  paid  experience  in  a  responsi- 
ble administrative  position  in  municipal  government,  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office.  The  town  manager  shall  be 
appointed  without  regard  to  his  political  beliefs.  He  need 
•not  be  a  resident  of  the  town  when  appointed,  but  shall  be. 
a  resident  of  the  town  during  his  term  of  office.  He  may  be 
appointed  for  successive  terms  of  office.  No  holder  of  elec- 
tive office  in  the  town  shall  within  five  j^ears  of  holding  such 
office  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  town  manager.  Before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  the  town  manager  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  and  impartial  performance  thereof 
by  the  town  clerk,  or  by  a  justice  of  the  peace.  He  shall 
execute  a  bond  in  favor  of  the  town  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  in  such  sum  and  with  such  surety  or 
sureties  as  may  be  fixed  or  approved  by  the  selectmen,  the 
premium  for  said  bond  to  be  paid  by  the  town.

To  the  Citizens  of  Andover: 

The  Town  of  Andover  is  just  completing  its  first  10  years'  ex- 
perience with  the  Town  Manager  form  of  government .   There  are 
those,  of  course,  who  long  for  the  old  days  and  there  are  those 
who  have  other  points  of  view  -  some  vivid  -  some  irate.   As 
one  of  two  Selectmen  who  have  held  office  during  all  of  those 
ten  years,  from  my  vantage  point  the  effective  features  of  this 
form  of  government  far  outweigh  the  difficulties. 

This  message  is,  however,  not  intended  to  defend  or  to  justify 
the  method  of  government .   It  is  rather  a  plea  to  the  voters 
and  hence  town  meeting  members  to  bring  careful  judgment  to 
bear  on  this  our  tenth  town  meeting.   The  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Finance  Committee,  the  School  Committee  as  well  as  the  Town 
Manager  have  spent  long  hours  examining  the  budget  in  an  attempt 
to  keep  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate  as  minimal  as  possible. 

For,  let  no  one  be  misled!   The  costs  of  goods  and  personal  ser- 
vices have  increased  and  are  increasing  and  if  we  demand,  as  we 
do,  efficient  and  effective  services  -  schools,  police  and  fire 
protection,  snow  removal,  garbage  disposal,  sewer,  water  and 
debt  service  and  all  the  myriad  functions  of  town  government, 
then  we  must  be  willing  to  pay  for  them.   Your  municipal  offi- 
cials -  all  of  whom  are  taxpayers  -  are  conscious  of  the  impact 
of  the  real  estate  tax  which  is  overly  burdensome  and  realize 
fully  that  until  the  State  and  Federal  governments  come  to  the 
rescue,  we  are  very  nearly  on  our  own! 

I  urge  all  to  come  to  the  open  warrant  hearing,  but  especially 
to  the  Town  Meeting  with  as  open  and  unprejudiced  minds  as  possi- 
ble. 

Your  officials,  of  course,  will  abide  by  the  decision  made  on  the 
8th  of  March  and  be  guided  by  them.   May  those  decisions  be  made 
with  considered  judgment  and  understanding.

Town    Meeting 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  on 
July  31  drew  such  a  crowd 
(more  than  3,000  voters) 


If  the  past  year  were  required  to  be  described 
in  a  single  and  most  apt  term,  it  would  have  to  be 
THE  YEAR  OF  THE  TOWN  MEETING. 

It  all  began  with  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
in  March  which  required  four  (4)  sessions  in  or- 
der to  complete  its  business.  A  Special  Town 
Meeting  on  31  July  drew  such  a  crowd  (more  than 
3,000  voters)  that  the  meeting  had  to  be  post- 
poned to  the  following  evening  and  its  location 
changed  from  the  traditional  Memorial 
Auditorium  at  the  East  Junior  High  School  to  the 
gymnasium  and  cage  at  Phillips  Academy  where 
more  than  2,000  convened.  Finally,  the  first 
regularly  scheduled  Special  Town  Meeting  re- 
quired as  a  result  of  the  1967  Town  Meeting 
having  voted  a  by-law  calling  for  such  a  meeting 
on  the  first  Monday  in  October  was  held.  What  of 
the  business  transacted  at  these  meetings? 
Ma  rch 

Some  4,179  ballots  were  cast  at  the  March 
election  with  Selectmen  Roger  W.  Collins  and 
William  Stewart  being  re-elected  to  office  along 
with  incumbent  School  Committee  Women  Mrs. 
Virginia  Cole  and  William  King.  The  business 
sessions  appropriated  $10,442,325.85  for  the  regu- 
lar budget  and  other  special  items.  The  Town 
Meeting  refused  to  abandon  the  Town  Hall  pro- 
ject and  to  transfer  the  funds  appropriated  for 
this  project  in  1965  to  the  Public  Safety  Center 
Building  and  school  building  programs.  By  a  vote 
of  614  to  7,  approval  was  given  to  the  Town  of 
Andover  becoming  a  member  of  the  Greater 
Lawrence  Sanitary  District,  a  move  that  will  re- 
sult in  the  saving  by  the  Town  of  more  than  $1 
Million  for  sewage  treatment  facilities  required 
by  both  the  State  and  Federal  governments. 


In  addition  to  the  operating  budget  approved 
for  schools,  funds  were  appropriated  for  other 
school  projects  or  programs.  These  included 
$400,000.00  for  the  repair  of  the  East  Junior  High 
School;  $175,000.00  for  furnishings  and  equip- 
ment for  the  Bancroft  Elementary  School;  fenc- 
ing for  the  Senior  High  School  costing  an  estimat- 
ed $40,500.00 ;  and  $40,000.00  for  repairs  to  cer- 
tain playfields  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

Acquisition  of  the  Playhouse  property  on 
Essex  Street  was  turned  down  although  a  simple 
majority  of  the  Town  Meeting  members  favored 
the  proposal  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  A 
2/3  majority  vote  was  required.  Overwhelming 
approval  of  a  plan  for  the  sewering  of  the  West 
Andover  Industrial  Area  costing  an  estimated 
$1,581,000.00  was  forthcoming  with  the  stipula- 
tion that  no  funds  be  expended  until  a  suitable 
industry  located  in  the  area  having  sufficient  as- 
sessed value  for  tax  purposes  to  pay  the  cost  of 
the  project. 

Creation  of  a  Town  Industrial  Development 
Authority  was  also  approved  to  be  used  if  neces- 
sary to  attract  or  retain  a  desirable  industry. 
Acquisition  of  additional  conservation  land  off 
Highplain  Road  and  bordering  Haggetts  Pond 
as  recommended  by  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion and  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
received  a  "yes"  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

Two  (2)  significant  amendments  to  the 
Zoning  By-Law  were  also  approved.  These  involv- 
ed the  strengthening  of  the  Town's  soil  removal 
regulations  and  the  creation  of  an  Office  Park 
zone  but  applied  to  no  specific  area  of  the  Town 
as  yet. 

Certainly  one  of  the  more  lively  portions  of 
the  Town  Meeting  revolved  around  the  Leash 
Law  By-Law  which  came  before  the  Town  Meet- 
ing by  private  petition.  There  were  more  people 
in  attendance  at  this  session  than  there  were  per- 
sent  at  the  previous  meeting  several  nights  before 
when  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  use  of  Free  Cash 
to  reduce  the  tax  rate  and  in  effect,  to  set  the  tax 
rate.  After  considerable  debate  which  ran  the 
spectrum  of  the  very  serious  to  the  utterly  ab- 
surd, the  Town  Meeting  approved  the  by-law 
by  the  slim  vote  of  257  to  253.  Unfortunately, 
funds  were  not  voted  to  enforce  the  new  and 
tough  law,  a  defect  which  may  be  corrected  at  the 
1969  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
July  -  August 

This  meeting  was  called   by  the  Board     of 
Selectmen  for  31  July  to  consider  the  rezoning  of 


some  185  acres  on  land  located  west  of  Route  93 
and  south  of  Lowell  Street  from  residential  to  in- 
dustrial in  order  to  permit  the  Ratheon  Company 
to  construct  a  $10  —  $20  Million  manufacturing 
and  office  facility  to  replace  the  company's  pre- 
sent plant  in  Shawsheen.  Funds  were  also  re- 
quested for  limited  street,  water  and  sewer  im- 
provements to  service  the  site.  Because  of  the 
overwhelming  response  by  voters  attending  the 
meeting  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  Memorial 
Auditorium,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to 
Phillips  Academy  on  August  1st.  The  combined 
efforts  of  Academy  officials,  Town  Clerk,  Town 
Manager  and  other  Town  officials  and  employee 
resulted  in  one  of  the  most  successful  meetings 
ever  conducted  in  the  Town  of  Andover  from  the 
standpoint  of  logistics  alone.  Voters  gave  approval 
to  all  of  the  matters  presented  by  a  majority  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee. 
October 

The  principal  matter  considered  and  ap- 
proved by  the  October  meeting  was  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $2.25  Million  for  the  construction  of  a 
major  addition  to  the  West  Elementary  School. 


Finance  Committee 


Employment  of  a  full  time  pur- 
chasing agent. 


Despite  aggressive  efforts  to  reduce  the  1968 
town  expense  requirements,  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee found  itself  in  a  position  of  recommending  a 
financial  program  for  1968  that  resulted  in  a  tax 
increase  of  $6.00  per  $1,000.  assessed  valuation  or 
an  increase  from  $25.00  to  $31.00.  The  Fin  Corn's 
batting  average  continued  to  be  very  high  with 
very  few  of  its  recommendations  being  rejected 
by  the  Town  Meeting.  Among  the  more  signifi- 
cant negative  recommendations  by  the  Finance 


Committee  were  the  acquisition  of  additional 
sidewalk  plows,  the  employment  of  a  full  time 
Town  Purchasing  Agent  and  the  construction  of 
the  Town  Public  Safety  Center  as  conceived  in 
March  1968.  Town  Meeting  saw  fit  to  overrule  the 
Finance  Committee  in  only  a  few  areas  such  as 
the  acquisition  of  a  snow  blower  and  the  entire 
budget  request  of  the  local  Council  on  Aging. 

Town  Meeting  also  approved  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Finance  Committee  that  some 
$843,310.  in  Free  Cash  be  used  in  order  to  reduce 
the  tax  rate,  the  largest  amount  ever  used  for  this 
purpose.  This  position  was  not  supported  by  either 
a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  the  Town 
Manager  but  was  supported  by  the  Town  Meet- 
ing. 

The  Finance  Committee  gave  its  stamp  of 
approval  to  the  money  items  considered  at  the  31 
July  Special  Town  Meeting  which  were  necessary 
to  support  the  plans  of  the  Raytheon  Company 
for  the  construction  of  its  Ten  to  Twenty  Million 
Dollar  manufacturing  and  office  facility  on  Lowell 
Street.  These  approvals  were  in  the  amount  of 
some  $350,000.  for  water,  sewer  and  street  im- 
provements. 

Favorable  action  by  the  regularly  scheduled 
October  Town  Meeting  for  the  construction  of  a 
$2.25  Million  addition  to  the  West  Elementary 
School  was  also  supported  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. Fin  Com  and  Town  Meeting  approval  were 
also  given  to  a  $40,000.  allocation  for  a  Federal 
Grant  Application  for  audio  visual  materials  and 
facilities  at  the  East  Junior  High  School. 

As  part  of  the  routine  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, some  $12,520.67  in  transfers  from  the  Re- 
serve Fund  were  made  for  items  which  occurred 
during  the  1968  year  but  which  were  not  antici- 
pated at  the  time  of  preparation  and  adoption  of 
the  1968  budget.  The  following  represent  some  of 
the  larger  transfers : 

$2,318.32  for  sewer  main    repairs    on    High 
Street 

$1,500.00  for  repairs  to  Town  Fire  Truck 

$3,000.00  for    additional    expense    resulting 
from  the  31  July  Special  Town  Meeting 

$1,400.00  for  repair  of  damages  to  police  car 

$1,600.00  for  premature  baby  care 

$1,549.45  for  interest  on  short  term  debt. 

Of  the  above  totals,  some  $2,007.88  was  re- 
turned to  the  Reserve  Fund.  Thus,  the  Finance 
Committee  in  1968  enjoyed  a  very  favorable  ex- 
perience in  terms  of  transfers  from  the  $45,000. 
Reserve  Fund. 


Board  of  Selectmen 


After  many  years  of  delay  the 
second  stage  of  Rogers  Brook 
was  undertaken. 


It  would  be  well  nigh  impossible  to  chronicle 
all  of  the  events  of  the  past  year  in  which  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  was  involved.  The  Board  met 
regularly  some  twenty-four  times  and  had  twenty- 
seven  special  meetings  as  well  as  innumerable 
conferences  and  work  sessions  in  overseeing  the 
affairs  of  the  town  during  the  past  year.  A  great 
deal  of  the  work  of  the  Board  is  routine  but 
necessary  and  time-consuming.  Some  eleven  gra- 
vel permit  hearings  were  conducted,  two  liquor 
violation  hearings  and  three  "Hatch  Act"  hear- 
ings were  held.  There  were,  nevertheless,  several 
significant  decisions  made  by  the  Board  during 
the  past  year,  the  consequences  of  which  will  be 
felt  for  some  time  to  come. 

After  more  than  three  years  of  effort  the 
Board  was  successful  in  working  with  officials  of 
the  City  of  Lawrence  and  the  Towns  of  North 
Andover  and  Methuen  in  developing  a  Greater 
Lawrence  Sanitary  District  in  order  to  eliminate 
the  present  practice  of  dumping  raw  sewage  into 
the  Merrimack  River.  Legislation  was  introduced 
by  area  legislators  of  the  General  Court  with  all 
communities  accepting  the  enabling  legislation  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  town's  representative  on 
the  Sanitary  District  Board  is  Donald  C.  Bassett, 
Water  and  Sewer  Superintendent. 

The  Board  also  met  successfully  a  critical 
transportation  crisis  which  developed  as  a  result 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Author- 
ity taking  over  the  operations  of  the  Eastern  Mas- 
sachusetts Street  Railway  Company,  bus  carriers 
within  the  Greater  Lawrence  area  as  well  as  from 
Andover  to  Boston.  It  was  necessary  for  the  town 
to  subsidize  the  MBTA  service  for  three  months 
because  of  the  area  communities'  inability  to  find 
a  private  carrier  to  assume  the  responsibility  for 


the  service.  After  a  great  deal  of  work  and  any 
number  of  frustrations  the  Selectmen,  along  with 
their  counterparts  in  Methuen,  Lawrence,  and 
North  Andover  licensed  the  Trombly  Motor  Coach 
Service  of  Andover  to  operate  busses  over  routes 
previously  maintained  by  the  MBTA.  The  service 
is  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  communities 
involved.  At  the  writing  of  this  report  the  Trom- 
bly Company  has  been  able  to  provide  very  ade- 
quate bus  service  to  all  communities  with  every 
promise  that  this  will  continue  in  the  foreseeable 
future. 

After  many  years  of  delay  the  second  stage 
of  Rogers  Brook  was  undertaken  and  completed 
in  1968.  This  project  picked  up  at  Main  and  Bar- 
nard Streets,  went  to  Bartlet  Street,  and  across 
the  park,  terminating  at  Whittier  Street.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  installation  of  an  eight-foot  diameter 
reinforced  concrete  pipe  following  this  route, 
several  smaller  and  essential  drain  laterals  were 
installed  which  will  provide  more  adequate  drain- 
age for  Main  and  Chestnut  Streets.  The  Town  had 
appropriated  $180,000  as  its  50  c/c  share  of  the 
project  cost,  and  it  appears  that  some  of  this 
money  will  be  returned  in  1969  when  final  costs 
are  determined.  It  would  appear  at  long  last  that 
the  chronic  problem  of  flooding  below  Whittier 
Street  has  been  eliminated. 

Water,  sewer,  and  street  improvements  to  the 
Lowell  Junction  area  represented  another  under- 
taking in  1968  in  conjunction  with  the  Gillette 
Toiletries  Company  project  in  Lowell  Junction 
along  US  Route  93.  By  the  end  of  the  year  most 
of  the  work  was  completed  at  least  to  the  extent 
of  the  services  being  available  for  use  with  only 
clean-up  remaining  for  1969. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  noteworthy,  if  not 
shattering,  events  in  the  past  year  was  the  re- 
quest on  behalf  of  the  Raytheon  Company  of  An- 
dover for  the  rezoning  of  approximately  one  hun- 
dred acres  of  residential  land  east  of  and  abutting 
US  93  south  of  Lowell  Street  to  industrial.  The 
company  indicated  that  its  facility  in  Shawsheen 
had  reached  a  point  where  it  was  no  longer  suit- 
able for  the  operations  of  the  company,  and  as  a 
consequence  it  would  be  necessary  for  a  new  faci- 
lity to  be  constructed,  preferably  on  the  site  cho- 
sen by  the  company  in  West  Andover.  A  Special 
Town  Meeting  was  called  by  the  Board  for  31 
July  1968,  but  because  of  the  largest  turnout  for  a 
Town  Meeting  in  the  history  of  the  town,  (more 

than  3,000)  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to  1  Au- 
gust. The  town  voted  by  considerably  more  than 


the  two-thirds  majority  vote  required  for  zoning 
matters  to  rezone  the  acreage  chosen  by  the  Ray- 
theon Company  for  its  expansion.  A  court  suit 
was  instituted  by  abutters  challenging  the  action 
of  the  Town  Meeting.  A  Superior  Court  ruling 
upheld  the  action  of  the  town,  but  this  too  was 
appealed  to  the  State  Supreme  Court.  At  the  writ- 
ing of  this  report  the  suit  has  been  withdrawn, 
and  the  Raytheon  Company  is  proceeding  with 
plans  for  the  construction  of  a  ten  to  twenty  mil- 
lion dollar  office  and  manufacturing  facility,  with 
work  anticipated  to  begin  in  the  spring  of  1969. 

Among  the  other  matters  considered  by  the 
Board  was  the  appointment  of  Jerome  Andrews 
as  a  full  member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and 
William  V.  Emmons  as  an  associate  member  of 
the  Board.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  also  approved 
the  payment  of  $34,600  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
adjacent  to  the  West  Elementary  School  in  order 
to  permit  the  expansion  of  the  school.  The  Board 


also  confirmed  the  appointment  by  the  Town 
Manager  of  five  task  force  committees :  Senior 
High  School  Auditorium,  Solid  Waste  Disposal, 
Traffic,  Street  Lighting,  and  Tidy  Town.  At  the 
request  of  the  Conservation  Commission  the 
Board  took  by  eminent  domain  the  so-called  Brox 
land  on  Lowell  Street  in  Shawsheen. 

A  high  point  of  the  past  year  was  the  unani- 
mous selection  by  the  Board  of  J.  Everett  Collins 
as  Town  Employee  of  the  Year  and  recipient  of 
the  William  W.  Rhoades  Memorial  Award.  "J. 
Everett,"  in  his  many  years  of  residence  in  An- 
dover,  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Representative  to  the  General  Court, 
and  in  recent  years  as  music  consultant  to  the 
Andover  School  System.  His  striking  white  hair 
has  been  a  trade  mark  of  the  Andover  Male 
Choir  at  its  periodic  concerts,  particularly  the 
annual  rendering  of  the  "Messiah." 


STAFF  AGENCIES 


Board  of  Assessors 


The  large  increase  during  this  five  year  period  reflects  the  results  of 
the  townwide  equalization  program  which  increased  the  1967  assessed 
value  by  $49,374,600. 


The  1968  real  estate  assessed  value  of 
$163,423,300  indicates  an  increase  of  $5,165,100 
over  the  previous  year,  and  a  total  increase  of 
$65,990,500  since  1964.  The  large  increase  during 
this  five  year  period  reflects  the  results  of  the 
townwide  equalization  program  which  increased 
the  1967  assessed  value  by  $49,374,600. 

The  assessed  value  of  all  personal  property 
was  increased  this  year  by  $76,800  to  a  total  of 
$6,803,000.  In  1964  the  assessed  value  of  all  tax- 


able personal  property  was  $4,713,200  showing 
an  increase,  during  this  five  year  period,  of 
$2,089,800.  Over  sixty  percent  of  the  total  value 
is  allocated  to  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Com- 
pany and  the  Lawrence  Gas  Company. 

The  increase  in  tax  exemptions  granted  un- 
der Clause  41  (over  70)  over  the  five  year  period 
is  caused  by  recent  legislative  changes  which  in- 
creased the  maximum  assessed  value  to  $20,000, 
and  established  an  exemption  of  $350.00  in  tax 
dollars  rather  than  $4,000  in  assessed  value.

Town  Clerk 


Electronic  Voting  was  used  for 
the  first  time  in  the  November 
election. 


The  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  had  an  especi- 
ally busy  year  in  1968  with  the  Annual  Election 
and  Town  Meeting  (which  took  four  sessions  to 
complete),  two  Special  Town  Meetings,  two  Pri- 
mary Elections  and  the  National  Election.  Elec- 
tronic voting  was  used  for  the  first  time  in  the 
November  election  and  proved  very  successful. 
The  voting  public  reaction  was  excellent.  Results 
of  the  balloting  were  known  at  least  six  hours 
ahead  of  the  election  of  1964.  At  the  computer 
center,  10,072  cards  were  processed  in  one  and 
one-half  hours  with  only  twenty  cards  having  to 
be  hand-counted.

Who  can  vote? 

A  citizen  of  the  United  States,  21 
years  of  age  or  more  on  election  day, 
who  can  read  and  write  English  and  has 
been  a  resident  of  Massachusetts  for 
one  year  immediately  preceding  the  date 
of  the  election  and  a  resident  of  his 
city  or  town  for  six  months  immediately 
before  the  date  of  election  and  is  a 
registered  voter  in  his  city  or  town. 

New  Resident  Law  of  1962.. 

A  citizen  who  fulfills  all  the  other 
basic  voting  qualifications  listed 
here  may  vote  by  special  ballot  for 
president  and  vice-president  only  pro- 
vided he  has  lived  in  Massachusetts 
for  a  minimum  of  32  days  before  the 
election . 

Who  must  register? 

A  citizen  who  has  not  registered  be- 
fore, or  has  moved  to  a  new  city  or 
town,  changed  his  name  through  court 
action  or  marriage,  or  whose  name  was 
not  included  in  the  annual  listing  of 
residents  on  the  January  1st  previous 
to  the  election. 

Otherwise,  voters  need  register  only 
once  in  Massachusetts . 

How  to  register  .  . 

Appear  before  the  local  board  of 


registrars  of  voters  and  prove  under 
oath  that  the  applicant  have  the  nec- 
essary qualifications  for  voting. 

Registration  by  mail.. 

It  is  not  provided  for  by  law  except 
for  servicemen  and  all  other  federal 
employees  or  spouse,  parent  or  child 
of  a  federal  employee  on  foreign  ser- 
vice who  meet  the  requirements  for 
absentee  voting.   If  a  person  is  un- 
able to  appear  because  of  illness, 
application  may  be  made  in  writing  to 
the  local  registrar  who  will  send  two 
registration  officers  to  the  appli- 
cant's place  of  residence. 

Where  to  register . . 

At  the  city  or  town  hall  or  a  desig- 
nated place  in  a  city  ward. 
In  factories,  mills,  hospitals  or  rest 
homes  upon  petition  of  ten  voters . 
City  or  town  clerks  or  local  boards  of 
registrars  will  supply  more  information 
upon  request . 

When  to  register.. 

On  any  business  day  of  the  year  except 
on  the  twenty  (20)  days  before  city, 
town  or  special  state  primaries  or 
elections,  and  on  the  thirty-two  (32) 
days  before  presidential  primaries, 
biennial  state  primaries  and  elections. 


HOW  ONE  BECOMES  A  J  U  R  0  R, 


1.  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  names  of  prospective  jurors. 

2.  These  names  are  checked  against  current  jury  list;  and  if  there  are  no  dupli- 
cations, questionnaires  are  sent  to  names  submitted. 

3.  When  all  questionnaires  are  returned,  the  Town  Clerk's  office  prepares  a  new 
list. 

4.  Jurors  are  kept  on  the  list  for  three  years  unless  called  for  jury  duty.   When 
a  name  has  been  selected,  it  is  automatically  removed  from  the  list.   At  the 
end  of  three  years,  new  questionnaires  are  sent  to  these  people.   In  other 
words,  no  person  is  entered  on  the  jury  list  without  first  answering  a 
questionnaire . 

5.  Copies  of  jury  list  are  sent  to  Superior  Court  in  Boston  and  Lawrence  and  to 
the  local  chief  of  police. 

6.  One  list  is  cut  up  for  the  jury  box.   From  this  box,  the  Selectmen  draw  names 
of  jurors  after  a  constable  brings  in  the  request  from  the  appropriate  court.

Due  to  the  number  of  projects  requiring 
financing  in  1968,  the  offering  of  bonds  was 
postponed  until  a  combined  sale  could  be  held.  In 
the  meantime,  since  work  had  commenced  on 
several  programs,  borrowing  in  anticipation  of 
the  bond  issue  was  necessary.  Twenty-three  (23) 
loans,  totalling  $2,647,000.00  were  secured.  In- 
cluded in  this  sum  was  $912,500.00  in  renewal 
notes.  Tax  Anticipation  loans  in  the  sum  of 
$1,000,000.00  were  also  negotiated. 
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On  December  18,  1968  a  bond  sale  was  held 
in  which  Town  of  Andover  bonds  amounting  to 
$3,940,000.00  were  sold  at  4.50  per  cent  with  a 
premium  of  $18,121.61.  This  issue  included  sew- 
er, water,  street  construction,  East  Junior  High 
School  remodeling,  land  acquisition  and  the  West 
Elementary  School  addition.  The  bonds  are  dated 
December  15,  1968  and  will  mature  at  intervals 
over  a  twenty-year  period. 


Planning  Board 

The  continued  growth  of  An- 
dover was  demonstrated  by  the 
fact  that  12  subdivisions  were 
submitted  to  the  Board.

Margaret  Grindell  Toivle  Trust 

The  Margaret  Grindell  Towle  Trust,  est- 
ablished in  1964  by  the  acceptance  of  a  generous 
bequest  from  Mrs.  Towle  amounting  to 
$343,843.29,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  as 
stipulated  by  her  Will  for  the  benefit  of  the  aged, 
disabled  and  unemployed  residents  of  the  Town, 
is  the  most  active  of  all  trust  funds  in  the  custo- 
dy of  the  Treasurer.  The  funds  are  invested  and 
disbursed  under  warrants  of  a  board  of  three 
trustees.  Last  year  the  income  amounted  to 
$18,127.75  of  which  $13,339.38  was  paid  to  or  for 
beneficiaries.

The  beginning  of  1968  found  the  Andover 
Planning  Board  involved  in  working  up  a  six  year 
Capital  Improvement  Expenditure  forecast  which 
was  to  point  up  the  not  inconsiderable  sums  that 
would  be  required  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of 
the  Town  for  schools,  water,  sewers  and  other 
public  facilities. 

The  continued  growth  of  Andover  was 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  twelve  (12)  sub- 
divisions were  submitted  to  the  Board  for  ap- 
proval during  the  year,  comprising  a  total  of 
three  hundred  and  ninety  three  (393)  lots.  This 
is  very  close  to  the  average  for  the  last  five  years 
of  thirteen  (13)  subdivisions  with  three  hundred 
and  six'ty  (360)  lots.  The  number  of  individual 
lots  developed  was  sixty  nine  (69),  slightly  be- 
low the  five  year  average  of  ninety  two  (92). 

During  the  year  the  Board  recommended  to 
the  Town  Meeting,  zoning  by  law  changes  which : 

a)  Revised  soil  removal  regulations  to 
improve  town  control  over  these  mat- 
ters; 

b)  Added  a  Garden  Apartment  District 
in  the  southern  part  of  town ; 

c)  Permitted  a  developer  to  provide  the 
Town  with  restrictive  covenants,  run- 
ning with  the  land ; 

d)  Expanded,  slightly,  the  Industrial 
"G"  District  in  Ballardvale; 

e)  Set  up  a  new  Industrial  District  west 
of  Route  93,  between  Route  13  3and 
Osgood  Street; 

f )  Set  up  an  Office  Park  District  cate- 
gory, which  provides  tight  controls 
for  the  establishment  of  such  dis- 
tricts. 

All  the   above   recommendations   were  approved 
by  Town  Meeting. 
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During  the  year,  the  Planning  Board  has 
worked  with  the  Industrial  Development  Com- 
mission and  the  joint  consultants  of  the  two 
boards  to  update  the  industrial  zone  requirements 
as  to  frontage,  set-backs,  permissible  uses  and 
other  factors,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  impact  of 
industrial  development  on  the  residential  aspects 
of  the  Town  as  well  as  to  create  a  proper  environ- 
ment to  attract  desirable  industry.  This  work 
was  still  in  process  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

With  the  agreement  of  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Finance  Committee,  the  Planning  Board  in  1968 
instituted,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Town  Man- 
ager and  some  interested  citizens,  a  study  of  re- 
creation and  open  space  needs  for  the  Town.  This 
study,  still  underway  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
should,  when  completed,  provide  a  basis  for- 
judging the  size  and  number  of  recreational  faci- 
lities required,  their  disposition  in  town,  and  re- 
commendations as  to  their  organization.  In  addi- 
tion, a  specific  capital  expenditure  program  for 
recreation  and  open  space  will  be  developed, 
based  upon  the  policies  worked  out  in  the  earlier 
phases  of  the  study. 

The  members  of  the  Planning  Board  who 
are,  year  by  year,  being  faced  with  more  and 
more  complex  questions  with  relation  to  planning 
for  the  Town  of  Andover,  are  convinced  that  the 
time  is  very  close  when  the  Board  will  require  a 
professionally  trained  planner  on  its  staff  to 
provide  planning  with  continuity  and  depth 
which  is  not  at  present  possible  but  which  is  al- 
ready needed.

The  Central  Merrimack  Valley  Regional 
Planning  District  is  a  voluntary  organization  of 
cities  and  towns  created  under  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth.  In  1968,  the  area  of  jurisdiction 


of  the  District  was  expanded  for  the  second  time 
to  include  the  City  of  Newburyport  and  the 
Towns  of  Amesbury,  Newbury,  Rowley  and  Salis- 
bury. The  District  is  now  responsible  for  region- 
al planning  activities  in  15  cities  and  towns  with 
a  total  population  (1965)  of  232,788  persons  in  a 
279  square  mile  area.  With  the  acceptance  of 
Groveland,  Amesbury  and  Newburyport  as  mem- 
bers during  the  year,  only  Boxford,  Georgetown, 
Newbury,  Rowley  and  Salisbury  remain  as  non- 
participating  communities. 

The  District  Commission,  consisting  of  one 
member  and  one  alternate  from  each  member 
community  maintains  an  office  and  staff  located 
at  477  Essex  Street,  Lawrence,  Massachusetts. 
Regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  District  Office 
on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  and  are  open 
to  the  public.  The  Officers  of  the  District  elected 
in  April  were:  Chairman,  John  R.  Leone, 
Methuen;  Vice-Chairman,  James  N.  Bannan,  No. 
Andover;  Treasurer,  Jean  B.  Ippolito;  Assistant 
Treasurer,  Herbert  H.  Cornell,  West  Newbury; 
Secretary,  Kenneth  Hamilton,  Groveland. 

The  District  is  charged  by  law  to  create  and 
maintain  a  comprehensive  regional  plan  for  its 
area  of  jurisdiction.  All  major  elements  of  a  com- 
prehensive plan  have  been  adopted  for  the  Law- 
rence Subregion  and  work  is  in  progress  on  ex- 
panding the  plan  to  include  the  Haverhill  Subre- 
gion. Beginning  in  1969,  the  District  will  also  be- 
gin expanding  the  plan  to  include  the  Newbury- 
port Subregion. 

During  the  year  the  District  prepared  and 
published  a  Population  Report  for  the  entire  Dis- 
trict. The  report  shows  that  the  Region  and  each 
of  the  Subregions  has  reversed  the  trend  of  out- 
migration.  Only  the  City  of  Havrehill  shows  a 
continued  rise  in  the  rate  of  out-migration.  The 
population  forecast  contained  in  the  report  indi- 
cates a  25  year  population  growth  of  82%  be- 
tween 1965  and  1990  when  the  population  of  the 
region  is  expected  to  be  467,500  persons. 

The  District's  continued  interest  in  the  field 
of  water  pollution  abatement  was  crowned  by  the 
creation  of  the  Greater  Lawrence  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict when  the  Legislature  and  the  Governor  ap- 
proved Chapter  750  of  the  Laws  of  1968.  This 
action  will  enable  the  four  member  communities 
to  realize  a  savings  of  more  than  12  million  dol- 
lars in  the  cost  of  constructing  pollution  abate- 
ment facilities.  Needless  to  say,  the  District  is 
proud  to  have  been  a  part  of  this  intercommuniy 
effort. 
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Along  the  same  lines,  the  District  took  an  in- 
terest in  developing  the  framework  to  enable  the 
City  of  Haverhill  and  the  Town  of  Groveland  to 
realize  the  greater  economics  that  would  result 
from  joint  use  of  a  single  facility. 

With  the  employment  of  Mr.  William  McAl- 
lister and  Mrs.  Doris  Graves,  the  District 
increased  its  full-time  staff  to  three  employees 
during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  fourth 
position  was  authorized. 


The  District  continued  to  process  Federal 
Aid  applications  under  the  terms  of  the  Federal 
Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  Develop- 
ment Act.  The  act  requires  that  applications  made 
by  state  and  local  agencies  for  financial  assist- 
ance under  most  Federal  community  development 
programs  must  be  reviewed  by  the  regional  plan- 
ning agency  for  consistency  with  the  regional 
plan.  During  the  year,  the  District  processed  12 
such  applications  for  projects  within  the  district 
as  follows :

The  District  was  financed  primarily  by  an- 
nual payments  from  the  member  communities 
based  on  a  per  capita  assessment  rate  of  8.7545 
cents.  These  payments  produced  $16,570.75  of  the 
Districts  revenue  for  the  year.  State  and  Federal 


grants  totaling  $10,617.35  together  with  miscel- 
laneous revenues  of  $2,695.11  brought  total  reve- 
nues for  the  year  to  $29,884.21.  Expenditures  for 
the  year  totaled  $29,134.85  leaving  a  surplus  of 
$749.36  which  will  be  used  to  meet  1969  expenses. 


Municipal  Buildings 


In  an  effort  to  make  the  outside 
somewhat  more  presentable 


Certain  offices  were  relocated  in  the  build- 
ing, principally  the  Tax  Collector,  Water 
and  Sewer  Departments,  Recreation,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Town  Manager.  For  the  first 
time  in  many  years  both  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Manager  have  both  pleasant  and  very  functional 
offices.  In  addition,  all  Town  Hall  offices  were 
marked  with  clearly  legible  signs. 
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TOWN  HALL 

As  a  consequence  of  the  1968  Town  Meeting 
appropriation  of  $10,000.  for  repairs  to  the  Town 
Hall,  it  was  possible  to  undertake  long  delayed  but 
very  essential  repairs  to  the  interior  of  the  Town 
Hall  building.  Virtually  all  offices  were  painted 
and  the  original  wooden  floors  on  the  second  floor 
were  sanded  and  finished.  Extensive  improve- 
ments to  the  lighting,  paritcularly  on  the  second 
floor  were  also  completed. 

The  Selectmen's  and  Town  Manager's  offices 
were  air-conditioned.  It  is  planned  that  all  other 
town  offices  will  also  be  air-conditioned  within 
the  next  year. 

In  an  effort  to  make  the  outside  of  the  build- 
ing somewhat  more  presentable,  the  parking  area 
in  front  of  the  Town  Hall  building  was  converted 
to  a  grassed  and  sidewalk  plaza.  No  parking  spa- 
ces were  lost  as  a  result  of  this  action  since  they 
were  replaced  by  spaces  along  the  side  of  the 
building. 

In  recognition  of  the  intensive  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  building  and,  as  a  result,  the  need  for 
more  intensive  care,  a  custodial  service  has  been 
used  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  single  full- 
time  janitor.  The  net  effect  of  this  extra  service 
and  the  above  improvements  to  the  Town  Hall  has 
been  a  cleaner,  more  useable  and  certainly  more 
presentable  building  than  has  been  the  case  in  the 
past  ten  or  more  years.  Approximately  $1,000 
remains  of  the  $10,000  appropriation  which  will  be 
used  in  1969  for  additional  improvements.  In  view 
of  the  likelihood  of  the  Town  Hall  being  used  for 
the  next  several  years,  the  funds  expended  repre- 
sent a  sound  investment  —  if  not  a  long  delayed 
necessity. 

With  regard  to  the  new  Town  Hall  project, 
this  was  delayed  again  in  1968  until  completion  of 
the  Public  Safety  Center  and  the  demolition  of  the 
Central  Fire  Station  to  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall 
building.  When  the  Town  Hall  project  will  begin 
remains  a  very  unclear  matter  and  one  subject  to 
conjecture. 


SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
After  many  delays,  the  Andover  Senior  High 
School  was  occupied  in  February  of  1968  and  has 
been  in  full  use  since  its  opening.  There  have  been 
problems,  particularly  in  the  area  of  the  window 
glass  breakage,  the  heating  system,  gymnasium 
partitions  and  certain  gymnasium  apparatus.  The 


Building  Committee,  Architect,  Town  Manager 
and  Town  Counsel  worked  diligently  to  resolve 
these  problems  and,  although  unresolved  at  the 
end  of  1966,  it  would  appear  that  they  will  be 
taken  care  of  in  1969. 

The  fencing  of  all  play  areas  including  the 
football  field  and  track  was  completed  during  the 
year.  An  intensive  effort  was  made  also  to 
improve  the  general  condition  of  the  play  fields. 
An  impartial  observer  would  undoubtedly  agree 
that  the  high  school  grounds  playfields  are  in 
good  condition,  particularly  the  football  playing 
field.  The  football  fieldhouse  was  also  com- 
pleted in  1968. 


EAST  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
With  funds  made  available  by  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  1968,  an  intensive  program  for  im- 
proving the  interior  of  the  East  Junior  High 
School  was  started  during  the  past  year.  In  an  ef- 
fort to  holding  down  administrative  costs  in  un- 
dertaking the  improvement  program,  an  effort 
was  made  to  use  local  talent,  particularly  crafts- 
men in  the  preparation  of  specifications  for  work 
required.  Supervision  of  the  work  was  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  East  Junior  High  School  principal, 
the  School  Department  Supervisor  of  General 
Services  and  the  Town  Manager.  Of  the  $400,00. 
appropriated,  $80,000.  was  expended  in  1968  for 
the  following : 

1.  New  floors  in  the  West  Wing  including 
carpeting  in  the  corridors,  library,  teachers' 
room,  principal's  office  and  the  guidance  offices ; 

2.  The  installation  of  inlaid  linoleum  in  the 
cafeteria ; 

3.  The  installation  of  vinyl  asbetos  tile  in 
the  downstairs  corridors  in  the  West  Wing; 

4.  An  entire  updating  including  new  and 
improved  service  to  the  school's  electrical  system ; 

5.  Completion  of  an  expanded  and  modern 
library  through  the  conversion  of  c  1  a  s  s  r  o  om 
space; 

6.  Improvements  to  the  teachers'  room  and 
the  faculty  dining  area ; 

7.  The  installation  of  new  aluminum  wire 
glass  exterior  doors  in  the  West  wing; 

8.  The  erection  of  aluminum  letters  identi- 
fying the  building ; 

9.  Painting  and  decorating  of  classroom 
areas  and  Memorial  Auditorium ; 

10.     Installation  of  a  public  address  system  in 
Memorial  Auditorium. 
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A  contract  was  signed  for  the  improvement 
of  the  school's  heating  system  which  will  be  com- 
pleted for  the  opening  of  school  in  September 
1969.  It  is  anticipated  also  that  work  similar  to 
that  undertaken  in  the  West  Wing  will  be  done  in 
the  East  Wing  by  the  same  date. 

By  all  outward  appearances,  it  would  appear 
that  by  the  opening  of  school  in  1969,  the  work  to 
be  done  in  the  East  Junior  High  School  will  be 
completed  for  considerably  less  than  the 
$400,000.  appropriation.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
work  done,  as  well  as  that  to  be  done,  will  extend 
the  useful  life  of  the  East  Junior  High  School  by 
from  ten  to  twenty  years.  Certainly,  pupil  and 
teacher  reaction  to  the  work  already  accom- 
plished bears  out  the  wisdom  of  the  decision  of  the 
Town  Meeting. 

Building    Committies

BANCROFT  SCHOOL 

As  this  report  is  written,  the  construction  of 
the  Bancroft  School  nears  completion  with  pro- 
jected occupancy  by  school  children  after  the 
February  vacation,  five  months  behind  the  con- 
tractual completion  date.  Reasons  given  for  the 
delay  include  late  delivery  of  certain  key  materi- 
als— structural  timbers  and  skylights,  among 
others.  A  more  likely,  if  less  satisfactory  explana- 
tion may  be  the  state  of  the  building  industry  in 
general  which  is  jammed  with  work  -making  it 
difficult  to  get  mechanics,  slowing  down  delivery 
of  materials  and,  in  general  lowering  the  effi- 
ciency of  an  industry  which,  at  its  best,  is  not 
known  to  work  without  a  hitch.  At  any  rate, 
despite  a  summer  of  perfect  building  weather,  the 
building  is  late  and  the  burden  to  townspeople 
whose  children  have  been  involved  in  double  ses- 
sisons  at  South  School  has  been  great.  Their  pat- 
ience is  greatly  appreciated. 

Subsequent,  to  the  approval  of  funds  at  the 
March  1968  Town  Meeting,  furnishings  and  equip- 
ment for  the  school  were  ordered  and  have  begun 


to  arrive  in  substantial  quantities.  Installation  of 
carpeting  has  begun,  a  new  departure  for  the 
Town  of  Andover.  Since  the  carpet  will  require 
the  development  of  new  maintenance  techniques, 
arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  custodians 
to  attend  a  special  carpet  school  and  receive  the 
training  necessary  to  protect  the  Town's  invest- 
ment. 

The  school  has  already  attracted  a  great 
many  visitors  not  only  from  within  town  but  edu- 
cators and  other  interested  parties  from  out  of 
town  and  out  of  state.  As  the  project  nears  com- 
pletion, morale  seems  high,  both  that  of  the  men 
working  on  the  job  who  are  eager  to  move  out  and 
that  of  the  staff  of  the  Bancroft  School  who  are 
eager  to  move  in.  Plans  are  being  made  for  an 
open  house  to  allow  those  who  are  interested  to 
see  the  building.

PUBLIC  SAFETY  CENTER 
With  the  Public  Safety  Center  project 
brought  to  a  standstill  in  March  of  1968,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  agreed  to  proceed  with  a  new  design 
at  the  suggestion  of  Selectman  Sidney  P.  White. 
On  the  strength  of  Selectman  White's  strong  as- 
surances to  the  March  Town  Meeting  as  well  as  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Manager  that 
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a  complete  facility  could  be  constructed  within  the 
appropriation,  a  Building  Committee  of  his  selec- 
tion was  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  With  the  selec- 
tion of  an  architect  in  the  Spring,  design  began  in 
earnest  with  bids  finally  taken  on  the  project  in 
December  and  a  contract  signed  in  January.  The 
taking  of  bids  in  December  evidenced  the  inability 
of  Selectman  White  to  produce  a  building  within 
the  $513,000  budget  available  for  the  project.  It 
was  necessary  for  the  Building  Committee  and  the 
Town  Manager  to  effect  reductions  in  the  project 
to  bring  it  within  the  budget.  As  a  consequence 
of  this  action,    the   Board   of   Selectmen   agreed 
unanimously  to  support  an  appropriation  request 
of  $85,000  to  $120,000  at  the  1969  Town  Meeting 
to  complete  the  project.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
Center  will  be  completed  and  occupied  by  the  Po- 
lice, Fire  and  Civil  Defense  Departments  by  the 
end  of  1969  or  the  early  part  of  1970. 


The  construction  on  the  addi- 
tion to  West  School  is  now 
underway. 


WEST  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  West  School  Building  Committee  is 
pleased  to  report  that  construction  on  the  addition 
to  the  West  School  is  now  underway. 

The  building  committee  held  its  first  meet- 
ing on  November  30,  1967.  An  architect  was  en- 
gaged on  January  22,  1968  and  the  voters  gave 
approval  to  the  $2,330,000  project  at  a  special 
town  meeting  held  on  October  7,  1968.  Bids  were 
received  in  the  middle  of  September  and  con- 
struction began  on  October  31,  1968. 

The  addition  will  contain  twenty-four  (24) 
classrooms  with  ten  (10)  classrooms  grouped  into 
two  (2)  clusters.  The  four  (4)  remaining  class- 
rooms will  be  reserved  for  the  kindergarten  and 
for  special  purposes. 

Separate  facilities  for  a  gymnasium,  audi- 
torium and  cafeteria  are  provided. 

The  building  committee  hopes  to  complete 
the  structure  before  September  1970. 


Conservation  Commission 

During  1968  four  parcels  were 
acquired  with  a  total  of  130 
acres. 


The  Conservation  Commission  has  expended 
$111,000.  from  the  amount  of  bond  issue 
($250,000.)  voted  by  the  Town  under  Article  10 
of  the  March  1967  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the 
acquisition  of  open  space.  During  1968,  four  (4) 
parcels  were  acquired  with  a  total  of  130  acres : 

60  acres  between  Pomps  Pond  and  the 
Shawsheen  River  (Foster  -  negotiated 
purchase) ; 

57  acres  between  Route  495  and  Haggetts 
Pond   (Davidson  -  negotiated  purchase)  ; 

7  acres  abutting  Hussey's  Brook 
in  Shawsheen  (Brox  -  eminent  domain 
taking)  ; 

6     acres  abutting  Mud  Brook  off  High 
Plain  Road   (Chongris  -  gift). 

With  the  addition  of  the  forty-five  (45)  acres 
acquired  in  1967,  the  open  space  acreage  under 
the  control  of  the  Conservation  Commission  to- 
tals 173.  As  of  this  writing,  the  Commission  has 
agreed  to  purchase  two  (2)  more  parcels  totaling 
forty-five  (45)  acres,  and  continues  to  investi- 
gate numerous  other  possibilities. 

During  1968,  Andover  received  a  refund  of 
$6,5.00.  from  the  State  Self-Help  Fund  for  the 
Foster  acquisition.  Final  approval  of  the  David- 
son acquisition  is  to  be  expected  shortly  with 
subsequent  refund  of  one-half  the  purchase  price. 

The  active  land  program  whose  tangible  re- 
sults are  briefed  above  required  intensive  indivi- 
dual and  collective  effort.  A  total  of  seventeen 
(17)  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  was 
held  in  1968.  Negotiations  with  landowners  and 
lawyers  were  protracted  and  complex.  Members 
conferred  individually  and  collectively  with  a 
variety  of  planners,  technicians,  appraisers,  en- 
gineers and  state  and  local  officials.  The  Conserv- 
ation Commission  was  represented  at  state  and 
regional  conferences  of  the  Massachusetts  Asso- 
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ciation  of  Conservation  Commissions,  the  Mass- 
achusetts Audubon  Society  and  other  conserva- 
tion organizations  on  numerous  occasions. 

The  Soil  Conservation  Service  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  transmitted  the  Soil 
Survey  for  a  portion  of  the  Town  in  1968  to  the 
Conservation  Commission.  The  Soil  Survey  and 
the  Resource  Inventory,  made  by  the  same  agency 
and  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  Commis- 
sion, have  furnished  useful  data  to  the  Planning 
Board  and  its  consultants  in  the  preparation  of  a 
new  Open  Space-Recreation  study  and  plan  for 
the  Town.  This  plan  should  form  the  basis  for 
programming  future  open  land  acquisition  and 
capital  expenditures  for  recreation.  Particular  at- 
tention is  being  focused  on  Pomps  Pond  and  its 
problems  as  well  as  its  potentialities. 


Avis 

Two  new  parcels  of  land  were 
acquired. 


Two  new  parcels  of  land  were  acquired,  en- 
larging the  Rocky  Hill  Reservation  from  20  acres 
to  33  1/2  acres,  and  the  Deer  Jump  Reservation 
by  5  acres.  Many  groups  made  use  of  the  AVIS 
reservations  for  canoeing,  picnicing  and  hiking. 
Guided  hikes  were  given  to  the  American  Youth 
Hostel,  the  Essex  County  Open  Space  Walks  and 
the  Appalachian  Mountain  Club.  In  addition, 
talks  on  Indian  lore,  geology,  bird  and  plant  life 
were  given  to  interested  groups.  Two  hundred  boy 
scouts  took  part  in  a  weekend  Jamboree  at  the 
Deer  Jump  Reservation. 

In  the  Spring,  AVIS  sponsored  a  live  nature 
program  for  600  school  children,  by  Miss  Ivy 
Lemon  of  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society 
which  was  throughly  enjoyed  by  all.  Future  na- 
ture programs  are  being  adopted  for  adult  and 
children.  For  the  first  time  in  history,  the  Law- 
rence Quadrant  of  Geological  Survey  Map,  shows 
all  of  AVIS's  six  reservations  named  and  out- 
lined. 

In  November,  the  annual  AVIS  meeting  and 
dinner  was  held  at  Phillips  Academy  Log  Cabin. 
At  which  time  honorary  life  memberships  were 
given  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  G.  Hatch  and 
Selectman  Sidney  P.  White  for  their  contribu- 
tions of  land  to  AVIS.  It  was  at  this  time  that  the 
High  Plain  Reservation  was  renamed  the  Harold 
R.  Rafton  Reservation.  The  evening  was  con- 
cluded with  a  slide  presentation  of  Africa  by  Mr. 
Joshua  L.  Miner. 


AVIS  ACTIVITIES 

The  year  1968  has  been  a  very  busy  and 
constructive  year  for  the  Andover  Village  Im- 
provement Society.  In  May,  AVIS  sponsored  its 
first  Conservation  Day,  with  the  support  of  the 
Town  and  other  interested  groups.  Hundreds  of 
interested  citizens  attended,  viewing  wild  flower 
exhibits,  a  horse  show  and  other  displays.  Nature 
walks  were  held  and  slide  shows  of  AVIS  pro- 
perties were  shown.  It  has  been  decided  this  will 
be  an  annual  Town  Event.  The  trustees  planted 
500  seedlings  on  the  various  reservations.  Trails 
were  made  by  Scouts  and  the  Phillip  Academy 
boys.  Approximately  350  Girl  Scouts  from  An- 
dover and  North  Andover  earned  their  nature 
badges  using  the  Shawsheen  River  and  Vale 
Reservation  establishing  a  self  guided  trail.  Signs 
and  steps  were  made  by  the  boys  of  the  Greater 
Lawrence  Regional  Vocational  School.

Supported  by  this  Commission,  the  Appeals 
Board  granted  variances  to  American  Power' 
Devices  for  an  addition  and  to  Andover  Electrical 
Contracting  Co.  for  a  new  building  in  the  Indus- 
trial C  zone  on  Andover  Street  near  Argilla  Road. 

Raytheon  Company  announced  its  intention 
to  purchase  165  acres  of  Residence  C  land  bet- 
ween Route  93  and  Osgood  Street  for  a  multi-mil- 
lion dollar  plant,  contingent  on  obtaining  indus- 
trial zoning  and  utilities.  The  Industrial  Commis- 
sion examined  this  proposal  in  some  detail,  and 
agreed  to  support  it  provided  that  adequate  pro- 
tection was  given  to  the  residential  abutters.  The 
Company  then  furnished  a  deed  restriction 
(covenant)  which  was  considered  satisfactory. 
Several  articles  to  rezone  and  provide  the  utilities 
for  a  total  of  $355,500.  were  carried  by  substan- 
tial majorities  in  the  August  1st  Special  Town 
Meeting.  The  abutters  took  this  matter  to  Court. 
At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  an  appeal  of 
a  Superior  Court  in  favor  of  the  Town  is  still 
pending  before  the  State  Supreme  Court. 

In  1967,  residential  development  proceeded  at 
a  faster  rate  than  industrial  development.  Hence, 
industry  paid  a  slightly  smaller  percentage  of  the 
Town's  taxes  in  1968.  The  erection  of  several 
plants  in  the  southern  section  of  Andover  should 
reverse  this  trend  noticeably  in  1969. 

The  Gillette  Toiletries  Company  plant  will 
open  in  1969.  A  $1  Million  building  permit  for  of- 
fice and  cafeteria  has  been  granted  in  October  of 
1968  in  addition  to  the  $3.9  million  permit  which 
was  granted  in  1967  for  the  warehouse  and  fac- 
tory. The  Town  of  Andover's  road,  sewer  and  wa- 
ter installations,  approved  for  $1  Million  in  1967, 
ire  nearly  complete. 

The  Service  Warehouse  Company  plant, 
100,000  sq.  ft.,  straddling  Andover  and  Wil- 
mington, is  practically  finished  and  has  been  in 
operation  for  several  months  in  1968. 

On  motion  by  the  Planning  Board,  supported 
by  the  Industrial  Commission,  an  area  of  5.89 
acres  in  Ballardvale  was  re-zoned  from  Residen- 
tial B  to  Industrial  G  by  unanimous  vote  of  the 
August  1st  Special  Town  Meeting.  The  Shawsheen 
Rubber  Company  has  been  granted  a  permit  to 
erect  a  $70,000  addition    to    its    present    plant, 

The  Commission  proposed  an  article  in  the 
March  Regular  Town  Meeting  to  create  an  author- 
ity to  issue  tax-free  municipal  bonds  for  financ- 
ing the  construction  of  industrial  facilities  in  line 
with  recent  State  Legislation.  The    Article    car- 


ried, but  the  authority  was  never  activated  be- 
cause the  Federal  Treasury  refused  shortly  there- 
after to  approve  the  tax-free  status  of  such 
bonds. 

In  a  hearing  before  the  Planning  Board,  the 
Commission  opposed  a  soil  removal  amendment 
because  it  appeared  to  hinder  industrial  con- 
struction without  creating  commensurate  bene- 
fits to  the  residents  of  the  Town,  but  withdrew 
its  opposition  when  the  Planning  Board  produced 
a  revised  version. 

The  Commission  is  opposed  to  suggestions  to 
zone  land  along  Route  495  for  industry  —  first, 
because  access  to  Route  495  would  require  travel 
over  long  stretches  of  Town  roads  in  residential 
zones,  and,  secondly,  because  the  land  on  both 
sides  of  Route  495  west  of  Route  93  is  watershed 
for  Haggetts  Pond. 

The  Commission  continued  its  work  with  the 
Planning  Board  and  Adams,  Howard  and  Opper- 
mann,  Planning  Board  consultants,  to  up-date  and 
tighten  the  industrial  zoning  regulations,  pri- 
marily to  achieve  better  compatibility  with  abut- 
ting residential  properties. 


Board  of  Appeals 


Board  of  Appeals  during  the 
year  1968  heard  38  petitions. 


As  provided  by  Section  14,  Chapter  40A  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Appeals  during 
the  year  1968  heard  38  petitions  which  were  dis- 
posed of  as  follows : 

25  petitions  granted 
6  petitions  denied 
1  petition  withdrawn 
6  petitions  pending 
A  total  of  $525  for  advertising  fees  was  col- 
lected and  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 
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Council  on  Aging 


The  highlight  of  the  year  was 
establishment  of  the  drop-in 
center,  Andover  Haven. 


The  Council  has  continued  in  its  efforts  to 
assist  the  senior  citizens  of  Andover. 

A  regular  program  of  monthly  luncheons 
held  at  the  Greater  Lawrence  Vocational  and 
Technical  High  School  provides  an  average  of 
80-100  citizens  with  an  inexpensive  good  hot 
nourishing  meal  eaten  in  the  congenial  atmos- 
phere which  the  pleasant  companionship  of  fel- 
low citizens  provides.  It  has  proven  to  be  most 
popular. 

An  offshoot  of  the  luncheon  groups  was  the 
establishment  from  among  their  number  of  a  trip 
committee,  a  small  number  who  plan  with  the 
Council  trips  and  outings  of  interest.  These  acti- 
vities included  bus  rides  to  the  beaches,  shopping 


centers,  movies,  foliage  tours,    all    at    minimum 
cost. 

Unquestionably  the  highlight  of  the  year 
was  the  establishment  of  the  drop-in  center,  An- 
dover Haven,  on  Barnard  Street.  This  was  the 
direct  result  of  the  survey  conducted  last  year  by 
the  Council.  The  center  is  open  every  week  day 
from  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  and  is  staffed  by  senior 
citizen  volunteers.  The  coordinator  of  the  volun- 
teer staff  and  Council  right  arm  is  Mrs.  Natalie 
Stokham.  Furnishings  for  the  Haven  were  made 
possible  through  generous  grants  from  The  Ray- 
theon Company,  and  the  Fund  for  the  Home  for 
the  Aged.  The  Andover  Police  Club  presented  the 
Haven  with  a  color  TV.  Many  other  private  citi- 
zens and  local  businesses  cooperated  in  making 
our  grand  opening  on  November  22  a  success. 

The  Haven  now  offers  a  bowling  group  for 
men  and  women,  art  classes  under  the  direction 
of  a  talented  senior  citizen,  Mr.  John  Reid,  a  spe- 
cial men's  day,  plus  opportunities  for  useful  cha- 
ritable activities.  A  group  at  the  Haven  assisted 
the  Lion's  Club  Eye  Fund  Drive  by  stuffing  en- 
velopes. The  ladies  of  the  group  have  held  bake 
sales  which  paid  for  their  Christmas  party,  which 
was  held  at  the  Junior  High  School.  Under  the 
guidance  and  sponsorship  of  the  Council  the  Ha- 
ven has  become  a  center  of  meaningful  activity 
for  Andover's  "over-60"  population. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Greater  Lawrence 
Community  Action  Council,  the  Council  on  Aging 
has  made  identification  cards  available  to  our 
older  citizens  entitling  them  to  a  percentage  dis- 
count off  all  purchases  and  services  offered  by 
participating  merchants. 

The  Council  applied  for  matching  state 
funds  to  assist  in  the  program,  but  were  unsuc- 
cessful, although  some  assurance  was  given  that 
such  help  would  be  available.  The  Council  feels 
that  the  Director  of  the  Haven  and  coordinator  of 
the  volunteer  staff  should  be  a  part-time  paid 
position. 

An  additional  service  provided  by  the  Coun- 
cil will  be  a  booklet  now  in  printing  published  by 
the  Council  containing  information  relative  to 
services,  organizations,  and  items  of  concern  and 
interest  to  the  senior  citizens  of  Andover.  It  will 
be  distributed  early  in  1969. 

The  Council  is  especially  indebted  to  the 
town  Recreation  Director,  Mr.  Leslie  Bartow,  for 
his  cooperation  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the 
Council. 
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Public  Safety 


Police  Department 


During  the  year  1968,  the  police 
cruisers  travelled  a  distance  of 
320,679  miles. 


The  following  is  a  report  of  police  activities 
for  the  year  1968  and  a  comparison  with  the  year 
1964.  In  1968  the  police  force  consisted  of  34 
men,  a  Chief,  5  Sergeants  and  28  Patrolmen. 
There  were  also  2  Reserve  Officers,  2  civilian  em- 
ployees and  10  women  Traffic  Supervisors.  This 
made  a  total  of  46  regularly  paid  employees  as 
against  a  total  of  40  in  1964. 

In  1968,  3,820  miscellaneous  complaints  or 
details  requiring  police  action  were  recorded  as 
against  2,507  in  1964.  This  represents  an  increase 
in  five  years  of  1,313  or  more  than  50% 

During  the  year  1968  there  were  643  arrests 
or  court  appearances  made  of  which  464  were 
traffic  violations,  150  non-traffic  violations  and 
29  juvenile  cases.  Of  the  464  traffic  violations,  237 
were  for  speeding.  The  643  court  cases  in  1968 
represents  an  increase  of  449  over  the  1964  figure 
of  194  or  about  230% 

In  the  year  1968  there  were  128  cases  of 
breaking  and  entering  as  against  87  in  1964.  This 


is  an  increase  of  about  45%.  Also  in  1968  there 
was  an  increase  in  the  crime  of  larceny  over  1964, 
247  cases  reported  as  against  182,  or  about  35%. 
Of  the  247  cases  reported  in  1968,  147  were  for 
larceny  under  $50  in  value  and  100  were  for  lar- 
ceny over  $50  in  value.  In  1964,  97  were  under  $50 
and  85  were  over  $50  in  value. 

Another  large  increase  is  shown  in  the  num- 
ber of  cars  reported  stolen,  40  in  1968  and  only 
17  in  1964,  about  a  135%  increase. 

During  1968  a  total  of  632  accidents  were 
reported  which  is  an  increase  of  about  235  over 
the  397  recorded  in  1964.  This  is  an  increase  of 
almost  60%. 

For  the  year  1968  the  breakdown  of  acci- 
dents is  as  follows:  (1964  in  parentheses)  Fatal 
— 5  (4),  Personal  Injury  —  283  (192),  Property 
Damage  — 344  (201). 

In  1968,  249  motor  vehicle  warnings  were 
sent  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  which  is 
96  less  than  the  1964  figure  of  345.  However,  this 
drop  can  be  attributed  to  the  change  in  the  me- 
thod of  issuing  warnings  which  was  brought  on 
by  the  no-fix  law. 

In  1968  the  police  department  issued  3,938 
parking  tags,  an  increase  of  2,012  over  1964 
when  only  1,926  tags  were  issued.  In  1964  Ray- 
theon had  laid  off  many  of  the  working  force  and 
the  parking  lots  were  able  to  accommodate  the 
cars. 

During  the  year  1968  the  police  cruisers 
traveled  a  distance  of  320,679  miles,  an  increase 
of  99,668  over  the  1964  mileage,  228,011. 

Of  the  more  serious  crimes  in  1968,  the  po- 
lice department  recorded  2  cases  of  rape,  6  cases 
of  robbery,  and  15  cases  of  assault.

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Fire  Department 


Objectives  of  fire  protection  are 
to  prevent  fire  from  starting. 


The  Fire  Department  is  established  and 
maintained  by  the  municipality  to  provide  pro- 
tection to  the  public  against  injury,  loss  of  life 
or  property  by  fire,  explosion  or  other  causes.  Be- 
cause of  the  importance  and  the  hazardous  na- 
ture of  this  work,  the  firefighter  engaged  in  it 
must  possess  stamina  and  courage  of  the  highest 
order.  In  addition,  however,  he  must  possess  cer- 
tain .  specific  knowledge  concerning  his  work  if 
he  is  to  perform  his  duties  efficiently  and  with 
minimum  of  risk  ti  himself  and  to  his  fellow 
firefighters.  He  should  have  detailed  knowledge 
of  the  dangers  arising  from  heat,  smoke,  explo- 
sions, etc.,  caused  by  fire ;  of  the  hazards  pre- 
sented by  new  industries,  processes  and  materi- 
als developed  by  science;  of  the  construction  of 
buildings  and  the  hazards  involved  in  the  materi- 
als used  or  stored  in  them;  and  of  the  dangers  in- 
herent in  the  use  of  water  at  high  pressures. 

Objectives  of  fire  protection  are  to  prevent 
fire  from  starting,  to  prevent  loss  of  life  and  pro- 
perty in  case  fire  starts,  to  confine  fire  to  the 
place  of  origin  and  to  extinguish  it. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  Town  Govern- 
ment, this  involves  the  services  of  fire  preven- 
tions and  fire  fighting.  Fire  fighting,  because  it 
requires  positive  and  dramatic  action,  has  a  far 
greater  appeal  for  people  than  have  fire  preven- 
tion measures  which  involve  restrictions,  prohibi- 
tions and  administrative  "interference"  with 
what  are  termed  "individual  rights". 


The  Fire  Department  installs,  repairs  and 
maintains  a  coded  fire  alarm  system  comprising 
some  three  million  feet  of  wiring,  both  aerial  and 
underground,  and  associated  street  boxes  and  sta- 
tion equipment  for  controlling  the  system.  The 
Department  operates  from  three  stations— Cen- 
tral, Ballardvale  and  West  Andover.  Its  fifty-one 
men  use  six  pieces  of  firefighting  equipment. 

Quarterly  inspections  of  nursing  homes,  hos- 
pitals and  inns,  as  required  by  State  statutes, 
were  conducted  and  the  necessary  reports  filed 
with  the  proper  authorities.  Public  and  private 
school  fire  drills  and  inspections  required  by  law 
were  conducted.  Mercantile,  industrial,  church, 
garage  and  service  stations  were  inspected  and 
reports  filed.  Findings  and  recommendations 
were  sent  to  owners  and/or  occupants  of  dwelling 
houses  of  three  or  more  apartments.  In-service  in- 
spections were  conducted  from  all  stations  using 
radio-controlled  fire  trucks  and  a  full  complement 
of  firefighters. 

As  in  past  years,  the- major  causes  of  fire 
were  carelessness,  the  use  of  smoking  materials, 
children  and  matches  and  faulty  electrical  appli- 
ances and  wiring.

Animal  Inspection 


The  State  and  Federal  governments  seem  to 
be  still  concentrating  on  a  program  to  find  and 
stock  more  Fallout  Shelters.  This  program  was 
quite  in  evidence  this  past  summer  when  the 
townspeople  either  received  a  form  to  be  filled 
out  and  returned  or  were  contacted  personally  by 
a  team  of  people  assigned  to  do  this.  The 
town  had  about  an  eighty  per  cent  return  of  the 
form  which  was  quite  gratifying. 

In  this  area,  the  town  received  an  award  for 
an  outstanding  Stocking  Program.  This  award 
was  presented  by  the  new  Region  representative 
to  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Raymond 
LaRosa,  a  resident  of  Andover. 

This  past  Spring,  the  Shawsheen  River 
caused  concern  as  it  neared  flood  level  and  did 
overflow  its  banks  in  some  areas.  With  State 
help,  some  500  sand  bags  were  procured  which 
helped  to  contain  the  river  in  areas  where  dam- 
age might  have  occured. 

With  the  help  of  the  town  manager  and  a 
local  architect,  a  planning  report  on  the 
feasibility  of  placing  an  Emergency  Communica- 
tion Center  in  the  new  Public  Safety  Center  was 
completed.  The  report  has  been  accepted  by  both 
the  State  and  Federal  Government.  This  had  to 
be  done  to  aid  the  town  in  applying  for  Matching 
Funds,  should  the  townspeople  see  fit  to  install  a 
new  E.C.C.  in  the  Safety  Center. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  and  the  Communications 
Group  held  meetings  and  drills.  As  in  the  past, 
help  was  rendered  the  town  at  various  times. 
These  two  groups  put  in  some  2500  hours  of 
volunteer  time. 

John  Guild,  a  long  time  active  member  of  the 
Communications  Group,  passed  away  this  past 
summer.

The  purpose  and  scope  of  the  Andover 
Building  Code  is  to  provide  for  safety,  health,  and 
public  welfare  through  structural  strength  and 
stability,  adequate  egress,  proper  light  and  ven- 
tilation, and  protection  of  life  and  property  from 
fire  hazards  incident  to  design. 

Enforcement  of  the  Town  Building  Code  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Building  Inspector.  He  is 
also  the  enforcing  officer  for  the  Town  zoning 
by-laws,  with  his  rulings  subject  to  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals. 

All  Board  of  Appeals  applications  are  re- 
viewed and  processed  through  this  officer,  and  in 
addition  copies  of  its  definitive  action  on  all  peti- 
tions are  kept  for  the  convenience  of  the  general 
public. 

Electrical  permits  are  also  issued  by  this 
department  with  approval  of  the  Electrical  In- 
spector. Related  records,  fees  and  reports  are  also 
maintained  by  the  Building  Inspectors  Depart- 
ment. 

Fifteen  (15)  gravel  pits  were  carefully  su- 
pervised and  detailed  reports  were  filed  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen ;  also,  the  department,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Town  Engineer,  was  respons- 
ible for  the  issuance  of  several  other  soil  remov- 
al permits  in  the  amounts  of  500  and  2000  cubic 
yards  as  allowed  under  Article  VII,  Section  VI, 
Earth  Removal  of  the  Town  By-Laws. 

Numerous   building    and    zoning    violations 
were  investigated  and  corrected  without  incident. 
A  total  of  513  building  permits  were  issued 
during  the  year  1966.

Some  of  the  Broken  Cement 
Squares  in  Shawsheen  were  re- 
placed. 

The  year  began  with  a  snow  accumulation  in 
the  months  of  January  .  13.50",  February  -  2.25", 
and  March  -  9.00".  During  the  year  40  miles  of 
streets  were  treated  with  MC3  asphalt  and  sand 
as  well  as  being  honed.  This  was  in  addition  to 
regular  maintenance  such  as  patching  roads, 
cleaning  streets,  cleaning  catch  basins  and  drain- 
age. Approximately  90,000  gallons  of  asphalt 
were  applied. 

Sidewalks  were  constructed  of  Type  D13  and 
Type  I  Bituminous  material  on  the  following 
streets : 

Locke  Street  entire  length 

Shawsheen   Road  500' 

Stevens  Street  300' 

Summer  Street  550' 

Some  of  the  broken  cement  squares  in  Shaw- 
sheen were  replaced. 

All  bridges  under  the  supervision  of  the  De- 
partment were  inspected  periodically  and  some 
repairs  were  required  especially  the  North  Main 
Street  railroad  bridge.  Sweepings  from  the  streets 
are  taken  to  the  landfill  and  used  in  the  program 
to  keep  debris  covered. 

Drainage  construction  was  completed  on 
Lovejoy  Road,  700'  of  6"  pipe  installed,  also  400' 
of  12"  pipe  laid  on  Cross  Street  and  80'  of  12" 
pipe  on  Wildwood  Road.  Approximately  350'  of 
curb  was  set  at  the  Town  parking  lot  to  make  an 
island  to  protect  the  meters,  also  set  curb  in  front 
of  the  Town  Hall  where  grass  has  been  planted. 
The  Highway  Department  reconstructed  and 
supervised  the  paving  of  more  than  one  half  mile 
of  Burtt  road  base  course  of  bituminous  concrete. 
The  parking  Town  area,  Bancroft  Road  and  Mo- 
raine Street  were  resurfaced  with  bituminous 
concrete.  The  Department  also  made  a  new  exit 
going  out  of  the  Town  Municipal  Parkins-  Area. 
During  the  year  the  Public  Works  conducted  two 
clean  up  periods.  The  Highway  Department  also 
provides  men  and  equipment  for  all  other  depart- 
ments when  in  need. 

In  the  past  five  years  over  35  miles  of  new 
roads  were  added  to  the  Highway  Department 
and  approximately  two  miles  of  drainage. 


Parks 

Park  Department  assumed  add- 
ed duties. 

In  the  year  1968  the  Park  Department  as- 
sumed added  duties  involving  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  28  acres  of  grass,  2  regular  baseball 
diamonds  and  the  new  football  field.  All  of  this 
at  the  new  High  School  area  had  some  loam,  seed 
and  fertilizer  applied.  The  Department  also 
maintained  two  regular  sized  baseball  diamonds 
at  the  Playstead  and  seven  Little  League  Fields 
that  are  ready  for  every  game. 

The  backstops  at  all  baseball  diamonds,  both 
regular  and  Little  League  were  repaired. 

The  Department  also  cared  for  and  main- 
tained some  15  grass  plot  areas  within  the  Town. 

The  portable  bleachers  were  loaned  to  North 
Andover  for  the  Thanksgiving  Day  game  with 
Andover  High. 

Trees 

Tree  removal  hearings  were 
held. 

Responsibility  for  planting,  maintaining, 
preserving  and  removing  public  shade  trees 
which  lend  character  and  beauty  to  Andover 
rests  with  the  Tree  Department.  Routine  duties 
include  work  scheduling  and  supervision,  supply 
and  equipment  purchasing,  and  maintaining  and 
submitting  accurate  reports  and  records.  Rou- 
tine work  consists  of  planting,  low  limb  removal, 
pruning,  cabling,  spraying,  dead  and  dangerous 
tree  removal,  fertilizing  and  supervision  and  in- 
spection of  utility  wire  trimming. 

Tree  removal  hearings  were  held  and  con- 
siderable time  spent  in  1968  supervising  and  in- 
specting underground  electric  and  telephone  in- 
stallations on  streets  and  the  Rogers  Brook  con- 
struction project  in  the  park  area.  Excessive  cut- 
ting of  tree  roots  and  tops  cannot  be  allowed  or 
permanent  tree  damage  will  result.  Alternate 
methods  include  tunnelling  or  relocating  instal- 
lations away  from  trees.  Electric  and  telephone 
companies  have  been  cooperative  in  locating 
wires  and  cables  with  minimum  damage  to  tree 
tops  and  roots.  A  shade  tree  planting  program 
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was  continued  during  the  planting  season  with 
155  shade  and  ornamental  trees  being  set  out  and 
maintained.  Varieties  include  Maples,  Syca- 
mores, Lindens,  Flowering  Apples,  Plums,  Cher- 
ries and  Dogwoods.  The  business  area  planting 
was  continued  and  trees  set  out  in  sidewalk  areas 
devoid  of  trees.  This  project  will  continue  where 
it  is  possible  to  plant  and  maintain  trees. 

The  annual  spray  program  designed  to  pro- 
tect trees  from  insects  and  diseases  was  carried 
out.  State  and  Federal  approved  pesticides  and 
application  methods  were  used.  A  poison  ivy  and 
brush  control  spray  was  continued  along  road- 
sides, at  playgrounds  and  recreation  areas. 

Dutch  Elm  disease  infected  75  public  elms 
this  year.  These  trees  will  be  removed  and  dis- 
posed of  at  the  landfill  site.  An  additional  60 
dead  and  diseased  elms  were  removed  with  as- 
sistance of  men  and  equipment  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Natural  Resources.  A  num- 
ber of  dead  and  hazardous  trees  over  utility  wires 
were  removed  jointly  by  the  Massachusetts  Elec- 
tric Company,  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  and  the  Andover  Tree  De- 
partment. Approximately  75  stumps  were 
chipped  out  with  the  Tree  Department  stump 
chipper  and  the  areas  loamed  and  seeded  or  black 
topped.  Over  35  Sugar  Maples  died  in  1968  and 
were  removed.  These  beautiful  trees  succumbed 
to  either  an  unknown  disease  or  pathological 
factors.  This  condition  of  Sugar  Maples  is  pre- 
valent in  all  New  England  States. 

The  Tree  Department  worked  in  cooperation 
with  other  Town  departments  in  tree  removal, 
brush  chipping,  poison  ivy  control,  land  clearing, 
and  selective  land  clearing.  Tree  Department 
personnel  worked  during  all  snow  storms  operat- 
ing trucks  and  plows,  also  salting  and  sanding 
streets  and  sidewalks. 

Sewers 

Two  sewer  projects  were  voted 
by  the  Townspeople. 

The  South  Industrial  sewer  construction 
voted  in  August  1967  was  completed  this  year. 
13,386  feet  of  24"  main  was  extended  from  Pomps 
Pond  into  the  Lowell  Junction  Area.  The  Greater 
Lawrence  Sanitary  District  was  formed  making 
it  possible  for  the  Town  to  obtain  a  permit  from 
Natural  Resources  to  extend  sewers.  The  District 


Commission  has  been  recently  appointed  —  the 
first  step  towards  making  final  plans  as  required 
by  law.  Two  sewer  projects  were  voted  by  the 
Townspeople,  $1,581,000  for  a  sewer  main  run- 
ning from  a  large  trunk  in  South  Lawrence  into  a 
portion  of  the  West  Andover  Industrial  Area, 
and  $170,000  for  a  force  main  from  a  new  indus- 
trial zone  created  to  enable  Raytheon  to  build 
substantial  construction  near  Route  93,  Lowell 
Street  and  Osgood  Street.  Both  articles  require 
evidence  of  major  construction  before  any  expen- 
diture may  occur.  The  South  Lawrence  outfall 
and  Haverhill  Street  main  required  repairs  again. 

With  the  expansion  of  the  system,  demands 
for  services  and  general  expenses  have  increased. 
This  years  budget  was  not  great  enough  tcrfill  all 
needs.  The  department  recommends  consideration 
of  having  house  services  maintained  by  the  own- 
er with  the  department  maintaining  the  laterals 
and  drunks.  This  would  reduce  the  amount  of 
equipment  needed.

Landfill 

Operation  of  the  town  landfill 
poses  several  problems  during 
1968. 

A  sanitary  landfill  or  "towne  dumpe"  is 
maintained  and  operated  by  the  Town  of 
Andover.  It  is  located  in  West  Andover  at  the 
intersection  of  Chandler  and  Ledge  Roads.  A  per- 
mit is  required  in  order  to  gain  admission  to  the 
facility  and  may  be  obtained  at  the  Andover 
Police  Station.  The  depositing  of  organic  material 
including  household  garbage  is  prohibited. 

Operation  of  the  town  landfill  posed  several 
problems  during  1968,  primarily  involving  unau- 
thorized use  of  the  landfill  by  outside  collectors 
as  well  as  residents  of  other  communities.  This 
will  continue  to  be  a  problem  so  long  as  the  land- 
fill is  operated  with  the  complement  of  personnel 
at  the  present  time;  that  is  to  say,  by  an  equip- 
ment operator  and  a  helper.  The  shortage  of  ade- 
quate quantities  and  suitable  cover  material  also 
created  some  difficulties.  It  is  anticipated  that 
with  the  reconstruction  of  North  Street  some 
10,000  cubic  yards  of  excess  material  will  be  de- 
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posited  at  the  landfill  for  use  as  cover  material. 
This  will  not  occur  until  the  Spring  of  1969  but 
will  solve  the  problem  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  major  undertaking  in  1968  was  the  ap- 
pointment by  the  Town  Manager  and  confirma- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  a  Solid  Waste 
Disposal  Task  Force.  At  this  writing,  the  Task 
Force  has  not  completed  its  work  and  has  been 
able  to  submit  only  a  preliminary  report  on  its 
findings,  conclusions  and  recommendations.  One 
recommendation  that  is  available  is  that  an  addi- 
tional attendant  be  employed  at  the  landfill.  The 
primary  responsibility  of  this  position  will  be  to 
check  all  vehicles  seeking  entrance  to  the  landfill 
and  thus  to  eliminate  unauthorized  use.  It  is  an- 
ticipated that  the  expense  of  this  additional  posi- 
tion will  be  more  than  offset  by  the  space  that 
will  be  saved  at  the  site  for  use  by  town  residents 
and  taxpayers. 

Some  consideration  was  being  given  by  the 
end  of  1968  for  the  development  of  a  regional  plan 
for  solid  waste  disposal  revolving  around  the  con- 
struction of  a  large  incinerator.  This  particular 
endeavor  is  precipitated  by  the  City  of  Lawrence 
having  very  obvious  and  very  serious  problems 
with  the  operation  of  its  incinerator  as  well  as 
the  disposal  of  residue  from  the  facility.  There  is 
little  question  that  a  very  broad  approach  to  the 
problem  of  solid  waste  disposal  must  be  made.  A 
regional  plan  would  be  both  practical  and  econo- 
mical. It  remains  to  be  seen,  however,  whether  or 
not  the  region  should  include  only  the  Greater 
Lawrence  municipalities  or  a  larger  district,  per- 
haps encompassing  the  entire  northeast  region  of 
the  Commonwealth.  The  fact  still  remains  the 
problem  is  with  us,  that  it  is  serious,  that  we  dare 
not  ignore  it  at  peril  of  literally  being  buried  in 
our  own  garbage. 

Garbage  Collection 

New  homeowners  should  call 
the  Board  of  Health  to  arrange 
for  collection. 

A  new  3-year  garbage  collection  contract  was 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1968  on 
the  strength  of  open  competitive  bidding.  The 
contract  price  for  each  of  the  next  three  years  is 
$40,000.,  an  increase  of  $10,000.  per  year  over  the 
previous  3-year  contract  price  of  $30,000. 
per  year.  The  previous    contractor    continues   to 


provide  this  important  service  to  the  Town's  tax- 
payers. 

The  contract  calls  for  weekly  collection  dur- 
ing all  but  the  Summer  months  when  the  col- 
lector will  collect  twice  each  week  if  necessary. 
Supervision  of  the  contractor  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Board  of  Health.  All  complaints  on  service 
should  be  directed  to  this  agency  or  to  the  collec- 
tor himself.  His  phone  number  will  be  found 
among  the  numbers  of  the  telephone  directory 
listed  on  the  inside  of  the  back  cover  of  this  re- 
port. 

It  is  required  that  householders  maintain  the 
garbage  receptacle  in  a  location  which  is  imme- 
diately accessible  to  the  collector  at  all  times.  This 
includes  the  Winter  months  when  it  may  be 
necessary  that  a  pathway  be  cleared  to  the  loca- 
tion. The  container  must  be  free  of  ice.  If  these 
requirements  are  not  followed,  the  contractor  is 
under  no  obligation  to  collect  the  garbage. 

The  Winter  season  frequently  poses  trouble- 
some problems  for  the  collector.  Should  snow  or 
ice  conditions  cause  delays  in  collection  or  dis- 
ruption in  his  normal  schedule,  homeowners 
should  bear  with  the  inconvenience  and  give  him 
a  reasonable  opportunity  to  make  up  lost  time. 

New  homeowners  should  call  the  Board  of 
Health  to  arrange  for  collection.  Garbage  is  meant 
to  include  food  principally  and  not  rubbish  — ■  bot- 
tles, cans  or  paper. 

Street  Lighting 

Requests  must  be  made  in  writ- 
ing. 

Street  lights  in  the  Town  of  Andover  are 
provided  under  contract  with  the  Massachusetts 
Electric  Company.  Forty-eight  (48)  new  lights 
were  added  to  the  Town's  lighting  system  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  In  addition,  sixty-nine  (69) 
existing  lights  were  changed  to  larger  and  im- 
proved fixtures.  Some  1,394  lights  make  up  the 
system. 

The  procedure  for  obtaining  a  street  light  is  a 
relatively  simple  one  although  of  necessity  be- 
cause of  the  limitations  of  funds,  a  prolonged  one. 
Requests  must  be  made  IN  WRITING  to  the  Town 
Manager.  He,  in  turn,  requests  a  survey  of  the 
request  and  recommendation  by  the  electric  com- 
pany. After  receipt  and  review  of  this  report, 
appropriate  action  is  taken.  Lights  may  be  in- 
stalled only  on  ACCEPTED  Town  streets.

Health  Department  Statistics 

Again  this  year  the  highest  incidence  of  re- 
portable communicable  diseases  was  animal 
bites.  The  number  of  cases  of  mumps  remained 
unchanged  but  chickenpox  cases  increased  slight- 
ly. 

The  Board  of  Health  issued  1057  permits  and 
licenses  during  1968.  The  greatest  number  of 
these  consisted  of  99  septic  tank  permits,  73  milk 
licenses,  65  food  service  establishment  permits, 
42  swimming  pool  permits,  120  disposal  works 
installations  and  repairs  permits,  211  gas  per- 
mits and  243  plumbing  permits. 
Tuberculosis  and  Premature  Babies  Program 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  there  has 
been  no  Andover  resident  hospitalized  for  Tuber- 
culosis. This  marks  the  longest  period  on  record 
in  which  the  town  did  not  incur  any  debts  for 
the  care  of  tubercular  patients.  There  were  11 
premature  babies  born  during  the  past  year  and 
3  of  these  required  financial  assistance  at  a  total 
cost  to  the  town  of  $1600.  Under  recent  legisla- 
tion the  applicant  requesting  financial  assistance 
for  premature  babies  will  be  referred  to  Medicaid 
in  the  future. 
Clinics  Sponsored 

The  following  clinics  were  sponsored  by  the 
Board  of  Health  in  1968 : 

Mumps  Vaccine  Clinic  held  in  the  East  and 
West  Junior  High  Schools  in  November  for  chil- 
dren in  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades  where  562 
pupils  from  Public  and  Parochial  Schools  re- 
ceived the  vaccine. 

Vision  Screening  program  for  children  un- 
der 5.  years  of  age,  conducted  by  volunteers  from 
the  Andona  Society.  263  children  were  screened. 

Glaucoma  Clinic,  conducted  by  the  Lions 
Club,  screened  85  adults  and  found  1  positive  case 
of  glaucoma. 

Rabies   Clinic,   conducted    by    Dr.    Lindsay, 
was  held  on  2  successive  Saturdays  in  April.  735 
dogs  were  innoculated  against  rabies. 
New  Nursery  School 

A  new  nursery  school  has  been  licensed  in 
Andover  making  a  total  of  4  children's  day  care 
services  which  are  not  operated  as  part  of  an  or- 
ganized educational  system. 


New  Regulation 

A  new  regulation,  requiring  that  additional 
area  be  reserved  for  expansion  of  the  sewage  dis- 
posal field  in  an  amount  at  least  equal  to  the  area 
of  the  disposal  field,  became  effective  October  3, 
1968.

ENGINEERING  BUREAU  OF 
PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Engineering  Bureau  directed  the  road- 
way reconstruction  in  the  Lowell  Junction  area 
including  the  survey,  street  layout,  plans,  bidding 
and  the  actual  construction.  Bids  were  taken  and 
2500  feet  of  sewer  line  were  installed  to  serve  the 
Bancroft  School.  Field  engineering  was  provided 
for  the  surface  water  drainage  lines  installed  by 
the  Public  Works  Department  in  various  parts  of 
town.  Many  drainage  problems  throughout  town 
were  investigated  with  possible  solutions  recom- 
mended. 

Survey  plans  were  prepared  for  the  Select- 
men, Conservation  Commission,  School  Building 
Committees,  as  well  as  other  drawings  for  the 
Industrial  and  Development  Commission,  Police 
Department  and  Town  Manager. 

Plans  for  12  new  subdivisions  of  land,  3  in 
preliminary  form  and  9  in  definitive  form,  with  a 
total  of  393  lots  were  reviewed  for  the  Planning 
Board  for  conformance  with  its  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations and  for  the  adequacy  of  the  proposed  uti- 
lities. During  the  year  the  roadways  and  utilities 
under  construction  in  15  different  subdivisions 
were  inspected  for  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Engineering  Bureau  represented  the 
Town  in  engineering  matters  with  the  State  dur- 
ing Rogers  Brook  construction  and  the  start  of 
North  Street  Chapter  90  reconstruction.  Many 
individuals  were  assisted  in  securing  information 
in  sites,  existing  utilities,  street  layouts  and  the 
like  for  projects  now  completed  or  contemplated. 
It  maintained  the  engineering  records  of  the 
Town  and  worked  in  cooperation  with  other  town 
departments  and  boards  requiring  engineering 
information  and  services. 


Veterans  Services 


Financial  assistance  was  pro- 
vided to  101  persons  during  the 
year. 

Once  again,  as  in  all  previous  years  since  the 
inception  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Ser- 
vices, an  expanding  work  load  reflects  the  ever 
increasing  veteran  population  in  Andover,  and  its 
accompanying  demands  for  more  services.  More 
than  2800  individuals  were  interviewed  in  this 
office  in  the  current  year,  an  increase  of  25% 
over  the  previous  year.  This  was  an  anticipated 
growth  of  the  functions  of  this  Department  un- 
der the  provisions  of  Chapter  115.  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Financial  assistance  was  provided  to  101 
persons  during  the  year,  31  of  whom  are  perman- 
ent recipients  because  of  old  age  and  infirmity, 
and  70,  who  were  in  temporary  need  because  of 
sickness,  hospitalization  or  the  death  of  the  head 
of  the  family.  Despite  the  death  of  four  perman- 
ent recipients  during  the  year,  our  permanent 
case  load  remains  substantially  the  same,  as  new 
applicants  have  taken  their  places  on  our  rolls. 
Expenditures  compare  favorably  with  the  pre- 
ceding year,  despite  the  increased  costs  of  all 
areas  of  medical  care  and  subsistance  allowances 
to  families. 

Pension  and  compensation  applications  to 
the  Veterans  Administration  in  1968,  processed 
by  this  office  for  Andover  residents,  resulted  in 
monthly  cash  awards  in  excess  of  $39,000.  when 
projected  for  a  twelve  month  period.  Prompt  ac- 
tion in  seeking  these  benefits,  as  well  as  benefits 
from  the  Social  Security  Administration, 
continue  to  have  a  favorable  effect  on  the  yearly 
expenditures  of  this  Department. 

Several  hundred  applications  for  State  and 
Federal  benefits  for  Vietnam  veterans  were  pro- 
cessed this  year:  149  for  educational  assistance, 
which  is  an  increase  of  50%  over  1967,  and  over 
800  for  State  Bonus  Gratuities,  674  of  which 
were  filed  by  Andover  residents.  In  addition, 
many  of  the  returning  veterans  were  assisted  in 
obtaining  treatment  for  service  connected  ill- 
nesses and  injuries,  as  a  first  step  towards  their 
rehabilitation  and  return  to  civilian  responsibili- 
ties. 

A  total  of  35  veterans  died  in  1968,  one  of 
these  a  victim  of  combat  duty  in  Vietnam,  An- 
dover's  fifth  casualty  in  this  conflict. 
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Schools 


The  announcement  by  Edward 
I.  Erickson,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  of  his  retirement 


The  year  1968  was  one  of  continued  prob- 
lems, changes,  and  accomplishments  for  the  pub- 
lic school  system.  Because  of  its  continued  rapid 
growth  the  Town  of  Andover  continues  to  face 
all  the  problems  and  overwhelming  financial 
obligations  which  are  at  present  besetting  the 
communities  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  explo- 
sive growth  in  population  which  comes  along 
with  increased  residential  construction  in  the 
Town  has  brought  rapid  expansion  of  the  school 
population.  The  continuing  evolution  and  devel- 
opment of  the  school  curriculum  have  required 
new  teaching  techniques,  new  material  and  in 
many  cases,  re-education  of  the  teaching  staff. 
Most  significantly,  and  perhaps  least  well  under- 
stood by  the  citizenry,  is  the  development  of 
yearly  negotiations  concerning  salary  and  work- 
ing conditions  between  school  committee  and  re- 
presentatives of  the  teachers,  administrators,  and 
custodians.  In  addition,  the  announcement  by 
Edward  I.  Erickson,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
of  his  retirement  will  bring  to  an  end  the  guid- 
ance and  supervision  of  this  educator  who  has 
overseen  the  growth  of  our  system  from  that  of 
fourteen  hundred  pupils  to  the  present  one  four 
times  that  size. 

The  Townspeople  certainly  need  no  reminder 
of  the  problems  incurred  by  the  rapid  growth  of 
school  population.  This  growth  which  has  aver- 
aged some  seven  percent  per  year  in  recent  years 
has  meant  the  rapid  construction  of  many  school 
buildings.  The  end  of  such  construction,  unfor- 
tunately, is  nowhere  in  sight.  In  1968,  the  new 
senior  high  school  was  opened  and  is  already  near 
capacity.  The  Bancroft  Elementary  School  is  ap- 
proaching completion,  but  before  it  is  ready  an 
addition  to  the  West  Elementary  School,  in  itself 
the  size  of  a  traditional  elementary  school,  has 
already  begun.  A  second  junior  high  school  was 
opened  in  the  former  senior  high  school  and  yet 


an  addition  for  this  building  is  already  being 
planned.  By  1971  additional  elementary  and  high 
school  classrooms  must  also  be  added  to  the  sys- 
tem. In  addition,  the  increase  in  population  has 
meant  that  the  number  of  teachers  had  had  to  be 
increased  as  well.  Over  the  past  three  years 
between  forty  and  fifty  new  positions  have  been 
added  each  year.  So  long  as  the  growth  of  the 
community  continues  the  population  problem 
will  remain  a  serious  one  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  for  the  Town.  The  financial  outlay 
necessary  for  new  buildings  and  additional  tea- 
chers is  indeed  a  heavy  burden. 

The  most  significant  change  in  recent  years 
in  the  Andover  Schools,  as  in  schools  everywhere 
has  come  about  by  the  law  which  gives  teachers 
and  other  groups  the  right  to  bargain  collec- 
tively. As  a  consequence  of  this  law  the  salary  of 
the  average  teacher  in  Andover  has  increased  ap- 
proximately thirty  per  cent  in  the  past  two 
years.  This,  together  with  the  additional  number 
of  teachers  which  has  been  necessary  and  the 
proportional  increase  in  administrators'  salaries, 
has  increased  the  salary  portion  of  the  school 
budget  some  sixty  per  cent  in  only  two  years. 
This  represents  approximately  one  and  one-half 
million  dollars  difference  in  the  yearly  budgets 
for  these  two  years.  Each  community  in  the  state 
must  remain  competitive  in  salaries  in  order  to 
attract  desirable  teachers.  Until  the  law  is  al- 
tered or  School  Committees  band  together  in  a 
strong,  communicative  bargaining  organization 
the  salary  spiral  seems  to  be  headed  indefinitely 
upward.  It  is  reasonable  to  wonder  how  long 
communities  can  shoulder  such  a  tax  burden. 

Despite  the  problem  involved  with  popula- 
tion growth  and  salary  increases  there  are  plea- 
sant aspects  of  the  school  program  to  report  as 
well.  During  the  past  year  the  continual  pro- 
gress or  "non-graded"  elementary  program  con- 
tinued to  be  developed  and  certainly  should  prove 
to  be  an  exciting  program  which  will  benefit  all 
of  our  students.  The  policy  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  that  this  program  shall  continue  into 
the  secondary  schools.  New  reading  and  mathe- 
matics programs  have  been  developed  in  summer 
workshops  and  these  programs  will  slowly  spread 
to  all  the  elementary  schools.  The  remedial  read- 
ing program  has  been  greatly  expanded  and  im- 
proved with  the  addition  of  trained  volunteer  tu- 
tors for  those  children  who  have  special  reading 
problems.  With  the  addition  of  specialists,  the 
guidance,  speech  and  hearing,  arts  and  music 
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programs  also  continue  to  be  expanded. 

At  the  secondary  level  1968  brought  adequ- 
ate space  for  junior  and  senior  high  schools  for 
the  first  time,  however  temporary  it  may  be.  As 
a  result  homogeneous  grouping,  expansion  of  the 
program,  and  more  ideal  pupil  to  teacher  ratios 
have  been  accomplished.  In  the  high  school  new 
electives  were  offered  for  the  first  time.  The 
library  programs  at  all  levels  have  been  expand- 
ed and  are  continuing  to  grow  in  order  that  they 
approach  the  ideal  for  a  modern  school  system. 

A  group  of  interested  citizens  from  the  com- 
munity together  with  representatives  of  the 
school  department  have  developed  and  suggested 
a  program  of  family  living  and  sex  education. 
This  program  will  probably  be  instituted  during 
the  1969-70  school  year.  A  pilot  swimming  pro- 
gram was  successful  and  has  been  expanded  to 
cover  the  entire  school  system  at  the  fourth  grade 
level. 

The  announcement  by  Edward  I.  Erickson 
of  his  approaching  retirement  at  the  end  of 
present  school  year  saddened  the  entire  School 
Department.  For  nineteen  of  the  past  twenty-five 
years  Mr.  Erickson  has  ably  guided  and  controlled 
the  growth  of  the  Andover  School  System  from  a 
relatively  simple  one  to  the  large  and  complex 
system  it  is  today.  During  this  period  the  school 
population  has  quadrupled,  the  numbers  of  tea- 
chers and  administrators  have  increased  fivefold 
and  the  budget  has  increased  proportionally  even 
more.  Despite  all  the  problems  involved  in  the 
management  of  such  rapid  and  continual  growth 
his  wise  direction  assured  a  constant  increase  in 
the  quality  of  Andover  education.  The  legacy  of 
the  tenure  of  the  Superintendent  will  be  found 
in  the  thousands  of  its  residents  who  have  been 
fortunate  to  receive  their  education  during  this 
period.  The  superiority  of  the  Andover  School 
System  is  testimony  to  his  administrative  suc- 
cess. Though  we  wish  him  well  in  retirement 
Mr.  Erickson  will  be  sorely  missed  by  the  School 
Department  and  the  Town  of  Andover. 

The  management  of  the  Andover  School  Sys- 
tem is  a  difficult,  complicated  and  expensive  job. 
Only  through  the  continued  support  and  loyalty 
of  their  fellow  citizens  for  the  School  Committee 
can  it  be  hoped  that  all  the  problems  approach- 
ing in  the  near  future  will  be  solved  successfully.

Despite  the  increase  in  students,  personnel 
and  material  costs  it  is  significant  to  note  that 
the  district  operated  on  a  budget  substantially 
reduced  below  the  year  1967  by  $198,427.00  and 
showing  a  balance  of  $726.00  for  the  calendar 
year  1968. 

Perhaps  outstanding  of  the  many  experi- 
ences and  activities  for  the  year  was  recommen- 
dation by  the  evaluating  committee  of  the  New 
England  Schools  and  Colleges  Regional  Accredit- 
ing Board. 

Productivity  for  the  several  departments  has 
virtually  doubled  due  to  the  increase  background 
of  the  students. 

Agencies  and  student  participation  is  more 
than  doubled  this  year  in  our  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram with  industry. 

Evening  classes  for  adults  maintain  a  strong 
enrollment  in  upgrading,  preparatory  and  novice 
courses  and  satisfaction  has  been  evidenced  by  the 
comments  of  the  students  and  employers. 

The  "Industrial  Entry"  program  designed 
for  High  School  students  from  the  four  communi- 
ties and  meeting  two  afternoons  each  week  from 
4:15  —  6:15  p.m.  is  consistent  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  102  boys  and  girls. 

Hockey  has  been  added  to  our  sports  pro- 
gram and  has  been  received  with  a  great  deal  of 
enthusiasm.  Mr.  John  Deacon  is  coaching 
the  team  and  has  evidenced  satisfaction  with  the 
program  despite  the  trials  involved  with  inexperi- 
enced players  faced  with  varsity  competition. 

The  district  invited  the  four  community 
municipal  leaders  to  meetings  for  the  purpose  of 
relating  plans  and  statistics  for  expansion.  In 
each  case  the  general  consensus  was  favorable  as 
to  need  and  desirability  of  additional  facilities 
but  that  realization  depended  on  the  costs  reflect- 
ed in  the  tax  structure. 
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Based  on  40%  State-aid  for  construction  and 
10  -  15%  State-aid  for  membership  in  the  region 
plus  50%  State-aid  for  the  operation  and  main- 
tenance it  was  pointed  out  by  the  Committee  that 
the  project  is  not  only  feasible  but  that  it  would 
be  difficult  to  forego  in  terms  of  finance.  An  in- 
vitation to  call  upon  the  Committee  for  further 
explanation  has  been  extended  in  the  interest  of 
complete  communication  as  we  endeavor  to  meet 
not  only  the  needs  of  all  our  people  but  also  the 
needs  of  industry,  hospitals,  rest  homes,  doctors, 
dentists  and  commercial  establishments.

Library 


Community  use  of  the  library 
is  reflected  in  many  civic  and 
official  groups. 


The  Memorial  Hall  Library  as  the  public 
library  of  Andover  and  as  a  Sub-Regional  center 
serving  twenty-five  libraries  in  northern  Essex 
County,  has  continued  the  expansion  of  its  ser- 
vices and  facilities  that  began  with  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  wing  two  years  ago.  Through 
opening  up  its  collection  to  all  borrowers  who  are 
residents  of  the  state  and  providing  such  region- 
al services  as  interlibrary  loan,  seminars  on  im- 
proving public  service,  and  in-depth  reference 
services,  the  Memorial  Hall  Library  continues  to 
build  its  reputation  for  excellence  and  to  expand 
that  reputation  over  an  increasingly  wider  area 


and  a  broader  spectrum  of  the  general  public. 

This  past  year  has  been  an  extremely  busy 
and  fruitful  one.  The  many  additions  of  equip- 
ment, expansion  of  services,  and  changes  in  plant 
layout  and  personnel  were  all  designed  to  im- 
prove the  very  basis  for  our  existence — service 
to  the  public.  This  public  now  includes  both 
citizens  of  Andover  and  of  the  wider  region  of 
which  we  are  a  significant  part. 

One  of  the  most  important  steps  taken  this 
year  was  the  decision  of  the  Director,  A.  J.  An- 
derson and  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  make  the 
materials  and  services  of  the  library  available  to 
all  residents  of  the  state  who  hold  library  cards 
with  their  local  public  library.  This  decision  fol- 
lows in  the  tradition  established  by  the  Direc- 
tor's predecessor,  Miss  Miriam  Putnam,  who  be- 
lieved that  the  library  should  strive  to  become  a 
center  of  intellectual  nourishment  for  all  those  in 
need,  regardless  of  residence. 

Public  acceptance  of  library  development  in 
Andover  is  indicated  by  continually  heavier  use 
of  library  facilities.  This  is  reflected  in  the  sta- 
tistical portion,  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  re- 
port. Suffice  to  say  that  general  circulation  sta- 
tistics for  1968  show  an  increase  of  11%  over 
1967  figures  and  an  increase  of  29%  over  1964 
figures.  In  1964  we  had  no  interlibrary  loan  sys- 
tem functioning,  while  in  1968  we  loaned  1,592 
titles  to  other  libraries  and  borrowed  271  titles 
from  other  libraries. 

During  the  past  year  the  Memorial  Hall 
Library  as  a  Sub-Regional  Center  has  made  stren- 
uous attempts  to  improve  service  and  coopera- 
tion among  its  member  libraries  through  a  ser- 
ies of  seminars  and  meetings.  One  such  meeting 
early  in  the  year  considered  ways  to  implement 
the  various  sections  of  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Re- 
port on  Library  Development  in  Massachusetts. 
The  report  deals  with  improved  cooperation  and 
envisions  a  library  network  involving  all  types 
of  libraries.  This  and  other  meetings  were  instru- 
mental in  establishing  a  Blue-Ribbon  Commis- 
sion to  study  ways  of  applying  the  report's 
recommendations  for  library  service  in  the  state. 
Among  other  meetings  held  at  Memorial  Hall 
Library  were  ones  on  Public  School  Library  co- 
operation and  on  furthering  services  between 
local  public  libraries  within  the  regional  system. 
In  addition  inter-library  loan  of  books  and  related 
materials  continue  to  show  healthy  increases,  the 
circulation  figures  for  1968  showing  better  than 
a  50%   increase  over  1967  circulation. 
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Community  use  of  the  library  is  reflected  in 
the  many  civic  and  official  groups  which  come 
into  the  building  every  week  seeking  assistance 
on  a  wide  variety  of  problems.  The  third-floor 
meeting  rooms  are  booked  for  use  almost  every 
night  and  the  Memorial  Hall,  spruced  up  wit> 
new  drapes  and  curtains,  continues  to  function 
as  a  local  center  for  gatherings  of  all  types.  A 
number  of  local  groups  have  put  on  art  displays, 
utilizing  the  public  areas  in  the  new  wing  and 
the  Andover  Garden  Club  continues  to  provide 
floral  displays  to  brighten  up  the  circulation 
desk.  The  library  was  pleased  to  play  host  to  the 
Great  Books  discussion  groups  last  year  and 
plans  are  being  formulated  to  extend  this  service 
to  a  Junior  Great  Books  Program,  being  initiated 
by  the  school  system  in  Andover. 

And  speaking  of  schools,  Memorial  Hall 
Library  has  continued  the  pattern  of  close  co- 
operation with  the  public  school  system  started 
many  years  ago  when  the  library  assumed  res- 
ponsibility for  the  school  libraries.  Though 
school  libraries  are  now  the  responsibility  of 
school  officials,  close  contact  is  maintained  with 
school  librarians  and  administrators  in  order  to 
insure  that  duplication  of  effort  is  kept  to  a 
minimum  and  that  complimentary  services  are 
strengthened.  Meetings  with  officials  and  faculty 
of  the  high  school  have  taken  place  at  the  library 
and  at  the  school  to  see  where  each  system  can 
most  fruitfully  help  the  other  in  furthering  edu- 
cation in  Andover.  Further  meetings  are  planned 
with  other  school  officials  in  the  near  fu- 
ture. Local  public  and  private  schools  continue  to 
pay  the  library  the  compliment  of  requesting 
instruction  in  library  resources.  In  1968  students 
from  West  Junior  High,  Pike  School  and  St. 
Augustine's  paid  visits  to  the  library  and  received 
tours  of  the  building  and  facilities.  Memorial 
Hall  Library  extended  its  facilities  to  a  special 
group  on  the  problems  of  perceptual  reading  in 
children.  This  group,  which  trained  tutors  and 
parents  to  help  children  overcome  reading  dis- 
abilities, made  use  of  the  library's  facilities  for 
over  three  months  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Many  new  services  have  been  added  to  the 
library  this  year.  A  microfilm  Reader-Printer 
was  installed  early  in  the  year.  This  machine  en- 
ables prints  of  microfilm  to  be  run  off  for  use  at 
home  or  elsewhere.  Its  popularity  is  attested  to 
by  the  heavy  use  which  students  of  all  ages  have 
made  of  this  service.  Microfilm  holdings  have 
been  strengthened  with  the  addition  of  many 


titles  in  the  fields  of  the  sciences  and  education. 
An  important  step  in  the  preservation  of  local 
history  materials  was  the  microfilming  of  the 
"Lawrence  American  and  Andover  Advertiser" 
covering  the  years  1853  to  1907  and  the  "Andover 
Townsman"  in  its  entirety.  For  those  patrons 
with  vision  problems,  many  large-print  books 
were  added  and  subscriptions  to  the  large-print 
editions  of  "The  New  York  Times"  and  "Read- 
er's Digest"  started. 

One  of  the  most  popular  services  is  the  new 
copier,  which  provides  positive  (black  on  white) 
copy  at  ten  cents  a  page,  a  real  boon  to  the  busy 
student,  housewife  or  businessman.  Another  in- 
novation which  has  helped  to  increase  use  of  new 
books  are  the  larger  browsing  units  located  just 
inside  the  front  door.  Many  patrons  are  pleased 
to  find  the  latest  acquisitions  in  one  convenient 
location.  The  adult  reading  room  has  been  con- 
verted into  a  music  room  with  the  addition  of 
two  stereo  sound  units  and  large,  convenient  re- 
cord bins  for  browsing.  In  the  Childrens  Room 
new  prints  and  interior  painting  have  brightened 
up  the  place  considerably  and  a  family  area  has 
children's  literature  in  both  English  and  foreign 
languages.  For  young  adults  a  new  display  case 
has  been  set  up  and  the  young  adult  non-fiction 
has  been  integrated  with  the  rest  of  the  collec- 
tion. It  has  been  found  that  90%  of  the  titles 
read  by  young  adults  in  non-fiction  are  ad  u  1 1 
material  anyway  and  intergration  will  make  it 
easier  for  everyone  to  find  the  books  they  need. 
Nursing  home  services  continue  with  monthly 
visits  made  to  the  Andover  Housing  Project  and 
the  Hughes  Nursing  Home.  To  serve  the  busi- 
ness community  more  adequately,  the  business 
reference  materials  have  been  consolidated  into 
one  area  and  such  services  as  "Value  Line  Invest- 
ment Survey"  and  "Draper,  Sears  Market  &  Stock 
Guides"  are  now  provided. 

During  the  past  year  over  five  hundred  re- 
cords have  been  added  to  the  collection,  many  of 
them  spoken  word  and  language  records  which 
make  a  welcome  addition  to  the  new  music 
room.  Over  8,000  new  books  have  been  added  this 
year,  a  25%  increase  over  the  number  added  last 
year.  Many  special  series  were  selected  such  as 
the  "Modern  Library  Series",  a  multi-volume 
work  covering  the  world's  great  classics,  the 
"National  Cyclopedia  of  American  Biography" 
and  a  vocational  series  titled  "Your  Future  As....' 
which  includes  hundred  of  occupations.  The  de- 
signation  of   Memorial   Hall   Library  to   receive 
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both  federal  and  state  funds  has  meant  that  the 
citizens  of  Andover  will  have  access  to  a  collec- 
tion that  has  both  depth  and  breadth  over  many 
subject  fields.  For  those  interested  in  fine  art, 
the  library  has  provided  twenty-five  new  prints 
for  general  circulation,  bringing  its  total  print 
collection  to  over  a  hundred  fine  reproductions 
covering  all  periods  of  art. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  to  the 
building  itself.  A  number  of  rooms  were  given 
fresh  coats  of  paint  during  the  summer,  new  car- 
peting and  drapes  were  added  in  certain  areas 
and  some  of  the  overhead  lighting  was  improved. 
A  brand  new  charging  system,  the  Gaylord  Sys- 
tem, was  installed  during  the  summer 
months  and  has  speeded  up  the  charging  out  of 
books  considerably.  However  during  peak  periods 
of  use  there  are  often  lines  of  patrons  waiting 
to  take  out  books,  even  though  all  machines  are 
in  operation  to  speed  up  service.  Public  demands 
still  tax  the  resources  and  ingenuity  of  the  library 
staff  and  improvements  are  constantly  being 
sought  in  both  building  layout  and  personnel  or- 
ganization. 

A  number  of  new  personnel  were  added  dur- 
ing the  year.  Most  of  these  additions  were  re- 
placements for  staff  who  had  retired  or  had 
moved  to  other  locations.  New  personnel  added 
to  the  library  staff  were;  R.  B.  Hubbs,  Associate 
Director,  Barbara  DeMaio,  Secretary,  Donna 
Hadley,  Library  Assistant,  Tseng-wen  Shen, 
Catalog  Librarian,  Sara  Bean  and  Gwendolyn 
Smith,  Reference  Librarians.  The  library  faces 
this  year  the  same  problem  of  a  shortage  of  pro- 
fessionally-trained personnel  that  plagues  many 
public  libraries  throughout  the  country.  The 
Memorial  Hall  Library  intends  to  meet  -the  de- 
mands of  its  public  and  to  maintain  its  reputa- 
tion for  service.  This  can  only  be  done  with  quali- 
fied personnel  which  are  in  great  demand  every- 
where. The  library  is  fortunate  to  have  a  dedi- 
cated and  superior  staff  available  and  additions 
to  this  staff  will  be  made  as  the  situation  and 
funds  permit. 

The  Memorial  Hall  Library  Board  of  Trus- 
tees announced  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Cornelia 
Fitts  in  October  after  many  years  of  exemplary 
service  to  the  library  and  to  the  community.  It 
was  also  announced  that  Mrs.  Bernice  Warshaw 
and  Mr.  Ernest  Costello  have  been  chosen  toj  fill 
vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  library  as  a  social  institution  attempts 
to  address  itself  to  some  of  the  vital  public  issues 


of  the  day.  During  the  year  the  "Kerner  Report 
Study  Group"  on  the  effects  of  racism  in 
American  life  has  met  continuously  in  the  library 
and  the  "End  the  War  in  Vietnam  Group"  has 
also  availed  itself  of  the  library's  facilities.  It  is 
felt  that  the  library  should  make  its  facilities 
available  to  all  groups,  regardless  of  how  "con- 
troversial" they  might  be  in  their  approach  to 
public  issues.  The  library  should  be  a  place 
where  all  thoughts  may  find  expression,  all  liter- 
ature may  be  perused  and  all  men  of  whatever 
expression  may  meet  together  to  exchange  view- 
points. The  Library  Bill  of  Rights  states  empha- 
tically that:  "As  an  institution  for  democratic 
living  the  library  should  welcome  the  use  of  its 
meeting  rooms  for  discussion  of  current  public 
questions.  Such  meeting  places  should  be  avail- 
able to  all  groups  in  the  community  regardless  of 
the  beliefs  and  affiliations  of  their  members." 
The  Memorial  Hall  Library  intends  to  live  by 
that  standard  as  closely  as  possible. 

A  number  of  problems  from  the  past  still 
intrude  upon  the  development  of  effective 
library  service  in  Andover.  Parking  has  become 
an  acute  problem  now  that  Northeast  Airlines 
has  taken  a  lease  on  property  to  the  rear  of  the 
library.  At  present  there  is  only  space  for  five 
automobiles  on  library-owned  property.  This  prob- 
lem is  tied  in  with  the  larger  question  of  park- 
ing facilities  for  the  entire  central  business 
district  and  hopefully  the  problem  will  be 
resolved  in  this  context.  The  library's  position 
as  an  area  resource  center  has  meant  a  consider- 
able growth  in  the  rate  of  acquisition  of  library 
materials  of  all  types.  The  capacity  of  the 
building  to  absorb  much  more  material  may 
reach  the  critical  point  sometime  in  the  next 
decade.  It  is  pleasant  to  report  the  resolution  of 
some  other  problems  that  have  inhibited  the  pro- 
gress of  the  library.  The  student  discipline  situa- 
tion is  now  well  in  hand  due  to  alert  monitoring 
by  college  students  specially  hired  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  new  charging  system  has  speeded  up 
service  to  patrons  and  re-registration  of  all  bor- 
rowers has  eliminated  dated  records  and  improved 
statistical  control  of  library  operations.  Poor 
lighting  and  heating  in  the  third  floor  has  been 
corrected,  which  will  make  the  meeting  areas 
more  congenial  to  the  many  civic  and  official 
groups  which  make  use  of  these  facilities.  The 
recent  conversion  of  the  "Adult  Reading  Room" 
into  the  "Music  Room"  promises  to  turn  what 
had  become  a  little-used  section  of  the     library 
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into  an  area  of  great  popularity  with  many 
library  patrons.  Indeed  it  was  noticed  that  after 
the  conversion  many  more  people  came  in  just 
to  read  or  study  than  had  appeared  before  the 
addition  of  the  sound  units  and  the  record  bins! 
The  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  growth 
and     innovation     in     providing     quality  public 


library  service  to  the  people  of  Andover  and  the 
surrounding  area.  As  demands  continue  for  ever 
more  sophisticated  levels  of  service  and  materi- 
als, the  Memorial  Hall  Library  will  meet  this 
challenge  as  it  has  in  the  past  by  combining  the 
best  of  old  traditions  with  the  most  effective 
of  new  techniques  and  materials.

A  teen  center  was  the  second 
program  of  consequence. 


The  two  basic  aims  of  the  Recreation  De- 
partment are  to  make  available  suitable  areas  and 
facilities  for  the  leisure  time  needs  of  the  people 
of  Andover  and  to  encourage  and  assist  the  peo- 
ple in  taking  full  advantage  of  the  areas  and 
facilities  provided.  These  two  aims  are  consist- 
ent with  practice  wherever  Recreation  Programs 
are  established. 

Prior  to  1964,  the  first  aim  was  of  primary 
concern  to  the  Department.  Outdoor  facilities 
were  used  on  a  limited  basis.  Playground  equip- 
ment was  made  inoperable  when  the  playground 
staff  was  off  duty.  It  was  dismantled  before  and 
after  the  regular  playground  season.  Indoor  faci- 
lities, available  to  the  Department,  were  almost 
non-existent. 

The  first  project,  in  keeping  with  the  first 
aim,  was  the  development  of  the  Andover  Re- 
creation Park.  The  land  was  purchased  early  in 
1963.  The  Director  organized  work  parties  to 
clean  the  building  and  land,  drew  plans  for 
development  and  constituted  a  movement  to  pass 
a  Special  Article  for  $10,000  at  the  1964  Town 
Meeting.  The  objective  was  to  provide  the  people 
of  Andover  with  a  family  area ;  one  that  could  be 
used  throughout  the  year;  and  one  that  would 
provide  indoor  as  well  as  outdoor  facilities. 

The  appropriation  was  large  enough  to  pro- 
vide basic  renovations  to  the  building  and  basic 
improvements  to  the  area.  It  was  not  large 
enough  to  contract  the  work.  Providing  a  labor 
force  was  left  to  the  organizational  ability  of  the 
Director.  It  was  also  his  responsibility  to  plan, 
direct  and  supervise  all  improvements. 

From  1964  until  this  year  it  has  been  neces- 
sary for  the  department  to  emphasize  facility 
development.  In  late  1967,  three  events  made  it 
possible  to  start  changing  the  emphasis.  These 
included  the  purchase  of  the  nursery  school  on 
Iceland  Road  in  Shawsheen,  turning  over  pro- 
gramming of  the  Ballardvale  Community  Center 
to  the  Department,  and  changes  in  policy  of  the 
School  Department  to  allow  the  Recreation  De- 
partment greater  latitude  in  use  of  school  build- 


ings. Because  of  these  changes,  the  Department 
has  been  going  through  a  transition  during  the 
year.  Maintenance  and  development  is  being  tak- 
en over  by  a  department  appropriately  equipped 
for  the  job  and  activity  areas  are  being  utilized 
by  the  Recreation  Department. 

Several  activities  have  developed  during  the 
year.  The  first  was  a  basketball  league  for  men 
over  thirty.  This  started  in  February  with  six 
teams  and  approximately  fifty  players.  When  the 
new  season  started  in  December,  the  number  of 
teams  was  increased  to  nine  with  a  total  partici- 
pation of  over  one  hundred. 

A  teen  center  was  the  second  program  of 
consequence.  The  Student  Activity  Center  started 
operation  in  May  after  a  two  month  study  by 
adults  and  teen  agers.  The  program  has  main- 
tained an  average  attendance  of  over  one  hun- 
dred per  evening  through  the  Spring,  Summer, 
and  School  Year.  The  flexibility  of  the  building 
and  the  close  association  with  the  students  in 
school  have  provided  a  good  working  relation- 
ship that  was  previously  unobtainable.  Through 
this  relationship,  it  has  been  possible  to  schedule 
many  activities  suggested  by  the  students.  This 
has  made  it  possible  to  serve  many  interests  of 
many  students  rather  than  a  stereotyped  "teen 
dance  program".  Support  by  many  private  in- 
dividuals has  demonstrated  the  interest  by  the 
public. 

A  third  activity  was  an  instructional  tennis 
program.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  comple- 
tion of  the  first,  regulation,  public  tennis  courts 
in  many  years.  Although  the  courts  were  not 
completed  until  late  in  the  season,  public  interest 
made  it  possible  to  schedule  a  short  series  of  les- 
sons in  October  and  November. 

Other  projects  that  the  Director  has  worked 
to  promote  have  included  an  Arts  Council,  Film 
Council,  and  the  new  Senior  Citizens'  Drop  In  and 
Information  Center  on  Barnard  Street. 

Since  1964  when  the  Department  had  little 
to  offer  in  the  way  of  facilities,  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  promote  a  number  of  activities.  They  in- 
clude groups  interested  in  badminton,  drama, 
dance,  art,  singing,  chess,  bridge,  investments, 
yoga,  scouting,  4-H,  physical  fitness,  skiing,  go- 
carting,  rug  hooking  and  sculpturing  as  well  as 
special  events  such  as  outings,  parties,  movies  and 
teen  dances.  Along  with  summer  activities  such 
as  softball,  outdoor  basketball  and  the  traditional 
playground  and  swimming  programs,  participa- 
tion has  more  than  quadrupled  in  the  past  five 
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years.  Most  of  this  would  not  have  been  possible 
had  it  not  been  for  the  emphasis  on  facility 
development. 

Volunteer  leadership  was  used  in  90%  of  the 
activities  during  the  year.  The  Program  could  not 
operate  without  this  assistance.  Although  these 
volunteers  are  largely  self-sufficient,  they  need 
support  from  the  Department.  This  support  can 
take  many  forms  dependent  upon  the  type  of  ac- 
tivity, meeting  place  and  length  of  time  the  ac- 
tivity has  been  in  operation.  New  activities,  in 
their  planning  stages  and  first  few  months  of 
operation,  need  proportionately  more  assistance. 
The  more  complex  activities  require  prolonged 
help.  All  volunteers  need  occasional  help  and  the 
knowledge  that  support  is  always  available.  Lack 
of  this  support  can  lead  to  deterioration  of  the 
activity. 

During  the  year  it  has  become  very  appar- 
ent that  the  number  of  activities  operating  in 
Andover  need  more  assistance  than  the  one-man 
Department  can  provide.  It  has  proven  physically 


impossible  for  the  Director  to  give  attention  to 
the  detail  work  necessary  for  operation  of  exist- 
ing activities  and  still  make  the  contacts  and  ar- 
rangements necessary  for  additional  activities 
that  have  been  requested.  With  the  opportunity 
to  change  the  emphasis  of  the  Department  must 
also  come  the  personnel  to  implement  the  change. 

Although  the  Activity  Program  was  stressed 
in  1968  there  was  still  need  to  consider  develop- 
ment of  facilities.  Pomps  Pond,  the  beach  area 
and  the  waterfront  buildings  all  must  be  given 
attention  if  the  needs  of  the  people  are  to  be  met. 
Growing  interest  in  outdoor  sports  makes  it 
necessary  to  consider  development  of  new  courts 
and  fields  or  consider  lighting  existing  ones  to 
take  advantage  of  evening  hours.  Buildings  to 
house  equipment  were  of  primary  concern  as 
were  more  flexible  buildings  to  house  additional 
activities  requested. 

Much  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  achieve 
the  aims  set  forth.  With  the  growth  of  the  Town, 
much  can  and  must  be  accomplished  in  the  future 
to  meet  growing  demands

The  12"  loop  from  Bancroft 
booster  station  was  completed 


The  major  construction  in  the  water  system 
in  1968  was  the  South  Industrial  Loop,  12,306  ft. 
of  12"  main  with  appurtenances  giving  a  fire  flow 
of  2500  g.p.m.  With  a  major  sewer  installation 
completed  along  with  highway  improvements, 
this  area  is  now  ready  for  extended  industrial 
development. 

The  12"  loop  from  the  Bancroft  booster  sta- 
tion was  completed,  improving  flow  conditions 
to  the  Prospect  Reservoirs  and  providing  a  proper 
supply  for  the  Bancroft  School. 

Pumping  from  all  sources  gave  the  second 
highest  year  in  the  Water  Department  records 
not  withstanding  a  rather  wet  season  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year.  Maximum  daily  pumping  ex- 
ceeded 4  million  gallons  only  one  day,  but  the 
daily  average  was  2.437  million  showing  the  gen- 
eral increase  in  water  use.  The  need  of  a  treat- 
ment plant  and  the  Merrimack  River  supply  is 
becoming  extremely  urgent  since  it  will  take 
three  years  from  approval  to  arrive  at  construc- 
tion completion. 

The  new  six  million  gallon  Bancroft  Reser- 
voir was  put  into  operation  early  in  the  year. 
Distribution  conditions  are  currently  proper.  The 
Town  is  protected  during  heavy  draft  periods,  at 
times  of  major  fires  and  other  extreme  emergen- 
cies.

domain;  or  take  any  other  action,  and  betterments  to  be  assessed. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  unanimously  that  the  sum  of  $50,000  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  approximately  2,550  lineal  feet 
of  8-inch  sewer  main  from  Highland  Road,  through  land  of  Phillips  Andover  Academy 
to  Bancroft  Road,  more  or  less,  and  to  acquire  necessary  land  and  easements  there- 
for, and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $1,000  shall  be  raised  by  taxation 
in  the  current  year  and  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  at  one  time  or  from  time  to 
time  not  exceeding  in  principal  amount  the  sum  of  $49,000  pursuant  to  Chapter  44, 
Section  7(1)  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  and  supplemented,  each  issue  of  said 
bonds  or  notes  to  mature  in  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  years  from  its  date;  and  fur- 
ther to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  obtain  all  necessary  easements  therefor,  by  gift, 
by  purchase,  by  seizure  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  or  otherwise.

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  unanimously  that  the  sum  of  $175,000  be 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing 
the  Bancroft  Elementary  School,  so-called,  such  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  sums  pre- 
viously appropriated  for  the  same  purpose,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation,  $75,000 
be  transferred  from  the  Stabilization  Fund,  $75,000  in  an  anticipated  accelerated 
state  school  building  assistance  grant  and  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  is  authorized  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  at  one  time 
or  from  time  to  time  not  exceeding  in  principal  amount  the  sum  of  $25,000  pursuant 
to  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended  and  supplemented,  each  issue  of  said 
bonds  or  notes  to  mature  in  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  years  from  its  date.

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Article  20  was  withdrawn. 

Upon  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  at  5  P.M.  to  temporarily  adjourn 
the  meeting  to  complete  the  remaining  articles  and  reconvene  on  Monday  evening, 
March  11,  1968  at  7:30  P.  M.  in  the  Memorial  Auditorium.

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SECTION  VI.   OTHER  REQUIREMENTS 

E.   Removal  of  Material 

1.   No  person  shall  remove  any  soil,  loam,  sand,  or  gravel  in  excess  of  ten  cubic 
yards  from  any  land  not  in  public  use,  in  any  part  of  the  Town,  without  com- 
plying with  one  of  the  following  procedures: 

1.1   General  Permit 

a.  For  general  removal  (sand  pit)  operations,  a  written  permit  must  be 
obtained  therefore,  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  after  a  public  hear- 
ing, at  which  time  all  interested  persons  shall  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard.   At  least  fourteen  (14)  days  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  such  hearing  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant  for 
a  permit,  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
Town. 

b.  Before  granting  any  such  permit,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  give 
due  consideration  to  the  location  of  the  place  from  which  it  is 
proposed  to  remove  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel,  to  the  general  char- 
acter of  the  neighborhood  surrounding  such  location  and  to  the  effect 
of  the  proposed  removal  on  such  neighborhood,  to  the  amount  of  noise, 
dust  and  vibration  likely  to  result  from  the  proposed  removal,  to  the 
extent,  depth  and  contour  of  the  location  and  surrounding  neighbor- 
hood from  which  such  removal  is  proposed,  to  the  general  safety  of 
the  public  on  the  public  ways  giving  access  to  and  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  such  location  and  to  the  use  to  which  such  location  has 
been  put  prior  to  the  application  for  a  permit.   A  determination 
shall  be  made  as  to  the  existence  of  any  other  gravel  pit  in  the 
close  vicinity  of  the  proposed  location,  the  existence  of  which  shall 
normally  be  considered  an  inhibiting  factor  in  granting  the  proposed 
permit.   No  permit  granted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  valid 
for  a  period  in  excess  of  three  years  from  its  date  of  issue. 

c.  As  a  part  and  set  forth  in  such  permit  shall  be  the  restriction  for- 
bidding excavation  to  a  depth  greater  than  three  feet  below  the  grade 
of  an  adjacent  street  or  road  which  would  normally  serve  the  property. 
In  addition,  the  Selectmen  shall  impose  and  set  forth  in  the  permit 
such  other  restrictions  and  conditions  as  they  deem  reasonable  and 

in  the  public  interest,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

1.  the  duration  of  time  during  which  the  permit  may  be 
exercised; 

2.  the  extent,  depth  and  contour  of  the  area  of  removal; 

3.  the  grade  of  the  slope  of  the  banks  of  the  area  of 
removal; 

4.  the  proximity  of  such  removal  to  any  public  way; 

5.  the  hours  of  the  day  during  which  such  removal  may  be 
permitted; 

6.  the  hours  of  the  day  during  which  vehicles  may  be  loaded 
with  soil,  loam,  sand  and  gravel  and  during  which  such 
loaded  vehicles  may  be  permitted  to  leave  such  location; 

7.  the  use  of  covers  over  the  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel 
loaded  in  vehicles  for  removal  from  the  area; 

8.  the  shoring  and  reinforcement  of  the  banks  of  any  exca- 
vation; and, 
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9.   the  placement  of  topsoil  and  the  replanting  of  the  area  of 
removal  and  screening  the  same  from  public  view. 

d.   In  the  renewal  of  any  permit  upon  its  expiration,  the  Board  of  Select- 
men shall  give  full  consideration  to  the  manner  in  which  the  permit 
holder  has  lived  up  to  his  contractural  relations  with  the  Town  and 
under  no  circumstances  shall  renewal  be  granted  where  there  has  been 
a  history  of  repeated  failure  to  live  up  to  restrictions  and  require- 
ments of  the  previous  permit. 

1.2  Soil  Removal  Incidental  to  Development  &  Construction 

a.  Where  soil  is  to  be  removed  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a 
subdivision,  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  may  be  removed  solely  from  the 
road  areas  down  to  grades  indicated  on  the  subdivision  plan  only  after 
the  approval  of  said  plan  by  the  Planning  Board  and  issuance  of  a 
"utility  inspection  card"  by  the  Planning  Department. 

b.  Where  soil  is  to  be  removed  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a 
specific  site  for  building,  sand  and  gravel  may  be  removed  only  after 
the  issuance  of  a  building  permit  by  the  Building  Inspector  solely 
from  the  building  area  and  to  a  grade  as  specified  for  the  building 
in  the  building  permit.   No  loam,  whatsoever,  may  be  removed  from  the 

building  site,  but  must  be  retained  on  the  premises  for  regrading 
subsequent  to  completion  of  building.   The  use  of  covers  on  vehicles 
over  the  material  being  removed  is  mandatory. 

1.3  Miscellaneous  Removal  of  Soil  (Small  Quantities) 

Where  the  removal  of  quantities  of  soil  in  excess  of  ten  cubic  yards 
but  less  than  one  hundred  is  proposed,  the  Town  Engineer  and  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  may  issue  a  Miscellaneous  Soil  Removal  Permit  which  shall 
show  the  approximate  quantity  of  soil  to  be  removed  and  the  purpose  of 
the  removal.   No  more  than  a  single  Miscellaneous  Soil  Removal  Permit 
may  be  issued  for  a  single  property.   The  use  of  covers  on  trucks  over 
the  material  being  removed  is  mandatory. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  unanimously  to  delete  the  present  Para- 
graph E.  (Removal  of  Materials)  from  Article  VIII  (Zoning  Bylaw),  Section  VI  in  its 
entirety  and  substitute  the  following  new  Paragraph  E.  therefor: 

SECTION  VI.   OTHER  REQUIREMENTS 

E.   Removal  of  Material 


No  person  shall  remove  any  soil,  except  from  land  in  public  use,  for  purposes 
not  in  conformity  with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  bylaw.   The  removal  of 
soil,  loam,  sand,  peat  or  gravel  shall  be  in  accordance  with  one  of  the  follow- 
ing procedures: 

1.1   General  Permit 

a.  For  general  removal  (sand  pit)  operations,  a  written  permit  must  be  ob- 
tained therefor,  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  a  public  hearing  at 
which  time  all  interested  persons  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard.   At  least  fourteen  (14)  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
hearing  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant  for  a  permit,  be  published 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Town. 

b.  Before  granting  any  such  permit  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  give  due  con- 
sideration to  the  location  of  the  place  from  which  it  is  proposed  to  re- 
move soil,  loam,  sand,  peat,  or  gravel,  to  the  general  character  of  the 
neighborhood  surrounding  such  location  and  to  the  effect  of  the  proposed 
removal  on  such  neighborhood,  to  the  amount  of  noise,  dust,  and  vibration 
likely  to  result  from  the  proposed  removal,  to  the  extent,  depth  and  con- 
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tour  of  the  location  and  surrounding  neighborhood  from  which  such  removal 
is  proposed,  to  the  general  safety  of  the  public  on  the  public  ways  giving 
access  to  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  such  location  and  to  the  use  to 
which  such  location  has  been  put  prior  to  the  application  for  a  permit.  A 
determination  shall  be  made  as  to  the  existence  of  any  other  gravel  pit  in 
the  close  vicinity  of  the  proposed  location,  the  existence  of  which  shall 
normally  be  co  nsidered  an  inhibiting  factor  in  granting  the  proposed  per- 
mit.  No  permit  granted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  valid  for  a 
period  in  excess  of  three  years  from  its  date  of  issue. 

c.   As  part  of  and  set  forth  in  such  permit  shall  be  the  restriction,  forbid- 
ding excavation  to  a  depth  below  the  mean  grade  of  an  adjacent  serving 
street,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  street.   No  excavation  shall  be 
such  as  to  alter  the  direction  of  a  watercourse  or  to  cause  surface  water 
to  gather  as  in  a  sump  or  swale.   In  addition,  the  Selectmen  shall  impose 
and  set  forth  in  the  permit  such  other  restrictions  and  conditions  as  they 
deem  reasonable  and  in  the  public  interest,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  following: 

1.  the  duration  of  time  during  which  the  permit  may  be  exercised; 

2.  the  extent,  depth  and  contour  of  the  area  of  removal; 

3.  the  grade  of  the  slope  of  the  banks  of  the  area  of  removal; 

4.  the  proximity  of  such  operations  to  any  public  way; 

5.  the  hours  of  the  day  during  which  such  operations  may  be  permitted; 

6.  the  hours  of  the  day  during  which  vehicles  may  be  loaded  with  soil, 
loam,  sand,  peat,  and  gravel  and  during  which  such  loaded  vehicles 
may  be  permitted  to  leave  such  location. 

7.  the  use  of  covers  over  the  soil,  loam,  sand,  peat,  or  gravel  loaded 
in  vehicles  for  removal  from  the  area. 

8.  the  shoring  and  reinforcement  of  the  banks  of  any  excavation;  and 

9.  the  placement  of  top  soil  and  the  replanting  of  the  area  of  removal 
and  screening  the  same  from  public  view 

d.    In  the  renewal  of  any  permit  upon  its  expiration,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  give  full  consideration  to  the  manner  in  which  the  permit  holder 
has  lived  up  to  his  contractural  relations  with  the  Town  and  under  no 
circumstances  shall  renewal  be  granted  where  there  has  been  a  history  of 
repeated  failure  to  live  up  to  restrictions  and  requirements  of  the  pre- 
vious permit. 

1.2   Soil  Removal  Incidental  to  Development  and  Construction 

a.  Where  soil  is  to  be  removed  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a  sub- 
division, the  soil,  loam,  sand,  peat,  or  gravel  may,  under  normal  circum- 
stances, be  removed  solely  from  the  road  down  to  the  grades  indicated  on 
the  subdivision  plan  only  after  the  approval  of  said  plan  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  issuance  of  a  "utility  inspection  card"  by  the  Planning  De- 
partment.  Where  special  circumstances  exist  requiring  regrading  of  other 
than  the  road  areas,  the  developer  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  file  a  topographic  plan  showing  the  proposed  initial  and  final 
contours  of  the  area  involved.   In  these  circumstances  sufficient  loam 
must  be  retained  on  the  subdivision  for  regrading  to  a  minimum  depth  of 
six  inches  over  the  exposed  subsoil. 

b.  Where  soil  is  to  be  removed  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a 
specific  site  for  building,  removal  may  take  place  only  after  the  issuance 
of  a  building  permit  by  the  Building  Inspector.   Removal  will  normally  be 
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only  from  the  area  for  the  building,  the  driveways,  from  parking  areas, 
and  from  areas  where  removal  is  specifically  required  by  the  Board  of 
Health  in  connection  with  disposal  systems.   Where  special  circumstances 
exist  requiring  general  regrading,  removal  of  peat,  etc.,  the  builder 
may  file  a  rough  plan  and  request  for  additional  soil  removal  with  the 
Building  Inspector  as  provided  in  par.  1.3  below.   In  all  cases  suffi- 
cient loam  shall  be  retained  on  the  premises  for  regrading  to  a  minimum 
depth  of  six  inches  over  the  subsoil. 

1 . 3 Miscellaneous  Removal  of  Soil  Incidental  to  Improvements 

Removal  of  miscellaneous  amounts  of  soil  not  covered  under  the  provisions  of 
paragraphs  1.1  or  1.2  above  is  permitted  provided  the  removal  is  concomitant 
with  the  improvement  of  the  property  from  which  removal  takes  place  and  pro- 
vided the  removal  is  in  accord  with  the  expressed  intent  and  purpose  of  the 
provisions  of  this  bylaw.   Removal  of  aggregate  quantities  of  less  than  fifty 
(50)  cubic  yards  from  any  one  general  site  requires  no  formal  permit.   Where 
the  removal  of  soil  in  quantities  in  excess  of  fifty  (50)  cubic  yards  but 
less  than  five  hundred  (500)  cubic  yards,  is  desired,  application  must  be 
made  to  the  Building  Inspector  for  a  Miscellaneous  Soil  Removal  Permit.   If 
appropriate,  the  Building  Inspector,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Town  Engin- 
eer, may  issue  the  permit.   The  permit,  if  issued,  shall  indicate  the  approxi- 
mate quantity  of  soil  to  be  removed,  the  purpose  of  removal  and  the  location 
of  the  site  of  removal.   The  permit  shall  also  specify  that  upon  completion 
of  excavation,  exposed  subsoil  shall  be  graded  and  covered  with  loam  to  a 
minimum  depth  of  six  inches  and  that  failure  to  do  so  shall  be  deemed  a  vio- 
lation of  the  bylaw.   Where  special  circumstances  exist  which  indicate  the 
removal  of  soil  in  excess  of  five  hundred  (500)  cubic  yards,  but  for  which 
a  general  permit  under  paragraph  1.1  above  is  not  appropriate,  a  permit  for 
a  larger  amount,  up  to  two  thousand  (2,000)  cubic  yards  may  be  issued  pro- 
vided that  it  additionally  has  the  approval  of  and  bears  the  signature  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  his  designated  representative. 
Except  where  the  removal  under  this  paragraph  1.3  is  done  in  connection  with 
the  formation  or  enlargement  of  a  pond,  excavation  shall  not  be  permitted 
below  the  mean  grade  of  the  street  or  road  serving  the  property.   Where  the 
excavation  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  street  and  in  any  case  shall 
not  be  such  as  to  change  the  direction  of  flow  of  a  watercourse  or  to  cause 
surface  water  to  gather  as  in  a  sump  or  swale.   Pits  for  burying  large  rocks, 
stumps,  or  other  large  objects  shall  immediately  be  back-filled  for  safety 
reasons.   Planning  Board  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  James  Keck.   A  quorum  was 
present . 

Upon  motion  made  by  Fredric  O'Brien  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  adjourn  the 
regular  Town  Meeting  temporarily  at  9:45  P.  M.  and  start  action  on  the  Special  Town 
Meeting.

A  copy  of  these  plans  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board,  prior  to  the  hearing  thereon,  for 
it  to  consider  and  report  on.   The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  not  approve 
such  plans  unless— 

a)  The  Board  finds  they  comply  with  the  applicable  provisions 
of  the  bylaw. 

b)  The  Board  finds  the  plans  insure  that  the  premises  will 
not  be  unsightly. 

c)  The  plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  above  and  the  Planning  Board 
has  reported  thereon  or  two  weeks  shall  have  elapsed  sub- 
sequent to  the  public  hearing.   In  this  case  the  Board  of 
Appeals  may  act  without  consideration  of  Planning  Board 
comments. 

3.  Application  for  approval  of  plans  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be 
made  under  the  provisions  of  Section  VIII  B.  2.  of  this  Bylaw  and 
no  building  permit  shall  be  granted  until  action  under  the  applica- 
tion has  been  completed.   All  plans  and  information  submitted  in 
connection  with  the  application  shall  become  a  part  of  and  be  filed 
with  the  Appeals'  Board  decision.   All  subsequent  modifications  not 
in  accord  with  such  plan  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions. 

4.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  approve  as  an  accessory  use,  the  provision 
of  an  independent  food  service  concession  within  a  building  for  in- 
ternal custom  (no  external  signs)  where  the  desirability  of  this 
use  is  demonstrated. 

5.  Upon  issuance  of  a  Special  Permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  of  the  Bylaw,  all  uses  listed  as  accept- 
able by  Special  Permit  in  Section  VI  shall  be  deemed  permissible 
uses  provided  a  particular  use  does  not  render  some  approved  facili- 
ty, such  as  parking,  inadequate.   The  Building  Inspector  may  issue 

a  certificate  of  occupancy  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  pro- 
vided the  premises  otherwise  meet  the  provisions  of  the  Town's  laws 
and  regulations. 

AMEND  Section  VI.  B.  3,  by  adding  a  new  Par.  (e")  as  follows: 

e .   Office  Park  District 

(1)  One  sign,  no  greater  than  8'  in  height,  for  the  office  park  for  each 
street  upon  which  the  park  fronts.   This  sign  shall  be  no  larger 
than  25  square  feet  in  area  except  where  the  property  fronts  on  a 
high  speed  limited  access  highway,  in  which  case,  a  special  exception 
may  be  granted  for  a  larger  sign  for  legibility. 

(2)  Directional  signs  will  be  permitted  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals, 

(3)  Signs  for  individual  properties  or  tenants  shall  be  limited  to  a  single 
sign  no  larger  than  fifteen  (15)  square  feet  per  tenant.   This  area 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  where  multiple  tenants  would 
cause  such  signs  to  be  unsightly.   Where  a  sole  individual  tenant  or 
property  owner  desires  to  employ  a  sign  which  is  integrated  with  the 
building  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  an  exception  depending  upon 
the  size  of  the  building  and  the  space  available. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Appeals  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  5 
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below,  grant  a  special  exception  for  an  additional  sign  on  a  build- 
ing facing  a  limited  access,  high  speed  highway,  limited  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  tenant  of  the  building. 

(5)  In  granting  special  exceptions  under  the  foregoing  Paragraphs,  the 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  take  into  account  the  character  of  the  pro- 
posed sign,  its  relationship  with  the  building  and  size  of  the 
building,  if  attached  to  a  building,  the  subject  matter  of  the  sign, 
the  impact  of  the  sign  upon  the  highway  and  such  other  factors  as 

it  deems  appropriate.   It  shall  grant  such  exceptions  only  with 
restraint . 

(6)  The  use  of  neon  or  similar  gaseous  tube  signs  is  prohibited. 
Fluorescent  illumination  may  be  used  only  for  internal  illumina- 
tion of  a  lighted  sign. 

AMEND  Section  VI.  A.  by  adding  a  new  Paragraph  6  as  follows: 

6.   Office  Park  District 

(a)  Parking  spaces  provided  shall  contain  at  least  200  Squ.  Ft. 
which  shall  be  exclusive  of  areas  required  for  driveways, 
loading,  walks  and  circulation. 

(b)  For  business,  professional,  administration,  clerical,  statis- 
tical or  similar  offices,  one  parking  space  for  occupant  park- 
ing shall  be  furnished  for  each  450  Squ.  Ft.  of  usable  floor 
area.   Usable  floor  area  shall  be  taken  as  the  floor  area  of 
the  building  exclusive  of,  stairways  and  hallways,  maintenance 
rooms  or  areas  housing  heating  and  ventilating  equipment  or 
storage  areas  accessory  to  the  operation  of  the  building  it- 
self.  In  addition,  sufficient  visitor  or  transient  parking 
spaces  for  each  1,000  square  feet  of  usable  floor  area  or  ten 
spaces,  whichever  is  more. 

(c)  For  medical,  dental  or  health  center,  one  space  for  each  200 
Squ.  Ft.  of  occupancy  for  occupant  parking  and  four  spaces 
for  each  doctor  or  dentist  for  visitor  or  transient  parking. 

(d)  For  trade,  professional  or  other  school,  a  number  of  spaces 
equal  to  the  faculty  and  administrative  staff  plus  spaces  at 
least  equal  to  two  thirds  of  the  student  capacity  of  the 
school,  for  occupant  parking  and  at  least  ten  spaces  for 
transient  or  visitor  parking. 

AMEND  Section  VI.  C.  1.  (Landscaping)  so  that  it  reads  as  follows: 

1.   In  Shopping  Center  &  Office  Park  Districts — Landscaping  and  screening 
shall  be  provided  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  planting  plans 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  incorporated  as  part  of  the  plans 
on  which  the  special  permit  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  based. 

The  Vote — YES  343,  NO  17 — voted  by  more  than  2/3  as  required.   A  quorum  was  present, 
A  report  of  the  Andover  Planning  Board  was  read  by  James  Trenholm.

Pursuant  to  the  Provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  49  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  Article  II,  Section  4  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Andover. 
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Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  regularly 
twenty-five  times  during  1969  and  had  eight 
special  meetings.  In  addition,  the  Board  held 
numerous  conferences  with  our  Town  boards, 
committees  and  officials,  attended  state  and  reg- 
ional meetings  and  made  numerous  inspection 
trips  to  various  sections  of  the  community  in  res- 
ponse to  complaints. 

Robert  A.  Watters  assumed  the  chairman- 
ship in  March  of  1969  when  Philip  K.  Allen 
stepped  down  after  two  years  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board.  Mr.  Watters  met  regularly  with  Acting 
Town  Manager  Wendell  A.  Mattheson  during  the 
summer  to  aid  in  keeping  the  Town  government 
machinery  functioning  smoothly  between  Town 
Managers.  Mr.  Watters  has  continued  the  prac- 
tice of  visiting  the  town  offices  three  mornings  a 
week  to  aid  in  the  transition  of  the  administra- 
ion  to  the  new  Town  Manager. 

Following  is  a  list  of  some  major  decisions 
and  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  dur- 
ing 1969 : 

Inserted  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  calling 
for  a  Dog  Control  Law.

Went  on  record  as  favoring  increased  bene- 
fits for  town  employees  and  their  dependents  as 
well  as  for  retired  employees  for  life  and  health 
insurance. 

Accepted  resignation  of  Richard  J.  Bowen 
as  Town  Manager  effective  May  22,  1969. 

Discussed  and  viewed  various  drainage  prob- 
lems. 

Approved  acquisition  by  the  Town  for  school 
purposes  the  White  land  off  South  Main  St.  and 
the  land  west  of  Woburn  St.  and  south  of  An- 
dover St.  adjacent  to  the  South  School. 

Received  approval  from  HUD  for  an  advance 
of  $124,100  for  plan  preparation  for  water  treat- 
ment plant. 


Requested  Traffic  Study  Committee  to  con- 
tinue with  its  study  program  of  traffic  situation 
in  Andover. 

Approved  the  acquisition  of  the  Axelrod 
property  off  Love  joy  Road  for  a  school  site. 

Authorized  firm  of  Charles  M.  Evans  As- 
sociates of  Boston  to  make  a  revaluation  of  the 
Town's  Classification  and  Pay  Plan. 

Appointed  J.  Maynard  Austin  to  serve  as 
Town  Manager  effective  Sept.  2,  1969. 

Approved  inclusion  in  Warrant  of  Article 
which  would  provide  for  appropriation  of  neces- 
sary funds  for  payment  to  firemen  of  time  and 
one-half  for  overtime.

MARGARET  G.  TOWLE  FUND 

Under  the  terms  of  her  will,  the  late  Mrs- 
Margaret  G-  Towle,  long  time  resident  of  An- 
dover,  bequeathed  the  residue  of  her  estate  to 
the  Town  of  Andover,  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  perm- 
anent trust  fund.  This  is  now  known  as  the  Mar- 
garat  G.  Towle  Fund.  Mrs.  Towle  stipulated 
that  the  income  from  this  fund  be  "devoted  to 
the  assistance  or  procurement  of  assistance  for 
worthy  persons  residing  within  the  Town  of  An- 
dover who  may  be  in  need  of  aid,  comfort  or  sup- 
port on  account  of  old  age,  disability  or  unem- 
ployment-" 

The  Fund  is  administered  by  a  group  of 
three  trustees  chosen  by  the  Town  Manager 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
There  is  no  provision  for  a  full  or  even  part 
time  social  worker  to  search  out  needy  cases 
with  the  result  that  the  entire  case  load  comes 
through  referrals  from  the  Town  Welfare  De- 
partment, other  private  charitable  groups,  the 
clergy  and  by  individuals. 

During  1969  the  Trustees  have  met  on  a 
regular  monthly  schedule  and  also  at  other  un- 


scheduled  times  and  have  discussed  and  acted 
upon  21  separate  cases.  67  vouchers  have  been 
issued  calling  for  payment  of  $10,602.89  by  the 
Town  Treasurer,  who  has  sole  authority  for  ex- 


pending funds.  Total  income  for  the  year 
amount  to  $18,687.78.  The  balance  of  the  fund 
at  December  31,  1969  is  $35,827.14.

Planning  Board 


The  continuing  growth  of  Andover,  in  1969, 
meant  continuing  pressures  on  the  Planning 
Board  in  areas  relating  to  zoning  and  sub- 
division control.  The  Board  reviewed  eleven 
(11)  subdivision  plans  of  which  (6)  were  pre- 
liminary and  five  (5)  were  definitive.  These 
plans  showed  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  (295)  house  lots.  All  five  (5)  of  the  defini- 
tive plans,  containing  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  (131)  lots,  were  approved.  Of  the  six  (6) 
preliminary  plans,  two  (2)  containing  sixty 
(60)  lots  were  disapproved  and  four  (4)  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  four  (104)  lots  were 
approved.  The  Board  also  acted  on  plans  for 
seventy-three  (73)  house  lots  on  existing  streets, 
certifying  that  they  did  not  come  under  the  pro- 
visions of  subdivision  control. 

The  Planning  Board  has,  for  the  past  sev- 
eral years,  regularly  taken  part  in  hearings 
before  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  The  Board 
representatives  attending  these  meetings  con- 
veyed the  Planning  Board's  views  on  the  thirty- 
eight  petitions  which  were  heard  by  the  Board 
of  appeals  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Board  had  joint  meet- 
ings with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School 
Board,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Conservation 
Commission  and  the  Industrial  Development 
Commission.  Its  representatives  regularly  took 
part  in  the  Central  Merrimack  Regional  District 
Planning  Commission  which,  incidently,  is 
gradually  expanding  to  include  all  the  down- 
river towns.  Legislation  in  the  Massachusetts 
General  Court  and  the  New  Hampshire  legisla- 
ture was  completed  which  empowers  the  inclu- 
sion of  New  Hampshire  towns  bordering  on  the 
present  member  towns  of  the  Commission  to 
join  with  them  for  wider  regional  activity. 

As  a  result  of  its  meetings  with  the  Indus- 
trial Development  Commission,  the  Planning 
Board  offered  to  the  Town  Meeting  changes  in 
the  Zoning  By  Law,  with  respect  to  industry, 
which  simplified  the  zones  by  reducing  them 
from  five  (5.)  to  three  (3)  in  number.  In  ad- 
dition, some  paragraphs  of  the  bylaw  were  re- 
vised for  clarification  and  to  strengthen  controls 
over  the  screening  and  landscaping  of  industrial 
plants  as  well  as  some  other  strengthening  pro- 
visions. 


A  study  of  recreation  and  open  space, 
which  was  sparked  by  the  Planning  Board  work 
on  the  most  recent  Capital  Expenditures  Pro- 
gram, has  now  been  under  way  since  late  in 
1968.  This  study  has  been  done  by  the  Planning 
Board's  consultant,  Sidney  Shurcliff.  under  the 
direction  of  a  committee  authorized  by  the  Sel- 
ectmen, comprised  of  representatives  of  the 
Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission  and 
the  School  Board  along  with  a  representative  of 
the  Y.M.C.A.  Board  and  member  of  the  former 
recreation  committee.  It  is  expected  that  the  re- 
port, now  under  preparation,  will  serve  as  a 
guide  to  Andover's  open  space  and  recreation 
needs  and  the  means  to  provide  them. 

Social  legislation  concerning  housing  has 
been  embodied  into  law  by  the  General  Court, 
permitting  zoning  law  provisions  and  the  build- 
ing code  to  be  bypassed,  if  necessary,  in  order 
to  construct  subsidized  low  or  medium  income 
housing.  Since  the  Andover  Planning  Board 
feels  that  this  type  of  action  should  come  from 
within  the  town  itself,  it  has  asked  its  consultant 
to  survey  the  town's  needs  for  such  housing  and 
plans  to  consult  with  the  Andover  Housing 
Authority  on  the  results  of  the  study.  Also,  be- 
ing considered,  in  the  consultant's  housing 
study,  is  the  apartment  situation  in  general, 
with  the  intent  of  giving  better  guidance  to  the 
town  concerning  garden  apartment  proposals 
which  may  come  before  the  town  meeting  in  the 
future. 


CMVRPD 


The  Central  Merrimack  Valley  Regional 
Planning  District  is  a  voluntary  organization  of 
cities  and  towns  created  under  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth.  In  1968,  the  area  of  jurisdiction 
of  the  District  was  expanded  for  the  second  time 
to  include  the  City  of  Newburyport  and  the 
Towns  of  Amesbury,  Newbury,  Rowley  and  Salis- 
bury. The  District  is  now  responsible  for  region- 
al planning  activities  in  15  cities  and  towns  wth 
a  total  population  (1965)  of  232,788  persons  in  a 
279  square  mile  area.  Boxford,  Georgetown, 
Newbury,  Rowley  and  Salisbury  remain  as  non- 
participating  communities. 

The  District  Commission  consisting  of  one 
member   and   one   alternate   from   each   member 


community,  maintains  an  office  and  staff  loca- 
ted at  477  Essex  Street,  Lawrence,  Massachu- 
setts. Regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  District 
Office  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  and 
are  open  to  the  public.  The  Officers  of  the  District 
elected  in  April  were :

The  District  is  charged  by  law  to  create  and 
maintain  a  comprehensive  regional  plan  for  its 
area  of  jurisdiction.  All  major  elements  of  the 
comprehensive  plan  have  been  adopted  for  the 
Lawrence  Subregion,  but  work  is  still  in  progress 
expanding  the  plan  to  include  the  Haverhill  and 
Newburyport  Subregions.  During  the  year  the 
District  prepared  a  Land  Use  Report  which  will 
be  published  early  in  1970. 

The  District's  efforts  in  the  matter  of  water 
pollution  abatement  had  met  with  success  in  the 
approval,  in  1968,  of  the  Greater  Lawrence  Sani- 
tary District  by  act  of  the  Legislature.  This  was 
followed  on  January  8,  1969,  by  a  kick-off  dinner, 
sponsored  by  the  District,  of  the  Greater  Law- 
rence Sanitary  District.  The  dinner  acknowledg- 
ed the  assistance  of  the  many  officials  and  citi- 
zens who,  in  the  past,  had  participated  in  this 
joint  inter-community  endeavor.  It  also  provided 
an  opportunity  for  the  initial  organization  of  the 
Sanitary  District  Commission.  The  Commission 
is  composed  of  the  following  individuals:

On  a  temporary  basis,  the  Commission  held  its 
meetings  at  the  Regional  Planning  Office,  with 
some  secretarial  duties  being  performed  by  the 
Regional  Planning  staff  as  an  aid  to  the  Sanitary 
District  during  its  formation.  In  April,  the  Great- 
er Lawrence  Sanitary  District  opened  its  own  of- 
fice located  at  598  Essex  Street,  Lawrence, 
Massachusetts. 


Mr.  William  K.  McAllister  who  had  joined 
the  District  as  Junior  Planner  in  1968,  resigned 
in  August  in  order  to  return  to  school  to  complete 
his  educational  training.  At  a  special  meeting, 
December  29th,  the  Commission  confirmed  the 
appointment  of  Richard  Shnitzler  as  Senior  Plan- 
ner. Mr.  Shnitzler  is  expected  to  actually  join  the 
staff  early  in  February. 

The  District  as  a  principal  co-sponsor  as- 
sisted in  the  organization  of  two  seminars  con- 
cerning Route  495.  These  were  held  at  Merrimack 
College  on  January  25th  and  at  Bradford  Junior 
College  on  September  25th,  respectively.  The 
seminars  brought  a  wide  range  of  interested  or- 
ganizations, state  and  municipal  personnel  to- 
gether. All  future  aspects  of  the  route  and  its 
potential  effects  on  the  communities  through 
which  it  passes  were  discussed. 

April  1969  found  the  District  acting  as  spon- 
sor to  the  organization  of  a  Transportation  Co- 


ordinating Committee  for  the  District  Region. 
The  TCC  members  formulated  By-Laws  which 
would  result  in  close  coordination  between  the 
Transportation  Coordinating  Committee  and  the 
Regional  Planning  District  Commission. 

In  May,  the  District  acted  to  co-sponsor  the 
application  for  the  formation  of  a  tri-county  Re- 
source Conservation  and  Development  Project  for 
Essex,  Middlesex,  and  Norfolk  counties. 

The  District  continued  to  process  Federal 
Aid  Applications  under  the  terms  of  the  Federal 
Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  Develop- 
ment Act.  The  Act  requires  that  applications  made 
by  state  and  local  agencies  for  financial  assist- 
ance under  most  Federal  Community  Develop- 
ment Programs  must  be  reviewed  by  the  Regional 
Planning  Agency  for  consistancy  with  the  Reg- 
ional Plan.  During  the  year,  the  District  process- 
ed seven  such  applications  for  projects  within  the 
district  as  follows :

PUBLIC  SAFETY  CENTER  BUILDING  COM- 
MITTEE: 

Following  is  a  progress  report  of  the  con- 
struction on  the  Public  Safety  Center  in  April, 
1969.  Since  that  time,  work  has  progressed 
steadily,  the  only  delay  being  caused  by  an 
extended  period  of  rainy  weather  in  Novem- 
ber which  held  up  the  roofing  work  for  nearly 
three  weeks.  However,  the  Building  Committee 
is  pleased  to  report  that  substantial  completion 
is  scheduled  for  February,  1970.  Final  completion 
of  site  work,  landscaping,  and  finish  coat  of  hot 
top  will  have  to  wait  for  spring,  but  this  will  not 
affect  occupancy. 

The  Building  Committee  would  like  at  this 
time  to  mention  two  people  who  have  contributed 
greatly  to  the  success  of  this  project.  First,  Mr. 
Philip  J.  Burne,  our  architect,  whose  design  of 
this  building  embodies  the  traditional  feeling  as- 
sociated with  our  town  as  well  as  the  functional 
layout  necessary  for  modern  fire  fighting  and 
police  work.  Second,  Mr.  Raymond  G.  Mansour, 
our  general  contractor,  for  his  industry,  helpful 
attitude,  and  quality  workmanship. 


WEST  SCHOOL  ADDITION  REPORT 

Herewith  is  the  second  annual  report  of  the 
building  committee  of  the  West  School  Addition. 

From  the  date  of  its  initial  meeting  on  No- 
vember 30,  1967,  there  have  been  38  regular  and 
many  ad  hoc  meetings.  Construction  of  the  school 
began  November  4,  1968. 

The  architect's  drawings  show  twenty-four 
classrooms.  There  are  10  in  each  of  two  clusters, 
two  classrooms  for  special  purposes,  and  two  kin- 
dergarten classrooms. 

To  conform  to  modern  methods  of  instruc- 
tion there  is  an  Instruction  Material  Center,  an 
audio-visual  room  and  areas  for  arts  and  crafts 
preparation. 

A  gymnasium,  auditorium  and  cafeteria  are 
also  provided. 

At  this  writing  (early  January  1970)  the 
project  is  a  little  more  than  one-half  completed. 

The  building  committee  and  others  identified 
with  the  addition  realize  the  urgent  need  for  the 
structure  and  trust  that  the  children  will  occupy 
the  school  in  September  of  this  year.

Conservation 
Commission 


With  the  continuing  support  of  the  towns- 
people, the  Conservation  Commission  carried  for- 
ward its  land  acquisition  program.  Since  the  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  of  March,  1967  voted  a 
$250,000  bond  issue  to  purchase  conservation 
land,  the  Commission  has  expended  a  total  of 
$196,800.  The  two  parcels  acquired  during  1969 
are: 

14  Acres  of  Essex  Bituminous  Concrete 
gravel  pit    (next  to  the  Recreation  Park) 

52  acres  abutting  Fish  Brook  dam  site  and 
Brundrett  Avenue.,  between  River  Road 
and  the  Merrimack  River,  the  former  Shla- 
kis  farm. 

Still  to  be  decided  is  the  award  for  the  form- 
er Brox  property  near  Husseys  Pond  in  Shaw- 
sheen  Village,  taken  in  1968  by  eminent  domain. 

Town  Meeting  of  March  and  October  of 
1969  voted  to  transfer  two  town-owned  parcels 
to  the  management  and  control  of  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission : 

24  acres  of  Carmel  Woods. 

10  acres  at  intersection  of  Wood  Hill  Road 
and  High  Plain  Road. 

This  brings  the  total  acreage  under  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Conservation  Commission  to  approxi- 
mately 275. 

The  State  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
awarded  the  Town  the  sum  of  $42,000  from  its 
"Self -Help"  Fund,  for  the  purchase  of  the  David- 
son property.  Preliminary  approval  for  the  maxi- 
mum 50%  refund  was  received  for  the  Shlakis 
purchase  (completed,  for  $70,00)  and  the  Gara- 
bedian  purchase  (not  yet  completed,  for  $34,400). 

Since  the  October,  1969  Town  Meeting  voted 
to  transfer  back  to  the  Conservation  Fund  the 
$42,000  awarded  by  the  State  for  the  1968  David- 
son purchase,  the  Conservation  Commission  feels 
it  can  proceed  to  negotiate  for  the  several  other 
important  land  acquisitions  it  hopes  to  make  on 
behalf  of  the  Town. 
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At  the  suggestion  of  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission, the  Town  Manager  and  Selectmen  ap- 
pointed seven  new  committees,  each  one  under 
the  chairmanship  of  a  member  of  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission,  and  consisting  of  4  to  6  mem- 
bers, to  assume  responsibility  for  the  care  and 
management  of  the  various  lands  under  the 
control  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  These 
appointees  are  to  be  known  as  Conservation 
Land  Overseers. 

The  Commission  intends  to  adopt  a  set  of 
Rules  and  Regulations  governing  the  use  of  lands 
under  control.  These  were  under  study  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  When  adopted,  they  will  be  pub- 
lished in  the  press  and  posted  in  the  Town  Hall. 

Two  members  of  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion have  been  serving  on  a  Recreation  Commit- 
tee under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Margaret  R. 
Keck  of  the  Planning  Board,  which  will  shortly 
issue  a  plan  and  recommendations  for  open  space 
acquisition  and  outdoor  recreational  development 
for  Andover. 

In  April,  the  Resource  Inventory,  prepared 
for  the  Town  by  the  Essex  County  Natural  Re- 
sources Technical  Team,  was  presented  to  an 
interested  group  of  Town  officials  and  citizens 
by  Mr.  Robert  Morehouse  of  the  U.S.  Soil  Con- 
servation Service.  This  report  has  been  very  use- 
ful in  the  preparation  of  the  Open  Space  and  Rec- 
reational Plan  mentioned  above. 

Planning  for  the  development  of  Pomps 
Pond  and  its  surrounding  recreational  and  con- 
servation areas  made  several  notable  advances 
in  1969.  Aerial  survey  and  topographic  mapping 
of  the  area  prerequisite  to  detailed  planning  was 
completed. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Manager, 
Mr.  Ralph  Soule  of  Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee 
prepared  a  report  which  recommended  the  use  of 
the  nearby  well  to  augment  and  improve  the 
water  of  Pomps  Pond  during  the  bathing  sea- 
son. Approval  under  the  Hatch  Act  having  been 
received,  the  Town  expects  to  construct  the 
necessary  dike  and  piping  to  accomplish  this  for 
the  1970  season.  The  same  dike  can  also  serve  as 
part  of  the  construction  of  a  wildlife  marsh  area 
between  Pomps  Pond  and  the  Shawsheen  River 
proposed  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  in  a 
report  received  by  the  Conservation  Commission 
in  1969.  A  detailed  long-range  plan  for  the  en- 
tire area,  which  includes  Water  Department, 
Recreation  Department  and  Conservation  Com- 
mission   holdings,    should    be    prepared    during 


1970,  before  any  further  development  of  the  area 
is  undertaken. 

The  Conservation  Commission  accepted  with 
deep  and  sincere  regret,  and  appreciation  for  de- 
voted service,  the  resignation  of  its  former  Chair- 
man Mr.  Heinrich  Rohrbach  who  left  Andover 
for  retirement  to  his  native  Germany  in  August. 
One  of  his  last  official  acts  was  to  complete  the 
erection  of  the  first  sign  designating  a  Conserva- 
tion Commission  reservation  at  the  Carmel  Road 
entrance  to  Carmel  Woods.  Mr.  Rohrbach  was 
instrumental  in  persuading  the  townspeople  to 
transfer  Carmel  Woods  to  the  Commission  at  the 
March  1969  Town  Meeting. 

Two  members  of  the  Commission  planned 
and  participated  in  a  conservation  course  in  the 
Adult  Evening  Study  Program  of  Phillips 
Academy. 

Andover  was  represented  at  both  meetings 
of  the  state  organization,  the  Massachusetts  As- 
sociation of  Conservation  Commissions.  Several 
members  attended  various  legislative  hearings  at 
the  State  House  on  matters  of  interest  to  con- 
servationists. Conferences,  field  trips,  seminars 
and  lectures  sponsored  by  a  variety  of  conserva- 
tion organizations  were  attended  by  various 
members. 

A  total  of  16  regularly  scheduled  meetings 
was  held  during  1969,  which  represents  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  time  and  effort  expended  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  by  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mission. 


AVIS 


Andover  Village  Improvement  Society  has, 
as  always,  welcomed  the  public  to  its  many  res- 
ervations. This  year  it  has  become  very  evident 
that  an  increased  number  of  our  citizens  has  vis- 
ited AVIS  properties,  and  that  many  groups  have 
also  been  attracted.  Walking  and  canoeing  have 
been  popular.  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts  have  camped 
and  had  nature  trips;  the  Merrimack  Bird  Club 
had  spring  walks ;  the  American  Youth  Hostel's 
hike  on  Deer  Jump  Reservation  was  accompanied 
by  a  talk  on  the  history  and  botany  of  the  region ; 
and  the  Newcomers  Club  was  given  a  guided  tour 
stressing  the  conservation  objectives  of  AVIS. 

A  6  acre  parcel  of  land  has  been  purchased 
which  provides  a  convenient  new  access  to 
Baker's  Meadow  from  an  entrance  at  #33  Ar- 
gilla  Road.  The  Meadow  is  available  for  hiking 
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and  bird  watching  in  the  summer,  and  for  skat- 
ing in  the  winter.  A  triangular  section  of  land 
of  6,000  square  feet  has  been  acquired  at  the  Deer 
Jump  Reservation  about  1/3  mile  upstream  from 
the  pumping  station,  which  improves  a  former 
steep   downhill   grade   on  the  trail.   Hikers  now 
meet  horseback  riders  on  parts  of  the  Deer  Jump 
trail.  And  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  C.  Fisher  have  gen- 
erously  presented   AVIS   with   a   30,000   square 
foot  lot  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Lupine  Road 
and  Central  Street,  bordering  on  the  Shawsheen 
River  which  now  allows  public  access  to  the  river 
at  that  point. 

A  new  map,  based  on  the  recently  published 
revision  of  the  Town  map,  has  been  prepared, 
giving  information  on  AVIS,  with  its  reserva- 
tions printed  in  red  for  ease  of  location.  It  is 
available  by  writing  to  AVIS,  at  P.O.  Box  90, 
Andover.  AVIS  gave  two  free  film  programs, 
both  to  a  crowded  auditorium  at  the  West  Junior 
High  School.  The  subjects  included  "Nature's 
Half  Acre",  "Wildlife  Adventure"  and  "Grand 
Canyon".  AVIS  also  participated  in  Conservation 
Day,  held  in  May  at  Andover  Recreation  Park. 
Campfire  Girls  and  Boy  Scouts  showed  typical 
encampments;  an  archery  exhibition  was  given; 
the  4H  Club  put  on  a  horse  show ;  a  free  bus  tour 
of  AVIS  reservations  was  featured ;  and  the  Four 
Seasons  Garden  Club  sold  tree  seedlings. 

The  AVIS  Annual  Meeting  was  attended  by 
125  persons.  The  dinner  was  followed  by  a  slide 
lecture  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  Stott,  entitled  "Ev- 
erest, a  View  from  the  Base".  AVIS  gratefully 
acknowledges  the  help  of  numerous  volunteers  in 
maintaining  its  properties.  Boy  Scouts,  Philips 
Academy  students,  and  many  conservation  mind- 
ed citizens  cut  trails,  built  bridges,  cleaned  the 
woods,  and  removed  fallen  trees  from  the  Shaw- 
sheen River.  Such  help  is  always  needed  and  is 
sincerely  appreciated. 

Development  and 
Industrial  Commission 


In  the  past  year,  the  Development  and  In- 
dustrial Commission  collaborated  closely  with  the 
Planning  Board  in  a  thorough-going  review  of 
the  industrial  regulations  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 


The  refinements  resulting  therefrom  and  adopted 
in  the  March  and  October  Town  Meetings  accom- 
plish essentially  the  following: 

require  landscape  screening  next  to  homes 

and  highways, 
require  setbacks  for  outdoor  operations  next 

to  homes, 
strengthen  controls  over  pollution  and  other 

offensive  practices, 
prohibit  future  home  building  in  industrial 

districts,  except  in  the  General  Industrial 

Zone, 
reduce  variety  of  industrial  zones  from  5  to 

3,    and    descriptions   of   permitted   indus- 
trial uses  from  3  to  2. 


It  was  a  good  year  for  industrial  develop- 
ment: 

Raytheon  settled  with  the  abutters  out  of 
court  early  in  the  year.  Ground  was  broken  in 
March ;  erection  of  steel  began  in  June ;  the  manu- 
facturing and  office  buildings  are  nearing  com- 
pletion. Occupancy  is  forecast  for  spring  and 
summer  of  1970.  The  Town  has  installed  water 
and  sewer  lines  and  the  access  road  from  Das- 
comb  Road.  The  Commonwealth  is  getting  ready 
to  add  ramps  to  the  southwest  and  northeast 
corners  of  the  Route  93/133  interchange. 

Gillette  finished  its  manufacturing  building 
in  May;  production  was  begun  in  June.  An  of- 
ficial opening,  including  occupancy  of  the  office 
building,  took  place  in  September. 

Brockway-Smith  started  construction  in  Feb- 
ruary. The  buildings,  consisting  of  office,  shop, 
warehouse  and  garage,  were  finished  in  fall  and 
are  now  fully  occupied. 

Smaller  plants  erected  in  1969  include  shop 
buildings  for  the  Andover  Electrical  Contracting 
Company  on  Andover  Street  and  for  the  Pre- 
cision Electronics  Company  on  Chandler  Road, 
an  office  building  for  New  England  Milk  Pro- 
ducers Associates  on  Haverhill  Street  and  addi- 
tions to  the  Shawsheen  Rubber  Company  in 
Ballardvale  and  the  Mystic  Warehouse  Company 
in  Lowell  Junction. 

The  Gillette  plant,  nearing  completion  in 
1968  and  assessed  at  $5,657,900  as  of  1/1/69, 
with  a  1969  tax  bill  of  $220r568,  has  noticeably 
increased  the  share  which  industry  contributes 
to  the  Andover  tax  revenue.  The  following  table 
shows  what  is  happening:

As  the  plants  which  have  been  built  in  1969 
go  on  the  tax  roll  in  1970,  industry  will  assume 
an  even  greater  share  of  our  tax  burden. 

The  tax  receipts  are  to  some  degree  offset 
by  the  expenditures  which  the  Town  makes  for 


the  benefit  of  industry.  For  the  greater  part, 
these  expenditures  are  bonded.  The  following 
table  shows  the  1969  payments  on  principal  and 
interest  for  such  bonds :

In  reality,  only  a  portion  of  these  sewer  and 
water  bonds  should  be  assessed  against  industry 
since  the  installations  paid  for  thereby  aid  resi- 
dential development  also  and  in  any  event  would 
be  made  sooner  or  later  in  accordance  with  ap- 
plicable master  plans.  Other  expenditures  which 
the  Town  makes  for  the  benefit  of  industry  are 
either  appropriated  in  special  articles  to  be  raised 
by  taxation,  or  are  incurred  as  part  of  its  general 
administrative  expense.  It  is  estimated  that  in- 
dustry cost  the  Town  less  than  $200,000  total  in 
1969  while  it  returned  over  $600,000  in  taxes. 

The  Commission  regrets  the  relocation  of  the 
P.  W.  Moody  Company  from  Ballardvale  to  Bel- 
gium and  hopes  that  another  operation  will  soon 
occupy  the  Moody  plant. 


Board  of  Appeals 

As  provided  by  Section  14,  Chapter  40A  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Appeals  during 
the  year  1969  heard  38  petitions  which  were  dis- 
posed of  as  follows :

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Council  on  Aging 


The  prime  activity  of  the  Council  on  Aging 
during  1969  has  been  the  implementation  and 
development  of  The  Andover  Haven,  a  drop-in 
center  for  all  of  Andover's  "over-60"  age  group. 
The  Haven  at  15  Barnard  Street  is  open  every 
weekday  from  ten  in  the  morning  until  four  in 
the  afternoon.  An  outgrowth  of  the  Council  on 
Aging's  activities  at  The  Andover  Haven  has 
been  the  organization  of  The  Andover  Haven  As- 
sociates. The  membership  of  The  Andover  Haven 
Associates  is  for  those  people  who  are  60  years 
of  age  or  over  and  who  are  residents  of  Andover. 
They  plan  the  special  activities  offered  by  The 
Haven.  The  overall  operation  is  directed  by  Mrs. 
Natalie  Stokham,  hired  as  part-time  director  and 
coordinator,  but  who  gives  of  her  time,  energy 
and  thoughtfulness,  full-time.  Regular  classes  in 
oil  painting,  crewel  embroidery,  bridge,  and 
Christmas  decorations  have  been  held.  The  paint- 
ing class  has  held  an  exhibit  of  its  work  at  an 
open  house  at  The  Haven.  The  Friday  afternoon 
"Men's  Day"  is  a  regular  feature  of  the  center. 
Once  a  month  a  field  representative  of  the  Social 
Security  Administration  Office  in  Lawrence  is  on 
hand  at  The  Haven  to  answer  questions  and  as- 
sist and  advise  relative  to  individual  social  sec- 
urity problems. 


Sponsored  by  the  Council  regular  monthly 
luncheons  are  held  at  the  Greater  Lawrence 
Vocational  and  Technical  High  School,  where  a 
good  hot  meal  with  pleasant  eating  companions  is 
available  at  a  very  small  fee.  Usually  some  form 
of  brief  entertainment  of  interest  is  presented 
immediately  after  the  luncheon.  This  is  also 
the  time  that  the  Haven  Associates  hold  their 
business  meetings  since  all  of  Andover's  "over- 
60"  age  group  is  included  in  the  Associates  mem- 
bership. 

A  weekly  bowling  group  holds  its  sessions 
at  a  local  bowling  alley  every  Wednesday.  Theater 
parties,  trips  to  view  the  fall  foliage,  and  shop- 
ping trips  are  also  planned,  the  cost  paid  for  by 
those  making  use  of  the  activity. 

Many  local  organizations  have  been  most 
generous  in  their  support  of  The  Haven,  and  to 
them,  as  well  as  to  the  individual  citizens  who 
have  given  so  generously  of  their  time  and 
money,  the  Council  is  most  grateful.  The  over- 
whelming support  of  the  townspeople  in  the  work 
of  the  council  has  been  most  heartening. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  The  Andover 
Haven,  the  Council  continues  to  explore  those 
ways  in  which  the  lives  of  our  older  citizens  can 
be  made  easier,  more  comfortable  and  richer.  One 
specific  program  which  the  Council  has  been  try- 
ing to  implement  and  for  which  we  believe  there 
is  much  need  is  a  Tele-Check  program  whereby 
anyone  who  lives  alone,  although  not  necessarily 
housebound,  would  receive  a  telephone  call  daily 
at  a  prearranged  time  to  assure  that  all  is  well. 
Although  we  know  there  are  many  senior  citi- 
zens who  are  in  this  category,  we  have  not  been 
successful  in  getting  them  to  request  this  free 
service.  We  feel  that  any  kind  of  imposition  of 
such  a  service  would  be  improper  and  that  the 
recipient  or  his  family  must  request  it  so  that  it 
is  not  an  infringement  of  privacy.  Other  pro- 
grams under  consideration  by  the  Council  on 
Aging  will  be  announced  as  they  are  put  into 
effect. 


Police  Department 


With  only  one  exception,  there  was  no 
change  in  the  number  of  personnel  in  the  police 
department  in  1969.  The  exception  was  the  ad- 
dition of  a  spare  crossing  guard.  As  of  the  end 


of  the  year,  the  police  force  consisted  of  49 
employees,  Chief,  Lieutenant,  4  Sergeants,  28 
Patrolmen,  2  Reserve  Patrolmen,  2  civilian  em- 
ployees, and  11   Crossing  guards. 

In  1969  the  police  department  received  4481 
miscellaneous  complaints  or  requests  for  service 
requiring  police  action.  During  the  year  there 
were  549  arrests  or  court  appearances,  of  which 
276  were  for  motor  vehicle  violations.  Of  the 
276  motor  vehicle  violations  prosecuted  in  court, 
113  were  for  speeding.  Other  arrests  included 
95  for  drunkenness,  33  for  breaking  and  enter- 
ing, 40  for  drug  violations,  and  55  juvenile  cases 
were  prosecuted. 

During  1969,  155  breaking  and  entering 
cases  were  investigated  by  the  police  depart- 
ment along  with  33  attempted  breaks.  There 
were  135  larcenies  reported  involving  property 
valued  over  $50.00,  and  189  larcenies  reported 
having  property  value  under  $50.00.  During  the 
year  76  motor  vehicles  were  reported  stolen.  In 
the  year  1969  there  were  614  accidents  reported 
in  Andover,  including  6  fatal  accidents  (7 
deaths),  226  personnel  injury  accidents,  and  382 
property  damage  accidents.  Of  the  6  fatal  acci- 
dents, 2  occurred  in  town  streets,  2  on  Route  93 
and  2  on  Routh  495.  During  the  year  212  motor 
vehicle  violation  warnings  were  sent  to  the 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  2477  parking 
tags  were  issued  by  the  police  department.  In 
1969  the  police  department  vehicles  travelled  a 
distance  of  328,089  miles.  During  the  year  there 
were  2  cases  of  robbery,  2  cases  of  rape,  and  17 
cases  of  assault  reported  to  the  police  depart- 
ment. 

Fire  Department 


The  Fire  Department  is  established  and  main- 
tained by  the  municipality  to  provide  protection 
to  the  public  against  injury,  loss  of  life  or  pro- 
perty by  fire,  explosion  or  other  causes.  Because 
of  the  importance  and  the  hazardous  nature  of 
this  work,  the  firefighter  engaged  in  it  must  pos- 
sess stamina  and  courage  of  the  highest  order. 
In  addition,  however,  he  must  possess  certain 
specific  knowledge  concerning  his  work  if  he  is 
to  perform  his  duties  efficiently  and  with  mini- 
mum risk  to  himself  and  to  his  fellow  firefighters. 
He  should  have  detailed  knowledge  of  the  dan- 
gers arising  from  heat,  smoke,  explosions,  etc., 


caused  by  fire;  of  the  hazards  presented  by  new 
industries,  processes  and  materials  developed  by 
science;  of  the  construction  of  buildings  and  the 
hazards  involved  in  the  materials  used  or  stored 
in  them;  and  of  the  dangers  inherent  in  the  use 
of  water  at  high  pressures. 

Objectives  of  fire  protection  are  to  prevent 
fires  from  starting,  to  prevent  loss  of  life  and 
property  in  case  fire  starts,  to  confine  fire  to  the 
place  of  origin  and  to  extinguish  it. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  Town  Govern- 
ment, this  involves  the  services  of  fire  preven- 
tions and  fire  fighting.  Fire  fighting,  because  it 
requires  positive  and  dramatic  action,  has  a  far 
greater  appeal  for  people  than  have  fire  preven- 
tion measures  which  involve  restrictions,  prohi- 
bitions and  administrative  "interference"  with 
what  are  termed  "individual  rights". 

The  Fire  Department  installs,  repairs  and 
maintains  a  coded  fire  alarm  system  comprising 
some  three  million  feet  of  wiring,  both  aerial  and 
underground,  and  associated  street  boxes  and 
station  equipment  for  controlling  the  system.  The 
Department  operates  from  three  stations  —  Cen- 
tral, Ballardvale  and  West  Andover.  Its  fifty-one 
men  use  six  pieces  of  firefighting  equipment. 

Quarterly  inspections  of  nursing  homes,  hos- 
pitals and  inns,  as  required  by  State  statutes, 
were  conducted  and  the  necessary  reports  filed 
with  the  proper  authorities.  Public  and  private 
school  fire  drills  and  inspections  required  by  law 
were  conducted.  Mercantile,  industrial,  church, 
garage,  and  service  stations  were  inspected  and 
reports  filed.  Findings  and  recommendations 
were  sent  to  owners  and/or  occupants  of  dwelling 
houses  of  three  or  more  apartments.  In-service 
inspections  were  conducted  from  all  stations  us- 
ing radio-controlled  fire  trucks  with  a  full  com- 
plement of  firefighters. 

As  in  prst  years,  the  major  causes  of  fire 
were  carelessness,  the  use  of  smoking  materials, 
children  and  matches,  and  faulty  electrical  appli- 
ances and  wiring.

Animal  Inspection 


During  1969,  emphasis  on  shelter  programs 
and  shelter  stocking  still  held  top  priority  on  the 
State  and  Federal  level.  On  the  State  level,  we 
had  a  meeting  concerning  the  change  of  the  local 
frequency  for  our  R.AC.E.S.  group.  The  change, 
when  made,  will  help  to  eliminate  an  overlap  of 
communities  assigned  the  same  frequency.  We 
also  had  a  meeting  on  how  to  form  a  plan  for 
use  of  our  shelters.  This  was  supposed  to  be  done 
with  Federal  assistance;  but  due  to  the  lack  of 
funding,  each  community  must  try  to  form  their 
own.  On  the  Sector  level,  we  had  a  meeting  on 
how  to  form  a  plan  for  use  of  the  Town  com- 
munications during  an  emergency. 

During  the  Spring  of  1969,  we  had  a  few 
anxious  moments  as  the  Shawsheen  River  nearly 
reached  flood  level-  During  this  period,  the  State 
watched  with  us  and  was  ready  to  offer  any  as- 
sistance that  might  be  needed. 

The  town  duck  was  put  out  of  action  by 
vandals.  It  has  since  been  repaired. 

The  new  Public  Safety  Center  was  started 
with  a  sizeable  space  allocated  for  Civil  Defense. 
This  will  be  very  much  appreciated.  It  should 
help  to  increase  the  interest  in  Civil  Defense- 

The  Auxiliary  Police  Group  held  their  regu- 
lar meetings  and  when  called  on,  were  able  to 
aid  the  Town. 

The  communications  Group  held  their  regu- 
lar Monday  night  drills.  They,  also,  were  able 
to  help  the  Town  when  they  were  called  on. 

The  Raytheon  Co.  has  a  new  liaison  officer. 
His  name  is  Phil  Shine-  They  have  been  very  co- 
operative in  anything  they  have  been  asked  to 
help  us  with.

Weights  and  Measures 


A  total  of  12,194  items  were  inspected  for 
proper  labeling,  weight,  count  and  volume  con- 
tent. 6,934  items  were  found  to  be  correct,  while 
2,163  items  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  either 
weight  or  volume.  3,097  items  inspected  for 
weight  and  volume  content  were  found  to  con- 
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tain  an  amount  in  excess  of  declared  quantity. 

The  Department  sealed  205  weighing  and 
measuring  devices,  adjusted  9  and  attached  NOT 
SEALED  labels  on  7  units. 

Sealing  fees  for  1969  amounted  to  $322.10. 
Fees  collected  through  December  31,  1969, 
amounted  to  $315.60  which  have  been  paid  to 
the  Town  Treasurer.

Building  Inspection 


The  purpose  and  scope  of  the  Andover 
Building  Code  is  to  provide  for  safety,  health, 
and  public  welfare  through  structural  strength 
and  stability,  adequate  egress,  proper  light  and 
ventilation,  and  protection  of  life  and  property 
from  fire  hazards  incident  to  design. 

Enforcement  of  the  Town  Building  Code  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Building  Inspector.  He 
is  also  the  enforcing  officer  for  the  Town  Zon- 
ing By  Laws,  with  his  rulings  subject  to  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

All  Board  of  Appeals  applications  are  re- 
viewed and  processed  through  this  office,  and 
in  addition  copies  of  its  definitive  action  on  all 
petitions  are  kept  for  the  convenience  of  the 
general  public. 

Electrical  Permits  are  also  issued  by  this 
Department  with  the  approval  of  the  Electrical 
Inspector.  Related  records,  fees  and  reports  are 
also  maintained  by  the  Building  Inspector's  De- 


partment. 

Thirteen  (13)  Gravel  Pits  were  carefully 
supervised  and  detailed  reports  were  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Six  (6)  of  these  were 
completed  and  bonds  released.  Two  (2)  have 
been  inactive  and  did  not  file  for  renewal.  This 
Department  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  En- 
gineer and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
was  responsible  for  the  issuance  of  several  other 
soil  removal  permits  in  the  amounts  of  500  and 
2000  cubic  yards  as  allowed  under  Article  VIII, 
Section  VI,  Earth  Removal  of  the  Town  By 
Laws. 

Numerous  Building  and  Zoning  violations 
were  investigated  and  corrected  without  inci- 
dent. 

A  total  of  466  Building  Permits  were  issued 
during  the  year  1969.

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During  the  year  1969,  some  forty  miles  of 
roads  were  treated  with  MC3  Asphalt  and  sand 
as  well  as  being  honed.  Main  Street  from  the 
square  to  the  Shawsheen  River  was  resurfaced 
with  two  layers  of  bituminous  concrete.  After  a 
heater  planer  worked  for  three  weeks  removing 
the  old  material,  it  was  transported  and  placed 
on  two  old  gravel  roads — Spring  Grove  Road  and 
High  Plain  Road.  Sweepings  from  the  streets 
were  taken  to  the  dump  to  be  used  in  the  sanitary 
landfill  program.  This  method  has  made  it  pos- 
sible to  eliminate  fires  at  the  town  dump. 

Some  1200'  of  Lowell  Street  was  resurfaced 
with  a  layer  of  bituminous  concrete  and  a  small 
section  of  road  between  North  Street  and  River 
Road  was  also  resurfaced.  All  catch  basins  and 
grates  were  raised  to  the  proper  heights  during 
the  past  year.  Some  21  catch  basins  were  repair- 
ed. Sidewalks  were  constructed  of  type  D-13  and 
type  I  bituminous  material  on  the  following 
streets:  Chestnut  from  Whittier  to  Avon;  Essex 
from  Baker  Lane  to  the  Shawsheen  River; 
Tewksbury  Street  from  Andover  Street  to  Center 
Street;  Center  Street  from  Tewksbury  Street  to 
Andover  Street.  Concrete  posts  were  used  to  re- 
place many  broken  ones  and  all-steel  guardrails 
were  painted. 

The  Highway  Department  works  with  the 
Engineering  Department  on  the  inspection  of 
the  condition  of  streets  before  they  are  accepted 
as  public  ways  by  Town  Meeting.  The  Highway 
Department  also  provides  men  and  equipment  for 
all  other  departments  when  needed. 

Snow  removal  and  sanding  were  in  charge 
of  the  Highway  Department.  This  department 
had  one  new  truck  and  one  new  sidewalk  plow  in 
1969.  The  snowfall  for  the  year  1969  was  as 
follows : 

January  .49" 

February  47.31" 

March  6.25" 

April  0" 

Many  culverts  failed  or  were  otherwise  trouble- 
some during  the  year  1969,  mainly  because  of 
many  heavy  rainstorms. 

North  Street  was  resurfaced  with  two  lay- 
ers of  course  type  I  bituminous  concrete  from 
River  Road  to  Chandler  Road  under  Chapter  90 
State  Supervision.  The  sanitary  landfill  is  main- 
tained and  operated  by  the  Highway  Department. 


A  permit  is  required  in  order  to  gain  admission 
to  the  facility.The    Highway    Department    hauls 
many  tons  of  sand,  etc.  to  the  landfill  area. 
HIGHWAY  BRIDGES 

Bridges  under  the  control  of  the  Highway 
Department  were  inspected  many  times  during 
the  year — one  on  Stevens  Street,  one  on  Central 
Street  and  one  on  Andover  Street  in  Ballardvale. 
Some  minor  work  was  done  on  these  bridges  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 


Parks 


The  Park  Department  during  the  early 
Spring  made  repairs  on  all  the  baseball  diamonds 
both  on  the  regular  and  Little  League  fields  plus 
taking  care  of  the  backstops.  During  the  season, 
the  Park  Department  maintained  eight  Little 
League  fields  and  four  regular  diamonds  which 
are  rolled,  raked  and  marked  for  each  game. 

Fifteen  grassed  areas  within  the  town  were 
cut  plus  some  28  acres  at  the  new  high  school, 
park  and  playstead.  The  grassed  areas  in  the 
park,  playstead  and  new  high  school  were  fertili- 
zed and  seeded  in  the  Spring.  The  football  field 
was  fertilized  twice  during  the  summer  months. 

Portable  bleachers  were  erected  at  the  Cen- 
tral Little  League  field.  From  August  to  Novem- 
ber, all  football  fields,  soccer  fields  and  hockey 
fields  are  marked  and  the  bleachers  painted  and 
repaired. 

The  Park  Department  removes  rubbish  three 
times  each  week  from  all  the  containers  on  the 
streets  around  town  and  also  from  the  play- 
grounds throughout  the  entire  summer. 

In  December  the  Park  men  return  to  the 
Highway  Department  for  the  winter  months. 


Trees 


Responsibility  for  planting,  maintaining, 
preserving  and  removing  public  shade  trees 
which  lend  character  and  beauty  to  the  town 
rests  with  the  Tree  Department.  Other  assigned 
duties  include  roadside  grass  and  brush  cutting, 
poison  ivy  control  and  insect  pest  suppression, 
Dutch  Elm  disease  work  and  supervision  of 
utility  wire  clearance  through  trees.  Routine 
duties  include  budget  preparation,  work  schedu- 


ling  and  supervision,  supply  and  equipment  pur- 
chasing and  maintaining  records  and  reports. 

A  diversified  shade  tree  planting  program 
was  carried  on  in  1969  with  150  ornamental  and 
shade  trees  being  set  out  and  cared  for-  Several 
varities  of  maples  were  used,  also  lindens,  syca- 
mores, flowering  cherries,  flowering  crabapples 
and  Buisman  elms  which  are  highly  resistant  to 
Dutch  Elm  disease.  All  newly  planted  trees  were 
fertilized,  mulched  and  watered  during  the  grow- 
ing season. 

Dutch  Elm  disease  appeared  in  52  public 
trees  this  year-  These  infected  trees  were  cut 
down  and  disposed  of  at  Andover's  landfill  site- 
Assistance  was  received  including  men  and 
equipment  from  Mass.  Dept  of  Natural  Re- 
sources in  locating,  sampling  and  removing  dis- 
eased trees.  A  number  of  dead  and  dangerous 
trees  over  utility  wires  were  removed  by  joint 
effort  of  the  New  England  Tel.  and  Tel-  Co.,  the 
Mass.  Elec-  Co-  and  the  Andover  Tree  Depart- 
ment. Approximately  65  stumps  were  chipped 
out  with  the  town's  stump  chipper. 

Routine  work  consisted  of  low  limb  re- 
moval, pruning,  cabling,  dead  and  dangerous 
tree  removal,  bark  tracing  and  brush  cutting. 
Chemical  control  of  poison  ivy  and  roadside 
brush  was  continued  along  streets  and  at  play- 
ground and  recreation  areas-  Tree  removal  hear- 
ings were  held,  supervision  and  inspection  of 
wire  clearing  crews  was  performed  and  new 
wire  and  pole  construction  gone  over  in  detail 
with  utility  company  engineers  and  arborists. 
Wire  clearance  is  becoming  increasingly  import- 
ant due  to  heavier  demands  for  electric  and  tele- 
phone service  and  the  necessary  maintenance 
and  preservation  of  shade  trees-  Installation  of 
underground  utilities  presents  problems  to  the 
utility  company  and  the  Tree  Department  since 
excessive  cutting  of  roots  to  lay  wires  damages 
trees  permanently  and  renders  them  unsafe  in 
windstorms-  Hence,  heavy  root  cutting  cannot 
be  allowed.  Tunneling  or  relocating  installations 
away  from  trees  are  alternate  methods  used. 
Electric  and  Telephone  Companies  have  been  co- 
operative in  placing  underground  wires  with 
minimum  damage  to  trees. 

The  annual  spray  program  to  protect  shade 
trees  from  destructive  insects  and  diseases  was 
continued.  There  was  some  damage  to  elm  foil- 
age  by  elm  leaf  beetles  and  moderate  to  severe 
destruction  of  oak  leaves  by  oak  skeletonizers- 
The  skeletonizers  are  cyclic  and  last  appeared  in 


this  area  in  large  numbers  in  1961.  They  may  be 
controlled  by  timely  spraying.  State  and  Federal 
approved  pesticides  and  application  methods 
were  used- 
Continuing  ground  and  air  pollution  is  ad- 
versely affecting  many  roadside  trees.  Approxi- 
mately 10  pines  and  over  60  sugar  maples  died 
and  were  removed  during  the  year.  Dead  tops 
and  branches,  wilting  and  premature  leaf  drop- 
ping are  signs  of  deteriorating  growth  condi- 
tions which  very  often  lead  to  death  of  trees 
within  a  year  or  two.  This  damage  will  persist 
as  long  as  excessive  amounts  of  pollutants  are 
allowed  to  enter  the  ground  and  atmosphere. 

Tree  Department  personnel  worked  during 
all  snow  storms  operating  trucks  and  sidewalk 
plows- 


Sewers 


Sewer  operations  in  1969  were  principally  in 
maintenance  and  supervision  of  construction  in 
subdivisions.  The  much  needed  sewer  line  on 
Stratford  Road  and  Summer  Street  was  voted 
down  in  the  March  Town  Meeting.  With  the 
same  article  re-submitted  in  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  the  fall,  authorization  for  construction 
was  given.  Engineering  layout  and  dssign.have 
been  completed  with  contracts  to  be  signed  and 
work  will  start  as  soon  as  weather  conditions 
permit  in  1970. 

Negotiations  were  made  with  the  City  of 
Lawrence.  A  small  portion  of  West  Andover  is 
now  connected  to  the  Lawrence  system  on  a  re- 
ciprocal use  basis.  Lawrence  already  has  a  num- 
ber of  connections  to  the  Andover  system 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  in  August 
1968,  funds  were  appropriated  for  a  sewer  force 
main  to  extend  beyond  the  system  into  West  And- 
over to  serve  the  new  proposed  Raytheon  Plant. 
Negotiations  were  started  with  the  State  High- 
way Department  in  September  of  1968.  Due  to 
State  landtaking  problems,  permits  were  not  re- 
ceived until  December  1969.  Construction  was 
very  nearly  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Greater  Lawrence  Sanitary  District 
Commission  was  formed  and  has  been  active 
throughout  the  entire  year.  Procedures  have 
been  started  for  the  necessary  land  acquisition 
including  land  surveys,  title  searching,  and  ap- 
praisal work.  Problems  with  the  original  law 
that  were  very  minor  but  needed  correction  for 
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bonding  purposes  have  been  resolved  through  the 
services  of  Bond  Counsel.  The  amendments  will 
be  submitted  to  the  General  Legislature  early  in 
1970.  An  implementation  schedule  has  been  set 
by  Water  Pollution  Control  and  has  been  for- 
warded to  the  Federal  Government. 

Additions  of  pipe  lines  will  be  entered  in 
1970  following  acceptance  of  streets  where  lines 
were  constructed.  Sixty  individual  services  were 
added  to  the  system  during  the  year.  Sewer 
blocks  and  heavy  flows  at  flood  times  added  con- 
siderably to  the  required  overtime  for  mainten- 
ance. 

A  new  surface  was  put  on  Haverhill  Street 
between  Enmore  and  Sterling  to  correct  a  con- 
dition created  by  several  sewer  main  repairs. 


Waste 


The  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Study  Committee, 
appointed  in  late  1968,  submitted  an  interim  re- 
port Januray  20,  1969  and  its  final  report  Jan- 
uary 12,  1970.  The  committee  critically  examined 
present  practices  and  recommended  an  effective 
solid  waste  management  program. 

The  public  must  be  made  aware  of : 

1.  The  increase  in  population; 

2.  The  increase  in  solid  waste  production 
per  capita; 

3.  The  life  of  the  present  dump  is  very 
limited. 

The  town  is  cooperating  in  a  regional  study  of 
this  subject  looking  toward  a  regional  solid  waste 
disposal  site.  It  is  hopeful  that  this  end  will  be 
accomplished  in  the  next  five  years.  In  the  mean- 
time, something  must  be  done  locally. 

The  following  recommendations  were  made: 
1.     Solid  waste  management  to  be  the  direct 
responsibility  of  the  Town  Manager  with 
the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Health; 

2.  Operate  the  dump  as  a  Sanitary  Land- 
fill; 

3.  Assure     an     ample     supply     of     cover 
material ; 

4.  Purchase  the  farmland  adjacent  to  the 
dump    (Park's)  ; 

5.  Fence  the  dump  adjacent  to  town  roads; 

6.  Locate  the  exit  and  extrance  gates  to- 
gether ; 

7.  Only    Andover    generated    solid    wastes 
will  be  allowed  on  the  dump ; 


8.  Restrict  the  number  of  dump  gate  keys 
to  the  dump  foreman,  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  the  Town  Manager; 

9.  Provide  the  necessary  facilities  at  the 
dump — roadways,  gate  house,  shed  and 
office  and  locker  room  facilities; 

10.  Restrict  salvaging  to  the  dump  fore- 
man's responsibility; 

11.  Investigate  other  areas  within  the  town 
for  dumping  purposes ; 

12.  Collections  by  private  contractors — the 
contractors  to  use  Board  of  Health  ap- 
proved equipment  and  methods.  Con- 
tractors' equipment  to  be  garaged  within 
town  limits  and  to  pay  a  dumping 
charge ; 

13.  Weekly  collections ; 

14.  Curb  pick-up ; 

15.  Homeowners  to  use  multi-ply  high  wet 
strength  bags  for  storage.  The  commer- 
cial houses  to  use  same  type  bag  as  far 
as  practical; 

16.  The  town  to  sell  the  bags ; 

17.  A  service  charge  to  be  paid  to  the  town 
by  all  commercial  houses,  industrial  and 
dump  contractors; 

18.  Continue  cooperation  with  Greater  Law- 
rence Study  Committee. 

Implementation  of  these  recommendations 
will  require  a  considerable  amount  of  work.  How- 
ever, the  following  recommendations  should  re- 
ceive immediate  attention: 

1.  Town     Manager     to     effect     proper 
responsibility ; 

2.  Operate  present  dump  as  a  true  sani- 
tary landfill ; 

3.  Provide    adequate    amounts    of    good 
cover  material ; 

4.  Fence  the  present  dump  adjacent  to 
town  roads; 

5.  Acquire   additional   acreage  for  sani- 
tary landfill  purposes. 

Board  of  Health 


The  picture  of  communicable  diseases  has 
changed  considerably  this  past  year.  The  most 
notable  is  the  drop  in  animal  bites  and  the  drop 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  mumps.  The  modified 
leash  law  may  have  helped  in  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  dog  bites  and  the  mumps  clinic  held  in  the 
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Fall  of  1968  was  undoubtedly  an  important  factor 
in  causing  nearly  a  50%  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  reported  cases  of  mumps.  However,  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  venereal  diseases, 
salmonellosis,  and  hepatitis  cases  reported  in 
1969. 

671  International  Vaccinnation  certificates 
were  authenticated. 

The  Board  of  Health  issued  968  permits  and 
licenses  during  the  past  year.  Among  the  largest 
number  were  70  spetic  tank  permits  (30  less  than 
the  previous  year),  70  milk  licenses,  29  oleo  lic- 
enses, 55  swimming  pool  licenses,  75  food  service 
establishment  licenses,  79  burial  permits,  213  gas 
permits,  191  plumbing  permits,  88  disposal  works 
installation  and  repair  permits. 

A  total  of  82  miscellaneous  complaints  was 
processed  and  investigated. 

The  472  health  inspections  and  tests  made 
during  the  past  year  include  inspections  of 
restaurants,  markets,  bars,  lunch  rooms,  farm 
labor  camps,  piggeries,  swimming  pools.  Analysis 
was  made  of  milk,  cream  and  ice  cream  samples, 
water  samples  and  swab  tests. 
Public  Health  Nursing 

Premature  Babies  and  Tuberculosis  —  For 
the  third  consecutive  year  there  has  been  no  An- 
dover  resident  hospitalized  for  tuberculosis.  Drug 
chemotherapy  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  de- 
cline in  the  number  of  T.B.  patients  and  any 
contact  or  positive  reactor  to  T.B.  tests  can  re- 
ceive drugs  free  of  charge  through  the  Board  of 
Health.  There  were  11  premature  babies  born 
during  this  past  year  but  this  did  not  impose  any 
financial  burden  on  the  Health  Dept.  as  hospital- 
ization of  premature  babies  is  now  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Public  Health  nurse  made  a  total  of  170 
field  visits  and  439  office  visits.  The  health  pro- 
gram at  St.  Augustine's  school  was  carried  out 
as  usual  by  volunteer  nurses  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  our  Public  Health  Nurse. 

Two   new    Day   Care    Services   for   children 
have  been  licensed  in  Andover  making  a  total  of  6 
nursery  schools  which  are  not  operated  as  part 
of  an  organized  educational  system. 
Clinics  Sponsored 

The  following  clinics  were  sponsored  by  the 
Board  of  Health  in  1969 : 

Rubella  Vaccine  Clinics  held  in  Andover 
schools  for  children  in  kindergarten  through 
grade  III  where  1813  pupils  received  the  vaccine. 

Vision  Screening,  successfully  carried  out  on 


243    pre-kindergarten    children,    by   the   Andona 
Society. 

Rabies  Clinic,  conducted  by  Dr.  Lindsay,  at 
which  818  dogs  were  inoculated. 
Neio  Regulations 

New  Regulations  regarding  the  stabling  of 
horses  became  effective  in  November  of  this  year. 
Andover  is  endeavoring  to  avoid  problems  other 
communities  have  encountered  by  the  rapid  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  horses  coupled  with  the 
lack  of  sanitary  regulations  regarding  the  stab- 
ling of  these  animals.

Engineering 


Roadway  construction  in  the  Lowell  Junc- 
tion and  Frontage  Road  areas  including  the  sur- 
vey, street  layout,  plans,  bidding  and  the  actual 
construction  made  up  the  largest  single  undertak- 
ing of  the  year.  Over  5,000  feet  of  sidewalk  were 
constructed  in  the  Bancroft  School  area  and  sup- 
ervision and  field  layout  were  provided  for  the 
fencing  of  the  Town  Yard,  repairs  to  the  coping 
of  the  North  Main  Street  Railroad  bridge,  instal- 
lation of  fire  alarm  ductwork  for  the  new  Public 
Safety   Center   and   the   surface  water   drainage 
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installed  by  the  Town.  A  great  many  drainage 
problems  throughout  the  town  were  investigated 
with  possible  solutions  recommended. 

Plans  for  11  new  subdivisions  of  land,  6  in 
preliminary  form  and  5  in  definitive  form,  with 
a  total  of  295  lot  were  reviewed  for  the  Planning 
Board  for  conformance  with  its  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations and  for  the  adequacy  of  the  proposed  util- 
ities. During  the  year  the  roadways  and  utilities 
under  construction  in  12  different  subdivisions 
were  inspected  for  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Town  was  represented  in  engineering 
matters  with  the  County  and  State  governments, 
principally  concerning  Chapter  90  reconstruction 
and  State  Highway  layouts.  A  large  number  of 
plans,  drawings  and  sketches  were  prepared  for 
the  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and  the  various 
town  departments  and  boards.  Many  individuals 
were  assisted  in  securing  information  on  sites, 
existing  utilities,  street  layouts  and  the  like  for 
proposed  projects.  The  engineering  records  of 
the  Town  were  maintained  and  other  town  de- 
partments and  boards  requiring  engineering  in- 
formation and  services  were  aided. 


Veterans'  Services 


The  Office  of  Veterans'  Services,  has  com- 
pleted another  year  of  service  to  the  Veteran  pop- 
ulation of  the  Town  of  Andover.  More  than 
(2200)  individuals  were  interviewed  during  the 
year  and  a  multiplicity  of  services  were  provided 
to  them.  The  ever  increasing  number  of  service- 
men, returning  to  civilian  life,  some  of  them  dis- 
abled in  mind  or  body  from  their  experiences  in 
combat  areas,  have  been  assisted  in  obtaining 
many  benefits  available  to  them,  such  as  hospital- 
ization, compensation,  work  opportunities,  reha- 
bilitation under  Veterans  Administration,  and 
schooling.  A  total  of  (217)  applications  for  edu- 
cational assistance  were  filed  through  this  office, 
indicating  that  a  large  proportion  of  our  local 
veterans  will  enter  College  or  other  institution  of 
higher  learning.  Others,  who  are  handicapped  by 
loss  of  limb,  or  other  crippling  wounds,  will  re- 
quire many  years  of  help  and  understanding, 
before  they  can  be  returned  to  a  position  of  self 
sufficency.  It  is  a  tragedy  of  war,  that  only  the 
finest  of  young  men  are  called  to  serve  their 
Country,   and   a  great  tribute  to  their  stamina 


and  manhood,  that  in  most  instances  they  are 
able  to  overcome  their  service  incurred  disabili- 
ties, and  once  again  take  their  rightful  place  of 
leadership  in  our  Community. 

The  Town  of  Andover  suffered  it's  sixth 
casualty  in  the  Vietnam  Conflict  in  the  person  of 
Warren  C.  Deyermond,  who  was  killed  in  action 
on  July  14,  1969,  while  serving  with  the  Army's 
Fifth  Infantry  Division. 

During  the  past  year,  (36)  Andover  veter- 
ans died  who  had  served  their  Nation  in  the  fol- 
lowing Wars:  (13)  World  War  One,  (20)  World 
War  Two,  (1)  Korean,  and  (1)  Vietnam.  In  all 
of  these  deaths,  their  dependents  and  survivors 
were  contacted  by  this  Department,  to  assist  in 
making  application  for  any  benefits  to  which  they 
were  entitled. 

A  total  of  (550)  applications  were  filed  with 
the.  Veterans  Administration  by  this  Office  in 
1969,  for  various  benefits,  such  as  hospitalization, 
schooling,  pension,  compensation,  etc.,  resulting 
in  new  cash  awards  to  applicants,  in  excess  of 
$44,000,  projected  for  a  (12)  month  period. 

Under  Chapter  115.  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  financial  assistance  was  pro- 
vided to  approximately  (90)  individuals  during 
the  past  year,  (31)  of  these  on  a  permanent  ba- 
sis, because  of  sickness,  hospitalization,  and  old 
age  and  it's  accompanying  infirmities.  Nursing 
Home  care  was  necessary  for  (8)  of  our  perma- 
nent recipients,  as  well  as  hospitalization  on  (13) 
different  occasions.  During  1969,  a  total  of  (7) 
recipients  of  benefits  from  this  Department,  pass- 
ed away. 


Schools 


During  the  first  few  months  in  my  adminis- 
tration, my  family  and  I  were  warmly  welcomed 
by  the  Andover  community. 

As  a  new  administrator  I  have  attempted  to 
open  up  lines  of  communication  with  public  and 
private  organizations.  The  purpose  for  this  pro- 
cedure was  to  ascertain  the  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses in  the  Andover  School  System.  Although 
there  were  some  negative  comments,  I  have  found 
the  community  generally  quite  pleased  with  what 
is  happening  in  our  schools. 

During  this  school  year  the  faculty  is  meeting 
to  determine  an  instructional  course  of  action  for 
future  years.  As  of  this  writing,  they  have  worked 
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conscientiously  and  critically.  I  am  sure  the  re- 
sults will  be  most  satisfactory  with  the  commu- 
nity. 

To  teach  large  numbers  of  children,  with  all 
their  infinite  variations,  schools  need  all  the  in- 
genuity and  inventiveness  they  can  command  in 
the  areas  of  organization,  curriculum  program, 
and  professional  techniques.  There  must  be  bold, 
continuing  experimentation  with  many  forms  of 
organization  and  many  ways  of  teaching  with  an 
unflinching  honesty  and  evaluation  of  the  results. 
It  must  always  be  remembered,  however,  that  no 
mechanical  system  will  accomplish  what  is  needed- 
The  most  important  thing  of  all  may  be  some 
subtle  combination  of  attitudes  and  purposes  that 
stimulates  everybody's  growth.  To  this  end,  the 
best  word  may  simply  be,  "climate".  The  young- 
ster's school  environment  on  a  day-to-day  basis  is 
his  climate  for  growing.  I  consider  this  to  be  my 
major  administrative  objective  in  the  years 
ahead.

Interest  in  our  day  school,  industrial  entry 
program,  shared-time  program  and  the  prepara- 
tory, apprentice  and  trade  extension  schools  has 
been  most  gratifying  in  terms  of  enrollment  and 
the  satisfaction  that  the  people  of  this  region 
have  the  depth  of  reasoning  sufficient  to  care  and 
provide  for  a  new  way  of  life,  industrial  and 
technical  pursuits.  The  thinking  people  evidently 
realize  that,  not  always  does  one  care  to  go  to 
college,  nor  is  college  the  answer  to  all  ills  let 
alone  the  false  illusion  that  college  is  the  only 
route  to  a  happy  and  resourceful  life. 

Based  on  our  applicants  by  initial  choice 
and  those  applicants  who  have  been  shunted  into 
other  paths  because  of  racial  prejudices  and  who 
have  detected  these  prejudices,  we  are  only  able 
to  accommodate  50%  of  those  screened,  notwith- 
standing their  chances  of  success  in  a  vocational 
technical  field. 


As  indicated  in  the  statistical  evidence 
throughout  the  report  one  realizes  nothing  but 
progress  and  success. 

Who  is  responsible  for  this?  Parents,  edu- 
cators, industrialists  and  last  but  not  least 
thinking  young  men  have  an  awareness  of  well 
being  and  the  realistic  approach  to  life  and  its 
responsibilities.  Life  has  its  building  blocks  or 
plateaus.  This  school  offers  the  blueprint  to  suc- 
cess for  those  who  have  the  talent  and  desire 
to  achieve  an  objective  that  is  not  necessarily 
terminal,  (depending  upon  the  individual)  be- 
cause industry  holds  the  door  wide  open  for 
the  talented  and  ambitious. 

Due  to  complications,  the  educational  specifi- 
cations for  expansion  have  been  revised  to  ac- 
commodate the  eliminition  of  an  auditorium. 
However,  through  innovation  and  revision  it  is 
hoped  that  the  core  educational  offerings  will 
not  be  affected  by  an  attempt  to  provide  large 
group   assemblies   in   instructional   areas. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  classes  will  start 
September  of  1971. 

Statistical  Report 

The  shared  program  which  was  designed 
to  provide  instruction  in  a  skilled  trade  for  11th 
and  12th  grade  students  from  the  various  mem- 
ber communities  commenced  November  14,  1969. 
Although  number  of  applicants  is  small,  it  is 
noteworthy  that  the  enthusiasm  of  these  young 
people  is   excellent.

Mr.  John  F.  Lynch,  of  19  Russ  Street,  Meth- 
uen,  was  appointed  on  April  14,  1969  to  fill  the 
remainder  of  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Buckley's  term  of 
office  whose  untimely  death  March  19,  1969 
created  a  vacancy  on  the  Regional  School  District 
Committee. 

The  City  of  Lawrence  and  the  Towns  of  An- 
dover,  North  Andover,  and  Methuen  voted  to 
authorize  the  District  to  incur  debt  in  the  sum 
of  3.8  million  dollars  in  its  expansion  program. 

The  program  will  serve  over  600  more  young 
people  in  the  District,     including  boys  and  girls. 

The  additional  courses  will  be  designed  to  pre- 
pare for  employment  in  Distributive  Occupations, 
Practical  Arts  and  Health  Occupations. 


Recreation 


THE  FIRST  AIM  was  to  make  available 
suitable  areas  and  facilities,  in  Andover,  for  the 
leisure  time  needs  of  the  people  of  Andover. 

THE  SECOND  AIM  was  to  assist  the  peo- 
ple  in   taking   full   advantage  of  the  areas  and 
facilities  provided. 
Physical  Properties : 

BUILDINGS— There  are  three  heated  build  - 
ings  that  are  specifically  used  for  recreational 
purposes.  One  is  located  on  Center  Street  in  Bal- 
lardvale.  Another  is  located  on  Iceland  Road  in 
Shawsheen.  The  third  is  located  in  the  Andover 
Recreation  Park  on  Abbot  Street.  In  addition, 
there  are  seven  other  buildings  that  are  used  sea- 
sonally. 

AREAS — There  are  some  fifty  acres  of  land 
that  are  specifically  used  for  recreation.  It  in- 
cludes four  playgrounds  and  two  softball  dia- 
monds. There  are  two  picnic  areas,  a  sliding-coast- 
ing  area  and  two  court  areas  used  for  multi  pur- 
poses. Much  of  the  land  is  wooded. 

WATER — Pomps  Pond  is  located  near  the 
geographical  center  of  Town  and  is  sixteen  acres 
in  size.  The  primary  use  is  for  municipal  swim- 
ming. 

ADDITIONAL  FACILITIES— In  order  to 
comply  with  public  demand,  use  was  made  of 
buildings  and  grounds  of  public,  semi-public  and 


private  agencies.  This  was  done  through  coopera- 
tion of  the  Public  schools,  private  schools,  other 
Municipal     Departments     and     committees     or 
boards. 
STAFF : 

FULL  TIME— The  Recreation  Director  is  the 
only  full  time  employee  in  the  Department. 

PART  TIME— There  were  part  time  em- 
ployees in  each  phase  of  the  Recreation  Program. 
A  clerk  shared  her  time  between  the  administra- 
tive office  and  the  office  of  the  Tax  Collector.  One 
or  two  supervisors  were  hired  several  times  each 
week  for  the  Student  Activity  Center,  depending 
on  use  of  one  or  both  of  the  High  School  Build- 
ings. In  maintenance,  there  was  one  man  who 
worked  under  the  general  direction  of  the  High- 
way Supervisor  in  the  Park  Bureau. 

SEASONAL — During  two  months  of  the 
year,  there  were  thirty  five  on  the  payroll.  This 
included  personnel  at  Pomps  Pond  and  five  play- 
grounds, as  well  as  sports  officials  and  an  addit- 
ional maintenance  man. 

VOLUNTEER— During  ten  months  of  the 
year,  the  Department  was  completely  dependent 
on  volunteer  help.  Volunteers  assisted  in  every 
phase  of  the  program  from  custodial  service  to 
program  planning. 
PROGRAM : 

RESEARCH  AND  PLANNING— Time  and. 
effort  expended  in  this  area  were  four  times 
greater  than  that  of  any  activity  or  project.  New 
ideas  and  requests  involved  the  most  effort.  In 
many  cases,  such  effort  proved  futile.  Justificat- 
ion was  needed  for  every  aspect.  The  director 
worked  with  three  consultants  and  two  commit- 
tees in  preparation  for  presenting  recreational 
improvements  to  the  Town.  There  were  over  twen- 
ty different  meetings  and  field  trips.  Plans,  price 
quotations,  anticipated  usage,  specifications,  sup- 
pliers and  alternative  considerations  were  all  part 
of  the  job.  This  was  done  in  addition  to  planning 
for  seasonal  activities  and  special  activities. 

PHYSICAL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  MAIN- 
TENANCE— With  the  exception  of  landscaping 
done  by  volunteer  workers,  development  was 
almost  non  existent  in  1969.  There  was  no  main- 
tenance personnel  assigned  to  take  care  of  recre- 
ational needs.  Projects  planned  for  the  year  had 
to  be  postponed.  Custodial  and  repair  work, 
routinely  done  in  the  past  by  one  additional  em- 
ployee, was  done  only  upon  special  request.  Much 
of  the  work  was  done  by  volunteers  or  those  hired 
as  activity  workers.  There  was    no    one    to   take 


the  responsibility  for  preventive  maintenance. 
The  loss  of  several  valuable  volunteer  workers 
was  directly  attributable  to  the  lack  of  main- 
tenance service. 

ACTIVITY— There  were  three  activities 
coming  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Depart- 
ment involving  paid  personnel.  One  was  the  swim- 
ming program  at  Pomps  Pond.  The  second  was 
the  playground  program  that  was  held  at  five 
locations  throughout  the  Town  during  the  Sum- 
mer. The  third  was  the  Student  Activity  Center 
held  at  the  High  School  throughout  the  year. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS— The  Recreation  De- 
partment worked  in  close  cooperation  with  many 
clubs,  organizations  and  private  individuals  dur- 
ing the  year.  One  of  the  most  successful  pro- 
grams, developed  in  this  way,  was  a  children's 
dramatic  program  held  in  the  Ballardvale 
Community  Center  during  the  Summer.  The  De- 
partment outlined  the  program,  organized  it, 
provided  the  meeting  place  and  much  of  the 
material  and  equipment.  The  leadership  was 
strictly  volunteer.  The  response  was  overwhelm- 
ing. Other  activities  presented  in  this  way  includ- 
ed tennis  lessons  at  the  High  School  courts,  the 
4-H  Horse  Club,  Adult  Softball  League,  Thirty- 
And-Over  Basketball  League,  and  the  Adult  Bad- 
minton League. 

Subsidy  provided  many  activities  that  would 
have  been  otherwise  unavailable  to  the  public. 
Concerts  in  Central  Park  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Musicians  Union  372  drew  crowds  of  approxim- 
ately 300  each  week  throughout  the  summer. 
Transportation  of  retarded  children  from  And- 
over  to  the  summer  program  at  Burke  Memorial 
Hospital  provided  another  activity.  Assistance 
for  the  Junior  Football  League,  Halloween  and 
Christmas  parties  held  at  the  West  Andover  Com- 
munity Center  and  motion  pictures  by  the  An- 
dover Film  Council  was  part  of  the  program. 

Public  service  organizations  such  as  the  Wel- 
come Wagon  Newcomer's  Club  and  the  Jewish 
Community  Center  of  Greater  Lawrence  conduct- 
ed several  activities  through  assistance  by  the 
Recreation  Department.  They  include  craft 
classes,  art  classes,  dance  classes,  sports  activ- 
ities, yoga  classes,  bridge  classes  and  many  more. 

Many  organizations  request  the  assistance  of 
the  Recreation  Department  for  many  projects. 
The  Little  League  requested  help  in  scheduling 
games  and  fields.  The  Church  Basketball  League 
requested  similar  assistance.  The  Senior  Division 
of  the   Little   League   turned   to  the  Recreation 
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Department  for  assistance  in  finding  fields  upon 
which  to  play.  Aids  and  guides  were  supplied  for 
the  March  Town  Meeting  through  the  Student 
Activity  Center.  The  Department  organized  the 
Boy  Scout  Youth-in-Government  Day,  Founder's 
Day  and  published  a  Town  Hall  Newsletter. 

The  Department  is  called  upon  to  assist 
many  organizations  in  arrangements  for  specific 
facilities.  The  Girl  Scout  Day  Camp  made  special 
request  to  use  the  Town  Beach  at  Pomps  Pond. 
Similar  arrangements  were  made  for  the  North 
Reading  Reconstruction  Home.  The  Y.M.C.A., 
American  Field  Service,  A  Better  Chance,  Camp- 
fire  Girls,  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Andover 
Haven,  family  outings  and  many  other  organiza- 
tions request  assistance  in  organizing  and  opera- 
ting outings 

Most  of  the  major  events  held  in  Town 
required  services  of  the  Department.  These  in- 
clude the  Sidewalk  Bazaar,  Memorial  Day  Parade,, 
Clown  Town,  Moratorium  Day  and  the  Santa 
Claus  Parade.  Specialized  planning,  equipment 
and  manpower  were  involved  in  each  of  these 
projects. 

Assisting  in  planning  of  community  service 
projects  was  part  of  the  Program  during  the  year. 
Planning  and  occasional  supervision  were  neces- 
sary to  aid  various  garden  clubs  and  Scouts.  The 
Director  aided  State  Representative  Cronin  in 
the  reconstruction  of  the  bandstand  in  Central 
Park  by  organizing  painting  parties.  The  Depart- 
ment also  worked  in  cooperation  with  the  Ando- 
ver Village  Improvement  Society  in  presenting 
their  second  annual  Conservation  Day. 

Clearing  the  use  of  facilities  often  involves 
checking  with  several  different  sources.  The 
Recreation  Department  must  be  aware  of  what 
organization  uses  any  given  facility  and  who 
schedules  for  the  facility.  Various  sports  leagues 
require  this  assistance.  Companies  such  as  Dasa, 
Raytheon,  I.R.S.  and  the  Telephone  Company 
were  also  involved.  Groups  from  Phillips  Acad- 
emy, Merrimack  College,  the  Andover  Institute 
of  Business  and  the  Public  Schools  also  required 
such  scheduling. 

Personal  service  by  the  Director  was  also 
part  of  the  Program.  He  assumed  classes  in 
Bridge,  Basketball,  square  dancing,  folk  danc- 
ing, various  crafts  and  games.  He  handled  over 
200  referrals,  spoke  before  several  groups  and 
attended  eighteen  meetings  as  consultant  in  the 
field  of  Recreation  and  Town  government. 

COORDINATION— The  Recreation   Depart- 


ment has  been  constantly  concerned  with  the  suc- 
cess of  others  who  operate  leisure  time  activities. 
Any  group  offering  an  activity  to  the  general 
public  adds  to  the  recreational  potential  of  the 
Town  without  adding  to  the  tax  burden. 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  help  in 
the  organization  of  activities  during  the  year. 
Set-up,  clean-up,  making  sure  equipment  and 
materials  were  available  at  the  appropriate  time 
all  added  to  the  success  of  activities. 

Avoiding   conflicts   with   other   activities   is 
an  important  part  of  coordination.  The  Depart- 
ment is  expected  to   be   aware   of   other   efforts 
that  might  present  problems.  Alternate  times  or 
EVALUATION 

places  have  to  be  offered.  Occasionally  alternate 
plans  are  necessary. 

The  Director  worked  with  groups  and  or- 
ganizations in  preparation  for  over  150  activities 
during  the  year.  Such  a  coordinated  effort  pro- 
vided sucessful  activities  for  the  Town. 

Better,  more  effective  and  more  economical 
service  to  the  public  is  based  on  constant,  critical 
analysis.  It  is  axiomatic  that  progress  is  possible 
only  when  past  performance  is  analyzed  and 
future  goals  set. 

Since  the  Recreation  Department  was  est- 
ablished in  1962,  the  Annual  Report  has  included 
one  specific  evaluation  of  the  Program.  It  has 
stated  that  it  is  not  possible  to  operate  a  quality 
program  that  will  grow  with  the  needs  of  the 
Town  with  no  assistance  other  than  part-time  and 
volunteer  help.  It  has  also  stated  that  an  active 
maintenance  program  must  be  implemented  to 
support  activity  leaders.  The  past  year  has 
proven  this  evaluation.  Two  leaders  dropped  out 
of  successfully  operating  programs  because  it 
was  physically  impossible  for  the  Department  to 
support  them  in  their  needs.  At  least  three  other 
activities  never  got  past  the  discussion  stage  be- 
cause of  the  same  problem. 

With  additional  emphasis  on  the  use  of 
school  buildings  by  the  public,  it  is  more  import- 
ant than  ever  before  that  the  needs  of  the  Depart- 
ment be  met. 

The  economic  climate  of  the  Town  is  at  stake 
in  the  refusal  to  recognize  the  need  for  Recrea- 
tion development.  An  increasing  proportion  of 
people,  with  homes  in  Andover,  are  leaving  town 
to  find  recreation  elsewhere.  Within  a  half  hour's 
drive  they  find  the  public,  semi-public  or  private 
facilities  they  desire.  This  includes  indoor  and 
outdoor  facilities  they  might  expect  to  find  in 
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Town.  Swimming  pools,  tennis  courts,  ice  skating 
rinks,  boat  launching  areas  and  ski  slopes  are  but 
a  few  facilities.  It  is  obvious  that  people  buy  out 
of  Town  when  their  recreational  interests  take 
them  out  of  town.  Industry  has  long  recognized 
the  value  of  a  municipal  recreation  program. 
Those  who  visit  other  sections  of  the  country  are 
amazed  at  the  lack  of  facilities  found  in  Andover. 

There  are  those  who  insist  that  the  way  to 
keep  taxes  down  is  to  stop  spending.  This  is  a 
false  economy.  It  assumes  that  no  one  in  the 
future  will  want  anything  different  than  was 
wanted  in  the  past. 

If  the  Town  is  concerned  with  broadening 
and  stabilizing  the  tax  base,  a  healthy  economic 
climate  must  be  developed  and  maintained.  Such 
a  climate  depends  on  the  balanced  development 
of  all  utilities  and  services.  The  municipal  Rec- 
reation Program  is  such  a  service.  In  supporting 
the  program,  the  tax  dollar  can  be  invested 
rather  than  spent. 


Library 


The  Memorial  Hall  Library  enters  upon  its 
97th  year  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Andover  with 
confidence  in  its  ability  to  continue  the  high 
standards  of  public  service  which  have  become  a 
tradition  in  the  Merrimack  Valley  area.  As  one 
of  the  outstanding  public  libraries  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, this  institution  will  hold  fast  to  those 
principles  which  have  earned  the  library  high  re- 
gard, while  it  continues  to  develop  new  programs 
and  services  to  meet  tomorrow's  public  needs. 

The  year  1969  has  seen  many  significant 
changes  in  both  personnel  and  programs  at  Mem- 
orial Hall  Library.  This  institution  has  attempted 
to  continue  the  expansion  of  programs  and  ser- 
vices started  some  years  ago  when  the  library 
first  became  a  sub-regional  center  for  Essex 
County. 
NEW  SERVICES 

One  of  the  new  services  started  in  1969  was 
a  home  delivery  service  for  shut-ins  who  are  un- 
able to  come  to  the  library.  This  has  proven  to  be 
quite  popular  and  we  especially  appreciate  the 
local  Girl  Scout  groups  for  supplying  volunteers 
to  deliver  books  to  the  homes  of  those  requesting 
the  service. 

We  have  again  expanded  our  microfilm  ser- 
vice through  the  addition  of  more  back  films  of 
the  New  York  Times.  This  has  proven  to  be  one 
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of  our  most  frequently  used  sources  of  informa- 
tion and  is  used  by  student  and  non-student  alike. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  library's  history,  we 
have  acquired  an  extensive  selection  of  large-print 
books,  both  from  this  country  and  England.  In 
the  near  future  we  expect  to  set  up  deposit  col- 
lections at  smaller  libraries  in  our  sub-region. 
This  program  was  made  possible  through  the 
grant  of  federal  funds  and  exemplifies  the  bene- 
fits of  close  cooperation  between  federal,  state 
and  local  authorities  to  expand  service  to  the  pub- 
lic. 

This  year  we  have  added  to  our  collection  of 
framed  art  reproductions,  as  we  have  in  past 
years,  a  number  of  new  selections  in  the  periods 
that  have  proven  to  be  most  popular  with  our 
public.  We  have  also  purchased  a  number  of  fine 
films  for  our  permanent  collection,  which  now 
numbers  about  a  dozen  sound  films,  most  of  which 
are  in  color. 

To  increase  patron  use  of  a  once  neglected 
area,  we  have  purchased  two  stereo  units  and  in- 
stalled specially  designed  record  cabinets  in  our 
music  room.  This  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
increase  in  use  of  the  room  by  both  young  people 
and  adults.  In  order  to  provide  more  convenient 
hours  for  our  patrons,  we  are  now  open  one  hour 
earlier  in  the  morning,  thus  increasing  the  de- 
cision to  select  contemporary  books  for  discussion. 
It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  observe  the  in- 
crease in  attendance  at  Great  Books  meetings. 
PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

There  have  been  a  number  of  important 
changes  on  the  staff  of  the  library,  as  well  as  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Three  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  have  left  us ;  Dr.  Daniel  Frish- 
man,  Mr.  Warren  Lewis,  both  former  Chairman 
of  the  Board,  and  Mrs.  William  V.  N.  Washburn, 
former  Secretary  of  the  Board.  They  have  been 
replaced  by  Mr.  Milton  Prevost,  Dr.  Fred  Arragg, 
and  Mrs.  Richard  D.  Hornidge.  The  new  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  is  Mr.  Fritz  Allis.  Mr.  Prevost 
is  the  new  Treasurer. 

Among  those  on  the  staff  who  have  left  dur- 
ing this  year  are  Mrs.  Joseph  DeMaio,  the  Sec- 
retary and  Mrs.  Curtis  Bean,  a  Reference  Lib- 
rarian. The  Board  of  Trustees  regretfully  accept- 
ed the  resignation  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Anderson,  Direc- 
tor of  Memorial  Hall  Library,  effective  the  end 
of  June.  Mr.  Anderson  left  to  accept  a  teaching 
position  at  Simmons  College  in  Boston. 

The  year  1969  saw  new  personnel  added  to 
the  library  staff  both  as  replacements  for  those 


who  left  and  to  fill  new  positions  authorized  at 
Town  Meeting. 

Among  the  new  persons  added  to  the  staff 
were:  Mrs.  Earle  Shaw,  Library  Clerk;  Mrs. 
Ralph  Sharpe,  Library  Clerk;  and  Mrs.  Richard 
Josselyn,  Secretary.  Mrs.  William  MacCausland 
was  promoted  to  Library  Clerk  and  Mrs.  Paul 
Schaake  was  promoted  to  pre-professional  status 
with  the  commencement  of  her  studies  at  Sim- 
mons College. 

The  Trustees  of  the  library  were  pleased  to 
announce  the  appointment  of  Miss  Frances  A. 
Bold  as  the  new  Director  of  Memorial  Hall  Lib- 
rary, effective  August  1.  Miss  Bold  was  formerly 
Director  of  the  Free  Public  Library  of  New  Bed- 
ford, Massachusetts. 
OTHER  IMPROVEMENTS 

As  in  the  past,  we  have  continued  to  improve 
the  physical  plant,  when  our  financial  resources 
have  permitted  such  improvements.  A  perennial 
problem  of  noisy  stairs  was  solved  with  the  in- 
stallation of  rubber  stair  treads.  The  improvement 
in  the  noise  level  has  been  most  gratifying.  Cer- 
tain interior  areas  subject  to  heavy  use  by  the 
public  have  been  re-painted  and  the  book  stacks 
have  been  noticably  improved.  In  addition  to  these 
renovations,  a  new  Children's  Room  entrance 
door  has  been  installed. 

To  brighten  up  various  corners  in  the  library 
a  new  method  of  setting  up  attractive  displays 
was  devised.  Various  residents  of  Andover  and 
nearby  communities  have  been  asked  to  loan  their 
collections  to  the  library  for  one-month  showings. 
We  have  received  many  comments  about  these 
fine  displays,  and  the  local  news  media  have  been 
kind  enough  to  feature  a  number  of  these  collec- 
tions in  special  articles. 

Although  Memorial  Hall  Library  has  had  a 
generally  successful  year,  it  must  be  noted  that 
certain  unsolved  problems  remain  with  us.  One 
of  the  most  significant  problems  is  parking.  With 
the  failure  of  a  movement  to  acquire  property  to 
the  west  of  the  library  for  the  Town,  at  this  year's 
town  meeting,  we  find  ourselves  again  facing  a 
formidable  parking  problem.  Almost  all  of  the 
spaces  to  the  west  or  rear  of  the  library  are  now 
taken  up  by  commercial  firms  and  we  will  shortly 
lose  those  spaces  now  available  on  Main  Street 
heading  north,  due  to  the  need  for  a  fire  lane  when 
the  public  safety  center  is  finished.  The  problem 
of  off-street  parking  is  certainly  one  of  the  most 
perplexing  situations  to  face  the  library  and  the 
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Town  of  Andover. 

We  also  note  with  regret  the  failure  of  a  new 
state-aid  bill  to  pass  the  legislature.  Passage  of 
this  program  would  have  meant  further  strength- 
ening of  the  regional  services,  which  have  become 
so  popular  with  residents  of  the  state.  Also,  at 
this  time,  the  status  of  federal  aid  to  public  lib- 
raries is  seriously  in  question  and  we  may  ex- 
pect drastic  cuts  in  federal  funding  for  library 
services  in  the  near  future. 
REGIONAL  SERVICES 

The  library  continues  to  provide  regional 
service  to  a  twenty-four  town  area  of  Essex 
County,  under  the  provisions  of  the  regional  plan 
of  service  adopted  some  years  ago.  These  services 
include  inter-library  loan,  back-up  reference  ser- 
vice, in-service  training  and  professional  consulta- 
tion for  local  libraries. 

We  have  held  a  number  of  meetings  in  An- 
dover for  librarians  in  this  area  to  discuss  such 
topics  as  increased  state-aid,  cooperative  pur- 
chasing and  speeding  up  loan  service  to  the  pub- 
lic. This  year  the  Eastern  Regional  System  install- 
ed a  teletype  machine  in  the  library  which  pro- 
vides instant  communication  between  this  library 
and  the  Boston  Public  Library  to  fill  patron  re- 
quests for  material  we  cannot  provide  locally. 

As  more  staff  and  funds  become  available, 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  expand  our  programs  for 
the  patrons  we  now  service  in  Essex  County.  In 
the  near  future  we  may  see  a  bookmobile  program 
for  every  town  in  this  sub-region  and  the  develop- 
ment of  a  deposit  collection  of  popular  books  for 
smaller  libraries  in  our  area. 

One  important  responsibility  of  this  library  is 
to  acquaint  the  general  public  with  those  new  ser- 
vices which  are  available  on  a  regional  basis.  To 
carry  on  an  active  community-relations  program, 
the  Associate  Director,  Mr.  R.  B.  Hubbs,  has  been 
touring  various  areas  and  speaking  to  many  dif- 
ferent civic  and  business  organizations  on  region- 
al needs  and  plans  for  future  expansion. 
FURTHER  SERVICES 

In  keeping  with  the  library's  reputation  as  a 
pace-setter  in  public  service  programs,  a  number 
of  innovations  were  started  during  the  year  to 
benefit  our  patrons. 

We  have  taken  an  unprecedented  step  for  a 
public  library  and  eliminated  the  fine  system  for 
overdue  books.  We  found  this  system  cumber- 
some, time  consuming  for  the  staff  and  not  really 
effective  in  ensuring  the  prompt  return  of  over- 
due material.  The  Memorial  Hall  Library  is  one 
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of  the  few  libraries  in  the  country  to  have  taken 
this  significant  step  and  we  hope  this  will  set  a 
pattern  for  the  future. 

Among  the  innovations  at  the  library  are 
a  coffee  period  for  the  mothers  who  bring  their 
children  to  the  story  hours  in  the  Children's 
Room,  and  a  special  section  for  young  adults  in 
the  main  reading  area  including  paperback  books 
that  will  appeal  to  that  age  group. 

The  reputation  for  public  service  of 
Memorial  Hall  Library  is  a  long  and  proud  one 
going  back  through  many  years  of  the  Town's 
history.  This  was  noted  in  a  special  feature  on 
public  libraries  undertaken  by  the  Lawrence 
Eagle  Tribune,  which  singled  out  this  library  for 
honorable  mention. 

By  holding  fast  to  what  has  proven  to  be 
worthwhile,  and  continuing  to  move  ahead  in  de- 
veloping innovative  programs  for  the  future, 
Memorial  Hall  Library  will  strive  to  enchance  its 
reputation  for  service  to  the  public  in  Andover 
and   in  the  surrounding  communities. 


Water  Department 


1969  was  a  year  in  which  anticipated  short- 
ages in  supply  and  pumping  capacities  became 
extremely  evident.  Pumping  was  at  the  highest 
level  in  the  history  of  the  town.  Late  in  the  sum- 
mer, Haggetts  Pond  had  been  drawn  down  over 
six  feet.  Several  days  during  heavy  use,  Hag- 
getts Pond  Station  was  operated  for  the  entire 
24  hour  daily  period. 

The  east  high  system  had  an  extremely  high 
use.  At  the  end  of  the  year  at  a  time  when  con- 
sumption is  normally  at  its  lowest,  the  daily  use 
of  water  was  in  excess  of  the  safe  yield  of  all 
supplies.  This  condition  alone  would  show  the 
dire  need  of  immediate  construction  of  the  pro- 
posed treatment  plant  at  Haggetts  Pond  to  en- 
able the  town  to  use  Merrimack  River  water. 
This  need  cannot  be  stressed  enough.  Should  a 
dry  year  occur  before  the  plant  can  be  construc- 
ted extremely  severe  restrictions  would  have  to 
be  enforced. 

Pumping  capacities  at  Haggetts  Pond  have 
become  a  minimum.  The  recommended  pumping 
changes  are  very  much  needed.  Any  delay  in  any 
of  these  improvements  could  have  very  conse- 
quences for  the  town.  During  the  year  a  large 
amount  of  the  construction  work  has  in  prepar- 
ation for  highway  construction:  North  Street 
under  Chapter  90,  South  Main  Street  under  State 
maintenance  and  further  work  on  the  newly  con- 
structed Lowell  Junction  Road.  Time  sorely  need- 
ed for  normal  maintenance  was  thereby  used. 

Several  major  breaks  occurred.  Fire  flow 
tests  at  the  new  Gillette  Plant  found  the  new  line 
to  carry  the  designed  flow.  A  major  portion  of 
the  new  24"  main  running  from  the  station  part 
way  down  Osgood  Street  was  completed.  The 
necessary  easement  through  the  market  garden 
area  was  satisfactorily  negotiated  without  going 
through  eminent  domain  process. 

As  in  the  sewer  report,  mains  constructed 
in  subdivision  areas,  although  supervised  and 
tested  by  the  department,  will  have  their  dis- 
tances added  in  the  1970  report  after  acceptance 
of  the  streets  by  town  vote.  160  new  water  ser- 
vices were  added  to  the  system.  Supervision  of 
subdivision  installations  was  very  time  consum- 
ing. 


Many  replacements  meters  were  installed. 
Several  were  repaired  and  meters  installed  on 
new  services.  A  small  number  of  the  new  remote 
reading  units  were  installed  for  demonstration 
purposes.  Their  efficiency  has  been  well  proven. 
Funds  were  encumbered  for  purchasing  a  con- 
siderable number  during  the  coming  year. 

Total  water  pumping  for  1969  was  1,029,133- 
000  gallons. 

The  number  of  meters  in  use  -  5,950. 

Housing  Authority 

Thomas  R.  Wallace  was  re-elected  to  the 
Authority  for  a  five  year  term  by  the  towns- 
people in  March  1969. 

Andover  has  a  Veterans'  Housing  Project, 
Andover  200-1,  containing  56  two,  three  and  four 
bedroom  units,  opened  in  1950;  two  projects  for 
elderly  persons  —  Andover  667-1,  opened  in  1959 
and  Andover  667-2,  opened  March  5,  1969.  Each 
elderly  project  contains  40  one  bedroom  units. 

At  March  1969  Town  Meeting,  the  towns- 
people voted   the   Authority   enough   land   for  a 
parking  area  and  an  exit  road  for  the  new  pro- 
ject. 
VETERANS'   PROJECT   200-1 

Eight  new  families  moved  into  the  project 
this  year  and  two  tenant  families  moved  within 
the  project. 

Major  replacements  this  year  were  a  number 
of  ranges  and  refrigerators,  linoleum  kitchen  and 
bathroom  floors,  and  repairs  to  the  heating  sys- 
tem. 

Work  to  be  done  next  year  will  be  exterior 
painting  of  all  buildings,  continued  replacement 
of  ranges,  refrigerators,  window  shades  and  lino- 
leum floors. 

Payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  the  Town  of 
Andover  was  $2,016.00.  The  Commonwealth  Con- 
tribution for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31, 
1970,  will  be  $9,650.00.  The  Project  showed  a  sur- 
plus of  $5,036.42  for  the  first  six  months  of  the 
fiscal  year.  This  project  was  financed  with  Hous- 
ing Authority  Bonds  @  2-1/8%  interest  and  will 
become  Town  property  when  paid  for  in  1992. 

Yearly  income  limits  for  admittance  to  the 
Veteran's  Project,  based  on  the  number  of  minor 
dependents,  are:  one  minor  dependent,  $4,800; 
two  minor  dependents,  $5,000 ;  Three  minor  de- 
pendents, $5,200. 

The    average    rent,    including    utilities,    is 
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$76.97  per  month. 

ELDERLY  HOUSING  PROJECTS  667-1  and 
667-2. 

Yearly  income  limits  for  admission  are:  for 
one  person,  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $2,500 ;  two 
persons,  65  years  of  age  or  older,  $3,000. 

It  cost  $72,935.84  to  operate  the  two  projects 
for  the  year  1969.  Administration  Expenses  were 
$4,474.28;  Utilities  $11,048.49;  Repairs,  Mainten- 
ance and  Replacements  $4,791.82;  Insurance, 
Pension  Fund,  and  Retirement  of  Notes  and  Inter- 
est $47,170.25 ;  Reserves  $5,451.00. 

Total  income  for  the  two  projects  was 
$49,843.02.  With  the  Commonwealth  Contribu- 
tion of  $29,812.50  and  $2,000.00  from  last  year's 
surplus,  the  projects  showed  a  surplus  of 
$8,719.68  for  840  unit  months. 

Development  cost  for  the  two  projects  was 


$1,155,000.00,    financed    by    Housing    Authority 
Notes,  of  which  $75,000.00  has  been  retired.

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(7)  For  chasing  any  vehicle  on  a  public  way  or  way  open  to  public 
traffic  in  the  town: 

(8)  If  found  at  large,  after  having  been  ordered  restrained  by  a 
dog  officer. 

B.   An  impounded  dog  shall  be  released  to  its  owner  or  keeper  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  pound  fees  and  on  the  following  additional  conditions, 
if  applicable: 

(1)  In  the  case  of  a  dog  impounded  under  Section  11  A  (1)  above,  upon 
the  obtaining  of  a  license  as  required  by  law. 

(2)  Except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  Section  12,  in  the  case  of  a 
dog  impounded  under  Section  11  A (2)  above,  upon  the  agreement  of 
the  owner  or  keeper  to  undertake  such  restrictions  or  control  of 
the  animal  as  the  dog  officer  shall  require. 

(3)  Dogs  impounded  and  unclaimed  by  the  owner  or  keeper  after  a  ten 
day  period,  shall  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  151A. 

Section  12.   Control  of  Dogs  in  Oestrus  Cycle 

If  the  dog  officer  determines  that  a  dog  in  her  oestrus  cycle  (even  when 
confined  to  the  property  of  the  owner  or  keeper) ,  is  attracting  other 
dogs  to  the  area,  which  condition  causes  disturbance  on  or  damage  to 
neighboring  property  or  public  areas,  he  may  impound  the  dog  for  the 
duration  of  the  oestrus  cycle,  releasing  it  thereafter  to  the  owner  or 
keeper  upon  the  payment  of  pound  fees;  or  the  dog  officer  may  require 
the  owner  or  keeper  to  place  and  keep  such  dog,  while  in  such  cycle, in 
a  kennel  or  to  remove  it  from  the  area  so  that  the  nuisance  is  abated. 

Section  13.   Restraint  of  Dogs 

The  dog  officer  may  order  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  to  restrain  a 
dog  for  any  one  of  the  following  causes: 

(a)  For  any  of  the  causes  listed  in  Section  11  A(3)  to  11  A(7)  inclusive 

(b)  For  having  repeatedly  littered  on  or  caused  damage  to  the  property 
of  other  persons. 

(c)  The  dog  officer,  in  his  discretion,  may  remove  an  order  of  restraint 
if  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  satisfies  him  that  the  dog  is  un- 
likely to  repeat  its  offense. 

Section  14.   Penalty 

Procedure  hereunder  and  penalties  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  173A. 

Section  15.   Definitions 

(a)  "At  large"  means  unaccompanied  by  a  responsible  person. 

(b)  "Out  of  control"  means  accompanied  by  a  person  not  exerting  proper 

supervision. 

(c)  "Oestrus  Cycle"  is  the  technical  term  for  the  common  expression 

"in  heat". 

(d)  "Restrained"  means  being  kept  leashed  or  fenced  within  the  bounds  of 

the  property  of  the  owner  or  keeper. 
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Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  that  the  Town  repeal  the  dog  by-law  adopt- 
ed under  the  provisions  of  Article  62  of  the  warrant  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
March,  1968,  and  substitute  therefor  the  following  as  a  by-law  for  the  Town: 

SECTION  11.   Impounding  of  Dogs 

A.  A  dog  officer  may  cause  a  dog  found  to  be  a  nuisance  to  be  impounded 
for  any  one  of  the  following  causes: 

(1)  If  found  without  a  license  when  a  license  is  required  by  law. 

(2)  If  found  at  large  when  in  her  oestrus  cycle; 

(3)  If  found  at  large  or  out  of  control  in  a  school  yard,  public  park, 
public  playground,  or  area  zoned  as  a  business  district; 

(4)  If  found  at  large  or  out  of  control  in  a  pack; 

(5)  For  having  bitten,  injured  or  physically  molested  any  person; 

(6)  For  having  bitten  or  injured  any  domestic  animal; 

(7)  For  chasing  any  vehicle  on  a  public  way  or  way  open  to  public 
traffic  in  the  town; 

(8)  If  found  at  large,  after  having  been  ordered  restrained  by  a 
dog  officer. 

B.  An  impounded  dog  shall  be  released  to  its  owner  or  keeper  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  pound  fees  and  on  the  following  additional  conditions,  if 
applicable.

2  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

In  all  industrial  districts,  landscaping  shall  be  provided  and  main- 
tained in  front  yards  and  in  side  yards  abutting  public  ways  for 
esthetic  reasons  to  break  up  lines  of  buildings  and  for  screening  of 
accessory  facilities  under  the  requirements  discussed  below.   Specifi-

A  quorum  was 
present .

The  purpose  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to  make  an  investiga- 
tion and  study  to  determine  the  advantages  and  feasibility  of  establishing  one  site 
for  the  construction  of  all  future  school  buildings  and  those  structures  essential 
to  the  education  of  Andover  children.   Said  site  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  contain- 
ing all  buildings  for  the  entire  school  system.   Said  committee  shall  consider  and 
include  the  costs  of  construction,  site  acquisition,  site  development,  maintenance 
and  administration.   Said  committee  shall  survey  possible  sites  and  make  a  recommen- 
dation for  the  acquisition  of  a  site.   Said  committee  shall  report  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  not  later  than  December  24,  1969.   The  committee  shall  insert  its  recommen- 
dation for  a  site  in  the  warrant  for  the  next  town  meeting  to  be  held  in  March  1970, 
on  petition  of  Irving  L.  Newman  and  others. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  that  the  Town  authorize  and  direct  the 
Town  Manager  to  appoint  an  unpaid  Committee  to  consist  of  seven  persons,  none  of 
whom  is  presently  a  member  of  any  Town  committee,  nor  a  duly  elected  official.   Six 
additional  persons,  consisting  of  one  member  from  the  School  Committee,  one  member 
from  the  Finance  Committee,  one  member  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  member  from 
the  Planning  Board,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Town  Manager,  shall  partic- 
ipate in  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  but  shall  have  no  power  to  vote.   The  Com- 
mittee may  authorize  and  appoint  persons  to  assist  it  in  carrying  out  the  purpose 
set  forth  herein. 

The  purpose  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to  make  an  evaluation  of  the  present 
multi-site  policy  for  school  buildings  and  to  make  an  investigation  and  study  of 
alternatives  to  this  policy,  including  a  one  site  concept,  with  the  view  of  deter- 
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mining  the  justification  and  feasibility  of  each  alternative. 

The  Committee  shall  submit  its  finding,  conclusions  and  recommendations  in 
the  following  reports: 

A.  A  preliminary  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  not  later  than 
December  24,  1969 

B.  A  report  to  next  Town  meeting  to  be  held  in  March,  1970,  and 

C.  A  final  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  or  about  June  1,  1970. 

The  Town  Manager  is  authorized  to  file  for  and  accept  for  the  Town  any  State, 
Federal  and/or  private  grants  that  may  be  available  for  this  purpose.  The  Town 
Manager  is  herewith  authorized  to  expend  such  grant. 

At  this  point,  upon  motion  made  by  Town  Counsel  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to 
take  up  the  Supplementary  Warrant. 

A  quorum  was  questioned  and  a  count  showed  less  than  the  required  quorum  figure  of 
350. 

Upon  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  to  adjourn  the  meeting  at  11:00 
P.  M.  until  Tuesday  evening,  October  7,  1969,  at  8:00  P.  M.  in  the  Memorial  Auditori- 
um.

Mertie  P.  Jaques  and  as  shown  on  Assessors'  Map  176,  Lot  1;  and  Arthur  S.Chambers 
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and  that  the  Town  Manager  shall,  except  as  otherwise  hereinbefore  stated,  have  all 
powers  necessary  to  carry  out  the  sewer  construction  project  hereinbefore  author- 
ized. 

The  Vote-YES  382,  NO  2 — voted  by  more  than  2/3  as  required.  The  Finance  Commit- 
tee unanimously  approved  this  article.  A  report  of  the  Andover  Planning  Board  was 
read  by  John  Hardy.   A  quorum  was  present. 

At  8:20  P.  M. ,  upon  motion  made  by  Town  Counsel  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED 
to  adjourn  action  of  the  Supplementary  Warrant  and  resume  action  on  the  original 
warrant.

Upon  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  VOTED  unanimously  that  the  sum  of 
$68,000  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  approximately  900  feet  of 
ten-inch  sewer  from  Chestnut  Street  to  Summer  Street  and  approximately  1,400  feet 
of  eight-inch  sewer  in  Summer  Street  from  Stratford  Road  to  near  Stevens  Circle; 
that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $3,000  shall  be  transferred  from  avail- 
able revenue  funds  in  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  and  the  Treasurer,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Selectmen,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  of  the  Town 
at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time  not  exceeding  in  principal  amount  the  sum  of 
$65,000,  pursuant  to  Chapter  44,  Section  7(1)  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  and 
supplemented,  each  issue  of  said  bonds  or  notes  to  mature  in  not  more  than  fifteen 
(15)  years  from  its  date;  that  the  Selectmen  are  authorized  in  the  name  and  on  be-

G,  and  changing  the  symbol  "Y"  in  all  dis- 
tricts in  the  table  to  "SP".

The  Moderator  allowed  a  resolution  to  be  read  by  Miss  Catherine  Stewart  regarding 
distribution  of  non-fluoridated  drinking  water.   This  was  not  accepted  by  the  assem- 
bly. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  9:50  P.  M.  after  motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded.
